Report of the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN and 
TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


Nineteen ninety-eight was a very active and eventful year 
in the Town of Sandwich. Several of the major occurrences of 
1998 are highlighted below. 


The 1998 Annual Town Meeting approved several new 
FY’99 budget initiatives and long range planning for the Town. 
New funding was included for a High School Guidance Coun- 
selor, a 19 hour per week Licensed Clinical Social Worker in 
the Nursing Department, additional office staff hours in the 
Accounting and Nursing Departments, extra funding for the 
Council on Aging’s Outreach Coordinator, and a new High- 
way Division worker. The Selectmen and Finance Committee 
focused capital appropriations on building repairs and mainte- 
nance and plan to have a comprehensive survey of the condi- 
tion of all municipal and school buildings completed during 
1999. Zoning articles were also approved to create an Adult 
Entertainment Overlay District and Telecommunications Tower 
bylaw which will provide as much protection as legally pos- 
sible for the future development of the Town. 


The Department of Public Works supervised two road- 
way design and enhancement projects for Service Road and 
Route 130. Both projects are slated for funding using money 
received from the Commonwealth provided the designs meet 
state approval. The availability of these funds across the state 
has been jeopardized by the shear volume of federal aid being 
spent on Boston’s Central Artery project. The proposed de- 
sign and safety improvements for Service Road led to much 
input and questioning from abutters. After reviewing these 
concerns and considering various design alternatives, the Board 
voted in late 1998 to request several design waivers from the 
Massachusetts Highway Department in hopes of funding a more 
acceptable alternative. A decision on this request is expected 
in 1999. The Route 130 design improvements have been re- 
ceived more favorably and are proceeding according to the re- 
quired state process. 


Several new committees were appointed in 1998 to ad- 
dress important issues. An 11 member Charter Commission was 
appointed in early 1998 to review the structure, efficiency and 
accountability of Sandwich town government. The Charter Com- 
mission meets twice a month and has spoken with numerous Town 
officials, charter groups from other communities, Town Counsel 
and others over the year. It is expected a formal charter document 
will be presented to voters in the Fall of 1999. The Visitors Ser- 
vices Board was established in June to oversee and recommend 
expenditures from the Sandwich Promotions Fund. This group 
hosted a tourism summit in October and 1s considering appropri- 
ate expenditures based on input received at the forum. 


A Capital Planning Committee, as recommended in 
the Sandwich Local Comprehensive Plan, was appointed to 
improve the Town’s capital planning efforts. This group estab- 
lished capital and building maintenance request forms for the 
annual budget review process, plans to propose a formal capi- 
tal planning bylaw to present to Town Meeting in 1999, and 
recommend a professional survey of all municipal buildings to 
appropriately fund future capital expenditures and properly care 
for our municipal infrastructure. A Golf Study Committee was 
appointed in the Fall of 1998 to study the feasibility of devel- 
oping a municipal golf course. The Committee discussed vari- 
ous opportunities and was rewarded in early 1999 when the 
Selectmen announced the proposed purchase of Round Hill 
Country Club and adjoining property. The Golf Study Com- 
mittee will be very active considering the various alternatives 
of a municipally owned course. 


In the Summer of 1998 the Sandwich Adventure Play- 
ground was constructed using volunteer labor and opened to 
the public in the Fall. This significant and extremely success- 
ful effort has been spearheaded by Karen Cotter, Rose 
Provencher and a hard-working volunteer committee. The fruits 
of their labor will be enjoyed by the youth of Sandwich for 
many, many years. In August, the Board also held its second 
annual seasonal resident forum to hear the concerns of prop- 
erty owners who live in Sandwich only during the summer. 
This forum has proven to be very helpful in identifying the 
unique concerns of this segment of the population and provid- 
ing a better understanding of Town services. 


Two environmental efforts which received much at- 
tention during 1998 were the analysis and proposed treatment 
of the condition of Shawme Ponds and the development of a 
long term beach management plan with improvements to the 
Old Harbor inlet. In 1998 the Board and Conservation Com- 
mission supported a limited number of recommendations from 
a diagnostic report prepared by a professional consultant hired 
through a state grant. Included in these recommendations was 
the direct treatment of a potentially dangerous weed which in- 
hibits the health of ponds and lakes with an aquatic herbicide. 
This proposal caused concern amongst some members of the 
public and the herbicide treatment was later abandoned after 
the weed could not be relocated. Other recommendations of 
the report will be considered in the future. 


The Town also worked through 1998 to coordinate 
the development of a beach management plan from the east 
jetty of the Cape Cod Canal to Spring Hill Beach. This work is 
being coordinated with numerous state and federal agencies 
and officials. It is hoped the Town will be able to permanently 
permit the use of dredge spoils from the Cape Cod Canal to 
renourish and protect Sandwich beaches in this area. A direct 
beneficiary of this process would be the improvement of the 
Old Harbor entrance. This project would protect numerous 
private homes and public properties during major storm events. 


If all proceeds well, the actual work at Old Harbor would take 
place in late 1999 or early 2000. 


Town Hall received a facelift in 1998 following the 
receipt of a large grant from the Massachusetts Historical Com- 
mission. The original clapboards covered with lead paint were 
removed and replaced, insulation was added for the first time, 
and several structural repairs were completed to keep the build- 
ing standing for another 165 years. The Town also received a 
smaller grant from Massachusetts Historical for structural and 
exterior repairs to the Deacon Eldred House which is leased to 
the Thornton Burgess Society. This work will be completed in 
1999. 


In the middle of 1998 the Town was notified that the 
Canal Electric power generation facilities, Sandwich’s largest 
taxpayer, were being sold to Southern Energy Co. of Atlanta. 
As the year progressed, this sale was approved by the appro- 
priate state and federal authorities and plans were formalized 
to construct a new generation unit at the site for an estimated 
cost of $175 - $200 million. This proposal will require almost 
two dozen separate permit approvals over many months before 
it can be authorized. In November the Selectmen and Assess- 
ing Offices negotiated a $63 million increase in the valuation 
of the two existing generating units at the facility for the next 7 
years. This helped reduce the Town’s tax rate and will help 
maintain the total property valuation of Sandwich for many 
years. 


Another significant issue of 1998 was the approval of 
the Cape Cod Land Bank legislation in November which was 
unanimously supported by the Board. This approval will al- 
low the Town to assess a 3% surcharge on most property val- 
ues for 20 years and establish a fund to purchase open space. 
In such a rapidly growing community like Sandwich, the pres- 
ervation of open space will help reduce our projected buildout 
population, protect valuable public water supplies, reduce de- 
mands on municipal and school services, and provide recre- 
ational opportunities for our residents. In early 1999, the Se- 
lectmen announced the first proposed Land Bank purchase on 
Cape Cod — almost 220 acres for $6 million which includes 75 
approved, but unbuilt, subdivision lots. The Land Bank will 
be a great benefit to current and future residents. 


There were several personnel changes during 1998 which 
deserve special recognition. In May, Jack Jillson was elected 
to the Board to replace MaryGail Alesse who stepped down 
after six years of public service as Selectman. MaryGail has 
always been a champion of those in need, particularly seniors 
and those who are less fortunate. Her kindness, caring and 
refreshing outlook on many issues will be deeply missed. We 
wish she and her husband Sonny lasting health and happiness 
in their retirement. 


Other prominent appointments during 1998 included 


Town Treasurer Mary Govoni, Inspector of Buildings Bob 
Walton, Director of Planning & Development Joanne Miller 
Buntich, and Public Health Nurse Nancy DellaPosta. In our 
office, former Planning & Development Director Marie Buckner 
was appointed Assistant Town Administrator in May. The Town 
is very fortunate to have her considerable talents and abilities 
working in a broader administrative capacity. 


The Board also participated a formal Civil Service 
process to find a new Chief of Police. The Town received a list 
of eligible candidates from the state in November following a 
May examination and conducted an assessment center process 
and personal interviews. Following the conclusion of these 
exercises, the Board voted in early in 1999 to abandon the open 
competitive search process and undertake an internal promo- 
tional process which will be open to Sandwich officers only. It 
is expected this process will continue through most of 1999 
with an appointment expected near the end of the year. 


Finally, at the conclusion of 1998, Public Health Nurse 
Fran Silva retired after 33 years of loving and devoted service 
to our community. Franis direct efforts since 1965 have been 
responsible for improving the quality of life of literally thou- 
sands and thousands of Sandwich residents. No one but Fran 
will ever know all of the additional hours and weekend visits 
she provided her patients during her tenure. She has person- 
ally visited virtually every infant born in Sandwich over the 
last 3 decades and has provided dignity and invaluable assis- 
tance to many patients and their families as they approach the 
end of their lives. We cannot thank Fran enough for all she has 
done for our community. We wish her much happiness and 
health.

Report of the 
CAPE COD COMMISSION 
REPRESENTATIVE 


Representation on the Cape Cod Commission provides Sand- 
wich with opportunities to participate in setting regional policy 
and to advocate for the town's interests. Cape Cod Commission 
membership involves Sandwich in important regulatory and fund- 
ing matters at regional, state, and federal levels. Through the 
Commission's involvement, these committees and councils con- 
tribute to the quality of life in Sandwich and Cape-wide: 


HOME Consortium Advisory Council 

Bays Legal Fund, Coastal Resources Committee 

Barnstable County Waste Management Advisory Com- 
mittee

In addition, involvement in the Cape Cod Commission 
assures awareness of regional activities outside the town of 
Sandwich. In 1998, major regional activities of the Cape Cod 
Commission included the following: 


Planning for the Future of the Massachusetts 
Military Reservation 


The Cape Cod Commission assisted the Community 
Working Group, established by the Massachusetts Secretary 
of Environmental Affairs, in preparing a Master Plan report for 
the future uses of the Massachusetts Military Reservation 
(MMR). The Commission provided technical assistance, plan- 
ning support, organizational, and logistical support for all meet- 
ings and workshops held by the Community Working Group 
during the year-long planning process. The Commission also 
prepared Geographic Information Systems (GIS) maps of ex- 
isting and proposed conditions, resources, and alternatives. The 
final report to the Executive Office of Environmental Affairs 
was released by the Commission in early September 1998. 


Model Bylaws 


Funded largely by a planning grant from the Massachusetts 
Executive Office of Environmental Affairs, the Cape Cod Com- 
mission met monthly with Cape Cod town planners to develop a 
collection of 14 model bylaws and regulations intended to aid towns 
in developing and applying proven land use management ap- 
proaches. The model bylaws cover cluster development; flood- 
plain development; hazardous wastes; land clearing, grading, and 
protection of specimen trees, roadway access management; de- 
velopment rate limitations; wetland and wildlife habitat; impact 
fees; development agreements; transfer of development rights; 
village-style development; inclusionary housing; wireless com- 


munications facilities; and aquifer protection overlay districts. The 
bylaws were developed as models and are not intended for adop- 
tion without specific tailoring for each community. The Commis- 
sion presented the package at a Citizen Planner Training Collabo- 
rative workshop in November 1998. The final package was dis- 
tributed to all towns in December 1998. 


Regional Open Space Plan 


With the passage of the Cape Cod Land Bank bill in No- 
vember, each town on Cape Cod now has the opportunity to 
acquire parcels of land needing protection for ecological, rec- 
reational, aesthetic, or growth-management reasons. To sup- 
port local land protection priorities, the Cape Cod Commis- 
sion has begun to develop a regional open space plan to ensure 
a Cape-wide view of open space criteria and to review signifi- 
cant opportunities for collaboration in this endeavor. 


Water Resources 


The Cape Cod Commission works Cape-wide on water 
supply, water quality, and marine waters and coastal issues. In 
1998, the Commission completed the Upper Cape Water De- 
mand Study in conjunction with the Massachusetts Military 
Reservation Water Supply Study, and continued to work with 
the Lower Cape Water Management Task Force. The Com- 
mission provides direct technical assistance to towns for water 
quality assessments. In addition, the Commission coordinates 
the Cape-wide "Groundwater Guardians" team. The Commis- 
sion monitors Cape ponds monthly, adding data to the 
Monomoy Lens and USGS observation well networks, and is 
conducting a study of vernal pools and groundwater interac- 
tion. Of special interest in 1998 is the award of a Massachu- 
setts Department of Environmental Protection grant to the Com- 
mission to conduct an assessment of present and future water 
supply sites with extensive cartographic analysis; all towns with 
municipal water supplies will benefit from this study, in progress 
now as the "Priority Land Acquisition Assessment Project." 


Transportation 


As required under the Intermodal Surface Transportation 
Efficiency Act of 1991, Commission staff coordinates transporta- 
tion planning activities for the Cape Cod Metropolitan Planning 
Organization. The Regional transportation Plan provides a frame- 
work for maintaining and enhancing Cape Cod's transportation 
system through the year 2020. The Commission also prepares the 
annual Unified Work Program for Transportation Planning Ac- 
tivities and the annual update of the Transportation Improvement 
Program for Cape Cod, required for transportation projects to be 
eligible to receive federal transportation funds. Through these 
efforts, an annual average of $28 million of local and regional 
transportation projects are eligible for state and federal transpor- 
tation funding for Fiscal Year 1998 through Fiscal Year 2003. Also 
in 1998, with funding from the Massachusetts Executive Office of 
Transportation and Construction, the Cape Cod Commission's 
Transportation Program examined the potential for additional ferry 


service as a strategy to reduce traffic congestion on Cape Cod. 
The effort included an analysis of harbors and potential routes as 
well as a survey of Cape Cod residents. The "Cape Cod Marina 
Transportation Feasibility Study" was released in July 1998. 


Economic Development 


The Commission prepares the annual Overall Economic 
Development Program (OEDP) for the region, which is required 
by the U.S. Economic Development Administration and includes 
municipal projects for which federal funds will be sought. The 
Commission also provides economic development research and 
planning support to the regional, publishing the fourth and fifth 
editions of Cape Trends, an economic and demographic fact book, 
in 1998. The Commission also organizes the annual Cape Cod 
Maritime Week and assists with organizing Heritage Cape Cod 
events. In 1998, the Commission also organized a conference on 
the retirement industry on Cape Cod. 


Technical Services 
Provided to the Town of Sandwich 


Local tools and regulatory assistance available only through 
the Cape Cod Commission include review of Developments of 
Regional Impact, establishment of Impact Fees and Development 
Agreements, and designation of Districts of Critical Planning 
Concern. In addition, the Cape Cod Commission provides direct 
technical assistance and services to all Cape communities. Be- 
low are some examples that have benefited Sandwich in 1998: 


Water and Coastal Resources 


@ The Commission's Water Resources Office worked with the 
Community Working Group and provided extensive technical 
assistance for the development of the Master Plan report for 
the Massachusetts Military Reservation (MMR). 

@ The Commission also participated in the MMR Technical Pro- 
cess Action and MMR Impact Area Review teams, and com- 
pleted the Upper Cape Water Demand Study. 

@ The Commission provided technical assistance and equipment 
to Sandwich on the water quality assessment of Shawme Pond. 

@ Sandwich is one of the town's included in the Commission's 
Priority Land Acquisition Assessment Project. 


Transportation 


@ The Commission's Transportation Program assisted the 
Town in obtaining state or federal funds for transportation 
projects, and developed a pavement management system 
for federal-aid eligible roads. 

@ The Commission also provided assistant to the Sandwich 
Planning Board regarding a proposed road within the BL-2 
(commercial area) district. 


Planning 


@ The Commission provided Sandwich with assistant on wa- 
ter, traffic, and community-character issues in its review of 
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a proposed site for the Barnstable County Jail and House of 
Correction. 

@ The Commission has started working with the Sandwich Plan- 
ning Committee and Sandwich Planning Director to revise the 
town's Local Comprehensive Plan (LCP) so it can be certified 
as consistent with the Regional Policy Plan. The Commission 
has developed a Scope of Work to be considered for the devel- 
opment of the transportation element of the plan. 

@ The Commission assisted Sandwich in review of its wire- 
less bylaw and wireless requirements, particularly related 
to further identifying overlay zones for wireless facilities. 

@ The Commission has discussed historic planning efforts with 
Sandwich town staff and representatives, and has provided 
advice for developing grant applications to the Massachu- 
setts Historical Commission. 

@ The Commission worked with the Community Working 
Group and provided extensive technical assistance for the 
development of the Master Plan report for the Massachu- 
setts Military Reservation (MMR). 


Affordable Housing 


@ The Commission assisted the town in developing its afford- 
able housing Action Plan, which would be incorporated into 
its Local Comprehensive Plan. 

@ The Commission also assisted the Sandwich Housing Au- 
thority in assessing the feasibility and available funding for 
a proposed 24-family rental unit project. 


Solid and Hazardous Waste Management 


@ The Commission addressed classes at the Sandwich High 
School on solid waste and recycling issues. 

@ The Commission assisted with the Sandwich household haz- 
ardous waste collection in 1998. 


Geographic Information System 


@ The Commission's GIS department provided extensive map- 
ping and data support during the year-long Massachusetts 
Military Reservation (MMR) Master Plan process, and sup- 
ported the MMR Long-range Water Supply study, with as- 
sistance from EarthTech, Inc. 

@ The Commission's GIS department created maps of a Wire- 
less Communication Overlay District, the Scorton marsh 
area, and Adult Entertainment Overlay District, Significant 
natural resources, and Marine Water Recharge Area, and 


Water Resources Classification. 


@ The Commission provided Sandwich with reprints of GIS 
maps for coastal features, historic centers, growth centers, 
wetlands, capital facilities, and open space. 

@ The Commission also provided GIS maps for the Sandwich 
Conservation Trust.

Report of the 
BARNSTABLE COUNTY 
ASSEMBLY OF DELEGATES 


The Assembly of Delegates is the legislative branch of 
County Government. All legislative powers of the County are 
vested in the Assembly of Delegates, and except as provided in 
the Barnstable County Home Rule Charter, the acts of the As- 
sembly of Delegates are required to be by ordinance. 


Each town located within Barnstable County is duly rep- 
resented on the Assembly of Delegates. Delegates are elected 
by the voters in each of the municipalities within which they 
live and have a weighted vote based on the 1990 U.S. Decen- 
nial Census. The town of Barnstable has the largest vote of 
21.94% and Truro has the smallest vote of 0.84%. 


The sixth session of the Assembly of Delegates was 
elected on November, 1998. I was re-appointed Chair of the 
Standing Committee on Natural Resources. The Assembly of 
Delegates holds regular meetings on the first and third Wednes- 
day of each month at 4:00 p.m. in the Chamber of the Assem- 
bly, First District Courthouse, Barnstable, MA. Committee 
meetings are primarily held on Wednesdays as well. 


In 1997, the Assembly drafted legislation which proposed 
to restructure county government into a smaller regional en- 
tity, turning over the Jail and House of Correction to the State 
and making other modifications to existing County government. 
Because of the numerous legislative efforts that have been put 
forth that propose to abolish all county governments through- 
out the Commonwealth of Massachusetts the legislation was 
filed. During 1998, the Assembly and County Commissioners 
followed the status of the Bill and met with representatives at 
the State House. Senator Rauchenbach met with the Assembly 
of Delegates periodically and advised the Assembly as to what 
action the County should take regarding its legislation. The 
Senator indicated that because of other failing Counties and 
other legislative actions filed, he did not pursue passage of 
Barnstable County's legislation. Senator Rauchenbach recom- 
mended that Barnstable County follow the legal requirements 
of the Charter for Charter Review and remain proactive in that 
manner. 


The Assembly of Delegates discussed the need for re- 
finement to the Charter. Until Barnstable County government 
is assured of its size and structure, it was the consensus of the 
Delegates that it will be difficult to complete the review, how- 
ever, in 1999 it will begin the process. A review of the Charter 
took place as required by the Charter in 1995. 


The Assembly of Delegates reviewed and adopted the 
Board of County Commissioner's budget for fiscal year 1999. 
Numerous supplemental appropriations were approved to the 
fiscal year 1998 budget. The County experienced surplus mon- 


ies due to unexpected and unanticipated revenues at the Regis- 
try of Deeds. Delegates worked with the County Commission- 
ers on how the surplus revenues should be expended. The 
County Commissioners contacted department heads so that 
programs previously put on hold and other department needs 
were identified. Some departments were funded through supple- 
mental appropriations. In addition, the County funded the Cape 
Cod Pathways program and the Cape Light Compact. From 
the General Fund the County provided funds for an affordable 
housing program for first time home buyers and funded the 
County-wide Land Bank Bill Special Election. Funds for RAGE 
(Residents Advocating Government Equity) were appropriated 
anticipating that towns would participate in the funding as well. 
The County also provided funds for a Lyme Disease study and 
gave additional funds to the Registry of Deeds for indexing its 
records from 1940 through 1960. 


The Assembly listened to local officials who asked that a 
portion of the surplus revenues be returned to the towns. The 
Assembly of Delegates met with county, state and town offi- 
cials and explored various options regarding how funds could 
be returned to towns. A proposed ordinance was put forth and 
the Assembly established guidelines based on the percentage 
of tax paid by each town so that towns could receive services 
for free where a fee was previously required. An example is 
that many towns opted for the use of the County Dredge. The 
County Dredge is cost effective for towns but using the credit 
provided from surplus revenues towns utilizing the Dredge 
under the adopted ordinance incurred no cost. 


Delegates serve on various Standing and Ad Hoc com- 
mittees. Each standing Committee review certain components 
of the proposed County budget examining budget figures and 
also the goals and effectiveness of each program being oper- 
ated within Barnstable County. 


The Standing Committee on Natural Resources, which I 
Chair, remains actively involved in the environmental problems 
stemming from the Mass. Military Reservation. The Commit- 
tee periodically brought representatives from the Cape Cod 
Commission and the community to Assembly meetings to keep 
the Assembly updated on the status of the various plumes and 
cleanup options. The Standing Committee on Natural Resources 
sponsored a resolution for the County to participate in a con- 
tract for power supply independently or in joint actions with 
other towns on behalf of all its citizens. It followed the work 
on the Cape Light Compact. The Committee kept the Assem- 
bly informed about the work of the Coastal Resources Com- 
mittee and their updated plan regarding oil spills around Cape 
Cod. The Assembly of Delegates organized a tour of the MWRA 
facility. Several Delegates and Selectmen from Barnstable 
County attended. The Assembly through the Standing Com- 
mittee on Natural Resources, monitored the construction and 
information regarding the impacts of the outfall pipe. A con- 
servation easement at the County Hospital was adopted by the 
Assembly based on a favorable recommendation by this 


Committee. The Committee followed the proposed uses at the 
County Hospital and determined that the Conservation Ease- 
ment governed by the Town of Bourne, would protect valuable 
resources in that area. The Committee also participated in re- 
view of the nomination of the second District of Critical Plan- 
ning Concern (DCPC) in Bournedale. The nomination was 
adopted by the Assembly. 


The Standing Committee on Economic Affairs was in- 
volved with issues surrounding revenues from Barnstable 
County license plates and the Cape Cod Economic Develop- 
ment Council. The Committee worked with the County Com- 
missioners and members of the CCEDC with the relocation of 
representatives from the CCEDC and staff to the Chamber of 
Commerce to assure a smooth transition. The Assembly met 
with representatives from the CCEDC. The Committee dealt 
with the questions of what role should the County play in eco- 
nomic development in the community. They addressed the 
concern of having a private entity dealing with public money. 
The Committee identified the functions of the Economic De- 
velopment Officer at the Cape Cod Commission and report to 
the Assembly. The Committee sponsored an ordinance whereby 
the Administrative Code was amended to provide economic 
development through a grant program with public outreach to 
the communities, a function not provided by the Chamber of 
Commerce. 


The Standing Committee on Public Safety worked with 
Sheriff John DeMello on public safety functions that are pro- 
posed to remain in Barnstable County if the Jail and House of 
Correction are taken over by the Commonwealth. The Com- 
mittee and the Assembly heard from Sheriff John DeMello 
about the status of siting a new jail facility and the problems 
that he was encountering regarding the funding and finding a 
suitable location. 


The Standing Committee on Health and Human Services 
was instrumental in having an ordinance adopted by the As- 
sembly of Delegates that funded a low income, first time 
homeowners program implemented through the HOME Con- 
sortium. In addition an ordinance was adopted for funding 
low income rentals. The Committee followed the status of the 
affordable housing and assisted living facility at the Barnstable 
County Hospital. Mr. Ed Allard, from the Cape Cod Commis- 
sion, attended Assembly meetings so that the Assembly would 
be in a position to address issues that might arise as the project 
goes forward. The Committee followed the progress of the 
Children's Cove and an ordinance was adopted whereby 
Children's Cove became a separate department of the County. 


The Ad Hoc Committee on legislation continued to work 
on and monitor the progress of the legislation that was filed 
that would create the Cape Cod Regional Government of 
Barnstable County. The Barnstable County legislation was not 
acted upon by the Commonwealth although the State addressed 


three failing counties, Middlesex, Hamden and Worcester 
County. The Ad Hoc Committee on Legislation recommend 
that the assembly and the Board of County Commissioners re- 
fine the legislation originally filed to address the Common- 
wealth's actions when dealing with counties, in part to address 
retaining the Registry of Deeds, public safety functions, and 
unfunded pension liability. 


The Clerk of the Assembly of Delegates developed a Web 
page for the Assembly. It provides information about the As- 
sembly and the County in general, describes the work of the 
Assembly, and also lists the various County departments and 
the programs that they provide. The page provides a short bi- 
ography about each Delegate.

Report of the 
FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee began the process for planning 


the FY '99 budget after the 1997 Town Meeting by evaluating 
the Committee's established goals and accomplishments. 
Through the established subcommittee format and departmen- 
tal presentations, the formal budget process began in January 
1998. As in prior years, more time was spent on the larger de- 
partment budgets and pending financial issues facing: our Town 
including the schools, capital planning, beach management, and 
Shawme Pond. 


The Finance Committee's goals and priorities for the FY 
'99 budget were: 


1. To deliver a conservative, fiscally responsible budget; 
2. To return a modest surplus to the General Fund; 


3. To not use the Stabilization Fund to fund any operat- 
ing or capital costs; and 


4. To establish a process for addressing capital needs of 
the Town. 


The Finance Committee recommended to Town Meeting 
an operating budget of $35,183,128 which included $3,532,156 
for short and long term debt service; $39,525 for social ser- 
vices and community promotions; a Reserve Fund balance of 
$150,000; and $634,956 for capital purchases, building repairs, 
and non-recurring operating expenses. 


The major capital purchases and non-recurring operating 
expenses in the budget included: a replacement ambulance chas- 
sis and engine; Fire Department Inspector vehicle; a DPW dump 
truck; additional funds for a professional valuation of Canal 
Electric; and repair of the Upper Shawme Pond dam. Building 
repairs included: additional funds to repair the DPW roof and 
replace siding and windows; repairs to the transfer station; paint- 
ing the Human Services Building; improve the Town Hall An- 
nex rear parking; and replace the Snake Pond Bathhouse. 


Recommended new personnel requests totaling $125,456 
included: additional hours for clerks in the Accountant and 
Nursing Departments; a High School guidance counselor; a 
DPW laborer; a part-time social worker; and funding for addi- 
tional contracted hours for the Board of Health. 


The Finance Committee is appreciative of Town 
Meeting's support of the budget and special articles which ap- 
peared in the 1998 Annual Town Meeting warrant. The ap- 
proved budget reflects the efforts that Town departments have 
made to provide quality and enhanced services to the public 
without increases in operational costs. 


The Committee is also committed to enhancing and for- 
malizing the Town's capital planning process. This is espe- 
cially true for overseeing the long term care of the community's 
buildings and infrastructure. These efforts will continue over 
the next many years.

Calendar year 1998 saw important developments and chal- 
lenges for the Assessing Department. 


The department completed its triennial revaluation of all 
Real and Personal Property for Fiscal 1999. The assessment 
date for this revaluation was January 1, 1998. In compliance 
with procedures set forth by the Department of Revenue, 1997 
calendar year sales were used in the setting of values. 


As a result of a healthy regional economy, sales analysis 
reflected an average increase of nearly nine percent, with a 
range from two to almost 50 percent in isolated areas. Further 
review of 1998 sales for use in Fiscal 2000, shows a continued 
upwards climb in sales activity and price. 


The abatement appeal deadline passed on February Ist 
with 146 applicants filing a total of 201 appeals on real and 
personal property valuation. The Board is pleased that the over- 
all filings were very minimal in the face of revaluation, where 
the past tendency was to see several hundred filings. 


Potentially the most significant development in 1998, was 
the tentative seven year agreement, with Southern Company, 
relative to the valuation on Canal units 1 and 2. This agree- 
ment, pending approval of Town Meeting, increases the tax 
contribution of the Canal Units by a projected average of 1.12 
Million dollars a year through Fiscal 2005. This agreement, at 
this writing is the only one in the deregulated Massachusetts 
environment where an existing unit will pay more in taxes. Of 
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further significance, this agreement in no way considers the 
proposed Canal unit 3. The Board feels that the agreement pro- 
vides a solid foundation with which to proceed into the new 
millennium. 


With Fiscal 2000, and resultant Y2K situations on the 
horizon, the department is working with Data National Com- 
pany, our software developer, to insure compliance without 
service interruption. The Board wishes to express strong sup- 
port for two items that will improve future working for all town 
departments; a Geographic Information System (GIS), and the 
completion of a computer networking system for Town depart- 
ments. 


The Board would like to welcome the addition of Will- 
iam Basler to the department. Bill, who came on Board this 
past spring as Field Technician, has been a great addition to 
“our family.” 


In closing, the Board thanks the Department for their out- 
standing service to the Board and to the residents of Sandwich.

Voice vote and 
declared carried by the Moderator. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - As amended that the Town 
amend the Sandwich Protective Zoning Bylaws by delet- 
ing all references to Planned Unit Development (PUD) 
(as found in Section 2210, 2310, 2600, 4500-4550, 5054 
(d) and Article VII-Definitions) as stated in Section 2300 
Use Regulation Schedule which currently reads “SD” to 
“N” as printed in the Warrant under Article 38. 


ARTICLE 39. — To see if the Town will vote to amend 
the Sandwich Protective Zoning By-laws by deleting Section 
2420 and replacing it with the following, or take any action 
relative thereto. 


2420. Change, Extension or Alteration. No change, ex- 
tension or alteration of a pre-existing non-conforming use and 
no change, extension or alteration of a pre-existing non-con- 
forming structure may be made except upon the issuance of a 
special permit from the Zoning Board of Appeals. Such a spe- 
cial permit may be granted only if the special permit granting 
authority finds that the proposed change, extension or alter- 
ation or a pre-existing non-conforming use, or change, exten- 
sion or alteration of a pre-existing non-conforming structure is 
not substantially more detrimental to the neighborhood than 
the existing non-conforming use or non-conforming structure. 


The following conditions shall apply to any special per- 
mit granted under this section: 


a. When the permit applicant requests either a change, 
extension or alteration of a non-conforming use or change, 
extension or alteration of a non-conforming structure, any 
change, extension or alteration may occur only upon those par- 
cels of land upon which the pre-existing non-conforming use 
or structure is located; 


b. When the permit applicant requests either a change, 
extension or alteration of a non-conforming use, or a change, 
extension or alteration of a non-conforming structure, the per- 
mit applicant shall substantially screen all new parking from 
abutters and from streets. 


(Explanation: The purpose of this section is to clarify an 
existing ambiguity in the Zoning By-laws about whether a 
change in a pre-existing, non-conforming structure must ob- 
tain a special permit. The existing wording is unclear about 
whether the special permit requirement applies to a change of 
use only. This section allows a change, extension or alteration 
_ of pre-existing non-conforming uses AND structures, but only 
if the change, extension or alteration is NOT substantially more 
detrimental. This language parallels M.G.L. c.40, Section 6. 
Since most of the pre-existing non-conforming uses and struc- 
tures that exist today are also on non-conforming lots, the last 
part of the section was amended so as not to require setback 
provisions that are difficult to meet.) 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town amend the 
Sandwich Protective Zoning Bylaws by deleting Section 
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2420 and replacing it with a new Section 2420 as printed 
in the Warrant under Article 39. 


ARTICLE 40. — To see if Town will vote to amend the 
Sandwich Protective Zoning By-laws as follows: 


1. Delete from Article VII Definitions “Commercial 
Radio Tower”, 


AND 


2. Delete from Section 2310, Principal Uses, Industrial/ 
Utility Use, the following: “Commercial Radio Tower”, 


AND 
3. Add the following Section 3800 as follows: 


3800. Wireless Telecommunications Services. Section 
3800 is promulgated under the authority of M.G.L. Chapter 
40A, the Home Rule Amendment of the Massachusetts Con- 
stitution and the 1996 Telecommunications Act, 47 U.S.C. Sec- 
tion 332 (c) (7) (A). A wireless communications facility shall 
not be placed, constructed or modified except in accordance 
with the provisions of this Zoning By-law. This By-law shall 
not apply to federally licensed amateur radio operators pro- 
tected under M.G.L. Chapter 40A, Section 3, telecommunica- 
tions facilities which are exclusively accessory to a marine use 
or other public safety telecommunications, or television anten- 
nas which are accessory to a residential use. 


3810. Purpose. 


The purpose of this section is to enable Commercial 
Mobile Radio Services (CMRS) providers to reasonably lo- 
cate within the Town of Sandwich while at the same time pro- 
tecting the important public interests of health, safety and wel- 
fare. Specifically, the Wireless Telecommunications Services 
Zoning has been created to (a) protect the general public from 
potential hazards associated with wireless telecommunications 
facilities; (b) minimize adverse effects on property values; (c) 
minimize the visual impacts of wireless telecommunications 
facilities within Sandwich; and (d) encourage co-location and 
utilization of existing structures. 


3820. Wireless Telecommunications Overlay District. 


The Wireless Telecommunications Overlay District is 
herein established as an overlay district and shall be superim- 
posed on other districts established in this Zoning By-law. A 
plan entitled “Wireless Telecommunications Overlay District” 
prepared by the Cape Cod Commission, dated March 27, 1998 
is on file in the Planning & Development Office delineating 
this district and is hereby made a part of this By-law. 


New telecommunications facilities that are constructed 
exclusively for the purpose of transmitting and receiving tele- 
vision, AM/FM radio, digital, microwave, cellular, telephone 
or similar forms of electromagnetic radiation must be located 


within the Wireless Telecommunications Overlay District. 
3830. Definitions. 


In addition to the definitions contained in Article VII, 
the following definitions shall apply to Section 3800. 


Commercial Mobile Radio Services Providers (CMRS 
Providers) — Public service corporations within the meaning of 
M.G.L., Chapter 40A, Section 3 which provide Commercial 
Mobile Radio Services (CMRS) facilities including cellular, 
personal communications services (PCS), enhanced special- 
ized mobile radio (ESMR), specialized mobile radio (SMR) 
and paging. 


Pre-existing Building or Structure — Any building or struc- 
ture which was not originally constructed to house or support tele- 
communications facilities and does not have as its principal pur- 
pose the housing or support of telecommunications facilities. 


Telecommunications Building — Any building utilized pri- 
marily for the installation and operation of equipment for gen- 
erating and detecting electromagnetic radiation and which is 
accessory to a communication structure. 


Telecommunications Facility — Any structure including 
all buildings and appurtenances solely intended to house and/ 
or support equipment (equipment shelter), used for transmis- 
sion and/or reception of electromagnetic radiation, including 
towers, monopoles, antennas, wiring or other devices attached 
thereto, including guy wires. 


Telecommunications Towers — Any guyed, monopole, or 
self-supporting tower, constructed as a freestanding structure 
proposed to mount one or more antennas intended for trans- 
mitting and receiving television, AM/FM radio, digital, micro- 
wave, cellular, telephone or similar forms of electromagnetic 
radiation. 


3840. Pre-existing Building, Structure, and Telecommu- 
nications Tower. 


If feasible, all telecommunications facilities (excluding 
equipment shelters) shall be located on pre-existing buildings 
or structures or pre-existing telecommunications towers, in 
accordance with the requirements of this Zoning By-law. In- 
stallation of a new telecommunications facility on a pre-exist- 
ing building or structure or telecommunications tower, per- 
formed in accordance with the requirements of this Zoning By- 
law, shall be permitted as of right; however, a building permit 
shall be required in all cases. 


The Building Inspector shall determine that the follow- 
ing requirements have been satisfied prior to the issuance of a 
building permit to install a telecommunications facility on a 
pre-existing building or structure or pre-existing telecommu- 
nications tower: 


a. Installation of a new telecommunications facility 
under this section shall not result in an increase in the height 
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; 


of the pre-existing building, structure or tower by more than 
twenty feet; and 


b. Evidence shall be provided to the Building Inspector 
that all applicable federal, state and local permits, certificates 
and other approvals have been acquired including a Certificate 
of Appropriateness from the Historic District Committee, if 
applicable; and 


c. Installation of any new telecommunications facility 
and their equipment shelters shall be camouflaged to the great- 
est extent possible, including use of compatible building mate- 
rials and colors and vegetative year-round screening from ad- 
jacent properties; and 


d. Any facade or roof-mounted antenna or panel located 
on an existing structure that is listed on, or eligible for listing 
on, the National or Massachusetts Registers of Historic Places 
shall not alter or destroy the character-defining features, dis- 
tinctive construction methods or original historic materials of 
the building. Any alteration made to a structure that is listed on 
or eligible for listing on the National or Massachusetts regis- 
ters of Historic Places to accommodate a facade or roof mounted 
antenna shall be fully reversible. 


3850. New Wireless Telecommunications Facilities on 
New Structures. 


All new wireless telecommunications facilities on new 
structures shall require a special permit from the Sandwich 
Planning Board in accordance with M.G.L. Chapter 40A, Sec- 
tion 9 and this Bylaw. 


3851. Special Permit Application Filing Requirements. 


The following information must be submitted for an ap- 
plication to be considered complete: 


a. A fully executed application form. 
b. A certified abutters list. 


c. A site plan prepared by a professional engineer at a 
scale of 1” - 40’ which shall show the following: 


1. Tower location, including guy wires, if any, and tower 
height 

2. Accessory building or structures for equipment ( 

3. Topography at five foot contour intervals 

4. Fencing, landscaping & lighting 

5. Access and parking 

6. Abutters 

7. Areas to be cleared of vegetation 

8. Site boundaries 


d. A locus plan ata scale of 1” = 1000’ which shall show 
all streets, bodies of water, landscape features, historic sites, 
and all buildings within the parcel and within three hundred 
(300) feet of the property lines, and the exact location of the 
proposed structure(s). An aerial photograph of a similar scale 
encompassing the stated requirements is allowed. 


e. A color photograph or rendition of the facility with 
its antennas and/or panels, illustrating the dish or antenna at 
the proposed location is required. A rendition shall also be pre- 
pared illustrating a view of the facility from the nearest street(s). 


f. Drawings and studies which show the ultimate appear- 
ance and operation of the personal wireless service facility at 
full build-out is required. 


g. A description of the facility and the reasons for the 
proposed location, height and design. 


h. A written statement from the applicant that the proposed 
facility complies with, or is exempt from, applicable regulations 
administered by the Federal, State and County governments. 


3853. Site Requirements. 


a. Telecommunications buildings and other accessory 
structures housing support equipment shall be screened from 
adjacent properties to the greatest extent possible. 


b. Announcement signage shall be provided that indi- 
cates “No Trespassing” and “Danger” and a telephone number 
which shall provide 24-hour access to the operator of the facil- 
ity in the event of an emergency; and otherwise comply with 
the Town’s Sign By-law. 


c. Allnetwork connections from the telecommunications 
site shall be via underground land lines except to the extent that 
underground land lines are not feasible, due to underground con- 
ditions, in the reasonable determination of the Planning Board. 


d. Clearing of natural vegetation shall be limited to that 
which is necessary for the construction, operation, maintenance 
and access to the facility. 


e. Night lighting shall be the minimum necessary to sat- 
isfy the requirements of state and federal laws. 


f. Telecommunications towers shall be set back from 
each property line a minimum of the distance equal to the height 
of the tower. 


g. Telecommunications towers shall not exceed 150 feet 
in height as measured from the original ground level. 


h. There shall be a minimum of one parking space for 
each new facility, to be used in connection with the mainte- 
nance of the facility and the site, and not to be used for the 
_ permanent storage of vehicles. 


i. Towers and facilities shall be a neutral, non-reflec- 
tive color designed to blend with the surrounding environment. 


j. Towers and accessory structures shall not be located 
in wetlands or in wetland buffer zones. 


k. Stormwater run-off shall be contained on-site. 


3854. Special Waivers. 
All of the requirements of Section 3853 shall apply; how- 
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ever, the Planning Board is authorized to grant the following 
waivers if requested in writing and if the Board deems they 
are in the best interest of the Town: 


a. Waive the height of the tower up to 180’ above ground 
level provided that the applicant demonstrates that strict ad- 
herence to the 150’ maximum would effectively prohibit his/ 
her ability to operate; and/or 


b. Waive setback requirements if the applicant can dem- 
onstrate control over adjacent property such that the fall zone 
of the telecommunications tower would be clear of any struc- 
tures, excluding equipment shelters; and/or 


c. Waive other regulations if the applicant can demon- 
strate that they are duplicative in nature. 


3855. Other Conditions. 


a. The Board may also impose, in addition to any appli- 
cable conditions specified in the By-law, such conditions as it 
finds reasonably appropriate to safeguard the neighborhood or 
otherwise serve the purposes of this By-law, including but not 
limited to: screening, lighting, fences, limitation upon size, 
method of access or traffic features, parking, removal upon ces- 
sation of use, or other requirements. Such conditions shall be 
imposed in writing and the applicant may be required to post 
bond or other surety for compliance with said conditions in 
any amount satisfactory to the Board. 


b. The Board may require the proponent to provide or 
pay for engineering services, including but not limited to the 
following: to evaluate proposals submitted; determining flex- 
ibility of geographic location, loading capacities of structures, 
and architectural review of camouflage techniques. 


3856. Criteria for Approval. 


The Planning Board will act within a reasonable time after 
closing the public hearing and will issue a special permit if it finds: 


a. That the proposed tower or device satisfies the require- 
ments of this By-law and that the size, height, and design is the 
minimum necessary for that purpose; and 


b. That the applicant has demonstrated a good faith ef- 
fort to co-locate with other carriers or to roof-mounted or fa- 
cade the wireless telecommunication facility including in such 
good faith effort as: 


1. submission of a list of alternate candidates sites con- 
sidered for mounting or co-location and the reasons for rejec- 
tions; and 


2. contact, as may be feasible, with other licensed carri- 
ers for operating in the contiguous communities and the Spe- 
cial Permit Granting Authority finds no technically or economi- 
cally equal co-location is available; and 


c. That the proposed tower or device is in compliance 
with federal and state requirements regarding aviation safety. 


3857. Form For Denial. 


If the criteria for approval set forth in Section 3856 are 
not met, Planning Board denial of the special permit shall be in 
writing and supported by substantial evidence contained in a 
written record. 


3860. Maintenance. 


The applicant shall maintain the telecommunications fa- 
cility in good condition. Such maintenance shall include, but 
not be limited to, the structural integrity of the tower and secu- 
rity barrier, and maintenance of the landscaping. 


3870. Modification. 


The Planning Board shall determine if a proposed modi- 
fication to a wireless telecommunication facility requires ad- 
ditional review and approval. 


3880. Duration of Special Permit/Building Permit for 
Telecommunication Uses. 


The Special Permit is granted for a period of one (1) year 
and shall lapse if substantial use or construction has not com- 
menced by such a date, except for good cause shown and pro- 
vided further that such construction, once begun, shall be ac- 
tively and continuously pursued to completion within a rea- 
sonable time. The construction or operation under any build- 
ing or special permit shall conform to any subsequent amend- 
ment of this By-law unless the use or construction is com- 
menced within a period of not more than six months after the 
issuance of the permit and in cases involving construction, 
unless such construction is continued through to completion 
as continuously and expeditiously as is reasonable. 


3890. Abandonment or Discontinuation of Use. 


Non-use of a telecommunications facility for a continu- 
ous period of two years shall be deemed to constitute an intent 
to abandon. Upon abandonment or discontinuation of use, the 
applicant shall be responsible for the costs to physically re- 
move any tower, including antennas, mount, equipment shel- 
ters, and security barriers and restore the location to a natural 
condition. Once abandonment or discontinuance has occurred, 
the carrier shall remove the facility from the subject property 
within ninety days. In the event that the carrier fails to remove 
the facility, the Town shall give notice to the carrier that the 
facility shall be removed forthwith and the Town, after accord- 
ing written notice seven days in advance to the carrier, shall 
remove the facility. The applicant shall be responsible for the 
full reversal of any alteration made to a structure that is listed 
on or eligible for listing on the National or Massachusetts Reg- 
ister of Historic Places. The Planning Board shall require the 
applicant to post bond or other form of surety at the time of 
approval of the special permit to cover costs for the removal of 
the wireless telecommunications facility in the event the Town 
must remove the facility. In the event the amount of the surety 


is insufficient to cover the costs of removal, the Town may pla 
a lien upon the property to cover the difference in cost, 


or take any action relative thereto.

(Explanation: The elimination of these words would pro 
hibit the granting of use variances. In other words if the zonin 
by-law states that a particular use is prohibited in a certain zon 
ing district, then it would not be eligible for a use variance, whic 
could permit such use. The premise is that if the use is considere 
appropriate for the zone, it would have been permitted initially.)

3900. Adult Entertainment 


3910. Authority 


This by-law is enacted pursuant to M.G.L. Chapter 40A 
and pursuant to the Town’s authority under the Home Rule 
Amendment to the Massachusetts Constitution to serve the 
compelling Town interest of limiting the location of and pre- 
venting the clustering and concentration of certain adult enter- 
tainment uses, as defined and designated herein, in response to 
studies demonstrating their deleterious effects. 


3920. Purpose. 


It is the purpose of this adult Entertainment by-law to 
address and mitigate the secondary effects of the adult enter- 
tainment establishments and sexually oriented businesses that 
are referenced and defined herein. Secondary effects have been 
shown to include increased crime, adverse impacts on public 
health, adverse impacts on the business climate of the Town, 
adverse impacts on the property values of residential and com- 
mercial properties and adverse impacts of the quality of life in 
the Town. All of said adverse impacts are adverse to the health, 
safety and general welfare of the Town of Sandwich and its 
inhabitants. The provisions of this by-law have neither the pur- 
pose nor intent of imposing a limitation on the content of any 
communicative matter or materials, including sexually oriented 
matter or materials. Similarly, it is not the purpose or intent of 
this by-law to restrict or deny access by adults to adult enter- 
tainment establishments or to sexually oriented matter or ma- 
terials that are protected by the Constitution of the United States 
or of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, nor to restrict or 
deny rights that distributors or exhibitors of such matter or ma- 
terials may have to sell, rent, distribute or exhibit such matter 
or materials. Neither is the purpose or intent of this by-law to 
legalize the sale, rental, distribution or exhibition of obscene 
or other illegal matter or materials. 


3930. Adult Entertainment Overlay District. 


The Adult Entertainment Overlay District is herein es- 
tablished as an overlay district and shall be superimposed on 
other districts established in this bylaw. A plan entitled “Adult 
Entertainment Overlay District” prepared by the Cape Cod 
Commission, dated March 27, 1998 is on file in the Planning 
and Development Office delineating this district and is hereby 
made a part of this By-law. 


3940. Definitions. 


In addition to the definitions contained in Article VII, the 
following definitions shall apply to Section 3900. Adult enter- 
tainment uses shall include the following uses: 


a. Adult Book stores, as defined by M.G.L., c.40A, S.9A; 


b. Adult Motion Picture Theaters, as defined by M.G.L., 
c.40A, S.9A; 


c. Adult Paraphernalia Store, as defined by M.G.L., 
c.40A, S.9A. 


d. Adult Video Store, as defined by M.G.L., c.40A, S.9A; 


e. Establishment Which Displays Live Nudity For Its 
Patrons, as defined by M.G.L., c.40A, S.9A. 


3950. Adult Entertainment Uses by Special Permit; 
Criteria. 


Adult entertainment uses shall be prohibited in all zon- 
ing districts except as otherwise permitted in this by-law and 
may be permitted only upon the grant of a special permit by 
the Zoning Board of Appeals. Such a special permit shall not 
be granted unless each of the following standards has been met. 


a. The application for a special permit for an adult use 
shall provide the name and address of the legal owner of the 
establishment, the legal owner of the property, and the man- 
ager of the proposed establishment. 


b. No adult use special permit shall be issued to any per- 
son convicted of violating the provisions of M.G.L. Chapter 
119, S.63 or M.G.L. Chapter 272, S.28. 


c. Adult uses shall not be located within: 


1. 1,000 feet from the nearest church, school, park, play- 
ground, play field, youth center or other location where groups 
of minors regularly congregate; or 


2. 1,000 feet from the nearest establishment licensed 
under M.G.L. Chapter 138, S.12; or 


3. 500 feet from the nearest adult entertainment use as 
defined herein; or 


4. 500 feet from the nearest residential zoning district. 


The distances specified above shall be measured by a 
straight line from the nearest property line of the premises on 
which the proposed adult entertainment use is to be located to 
the nearest boundary line of a residential zoning district or to 
the nearest property of any other designated uses set forth above. 


d. All building openings, entries and windows shall be 
screened in such a manner as to prevent visual access to the 
interior of the establishment by the public. 


e. No adult uses shall be allowed to display for adver- 
tisement or other purpose any signs, placards or other like 


materials to the general public on the exterior of the building 
or on the interior where the same may be seen through glass or 
other like transparent material and sexually explicit figures or 
words as defined in M.G.L., Chapter 272, S.31. 


f. No adult use shall be allowed to disseminate or offer 
to disseminate adult matter or paraphernalia to minors or suf- 
fer minors to view displays or linger on the premises. 


g. The proposed adult entertainment use shall comply 
with all of the parking requirements set forth in this by-law 
and the sign code set forth in the Sandwich Town Bylaw. 


h. No adult entertainment use shall have a free standing 
accessory sign. 


i. No adult entertainment use shall be established prior 
to the submission and approval of site plan by the Board of 
Appeals. The plan shall be in accordance with Section 1340 of 
this By-law. 


3960. Conditions. 


The Zoning Board of Appeals may impose reasonable 
conditions, safeguards and limitations on time or use of any 
special permit granted and shall require that any such special 
permit shall be personal to the applicant, shall not run with the 
land and shall expire upon sale or transfer of the subject property. 


3970. Expiration 


A special permit to conduct an adult entertainment use 
shall expire after a period of three calendar years from its date 
of issuance and shall be automatically renewable for succes- 
sive three-year periods thereafter, provided that a written re- 
quest for such renewal is made to the Zoning Board of Appeals 
prior to said expiration and that no objection to said renewal is 
made and sustained by the Zoning Board of Appeals based upon 
the public safety factors applied at the time that the original 
special permit was granted. 


3980. Severability. 


The provisions of this section are severable and, in the 
event that any provision of this section is determined to be in- 
valid for any reason, the remaining provisions shall remain in 
full force and effect. 


(Explanation: This establishes an Adult Entertainment 
Overlay District which restricts where businesses of this type 
can locate. Currently, any such business is able to locate by 
special permit in any BL-1, BL-2, Industrial, or Marine dis- 
trict. Any pre-existing, non-conforming restaurant, book store 
or video store located outside these districts could potentiall 
be used for this type of use provided a use variance is granted.

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Report of the 
PLANNING BOARD 


During 1998, the Planning Board brought forward a num- 
ber of Zoning initiatives designed to improve and regulate the 
pattern and appearance of development within the Town. Most 
prominent of these were the deletion of use variances and the 
inclusion of the "Wireless Telecommunications Services" and 
the "Adult Entertainment" articles. Both of the latter articles 
were designed to respond to anticipated approaches by repre- 
sentatives from these industries. Extensive hearings were held 
to give concerned townspeople the opportunity to question the 
proposed zoning's content. It is generally agreed that any sub- 
stantive zoning will undergo refinement as it is put into play; 
we expect no less with this. 


The Planning Board is charged with regulating the divi- 
sions of parcels of land into smaller lots and the roadways and 
services required by any resulting new rights of way. We ap- 
proved a few new residential subdivisions. Additionally, the 
subdivision known as Round Hill, which was first presented to 
the 1994 Board, returned from the Cape Commission and after 
several public hearings was approved. Lastly, we began dis- 
cussion of a commercial subdivision, to be know as Common- 
wealth Square, which will be located on Cotuit Road. 


The Board this year underwent a number of changes in 
its make-up. Only three of the seven members sitting at the 
beginning of the year remained at year's end. Steven Butler 
and Paul Gavoni left when their terms expired and J. Mark 
Haney resigned in September. Another long-standing Board 
member, Jo Anne Miller Buntich, was the successful applicant 
to replace Marie Blaney as the Town's Director of Planning 
and Development. With consensus from the Board of Select- 
men, the Planning Board operated as a five member Board for 
the second half of 1998. This was a departure from a ten year 
history as a seven member Board. 


Our Town owes much to Marie Blaney, who served us so 
well as Director of Planning and Development, and who con- 
tinues to do so as Assistant Town Administrator. The Planning 
Board's loss of Jo Anne M. Buntich as one of its numbers is the 
Town's gain because of her desire to serve it well. 


And, as always, the Board is indebted to Jan Hagberg 
whose proficiency provides a constant benefit.

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Report of the 
LOCAL PLANNING COMMITTEE 


To briefly recap, the Sandwich Local Comprehensive Pla 
(LCP) was adopted at a Special Town Meeting in April of 199 
The Local Planning Committee (LPC) is responsible for it 
creation and revisions to the LPC. The creation of this docu 
ment is called for by the Cape Cod Commission's Region 
Policy Plan (RPP). The LCP was created specifically for Sand 
wich and is a document that will guide the growth and conse 
vation policies of the Town. In November of 1996 the Cap 
Cod Commission (CCC) updated its RPP. In conjunction wit 
this, there is a need to keep our LCP current with changes an 
evolving areas of concern relative to the Town's growth. 


Change was the operative word for the Local Plannin 
Committee during 1998. Jo Anne Miller Buntich, who has al 
ways been at the forefront of this document, moved on to be 
come the Town's Director of Planning and Development. A 
new members joined the Planning Board and previously in 
volved members moved on, the Local Planning Committee wa 
left with only one of its original members. Our remaining mem 
bers have put in the time required to come up to speed in term 
of where the LCP is at and what is left to be done. 


Today seven of the LCP elements (individual sections) 
complete and ready to be submitted to the CCC for review an 
certification. Three elements have some outstanding issues to b 
resolved for their completion. Those elements are affordable hous 
ing, water resources and transportation. In 1998 the Town of Sand 
wich was awarded a Technical Assistance Grant by the CCC t 
assist with the completion of the affordable housing element. A 
ter reviewing the latest RPP from the CCC the need was seen fo 
two additional elements: energy and air quality. It is the Committee! 
intent to have all elements of the LCP completed during 1999 an 
submitted to the CCC for certification. The updated plan will als 
need to be approved by a vote at Town Meeting. 


Implementation of the Town Meeting adopted plan is an 
other area of concern for the Local Planning Committee. Durin 
19998 all Town boards and agencies were notified again of th 
goals, policies, and actions within the LCP that need to be an inte 
gral part of their short and long term work plans. At this tim 
there is no process in place for the reporting of this informatio 
back to the LPC. This must be accomplished through the office o 
the Town Administrator with the support of the Selectmen. 


Appreciation is extended to all who have been involve 
in the past, to our current committee members and to Ja 
Hagberg of the Planning and Development Office.

LANNING & DEVELOPMENT 


The Planning & Development Department administers a 
ad range of community development and planning activi- 
ies for the Town of Sandwich. The Department also assists the 
ork of the Planning Board, an elected body, the Economic 
velopment Committee and the Local Planning Committee, 
hich are appointed committees. 


Last May the Selectmen appointed then Director of Plan- 
ang & Development, Marie L. Buckner, to the Assistant Town 
Administrator position. Marie wore two hats during the sum- 
ner months as she administered this department from her desk 
Town Hall. In September the Selectmen appointed me, Jo 
e Miller Buntich, to the Planning & Development Director’s 
dosition. Planning & Development Coordinator Joye D. 
Creedon left her position in September. With the steady guid- 
ce and expert assistance of Janice Hagberg, our much be- 
oved Principal Clerk, the Department was able to weather the 
sition and function very well. 


Zoning initiatives undertaken at 1998 annual Town Meet- 
ing were successful. Two difficult zoning articles, adult enter- 
inment and regulation of wireless telecommunication carri- 
rs, were adopted by Town Meeting. Wireless telecommunica- 
ion zoning will likely appear on town meeting warrants a few 
ore times. As the industry changes and as the Town clarifies 
its preferences, the zoning will change to meet those needs. 


Looking forward to the 1999 annual Town Meeting, it is 
ikely that the voters will be asked to consider changes to the 


ection and a modified erosion control by-law. 


The Planning Board worked at their usual pace through- 
ut the year. Modification of older subdivisions still comprises 
e bulk of their work. New leadership on the Board must be 
pplauded for persevering in a year that saw two Planning Board 
embers leave. Pat Collins, as Chair, and Deb Gannett, as Vice- 
hair, have put in the hours necessary to keep the process run- 
ing smoothly for the applicants and the Town. 


The Local Planning Committee has worked steadily to- 
ward their goal of crafting the necessary modifications and 
additions to the Town Meeting approved Local Comprehen- 
sive Plan to ready it for certification by the regional planning 
agency, the Cape Cod Commission. Deb Gannett has chaired 
this effort with Sue James as Vice-Chair. Their monthly meet- 
ings have moved the Committee along toward their goal. 


This year the Economic Development Committee inves- 
tigated the feasibility of bringing a sports dome to Sandwich, 
applied for county grants and looked at traffic issues on the 


ood plain district by-law, additions to the telecommunications 
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roads that form the perimeter of the BL-2 district in South Sand- 
wich. They continue to serve as an important connection be- 
tween the business community and the Town. Steve Schilling’s 
efforts as Chair have been an asset for the Town. 


Development and planning work continue apace. This 
office is busy on a daily basis answering queries about various 
aspects of development in Sandwich, conducting research as 
requested by a wide variety of agencies and private parties, 
maintaining records for the Town, meeting with developers, 
landowners, regulators and Town staff for reasons as varied as 
the interests these people represent. It is always busy here and 
those who come through our door provide daily proof that Sand- 
wich is indeed a special place. 


Several unusually large projects surfaced in 1998. As 
Developments of Regional Impact regulated by the Cape Cod 
Commission, the Stop & Shop on Route 6A submitted plans to 
redevelop their site and protect the Roberti Dairy Farm as open 
space and Canal Electric, purchased by a large international 
power company, Southern Energy, also began the permitting 
process for redeveloping and expanding that facility. The Plan- 
ning Board saw the first subdivision of commercial property 
since the 1970’s. Many new commercial properties commenced 
construction in 1998 and most will be completed before the 
end of the current year. 


Residential growth continues to be guided by our 170 
per year building permit cap. The target date for residential 
buildout, assuming an average of 150 permits a year, which 
has been the trend, is approximately ten years away. 


As open space protection becomes easier through the 
land bank process, we must turn our attention to long ne- 
glected planning issues such as the creation of affordable 
housing for our residents of all ages, protecting our fragile 
ecosystems and water resources and accommodating the 
growth that will unfold. 


Heartfelt thanks to all the Town Departments and Boards 
who have helped this Department and myself during this year. 
Their support and knowledge have allowed us to continue to 
provide quality service for the residents of Sandwich. Special 
thanks to Jan Hagberg, the Department Principal Clerk, and 
Marie L. Buckner, Assistant Town Administrator, for their sup- 
port, patience and knowledge always cheerfully given.

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Report of the 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Nineteen ninety eight (1998) was a challenging and pr 
ductive year for the Conservation Commission. Regular meet 
ings were held to review thirty three (33) Requests for Deter- 
mination, sixty one (61) Notices of Intent and nine (9) Reques 
to Amend under the Sandwich Wetlands Bylaw and the Wet- 
land Protection Act. Permits were issued for all the Notice 0 
Intents. Most of the Requests for Determination of Applica- 
bility were found to have little or no impact upon the respec- 
tive resource areas, while a few were found positive and re- 
quired additional review by the Commission. In addition to 
the public hearings, many site reviews, work meetings and con- 
sultations with Town officials took place. 


Two parcels of land abutting the Maple Swamp Conser- 
vation area and containing seven (7) acres were purchased in 
1998 with the help of funding from the Barnstable County Path- 
ways Grant and surplus funding from the County’s real estate 
excise tax. The Department and the Commission’s Land Ac- 
quisition and Management Sub-Committee prepared a list 0 
open space parcels whose acquisition would enhance and pro- 
tect the town’s environmental and rural character. A meeting 
with the Board of Selectmen was held to present and discuss 
the plan and prepare a strategy for its implementation. 


The Commission members and the Conservation Officer 
attended the annual meeting of the Massachusetts Association 
of Conservation Commissions (MACC) in March. The Board 
also attended other instructional workshops hosted by the Mas- 
sachusetts Coastal Zone Management, the Department of En- 
vironmental Protection and the MACC. 


David DeConto and Steven Tucker continue to represent 
Sandwich at the Barnstable County Massachusetts Bay Local Plan- 
ning Committee meetings. John McGrath of Sandwich was ap- 
pointed as an alternate member of the Commission in 1998. He 
has an extensive background in environmental science and the 
Commission looks forward to working with him in 1999, 


The Commission wishes to thank the Board of Select- 
men and all the other Town officials and officers with whom it 
worked in 1998 for their cooperation and help and it extends 
its special thanks to Conservation Officer Mark S. Galkowski 
and to our secretary Dianne Nickerson for their hard work and 
assistance during the past year.

Report of the 
CONSERVATION DEPARTMENT 


Recognizing that adequate funding is a key component 
to maintaining and improving Sandwich’s conservation lands, 
the land management portion of the Department’s budget was 
increased in FY99 through the budgetary review process and 
Town Meeting. Also, anticipating the receipt of a matching 
grant, the Town voted to provide half of the funds to purchase 
a small tractor to improve roughly twenty six (26) miles roads, 
trails and parking facilities at these areas. Unfortunately, many 
of the conservation lands including those with buildings, con- 
tinue to suffer serious vandalism all year long. This is becom- 
ing a financial burden to the Town. Many of these properties 
have become year round “partying locations” for young adults. 
I continue to work with the Sandwich Police Department to 
curtail these night time activities, but my efforts to patrol these 
areas are limited by time constraints. 


The Sandwich Parks/Grounds crews continued to main- 
tain the walking trails in the conservation lands. Due to the 
warmer winter, the crews were able to prune one third (1/3) of 
the Blueberry Patch Conservation Lands. As always, their ef- 
forts are much appreciated by the Conservation Commission 
and myself, especially when they enter their busiest seasons. 


At the request of the Town, the Massachusetts Office of 
Dam Safety conducted a spot survey of the Upper Shawme 
Pond Dam. The consulting engineer found that although the 
dam remains in a state of disrepair, its condition has not wors- 
ened. Discussions with the owners to acquire the dam and ad- 
jacent support lands are ongoing. Acquisition of this structure 
is crucial to allow the repair of the dam and adjacent fish lad- 
der. 


The Lower Shawme Pond fish run experienced the larg- 
est number of anadromous (alewives, blue back herring) fish 
passing through since the restoration of the lower ladder in 
1989-90. 4000 fish passed from Mill Creek to the lower pond. 
Previous stockings of the Upper Shawme Pond were instru- 
mental in this increase. As I have mentioned in previous re- 
ports, restoration of the fish ladder from the lower pond to the 
upper reaches is crucial to heightening the productivity of this 
resource. 


The Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries (DMF) 
has completed the field inspection portion of the sanitary sur- 
vey for Scorton Creek. The remaining tasks include collecting 
additional water quality samples during the first and second 
quarter of 1999 and compilating all data for analysis. Antici- 
pating acceptable data, Scorton Creek should re-open to 
_Shellfishing on a seasonal basis in 1999. 


The Upper and Lower Shawme Ponds Diagnostic Feasi- 
bility Study and Management Plan was completed by Lycott 
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Environmental of Southbridge, MA. and presented to the Board 
of Selectmen and interested citizens in February. Following 
the consultant’s recommendations, the Board authorized the 
consultant to apply to permit of two (2) of the priority tasks 
outlined in the management plan. These included the spot treat- 
ment of milfoil and temporary pond level drawdown during 
the normally colder winter months. Following the issuance of 
an Order of Conditions by the Sandwich Conservation Com- 
mission, a group of concerned citizens appealed the 
Commission’s Order to the Department of Environmental 
Protection’s (DEP) Wetland and Waterways section. Due to the 
complexity of the state permitting process, and conflicting in- 
formation the Board of Selectmen decided to withdraw the 
Notice of Intent application and re-visit this issue at a later 
date. 


The Town has contracted with Aubrey Consultants Inc. 
of Falmouth, MA. to develop a long term shoreline manage- 
ment program for the Sandwich coastline in and around the 
Old Harbor inlet. Also included in this project is the formula- 
tion of a strategy to renourish the Town Beach and Springhill 
Conservation Lands, establish continual dredge spoil (sand) 
deposition sites in these areas and restore/relocate the entrance 
of the Old Harbor to a more stable configuration. This study is 
a crucial first step to restoring Sandwich’s degraded shoreline.

Report of the 
HARBOR MASTER 


The Sandwich Marina is proud to report a prosperous 1998 
season. We not only enjoyed the economy's heightened finan- 
cial benefits but we were also able to take a major leap in pro- 
tecting the sensitive environment surrounding the marina. 


For those unfamiliar with the Marina, there are four ways 
to generate revenue, and it is my pleasure to report an increase 
in three of the four areas. First is the leasing of permanent slips; 
we continually operate at 100 percent capacity. This figure is 
a constant each year. Second is fuel sales and third, transient 
dockage; slips we leave unassigned so nightly guests may uti- 
lize them. Last of all is the use of our boat ramp; the public 
may purchase a season pass for $50.00, or pay a daily rate of 
$5.00. 


Perhaps the most challenging undertaking at the Marina 
this past year was ensuring the safety of the environment. We 
replaced four underground fuel tanks, which had the potential 
to wreak havoc in this environmentally sensitive area, with one 
state of the art, above ground, fuel tank with all new fuel lines 
and monitoring system. 


Meanwhile, we continue to upgrade the aging docks with 
the main emphasis this year on Commercial dock E. 


We are also in the process of updating the current wait- 
ing list for slip rentals; this is actually an extensive undertak- 
ing. Presently we have over 700 names on these lists, some 
dating back eleven years. Each piece of correspondence must 
be made by registered mail so there is a record of our inten- 
tions to notify the applicant. 


As of this writing, we still have not heard from the Army 
Corps of Engineers regarding a new office building. 


In closing, I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, 
the Town Administrator, the Corps of Engineers and all other 
Town Departments for their cooperation and guidance this past 
year. 


I would especially like to thank my staff, David Whearty, 
Brenda Manley, David Wall, Anne Arnold, Rosemarie Ryan 
and Daniel Frietas; their hard work does not go unnoticed.

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Report of the 
SANDWICH HISTORIC DISTRICT 
COMMITTEE 


At the first meeting in January, 1998, the Sandwich His- 
toric District Committee elected officers for the year. Marian 
Reilly was elected Chairperson; Richard Connor, Vice Chair- 
person and Kaethe Maguire as Corresponding Secretary. 


Historic Preservation is an important part of the business 
and cultural life of Sandwich. In 1998 the Historic District Com- 
mittee heard 279 applications for Certificates of Appropriate- 
ness, an increase of 48 from 1997, and 64 from 1996. Every 
effort was made to give each applicant sufficient time to make 
a proper presentation before making any decisions. 


In addition to the many hours spent in reviewing plans 
and properties in preparation for the bimonthly hearings, mem- 
bers attended seminars and participated in monthly Saturday 
morning working meetings conducted by the Regional His- 
toric District Commission and chaired by Marian Reilly, The 
Committee held its own working business meetings on a quar- 
terly basis. The Chair of the Committee and other interested 
members also attended the Old King's Highway Regional His- 
toric District Commission hearings in Dennis on a monthly 
basis to hear appeals before the Commission. Any person ag- 
grieved by the determination of the Committee may, within 
ten days, appeal to the Regional Commission, which is com- 
posed of the Chairs of all Committees. 


The most critical issue affecting the entire Historic Dis- 
trict continues to be the ongoing legal battle between the Re- 
gional Historic District and the Massachusetts Highway De- 
partment over jurisdiction of Route 6A. A mediation session 
this past summer, between lawyers from both sides, failed to 
bring any settlement, and the appeal of the Old King's High- 
way Historic District Commission continues and, at the time 
of this writing, has still to be heard. All member towns of the 
Historic District support this legal effort because the Old King's 
Highway (Roue 6A) is the very heart of The Historic District. 
The Commission fully intends to continue this appeal right 
through to the Supreme Judicial Court if necessary. 


Two new extremely large projects are looming on the ho- 
rizon in the near future. Stop and Shop is in the process of 
applying for a massive structure in place of the existing build- 
ing, and should come before the Committee early in 1999. 
Southern Energy, which is the new owner of the Canal Electric 
Plant, is also planning changes which bear watching by all citi- 
zens of Sandwich. 


The annual election of the Sandwich Historic District 
Committee was held on November 24, 1998. Paul White was 
elected to the four-year term, and Jacob Atwood was elected to 
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the three-year seat vacated by Richard Connor. James Dillo 
and write-in candidate Bruce Wilcox, were both success 
The Committee would like to thank Richard Connor for h 
two years of service, Kaethe Maguire for her four years of se 
vice and for volunteering to commit to another year as an a 
pointed alternate. Jeff Barnaby was also appointed for anoth 
year as the architectural representative.

Report of the 
DEXTER GRIST MILL 


The Dexter Grist Mill opened its gates on May 3, 1998 to 
welcome 35 members of the Northeast chapter of the Society 
for the Preservation of Old Mills. They were a congenial group 
of millers that came to inspect the mill works and exchange 
stores about water mills and wind mills. 


The grinding of cornmeal began on May 21 on a part- 
time basis until June 18. An anxious customer from Utica, 
New York wrote "I discovered your wonderful cornmeal through 
a gift from a friend and now I don't know how I can live with- 
out it." Not an uncommon response. However, the letter was 
posted in the Mill for those who might be a bit skeptical. 


The Mill site continues to be ever more popular as a back- 
drop for photographers. Wedding parties were scheduled for 
pictures nearly every weekend. The Sandwich High School 
senior class gathered at the Mill for their group picture. The 
Sandwich Junior Women's Club used the Mill site for taking 
family portraits as a means of raising funds to support many 
civil activities and local charities. Due to the demands placed 
on the Mill, it is advisable for persons and groups to contact 
the Selectmen's Office far in advance to reserve a time thereby 
avoiding any conflicts or disappointment. 


In the Fall, several elementary classes from the 
Forestdale, Oakridge and Henry T. Wing schools came to 
the Mill. Each year they come to explore the grounds and 
learn interesting things about our history, gristmills and bak- 
ing with cornmeal. 


This year was free of any major repairs or damage. The 
troublesome growth in Shawme Pond which has been under 
scrutiny for the past few years did not generate as much a crop 
this year as it did controversy. Studies have been conducted, 
civil groups formed and meetings held concerning the deterio- 
rating health of the pond. The wisest course of action remains 
to be determined. The Town's efforts to gain control of the 
dam and herring run connecting Upper and Lower Shawme 
Ponds continue. The future of the Grist Mill remains inextri- 
cably tied to the health of the ponds and resolution of the is- 
sues concerning the lands around them. 


Even though the Cape Cod Railroad and the town trolley 
were not running this past summer, gate receipts and sales 
showed a 12% improvement over the previous year.

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Report of the 
POLICE DEPARTMENT 


As Acting Chief of Police, I respectfully submit my an- 
nual report for 1998: 


Nineteen ninety-eight was a busy year for the Sandwich 
Police Department with a total of 8,573 complaints investi- 
gated. Breaking and entering, one of our more serious prob- 
lems, remained at 109, the same as 1997. One hundred, ninety- 
six larcenies were investigated, up from 170 in 1997. There 
were no rapes investigated in 1998, two in 1997. Two hundred, 
nineteen cases of malicious destruction, a continuing problem, 
were investigated, up from 211 in 1997. Other criminal inves- 
tigations include 51 assaults, up from 31 in 1997, 11 auto thefts, 
up from 8 in 1997. Twenty-one drug violations were investi- 
gated. Domestic violence calls decreased from 179 to 137. We 
have worked diligently on our program of domestic violence 
follow-up intervention at identified problematic residences. The 
remaining complaints were of a less serious criminal or ser- 
vice nature. 


Of the 8,573 complaints, Sandwich Village accounted for 
2,308, South Sandwich 3,975 (including Forestdale), East Sand- 
wich 2,286. Three thousand, eight hundred, forty-seven com- 
plaints were received between 8 AM and 4 PM 3,332 were 
recorded between 4 PM 3,332 were recorded between 4 PM 
and 12 Midnight, and 1,394 between 12 Midnight and 8 AM. 


July was our busiest month with 997 complaints fol- 
lowed by: 


June 868, August 833, May 774, September 724, Octo- 
ber 704, December 663, November 657, April 620, Janu- 
ary 600, March 595, and February 538. 


Saturday was the busiest day with 1,323 complaints, 
followed by: 


Friday 1,249, Sunday 1,230, Thursday 1,222, Wednes- 
day 1,190, Monday 1,185, and Tuesday with 1,174. 


A total of 389 arrests were made by members of the de- 
partments in 1998. Eighty inebriated persons were taken into 
protective custody and later released or transported to a detoxi- 
fication facility. 


One thousand thirty-three motor vehicle citations were 
issued, including those requiring court action and written warn- 
ings. Three hundred and two accidents were investigated 1050 
citizen reports of suspicious persons, vehicles and incidents, 
and responded to 656 requests to see a police officer. Officers 
also answered 1,028 burglar and holdup alarms, and served 
151 summons and restraining orders. 


The Department, as the designated E911 Public Sa 
Answering Point for the Town, received 2,986 calls on our 
lines. One thousand one hundred seventy-five calls were tr 
ferred to the Fire Department as the callers were reques 
emergency medical services or reporting fires. Two hun 
fifty of the calls were hang ups, all requiring a police respo 
Many other non-emergency calls, dues to misdial, probl 
programming phones or just plain nuisance types requiri 
police officer to confirm them. Our policy mandates that o 
ers respond to a// 911 calls received, including those where 
caller reports an error on their part. 


Police assistance rendered numbered 2,248, with 1, 
assists to the Fire Department and Ambulance. There were 
calls to assist other law enforcement agencies and Town 
partments, 33 assists to mentally disturbed persons, 183 
abled motorist assists, one escort, 149 civil matters, and 
animal related calls all handled by the police. 


$37,843.65 was turned over to the Town Treasurer fr 
the sale of gun licenses, copies of police reports to attorn 
and insurance companies, rentals on the police alarm boa 
alarm service fees, parking violations, civil motor vehicle ci 
tions and court fees. Forty-eight Firearms ID Cards were 
sued, along with 118 Pistol Permits. 


The Sandwich Police Department received two ma 
grant awards in 1998: 


A "Community Policing" Grant in the amount of $25,0 
which will allow the Department to expand its Com 
nity Policing efforts. 


A $16,000 D.A.R.E. grant which will assist Offic 
Michael Nurse with his program educating our youth 
the resistance of drugs, alcohol and tobacco products. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the citize 
of Sandwich, the Board of Selectmen, the Finance Committ 
and other Town Departments and Boards, and other law E 
forcement agencies for their assistance and cooperati 
throughout the year. A special thanks to my own officers fe 
the assistance and cooperation they have given me througho 
the year. The very high level of dedication and professionalis 
they possess has never been more clear to me than it has duri 
my tenure as head of the Department.

As Fire Chief, I respectfully submit my annual report for 
e year 1998 for the Sandwich Fire Department. This was a 
sar marked by transition and challenge for us. 


Fire Prevention conducted 1,002 inspections (up 12.6% 
wer 1997) reviewed commercial and residential plans, visited 
umerous homes and businesses to answer questions, etc., per- 
ormed public and school safety programs and was involved in 
PR training for the public. 


Department personnel trained 750 adults and 250 sev- 
enth and eighth grade students in CPR. Quick intervention in 
less than four minutes by a person trained in CPR can make a 
dramatic difference in a patient’s chance for survival from a 
heart attack or when loss of breathing has occurred. 554 blood 
ressure screenings were conducted at the stations. 


The Sandwich Fire Department responded to 2,598 emer- 
gencies (down 2.9% over 1997). This included 1,571 medical 
calls, 174 fires totaling $1,305,540.00 in damages and 853 other 
emergencies, including but not limited to: 24 ruptures without 
fire, 31 smoke in buildings, 1 bomb threat, 249 automatic fire 
alarms, 51 carbon monoxide leaks in homes, 53 hazardous liq- 
uid, gas or chemical leaks and 36 electrical incidents. 


It is important to note that 63 of the fires were in residen- 
tial occupancies, underscoring the need to properly locate and 
maintain smoke detectors. Fire department personnel are avail- 
able to assist in determining the proper location for installation 
of these valuable devices. For those who are without smoke 
detectors the local real estate seller’s association has donated 
some for us to install. 


Of the 51 carbon monoxide incidents we responded to 11 
had serious levels of carbon monoxide in the building. Resi- 
dents must not take chances with carbon monoxide, it 1s odor- 
less, tasteless and colorless and is easily overlooked. In many 
cases it is the heating system that has caused the problem, fol- 
lowed by vehicles running in attached garages. 


Requests for emergency medical assistance numbered 
1,571 last year with 1,836 patients evaluated and 1,144 trans- 
ported to area hospitals. Advanced Life Support intervention 
was needed for 713 or 62% of the patients transported. 173 
injured persons were extricated from motor vehicle accidents 
using the Jaws of Life or other heavy-rescue equipment. 


Sandwich is divided into the 7 response districts listed below: 


District 1 
Includes Quaker Meetinghouse Road west to the Bourne 
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town line and from Route 6 north. 766 medical calls, 43 fires 
totaling $1,023,825.00 in damages and 263 other emergencies 
for a total of 1,072 emergencies in this area of Town. 


District 2 

Includes Quaker Meetinghouse Road east to the 
Barnstable town line and from Route 6 north. 309 medical calls, 
40 fires totaling $132,085.00 in damages and 138 other emer- 
gencies for a total of 487 emergencies in this area of Town. 


District 3 

Includes Route 6 south to the Mashpee line and east from 
the Military boundary to Farmersville Road. 583 medical calls, 
66 fires totaling $148,180.00 in damages and 233 other emer- 
gencies for a total of 882 emergencies in this area of Town. 


District 4 

Includes Route 6 south to the Mashpee line and from Quaker 
Meetinghouse Road east to the Barnstable town line. 37 medical 
calls, 5 fires totaling $1,450.00 in damages and 16 other emer- 
gencies for a total of 58 emergencies this area of Town. 


District 5 
Includes all areas north of the Cape Cod Canal 14 medi- 
cal calls in this area of Town. 


District 6 

Is for all potentially high life or fire loss target hazards 
and includes the nursing and rest homes, hospital, elderly hous- 
ing, lumber yard and power plant. Its purpose is only for addi- 
tional equipment and personnel needs. Incidents in these areas 
are accounted for in the above district numbers. 


District 7 

Includes Lake Shore Drive and portions of Newtown Road 
and Race Lane. It is singled out due to mutual aid consider- 
ations. This area had no calls. 


Mutual Aid 

Assistance provided to other communities occurred 75 
times to other towns as part of the county mutual aid agree- 
ment. Broken down as follows: 67 medical calls, 6 fires and 
12 other emergencies for a total of 85 emergencies in other 
communities we assisted. 


Emergency calls have been received in the following manner: 


Persons using our old emergency number: 802 or 30%. 
911 transfers: 1,053 or 41%. 
Police intercom: 377 or 15%. 


Walk in medical emergencies: 147 or 6%. 
Automatic alarms (either phoned in or 

received directly in the station): 127 or 5%. 
Radio from other departments: 92 or 4%. 


Response times are still 9 to 12 minutes in East Sand- 


wich and parts of South Sandwich. These areas suffer because 
of poor station placement and the increased number of emer- 
gencies in the other areas of Town which tie up personnel. 


Recently enacted federal requirements will have a major 
impact on how the fire service, nation wide, delivers its ser- 
vice. They deal directly with manpower limitations and the af- 
fects of those limitations on interior actions that can be taken 
at any incident. These regulations were developed to reduce 
the rate of firefighter injuries and death in the United States. 
To meet these changes, new procedures are being written and 
requests for additional personnel and advanced training in spe- 
cialized areas is being sought. In 1998 1,777 personnel were 
requested for coverage; 1,252 responded, leaving us with in- 
sufficient or NO personnel 29.5% of the time. It is not uncom- 
mon to have only one responder at headquarters covering the 
entire Town. This is unacceptable by any standard of reason- 
ableness. This can only be dealt with by adding additional per- 
sonnel to these stations and making a stronger commitment to 
training. The safety of our citizens and our personnel are put in 
jeopardy when we arrive with only one or two members in a 
vehicle to deal with a fire or medical call. To deal with the 
2,598 emergencies 4,905 apparatus responses were required. 
Transports needed to send additional personnel to the scene to 
achieve proper patient care or to mitigate an incident were 716 
times or 28% of all calls. Multiple calls (two, three or four 
calls in a 60 minute time frame) happened 659 times or 25% 
of all calls. We have reached a point where off duty career and 
call personnel can not keep up with the volume of calls. Per- 
sonnel must be hired to meet the workload. 


The Fire Stations are bursting at the seams from both age 
and function. Drafty windows and non insulated walls and doors 
cause high energy costs. Vehicle exhaust fumes enter all of- 
fices and personnel quarters due to improper separation of func- 
tions and the lack of proper ventilation systems. There is a se- 
rious lack of space for every facet of our operation from office 
and medical supplies to vehicles and equipment. Closets have 
been turned into offices with files and supplies placed in the 
attics, hallways and in the apparatus bays. Vehicles must be 
specially ordered to fit in the buildings adding to their cost. 


Equipment maintenance is becoming a serious concern. 
While we are fortunate to have a Firefighter/EMT who is knowl- 
edgeable and capable of doing the work, he is hampered by 
interruptions requiring his response on calls while trying to 
complete repairs at the same time. Maintenance and repair is 


very time consuming on the larger specialized fire and rescue equip-_. 


ment, making it difficult, at best, to handle with a member on shift 
who must also respond on emergency calls, after removing heavy 
grease, etc. Without proactive maintenance, higher out of town 
repair costs and longer down times will be inevitable. 


Earlier in the year this department responded to a three 
alarm apartment house fire. During that operation department 
personnel were successful in rescuing the trapped occupant and 
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keeping the fire from extending throughout the structure. Th 
damage was extensive. However, the dollar loss could hay 
been many times more. For their efforts two of our member 
were recognized by the Office of the Governor during the an 
nual Firefighter of the Year ceremonies. Their efforts and th 
of all of our members on that day and every day are what thi 
job is all about, trying to be there when people need us most,

When the first Brush-Breaker is finished, plans will be 
made to replace the other vehicles with the newer chassis we 
have obtained. All of these replacement trucks will be fitted 
with noncorrosive water tanks that are warranted for the life 
of the vehicle. Corrosion has been a severe problem in the past, 
with rust plugging up nozzles during fires, tank leaks, etc..

Building administration and enforcement under the new 
State Building Code has been challenging. 


The Sixth Edition of the Massachusetts State Building 
Code was released in February 1997. It was implemented in 
two stages, with Chapter 1 through 35 effective in February 
1997 and Chapter 36, One and Two Family Dwellings, effec- 
tive in March 1998. 


Today there have been over 70 amendments and changes 
to the basic code, including emergency changes; and six offi- 
cial interpretations rendered by the Board of Building Regula- 
tions and Standards (BBRS). The BBRS is responsible for the 
content and interpretation of the State Building Code. 


The confusion these changes have created throughout the 
building community has prompted me to develop a course that 
addresses the changes. In addition to the changes, the course 
covers their impact on the way that we build and the permit- 
ting process we have established in the Town. This course is 
offered at no cost to licensed construction supervisors building 
in Sandwich. 


A similar course is being developed for designers and 
architects who provide drawings and plans to builders in Sand- 
wich. This course will include all of the features of the course 
for builders. In addition, it will include formulae and calcula- 
tions that may be used when sizing structural components and 
engineered lumber not provided in Chapter 36. 


The amount of time the Building Department invests in 
plan reviews, re-inspections, and enforcement actions should 
decrease as the building community becomes more aware of 
what it is the BBRS requires. 
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During this year, several building permits were issued for 
the construction of new commercial buildings enclosing over 
35,000 cubic feet. These buildings include the Riverview 
Middle School, nine concrete/steel commercial buildings in the 
Industrial park, a retail store/office building at the corner of 
Route 6A and Tupper Road, and a new medical building on 
Route 130. 


Town Zoning By-law Administration and Enforcement 


The population growth in Sandwich has had an impact 
on Zoning By-laws. To make the By-laws more effective I have 
proposed some changes, two of which follow: 


The number of people building on land that is steeply 
sloped is increasing due to the buildout of flat lots. As a result, 
more people must go before the Zoning Board of Appeals to 
obtain special permits for moving earth on slopes in excess of 
20%. 


The Board grants a special permit to the applicant con- 
tingent upon conditions that provide erosion control measures 
for the property. Although the conditions may change from lot 
to lot, the concept is to contain the erosion on the upland por- 
tion of the property. 


Since the concept is clear, and the measures to contain 
erosion are straightforward, I have suggested that we remove 
this section from the Zoning By-law and make it the Building 
Department’s responsibility to administer erosion control on 
construction sites. 


By making this change, permit applicants will reduce the 
amount of time it takes for the permitting process by several 
weeks and save home owners the expense of going before the 
Board. Further, it will free up time for the Board to address 
more difficult concerns. 


Another proposed change to the Zoning By-laws is to 
eliminate the road bond currently required for various construc- 
tion projects. 


It appears that the road bond program that we currently 
have in place may actually cost the Town more to administer 
than is received. Once the road bond By-law is eliminated, the 
responsibility to administer the road use would be shared be- 
tween the Building Department and other Town departments 
in the normal daily pursuit of their activities. 


Town Zoning By-law enforcement among the business 
community is particularly difficult. It is an ongoing effort that 
requires a great deal of time. Some of our business people find 
our zoning my be rethought in the best interests of the Town 
and business. 


In light of this concern, I am preparing suggested addi- 


tions and changes to the Zoning By-laws. These additions and 
changes are designed to encourage businessperson participa- 
tion and cooperation. 


We have a high need to streamline our activities and op- 
timize our time. Zoning, as it is now defined, is a full time 
effort for one person; building is a full time effort for at least 
two certified building officials. We are short staffed. In order 
to meet our commitments we must look to alternative systems 
to maximize the use of our time. 


We initiated computerization of the Building Department, 
again with the thought of saving time. The specific programs 
have been developed to manage the data, but we do not have 
the computers, software and peripherals to run the programs. 
Such computers will ultimately provide us with additional time 
and will save the Town money. 


A Geographic Information System (GIS) is needed to help 
manage the Town’s building programs and zoning issues. Fur- 
ther, all departments in Town would use such a system to great 
advantage. This system will provide a true picture of the Town 
today, and be a reference point for what we do tomorrow.

Report of the 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health began 1998 by assessing the exist- 
jing Board regulations to ensure continued protection of public 
‘and environmental health. As the population of the Town of 
/Sandwich continues to grow, as do the number of complaints, 
‘building permits, inspections, citizen concerns and the priori- 
‘ties of the Board. As circumstances and issues change so does 
‘the preview of the Board of Health. The implementation of a 
‘Geographic Information System would allow the Board to up- 
‘grade and initiate programs under the preview of the Board. 


The Board continues to be concerned with the air quality 
at the Sandwich Public School Buildings. The Board recog- 
‘nizes that the construction and renovation of the High School 
will allow for updating of the HVAC System and alleviate much 
Jof the issues with the air quality. The Board maintains the need 
for a pro active program for continually monitoring air quality 
and the situations that will cause the degradation of air quality 
in all public buildings. To this end, volunteer Indoor Air Qual- 
ity Coordinators are in place at each of the four schools. Addi- 
tionally, those four [AQ Coordinators, in conjunction with the 
Board of Health, attended a forum sponsored by the Massa- 
chusetts State Health Officers regarding Indoor Air Quality in 
Schools. The IAQ Coordinators were very enthused with the 
/presentation and were anxious to utilize the program in the 
school system. The Board will continue to work cooperatively 
with the Sandwich School Committee to rectify air quality is- 
sues as those arise. 


While concerned with the air quality of public buildings, 
the Board reviewed the Board of Health Smoking Regulations 
in a joint process with the Sandwich Youth Task Force. The 
Youth Task Force suggested modifications to the existing smok- 
ing regulations, which were reviewed and adopted by the Board, 
thus creating additional limitations to access to tobacco prod- 
ucts by youth. 


The Sandwich Stump Dump was purchased and the op- 
eration begun under the owners of Resource Recovery. The 
operational management established by the Host Community 
Agreement was established by the Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection and the Cape Cod Commission. 
The Board's previous attempts to remove the permitted use by 
the Sandwich Stump Dump based on violations occurring in 
accordance with procedures as outlined in the Host Agreement 
were not supported by timely actions on the part of Town Coun- 
cil. The Board of Health will continue to monitor for compli- 
ance with the Host Agreement. 


The Department of Environmental Protection continues 
the design and piloting of treatment technologies for the J. 
Braden Thompson Plume so as to address concerns of the plume 
migrating into Wakeby Pond. The Health Agent was appointed 
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to the Community Working group organized by the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection to act as the liaison for the 
Town. 


The Health Department continues to fulfill the require- 
ments of the Septic Grant Program in cooperation with the 
Barnstable County Department of Health and Environment 
originally initiated in 1996 to alleviate cost concerns for septic 
upgrades. The Board had received a grant for $100,000 to as- 
sist low income home owners in upgrading failed septic sys- 
tems. This program continues to assist the community due to 
the program repayment proceeds. The program has been a great 
success with the assistance of Kendall Ayers of the County 
Health Department, the Town Accounting Department and the 
Town Clerk and such will continue to occur due to additional 
funding sources being located. The Health Department has re- 
ceived $200,000 to be utilized for the Community Septic Man- 
agement Program. The funding is part of a joint program be- 
tween the DEP and the Massachusetts Water Pollution Abate- 
ment Trust. Those who have upgraded their septic systems are 
advised to take advantage of the Massachusetts State Tax Credit 
for Septic Upgrades. 


The Board received funding for a part-time, sub-con- 
tracted Assistant Health Inspector, two days a week, to assist 
in the daily activities of the Board of Health. Through a bid- 
ding process the Board was able to sub-contract the position. 
The part-time position continues to be invaluable as the activ- 
ity statistics supplied by the Board indicate a continued increase 
in activities performed compared to previous years. The Assis- 
tant has been utilized for food service establishment inspec- 
tions, public pool inspections, percolation tests, and other ac- 
tivities. The Department initiated a collective data base of com- 
mercial businesses in the Ground Water Recharge Area to sup- 
port information necessary for the Water Quality Review Com- 
mittee. 


The Board witnessed the re-election of Sandra Thompkins 
in May. Kathy Hardy was voted Chairman by the Board for her 
first term. Additionally, Richard Loring was voted Clerk by 
the Board for his first term. 


The Board and Agent thanks the Board’s secretary, 
Katherine Walter, for her patience, professionalism and orga- 
nizing the office on a daily basis.

Report of the 
ANIMAL CONTROL DEPARTMENT 


I hereby respectfully submit the annual report of the Ani- 
mal Control Department for the year 1998. This year there has 
been an increase in the amount of dog bites, and pets hit by 
motor vehicles. There was a slight decrease in the amount of 
impounds and a big increase in wildlife calls, mostly due to the 
unfortunate coyote incident this past summer. As the popula- 
tion increases the territory for coyotes and other wildlife de- 
creases, causing more interaction between people and wild- 
life. I wish to thank the Division of Fish and Wildlife for their 
assistance in providing information and education in dealing 
with the wildlife issues with the public. Coyotes and other wild- 
life are here to stay and through understanding and education 
we can learn to live together and keep ourselves and our pets 
safe, and that all starts with up to date rabies and other vacci- 
nations. I cannot stress enough the need for proper vaccina- 
tions and licenses for your pet. Besides being the law, license 
tags provide owner information so that if lost, a pet can be 
returned safely and quickly and could save a pet’s life. This 
year a majority of animals impounded did not have identifi- 
cation and went unclaimed, or were not returned to owners 
until days later. 

The Department has seen some changes this past year. In 
December the Board of Selectmen approved the appointing of 
an Assistant Animal Control Officer to assist in night and week- 
end emergencies and to provide coverage for vacations. The 
Town Administrator appointed Timothy Houlihan as that as- 


sistant. Tim has gone through a National Animal Control Acad- 
emy and is a fine addition to the Department. Another change 
is the appointment of the Animal Control Officer as a Special 
Police Officer to enforce wildlife, fish and game, and conserva- 
tion, and broadens the scope of authority in animal control issues. 


This Department appreciates those owners whose obser- 
vances of the law and responsible ownership keep their pets 
and community happy and safe. Animal control is a commu- 
Jnity effort and should be partaken by all.

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Report of the 
DIRECTOR OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Nineteen ninety-eight was another year of significant ac- 
complishments in the Public Works Department. 


The capping of the landfill and improvements at the site 
were started. An informal public meeting was held to provide 
information to the public, as well as to gather input. More such 
meetings will be held. 


The planning and design of three sections of Route 130 
continued. Issues brought before the public were traffic lights, 
sidewalks, and road widening. 


The Service Road improvement project also continued. 
The plan is to improve the entire length from exit 2 to the 
Barnstable town line. Consideration was given to widening, as 
well as bike facilities and sidewalks. 


Both projects have been approved by the Massachusetts 
Highway Department and will be paid by it provided the funds 
are available. 


Significant work was done on many roads including re- 
construction and drainage repairs. This work was paid for with 
either Town or Chapter 90 funds. The program has been very 
successful; residents are very pleased with the improvements, 
and the program must be continued by the Town. 


Through the Engineering Department, work on the 
Town Hall renovations were successfully completed. The 
Town can again take pride in the appearance of this historic 
structure. Numerous other projects were undertaken includ- 
ing the new sidewalk on Cotuit Road, parking lot recon- 
struction at the new Town Office Building and the Town Hall 
Annex, ten drainage repairs, and the Jones Lane and Dewey 
Avenue Culvert replacements. As always, the Engineering 
Department worked closely with the Planning Board on issues 
relating to land development. Four new subdivisions, as well 
as several individual projects, were reviewed for the Board. 
The Department issued eighty reports to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals regarding various applications. 


Engineer technician Steve Fortin joined the staff in Janu- 
ary. He has been a welcome addition to the Department that 
includes Engineering Technician Alan MacKay and Christine 
Moscatiello. 


As usual, our Park crews produced excellent results in 
maintaining Town facilities. In addition to park and cemetery 
mowing, they provide maintenance to Town buildings. You will 
also see them installing the Christmas lights in Town Hall 
Square. 
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I want to thank all DPW employees, especially becau 
they are working with fewer staff than is required to accom 
plish all tasks and services, for making 1998 a successful an 
rewarding one.

Referrals are received from area 
hospitals regarding newborns. Fran 
Silva, R.N. (Town Nurse): will call 
and set up an appointment to visit 
the family. Telephone conferences 
are encouraged also.

Clinics are held: January, March, — 
June, September and November. A 
$3.00 charge is requested. This in- 
cludes a physical examination and 
the administration of any shots re- 
quired to bring the children up to 
date on their immunizations. Dr. 
Charles Gleason is the attending 
physician. 


When children register for Kinder- 
garten they become eligible to at- 
tend the Sandwich Nursing Depart- 
ment, Kindergarten Clinic. An av- 
erage of two clinics are held yearly, 
in May, at which each child receives 
a physical examination, immuniza- 
tion updates, lead and urine screen- 
ing, and a dental examination. Dates 
to be announced. 


*** A physical examination is man- 
dated by law for every child enter- 
ing school. Dr. Charles Gleason, a 
school nurse and Town of Sandwich 
Nurse, Fran Silva, RN, preside at 
these clinics. 


Measles, Mumps and Rubella im- 
munization. This clinic is held ev- 
ery May and is given to sixth grade 
students for their second MMR im- 
munization. This clinic is coordi- 
nated with the school nurses. Dr. 
Bowers immunizes the children. 


Over one thousand people received 
a Flu shot at the three clinics which 
were held at the Nursing Depart- 
ment. There were about twenty-five 
volunteers helping out, most of 
whom are registered nurses. Doc- 
tors Lornell, Espinosa and Franklin 
were the attending physicians. 


Notice of a reportable communicable ' 
Massachusetts disease is sent to the 
Town Nurse and an investigation is 
conducted. A report is then forwarded 
to the State of Massachusetts. 


Durable medical equipment such as: 
wheelchairs, walkers, canes, 
crutches, bath seats, etc., is avail- - 
able for use by all Sandwich resi- 
dents upon request. 


wIc: (Women Infants, and Children) A 
nutritional program for qualifying 
women, infants and children under 
five. Program representatives are 
available all day on the third 
Wednesday of each month at the 


Sandwich Nursing Department. 


School Immunization 
Clinic: A new program to immunize all cur- 
rent sixth and seventh graders with 
Hepatitis B vaccine was started (this 
requires a total of three immuniza- 
tions). In coordination with the four 
School Nurses, many students were 
immunized in December 1998. The 
second clinic for the administration 
of Hepatitis B vaccine will be Janu- 
ary 1999. Also to be administered 
is TD vaccine which is now required 
by students every five years. The 
third school immunization clinic 
will be held in May for the final 
Hepatitis B vaccine administration 
along with the Chicken Pox vaccine 
which is now required for any sev- 
enth grader who has not had 
Chicken Pox. The changes in the re- 
quirements for needed immunization 
for school aged children prompted 
school officials, school nurses, the 
Nursing Department, and the Sand- 
wich Health Associates to coordi- 
nate these clinics to aid parents. 


The Sandwich Nurse continues to make home visits in 
order to assess the needs of the elderly in Town. Referrals are 
made from various sources, doctors, hospitals, certified Home 
Health Agencies and the Council on Aging. 


The Sandwich Health Association continues to finance clin- 
ics. This allows the Nursing Department to offer many health pre- 
ventative screenings and clinics for the residents at a minimal fee. 


The Nursing Department using some money from the 
Eaton Fund (money left in trust to fund the purchase of food 
baskets during the holidays for needy people in Town), helps 
other charitable organizations to purchase and prepare these 
baskets which are distributed by the Highway Department. This 
year twenty baskets were distributed throughout Town. The 
Food Pantry and the Salvation Army take part in the project. 
Volunteers fill the baskets at the Human Services Building un- 
der the direction of the Nursing Department. 


; The Nursing Department continues to work with the Vis- 
_ iting Nurses Association of Upper Cape Cod providing space 
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for the mobile mammography van, which is part of the MA

Special Report from 
FRANCES M. SILVA, RN 


The Sandwich Nursing Department continues to see patients 
in need of nursing supervision, visit newborn babies and their 
mothers and conduct clinics and various health screenings. 


The patient caseload has increased over the past six 
months due to the Medicare changes in eligibility. A patient 
can no longer receive Medicare services from a certified agency 
once their condition stabilizes. The patient’s condition may still 
watrant nursing supervision to maintain stability. The Town 
Nurse is now providing this service. We may visit patients 
weekly, bi-weekly or monthly, depending on the patient’s needs 
to help them over this transition. 


The Nursing Department has seen many changes in 
1998. The position of clerk/secretary went from 19 part-time 
hours to a 35-hour full-time position. A new person was hired 
to fill this position. Welcome Lisa Betts. A part-time, 19-hour 
a week medical social worker was a first, and much needed, 
position for the Nursing Department and the Town of Sand- 
wich. Welcome Diana Gavoni. My retirement and the hiring of 
a new Town Nurse, Nancy DellaPosta, ended the changes in 
1998. Nancy has worked for the Department off and on for fifteen 
years. She is well known and liked by the patients. They will be 
happy to see a familiar face. Welcome Nancy DellaPosta, RN. 


Social Worker 


The Town Social Worker assists individuals and families 
with an array of services including counseling, teaching about 
community resources and supports, as well as long term care 
planning. This position works closely with the Town Nurse, 
schools, the police and other community resources. There have 
been several crisis situations which have occurred and have 
been addressed both willingly and unwillingly. 


This position began in September, 1998, and is part-time 
at 19 hours weekly. From that time, until 12-31-98, 16 refer- 
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rals were serviced. The referrals came from the Town Nurse, 
the schools, the police, the Council on Aging and several crisis 
cases that were either called into the office or were walk-ins.

Report of the 
COUNCIL ON AGING 


The mission of the Council on Aging is to 1) advocate on 
behalf of Sandwich elders in addressing their needs by identi- 
fying and developing resources of assistance; 2) provide infor- 
mation, referral, outreach, nutrition and health services in co- 
operation with other Town departments and area agencies; 3) 
enhance quality of life for seniors and the community by pro- 
viding educational, recreational, cultural programs and activi- 
ties; and 4) set policy for operation of Senior Center. 


Our Outreach Program is vital to the safety, security and 
well being of our senior citizens and their families. Senior popu- 
lation (age 60+) is 3,654 (18.1% of population). Living inde- 
pendently in one’s own home as long as possible is important 
to most senior citizens and our Outreach Program is vital to 
that goal. We work closely with many agencies such as Elder 
Services of Cape Cod and the Islands, Social Security Office, 


Medicaid Office, local doctors, hospital, Social Service Depart- 
ments, Sight Loss Services, Inc., Elder Law Project, local housing 
authorities, the Sandwich Fire and Police Departments and As- 
sessors. We continue to try and meet the challenge to supplement 
funding cuts to programs that are important to senior citizens. Much 
of the help we receive comes from donations and the willingness 
of Sandwich people of all ages to help in so many ways. 


The demands on our Outreach Program continue to mul- 
tiply. We are researching grants to enable us to meet the most 
urgent needs of our senior population. In Fiscal Year 99, we 
received grant funding from a private agency to provide Tem- 
porary Homemaking and Respite Program. This grant pays for 
temporary homemakers and Home Health Aides to assist a lim- 
ited number of seniors for a short-term period. 


Our talented and dedicated volunteers deserve most of 
the credit for the success of the work of the Council on Aging. 
They make possible many programs such as: 


FRIENDLY VISITORS: This group of men and women 
Visit approximately 18 people each month. This group provides 
much needed social contact to seniors who are somewhat iso- 
lated and frail. We are always seeking new members to con- 
tinue to expand this program. 


HANDYMAN REPAIR PROGRAM: Five volunteers 
provide minor repairs to homes of Sandwich seniors to protect 
the safety and security of that person. There is no cost for the 
labor—just for the parts needed. Funds are available to pay the 
costs if there is a financial problem. Kiwanis teamed with us to 
allow expansion of this program. 


TELEPHONE REASSURANCE: Telephone calls are 
made daily to seniors who live alone and would like the assur- 
ance of regular contact. Our afternoon Front Desk volunteers 
make the calls during the week and during the weekend a vol- 
unteer makes these calls from home. 


KNOX BOX PROGRAM: In cooperation with the Sand- 
wich Fire Department, the COA has 36 Knox Boxes. These 
boxes are affixed to a frail senior’s door and allows access by 
the Fire Department, in case of an emergency. 


TRANSPORTATION: We operate our passenger vans 
to transport seniors to grocery shopping, pharmacy, and a bank 
on Thursdays and Fridays. Twice a month, the second and fourth 
Wednesdays, the van transports senior citizens to shopping at area 
malls. We also transport to Sight Loss Support Group once a month. 


We also have volunteer drivers (19) who are available to 
drive seniors to doctor appoints and hospital appointments. This 


program is critical, as many seniors can no longer drive. 


FRONT DESK VOLUNTEER: Theses volunteers man 
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the reception desk at the Council on Aging each morning and 
afternoon and answer the telephone, handle routine tasks such 
as reservations for activities and programs, van reservations, 
and newsletter addressing. They provide a friendly greeting 
and capable service to anyone who calls or visits. 


THE NEWSLETTER: Is made possible because of the 
support of local merchants who advertise in our newsletter. They 
make possible the in-house printing and mailing of our news- 
letter to 2,000 businesses and people. This newsletter commu- 
nicates the programs and services being offered at the Council 
on Aging, as well as information on health, legal, and financial 
issues. At least fifteen volunteers address and collate the news- 
letter each month. 


THE NUTRITION PROGRAM: Is administered by 
Elder Services of Cape Cod and the Islands and the Senior 
Center serves as the Sandwich site. Volunteers deliver Meals 
on Wheels and help prepare and set up for the Dining Center 
meal program four days a week. These volunteers are our “‘front 
line of defense” in identifying concerns about someone on their 
route. The COA van transports seniors to Monday meals. The 
Monday lunch program is made possible because of a $4,000.00 
donation to the Town in lieu of taxes by Shawme Heights Man- 
agement Association. The Board of Selectmen have designated 
the funds be used to provide a nutritious lunch on Mondays. 


The Council on Aging continues to serve as a FUEL AS- 
SISTANCE PROGRAM INTAKE SITE for Sandwich seniors. 


In Fiscal Year 98, our 168 volunteers, gave 8,160 hours 
valued at $91,226.00. Our volunteers are vital not only to the 
Council on Aging but to all Sandwich residents. We honor them 
each year with a recognition luncheon made possible through 
a grant. Our heartfelt thanks go to each one. 


Telephone calls logged for Fiscal Year 98 were 14,257. 
These are for general information and referral, transportation, 
social programs, Outreach requests, fuel assistance financial 
assistance, health issues/screenings, and insurance counseling 
— SHINE (Serving the Health Information Needs of Elders). 


Financial support comes from many sources — through a 
grant from the Executive Office of Elder Affairs, our Outreach 
Coordinator is funded for 11 hours. AARP administers a pro- 
gram to provide free tax preparation to Sandwich Seniors at 
the Senior Center. The Town budget funds the salaries of the 
full time Director and a 35-hour/week Secretary, as well as 19 
hours for our Outreach Coordinator. 


Many organizations provide support and assistance to the 
programs and services at the Council on Aging. They are: 
Friends of Sandwich Seniors, Sandwich Senior Citizens Club, 
American Legion, Rotary Club of Bourne/Sandwich, Lions 
Club, Kiwanis Club, Sandwich Women’s Club, Sandwich Jun- 
ior Women’s Club, Doll Museum Study Group, Shawme 


Heights Management, Inc. We thank them and ask you to sup- 
port their fund raising efforts. We also thank private citizens 
who support us through their donation of funds and items such 
as craft items, supplies and services. 


We continue to work closely with other Town Depart- 
ments, especially Nursing Department, Recreation Department, 
Park Department, Town Assessor, Board of Health, School 
Department and Fire and Police Departments. These men and 
women are always ready to assist the Council on Aging and 
Sandwich Senior Citizens. We thank them and sincerely ap- 
preciate their support. 


Eleven members comprise the Policymaking Board of the 
Council on Aging. They each have added responsibilities of 
expertise in various senior issues and activities. The Board 
would like to thank the citizens of Sandwich and officials for 
their assistance and support during the year.

Report of the 
VETERANS' GRAVES OFFICER 


Within our Town cemeteries, we have over five hundred 
veterans buried. As soon as possible after internment, flag 
markers are placed denoting the era in which the veteran served. 
We maintain maps as to the location of each gravesite. Flags 
are placed before Memorial Day and are removed at the discre- 
tion of the Veterans' Grave Officer. This could be done at any 
time and is based on the condition of the flags or weather con- 
dition, normal removal is around Veterans Day in November. 


Information as to the locations can be obtained from the Town 
Hall or from the Veterans' Grave Officer. The locations of burials 
come mostly from the newspapers. Burials listed as private or if 
the veteran is from out of town, we have no way to update our 
records. If you know of someone that does not have a marker, 
please contact the Town Hall or the Veterans' Grave Officer. 


The fact that several markers are missing, moved, or de- 
stroyed each year is a major concern as the cost of the mark- 


ers is rising. We need to keep these losses to a minimum.

The summer staff of 28 
part-time employees handles lifeguard duties at Snake Pond and 
Wakeby Lake, collect beach passes at Town Neck, the Board Walk 
and Wakeby Lake, as well as instruct various summer activities. 


The Department handles all publicity and registrations 
for its programs; 1998 saw the first mail-in registration for all 
the summer activities. 


The Department works closely with the Community School 
in securing fields and gym space for the Youth Sport leagues, as 
well as working with other Town departments. 


The Department is also in charge of the Community Rec- 
reation Center which we are continually working on to upgrade 
the building and the surrounding area. 


The following highlights should be noted for 1998: Sand- 
wich Little League installed artificial lighting at two little fields 
at the Henry T. Wing School. Pop Warner Football held its first 
season on the new football field on the Recreation Land behind 
A & P.A snack shack was constructed on the scene with the help 
again of numerous volunteers. Sandwich Adventure Playground 
installed Phase 1 of the Adventure Playground across from the 
Recreation Office and gifted it to the Town. Repairs were made to 
the playing surface of the Wing School tennis courts. 


The Recreation Committee consists of nine members and 
three alternates who monitor the Departments activities. The 
Committee meets the first Monday of every month at 7:00 p.m. 
in the Recreation Office at the Human Services Building. The 
Committee sadly accepted the resignation of long-time Com- 
mittee member Dennis Markham. Dennis put in many hours 
over the years in promoting the Recreation Department. His 
knowledge, dedication and hard work will be greatly missed. 


I, along with the entire Recreation Committee, would like 
to take this opportunity to thank all those people who volunteer 
their time with the Youth Sports Leagues, the Sandwich Adven- 
ture Playground and all who have contributed in some way to 
enhance the recreational opportunities for all the citizens of 
Sandwich.

Report of the 
SANDWICH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Nineteen night-eight was a very busy year for the Li- 
brary. Library use increased in every service area. Total circu- 
lation of library materials was up. Use of computers in the Li- 
brary increased, with Internet use leading the way. Meeting 
rooms were filled to overflowing with Library programming, 
Town committees, State and County groups and local Sand- 
wich organizations all vying for meeting space. The Library's 
parking area can no longer accommodate the number of ve- 
hicles attempting to park and use the Library. 


The Library is facing an increasing service demand 
occasioned by the continued rapid growth of the Town's popu- 
lation. Plans for the expansion of the children's area, refer- 
ence, adult and children's circulation areas, meeting and pro- 
gram rooms, periodical display, reading and storage areas, as 
well as parking need to be presented to the Town for solution 
as soon as Is practical. 


In the coming year, the Library will significantly up- 
grade its automated library system in conjunction with the 
planned upgrade of the Cape Library Automated Materials 
Sharing Network which connects all the Cape libraries. It is 
hoped that, with the help of the Town's Finance Committee 
and the Board of Selectmen, the last two years of cutback in 
the summer hours will be eliminated.

Report of the 
WESTON MEMORIAL FUND 


The Trustees of the Weston Memorial Fund met six times 
during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1998. 


The Fund generated income of $14,750 as compared to 
$17,225 for the previous fiscal year. We have achieved an allo- 
cation of assets that reflects a balanced investment approach 
with the long-term objective of growing the Fund, hence im- 
proving the ability to increase income for your library in the 
future. The market value of the fund increased from $333,514 
to $376,286 year over year. 


Again this year, we joined with the Trustees of the Sand- 
wich Public Library in a fundraising initiative. As a result of a 
letter-writing campaign, the Sandwich community contributed 
the sum of $660 as of June 30, 1998 as compared to $4,380 as 
of June 30, 1997. The anomaly here is the result of the timing 
of the fundraising letter with respect to our fiscal year end. In 
fact, the initiative is surpassing fiscal 1997 fundraising efforts. 
The funds are listed in our report as the Weston Endowment 
Funds. Thank you citizens of Sandwich. We look forward to 
your continued support of your library.

Report of the 
SANDWICH HOUSING AUTHORITY 


History 


Sandwich Housing Authority was first incorporated in 
1960, We now own and manage three sites in our community 
as a result of the hard work and cooperative efforts of many 
current and former commissioners. 


In 1974, we purchased our first property, a single family 
home located in Forestdale, In 1989, our Family Housing (Chap- 
ter 705) Development at George Fernandes Way was opened. 
This site consists of 12 two- and three-bedroom apartments. In 
1995, we occupied the development at Hansen Village which 
is located behind Canterbury Plaza in South Sandwich. Hansen 
Village is an innovative housing development which encom- 
passes units for elders and special needs individuals under a 
pilot program funded by the Department of Housing and Com- 
munity Development of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
This pilot program integrates eight Department of Mental 
Health (DMH) consumers, living in single bedroom apartments 
within the elderly 36 unit apartment building for the first time 
in Massachusetts. DMH has residential staff on 24 hours per 
day. Also on site is a Congregate House for eight elderly frail, 
which is overseen by the Department of Elder Affairs, as well 
as a group home for four Department of Mental Retardation 
(DMR) consumers, also staffed 24 hours per day. 


Hansen Village is a study in interagency cooperation be- 
tween and amongst four state agencies working together and, 
more importantly, a successful living environment for people 
of mixed needs. 


Sandwich Housing Authority is a public body, politic and 
corporate, organized and existing under Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Laws, Chapter 121B, Section 3. The Board of Commis- 
sioners, four of whom are elected and the fifth appointed by 
the Commonwealth, are legally responsible for the overall op- 
eration of the Authority. The day to day activities of the Au- 
thority are administered by the Executive Director and the 
Authority staff. Sandwich Housing receives subsidies for its 
conventional and rental assistance programs from the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts Department of Housing and Com- 
munity Development (DHCD) and the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD). 


Programs 


In addition to conventional (state-aided) housing programs 
for families and elders, we also administer the Massachusetts 
Rental Voucher Program (MRVP) and the Alternative Housing 
Voucher Program (AHVP), which is a transitional housing pro- 
gram for non-elderly disabled persons who might not other- 
wise find housing while they are on the waiting list for admis- 
sion to elderly housing. These programs are rental assistance 
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programs as they subsidize the rent for units rented privately. 
We also administer Section 8 (federal) rental assistance as both 
an initiating agency, as well as a host agency for certificate and 
voucher holders. 


Through our conventional and rental assistance housing 
programs, we are able to provide affordable housing to 95 Sand- 
wich families who comprise over 160 residents. Our lengthy 
waiting lists for all programs demonstrates the need for many 
more units of affordable housing for all ages and populations. 


Household Income (net) Guidelines for admission to 
State-Aided and the Federal Section 8 Program, as of August 
1, 1998 are as follows:

Modernization 


No state funded modernization projects occurred during 
1998, although we did make application to DHCD for two 
projects which, if funded, wouldn’t begin until after year 2000. 
We did, however, continue to utilize a work crew from the 
Barnstable County Sheriff’s Community Service Department 
for two weeks during the summer to stain the exterior siding 
and trim of two buildings at George Fernandes Way. This work 
crew is scheduled to return during the summer of 1999 to com- 
plete the remaining buildings. We are grateful to the Sheriff’s 
Department and to the individuals who performed the work. 
This work program is a major benefit to governmental organi- 
zations such as ours who are struggling to maintain our facili- 
ties with limited financial resources. 


Development 


During 1998 we spent considerable time reviewing our 
development options for the 10 acre parcel which we own ad- 
jacent to George Fernandes Way. Whatever development oc- 
curs, we realize, will have to be funded through a non-profit 
organization. Because of the complexities involved, we applied 
to the Lawyer’s Clearinghouse in Boston for Pro-Bono legal 
services and we now have an attorney from a prominent Bos- 
ton law firm to advise us and assist us with our legal work. We 
are still in the process of exploring the options relating to de- 
velopment. Our plans for this property include a mixed needs 
and ages housing population living in one, two and three bed- 
room units. This property was deeded to SHA by Town Meet- 
ing vote in 1988 for “public” housing purposes. Since our cur- 
rent plans for development do not include the use of public 
funds, we have requested that the Selectmen place an article 
on the warrant for the Special or Annual 1999 Town Meeting 
to revise the deed transfer to include “affordable or public” 
housing. 


We are very pleased that the efforts of Shawme Heights 
to develop an additional 44 units of elderly housing on their 


site have at long last been rewarded by a significant grant from 
the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development un- 
der Section 202 Supportive Housing. Our lengthy elderly/handi- 
capped waiting list, which now has approximately 50 Sand- 
wich residents and 59 non-Sandwich residents, demonstrates 
there is certainly a need for more units of elderly housing in 
Sandwich. 


We are continuing to work closely with Tom Tsakalos, 
owner and developer of Heritage Park which is being built ad- 
jacent to our property. We have agreed to grant Mr. Tsakalos 
an easement to construct a roadway, Pat’s Way, to connect the 
plaza to Tom’s Way. Mr. Tsakalos has agreed to extend a pe- 
destrian walkway from his plaza to our main parking lot which 
will be a major convenience for our residents. Our residents 
are excited about having more shopping, restaurants and movie 
theaters nearby which will be easily accessible. 


Board of Commissioners 


In May 1998, Commissioner Jane Maio was re-elected 
to our Board and we are pleased to continue to have her valu- 
able experience and insight. Our state appointee position has 
remained unfilled since August 1997 when we submitted to 
the Governor’s Office the name of an individual who is willing 
to serve as the State Appointee. We are working with our legis- 
lative delegation to attempt to move this process along. 


Local Housing Partnership 


Sandwich Housing Authority anxiously awaits the cre- 
ation of the Local Housing Partnership which is a provision of 
the Local Comprehensive Plan adopted by Town Meeting in 
1996. We wish to be well represented on this committee and 
are committed to an important role in the ongoing effort to 
build and promote affordable housing in Sandwich. The com- 
plex issues relating to affordable housing reinforce the urgency 
of the creation of this committee. We view the local housing 
partnership as pivotal to the Town’s ability to develop and imple- 
ment consistent affordable housing plans and strategies. 


The Sandwich Housing Authority Office at 20 Tom’s Way 
is open five days a week from 8:00 a.m. to 12:00 noon and at 
other times by appointment. We look forward to meeting with 
anyone needing low-income housing to assist them in getting 
on our waiting lists. 


We are grateful for the ongoing support of the Friends of 
Sandwich Seniors, the Council on Aging, the Board of Select- 
men and Town Administrator, the Director of Planning and 
Development and other Town personnel. We are also grateful 
for the cooperation and assistance of Steve Connelly, Coordi- 
nator of the Congregate House and to Beverly Pires, Director 
of Residential Services for the Department of Mental Health, 
as well as to Jeanne Campbell, House Manager for the Depart- 
ment of Mental Retardation. These individuals are true advo- 
cates for the constituents in their professions and have made 
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the integration of the mixed needs population into Hansen Vil- 
lage a very successful effort.

Report of the 
SANDWICH COMMISSION 
ON DISABILITY 


The Sandwich Commission on Disability (SCOD) was 
established at Town Meeting in May of 1997. The main pur- 
pose of the Sandwich Commission on Disability is to assist in 
the inclusion and integration of people with disabilities in the 
activities, services, and employment opportunities of the com- 
munity in accordance with federal and state disability laws. 


During our first full year in existence, SCOD accom- 
plished many goals. One of the more significant goals of 1998 
was the development, publication, and distribution of the bro- 
chure titled “Sandwich Services for Citizens with Disabilities.” 
This brochure describes services, accessibility and lists phone 
numbers for Town offices and departments. In addition to dis- 
tributing the brochures by sending them with tax bills last June, 
copies continue to be available at all Town buildings. SCOD 
would like to thank all community volunteers and Town em- 
ployees who aided in the development of the brochure. A spe- 
cial thanks to sub-committee co-chairs Ley Coe, Laurie 
O’Connell and Michael Teehan for their countless hours in see- 
ing the brochure come to publication. 


SCOD also endorsed an Eagle Scout project developed 
by Corey Walsh from Boy Scout Troop 47. Corey surveyed 
Town parking lots for handicapped parking, signs and curb cuts, 
including counting, measuring and documenting signage. He 
extended this project to include larger shopping areas, banks, 
and post office parking areas. This information would become 
very useful to the Commission, as well as the community, in 
assessing handicapped parking compliance with the Americans 
with Disabilities Act (ADA) and Architectural Access Barriers 
(AAB) regulations. 


On June 1, 1998 Corey presented a copy of his survey 
findings to SCOD. This report was then forwarded to the Board 
of Selectmen on June 11, 1998, so that issues and improve- 
ments that concern Town owned buildings could be addressed. 
SCOD congratulates and thanks Corey for his determination 
and commitment to eliminate some of the barriers disabled 
people face. His leadership abilities have certainly revealed to 
the whole community what one person can do to make others 
aware and to create change. 


Changes, Changes, Changes! During the next several 
months many changes in the marking of Handicapped Parking 
spaces were seen in and around Town. SCOD and the Depart- 
ment of Public Works utilized the survey findings to bring the 
Town handicapped parking into compliance. 


Using guidelines that were provided by the Massachu- 
setts Office on Disabilities, SCOD investigated what steps we 
needed to take in order to establish a Handicapped Parking 
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Enforcement Program in the Town of Sandwich. To learn more 
about the process, SCOD had meetings with representatives 
from neighboring Disability Commissions, as well as our Town 
Administrator Bud Dunham and Sandwich Police Department’s 
Traffic Safety Officer Robert Brun. 


After much coordination and cooperation, another major 
accomplishment was seen. The Town of Sandwich Handicapped 
Parking (HP) Enforcement Program was established under pro- 
visions of M.G.L. Ch. 40, §8J. Volunteers are trained by the 
Sandwich Police Department’s Traffic Safety Officer to docu- 
ment and report any HP violation. Violations are recorded by 
the use of instant photo and signed affidavits. The volunteer 
then presents the violation information to the Sandwich Police 
Department for further action. 


Key elements of the Handicapped Parking Enforcement 
Program are public awareness and education regarding the HP 
parking laws and regulations. This includes insuring buildings 
and businesses are accessible to persons with disabilities. Ulti- 
mately, sensitivity to the issue has occurred! When out and 
about, volunteer Handicap Parking Enforcement Reporters of- 
ten hear cheers from the public for their efforts. 


During the course of the year, members of the Commis- 
sion attended and participated in Healthcare forums, Regional 
Disability Meetings for Commissioners and other relevant meet- 
ings. SCOD also provided information, referral, guidance and 
advice as we received and followed up letters and calls from 
both concerned residents and individuals from out of state. 


SCOD would like to thank two individuals, former Com- 
missioner Jeff Burnieiks and Richard Capelotti, Jr. for their 
time and effort they gave during the terms served. SCOD also 
welcomed the new ADA Compliance Officer for the Town— 
Bob Walton, whom we look forward to working closely with 
in an effort to rectify parking and access impediments. Also, 
special thanks to Officer Robert Brun for his patience, humor 
and expertise in training and mentoring the Volunteer Handi- 
cap Parking Enforcement Reporters. 


We are grateful for all the positive feedback and media 
coverage we have received over the past year, and all the help 
we have been given by members of the community. Any inter- 
ested individuals are welcome to attend our monthly meetings 
and become involved if they so wish. We are excited about the 
coming year and the goals we have set forth.

EDUCALION. 
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Report of the 
SUPERINTENDENT 


Nineteen ninety-eight marked the first administration of 
statewide tests known as the Massachusetts Comprehensive As- 
sessment System (MCAS). Students in grades four, eight and 
ten were tested in English/Language Arts, Mathematics, and 
Science/Technology. Analysis of test results has provided teach- 
ers and administrators with an understanding of areas in the cur- 
riculum to strengthen, develop and adjust. An Action Plan has 
been implemented to address these areas. Sandwich Public Schools 
were fortunate enough to have scored in the top 20 percent. 


The continuing increase in student population has forced 
the K-8 school administrators to become very creative in pro- 
viding available space. In particular, the Oak Ridge and 
Forestdale Schools have been forced to use rooms and areas 
that were not intended for instructional use. Plans are under- 
way to provide long-range solutions for these overcrowded 
conditions. 


School Councils at all schools, made up of teachers, par- 
ents and community members meet on a regular basis to ad- 
dress building needs and develop a yearly Improvement Plan. 
Parents and community members are always welcome to at- 
tend. 


Oak Ridge School PTA remains one of the few schools 
in the state that can boast 100% faculty membership. The cul- 
tural arts committee was very instrumental in providing plea- 
sure and educational benefits to the children. Students were 
also involved in activities outside of the classroom, including 
"Family Math and Science Night" and the annual Curriculum 
Fair. Several 7th and 8th grade students earned recognition for 
their efforts in national foreign language testing. 


Wing School has been very fortunate to have senior citi- 
zens volunteer on a weekly basis. All are welcome. In col- 
laboration with Sandwich High School, Wing has twenty stu- 
dents in their Senior year who come to the school on a weekly 
basis to tutor students. After school programs include Future 
Problem Solving and Odyssey of the Mind. The PTA had a 
very successful year promoting "family" events. 


At Forestdale School, the celebration of one of their core 
values, Respect, enhanced the students' ability to identify and 
reinforce the value of respecting themselves, other people and 
school property. Mrs. Xu, a visiting Chinese exchange teacher, 
is being enjoyed by all as she shares information about her 
country and culture. Many cultural and educational programs 
are supported by the PTA; of special note is the outdoor sign 
board, the auditorium sound system and computer equipment. 


Teachers and students at Oak Ridge, Forestdale and Wing 
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Schools have been enjoying the new 6th grade reading pro- 
gram which utilizes authentic literature to teach reading. 


Sandwich High School maintained its standard of excel- 
lence with SAT scores rising for the 7th consecutive year, AP 
scores continuing at a high level, and good MCAS test results. 
In response to the tragedies that Sandwich families have suf- 
fered in recent years, 60 students formed work groups to pro- 
duce a series of 4 public service announcements about drink- 
ing and driving. Their extensive work was recognized by at- 
taining a second place National award through the Commu- 
nity Action Network. Two students were honored for their 
"Hospitality and Recreation Marketing Research Event" by 
placing second in the country. 


Our graduates continue to bring great pride and respect 
to the Sandwich community as they go out into the world to 
further their education or enter the business community. For 
this, we thank the entire Sandwich Public Schools staff.

Report of the 
SANDWICH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The past year has once again proven to be a very busy 
and rewarding year for the School Committee. The new year 
found us struggling to make sure our curriculum frameworks 
met the requirement for the MCAS testing and then waited for 
the results of that test until late in the year. It is with pride that 
we say that Sandwich ranked 42 in the state in overall test scores 
and in the area of mathematics, one of our schools, Forestdale, 
finished seventh in the state. As a committee, and more impor- 
tantly, as a community, we should be proud of what we have 
been able to accomplish with what we have. 


In May of this year, one School Committee member, Tony | 
Scalese, moved out of Town and was forced to give up his seat. 
We, as a Committee, thank him for his service and wish him 
well. Following a joint meeting with the Board of Selectmen, 
Mr. Scalese’s seat was filled by Steven Marshall and he has 
been able to hit the deck running and integrate himself into the 
Committee quickly and efficiently. 


The number one problem facing Sandwich and the school 
system continues to be growth. As we opened school this past 
September, we saw that our projections were right on the mark. 
However, as the year has progressed, we have found that the 
projections are falling short of reality. Our student population 
continues to grow rapidly, particularly in the K-8 grades. As a 


result of this growth, the Committee voted to ask the Town to 
fund the purchase of 12 modular classrooms, six of them to be 
erected at Forestdale and six at Oak Ridge School. We have 
requested a special Town Meeting for the spring of 1999 and 
will be asking the taxpayers for their support. 


The Committee has continued with its new policy of open- 
ness with the public. We encourage and urge everyone to at- 
tend our meetings, tell us what is on your mind and, perhaps, 
learn a few things about the system. We have actively pursued 
meetings with the school councils and parent/teachers organi- 
zation, as well as other groups, including our students. We feel 
it is important for the community to know as much as possible 
about the school system and to know where and how each tax 
dollar is being spent. 


As the year drew to a close, the High School construction 
_ project was beginning to shift into high gear. There will be 
many disruptions and interference while this project progresses 
but patience and understanding will help us all get through it 
as easily as possible. 


We, as a Committee, would like to thank the teachers and 
administrators for their hard work and caring. We thank Mr. 
Cannone for providing the leadership necessary to be constantly 
moving forward. We thank all of the taxpayers and citizens of 
Sandwich and, most of all, a special word of thanks to our stu- 
dents who constantly remind us of what and why we are here.

School Committee Meetings: 
Regular School Committee Meetings are held at 7:00 PM on 


the first and third Wednesdays of each month. 


School Entrance Ages: 
School Committee Policy states: Children must be five (5) years 


of age by September Ist to be eligible for Kindergarten, and 
six (6) years of age by September Ist to be eligible for first grade. 


Birth Certificate: 
A birth certificate is required for all children entering either 
Kindergarten or Grade 1. 


Medical Requirements: 
Medical requirements for school entrance are immunizations 


according to the General Laws of Massachusetts, certified by a 
doctor. 


State Regulations: 
The School Committee or Board of Health shall cause every 


child in the public schools to be separately and carefully exam- 
ined by a physician duly registered in Massachusetts within six 
months before entrance to school or during the first year after 
entrance and at intervals of either three or four years thereafter. 


No School Information: 

Every effort will be made to have school whenever feasible. Ifthe 
conditions are severe, school will be canceled. If conditions are 
almost safe but the Highway Department needs extra time to plow, 
the school day will be shortened. Under this alternative plan the 
opening of all schools and all bus pickups will be delayed two 
hours. When the schools are on a two hour delay, there will be no 
morning kindergarten. The No School Announcement or the Two 
Hour Delayed Opening will be carried, starting at or before 6:00 
AM, by radio stations WQRC, CAPE 104, WCOD, WXTK, 
WPL”, as well as television stations WBZ Channel 4, WCVB 
Channel 5, and WHDH Channel 7.

Report of the 
SANDWICH COMMUNITY SCHOOL 


Since last years’ annual report, some significant changes 
have occurred within the Community School. The first being 
the introduction of on-line training on the Community School’s 
web site. By logging on at www.scslearn.org people from Sand- 
wich and around the country can participate in over 60 courses 
from home or at the office. The course offerings include ev- 


_ erything from computers, Y2K seminars, paralegal, manage- 
_ ment, and more. As our slogan states: 


“Explore the Possibilities” 
Now these possibilities are endless. 


Another big change for us is the relocation and expan- 
sion of both our on-site dance and computer programs. Both 
of these programs will now be held at our Canterbury plaza 
campus. This new location now gives us the opportunity to 
schedule classes at all hours of the day and night, as well as 
giving us far more space than we had in the Wing School base- 
ment and the High School. It also enables us to keep these 
programs functioning. Between the High School addition/reno- 
vation and the K-8 overcrowding, both programs would have 
been cut during the 1999-2000 school year. Not only can these 
programs continue — but now they can grow. I should take this 
opportunity to thank both Russell Norton, HS Principal and 
Matthew Bridges, Wing School Principal for their cooperation 
over the years in allowing us to utilize both schools.

Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School enrollment, 
as of October 1, 1997, consisted of seventy-one (71) students 
from Bourne, one hundred fifty-five (155) from Falmouth, nine- 
teen (19) from Marion, eighty-three (83) from Sandwich, and 
two hundred six (206) from Wareham. An additional thirty (30) 
students were enrolled in the Licensed Practical Nursing Pro- 
gram and thirteen (13) students were tuitioned from other towns 
for a total of 547 students. Adult tuition students, specialized 
afternoon and evening occupational programs, and summer pro- 
grams are additional to these enrollments. 


Upper Cape Tech’s Extended Day Program provided oc- 
cupational training opportunities to over one hundred (100) 
adults from surrounding communities. These programs pro- 
vided training in the areas of Nursing Assistance, Information 
Technology, and Environmental Studies to unemployed and 
dislocated adults, learning disabled young adults, older work- 
ers, and youth affiliated with the Department of Youth Ser- 
vices and were funded by over $200,000 in state federal and 
private funds. In addition, the Summer Youth Employment Pro- 
gram services thirty-five (35) economically disadvantaged and 
learning disabled youths from the surrounding communities. 


A number of school improvement projects have been un- 
derway this past year. Renovations were made to the Cosme- 
tology Lab and expansion of the Canalside Dining Room is 
underway. The existing Marine Barn was converted into an 
Automotive Shop annex for instruction in high technology au- 
tomotive diagnostic procedures. Construction of the new Ma- 
rine Storage area, which will consist of a fenced-in concrete 
slab, is currently underway. The Environmental Technology 
program was relocated into the Painting and Decorating area 
after that program closed at the conclusion of the school year. 
Finally, burial of the primary electrical service on school prop- 
erty is nearing completion. 
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Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School has received 
a National Science Foundation grant in cooperation with Cape 
Cod Community College to provide $125,000 for planning of 
a joint continuum of Environmental Technology programming 
from Upper Cape Tech through the Associate’s Degree Level 
at Cape Cod Community College. The bulk of this money will 
be allocated for the integration of our program curriculum with 
that of the community college. Upper Cape Tech has also been 
awarded a Comprehensive School Reform Demonstration 
Project grant of $50,000 in order to implement the High 
School’s that Work program. This is an exciting project that 
we expect to result in a number of improvements in the areas 
of staff development, curriculum, and guidance. 


The school’s chapter of Vocational Industrial Clubs of 
America had seventy-one (71) members during the 1997-1998 
school year, thirty-five (35) of whom represented the school at 
state competition. 


The Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School build- 
ing and facilities are utilized six days per week for evening and 
afternoon programs sponsored by Upper Cape Cod Regional 
Technical School’s Extension Office, Western New England 
College, Fitchburg State College, and various community or- 
ganizations. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its ap- 
preciation to the many advisory boards which assist us in de- 
veloping and maintaining educational programs, various Town 
and school officials, who support our efforts, and the adminis- 
tration and other school employees who continue to contribute 
to the success of Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School.

Report of the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN and 
TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


Nineteen ninety-nine was another busy and eventful year 
in the Town of Sandwich. Some of the major occurrences and 
larger issues addressed during the year are highlighted below. 


The March 1999 Special Town Meeting approved the 
acquisition of more than 470 acres from Verbon Trust, the 
Town’s largest private landowner, for a total purchase price of 
$11.0 million. Land Bank funding was used for acquiring 
approximately 218 acres for $6.0 million, and future golf 
course proceeds were used to acquire approximately 253 acres 
for $5.0 million. The Land Bank portion of the acquisition rep- 
resented the largest, single purchase in any Cape Cod commu- 
nity and prevented the construction of 75 house lots previously 
approved for development on the property. The rest of the 
acquisition included the former Round Hill Country Club 
which was renamed Sandwich Hollows Golf Club. This 18- 
hole, municipal golf course will open to the public under the 
Town’s oversight in 2000, with the opportunity for resident 
memberships. 


Added features of this purchase include the Sandwich 
Water District’s potential interest in siting future public water 
supplies on the property and the fact that the land abuts more 
than 500 acres of the Maple Swamp conservation area and the 
Oak Ridge School. This will give the Town more than 1,000 
acres of contiguous property in the Ridge District. By pre- 
venting the construction of 75 homes, the Town has also taken 
an active step to reduce future demands on public and school 
services. The Board of Selectmen believed this acquisition 
would benefit many diverse segments of the community and 
make a strong, positive statement about the Town’s quality of 
life in the upcoming century. The Board was very pleased the 
vast majority of Town Meeting voters agreed. 


The Special Town Meeting also approved a debt exclu- 
sion to construct modular classrooms at the Oak Ridge and 
Forestdale Schools in time for the 1999-2000 school year. 
Funding for a professional assessment of the condition of the 
Town’s buildings and the improvement of the Town’s data pro- 
cessing and computer networking systems was also authorized. 
Work on both of these projects commenced later in the year 
with final results expected early in 2000. 


The 1999 Annual Town Meeting approved several FY’00 
budget initiatives to enhance municipal services without seek- 
ing funding above Proposition Two and One-half. The largest 
initiative was to increase the Library’s operating budget by 
almost $100,000 in order to add weekend and summer hours 
for the public and to increase staffing levels. This request had 
been considered by the Selectmen and Finance Committee for 
several years and the groups were pleased to be able to support 


the Library as part of the FY’00 budget. Other funded perso 
nel requests included additional overtime for the Poli 
Department to more realistically fund this account and a fu 
time Assistant Board of Health Agent. Capital improveme 
focused on equipment and computer upgrades, the Libr 
automated CLAMS system, and several municipal buildi 
repairs. The creation of a Capital Improvement Planni 
Committee was also formalized as recommended by 
Selectmen and Finance Committee. This volunteer group w 
help identify and prioritize future capital expenditures, buil 
ing repairs and improvements, and other major infrastruct 
projects. 


Work continued throughout the year on several maj 
Town projects. These included the Department of Pub 
Works’ supervision of the roadway design and enhancem 
projects for Service Road and Route 130, continued efforts 
address the entrance to Old Harbor and develop and permi 
long-term beach management plan for Town property from 
entrance to the Cape Cod Canal to Spring Hill Beach. 
Charter Commission continued its review of the structure 
our municipal government and held bi-monthly meetings 
gather information and input from the general public, num 
ous Town boards, committees, and employees, and represen 
tives of other communities which have completed ch 
review efforts. The Visitor Services Board completed 
preparation and printing of an impressive tourism brochu 
copies of which are available in Town Hall, and contracted 
on-going development of a Sandwich web site aimed at pot 
tial visitors. 


The proposed construction of improvements and repo 
ering of the power generation facilities owned by South 
Energy were very prominent in 1999. Local, regional and st 
approval was received by Southern to add technology to g 
eration Unit #1 which will substantially reduce the NOx e 
sions from the facility. Since NOx represents the prim 
pollution of concern for this part of the country, this will b 
major improvement for regional air quality. The propo 
repowering of power generation Unit #2 will also improve 
quality and substantially add to the Town’s tax base if 
approvals are eventually received. This review process 
include more than twenty separate permit approvals which 
take many months to consider. To assist the Town in its revi 
of Southern’s proposals, the Selectmen hired special le 
counsel with expertise in energy and power generation iss 
The Board also retained the services of technical and envir 
mental consultants to help review the project and negotiated 
agreement with Southern representatives whereby the Tow 
legal and consulting costs to review and critique the proj 
would be reimbursed by Southern up to $125,000. 


Special legal counsel was also retained to assist in 
negotiation of the Town’s cable television license agreem 
By the end of 1999, a ten-year renewal of the license 
agreed to in principle with Harron Communications 


Jelphia, which purchased Harron’s operations in Sandwich 
d other communities in the fall. Highlights of the agreement 
sluded technology upgrades of the cable system to a fiber 
tic network which will eliminate the need for cable boxes for 
st users, the formation of a non-profit access corporation 
lich will receive annual funding and monies for initial capi- 
purchases, and the creation of an institutional computer net- 
wk connecting Town office buildings. 


Other projects which were addressed by the Selectmen 
sluded the long range planning recommendations of Town 
iff to construct a much needed municipal complex on Town 
yperty near the intersection of Quaker Meetinghouse and 
ytuit Roads which would include a centralized Town Hall, 
nt public safety building, joint library and senior center, and 
mmunity recreation center; the support of a volunteer effort 
construct a skate park on Town land behind the A&P shop- 
1g plaza which included a very generous $25,000 donation 
ym the owners of ReSource Recovery of Cape Cod; support 
r the protection of the northern 15,000 acres of the 
assachusetts Military Reservation for future regional public 
iter supplies; discussion on the potential acquisition and 
ure use of a portion of the former Roberti Farm property 
hind the new Stop & Shop plaza; and receipt of a $167,363 
astal pollution remediation grant from Coastal Zone 
anagement for Town Neck drainage improvements, the 
gest in the program’s history. 


There were also several personnel changes during 1999 
lich deserve special recognition. In May, Dick Judge and 
mn Larkin were elected to the Board to replace Diane Tucker 
d Bob Jones. Diane served the community for more than 15 
ars as a School Committee member, Selectman, and member 
the current and former School Building Committees. Bob 
ved for several years on the Finance Committee before 
coming a Selectman and devoted numerous hours to issues 
the Massachusetts Military Reservation and the Cape Light 
mmpact. The amount of hard work and dedication these two 
voted to the Town are a model for others. We wish them well 
the future and hope they stay active in community affairs. 


In our office Craig Sanderson was appointed Assistant 
wn Administrator in September following Marie Buckner’s 
parture. Marie’s talents and abilities will be sorely missed 
all who worked with her during her outstanding service in 
> Planning and Development and Administrator Offices since 
93. Parks Supervisor / Tree Warden Matt Klimkosky was 
ed in September, Tim Houlihan was appointed Animal 
mtrol Officer in October and, in November, Greg Martzolf 
d Dave Polidor were appointed Golf Director and Golf 
perintendent respectively. The Board also continued its par- 
ipation in a formal Civil Service process to appoint a new 
lief of Police. An assessment center process and examina- 
nm was conducted in October with the final list not provided 
the Town until after the start of the new year. 


The Town optimistically looks forward to the new centu- 
ry and all that it will mean for the community. The rapid 
growth and development Sandwich experienced over the last 
two decades should diminish in the next ten years which will 
better enable local officials to address and meet our communi- 
ty’s needs. The support of the public and the dedicated efforts 
of all Town employees are greatly appreciated.

APE COD COMMISSION 


The Cape Cod Commission provides regulatory tools 
and assistance to Cape Cod towns. Below are some examples 
f the Commission activities that benefited Sandwich in 1999: 


Affordable Housing Program - The Commission provid- 
ed assistance to the Sandwich Local Comprehensive Planning 
Committee and helped develop a detailed outline and action 
plan for the Local Comprehensive Plan’s affordable housing 
element. The Commission also provided assistance to the 
Sandwich Housing Authority with an assessment of the feasi- 
bility and available funding sources for a proposed 24-family 
rental project. 


Four Sandwich households received housing assistance 
through the Commission’s affordable housing programs, as 
follows; 


HOME Down Payment/Closing Cost Assistant 
program — 2 recipients; 
Soft Second Loan Homeownership Program — 2 
recipients. 


The Commission reviewed and provided information to 
the Town and applicants for the Norse Pines Development of 
Regional Impact (DRI) and the Shawme Heights 
Comprehensive Permit application. The Norse Pines DRI will 
result in four lots being donated to the town for affordable 
housing within the Norse Pines subdivision, for the sole pur- 
pose of creating four units of affordable housing. The Shawme 
Heights project, whose Comprehensive Permit application has 
been approved, will result in the creation of 50 units of afford- 
able elderly housing. 


The Commission helped create the Housing Land Trust 
for Cape Cod, an entity whose mission is to acquire land a/or 
buildings for the sole purpose of creating affordable housing in 
perpetuity. The commission recommended that county surplus 
funds be allocated to support affordable rental house. The 
Commission also released the Barnstable County Affordable 
Housing Needs Analysis for 1999. 


Geographic Information System (GIS) Program — The 
Commission provided the Sandwich Planning Office with CD- 
ROMS of the Town’s GIS data, and provided the Town’s Local 
Planning Committee with an update of the Water Resource 
Map. The Commission also provided the Town with mapping 
and analyses for the proposed Three Ponds District of Critical 
Planning Concern. 


Marine Resources Program — The Commission per- 
formed field work and data collection to support the 


Massachusetts Coastal Zone Management study of tidal estu- 
aries restricted by roadways or railroad crossings in Sandwich. 
The Commission coordinated the design of an ongoing 
resource characterization and flushing study of Scorton Creek. 


Planning, Community Development, and Regulatory 
Program — The Commission worked with three graduate stu- 
dents from Tufts University to develop and conduct a “Cultural 
Landscape Survey” in the towns of Bourne, Sandwich and 
Falmouth. In coordination with the route 6A Scenic Byways 
Program, the Commission continued to work with members of 
the Route 6A Advisory committee and the Old King’s Highway 
Regional Historic District Commission to develop distinctive 
guide signs for the roadway. The Commission worked with the 
Sandwich town staff and members of the LPC to develop draft 
elements of the LCP. The Commission spent a significant 
amount of time during 1999 assisting the Sandwich Planning 
Department and the Sandwich District of Critical Planning 
Concern Committee with the nomination and proposed desig- 
nation of the Three Ponds District of Critical Planning Concern 
in Sandwich. the Commission staff helped draft the nomination 
and gathered extensive field data about the area. The proposed 
designation was approved unanimously by the full Cape Cod 
Commission and was forwarded to the Assembly for final 
action, which is anticipated for January 2000. The Commission 
began preparation of a Regional Open Space Plan for Cape 
Cod. The plan will integrate resource protection efforts for 
water supply, wildlife habitat, scenic and cultural landscapes, 
trails and growth management. The Commission provided 
technical assistance on a number of issues related to the MMR, 
including analyses of resource protection efforts proposed by 
the Army National Guard and intermunicipal cooperation to 
address future water supplies for the Upper Cape. 


Transportation Program — The Commission performed 
traffic counts and provided assistance in obtaining state and/or 
federal funds for transportation projects. The Commission pro- 
vided technical assistance to Sandwich for the potential inter- 
nal roadway network in the BL2 zoning district and for 
Tradewinds Plaza an Heritage Park Traffic circulation system. 
The Commission conducted a survey of license plates at the 
Quaker Meetinghouse Road- Route 6 overpass to determine 
the mix of residential and non-residential traffic on Route 6 in 
that area and reviewed plans to reconstruct and widen Route 
130. The Commission assisted the Sandwich and Barnstable 
planning Boards regarding West Barnstable/East Sandwich 
residential development near the town line. 


Water Resource Program — The Commission participated 
in the MMR Technical Process Action Teams and the Impact 
Area Groundwater Study and contributed to the development 
of the Upper Cape Water Supply Cooperative and the water 
supply/wildlife refuge legislation for the MMR area. The 
Commission coordinated studies of water quality in Scorton 


Creek and Shawme Pond. Sandwich is one of the towns 
included in the Commission’s “Priority Land Acquisition 
Assessment Project.” 


Waste Management program — The Commission provid- 
ed the regional bid process for the contractor used in 
Sandwich’s hazardous waste collection.

Report of the 
BARNSTABLE COUNTY 
ASSEMBLY OF DELEGATES 


The Assembly of Delegates is the legislative branch of 
County Government. All legislative powers of the County are 
vested in the Assembly of Delegates, and except as provided in 
the Barnstable County Home rule Charter, the acts of the 
Assembly of Delegates are required to be by ordinance. 


Each town located within Barnstable County is duly rep- 
resented on the Assembly of Delegates. Delegates are elected 
by the voters in each of the municipalities within which they 
live and have a weighted vote based on the 1990 U.s. 
Decennial Census. The town of Barnstable has the largest vote 
of 21.94% and Truro has the smallest vote of 0.84%. Delegates 
serving in 1999 are listed at the end of this report. 


The sixth session of the Assembly of Delegates was 
elected on Tuesday, November 3, 1998. On January 4, 1999 
Julia C. Taylor (Falmouth) was elected Speaker, Thomas 
Bernardo (Chatham) was elected Deputy Speaker, and Diane 
C. Thompson was elected Clerk of the Assembly. 


The Assembly of Delegates holds regular meetings on 
the first and third Wednesday of each month at 4:00 p.m. in the 
Chamber of the Assembly of Delegates, First District 
Courthouse, Barnstable, MA. Committee meetings are primar- 
ily held on Wednesdays as well. 


In 1997, the Assembly of Delegates drafted legislation 
which proposed to restructure county government into a small- 
er regional entity called the Regional Government of Cape 
Cod, known as Barnstable County. Over the past several years, 
numerous legislative efforts have been put forth that proposed 
to abolish all county governments throughout the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, therefore, the legislation 
was put forth. Barnstable County government has always been 
recognized as the exception to failing county governments in 
Massachusetts and has served as a model for successful region- 


alization of services. That legislation died in committee and th 
Legislature dealt with other counties having severe financia 
problems. 


The ongoing plans to preserve and reorganize Barnstabl 
County Government took a positive step forward in Janu 
1999. At a meeting of the Assembly of Delegates Ad Ho 
Committee on Charter Review and Legislation, a plan of actio 
was announced for the year 1999 and 2000. The Committee 
with input and agreement from the County Commissioners 
outlined a schedule for a two-part process that would culminat 
with the State legislature having final approval of a revise 
Barnstable County Home Rule Charter. The course of actio 
has two proactive components. 


Initially, the County has engaged in a formal charte 
review process that is being discussed extensively with eve 
town within the County. A Charter Review Committee wa 
established and is consists of representatives from th 
Assembly of Delegates, the Upper, Mid, Outer and Lowe 
Cape and a County Commissioner. Proposed Ordinance 99-1 
was submitted to the Assembly of Delegates on June 16, 199 
to be used as a working document for the Charter Revie 
Committee. It is a compilation of the existing County Charte 
and the legislation that was drafted to create the Region 
Government of Cape Cod, known as Barnstable county. Ther 
are several key components to the document. It was emph 
sized that this document is a draft document and is subject t 
change after extensive input is received. It is planned that th 
Charter process will conclude with a countywide referendu 
question in November 2000. Only after residents of Cape Co 
show they approve of the proposed changes to the Charter, b 
referendum vote, will the County move to the second phase 
its reorganization plans. after the many years of being fiscall 
responsible and with the tremendous amount of services th 
the County provides to the towns, it is believed that continue 
support from the towns and its residents can be justified. Th 
second major step will be to take the voter sanctioned revise 
Home Rule Charter to the Legislature for ratification. In th 
event the voters find certain components of the proposed ordi 
nance unacceptable and a majority vote is not received, th 
existing Barnstable County Home Rule Charter will remain i 
effect. | 


The Assembly of Delegates reviewed and adopted th 
Board of County Commissioner’s budget for fiscal year 20 
the County experienced surplus monies due to unexpected an 
unanticipated revenues at the Registry of Deeds. Delegat 
worked with the County Commissioners on how the surpl 
revenues should be expended. The county Commissioners co 
tacted department heads so that problems previously put o 
hold and other department needs were identified. Some depa 
ment were funded through supplemental appropriations. Fro 


the general fund the County provided funds for the county- 
wide Land Bank bill Special Election. Funds for legal assis- 
tance for inequities in school funding, the Cape Cod 
Community Action Council, Children’s Cover, Lyme Disease 
and Tick Research, and for new equipment and training at the 
Fire Academy. 


In addition, the county funded the Community Health 
needs Assessment Program for Human Services and the three 
year AmeriCorps program. From the General fund the County 
provided funds for an affordable housing program for first time 
home buyers. The Assembly of Delegates listened to local offi- 
‘cials who asked that a portion of the surplus revenues be 
returned to the towns. A proposed ordinance was put forth and 
the Assembly of Delegates established guidelines based on the 
percentage of tax paid by each town so that towns could 
receive services for free where a fee was previously required. 


Delegates served on various Standing and Ad Hoc 
Committees. During 1999 there were six Standing Committee 
and two ad Hoc Committees. 


The Standing Committees, in addition to reviewing the 
budget, must look at every major decision rendered by the 
County that has financial implications. 


Sandwich’s Delegate on the Assembly Lance Lambos 
serves as Chair of the Standing Committee on Natural 
Resources which remains involved in the environmental prob- 
lems stemming from the Mass. Military Reservation. The 
Committee invited Mark Forest from Congressman Delahunt’s 
office to address the assembly on the proposal by the 
Congressman for a wildlife refuge on the MMR. The 
Committee also participated in review of the nomination of the 
second District of Critical Planning Concern (DCPC) in 
Sandwich Three Ponds. The nomination was adopted in 
February 2000. 


The Standing Committee on Economic Affairs was 
‘involved with issues surrounding revenues from Barnstable 
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County license plates and the Economic Development Council. 
A resolution was submitted to develop an education program 
for the contact with Coyotes through he Cooperative Extension 
Development. 


The Standing Committee on Public Safety worked with 
Sheriff Jim Cummings on siting of a new jail and the problems 
that he was encountering regarding the funding and finding a 
suitable location. 


The Standing Committee on Government Regulations 
worked with the Cape Cod Commission on various issues 
including establishment of a District of Critical Planning 
Concern pursuant to the Cape Cod Commission Act in 
Sandwich. 


The Standing Committee on Health and Human Services 
was instrumental in having an ordinance adopted by the 
Assembly that funded a low income, first time homeowner pro- 
gram implemented through the HOME Consortium. In addi- 
tion an ordinance was adopted for funding low income rentals. 


The Ad Hoc on Charter Review and Legislation 
Committee established an Ordinance to combine the Charter 
and pending Legislation to be submitted to the Assembly as the 
New Cape Cod Regional Government, as well as establishing 
a Charter Review Committee. 


The Ad Hoc Committee to Assess Space Needs and 
Resources of Barnstable County Government was established 
to evaluate space needs and resources within Barnstable 
County.

Report of the 
FINANCE COMMITTEE 


As in years past, 1999 began with review of the FY 2000 
budget. We have maintained departmental review of budgetary 
requests through the subcommittee process which has worked 
well for both department heads and committee members. At the 
Annual Town Meeting the Finance Committee recommended 
approval of a total operating budget of $35,183,128.00. This 
represented a 4% increase for General Town Government and 
a 6% increase for the School Department. 


The Finance Committee supported allocations for 
$634,956 for capital purchases and non-recurring operating 
expenses with the anticipation this would be the last year they 
would make final decisions on capital purchases in conjunction 
with the Selectman. The Capital Planning Committee devel- 
oped a program in which all departments would submit annual 
capital requests. Department Heads and the Town 
Administrator would collectively decide and recommend capi- 
tal purchases with in financial guidelines set forth at the onset 
of the budgetary process. A long-term capital planning process 
is expected as a result of the endeavor which will enhance the 
Towns ability to do long term planning and project long term 
financial needs. 


The Finance Committee also strongly supported a town 
wide assessment of the buildings. The goal of the program 
would be to develop a plan to address immediate needs and 
project long-term needs and establish a mechanism to finance 
those needs. In the past few years, Sandwich residents have 
been asked to reactively approve appropriations for major 
building repairs that could have potentially been avoided with 
a long-term building maintenance program. 


The Finance Committee depends on the support of Town 
Administration and Department Heads to forward a prelimi- 
nary annual budget for review and the Selectman to prioritize 
decisions on expenditures. The ultimate outcome is a budget 
recommendation for Annual Town Meeting approval.

Report of the 
BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


Calendar year 1999 saw continued challenges to the 
Assessing Department. 


This past November, the department completed an inter- 
im update of all Real and Personal Property for Fiscal 2000. 
The assessment date for Fiscal 2000 was January 1, 1999. In 
compliance with procedures set forth by the Department of 
Revenue, 1998 calendar year sales were used in the setting of 
values. 


With the continued resurgence of the local regional 
economy, sales analysis reflected an average increase of eight 
and one-half percent, with a range from two to almost twenty- 
five percent in isolated areas. 


Further review of 1999 sales, for use in Fiscal 2001, 
shows a dramatic upward climb in sales activity and price. The 
department will, as has been practice since Fiscal 1992, 
employ an interim update for Fiscal 2001. Every property 
owner in Sandwich should anticipate continued increases in 
their valuation. 


The abatement appeal deadline passed on February Ist 
with 93 applicants filing a total of 111 appeals on real and per- 
sonal property valuation. This is the lowest number of appeals 
filed in twenty years. Given the present hot real estate market, 
the challenges to valuation are more difficult for an applicant. 


Another challenge met this past year was the implemen- 
tation of the Land Bank tax. This tax (3% added of town real 
estate tax) was voted by the voters of this town, along with all 
other Cape towns in 1998. The tax will be collected until Fiscal 
2019. 
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The year 2000 has arrived, and the heralded Y2K disas- 
ters did not come to pass. The fact that this happened was not 
by luck. A lot of planning and implementation work was 
required to make a successful transition. The Board wishes to 
commend Principal Assessor Ed Childs and Assistant Assessor 
Jerry Caron for their efforts in this process. Further thanks go 
to Assistant Town Administrator Craig Sanderson and the staff 
at Data National Corporation. 


In last year’s report the Board expressed strong support 
for two items that will improve future working for all town 
departments, a Geographic Information System (GIS), and the 
completion of a computer networking system for Town depart- 
ments. 


It is, in our opinion, deplorable that neither of these 
objectives have been implemented as of this writing. The frag- 
mented infrastructure of the Town government speaks volumes 
as to the need and benefits of these systems. It is our strong 
wish that, next year’s reports will speak highly of these arriy- 
ing systems. 


In closing, the Board thanks the Department for their 
continued outstanding service to the Board and to the residents 
of Sandwich.

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SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
MARCH 22, 1999 


The Special Town Meeting was called to order at 7:45 
P.M. by Moderator Garry Blank after ascertaining a 200 quo- 
rum. The following tellers were sworn in: Kelly Tonini, Alan 
Holmgren, Christopher Ranney, Michelle Gill, and James 
Spofford. Marie Buckner, Assistant Town Administrator, was 
sworn in as timekeeper by Moderator Blank. 


Selectman John S. Jillson moved that articles could be 
summarized rather than read totally as printed in the warrant. It 
was seconded and voted unanimously. 


Selectman Robert S. Jones moved to allow the 
Moderator discretion to call a voice vote a two-thirds vote or 
unanimous vote where it is obvious the ayes have it. This 
motion was seconded and voted unanimously. 


ARTICLE 1. — To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate by borrowing under the statutes referred to in this Article 
the sum of $12,750,000 for the purpose of acquiring the land 
and improvements thereon identified in this Article as Parcel A 
and Parcel B and more particularly described below, for the 
purpose of acquiring the personal property described in this 
Article and for the purpose of construction of improvements to 
Parcel B; and to authorize the Board of Selectmen, on such 
terms and conditions as the Selectmen may determine, to 
acquire such real and personal property by gift, purchase or 
eminent domain for the purposes referred to in this Article. 


Parcel A is shown on the plan titled “Town of Sandwich 
Acquisition of Verbon Trust Property,” dated March 1, 1999, 
prepared by Outback Engineering, a copy of which is filed with 
the Town Clerk. Parcel A is to be acquired for the purposes set 
out in Section 3 of Chapter 293 of the Acts of 1998, and for the 
purpose of conveyance to the Sandwich Water District for 
water protection purposes and water supply purposes such por- 
tion of Parcel A as the Board of Selectmen determines is no 
longer needed for the other purposes for which Parcel A is 
acquired. The Treasurer is hereby authorized to borrow 
$6,000,000 by issuance of general obligation bonds or notes 
under Section 7 of Chapter 293 of the Acts of 1998 in antici- 
pation of revenues to be received under Section 6 of said 
Chapter 293, or any other enabling authority, for this purpose. 


Parcel B is shown on said plan. Parcel B, and the 
improvements thereon and some or all of the equipment and 
furnishings located thereon, is to be acquired for active recre- 
ation purposes, namely a municipal golf course, and for the 
purpose of conveyance to the Sandwich Water District for 
water protection purposes and water supply purposes such por- 
tion of Parcel B as the Board of Selectmen determines is no 
longer needed for the other purposes for which Parcel B is 
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acquired. The Board of Selectmen is hereby authorized to peti- 
tion the General Court to the end that legislation be adopted 
precisely as follows. The General Court may make clerical or 
editorial changes of form only to the bill, unless the Board of 
Selectmen approves amendments to the bill before enactment 
by the General Court. The Board of Selectmen is hereby autho- 
rized to approve amendments which shall be within the scope 
of the general public objectives of this petition: 


Notwithstanding the provisions of Chapter Forty-Four of 
General Laws to the contrary, the maturities of bonds 
issued by the Town of Sandwich for design, develop- 
ment, construction and equipping of a municipal golf 
course, including a clubhouse and related structures, also 
including the acquisition of land and existing buildings, 
improvements, equipment and furnishings and the repair 
and renovation of existing buildings and improvements, 
either shall be arranged so that for each issue the annual 
combined payments of principal and interest payable in 
each year, commencing with the first year in which a 
principal payment is required, shall be as nearly equal as 
practicable in the opinion of the Town Treasurer, or shall 
be arranged in accordance with a schedule providing for 
a more rapid amortization of principal. The first payment 
of principal of each issue of bonds shall be not later than 
one year from the estimated date of commencement of 
regular operation of the golf course as a municipal golf 
course, as determined by the Town Treasurer, and the last 
payment of principal shall be not later than thirty years 
from the date of the bonds. Project costs to be financed 
by the issue of the bonds may include interest incurred 
on the bonds and any bond anticipation notes for a period 
of up to two years after the date of the original borrow- 
ing or, if later, one year after the estimated date of com- 
mencement for regular operation of the golf course, as 
determined by the Town Treasurer. The town may create 
and maintain, from bond proceeds or other sources of 
funds, such reserve, replacement, maintenance and 
improvement funds in connection with the golf course as 
it may deem necessary and prudent; provided, however, 
that the aggregate of such funds provided from bond pro- 
ceeds for the project shall not exceed ten percent of the 
principal amount of the bonds issued for the project. Any 
net earnings derived from the investment of the proceeds 
of the bonds may be expended by the town treasurer to 
pay interest on the bonds but otherwise shall be used 
only for acquisition, construction, equipping, operation 
or maintenance of the golf course. Except as otherwise 
provided in this act, indebtedness incurred by the town 
for the golf course project shall be subject to the applic- 
able provisions of said chapter forty-four. 


The Town of Sandwich shall establish an enterprise fund 
for the golf course facility and its operation, which shall 
be subject to the provisions of Section Fifty-Three F 1/2 
of Chapter Forty-Four of the General Laws; provided,

6. To maintain vegetative buffers to wetlands and water- 
bodies so as to reduce and/or eliminate runoff, and 
other non-point discharges of pollutants to protect 
public health and preserve environmental resources.

BASE FLOOD - The flood having a 1 percent chance of 
being equaled or exceeded in any given year, also known as the 
“100 year” or “1% chance” flood. 


BASE FLOOD ELEVATION (BFE) — The elevation of 
the crest of the base flood as delineated on the most recent 
Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM), issued by the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) for the administra- 
tion of the National Flood Insurance Program. 


COASTAL BANK ~— The seaward face or side of any ele- 
vated landform, other than a coastal dune, which lies at the 
landward edge of a coastal beach, land subject to tidal action, 
or other wetland resource areas. 


DEVELOPMENT - Any of the following undertaken by 
any person: any building, construction, mining, extraction, 
alteration, filling, excavation, or drilling activity or operation;

FEDERAL EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT AGENCY 
(FEMA) — The agency which administers the National Flood 
Insurance Program and provides nationwide flood hazard area 
mapping and regulatory standards for development in flood 
hazard areas. 


FLOOD HAZARD BOUNDARY MAP (FHBM) — An 
official map of a community issued by FEMA where the 
boundaries of the flood mudslide (i.e., mudflow), or related 
erosion areas having special hazards have been designated as 
Zones A, M and/or E. 


FLOOD INSURANCE STUDY (FIS) — An examination, 
evaluation and determination of flood hazards and, if appropri- 
ate, corresponding water surface elevations, or an examination, 
evaluation and determination of mudslide (i.e., mudflow) 
and/or flood related erosion hazards. 


LAND SUBJECT TO COASTAL STORM FLOWAGE 
— Land subject to inundation caused by coastal storms up to

The 100 year flood (or base flood 
as it is also referred to) means the flood having a one percent 
chance of being equaled or exceeded in any given year. The 
seaward limit is mean low water.

REDEVELOPMENT — The reconstruction, reuse or 
change in use of any developed property, including but not lim- 
ited to the following: any increase in the intensity of use of 
already developed land, such as an increase in the number of 
dwelling units in a structure or on a lot or change to a com- 
mercial or industrial use from a less intensive use as deter- 
mined by the Building Inspector; enlargement of a structure, 
additions to usable interior floor area within residential, com- 
mercial and industrial buildings; and the conversion of a sea- 
sonal use or dwelling to year-round use.

Any such alteration or enlargement must include 
elevating the structure over the base flood elevation 
on an open pile foundation.

4360. PERFORMANCE STANDARDS. 


1. To accommodate relative sea level rise in building 
construction in the flood zone, all new buildings, 
replacements, and substantial improvements shall 
have the lowest horizontal member elevated at least 
one foot above base flood elevation in the A zone 
and the lowest horizontal structural member shall 
be at least two feet above base flood elevation in 
the V zone. 


2. Electrical heating, ventilation, plumbing and air- 
conditioning equipment and other service facilities 
shall be located within the principal structure and 
shall be located at least one foot above the base 
flood elevation. 


3. In the A or V zones on a barrier beach or coastal 
dune, new or renovated buildings shall be con- 
structed so that the lowest horizontal member is 
elevated a minimum of two feet above grade on 
open pilings to allow for storm flowage and beach 
and dune migration. 


4. Development or redevelopment on or within 100 
feet landward of the top of a coastal bank, dune or 
barrier beach shall be required to demonstrate that 
there will be no adverse impact on the height, sta- 
bility or use of the bank or dune as a natural sedi- 
ment source. 


5. Where banks, dunes or barrier beaches are eroding, 
as defined by the most recent Coastal Zone 
Management Coastal Erosion Rate Maps, all new 
buildings and structures (such as septic systems), 
shall be setback equal to the erosion rate which had 
occurred within at least the past 30 years, unless a 
preponderance of credible evidence is provided to 
and accepted by the permitting authority that 
demonstrates a different erosion rate is applicable 
at that particular site. 


6. No activity shall be permitted to increase the eleva- 
tion or velocity of floodwaters or flows in the 
floodplain district. 


7. Within the 10-year floodplain, no activity shall 
impede the natural landward migration of coastal 
banks, dunes, beaches, barrier beaches, or other 
wetland resource areas. 


8. Within the V zone of a beach, dune barrier beach or 
coastal bank, new or reconstructed structures or 
development, which alter vegetation, interrupt sed- 
iment supply, and/or changes the form or volume of 
a dune or beach are prohibited. 


4370. ADMINISTRATION. The Building Inspector 
(after consultation with the Agents of Board of Health and 
Conservation Commission) shall review all proposed devel- 
opment within the floodplain to assure that all necessary 
permits have been received from those governmental agen- 
cies from which approval is required by federal or state law. 
The Building Inspector shall obtain and maintain records of 
elevation and flood-proofing levels for new construction or 
substantial improvement within the floodplain district. 


4380. EXCEPTIONAL CONDITIONS SPECIAL

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Report of the 
PLANNING BOARD 


During 1999, the Planning Board underwent many 
changes in terms of membership: early in the year, Patricia 
Collins, Chairwoman of the Board, decreased our number due 
to the joyous increase in number of members of her family; 
later in the year Peter Schlesinger also resigned, and both are 
missed. Happily, in May, three new members were elected: 
Hugh Bracken, whose prior experiences include membership 
on boards in his former home community; Daniel Fortier, who 
brings to the table not only membership on municipal boards in 
other communities in which he has resided, but also an exten- 
sive background as a municipal planner, presently in the south- 
eastern town of Fairhaven; and Amy Lipkind, whose 
employment and educational background include environmen- 
tal engineering and affordable housing. We look forward to the 
addition of a much-needed seventh board member during this 
May’s elections, as well as elections of other seats up for re- 
election. The Board is pleased that the Charter Commission has 
revised its views with respect to elected municipal boards, and 
encourages all voters to demonstrate their pleasure as well by 
turning out to vote in force. 


In terms of its regulatory functions, the Planning Board 
has had a busy year, with many public hearings relating to 
Commonwealth Square, Norse Pines, and Seacoast, L.P., sub- 
division plans and special permit hearings for Seacoast L.P.’s 
proposed telecommunications tower, and Norse Pines’ pro- 
posed cluster subdivision. Ultimately, the developers of Com- 
monwealth Square found that the costs associated with 
compliance with subdivision regulations were prohibitive, and 
chose instead to proceed via the “approval not required” 
process, as was their legal right since they had sufficient 
frontage and acreage under our zoning by-laws to do so. Some 
of those lots are now under development, and are and will be 
reviewed under the purview of the Town’s capable Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 


The Planning Board has been ably assisted in procedural 
matters by Town Counsel, in record keeping and submission 
compliance by our capable Director of Planning and Develop- 
ment, Mrs. Jo Anne Miller Buntich, and minute-keeping by 
Mrs. Miller Buntich’s wonderful assistant, Mrs. Jan Hagberg. 


In its policy-making capacity, the Planning Board sup- 
ported zoning change initiatives proposed by residents to 
remove the Chase Road parcel from the Wireless Telecommu- 
nications District, which was successful, and changes relating 
to construction in flood plain zones proposed by the Health and 
Planning Departments, which unfortunately was not successful 
— although it certainly worked in “getting out the vote” at last 
year’s Annual Town Meeting! 
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At this year’s Annual Town Meeting, the Planning Bo 
hopes to support the following proposed changes to zoning 
since public hearings are about to begin, it is, as yet, uncertai 
precisely what will be brought forward, but a brief summ 
follows: 


Parking Overlay District: The creation of a parking ove 
lay district which will permit religious institutions in the vi 
lage center area (BL-1 District) to include municipal parkin 
spaces in the area in counting the number of parking spa 
available for compliance with parking and capacity zonin 
requirements. We hope that you will join us in supporting th 
change. 


Site Plan Review & Commercial By-Right Uses in BL 
& BL-2 Districts: Although separate warrant articles, these t 
proposals go hand-in-hand, the second really being the impet 
for the first. 


Much like the zoning by-law changes proposed in 199 
the Planning Board seeks to amend the by-law to allow on 
commercial office uses of less than 2,000 square feet by rig 
in our two commercial zones. Historically, small profession 
offices are in keeping with our village area, which is most lik 
ly to be impacted by this proposed change, and thus seemed t 
logical choice for a “by-right” use. However, in proposing t 
change, the Planning Board is mindful that a review process 
necessary to ensure that parking, traffic, landscaping, lightin 
and signage are both adequate for these office uses, and n 
detrimental to abutting residential properties. Thus the Pla 
ning Board proposes to formalize what to date has been 
informal review process by means of the Site Plan Revie 
Accordingly, the Site Plan Review by-law is proposed first, 
ensure its passage before the proposed change relating to co 
mercial uses is moved. We hope that you will support the 
proposals. 


Addition of “Spa” Recreational Use: This proposal see 
to add “spa resort” to permissible recreational uses of large ( 


acre) parcels of land. The proposal contemplates retreat-ty 
facilities, offering a range of health and dietary amenitie 
Hopefully this proposal will serve the dual purpose of drawi 
more business to Town, while at the same time preserving lar 
tracts of land, with limited building. 


Multiple Buildings & Allowance of Residential Uses 
Commercial Zones: This proposed change primarily attem 
to further address our need to create more affordable housin 
By permitting residential uses in commercial zones, present 
not permitted, we hope to create an opportunity for those 
limited means to live and work in the same areas. In doing $s 
transportation expenses are reduced if not eliminated. 


This sums up our proposals for zoning changes this year, 
hich’we hope will meet with your approval. During the com- 
g year we will be meeting with the Planning Boards of the 
ee other Upper-Cape towns of Bourne, Falmouth and Mash- 
ee. Hopefully these meetings will result in meaningful reso- 
tions to common concerns such as traffic (due to our 
strategic” location as the doorway to the rest of the Cape and 
slands), in conjunction with officials of the Cape Cod Com- 
aission and state leaders. We will continue to meet with the 
stable Planning Board in an effort to resolve concerns in 
1e West Meetinghouse area of East Sandwich, and look for- 
ard to working with and for you during the coming year.

OCAL PLANNING COMMITTEE 


To briefly recap, the Sandwich Local Comprehensive 
Jan (LCP) was adopted at a Special Town Meeting in April of 
996. The Local Planning Committee (LPC) is responsible for 
ts creation and revisions to the LCP. The creation of this doc- 
iment is called for by the Cape Cod Commission’s Regional 
olicy Plan (RPP). The LCP was created specifically for Sand- 
Nich and is a document that will guide the growth and conser- 
ation policies of the Town. In November of 1996, the Cape 
od Commission (CCC) updated its RPP. In conjunction with 
his, there is a need to keep our LCP current with changes and 
»volving areas of concern relative to the Town’s growth. 

i 
L Today seven of the LCP elements (individual sections) 
lave been submitted to the CCC for an informal review. Anoth- 
x three elements are still being worked on; these include 
affordable housing, water resources and transportation. Con- 
sultants are currently working on the affordable housing and 
fansportation elements under the direction of the Town Plan- 
ner and the LPC. The water resources element is being worked 
on by the LPC with the Town Planner. Two new elements have 
deen drafted following a public vision meeting that was held in 
June of 1999. Those elements are in the final stages of their 
draft form almost ready for the next step in the public process. 


The Local Comprehensive Plan does not appear to be a 
document that is collecting dust on the shelves of our Town 
Offices. It is a working document that will need to be revised 
and worked on a regular basis. In reviewing the document 
many of the goals, policies and actions that were adopted in 
1996 are an integral part of our town offices short and long 
term work plans. Currently there is no process in place for the 
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reporting on this information back to the LPC. This must be 
accomplished through the office of the Town Administrator 
with the support of the Selectmen. 


Appreciation is extended to all that have been involved 
in the past, to our current committee members and to Jo Anne 
M. Buntich and Jan Hagberg of the Planning and Development 
Office.

Report of the 
DIRECTOR OF 
PLANNING & DEVELOPMENT 


The Planning & Development Department administers a 
broad range of community development and planning activities 
for the Town of Sandwich. The Department also assists the 
work of the Planning Board, an elected body, the Economic 
Development Committee and the Local Planning Committee, 
which are appointed committees. 


During the past year the Department has been fully 
staffed with a full time director and a full time principal clerk. 
With the expert assistance of Janice Hagberg, our indispens- 
able and wonderful Principal Clerk, the Department has met its 
goals for high quality public service. 


Development continues at a high rate. The Department 
devotes a large portion of the day to assisting folks who want 
to develop their land or a commercial venture. Guidance is 
given regarding zoning, site development and other land use 
issues. To streamline the permit process and assist applicants in 
their respective regulatory reviews we instituted an informal 
site plan review process this year. Consisting of department 
heads meeting every two weeks site plan review has been 
received favorably. We will ask annual Town Meeting in 2000 
to formalize this process through a zoning article. 


The Planning Board worked at their usual pace through- 
out the year. New leadership on the board must be applauded 
for persevering in a year that saw two Planning Board mem- 
bers leave. The Local Planning Committee worked throughout 
the year to prepare the Local Comprehensive Plan for certifi- 
cation by the Cape Cod Commission. 


The Department devoted significant time and energy in 
1999 to two important Town projects. The selectmen’s nomi- 
nation of the Three Ponds District of Critical Planning Concern 
was shepherded through the Cape Cod Commission and 
Assembly of Delegates approval process by this office in con- 
junction with the Town Administrator. The Assembly finally 
accepted the nomination in early 2000. A revision of the 
Town’s sign code general by-law was another joint project that 
also included members of the Chamber of Commerce. Revi- 
sions are scheduled to be brought to annual Town Meeting 
2000. 


The Department was again a successful applicant to the 
Department of Environmental Management Coastal Access 
grant program. The first phase of this project funded by 1999 
grant money was completed in early November. This project 
identified two additional public rights of way to the sea in the 
Town Neck area of the shoreline. This next phase will concen- 
trate on the shore area between Old Harbor and Scorton Creek. 


The Department also was successful in receiving techni- 
cal assistance from the Cape Cod Commission in the areas of 
Affordable Housing, traffic analysis in the South Sandwich 
Business District Area. We also worked with the Commission 
on several other projects that provided a benefit to the Town; a 
cultural landscape study performed by graduate students at 
Tufts in conjunction with the Cape Cod Commission and many 
mapping projects for zoning initiatives, the official zoning 
map, maps for our Open Space and Recreation draft plan as 
well as many maps for the District of Critical Planning Con- 
cern and the Local Comprehensive Plan. 


In addition to the goal of providing high quality public 
service, the Department set and met several other goals this 
past year. Raising awareness and providing support for open 
space protection was a primary goal for 1999. We were able to 
address that through the DCPC and the completion of the Open 
Space and Recreation plan. While we will continue our efforts 
in this area, two other important goals become the primary 
focus in 2000. Affordable housing and historic preservation are 
two issue areas that need immediate and concentrated attention 
from the Town. 


Our efforts to increase awareness and support for afford- 
able housing has been successful in drawing support from the 
Board of Selectmen but getting a few projects under way is the 
next and most important step. Using land dedicated at past 
Town Meetings to provide housing and working with Habitat 
for Humanity to redevelop tax title property are in process and 
we hope to be able to report their completion next year. 


Preservation of our important historic structures, cultural 
landscapes and archives is a critical need. We are seeking tech- 
nical assistance and grant money from the state and county to 
develop a plan that will set a clear and meaningful course for 
the Town to follow. 
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1999 has been a busy and rewarding year for the Pl 
ning & Development Office we look forward to meeting o 
goals for 2000 and setting the bar even higher for 2001.

Report of the 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The mission of the Conservation Commission is to pr 
tect the wetlands and natural resources of the Town of San 
wich through the acquisition of land, management of 
existing Conservation lands, enforcement of state and loc 
regulations and education of the public. 


The Commission normally consists of ten (10) volu 
teers, seven (7) regular and three (3) associate members w 
are appointed by the Board of Selectmen. The Board is assis 
ed by the Conservation Officer, acting as its agent, and h 
staff. Presently, the Commission is soliciting additional qual 
fied persons to complete the Commission’s membership. 


One of the most important roles of the Commission is 
acquire land for the purpose of increasing the Town’s unspoil 
natural resource areas and to protect the inland and coastal na 
ural resources. The protection of these natural resources ben 
fits the town by providing flood control, protection from sto 
damage, protection of the clean water supplies, promotion 
wildlife diversity and recreation. In 1999 the Commission’s li 
of prioritized open space parcels adopted by the Town‘s La 
Bank Committee. The number one priority, the McGrath pare 
purchase was approved at the Annual Town Meeting. T 
acquisition added key acreage to the Murkwood Conservati 
Lands, which will offer better access to those lands. Earlier 
the, year the Town voted to purchase the former Round Hi 
Golf Course and adjacent open space. This significant parcel 
adjacent to the Maple Swamp Conservation Lands. The co 
bined Town holdings will enhance the natural resouce values 
the Ridge District. . 


The Commission held twenty two (22) public meetin 
pursuant to its mandate under the Sandwich Wetland Byla 
Chapter 7, and the Massachusetts Wetlands Protection A 
General Law Chapter 131 Section 40. The Commission act 
on fifty six (56) Notices of Intent (NOI) for activity taki 
place within areas subject to its jurisdiction; three (3) Notic 
of Intent which were assessed pursuant to the Town Wetlan 
Bylaw; twenty nine (29) Requests for Determination of Appli 
ability (RDA) to determine whether a proposed activity w 
impact a resource area; and three (3) Requests to Amend (R 
requesting a minor changes to the Order of Conditions. In ad 
tion, the Commissioners held three (3) additional busine 
meetings, took part in site visits, consulted with State a 


own officials, and attended educational programs including 
Annual Meeting of the Massachusetts Association of Con- 
ervation Commissions (MACC). 


The Board welcomes Tom Malloy, an environmental 
hemist, who was recently appointed as an alternate member. He 
ill be representing the Commission on the Barnstable County 
astal Resource Committee. Janet Garnier represents the Com- 
nission on the Sandwich Water Quality Review Committee. 
ob Hoxie and David DeConto represent the Commission on 
Sandwich Land Bank Committee. John Sullivan attends the 
ashpee River Watershed Association for the Commission. 


___In closing, the Conservation Commission would like to 
hank the Board of Selectmen and all the Town officials, Com- 
ittees, and Boards for their assistance and cooperation 
oughout the year. We would also like to express our appre- 
tiation to the Town employees and volunteers who have helped 
© maintain our Conservation Lands. The Commission would

ONSERVATION DEPARTMENT 


The Town continued to work closely with its consultant, 
ubrey Consultants Inc. of Falmouth, MA. and Southern Ener- 
to restore or relocate the Old Harbor inlet to a more stable 
configuration. Two major tasks include establishment of per- 
manent dredge spoil (sand) deposition sites on town lands to 
renourish the Town Beach and Springhill Conservation Lands 
and development of a long term management plan for the west- 
er portion of Sandwich’s coastline. During the first phase 
Aubrey has been collecting various data, surveying Town lands 
d modeling alternative entrance configurations. Tidal data 
Collected in February - March 2000 will benefit the shellfish 
festoration efforts in the Old Harbor. We continue to meet with 
arious local, state and federal agencies regarding permitting 
sues in anticipation of a Winter 2001 start date. 
; The Sandwich Land Bank Committee was formed in 
1999. I continue to assist the committee by reviewing parcels, 
coordinating appraisals, surveys and negotiating purchases. 
Two (2) parcels were purchased this year. The first consisted of 
a large portion (220 + acres) of the land adjacent to the Round 
Hill Country Club and the Maple Swamp Conservation Lands. 
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The second purchase was the McGrath parcel, which borders 
the Murkwood Conservation Lands. 


For a second consecutive year the land management por- 
tion of the Department’s budget was increased in FY00. These 
funds will be used to improve signage and maintain roughly 
twenty six (26) miles roads, trails and parking facilities at all 
conservation areas. Year round vandalism continues to be a 
problem at many of the lands, especially those with buildings. 
The Department is addressing this issue through the five (5) 
year capital budget plan and I continue to work with the Sand- 
wich Police Department to curtail these activities. My efforts to 
patrol these areas are limited by time constraints. I have 
requested a full time assistant in the upcoming FY O1 budget. 


As in past years the Sandwich Parks/Grounds crews con- 
tinued to maintain the walking trails in the conservation lands. 
As always, their efforts are much appreciated by the Conserva- 
tion Commission and myself, especially when they enter their 
busiest seasons. We have arranged to have the AmeriCorps- 
Cape Cod staffers assist us with various projects in the coming 
year including the restoration of the Blueberry Patch Conser- 
vation Lands, which will be a priority. 


Following the completion of a sanitary survey and ten 
(10) months of satisfactory water quality data, I expected the 
Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries (DMF) to condi- 
tionally re-open Scorton Creek to shellfishing. Unfortunately, 
dirty samples at all stations within the creek turned up during 
the early December sampling. We will need to conduct an addi- 
tional survey and offset the unacceptable results with a series 
of good samples before the DMEF can reconsider an opening. In 
the interim, I would like to remind all Sandwich residents that 
they are eligible to purchase a Bourne resident shellfish permit 
and fish within Bourne’s waters. 


The Town was awarded a grant by the Massachusetts 
Coastal Zone Management Program (MCZM) to improve the 
drainage systems in the largest watershed on Town Neck. This 
was the largest award made to any Town by MCZM. The pro- 
ject will redesign, permit and install a system that will infiltrate 
the “first flush” of storm runoff, preventing it from directly dis- 
charging into Mill Creek. Work continued through 1999 on 
improvements to the Route 6A drainage system by the Massa- 
chusetts Highway Department. Both projects will contribute to 
improved overlying water quality in the Old Harbor Estuary. 


Citizens who have questions regarding shellfishing, nat- 
ural resources, conservation, or other environmentally related 
issues, should feel free to contact the Conservation Department 
at any time. We will provide answers to your questions or 
direct you to agencies or organizations that are adequately pre- 
pared to respond to your inquiries.

Report of the 
HARBORMASTER 


As we enter the new millennium, it is a good time to 
reflect on how far the Sandwich Marina has come since its 
founding. 


In 1962, the basin was just a hole dug out of the side of 
the Cape Cod Canal when the Town of Sandwich signed its 
original lease with the Army Corp of Engineers. During the 
mid-1960s, the basin was enlarged, rip-rap was added to the 
banks and the marina was dredged to 9 feet. In addition, a small 
building was erected to house restrooms, a supply room and an 
office. A ramp was installed and 61 slips were added. 


During the next 20 years, the basin became well known 
as a harbor of refuge. Boat traffic increased steadily during this 
time, and in the early 1980s there was a need to house our com- 
mercial fishing fleet. Legislation was introduced and subse- 
quently approved for state funds to expand the basin in order to 
provide slips for these commercial vessels. In 1987, the basin 
was expanded, and we now have 180 full and half slips. 


During the 1990s the marina underwent extensive struc- 
tural as well as cosmetic changes to ensure that it remained a 
profitable, state of the art facility. 


As we begin a new era, I believe the marina will contin- 
ue to prosper under the direction of the Army Corp of Engi- 
neers and Town of Sandwich. A strong economy in 1999 
provided us with yet another banner year generating revenues 
of nearly $750,000. All economic analysis indicates that this 
trend will continue. 
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During the last year the marina was successful in com: 
pleting its projects on schedule and within budget. 


One of our primary goals for the 2000 season is t 
replace Dock G. This is the dock which houses the fuel line: 
that feed out to the fuel dock. We would like to replace this C 
Dock with a floating cement dock. In conjunction with thi 
project, we would replace the existing fuel lines with new dua 
containment fuel lines. Upon completion of this project, every 
dock within the basin will either be new or reconstructed sinc¢ 
1987. 


Another objective for the upcoming season is to replace 
the marina boat. This boat is used to perform very strenuou 
work, including moving dock and towing boats. This type 0 
work has taken its toll, so we are in the process of searching fo 
a new boat to meet these rigorous needs. 


In addition, we continue to await an answer from th 
Army Corps regarding approval to construct a new offic 
building. 


In closing, I would like to thank the Board of Selectm 
Town Administrator, Army Corp of Engineers, and all the tow 
departments for their continual guidance. Furthermore, a th 
you to my staff, David Whearty, David Wall, Daniel Friet 
Anne Arnold and Brenda Manley, for their support and assi 
tance.

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Report of the 
SANDWICH HISTORIC DISTRICT 
COMMITTEE 


In January 1999, the Sandwich Historic District Com- 
mittee elected officers for the year. Marion Reilly was elected 
Chair, Paul White, Vice Chair, and Betty Allen, Corresponding 
Secretary. Jeff Barnaby was appointed to the Committee by the 
Board of Selectmen as Architect-Builder representative. In 
mid-year Marion Reilly resigned as Chair and Paul White was 
elected Chair, Jacob Atwood, Vice Chair and Betty Allen con- 
tinued as Corresponding Secretary. 


The Sandwich Historic District includes all of Sandwich 
north of the Mid-Cape Highway and provides protection for 
the visual character and setting so that all exterior changes to 
buildings are reviewed for congruity, compatibility, and appro- 
priateness within the historic character of Sandwich. All exte- 
rior architectural changes, including new construction 
alterations, demolitions, painting (except white), sheds, decks, 
signs, walls, fences, arbors, light posts, etc. must received 
approval by the Sandwich Historic District Committee prior to 
the commencement of work. When approved, ,a Certificate of 
Appropriateness is issued. Nations studies have shown that 
property values within historic districts are between 21% and 
27% higher than elsewhere which makes the continuation of 
the Sandwich Historic District particularly important for home 
owners who do not wish their residential investments to 
decline. 


In 1999, the Historic District Committee heard 259 
applications for Certificates of Appropriateness. Many of these 
were for new residences. 


In addition to the many hours spent in reviewing plans 
and properties in preparation for the bimonthly hearings, mem- 
bers attended seminars and participated in monthly Saturday 
morning working meetings conducted by the Regional Historic 
District Commission. The Committee held its own working 
business meetings, ordinarily monthly. The Chair of the Com- 
mittee and other interested members also attended the Old 
King’s Highway Regional Historic District Committing hear- 
ings in Brewster monthly to hear appeals before the Commis- 
sion. Any person aggrieved by the determination of the 
Committee may, within ten days, appeal to the Regional Com- 
mission, which is composed of the Chairs of all the Historic 
Committees of the six Cape towns which make up the Region- 
al Historic District. 


The most critical issue affecting the entire Historic Dis- 
trict continues to be the ongoing legal battle between the 
Regional historic District and the Massachusetts Highway 
Department over jurisdiction of Route 6a. All member towns of 
the Historic District support this legal effort because the Old 
King’s Highway (Route 6A) is the very heart of the Historic 
District. 


One extremely large project is looming on the horizon i 
the near future. Southern Energy, the new owner of the Cana 
Electric Plant, is planning massive changes to the plant. Iti 
certain that the power plant would not have been build on tha 
site if the Historic District had been in existence at the time 0 
the original construction since the power plant, because of it 
scale and obtrusive visibility, is incompatible and inappropriat 
for the built environment of historic Sandwich. 


The annual election of the Sandwich Historic Distrie 
Committee was held in November 1999. Linda marsh wa 
elected to a four-year term. To commence January 1, 2 
Barry Hall was appointed to the Committee by the board 0 
Selectmen as Architect-Builder representative, and Jonathan 
Shaw as alternate member. Thanks are due to the members 0 
the Committee who have served the Town in recent years i 
preserving its historic character. 


The Committee plans to recommend to the Finane 
Committee in the coming year that the staffing of the Buildin 
Inspection Department be increased to ensure that the stan 
dards set for the Historic District and other critical department 
of the Town continue to be observed.

Report of the 
POLICE DEPARTMENT 


As the Acting Chief of Police, I respectfully submit my 
Annual report for 1999: 


1999 was a busy year for the Sandwich Police Depart- 
ment with a total of 8,566 complaints investigated. Breaking 
and entering, one of our more serious problems, decreased 
from 94 from 109 in 1998. One hundred fifty-eight larcenies 
were investigated, down from 196 in 1998. There were four 
rapes investigated in 1999, none in 1998. Two hundred twen- 
ty-four cases of malicious destruction, a continuing problem, 
were investigated, up from 219 in 1998. Other criminal inves- 
tigations include 41 assaults down from 51 in 1998, 12 auto 
thefts up from 11 in 1998. Seventeen drug violations were 
investigated. Domestic violence calls increased dramatically 
from 136 to 194. We have worked diligently on our program of 
domestic violence follow-up intervention at identified prob- 
lematic residences. The remaining complaints were of a less 
serious criminal or service nature. 


Of the 8,566 complaints, Sandwich village accounted for 
2,235, South Sandwich 4,111 (including Forestdale), East 
Sandwich 2,210. Three thousand seven hundred forty-four 
complaints were received between 8 AM and 4 PM, 3,258 were 
recorded between 4 PM and 12 Midnight, and 1,564 between 
12 Midnight and 8 AM. 


July was our busiest month with 997 complaints fol- 
lowed by: 


August 871, May 760, June 757, September 746, Octo- 
ber 728, January 674, April 637, November 615, March 
10, February 598, and December 593. 


Saturday was the busiest day with 1,381 complaints, fol- 
lowed by: 


Friday 1,295, Wednesday 1,238, Thursday 1,182, Sun- 
day 1,176, Tuesday 1,171, and Monday 1,123. 


A total of 312 arrests were made by members of the 
department in 1999. Eighty-three inebriated persons were 
taken into protective custody and later released or transported 
to a detoxification facility. 


One thousand two hundred eighty-six motor vehicle cita- 
tions were issued, including those requiring court action and 
written warnings. Three hundred thirty-two accidents were 
investigated, up from 302 in 1998. One hundred people were 
injured. We are very pleased to report no fatal motor vehicle 
accidents in 1999. 


Service complaints consisted of the following; officers 
investigated 716 citizen reports of suspicious persons, vehicles 
and incidents, and responded to 1022 requests to see a police 
officer. Officers also answered 1228 burglar and holdup 
alarms, and served 163 summons and restraining orders. 


The Department, as the designated E911 Public Safer 
Answering Point for the town, received 2,897 calls on our 91 
lines. 1,205 calls were transferred to the Fire Department as th 
callers were requesting emergency medical services or repor 
ing Fires. 239 of the calls were hang ups, all requiring a Polic 
response. Many other non-emergency calls were due to misd 
al, problems programming phones or just plain nuisance type 
requiring a police officer to confirm them. Our policy mat 
dates that officers respond to all 911 calls received, includin 
those where the caller reports an error on their part. 


Police assistance rendered numbered 2,248 , with 1,47 
assists to the Fire Department and Ambulance. There we 
2247 calls to assist other law enforcement agencies and ro 
departments, 30 assists to mentally disturbed persons, 151 di 
abled motorist assists, no escorts, 116 civil matters, and 15 
animal related calls all handled by the police. 


$59,357.25 was turned over to the Town Treasurer fro: 
the sale of gun licenses, copies of police reports to attorne} 
and insurance companies, rentals on the police alarm boar 
alarm service fees, parking violations, civil motor vehicle cit 
tions and court fees. 106 Firearms ID Cards were issued, alo 
with 98 Pistol Permits. 


The Sandwich Police Department received two maj 
grant awards in 1999: 


A “Community Policing” Grant in the amount 
$25,000 which will allow the Department to expand i 
Community Policing efforts. 


A $13,000 D.A.R.E grant which will assist Offic 
Michael Nurse with his program educating our youth 
the resistance of drugs, alcohol and tobacco products. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the citize 
of Sandwich, the Finance Committee, other Town Departme 
and other Law Enforcement agencies for their assistance a 
cooperation throughout the year. A special thanks to my o 
officers for the assistance and cooperation they have given 
throughout my 2 1/2 year tenure as Acting Police Chief. I al 
wish to thank Town Administrator George Dunham for his su 
port and cooperation as well as Chairman of Selectmen Patri 
Ellis. 


While I am extremely disappointed that I will be una 
to continue as Chief, I want to take this opportunity to wi 
Mike Miller well in his new role as head of the Departme 
My immediate plans are to work diligently to assure that t 
professional level of service this community is accustomed 
from this Department continues. My long range plans have 
to be determined.

As Fire Chief, I respectfully submit my annual report for 
e year 1999 for the Sandwich Fire Department. 


The Sandwich Fire Department responded to 2,651 
smergencies (1.2% over 1998). This included 1,744 medical 
salls, 156 fires totaling $273,930.00 in damages and 751 other 
emergencies, including but not limited to: 23 ruptures without 
‘ire, 30 smoke in buildings, 2 bomb threat, 269 automatic fire 
vlarms, 51 carbon monoxide leaks in homes, 38 hazardous liq- 
lids, gases or chemical leaks and 62 electrical incidents. 
Zleven (11) Firefighters were injured performing their duties at 
ncidents. Our busiest day was Thursday with Sunday being the 
jlowest. Busy time periods are 8AM to 4PM = 51% of all 
talls, 4PM to 12 Midnight = 34% of all calls and Midnight to 
3AM = 15% of all calls respectively. 


It is important to note that 61 or 39% of the fires were in 
‘esidential occupancies, underscoring the need to properly 
locate and maintain smoke detectors. Fire department person- 
nel are available to assist in determining the proper location for 
installation of these valuable devices. For those who are with- 
dut smoke detectors the local real estate seller’s association has 
donated some for us to install. 


Of the 19 carbon monoxide incidents we responded to 8 
had serious levels of carbon monoxide in the building. Resi- 
dents must not take chances with carbon monoxide, it is odor- 
less, tasteless and colorless and is easily overlooked. In many 
cases it is the heating system that has caused the problem, fol- 
lowed by vehicles running in attached garages. 


# Requests for emergency medical assistance numbered 
1,851 last year, with 1,208 transported to area hospitals. 
Advanced Life Support intervention was needed for 720 or 
. 0% of the patients transported. 161 injured persons were 
extricated from motor vehicle accidents using the Jaws of Life 
} other heavy-rescue equipment. 


Fire Prevention conducted 915 inspections and reviewed 
lumerous commercial and residential plans, visited numerous 
| omes and businesses to answer questions, etc., performed 
public and school safety programs and was involved in CPR 
aining for the public. 


Department personnel conducted 17 CPR training class- 
S with 106 students attending. Quick intervention in less than 
four minutes by a person trained in CPR can make a dramatic 
fference in a patient’s chance for survival from a heart attack 
4 when loss of breathing has occurred. 624 blood pressure 
screenings were conducted at the stations. 
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Sandwich is divided into the 7 response districts listed 
below:

760 medical calls, 51 fires 
totaling $39,130.00 in damages and 271 other emergencies for 
a total of 1,082 emergencies in this area of town.

Includes Quaker Meetinghouse Road east to the Barnsta- 
ble town line and from Route 6 north. 295 medical calls, 30 
fires totaling $25,250.00 in damages and 151 other emergen- 
cies for a total of 476 emergencies in this area of town. 


District 3 

Includes Route 6 south to the Mashpee line and east from 
the Military boundary to Farmersville Road. 643 medical calls, 
7 fires totaling $173,550.00 in damages and 378 other emer- 
gencies for a total of 945 emergencies in this area of town. 


District 4 

Includes Route 6 south to the Mashpee line and from 
Quaker Meetinghouse Road east to the Barnstable town line. 
20 medical calls, 4 fires totaling $1,000.00 in damages and 11 
other emergencies for a total of 35 emergencies this area of 
town. 


District 5 

Includes all areas north of the Cape Cod Canal. 13 med- 
ical calls, 2 fires totaling $500.00 in damages and 3 other emer- 
gencies for a total of 18 emergencies this area of town. 


District 6 

Is for all potentially high life or fire loss target hazards 
and includes the nursing and rest homes, hospital, elderly hous- 
ing, lumber yard and power plant. Its purpose is only for addi- 
tional equipment and personnel needs. Incidents in these areas 
are accounted for in the above district numbers.

District 7 

Includes Lake Shore Drive and portions of Newtown 
Road and Race Lane. It is singled out due to mutual aid con- 
siderations. 11 medical calls and 5 other emergencies for a total 
of 16 emergencies this area of town. 


Mutual Aid 

Assistance provided to other communities occurred 71 
times to other towns as part of the county mutual aid agree- 
ment. Broken down as follows: 52 medical calls, 5 fires and 4 
other emergencies.

Response times are still 9 to 12 minutes in East Sand- 
wich and large parts of South Sandwich. Residents unable to 
breath and with out oxygen have only 4 to 6 minutes. Fires will 
flash over consuming the entire room in 2.5 to 3 minutes. 
These areas suffer because of poor station placement and the 
increased number of emergencies in the other areas of town 
which tie up personnel. 


Recently enacted federal requirements has a major 
impact on how the fire service, nation wide, delivers its ser- 
vice. They deal directly with manpower limitations and the 
affects of those limitations on interior actions that can be taken 
at any incident. These regulations were developed to reduce the 
rate of firefighter injuries and death in the United States. To 
meet these changes, new procedures have been adopted and 
requests for additional personnel and advanced training in spe- 
cialized areas is being sought. 


In 1999, 1,844 requests for personnel to cover the sta- 
tions were made during emergencies, 1,183 were able to be 
filled, leaving us with insufficient or NO personnel 35.6% of 
the time. This is up 6.1% from 1998. This is unacceptable by 
any standard of reasonableness. The safety of our citizens and 
our personnel are put in jeopardy when we arrive with only one 
or two members in a vehicle to deal with a fire or medical call. 
To deal with the 2,651 emergencies, 4,919 apparatus respons- 
es were required. 716 times or 27% of all calls, required addi- 
tional personnel to be sent to the scene to achieve proper 
patient care or to mitigate Multiple calls (two, three or four 
calls in a 60 minute time frame) happened. We have reached a 
point where off duty career and call personnel can not keep up 
with the volume of calls. This can only be dealt with by adding 
additional personnel to these stations and making a stronger 
commitment to training. Personnel must be hired to meet the 
workload. 


The Fire Stations are bursting at the seams from both old 
age and increased functions that must be carried out in them. 
Drafty windows and non insulated walls and doors cause high 
energy costs. There is a serious lack of space for every facet of 
our operation from office and medical supplies to vehicles and 
equipment. Closets have been turned into offices with files and 
supplies placed in the attics, hallways and in the apparatus 
bays. Vehicles must be specially ordered to fit in the buildings 
adding to their cost. 


Equipment maintenance is a serious concern. While we 
are fortunate to have a Firefighter/EMT who is knowledgeable 
and capable of doing the work, he is hampered by interruptions 
requiring his response on calls while trying to complete repairs 
at the same time. Maintenance and repair are very time con- 
suming on the larger specialized fire and rescue equipment, 
making it difficult at best, to handle with a member on shift 
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who must also respond on emergency calls, after removin 
heavy grease, etc. Without proactive maintenance, higher ou 
of town repair costs and longer down times are inevitable. 


Members of this department participated in the larges 
State Fire Mobilization since the plan was developed. The 
and others from Cape Cod, provided active coverage for th 
city of Worcester while their personnel worked to recover thei 
comrades following that devastating fire in early Decembe 
1999. The actions of our personnel, in the stations and respond 
ing to incidents within the city were exemplary. We as an org 
nization wish to thank all of you who provided us with you 
support.

What follows is a brief summary of our various respon- 
sibilities, activities, and concerns: 


Building administration and enforcement under the Sixth 
3dition of the Massachusetts State Building Code now has 
solid references established for permit applicants and holders. 


The time and resources at our hands are strained. A very 
few licensed builders and designers who do not have a work- 
ing knowledge of the Sixth Edition of the Code or our by-laws, 
consume enormous amounts of our time to defend challenges 
lo their meanings and provide correct code and by-law inter- 
pretations and references.

The amount of time the building department invests in 
commercial plan reviews as well as structurally unique houses 
over 5,000 square feet has increased dramatically, due to the 
number of and complexity of these large construction projects. 
| | pitaysac 
. The amount of time dedicated to re-inspections, and 
aan actions had decreased over the year. This is due, 

part, to builders upgrading their professional knowledge of 
e building codes and the open, two-way communications 
tablished with the building community. 


A policies and procedures manual was initiated and pub- 
hed to provide written references of policies and procedures 
e Building Department is following. The subjects were writ- 
n in response to inquiries and requests for information from 
e public. Policies were written on Letters of Buildability, 
ngineered Lumber, Written Opinions and Interpretations, and 
me of Inspections. Procedures were written on Plans, Draw- 
gs, Plot Plans, etc for Permitting, Complaints, and Suggested 

Procedure for Selecting a Builder. 
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Builders are able to obtain building permits using a 
defined process, albeit cumbersome, within a statutory maxi- 
mum time limit of thirty days from the time the Building 
Department receives the application. The Building Department 
does not receive the building permit application until several 
other Town jurisdictions review and accept the application. 
This review period by other Town jurisdictions could take over 
a year, in accordance with Massachusetts Statue. The Building 
Department has no control over the time between when a 
building permit application is submitted and when it is 
received in the Building Department for review. 


To minimize the amount of time the building permit 
applicants have to spend before these other jurisdictions, a Site 
Plan Review Committee was established, to review commer- 
cial projects and some residential projects on sensitive coastal 
locations. The Committee is comprised of department heads 
from the Building, Conservation, Fire, Health, Planning and 
Development, and Public Works Departments. This Committee 
helps people achieve their construction/use goals by providing 
guidance through the permitting process. 


The Building Department has been backlogged most of 
the year. We must review the permit applications and construc- 
tion documents, conduct State mandated inspections, conduct 
building inspections, document building activities, attend State 
required training programs in addition to our other responsibil- 
ities, with one third the staff (two people) of comparably sized 
municipalities. 


This year building permits were issued for several large 
construction projects: The Stop and Shop Plaza construction 
and renovation, Sandwich High School addition and renova- 
tion, Oak Ridge and Forestdale School modular classrooms, 
Riverview High School building construction, Thomas Tsaka- 
los’ Heritage Park, and Craig and Donna Austin’s Amari’s 
Restaurant. 


Several large construction projects were completed and 
given certificate of use and occupancy. Each one of these pro- 
jects exceeded 35,000 cubic feet and required controlled con- 
struction: Paul Bousfield’s Industrial Park Building Complex, 
Edwin Gibbs’ multi-bay service/office building, Jeffrey 
Hauck’s Industrial Park warehouse, Thomas Tsakalos’ Bank 
and Medical Buildings, Riverview Middle School building and 
Unifirst Cleaner’s Industrial Park transfer center. 


Another large project is coming into Town. The Southern 
Company has submitted initial plans for the installation of their 
Selective Catalytic Reduction system, the first stage of their 
Canal Redevelopment Project.

Changes requested to the Zoning By-laws were voted 
upon at Town Meeting. One change relieved people building 
on land which has a slope in excess of 20% to apply for a spe- 
cial permit from the Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA). Another 
change eliminated the road bonds, which saves the Town 
administration costs. 


More changes are needed. Town By-law and Zoning By- 
law enforcement continues to be a major hassle. The minuscule 
fines for code violations and the lack of staff and time to initi- 
ate and follow-up the violations are the reason. The uncooper- 
ative, egregious violators look at the fines as part of the cost of 
advertising and do not move to correct what the By-laws 
require. Most of these violations are sign issues. 


This year an informal sign committee was banded 
together to review our sign code. The need for an enhanced 
sign code is obviated when we reflect on the impact the new 
shopping centers will have on the Town, and the information 
required to move people smoothly between plazas and between 
the buildings within the plazas, alone. A draft of the results is 
nearly ready for final public meetings. 
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Town Counsel has alerted us to the need to assure w 
meet the requirements of our Zoning By-laws, especially se 
tions 2420 and 2550 in light of the recent litigations. 


A common tread runs throughout all of the activities f 
which I have responsibility, the need to optimize productivi 
Inroads have been made during the past year, but more 
needed. 


Computer systems and a Geographic Information Sy 
tem (GIS) are needed to optimize our operations and produ 
tivity, as well as the entire Town’s. 


Today we have a database program which now contai 
most of the building permits granted since 1998. In additio 
this database program contains most of the information 0 
those who apply for and obtain a building permit in the Tow 
including contractors, homeowners, architects and engineers. 


The Geographic Information System (GIS) is the ult 
mate system for managing Town operations. A town of th 
population and size, in this day and age, without such a syste 
is analogous to the IRS without a computer system: complica 
ed, confusing, circuitous, convoluted, and costly, very costly. 


The GIS system will centralize information from a 
Town departments and provide instant access to whatev 
information is needed in all department files. Virtually eve 
department has the need for this system. 


For building permits, information on the properties’ zo 
ing district, structure setback requirements, land contours a 
elevations, lot coverage, property size and boundaries, conse 
vation sensitive areas, road accessibility, Town water statu 
property ownership, ownership history, abutters, special pe 
mits, variances, legal opinions, curb cuts, and history will be i 
front of us at the click of a key. These items now must be loca 
ed manually after hours of investigation. 


The productivity increase due to this system will ult 
mately pay for the system and allow us to channel our energi 
in other areas of need. 

My sincere thanks again to the staff in the buildi 
department, health department, conservation department, zo 
ing department, planning department, fire department, poli 
department, the department of public works and Town ma 
agement who have all cooperated with me and supported 
efforts each and every time they were needed. They ha 
helped make a truly difficult job tolerable.

! The Plumbing and Gas Department was busy in 1999. 
There were 425 gas permits issued and 437 plumbing permits 
issued, a total of 862 permits, nearly all requiring two inspec- 
ions. 


The fees collected and paid to the Town were $27,318.00 
or plumbing permits and $13,539 for gas permits. This totals 
0 $40,854.00 


With the number of inspections steadily increasing over 
e past few years, inspections and record keeping can no 
nger be accomplished in 15 hours a week.

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Report of the 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health began 1999 by continuing efforts to 
assess the existing Board regulations to ensure continued pro- 
tection of public and environmental health. With the continued 
increase in population, demands on the Health Department 
have also increased. With the approved funding for a full time 
Assistant Health Agent, the department has had an opportunity 
to expand Public and Environmental Health initiatives while 
expanding on those programs that required additional atten- 
tion. 


The Department has been involved with the ongoing 
construction at the Sandwich High School. Involvement has 
been with air quality and public health guidelines for school 
renovation projects. The Health Department has utilized the 
assistance of the Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
and the Barnstable County Health and Environmental Depart- 
ment. The Board maintains the need for a pro-active commit- 
tee to evaluate Health and Environmental issues in all Public 
Buildings. Utilization of the Tools for Schools Program devel- 
oped by the Environmental Protection Agency would increase 
school community participation, increase communication 
about health and environmental issues, resolution of such 
issues cooperatively and reduce complaints regarding these 
issues. The Board of Health will continue to work towards this 
goal to establish such a committee in the Sandwich School sys- 
tem. 


While working towards the goal of the cooperative 
advancement of public health, the Board reviewed the Board of 
Health Smoking Regulations in a joint process with the Sand- 
wich Youth Task Force. The Youth Task Force suggested mod- 
ifications to the existing smoking regulations, which were 
reviewed and adopted by the Board. The amended regulations 
further limits access to tobacco products by youth. As part of 
the 17 Board of Health Collaborative for the Cape Cod Region- 
al Tobacco Control Program, the Department will renew its 
participation in the Regional Tobacco Control Program. The 
Department will be offering Merchant Education Workshops 
and continued review of the Board of Health Smoking Regula- 
tions so as to eliminate access to tobacco products by Sand- 
wich Youth. 


The Board of Health at the request of town residents ini- 
tiated a review of the Pave Paws Radar Facility operated by the 
United States Air Force. Attendance of numerous meetings 
and a tour of the facility prompted the request for assistance 
from a town resident with experience in radiation. The Board 
continues to receive his gratis consultation, thus allowing the 
Board to utilize information from an expert in the radar field so 
the Board can conduct an informed rational review. Such 
information will be utilized during the continual review 
process. 


The Health Department continues to fulfill the require- 
ments of the Septic Grant Program in cooperation with the 
Barnstable County Department of Health and Environment 
originally initiated in 1996 to alleviate cost concerns for septic 
upgrades. The Board had received a grant for $100,000.00 to 
assist residents in upgrading failed septic systems. This pro- 
gram continues to assist the community due to the program 
repayment proceeds. The program has been a great success 
with the assistance of Kendall Ayers of the County Health 
Department, the town Accounting Department and the Town 
Clerk and such will continue to occur due to additional fund- 
ing sources being located. The Health Department received 
$200,000.00 to be utilized for the Community Septic Manage- 
ment Program. The funding is part of a joint program between 
the DEP and the Massachusetts Water Pollution Abatement 
Trust. Due to the complexity of the application procedures 
with the Massachusetts Water Pollution Abatement Trust, the 
funding was not readily available. The Department is working 
towards resolving these issues to make the funding available to 
the community. Those who have upgraded their septic system 
are advised to take advantage of the Massachusetts State Tax 
Credit for Septic Upgrades. 


The Board received funding for a full-time, Assistant 
Health Agent. The new assistant; Darren Meyer brings to the 
town his vast knowledge and experience in hazardous waste 
and materials, while his State Registration as a Sanitarian 
allows him to participate in the varying responsibilities of the 
office. The Assistant is utilized for food service establishment 
inspections, public pool inspections, percolation tests, and 
other activities. 


The Department continues efforts to develop and main- 
tain a collective database of commercial businesses in the 
Ground Water Recharge Area to support information necessary 
for the Water Quality Review Committee. The Department has 
actively reviewed past WQRC approvals and initiated enforce- 
ment action for violations occurring in the groundwater 
recharge area. 


The Board witnessed the re-election of Kathy Hardy to 
the Board of Health in May. The Board elected Richard Lor- 
ing as Chairman. Additionally, the Board elected Kathy Hardy 
as Clerk. 


As Always, the Board and Agent thanks the Boards sec- 
retary; Katherine Walter for her patience, professionalism and 
organizing the office on a daily basis.

ANIMAL CONTROL DEPARTMENT 


: I hereby respectfully submit the annual report for the 
year 1999. Nineteen ninety-nine showed an increase in the 
number of stray dogs and complaints concerning cruelty to ani- 
mals. There was a noticeable decline in injuries to wildlife and 
Jogs struck by motor vehicles. 


é This was a record year for coyote sightings. Fortunately 
we did not have any incidents involving humans and coyotes. 
This Department has put an emphasis on Coyote education. 
People are better informed about coyote behavior and have 
arned some basic measures to prevent confrontations. The 
asiest measure to practice is to remember to keep household 
fash cans covered or inside. Also a simple rule is never leave 
og or cat food outside on the porch or stairs. The idea is to 
Temove all food sources and minimize the reasons for coyotes 
other wildlife to enter your property. 


In the Town by-laws and under Animal Control rules and 
Tegulations all dogs and cats must be licensed in the Town of 
andwich. This insures that proper vaccination against rabies 
fas been received. The tags provide valuable information to 
Animal Control Officers and almost always results in the 
Teunion of a lost dog or cat with its owner. 


Some interesting and unusual complaints that the Animal 
Control Department dealt with over this past year included a 


113 


herd of cattle running through Forestdale neighborhoods, a 
deer swimming in the bay, and an injured buck alluding Police 
and Animal Control Officers as they chased him down Scorton 
Creek in a canoe. Never a dull moment! 


The Animal Control Department hopes to set up educa- 
tion programs in the year 2000 for school children and the 
community-at-large.

On February 25,1999 a very heavy snow storm hit Cape 
Cod. It was a typical nor-easter with heavy snow fall and many 
fallen trees and limbs. Many residents of Sandwich were with- 
out power for up to three days. Thanks to the efforts of the 
American Red Cross and the many volunteers here in Sand- 
wich the Oakridge School was opened as a shelter for those 
without power at their homes. My thanks go to the Cape & 
Islands and Barnstable Amateur Radio clubs for their assis- 
tance in providing emergency communications at the shelter 
and between locations on the Cape. Many Sandwich residents 
are members of these clubs. 


In spite of a very active hurricane season on the east 
coast, we here on Cape Cod were fortunate to have missed all 
of the major storms. 


During the past year members of the committee met with 
various groups in town to discuss Y2K and Sandwich Emer- 
gency Management and how we were preparing for 1/ 1/2000. 
Meetings were also held with Mass. Emergency Management 
regarding Y2K. Updates were given by the State regarding the 
testing of computer systems of banking as well as utilities such 
as gas and electric. Also during the past year the Emergency 
Management plan has been updated. The information was 
gathered by the local departments and sent to the state where 
the final plan was completed. 


The town shelters, Oakridge, Forestdale and Wing 
schools, have been certified by the American Red Cross. An 
agreement between the Town of Sandwich and the Red Cros: 
has been signed which allows the trained Red Cross volunteers 
to operate the shelters during an emergency. 


I would like to thank the citizens of Sandwich, the Boarc 
of Selectmen, Fire and Police Departments, Public Work: 
Department, School Department, Town Administrator, Towt 
Hall Staff, other boards and especially the Emergency Man: 
agement Committee for their assistance during the past year.

1999 was another year of significant accomplishments in 
the Public Works Department. 


The capping of the landfill and improvements at the site 
were started. The Comprehensive Site was submitted to DEP . 
We are in the process of accumulating additional information 
they have requested. The Town’s consultant is about 60% com- 
plete on the master plan for the overall site and the evaluation 
of solid waste alternatives. Two of the alternatives to be evalu- 
ated are expansion of the transfer station or collection at curb- 
side. 


The planning and design of three sections of Route 130 
reached 75% completion. Work will proceed to 100% comple- 
tion and eventual advertising and construction by the Massa- 
chusetts Highway Department. State money must be available, 
however, before construction can begin. 


The Service Road improvement project cannot be fund- 
ed by the state because of their unwillingness to waive design 
standards to the wishes of the Town. Other design and funding 
options are being evaluated. 


Significant work was done on many roads including 
reconstruction and drainage repairs. This work was paid for 
with either Town or Chapter 90 funds. The program has been 
very successful, residents are very pleased with the improve- 
ments, and the program must be continued by the town. 


The new above ground fuel tank project was completed 
in compliance with current tank regulations. 


Through the Engineering Department, building renova- 
tion projects on several Town buildings were successfully 
completed. Numerous other projects were undertaken includ- 
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ing ten drainage repairs and the completion of the culve 
under Jones Lane and Dewey Avenue. The department’s abili 
ty to provide Computer Aided Drafting and Design services t 
other Town departments has proved to be quite a benefit. A 
always, the Engineering Department worked closely with th 
Planning Board on issues relating to land development. 
behalf of the Planning Board, the Engineering Department pe 
formed construction inspections on five new roads an 
reviewed plans for four new subdivisions. Forty-five report 
were issued to the Zoning Board of Appeals regarding variou 
applications. 


Our transfer station workers have done an exception 
job dealing with additional activity due to the growth the To 
has experienced. 


Our park crews again demonstrated their ability to mai 
tain our grounds in beautiful condition. They also are involv 
full time in snow and ice operations. 


We welcome the transfer of Patricia L. Wieman-Kirby t 
the DPW. Her enthusiasm and experience will be a big asset. 


We also welcome the hiring of the long overdue Park 
Supervisor and Tree Warden. You will see him next seasot 
catching up on work that will improve our trees for the presen 
and for the long term. Generally, we expect improvements t 
include tree planting, trimming, and removals because of dis 
ease, pests or hazards. | 


I want to thank all DPW employees, especially becaus 
they are working with fewer staff than is required to accom 
plish all tasks and services, for making 1999 a successful an 
rewarding one.

A new program to immunize all 
current sixth and twelfth graders 
with Hepatitis B vaccine (this 
requires a total of three immuniza- 
tions) was started in 1998. In accor- 
dance with the four school nurses, 
many students were immunized. 
The first immunization of the three 
part series was in December along 
with the second dose of Measles, 
Mumps, and Rubella. The second in 
January along with the Td vaccine, 
which is now required by students 
every five years. The third clinic, 
held in May is for the final admin- 
istration on Hepatitis B and also 
Chicken Pox vaccine which is now 
required for any seventh grader 
who has not had chicken pox. The 
changes in requirements for needed 
immunization for school-aged chil- 
dren prompted school officials, 
school nurses, The Nursing Depart- 
ment, and the Sandwich Health 
Association to coordinate these 
clinics to aid parents. Dr. Bowers is 
the attending physician. 


The Sandwich Town Nurse continues to make home 
isits in order to assess the needs of the elderly in town.

Report of the 
SANDWICH COUNCIL ON AGING 


The mission of the Council on Aging is to 1) advocate o 
behalf of Sandwich elders in addressing their needs by identi 
fying and developing resources of assistance; 2) provide infor 
mation, referral, outreach, nutrition and health services, 1 
cooperation with other Town departments and area agencies; 3 
enhance quality of life for seniors and the Community by pro 
viding educational, recreation, cultural programs and activities 
and 4) set policy for operation of Senior Center. 


Our Outreach Program is vital to the safety, security an 
well being of our senior citizens and their families. Senior pop 
ulation (age 60+) is 3,654 (18.1% of population). Living inde 
pendently in one’s own home as long as possible is importan 
to most senior citizens and our Outreach Program is vital t 
that goal. We work closely with many agencies such as Elde 
Services of Cape Cod and the Islands, Social Security Office 
Medicaid Office, local doctors, hospital Social Service Depart 
ments, Sight Loss Services, Inc., Elder law Project, local hous 
ing authorities, the Sandwich Fire & Police Departments an 
Assessors. We continue to try and meet the challenge to sup 
plement funding cuts to programs that are important to senio 
citizens. Much of the help we receive comes from donation 
and the willingness of Sandwich people of all ages to help 1 
so many ways. 


The demands on our Outreach Program continue to mul 
tiply.

In Fiscal Year 99, we received grant funding from a pri- 
ate agency to provide Temporary Homemaking and Respite 
gram. This grant pays for temporary Homemakers and 
dome Health Aides to assist a limited number of seniors for a 
hort-term period. We also received grant funds to provide a 
aregiving Educational Series for all caregivers. 


Our talented and dedicated volunteers deserve most of 
he credit for the success of the work of the Council on Aging. 
hey make possible many programs such as: 


FRIENDLY VISITORS: This group of 16 men and 
vomen visit approximately 21 people each month. This group 
wrovides much needed social contact to seniors who are some- 
vhat isolated and frail. We are always seeking new members to 
-ontinue to expand this program. 


HANDYMAN REPAIR PROGRAM: Six volunteers 
wrovide minor repairs to homes of Sandwich seniors to protect 
he safety and security of that person. There is no cost for the 
abor—just for the parts needed. Funds are available to pay the 
-osts if there is a financial problem. Kiwanis teamed with us to 
illow expansion of this program. 


TELEPHONE REASSURANCE: Telephone calls are 
nade daily to seniors who live alone and would like the reas- 
surance of regular contact. Our afternoon Front Desk volun- 
eers make the calls during the week and during the weekend a 
volunteer makes these calls from home. 


KNOX BOX PROGRAM: In cooperation with the 
sandwich Fire Department, the COA has 45 Knox Boxes. 
[hese boxes are affixed to a frail senior’s door and allows 
iccess by the Fire Department, in case of an emergency. 


TRANSPORTATION: We operate our passenger vans 
0 transport seniors to grocery shopping, pharmacy, and a bank 
n Thursdays and Fridays. Twice a month, the second and 
ourth Wednesdays, the van transports senior citizens to shop- 
ing at area Malls. We also transport to Sight Loss Support 
roup once a month. 


We also have volunteer drivers (22) who are available to 
ive seniors to doctor appointments and hospital appoint- 
nents. This program is critical, as many seniors can no longer 
drive. 


FRONT DESK VOLUNTEER: These volunteers man 
he reception desk at the Council on Aging each morning and 
afternoon and answer the telephone, handle routine tasks such 
as, reservations for activities and programs, van reservations, 
and newsletter addressing. They provide a friendly greeting 
and capable service to anyone who calls or visits. 


THE NEWSLETTER: Is made possible because of the 
support of local merchants who advertise in our Newsletter. 
They make possible the in-house printing and mailing of our 
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Newsletter to 2,000 businesses and people. This Newsletter 
communicates the programs and services being offered at the 
Council on Aging as well as information on health, legal, and 
financial issues. At least fifteen volunteers address and collate 
the Newsletter each month. 


THE NUTRITION PROGRAM: Is administered by 
Elder Services of Cape Cod and the Islands and the Senior 
Center serves as the Sandwich site. Volunteers deliver Meals 
on Wheels and help prepare and set up for the Dining Center 
meal program four days a week. These volunteers are our 
“front line of defense” in identifying concerns about someone 
on their route. The COA van transports seniors to Monday 
meals. The Monday lunch program is made possible because of 
a $4,000.00 donation to the Town in lieu of taxes by Shawme 
Heights Management Association. The Board of Selectmen 
have designated the funds be used to provide a nutritious lunch 
on Mondays.

The Council on Aging continues to serve as a FUEL 
ASSISTANCE PROGRAM INTAKE SITE for Sandwich 
seniors. 


In FY 99, our 189 volunteers gave 10,443 hours valued 
at $123,640.00. Our volunteers are vital not only to the Coun- 
cil on Aging but to all Sandwich residents. We honor them each 
year with a recognition luncheon made possible through a 
Grant. Our heartfelt thanks go to each one. 


Telephone calls logged for fiscal Year 1999 were 15,322. 
These are for general information and referral, transportation, 
social programs, Outreach requests, fuel assistance, financial 
assistance, health issues/screenings, and insurance counsel- 
ing—SHINE (Serving the Health Information Needs of 
Elders). We had 10,837 participants in our programs. 


Financial support comes from many sources—through a 
Grant from the Executive Office of Elder Affairs, our Outreach 
Coordinator is funded for 16 hours. AARP administers a pro- 
gram to provide free tax preparation to Sandwich Seniors at the 
Senior Center. The Town budget funds the salaries of the full 
time Director and 35 hour/week Secretary as well as 19 hours 
for our Outreach Coordinator. 


Many organizations provide support and assistance to the 
programs and services at the Council on Aging. They are: 
Friends of Sandwich Seniors, Sandwich Senior Citizens Club, 
American Legion, Rotary Club of Bourne/Sandwich, Lions 
Club, Kiwanis Club, Sandwich Women’s Club, Sandwich 
Junior Women’s Club, Doll Museum Study Group, Shawme 
Heights Management, Inc. We thank them and ask you to sup- 
port their fund raising efforts. We also thank private citizens 
who support us through their donations of funds and items such 
as craft items, supplies and services. 


We continue to work closely with other Town Depart- 
ments especially Nursing Department, Recreation Department, 
Park Department, Town Assessor, Board of Health, School 
Department, Fire and Police Departments. These men and 
women are always ready to assist the Council on Aging and 
Sandwich Senior Citizens. We thank them and sincerely appre- 
ciate their support.

Report of the 
VETERANS GRAVE OFFICER 


Our town cemeteries have over five hundred veterans 
buried in them. As soon as possible after an internment, flag 
holders are placed upon the grave site and the maps are updat- 
ed as to exact location of the burial site. Flags are placed upon 
each veterans grave before Memorial Day and remain until 
such time as the Veterans Grave Officer determines they should 
be removed. This is determined by inclement weather or con- 
dition of the flags. 


Information as to locations can be obtained at Town Hall 
or from the Veterans Graves office. The location of burials 
come mostly from the local newspapers. Burials listed as pri- 
vate or if the veteran is from our-of-town we have no way of 
updating our records. If you know of a Veteran that does not 
have a marker, please contact the Veterans Grave Officer or the 
Town Hall. 


The fact that several markers are either missing, 
destroyed or moved is a major concerns as the cost, like every- 
thing else, is rising. We need to keep the losses to a minimum. 


Again, many thanks to all the volunteers that helped 
again this year, especially the American Legion and the Amer- 
ican Legion Auxiliary. The Parks Department does an excellent 
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job with the mowing. Only wish some of our private cemeter- 
ies would do the same — just hope someone does not fall in the!

This committee is appointed by the Selectmen on an 
annual basis for the purpose of reviewing service issues, pro- 
gram selection requests, rate hearings and overall operational 
standards of the town’s cable company and its satellite access 
studio. All comments from the public are filtered through thi 
group with expectations of improving consumer relations x 
communications with our provider. 


This year has been filled with technical research, studio 
equipment requirements and location and contract negotia- 
tions. Our monthly meetings are held on the second Tuesdays 
at 5:00 at the Jan Sebastian Building. Alfredo Alvarenga, Tim 
Kelly and Linda Burnett provided valuable assistance as con- 
sultants for our cable contract. We spent time looking at other 
towns’ Access Studios as requested by the Board of Selectmen 
and opened up communication between neighboring entities. 
Paul Donoghue added his name to our roster and Cliff Rideout. 
Andrew Jones and Kevin Kirrane moved from alternate to full 
members. We received the resignation of Dick Bradley out 
Secretary in September. We were also faced with a new cable 
company due to the acquisition of Harron by Adelphia. Nego- 
tiations were put on hold while we went through transfer hear- 
ings. This committee also facilitated the temporary relocation 
of the Access Studio to the Oak Ridge School from the hig 
School due to construction of that site. 


It is our goal to present the Selectmen with technical 
information and the collective input from local subscribers te 
help formulate a successful ten year contract. We hope tc 
encourage public participation in our community by operating 
an Access Studio supported by local membership. All writter 
notifications regarding cable issues can be submitted to Towr 
Hall in care of the Cable Advisory Committee.

CREATION DEPARTMENT 


As we close out the 90s, I take a moment to look back 
d review the past 10 years that I have had the privilege of 
ing the Town’s first full-time Director. In the 1989 Town 
eport, I wrote that “I hope the 1990’s will open up many 
venues in which the Recreation Department may venture 
own’. I feel that we have ventured, that we have grown and 
e have succeeded in bringing approximately forty programs 
to the citizens of Sandwich in 1999, up from approximately fif- 
teen offered in 1989. We have branched away from offering 
mainly youth and sport related activities to offering a vast vari- 
ety of recreation and leisure activities for all age groups. It has 
not been an easy road, as we have worked with limited funding 
nder “level funded budgets” since 1990, and remaining pri- 
arily a one-person department. We are, however, fortunate 
enough to have the assistance of numerous volunteers who run 
our youth sports leagues and chaperone many of our activities. 
Our youth sports leagues are top-notch due to the commitment 
and dedication of these tireless volunteers. The Youth Sport 
leagues have helped maintain, improve and construct new 
playing fields, and concession stands. 


The department, again through almost entirely volunteer 
efforts, undertook the project of revamping a building, that 
now houses a community drop-in center for youth and adults 
as well as community gardens. We oversee the scheduling and 
maintenance of the Wing School tennis courts, and we contin- 
ue to support and applaud the efforts of the Adventure Play- 
ground committee. 


As we enter the year 2000, with a population of almost 
21,000, the Recreation Department must continue to venture 
down new avenues, push for additional funding and lobby for 
a much needed Recreation Facility. The demands for recreation 
and leisure activities will only increase in the years to come, 
and the Department must continue to try to meet these needs.

Report of the 
SANDWICH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


This year saw the Library’s summer hours restored to 
their previous level and overall hours increased to meet State 
standards. 


The struggle to increase Library hours was long and 
arduous, and many thanks are extended to the Finance Com- 
mittee and the Board of Selectmen for their support. Thanks 
also to “Bud” Dunham for his continuing support and under- 
standing of the Library’s unique problems. 


One good result of the additional hours at the Library has 
been an increase in personnel. This has been a great help in our 
public service areas. 


The Trustees were also able to secure funds for two 
major capital projects. Special articles were approved at the 
Annual Town Meeting to allow the Library to replace the roof 
over the rear portion of the building and to upgrade the 
Library’s computer system. 


The Board of Trustees has begun the planning process 
which will lead to a new library branch in South Sandwich. As 
part of this process, the Trustees are including members of the 
building committee from the Council on Aging to explore the 
idea of combining both agencies in a single building or two 
buildings joined by a common area. It is believed that this 
could lead to significant cost savings and improve both ser- 
vices. 


Last but not least, the Trustees were able to negotiate a 
new salary plan with the Library staff. Finance Committee and 
the Annual Town Meeting subsequently accepted the salary 
plan. 


All in all, it has been a very productive year, resulting in 
everyone directly involved with the Library — Trustees, staff, 
volunteers, and Friends — feeling that the Library has taken a 
much needed step forward to better service.

Report of the 
SANDWICH HOUSING AUTHORITY 


History 

Sandwich Housing Authority was first incorporated in 
1960. We now own and manage three sites in our community 
as a result of the hard work and cooperative efforts of many 
urrent and former commissioners. 


In 1974, we purchased our first property, a single family 
ome located in Forestdale. In 1989, our Family Housing 
Chapter 705) Development at George Fernandes Way was 
pened. This site consists of 12 two and three bedroom apart- 
ents. In 1995, we occupied the development at Hansen Vil- 
age that is located behind Canterbury Plaza in South 
andwich. Hansen Village is an innovative housing develop- 
ment that encompasses units for elders and special needs indi- 
iduals under a Pilot Program funded by the Department of 
ousing and Community Development (DHCD) of the Com- 
onwealth of Massachusetts. This pilot program integrates 8 
epartment of Mental Health (DMH) consumers, living in sin- 
gle bedroom apartments within the 36 unit elderly apartment 
uilding for the first time in Massachusetts. DMH has resi- 
ential staff on site 24 hours per day. Also on the site is a Con- 
gregate House for 8 elderly frail which is overseen by the 
epartment of Elder Affairs as well as a group home for 4 
epartment of Mental Retardation (DMR) consumers, also 
staffed 24 hours per day. 


Hansen Village is a study in interagency cooperation 
between and amongst four state agencies working together and 
more importantly, a successful living environment for people 
of mixed needs. 


Sandwich Housing Authority is a public body, politic and 


corporate, organized and existing under Massachusetts Gener- 
al Laws, Chapter 121B Section 3. The Board of Commission- 
ers, four who are elected and the fifth appointed by the 
Commonwealth, are legally responsible for the overall opera- 
tion of the Authority. The day to day activities of the Authori- 
ty are administered by the Executive Director and the 
Authority staff. Sandwich Housing receives subsidies for its 
conventional and rental assistance programs from the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts Department of Housing and 
Community Development (DHCD) and the U.S. Department 
of Housing and Urban Development (HUD). 


Programs 

In addition to the conventional (state-aided) housing pro- 
grams for families and elders, we also administer the Massa- 
chusetts Rental Voucher Program (MRVP) and the Alternative 
Housing Voucher Program (AHVP). The AHVP is a transi- 
tional housing program for non-elderly disabled persons who 
might not otherwise find housing while they are on the waiting 
list for admission to elderly housing. These programs are 
rental assistance programs as they subsidize the rent for units 
rented privately. We also administer Section 8 (Federal) rental 
assistance as both an initiating agency as well as a host agency 
for certificate and voucher holders. 


Through our conventional and rental assistance housing 
programs, we are able to provide affordable housing to 95 
Sandwich families who comprise over 160 residents. Our 
lengthy waiting lists, for all housing programs, demonstrate the 
need for many more units of affordable housing for all ages and 
populations. 


In December 1999, we were awarded 25 Section 8 Hous- 
ing Choice Vouchers under the Mainstream Housing Opportu- 
nities for Persons with Disabilities Program funded by the US 
Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD). We 
are very pleased to have received this award which will assist 
many of our younger disabled residents in providing rental 
subsidies for permanent affordable housing. We have part- 
nered with DMH/Steppingstone, Fairwinds and DMR to pro- 
vide housing search and supportive services. The 
establishment of the waiting list for this new housing program 
will occur during the late winter or early spring of 2000. 


Household Income (net) Guidelines for admission to 
State-Aided Housing and for continued occupancy in the Fed- 
eral Section 8 Program, as of August 1, 1998 are as follows:

SHA worked in cooperation with the other Housing 
Authorities and Housing Assistance Corporation during 1999 
to provide documentation to HUD to increase the Fair Market 
Rent (FMR) Limits under the Section 8 Program. Originally 
HUD had proposed 4-6 percent decreases in the FMR’s for 
Cape Cod which, given current market conditions, appeared 
preposterous. With much documentation and assistance from 
our Congressional Delegation, HUD revised its FMR figures 
for 1999. 


Under program rules, the SHA Board of Commissioners 
may allow contract rents to rise to 110 percent of the FMR’s 
and the Board has voted such because of the high rental values 
in Sandwich. 


Modernization and Maintenance 

No specific modernization projects occurred during 
1999. However we continued to maintain our developments 
through the use of operating funds as well as reserve funds. In 
the summer of 2000, a work crew from the Barnstable County 
Sheriff’s Department will complete the exterior staining of 
buildings at George Fernandes Way that began in 1998. 


Sandwich Housing Authority is also a work site for the 
District Attorney’s Juvenile Diversion Community Service 
Program as well as the Barnstable County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment Alternative Suspension Program. Students and other 
youth who must perform community service as part of their 
court ordered or non-court sentence, perform valuable cleaning 
and grounds-keeping chores and are supervised by employees 
of the Sheriff’s Department. 


Development 

During 1999 we spent considerable time reviewing our 
development options for the ten-acre parcel which we own 
adjacent to George Fernandes Way. For deed clarification pur- 
poses, Town Meeting, in May 1999, approved language that 
would allow both affordable or public housing on this site. In 
December 1999, the Board of Commissioners reviewed 
Requests for Proposals and Qualifications for a developer for 
this project. We envision a mixed needs population including 
elders, families and younger disabled persons living in a devel- 
opment of approximately 32 units of one, two and three bed- 
room apts. We expect the developer will apply to DHCD in the 
late summer of 2000 for the next round of Federal Tax Credit 
funding as the mechanism to obtain the primary financing for 
this project. If we are successful in obtaining the tax credits 
during the summer of 2000, we can expect occupancy to take 
place around January 2002. Prior to the submission of any 
plans, SHA and the developer will work closely with the 
Town’s Planning Department to obtain the necessary Chapter 
40B Comprehensive Permit. 


We are continuing to work closely with Tom Tsakalos, 
owner and developer of Heritage Park which is being built 
adjacent to our property at Hansen Village. We have agreed to 
grant Mr. Tsakalos an easement to construct a roadway, Pat’s 
Way, to connect the plaza to Tom’s Way. Mr. Tsakalos has 
agreed to extend and maintain a pedestrian walkway from his 
plaza to our main parking lot. This will be a major conve- 
nience for our residents. Our residents are excited about hav- 
ing more shopping, restaurants and movie theaters nearby that 
will be easily accessible. 


We have also asked the Selectmen to set aside 10 acres 
of land in the “Golden Triangle” adjacent to our Hansen Vil- 
lage complex for future senior housing. We understand that no 
firm decisions have been made regarding any use of the town 
owned parcels. We believe that an additional 10 acres in this 
area would be consistent with any proposed uses of the land 


and would also ensure that additional senior housing can be 
built in Sandwich. 


Board of Commissioners 

In June 1999, Governor Cellucci appointed Susan K, 
Simpson as the State Appointee to the Housing Authority 
Board of Commissioners. This position had remained unfilled 
for almost two years. We are very pleased to have Ms. Simp- 
son on our Board. Susan Simpson brings a unique perspective 
and insight into the dilemmas facing many of our most vulner- 
able people. 


Local Housing Committee 
Sandwich Housing Authority anxiously awaits the cre- 
ation, by the Selectmen, of the Local Housing petensi 


which will fulfill a requirement of the Local Comprehensiv 
Plan adopted by Town Meeting in 1996. We wish to be wel 
represented on this committee and are committed to playing an 
important role in the on-going effort to build and promote 
affordable housing in Sandwich. The complex issues relating 
to affordable housing reinforce the importance of the creation 
of this committee. We view this committee as pivotal to the 
town’s ability to develop and implement consistent affordable 
housing plans and strategies. 


The Sandwich Housing Authority Office at 20 Tom’s 
Way is open five days a week from 8:00 a.m. to 12:00 noon and 
at other times by appointment. We look forward to meetin 
with anyone needing low-income housing to assist them in get 
ting on our waiting lists. 


At Hansen Village, our Community Room is utilized not 
only by our residents but also by many town boards and civi 
groups. The Sandwich Commission of Disabilities as well a 
the Charter Committee meets here regularly for their publi 
meetings. We are happy to provide a large and accessible meet 
ing room that is convenient to the community. 


We are grateful for the ongoing support of the Towr 
Departments, agencies and department heads. We are alsc¢ 
grateful for the cooperation and assistance of Steve Connelly 
Coordinator of the Congregate House, to Beverly Pires, Direc: 
tor of Residential Services for the Department of Menta 
Health as well as to Karin Bonesteel, House Manager for the 
Department of Mental Retardation Group Home. These indi: 
viduals are true advocates for the constituents in their profes 
sions.

SANDWICH COMMISSION 
N DISABILITY 


The Sandwich Commission on Disability (SCOD) has 
ontinued to pursue its main purpose to assist in the inclusion 
nd integration of people with disabilities in the activities, ser- 
ices, and employment opportunities of the community, in 
ccordance with Federal and State disability laws. 


In coordination with the Massachusetts Office on Dis- 
abilities (MOD), SCOD hosted a Southeastern Massachusetts 
egional meeting for members of local disability commissions 
held at Rehabilitation Hospital for the Cape and the Islands 
‘RHCI). Participating commissions included most of the towns 
on Cape Cod as well as several off-Cape. The meeting gave 
commission members the opportunity to network with other 
commissions and to learn what they are accomplishing, and 
ttempting to accomplish, in their respective towns. The meet- 
ing also included the status of different bills presently in the 
state legislature, and an update on what MOD has been doing 
‘throughout the state. This information is essential to all mem- 
ers of all the participating commissions. 


During the past year, SCOD canvassed motels and hotels 
in Sandwich to learn what each had to offer specifically to dis- 
bled tourists. Most national tourist publications refuse to list 
y lodging places as handicap accessible unless they are 
100% ADA accessible. Because most Sandwich lodging places 
ere built long before the ADA regulations came into effect, 
hey do not comply 100% to these regulations. However, we 
ound that many local motel and hotel managers work very 
ard to make whatever concessions possible within their lim- 
ted structural facilities. SCOD is hoping to be able to put this 
nformation into printed form to offer to tourists in the future. 


The Commission has continued to provide information, 
eferral, guidance and advice to many Sandwich residents on a 
ariety of issues. Members have been able to connect individ- 
al elderly couples with desperately needed services the town 
as to offer. SCOD has also received and followed up on let- 


ters and calls relating to specific structural access problems, 
and SCOD is working with the Massachusetts Office on Dis- 
ability, and ADA Coordinator and Sandwich Building Inspec- 
tor Robert Walton, to correct these problems. 


The Town of Sandwich Handicap Parking (HP) Enforce- 
ment Program volunteers have continued in their vigilance to 
document and report any HP violations. The violations are 
recorded by the use of instant photos and signed affidavits, and 
then presented to Sandwich Police Department’s Traffic Safe- 
ty Officer, Robert Brun, for further action. SCOD is pleased 
that the original intention of the program to educate the public 
of the need to keep these spaces for the specific use of people 
with HP plates or placards, seems to be working. We are see- 
ing fewer and fewer violations. However, the volunteers 
remain vigilant. 


Towns were recently mandated to see that all polling 
places were in total compliance with ADA access regulations. 
A SCOD representative, along with Town Clerk Barbara 
Walling, Building Inspector and ADA Coordinator Robert Wal- 
ton, and a state trained building access monitor conducted an 
inspection of all Sandwich voting places. Fortunately, only 
minor infractions were found. These will be corrected before 
the election primaries. 


We are grateful for all the positive feedback and media 
coverage we have received over the past year, and all the help 
we have been given by members of the community. Special 
thanks to the Finance Committee for supporting not only 
SCOD, but all the people the Commission has been able to 
assist through their solid support. 


We look forward to the coming year and the goals we 
have set forth.

Report of the 
DIRECTOR OF GOLF 
SANDWICH HOLLOWS GOLF CLUB 


At the 1999 Town Meeting, Sandwich residents unani- 
mously voted to acquire Round Hill Country and surrounding 
acreage. In July of 1999, the purchase and sale agreement was 
finalized and on November 1, 1999, the Town of Sandwich 
officially assumed operational control of the newly named 
Sandwich Hollows Golf Club. 


The foundation for successful business operations began 
well before the transition to Town ownership. The Sandwich 
Golf Search Committee, originally charged with researching 
and securing a viable Town golf enterprise, was renamed the 
Sandwich Golf Advisory Committee by the Board of Select- 
men and given the challenge to assisst in the future develop- 
ment and growth of the golf facility. 


Throughout the 1999 golf season, many issues were rec- 
ognized as priorities to promote a successful transition. These 
issues included operational policies and procedures, levels of 
service, development of the golf course, contracted manage- 
ment versus Town management, viability of food and beverage 
services, accommodation of membership and resident activity, 
budget preparations, marketing and promotion and develop- 
ment of positive public perception. 


To date, operational policies and procedures are in place. 
The current staff consists of a Director of Golf Operations, a 
Golf Course Superintendent (David Polidor, G.C.S.A.A.), an 
Administrative Assistant (Jeannette Scalese), a Golf Opera- 
tions Supervisor (John Johnson) and a Mechanic (Don Peter- 
son). Future staff additions will include a Ist Assistant Golf 
Professional, a 1st Assistant Superintendent and numerous golf 
course maintenance and golf operation positions. 


To date, specific marketing guidelines are in place, a 
comprehensive membership program has been established, a 
variety of resident participation programs have been initiated, 
guidelines have been established to secure a food and beverage 
concessionaire and a three year projected budget has been pre- 
pared. 


Numerous projects have already been initiated with 
available and allocated capital improvement funds. By the late 
Summer or early Fall, changes in the physical property will 
include a new comprehensive Driving Range, either an upgrad- 
ed or new Clubhouse, upgrades to the golf course (tree clear- 
ing, bunker renovation, tee renovation) and an upgrade to the 
existing irrigation system. 


Many individuals have been involved in the transition 
process. The Sandwich Golf Advisory Committee (Bill Bur- 
bank, Chairman, R. Patrick Ellis, Paul Donoghue, Robert Mix, 
Mark Haney, John Connolly, Jim Sayer) has devoted extensive 
time and effort into promoting the future success of the golf 
operation. The entire staff at Town Hall has welcomed the chal- 
lenge and accepted the additional responsibilities of another 
Town enterprise. Town Administrator Bud Dunham and Assis- 
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tant Town Administrator Craig Sanderson have worked tires)

SUPERINTENDENT 


1999 marked the second administration of statewide tests 
known as the Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment Sys- 
tem (MCAS). Students in grades four, eight and ten were test- 
ed in English/Language Arts, Mathematics, and Science/ 
Technology. After careful analysis of 1998 test results an 
Action Plan was developed to provide support, remediation 
and professional development to our school community. We 
are pleased to report that Sandwich Public Schools scored in 
the top 10 percent of the state in the 1999 MCAS Tests. 


Additional projects and programs which were initiated 
include Title I grant funding which made possible the hiring of 
a Reading Specialist and a Remediation ESP for each K-8 
building; a Reading Coordinator, and a Parent Outreach Pro- 
gram. 


The continuing increase in student population resulted in 
the installation of 6 modular classrooms each at the Forestdale 
and Oak Ridge Schools, as graciously approved by voters at a 
Special Town Meeting. The High School construction is on 
schedule, with the final phase due for completion December 
2000. 


School Councils at all schools, made up of teachers, par- 
ents and community members, meet on a regular basis to 
address building needs and develop a yearly Improvement 
Plan. Parents and community members are always welcome to 
attend. 


Oak Ridge School PTA remains one of the few schools 
in the state that can boast 100% faculty membership. Through 
the efforts of the PTA and Mrs. Annie Fields the "Spirit and 
Sharing" program was created with Governor Cellucci hosting 
the initial celebration. This program focused on character edu- 
cation and positive contributions to the community by the chil- 
dren. The very successful first annual two-day Arts Festival 
featured artwork and performance talent of students. 


Wing School has been very fortunate to have twenty 
senior citizens volunteering on a weekly basis and others are 
always welcome. In collaboration with the High School, Wing 
School has twenty seniors who tutor students in all academic 
disciplines. Academic enrichment is provided after school 
through Future Problem Solving and Odyssey of the Mind. 
Family events are promoted by the PTA and have been a 
tremendous success. 


All Students in grades five through eight, their parents 
and teachers joined together this fall at the Forestdale School 
by signing a contract committing each to work together. A 
homework incentive program began in January in grades five 
and six with plans to expand the program to include grades 


four, seven and eight. These programs were developed as p 
of Project F.A.C.E. (Forestdale Academic Compact for Excel 
lence). Eighth graders, as part of their community service, ar 
now required to complete some form of school service. Than 
to the PTA, volunteers and many cultural events and program 
are presented to students. 


1999 brought changes and significant events to the staff. 
students, parents and other in the Sandwich High School com 
munity. In addition to the ongoing construction and renova 
tions, Sandwich High School has achieved many noteworth 
accomplishments. Among them: Mr. Donald Franke, Chairma 
of the Social Studies Department, was named Massachusett 
Social Studies Teacher of the Year; SAT scores resulted in near 
ly 80% of the class of 1999 being accepted by post-second 
institutions; DECA program continued its high level of acade 
mic excellence at the state, district and national levels; recog 
nition of Music students at the All-Cape and All-State levels 
Art program student recognition at the Regional and Stat 
level; the football team winning its first varsity football game 
ice hockey, boys and girls basketball, golf, boys and girl 
lacrosse, boys and girls tennis, softball, baseball, field hocke 
and boys soccer teams qualified for post-season tournamen 
play; the cheerleading squad receipt of high honors at a nation 
al competition; and the formation of a wrestling team.

Regular School Committee Meetings are held at 7:00 PM on 


the first and third Wednesdays of each month. 


School Entrance Ages: 
School Committee Policy states: “Children must be five (5) 


years of age by September Ist to be eligible for Kindergarten, 
and six (6) years of age by September Ist to be eligible for first 
grade. 


Birth Certificate: 
A birth certificate is required for all children entering either 
Kindergarten or Grade 1. 


Medical Requirements: 
Medical requirements for school entrance are immunizations 


according to the General Laws of Massachusetts, certified by a 
doctor. 


State Regulations: 
The School Committee or Board of Health shall cause every 


child in the public schools to be separately and carefully exam- 
ined by a physician duly registered in Massachusetts within six 
months before entrance to school or during the first year after 
entrance and at intervals of either three or four years thereafter. 


No School Information: 

Every effort will be made to have school whenever feasible. If 
the conditions are severe, school will be canceled. If conditions 
are almost safe but the Highway Department needs extra time 
to plow, the school day will be shortened. Under this alterna- 
tive plan the opening of all schools and all bus pickups will be 
delayed two hours. When the schools are on a two hour delay, 
there will be no morning kindergarten. The No School 
Announcement or the Two Hour Delayed Opening will be car- 
ried, starting at or before 6:00 AM, by radio stations WQRC, 
CAPE 104, WCOD, WXTK, WPLM, as well as television sta- 
tions WBZ Channel 4, WCVB Channel 5, and WHDH Chan- 
nel 7.

Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School enrollment, 
as of October 1, 1998 consisted of seventy-seven (77) students 
from Bourne, one hundred fifty-eight (158) from Falmouth, 
fourteen (14) from Marion, eighty-nine (89) from Sandwich, 
and two hundred twenty (220) from Wareham. Thirty (30) stu- 
dents were enrolled in the Licensed Practical Nursing Program 
and twenty-three (23) students were tuitioned from other towns 
for a total of 581 students. Adult tuition students, specialized 
afternoon and evening occupational programs, and summer 
programs are additional to these enrollments. 


The Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School build- 
ing and facilities are utilized six days per week for evening and 
afternoon programs sponsored by Upper Cape Cod Regional 
Technical School’s Extension Office, and various community 
organizations. 


Upper Cape Tech’s Extended Day program received over 
$300,000 from grants to provide occupational training oppor- 
tunities to over one hundred fifty (150) adults from surround- 
ing communities. These programs include Nursing Assistance, 
Information Technology, Carpentry, Automotive, Electrical, 
Highway Construction, and Environmental Studies to unem- 
ployed and dislocated adults, learning disabled young adults, 
older workers, and youth affiliated with the Department of 
Youth Services. In addition, the Summer Youth Employment 
Program serviced thirty-five (35) economically disadvantaged 
and learning disabled youths from the surrounding communi- 
ties. 


Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School continues to 
be involved with the High Schools that Work Program. The 
school is in its second year of the grant and has made signifi- 
cant changes to curriculum and scheduling. This is an ongoing 
endeavor, with an emphasis on raising standards, that involves 
staff at all levels. 


Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School continues to 
implement a National Science Foundation grant in cooperation 
with Cape Cod Community College to plan a joint continuum 
of Environmental Technology programming from Upper Cape 
Tech through the Associate’s Degree level at Cape Cod Com- 
munity College. Three (3) three-credit courses have been artic- 
ulated with the college and an Environmental Technology 
mentoring program is being implemented for high school stu- 
dents this year. Also, a professional development conference 
for science teachers on Cape Cod is scheduled to take place 
during the summer of 2000. The Environmental Technology 
program reached full enrollment and graduated its first class in 
the spring. 


A new occupational program focused on Information 
Technology will begin during the 1999-2000 scheduled year, 
and will be expanded to full enrollment over the next four (4) 
years. 


Expansion and renovations to the Canalside Restaurant 
were initiated in September of 1998 and will be completed by 
students this fall. 


The school’s chapter of Vocational Industrial Clubs of 
America had seventy (70) members during the 1998-1999 
school year, twenty (20) of which represented the school at 
state competition and three (3) of which represented the school 
at the national competition in Kansas City. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its 
appreciation to the many advisory boards which assist us in 
developing and maintaining educational programs, various 
town and school officials who support our efforts, and the 
administration and other school employees who continue to 
contribute to the success of Upper Cape Cod Regional Techni- 
cal School.

Report of the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN and 
TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


The first year of the new millenium proved to be a very 
busy and challenging one in the Town of Sandwich. Several of 
the major topics and events are highlighted below. 


The 2000 Annual Town Meeting approved funding for: 
$400,000 in capital and building repairs; Additional staffing 
needs in the Accounting, Treasurer and Inspection offices, with 
new hours in the Recreation, Council on Aging and Nursing 
Departments; and Police Department training enhancements. 


The Board of Selectmen completed negotiations with 
Adelphia Cable and signed a ten-year Cable license renewal 
contract. One important provision within this contract provides 
for high-speed technology capabilities, and construction of an 
institutional fiber optic network (I-Net) between all school and 
town office buildings, including the Public Library. The ability 
for the town to share data and communicate between office 
buildings and to access the Internet is essential in order for the 
town to function at its highest level of efficiency. Another pro- 
vision within the agreement, calls for the creation of a non- 
profit cable access corporation. Through the efforts of a group 
of dedicated, creative Sandwich residents, the Sandwich Area 
Community Access Television, Inc., through the leadership of 
Barbara Lennon, will provide a wide range of programming 
and taping of important meetings throughout Sandwich. 


During the first half of the year, the Board continued its 
review of a proposal by Southern Energy, to construct a new 
generation unit at the power plant. The Town hired consultants 
to assist in the interpretation and review of the data submitted 
by Southern Energy. After months of debate, input from con- 
cerned citizens, and careful consideration of all the facts, the 
Board supported the proposal to add SCR’s to Unit 2. This pro- 
posal is the first step towards lowering emissions from the 
plant. Southern Energy is currently going through the permit- 
ting process, which is expected to be completed in 2001. 


The Charter Committee appointed in 1998, completed 
their creation of a proposed Town Charter and presented their 
recommendations to the Board for their input. The most signif- 
icant change proposed, is the creation of representative town 
meeting. The Charter was supported by the Board and will go 
before the voters at a Special Town Meeting in March 2001. 
The Board is grateful to the Charter Committee for their dedi- 
cation and hard work in creating this important document. 


The Town approved two Department of Public Works 
projects. The first was the plan for design and safety improve- 
ments along the Service Road. Responding to concerns of abut- 
ters and board members, the final plan called for minimal 


widening in some locations, and complete resurfacing of th 
section from Route 130 up to Quaker Meetinghouse Road. Th 
Town was not successful in securing state funding for this pro 
ject due to limited funds available through Chapter 90 and thy 
fact that the project did not conform to State standards an 
included several design waivers ultimately rejected by th 
Massachusetts Highway Department. Town Meeting over 
whelmingly supported the request for funding this projec 
through a debt exclusion. This project will be completed in th 
spring of 2001. ; 


The second DPW project approved this year, was the 
plan for a traffic signal and design changes at the intersection 
of Snake Pond Road and Route 130. Work will commence it 
the spring of 2001. Funding was secured through Chapter 9( 
funds. 


Several important issues were brought to the Board fo: 
consideration and input. The complexity of these issue; 
requires further review and study, but remain high on th 
Board’s priority list. These issues include review of the Town’ 
sign code bylaws, creation of more affordable housing, trans 
fer station issues and options, transfer of the property and revi 
talization of the Roberti Farm, Capital Planning Committe 
Master Plan, and the creation of a Municipal Complex/Publi 
Safety Building on town property off Quaker Meetinghous 
Road. 


The Sign Code Bylaw Review Committee consists 0 
five members appointed by the Board in 1999. They have con 
ducted several public hearings and plan to bring proposed revi 
sions to the Town in the near future. 


The Local Housing Committee, as required in th 
Sandwich Local Comprehensive Plan, was appointed to exam 
ine the various issues regarding affordable housing and to rec 
ommend ways the Town can increase its affordable housin 
stock. The Board supports the committee’s efforts and look 
forward to forging a partnership with them to help achieve ou 
housing goals. 


The Superintendent of Public Works brought prelimin 
options for the redesign of the transfer station, expansion o 
recycling efforts and curbside pickup forward. A consulta 
was hired by the Town to provide a detailed assessment of th 
various options for the Board to consider. The goal is to brin 
a plan forward for the Town’s consideration during 2001. 


Discussions and debate continue, regarding the acquisi 
tion of the Roberti Farm, which is being offered for donation t 
the Town by the Tedeschi family. Though the Board voted t 
accept the property in 1998, several issues remain unresolve 
The Town will ultimately be required to vote to accept thi 
property at Town Meeting. This issue will be an article on th 
Special Town Meeting warrant in March 2001. If the article i 


supported at Town Meeting, the Town will issue a Request for 
Proposals in the hopes of finding someone interested in leasing 
and renovating the property for agricultural purposes. This will 
no doubt be an interesting process, requiring careful consider- 
ation by the Board. 


The Capital Improvement Planning Committee has 
worked hard to create a financial master plan for the town, in 
order to provide funding and prioritization of important capital 
eds within town departments as well as repair and mainte- 
ance of town buildings. The capital planning bylaw will be 
resented at the Annual Town Meeting in 2001. 


Several personnel changes took place during this past 
year, which are worth noting. In May of 2000, William 
Diedering was elected to the Board to replace Patrick Ellis who 
stepped down after serving one term. Patrick’s knowledge of 
e town’s history, his passion for the town and ability to 
bate any issue in an effort to generate lively discussions will 
missed. We wish him lifelong happiness and success. 


After a lengthy process, in February 2000, the Board 
pointed a new Chief of Police, Michael Miller. A lifelong 
esident of Sandwich, Chief Miller’s 23 years experience on 
he force will be invaluable in meeting the many demands of 
iis job. 


Another important addition was the creation of a much- 
needed Human Resources Director and Department. Our for- 
mer assistant town administrator Marie Buckner filled this new 
position. Marie’s energy, wit and diverse abilities are an asset 
to the Town’s staff. 


Finally, Assistant Town Administrator Craig Sanderson 
was activated for U. S. Army Reserve duty and assigned to 
help the United Nations peacekeeping force in Kosovo for 
eight months. While his dedication and hard work were missed 
locally, we are all proud that his expertise could be shared in 
service to our country.

REPORT OF THE 
PERSONNEL BOARD 
(HUMAN RESOURCES BOARD) 


The Personnel Board welcomed Karen Miller on board 
in the Spring of 2000. She has been a wonderful addition to the 
Board providing new insight and providing a fresh perspective 
to the issues. New members are still needed and residents are 
encouraged to apply. 


The Board participated in the search process for Director 
of the newly created Human Resources Department. In 
September 2000, Marie Buckner, who previously served as the 
Town’s Director of Planning & Development and Assistant 
Town Administrator, was appointed as the Human Resources 
Director and Janice Hagberg, who served nearly 8 years as 
Principal Clerk within the Planning & Development Office 
was appointed as the Head Clerk in the office. The Human 
Resources Department is located in Town Hall at 130 Main 
Street. We feel that the creation of the department was long 
over due and that it will be an asset to Town administration. In 
next year’s publication look for our name to be changed to the 
Human Resources Board. 


A system of performance evaluations was established for 
all members of the clerical union. This will mark the first time 
that many employees have ever had a written performance 
evaluation. We are hopeful that these evaluations will not only 
provide necessary feedback with regard to job performance but 
will also provide a vehicle for improving and enhancing com- 
munication between support staff and supervisors. This type of 
communication is essential in order for departments to work 
cooperatively and effectively with each other and with the pub- 
lic. Work has also begun on updating the Personnel Policies 
and Guidelines, which were last updated in 1994. The Human 
Resources Director worked with a small group of Department 
Heads to revise the current guidelines and brought it to the 
entire group for approval. The revised guidelines will be 
brought to the Town Administrator and Board of Selectmen for 
their final approval in early 2001. 


The Board continues to review and classify job descrip- 
tions as personnel are added and positions upgraded. In addi- 
tion to the Human Resources Director newly created positions 
include a Board of Appeals Administrator and Assistant Town 
Engineer. On-going staff training and staff development con- 
tinues to be a primary goal. Workshops are currently being 
planned for clerical staff and for department heads. The Board 
also began reviewing and updating the Classification Manual 
for non-union positions which has not been updated since the 
early 1990's. 


The Board values its unbiased and neutral role in the 
administration of the policies and guidelines that affect Town 
employees. We strongly believe that the Town should continue 
to seek to hire first-rate employees and reward and appreciate 


the excellent ones we currently have. We thank the Town 
Administrators Office and the Board of Selectmen for their 
support and assistance and look forward to the exciting year 
ahead.

The Cape Cod Commission provides regional services 
and serves as a coordinator of many projects and activities that 
affect all of Barnstable County. Activities involve affordable 
housing, demographic analyses, economic development, geo- 
graphic mapping and data analyses, historic preservation, 
marine and coastal resources, open space and natural 
resources, transportation, solid and hazardous waste manage- 
ment, water quality and water supply, and regulatory review of 
regional developments. 


Representation on the Commission provides the Town of 
Sandwich with opportunities to participate in setting regional 
policy and to advocate for the town’s interests in land use plan- 
ning. Commission membership involves each town in impor- 
tant regulatory and funding matters at regional, state, and 
federal levels. Through the Commission’s involvement, these 
committees and councils contribute to the quality of life 
Capewide:

The Finance Committee this year recommended an oper- 
ating budget totaling $39,823,210.74. This figure represents a 
10.75% increase in general government and a 6.00% increase 
in the school department. Budget hearings, which are open to 
the public, commenced in December and continued until 
March 27, 2000 when the final budget was approved. These 
budget proposals were submitted by the department heads who 
were also welcome to meet with the full committee to present 
their budgets. As with prior years, finance committee members 
serving on subcommittees met directly with department heads 
and reported any concerns and budgetary needs back to the full 
committee. 


This year is also the first year that the Capital Planning 
Committee has assembled and prioritized the capital planning 
needs of the Town. Each fiscal year, the goal is to set aside 
$400,000.00 to be earmarked for capital purchases and repairs.

Report of the 
BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


Calendar year 2000 saw continued challenges to the 
Assessing Department. ; 


This past November, the department completed an inter- 
im update of all Real and Personal Property for Fiscal 2001. 
The assessment date for Fiscal 2001 was January 1, 2000. In 
compliance with procedures set forth by the Department of 
Revenue, 1999 calendar year sales were used in the setting of 
values. 


With the continued resurgence of the local regional econ- 
omy, sales analysis reflected an average increase of eight and 
one-half percent, with a range from two to almost twenty-five 
percent in isolated areas. 


Further review of calendar year 2000 sales, for use in 
Fiscal 2002, shows a dramatic upward climb in sales activity 
and price. In compliance with Department of Revenue regula- 
tions, the Town will be conducting a triennial revaluation of all 
properties. A revaluation differs from the annual trend updates 
in that the Department of Revenue has project approval guide- 
lines that are completed, having an “audit” effect on the valua- 
tion process. Based upon early projections of the 2000 sales, 
every property owner in Sandwich should anticipate continued 
broad increases in their valuation. 


The abatement appeal deadline passed on February Ist 
with 74 applicants filing a total of 87 appeals on real and per- 
sonal property valuation. This is the lowest number of appeals 
filed in twenty years. Given the continued (1997-2001) hot real 
estate market, the challenges to valuation are more difficult for 
an applicant. 
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The Land Bank tax collection is now in its second year, 
Over $690,000 in Land Bank monies was collected for Fise 
2000. The Land Bank tax (3% added of town real estate tax 
was voted by the voters of this town, along with all other Cap 
towns in 1998. The tax will be collected until Fiscal 2019. 


A new computer network for Town Hall, the Annex an 
the Jan Sebastian building, was installed in the fall and h 
shown immediate benefit to the Assessing department, as we 
as other departments, in increased speed and efficiency. 


The Board continues to express strong support for th 
implementation of a Geographic Information System (GIS) i 
Sandwich. A needs assessment is currently in progress, whic 
should show a Town-wide need and utility.

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Our goals for the year were to initiate a capital planning 
process that would involve all Town departments, and to 
develop a capital plan that would include all expected large 
expenditures predicted for the next five years. As a result of 
Town Meeting vote, also last May, another objective was to 
obtain and analyze an Engineering study of all Town buildings, 
many of which have sustained deferred maintenance over 
many years. Two of our three goals have been met. 


The Committee began to meet in late August in advance 
of the budget year, and has been meeting one to two times a 
month since then. In the early Fall, the department heads sub- 
mitted capital expenditure requests to the Town administrators. 
Over the course of several meetings, department heads priori- 
tized requests and collaborated with each other and the Town 
administrators to organize requests, spreading expenditures 
over a five-year time frame. These requests were forwarded to 
the Committee and the majority of the FY’01 requests were 
approved. The request of 


$399,950 is described in Article 5 of the warrant. In addi- 
tion, a transfer request of $172,000 from the ambulance fund 
for an ambulance chassis and defibrillators is in Article 6. 
Article 7, requesting a transfer of $100,000 from the valuation 
of the former Canal Electric power facility for the purposes of 
updating data processing and computer networking, is also rec- 
ommended by the Committee. After much discussion, and with 
some concerns associated both with decreasing state reim- 
bursements for road projects and safety issues, the Committee 
is also recommending that you consider Article 25, which 
requests a sum of money for the purpose of reconstructing and 
improving Service Road and the Route 130/Snake 
Pond/Pimlico Pond intersection. 


The Committee finally received the first draft of the 
engineering study in mid-February. As expected, many of the 
Town buildings need repair and maintenance. The Committee 
is in the process of analyzing the study recommendations in 
light of the several large-scale projects projected for consider- 
ation in the next several years. The engineer’s recommenda- 
tions have gone to the department heads for analysis and 
prioritizing, and their response and recommendations are due 
back to the Committee shortly. 


Because of the late arrival of the engineering study, the 
Committee believed it was not in a position to bring a compre- 
hensive 5-year capital plan to you at this Town Meeting. 
Committee members have been conscientious and diligent, but 
the time between our receiving the study and the warrant dead- 
line was too short to develop what we believe would be a work- 
able plan and one that could be supported by the Townspeople. 
We are committed, however to formulating and presenting this 
plan to you at the earliest opportunity. Sandwich has been in 
the unenviable position of coping with extraordinary growth 
over the past many years. What will make the capital planning 
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process easier is that the end of that growth may be in sight 
Because buildout is projected for not too far in the future, w 
can plan appropriately fora more definite population figure. _ 


The Committee is taking the time to appropriately ana 
lyze all the factors that might affect a long term capit 
plan—the need for building and road maintenance and repair 
the request for a new municipal complex, and, possibly, a ne 
school. We believe what we will present to you, hopefully late: 
this year, will help you make informed decisions about project: 
in relation to an overall planning process. It is for this reason 
primarily, that the Committee does not support Article 26 
which is a request for approximately $675,000 to remodel th 
second floor of the Town Hall. Committee members appreciat 
that this is a project that has been considered for several years 
and that a large meeting or gathering place would be nice fo 
the Town to have. However the Committee does not see this a 
a spending priority for this year, would like to be able to con 
sider this project within the context of an overall capital plan, 
and believes that a piecemeal approach to capital expenditure 
is not a sound approach. Thank you.

Additional dwelling units may 
thereafter be authorized by special permit; however, 
to be eligible for a special permit for additional 
dwelling units, a 1:1 ratio of market rate units to 
affordable units shall be established and maintained. 
A special permit for such additional dwelling units 
shall not be issued until after an accessory dwelling 
unit special permit has been issued by the Planning 
Board in accordance with Sections 4135-4139o0f this 
Protective Zoning ByLaw. In addition, no special per- 
mit for more than one such unit shall be issued unless 
adequate parking is provided; appropriate site provi- 
sions have been made for both the residential and 
nonresidential uses; and all of the criteria of Section 
1330 have been shown to be satisfied. 


(Explanation: This article proposes to rearrange Section 
2540, allow multiple principal buildings in commercial dis- 
ricts without additional lot area over existing zoning require- 
nents, and encourage affordable housing as an accessory use 
n commercial areas.)

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QUESTION 5 LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 

Do you approve of a law summarized below, on which no vote was taken by the Senate or the House of Representatives before 
May 3, 2000? A YES vote would require health insurance carriers to guarantee certain rights to their patients and providers, and it 
would prohibit the conversion of non-profit hospitals, HMOs, and health insurers into for-profit entities until a system is created to 
provide comprehensive health care coverage for all Massachusetts residents. A NO vote would make no change in the laws gov- 
erning health insurance and health care. SUMMARY This proposed law would set up a state Health Care Council to review and rec- 
ommend legislation for a health care system that ensures comprehensive, high quality health coverage for all Massachusetts 
residents. Until the Council decided that such a system had been set up, the proposed law would prohibit the conversion of non-profit 
hospitals, health maintenance organizations (HMOs), and health insurance firms to for-profit status. The proposed law would also 
require health insurance carriers to provide certain rights to patients and health care professionals, starting January 1, 2001. The 
Council would recommend laws to set up, and would decide whether laws had been passed to ensure, a health care system that pro- 
vides: barrier-free access to health care services; patients’ freedom to choose their health care providers, get second opinions, and 
appeal denials of care; health care professionals’ freedom to act solely in the best interest of their patients; affordable coverage, with 
cost increases no greater than national averages; preserving and increasing the quality of care and encouraging research; at least 90% 
of all premiums to be used for patient care, public health, and training/research, and no more than 10% for administrative costs, with 
simpler paperwork and administration; a prohibition of financial incentives that limit patient access to health care, and limits on 
incentives for inappropriate care. The Council would include 17 members representing health care and other organizations. It would 
hold public hearings, study proposals, and make recommendations to the state Commissioner of Public Health and the Legislature 
on laws and other steps needed to set up a system meeting the above requirements. The proposed law would also create a special 
legislative committee, including legislators and members of the Council, to make recommendations by September 30, 2001, for laws 
to set up a system meeting the above requirements by July 1, 2001. Starting January 1, 2001, the proposed law would require health 
insurance carriers to guarantee certain rights to their insured patients and to health care professionals. These rights would include: 
patients’ right to choose all of their health care providers, subject to the approval of a freely chosen primary care provider who has 
no financial incentive to deny care, and subject to payment of a reasonable extra fee to see a provider outside the carrier’s network;

coverage when they are undergoing a course of treatment from a health care provider whose contract with a carrier is being termi- 
nated; patients’ right to medically necessary referrals to specialists; limits on and disclosure of contracts between carriers and health 
care providers that crease financial incentives to delay or limit care or provide inappropriate care; health care professionals’ right to 
discuss health benefit plans with insured patients and to advocate on behalf of their patients; carriers could not terminate health care 
providers’ contracts without cause; patients’ right to receive emergency services, subject to authorization procedures, and to be reim- 
bursed when they pay cash for emergency services from providers not affiliated with their carrier; utilization review procedures that 
meet specific standards, including patients’ right to appeal to the Commissioner of Public Health; in any year at least 90% of a car- 
rier’s Massachusetts revenue must be spent on Massachusetts health care, and a carrier that spent more than 10% for non-health care 
purposes would have to refund the excess to its insured patients. Each carrier would have to report its revenues, premiums, and 
expenditures to the state Commissioner of Insurance every year. The proposed law states that it would not interfere with any exist- 
ing contract, including contract terms (such as automatic renewal or option clauses) that may go into effect after January 1, 2001.

SUMMARY This proposed law would allow a stat 
personal income taxpayer a tax credit equal to the amount of tolls the taxpayer paid during the taxable year on all Massachusett 
roads, highways, tunnels, and bridges, including the Massachusetts Turnpike and its Boston Extension, the Tobin Bridge, and th 
Sumner, Callahan, and Ted Williams Tunnels. Also, a corporation would be allowed a credit against its corporate excise taxes in a 
amount equal to all such tolls paid during the taxable year by the corporation or by its employees in furtherance of the corporation’ 
business. The proposed law would also allow a state personal income taxpayer a tax credit equal to the amount of excise taxes 0 
registered motor vehicles the taxpayer paid during the taxable year. A corporation would be allowed a credit against its corporat 
excise taxes in an amount equal to all registered motor vehicle excise taxes the corporation paid during the taxable year. The ta 
credits could not be used to reduce a personal income taxpayer’s taxes below zero or a corporate excise taxpayer’s taxes below th

and used in later taxable years, for up to ten years. The proposed law would apply to taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 
2001.

QUESTION 8 LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 

Do you approve of a law summarized below, on which no vote was taken by the Senate or the House of Representatives before 
May 3, 2000? A YES vote would change state laws governing drug-dependency treatment and fines paid and money and property 
forfeited in connection with drug crimes. A NO vote would make no change in the laws governing drug-dependency treatment and 
fines and forfeitures based on drug crimes. SUMMARY This proposed law would create a state Drug Treatment Trust Fund, to be 
used, subject to appropriation by the state Legislature, solely for the treatment of drug-dependent persons. The Fund would include 
fines paid under the state’s criminal drug laws; money forfeited because of its use in connection with drug crimes; and the proceeds 
from selling property forfeited because of its use in connection with drug crimes. The Fund would be administered by the state’s 
Director of Drug Rehabilitation. Money in the Fund would be spent to increase, rather than replace, existing government funding 
for drug treatment programs. Those programs would be expanded to apply to persons who are at risk of becoming drug-dependent 
and to include drug abuse prevention through education. The proposed law would expand eligibility for the program under which a 
person charged with a drug crime may request a court finding that he is drug-dependent and would benefit from court-monitored 
treatment. If the court so finds, and the person then successfully completes a treatment program, the criminal charges are dismissed. 
The proposed law would allow requests to enter this program by persons who are at risk of becoming drug dependent and by per- 
sons charged with a first or second offense of manufacturing, distributing, or dispensing a controlled substance, or possessing a con- 
trolled substance with the intent to do any of those things, or trafficking 14 to 28 grams of cocaine. The proposed law would change 
the state law governing forfeiture of money and property used in connection with drug crimes. Land and buildings could not be for- 
feited if used in a manner that was merely incidental to a drug crime. The state would have to prove by clear and convincing evi- 
dence that money or property was subject to forfeiture, and the property owner could then try to prove by a preponderance of the 
evidence that the money or property was legally exempt from forfeiture. All forfeited money, instead of being divided between the 
prosecuting agency and responsible police department and used for law enforcement purposes, would be put in the Fund. All for- 
feited property, instead of being so divided and used, would be sold and the proceeds put in the Fund. 


Records of all state and local forfeiture activities would have to be kept and made public unless harm to law enforcement 
efforts would result. The state Inspector General could audit and investigate these activities. Any official who concealed or diverted 
any forfeited money or property could be punished by a fine of up to $1000, imprisonment for up to one year, or both. The proposed 
law states that if any of its parts were declared invalid, the rest of the law would remain in effect.

Report of the 
DIRECTOR OF 
PLANNING & DEVELOPMENT 


The Planning & Development Department administers a 
broad range of community development and planning activities 
for the Town of Sandwich. The Department also assists the 
work of the Planning Board, an elected body, the Economic 
Development Committee, the Local Housing Committee, and 
the Local Planning Committee, which are appointed commit- 
tees. 
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During the past year, the department was staffed with 
full time director and a full time principal clerk. This was 
transition year for department clerical staff. Janice Hagberg 
our wonderful Principal Clerk, left the department to work fo 
the newly formed Human Resources Department. Our ne 
principal clerk, Joyce Bartlett, is a fine addition to departmen 
staff. Many thanks to Jan and Joyce for implementing a transi 
tion and training plan that allowed the department to mov 
through this staff change with little interruption to services. 


As Sandwich approaches buildout in the commercial an 
industrial districts, a large portion of department resources is 
dedicated to assisting developers and business owners in thes 
areas. To improve the development process, Town staff ha 
implemented an informal Permit Review process. This grou 
meets on a regular basis during business hours. In place fo 
almost two years, this permit review group meets informall 
with applicants for various permits to give guidance regardin 
zoning, site development, permit sequencing, and other lan 
use issues. 


The Planning Board worked at their usual pace through 
out the year. Planning Board business comprises a significan 
portion of department activity. Under the leadership of Juli 
Molloy and Dan Fortier, the board moved efficiently throug 
board business. Board members Lou Cerrone, Amy Lipkin 
and Sarah Reagan worked hard at administering the board’ 
charges under both state and local laws. Thanks to forme 
members Deborah Gannett and Hugh Bracken for their servic 
to the town. Among the week-to-week business items on th 
Planning Board agenda, the board completed the special permi 
process for a telecommunications tower; approved three clus 
ter subdivisions and endorsed various approval not require 
plans. 


After an 18-month rebuilding period, the Economi 
Development Committee began anew with a retooled charg 
new members, and a high level of energy. The P&D Dep 
ment is pleased to administer to and work with these dedicate 
individuals. Under the leadership of Tom Keyes and Mari 
Basile, the group has focused on learning the information ne 
essary to build a strong and coherent economic developme 
strategy for Sandwich. Members Frank Pannorfi, Josh Violett 
and alternate Walter Murray joined by Selectmen Jack Jillso 
and Bill Diedering have brought new energy to this group. 


Last winter the Selectmen took an important step i 
addressing affordable housing needs in Sandwich. T 
appointment of the Sandwich Local Housing Committ 
affirms the Town’s commitment to this important communi 
development issue. Steve Marshall and Don Dickinson led t 
group through mission statement and goal setting work. Me 
bers Lou Cerrone, Sharon Napier, Jan Timmons, Tim Schmo 
sees, Erik Van Buskirk, and Maureen Whittles have embrac 
their charge and are steadily working to address affordab 
housing needs. On behalf of this group, the Planning & Deve 


pment Department applied for and was awarded a $3,000 
echnical Assistance Grant from the Cape Cod Commission to 
valuate the relocation and adaptive re-use of excess military 
ousing. 


The Local Planning Committee took an important step 
this year as well. After working for several years towards Cape 
od Commission certification of the 1996 Master Plan, the 
ommittee felt it was time to abandon that course of action. 
Feeling that the 1996 plan was instead in need of a five-year 
pdate, the group voted to withdraw the plan from considera- 
tion for certification. The group then chose to resign requesting 
e Selectmen to reconstitute the Local Planning Committee 
using a more diverse membership given the charge of oversee- 
ing the update to the master plan and its eventual certification 
by the Cape Cod Commission. In addition to the many Plan- 
ning Board members who served this group over the years, 
any thanks are due to Susan James for her dedication and 
eadership. 


The department devoted significant time and energy in 
2000 to two important town projects. The Selectmen’s nomi- 
nation of the Three Ponds District of Critical Planning Concern 
was shepherded through the Cape Cod Commission and 
Assembly of Delegates approval process by this office in con- 
junction with the Town Administrator. The Assembly finally 
adopted the ordinance accepting the nomination in early 2000. 
A zoning working group consisting of landowners in the dis- 
trict, the Director of Planning & Development, the Town 
Administrator and a representative from the Cape Cod Com- 
mission worked long and hard to arrive at the zoning for this 
district that will be presented to voters at Special Town Meet- 
ing on March 19, 2001. Ongoing from this point is the Three 
Ponds Management Plan. This effort includes data collection, 
mapping, and user education. Sandwich High School Environ- 
mental Technology students are currently involved in data col- 
lection, pond testing and mapping in the DCPC. 


A revision of the Town’s sign code general by-law con- 
tinued. The working group includes members of the Chamber 
of Commerce and a member of the Historical Commission. 
Revisions will be brought to Annual Town Meeting 2001. 


Another in house project the department helped adminis- 
ter during 2000 was the Geographic Information System Needs 
Assessment. We anticipate implementation of the GIS to begin 
during 2001. 


The department was again a successful applicant to the 
Department of Environmental Management Coastal Access 
grant program. The second phase of this project funded for 
$5,000 by 2000 grant money was completed in September. The 
document research in this area between Old Harbor and Scor- 
ton Creek did not show any new public access to the coast, but 
did clarify and map existing coastal access points. 
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Another grant for $7,600 was awarded to the department 
from the Massachusetts Emergency Management Agency for 
the purposes of developing a Flood Hazard Mitigation Plan. 
The Massachusetts Housing Partnership awarded the Depart- 
ment a $10,000 technical assistance grant to assist the town and 
developers with Chapter 40B comprehensive permitting. 


The department also received technical assistance from 
the Cape Cod Commission in the areas of affordable housing, 
traffic analysis, and historic preservation. 


Department goals and work plan always place customer 
service first on the list. There has been progress on prior goals 
of meaningfully addressing affordable housing and coastal 
resources. We await word on our application to Massachusetts 
Historical Commission on a grant to be used to create a Preser- 
vation Plan for Sandwich. Preservation of historic resources is 
a key department goal. An economic development initiative is 
anticipated as a major project with the Economic Development 
Committee for the coming year. With a newly reformed Local 
Planning Committee, the update of the Master Plan will com- 
mence in 2001. 


The year 2000 has been busy and rewarding for the Plan- 
ning & Development Office. We look forward to working at 
our 2001 goals, but most of all we look forward to continuing 
to serve the residents, landowners, and businesses in Sand- 
wich.

Report of the 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The mission of the Conservation Commission is to pro- 
tect the wetlands and natural resources of the Town of Sand- 
wich through the acquisition of land, management of the 
existing Conservation lands, enforcement of state and local 
regulations and education of the public. 


The Commission normally consists of ten (10) volun- 
teers, seven (7) regular and three (3) associate members who 
are appointed by the Board of Selectmen. The Commission is 
assisted by the Conservation Officer, acting as its agent and his 
staff. 


One of the most important roles of the Commission is to 
acquire land for the purpose of increasing the Town’s unspoiled 
natural resource areas and to protect the inland and coastal nat- 
ural resources. The protection of these natural resources bene- 
fits the town by providing flood control, protection from storm 
damage, protection of the clean water supplies, promotion of 


wildlife diversity and recreation. In 1999 the Commission’s list 
of prioritized open space parcels was adopted by the Town’s 
Land Bank Committee as an acquisition guide. 


The Commission held twenty one (21) public meetings 
pursuant to its mandate under the Sandwich Wetland Bylaw 
Chapter 7, and the Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act, 
General Law Chapter 131, Section 40. The Commission acted 
on forty seven (47) Notices of Intent (NOI) for activity taking 
place within areas subject to its jurisdiction; twenty five (25) 
Requests for Determination of Applicability (RDA) to deter- 
mine whether a proposed activity will impact a resource area; 
and eleven (11) Requests to Amend (RA), requesting minor 
changes to the Order of Conditions. In addition, the Commis- 
sioners held additional business meetings, took part in site vis- 
its, consulted with state and local officials, and attended 
educational programs including the Annual Meeting of the 
Massachusetts Association of Conservation Commission 
(MACC). 


We had several changes to the Commission composition 
this past year. The most notable being the resignation of long- 
time Commissioner Steve Tucker. He was a valued and 
respected member of the Commission. We thank him for his 
many years of dedicated service. Tom Malloy also resigned 
this year due to a change in residency. We appreciate his enthu- 
siastic involvement. Our new associate members are Douglas 
Cabral, Robert Silver and Bruce Ruscio. We look forward to 
their contributions. 


In closing, the Conservation Commission would like to 
thank the Board of Selectmen and all the Town officials, Com- 
mittees, and Boards for their assistance and cooperation 
throughout the year. We would also like to express our appre- 
ciation to the DPW Parks/Grounds Division and volunteers 
who have helped to maintain our Conservation Lands. The 
Commission would especially like to acknowledge Conserva- 
tion Officer, Mark S. Galkowski and our clerk Dianne Nicker- 
son for their continued hard work and support. We look 
forward to the challenges of the new millennium.

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Report of the 
CONSERVATION DEPARTMENT 


The year two thousand (2000) was a challenging . 
productive year for the Conservation Department. 
Throughout the year we provided technical and cleric 
assistance to the Sandwich Land Bank Committee. Following 
extensive negotiations, the VanBuskirk property in East Sand- 
wich and a key acquisition abutting the Maple Swamp Conser- 
vation Lands, the Deutschman property, were authorized for 
purchase at the Annual Town Meeting. During the upcoming 
year these and other Land Bank properties will be surveyed 
and bounded. 


t 

At the request of the Board of Selectmen, the Depart- 

ment crafted a Boat Operations and Waterways Use Bylaw. 

The bylaw proposes various operational limits for the use of 

watercraft on all of Sandwich’s fresh water ponds. Public input 

was sought through public meetings and written comment. 

This proposed bylaw will be deliberated at a Special Town 
Meeting in the early part of 2001. 


The Department received funding in the FYO1 Capital 
Budget to make repairs and install a fire and intruder alarm 
system to protect the Cranberry Screenhouse at the Ryder Con- 
servation Lands. Unfortunately, a suspicious fire destroyed the 
historic structure in June. The Sandwich Fire Department esti- 
mated the building burned throughout the night, unnoticed, due 
to its secluded location. The structure was literally reduced to 
ashes. 


Selectmen John S. Jillson, retired Sandwich Police 
Sergeant George E. Elvander, the Sandwich Parks/Grounds 
staff and the Barnstable County AmeriCorps staffers complet- 
ed a restoration of the Conservation Commissions Blueberry 
Patch in East Sandwich. The Commission members and towns- 
people appreciate the commitment it took to complete this 
labor intensive project. As always, I appreciate the tireless 
efforts of the Parks/Grounds personnel in keeping the walkin 
trails and roadways passable in all of Sandwich’s Cae 
Lands. 


I continued to work with the Town’s consultant, Aubre 
Consultants Inc. of Falmouth, MA, to secure permits to licens 
continual dredge spoil (sand) deposition sites to renouris 
Town Beaches and the Springhill Conservation Lands throug 
a long term shoreline management program and to restore/relo 
cate the Old Harbor inlet to a more stable configuration. Wor 
will continue on the permitting phase through 2001. 


During the past four (4) years, the number of resident an 
non-resident groups utilizing the Old Harbor-Town Beach are 
in Sandwich, has dramatically increased. Frequent use by larg 
groups has stressed the existing facilities and caused negativ 
impacts to this sensitive ecosystem and the expanding nestin 


reas of the Piping Plover, a species of special concern. Fol- 
owing the recommendations of the Conservation Officer the 
sandwich Board of Selectmen voted to adopt the Town Coastal 
Area Use Regulations to better manage these resources. The 
egulations limit the access to the Town Beach area including 
Ne tidal pool (near Horizons Restaurant), the adjacent beach 
rea, and the Old Harbor estuary (marsh area) in and around 
te area of the Sandwich Boardwalk. Each group desiring to 
se these areas will submit an application, a narrative and an 
‘inerary detailing all proposed activities and receive a condi- 
onal permit as scheduling allows. Sandwich residents, 
chools, and non-profit organizations will be given priority sta- 
is for scheduling field trips. 


| The Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries (DMF) 
ontinued working with me to collect and analyze water qual- 
y data in the Scorton Creek and Old Harbor area in an attempt 
) allow the Town to reopen these areas to shellfishing. While 
ye await the reopening of local waters, I would like to remind 
ll Sandwich residents that they are eligible to purchase a 
sourne resident shellfish permit and fish within the Town of 
sourne’s waters. 


Citizens who have questions regarding shellfishing, nat- 
ral resources, conservation or other related issues, should feel 
ree to contact the Conservation Department at any time. We 
ill provide answers to your questions or direct you to agen- 
ies or organizations that are adequately prepared to respond to 
our inquiries.

Despite the weather not 
ully cooperating every day, our revenue continued to increase. 
he transient dockage and the ramp revenues increased by 
0%. Our parking lots are full to capacity with boats for Win- 
or Storage. 


The tall ships were an attraction to the Marina. We were 
jell prepared for a large number of people who would be vis- 
ing us to get an opportunity to see the ships go by in the 
‘anal. Our parking lots were full to the limit and the Town ben- 
fited by the revenues collected. 


Last year we sought approval from the Town of Sand- 
ich and the Army Corps of Engineers to reconstruct Dock G. 
Jue to schedule conflicts we could not proceed with this pro- 
sct until after the season was over. My staff has been working 
n the project to make sure the dock will be in place by the 
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beginning of this year’s season. Meanwhile, my staff will con- 
tinue our ongoing capital improvement plan to upgrade all of 
our existing docks and structures. 


New winches were purchased for our Commercial Fish- 
ermen. They replaced the original winches the Town purchased 
ten years ago. 


Another project the Marina undertook last year was the 
replacement of our Harbor Master boat. After extensive 
research we determined an aluminum boat would be the best 
choice. Completion and delivery is expected by May 2001. 


This year we are researching and anticipating having a 
Web Page for the Sandwich Marina in place before the season 
starts. Our customers will be able to make reservations; check 
currents, tides, etc. 


I would like to extend a thank you to the Board of Select- 
men, Town Administrator, The Corps of Engineers and all 
other Town Departments for the continued support throughout 
the year. Also a thank you to my staff for the cooperation and 
continuing support of David Whearty, David Wall, Dan Freitas, 
Brenda Manley, Anne Arnold, and all the seasonal employees.

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Report of the 
SANDWICH HISTORICAL 
COMMISSION 


The Sandwich Historical Commission is charged with 
identifying, evaluating, and protecting the town’s important 
historical and archaeological resources. An inventory of his- 
toric assets in Sandwich, including both public and private 
buildings as well as other structures and cemeteries, has been 
compiled over a number of years. Individual files contain 
descriptive information on the asset and the people associated 
with it, as well as published materials and photographs that 
pertain to the structure. This inventory is available at the 
Archives in the Town Hall Annex for those who are interested 
in the families and houses of Sandwich. 


A major focus over the past year has been on detailing 
the history of the mid-nineteenth century homes in the Liberty 
Street area, the former Abraham Nye property. The relevant 
deeds have been incorporated into a computerized database. 
This effort will continue in the coming year, with expansion 
into adjacent streets. 


Another substantial project over the past year has 
involved working with several Sandwich property owners on 
the documentation necessary for them to submit applications to 
have their property placed on the National Register of Historic 
Places. The work on three of these properties is nearing com- 
pletion, with formal submission anticipated in the next few 
months.

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Report of the 
SANDWICH OLD KING’S HIGHWAY 
HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMITTEE 


In January 2000, the Sandwich Old King’s Highway His 
toric District Committee elected officers for the year. Pau 
White was elected Chair, Jacob Atwood Vice Chair, and Bet 
Allen Corresponding Secretary. Linda Marsh, having previous 
ly served as an alternate, began her first year as an electe 
member of the Committee. Barry Hall was appointed to th 
Committee by the Board of Selectmen as Architect-Builder. 
Jonathan Shaw was appointed to the Committee by the Board 
of Selectmen as an Alternate Member. 


The Sandwich Old King’s Highway Historic Distric 
includes all properties within the area north of the centerline 0 
Route 6 to the Cape Cod Bay low water line, extending fro 
the town line with Bourne to the border with Barnstable. Th 
Sandwich Historic District also includes that part of Sandwic 
along the Bay which is on the western side of the Canal. Th 
District provides protection for visual character and setting s 
that all exterior changes to buildings, signs, and other con 
struction are reviewed for congruity, compatibility, and appro 
priateness within the historic character of Sandwich. Th 
District, mandated under state law, Chapter 470 of the Acts o 
1973, as amended, includes the towns of Sandwich, Barnsta 
ble, Yarmouth, Dennis, Brewster and Orleans. 


All exterior changes, including new construction, alter 
ations/additions, demolitions, painting (except when changin 
to white), and including exterior work by town, state, and fed 
eral departments, must receive Sandwich Historic Distric 
Committee approval prior to the commencement of work. Als 
included are sheds, decks, window replacements, hedges 
signs, walls, walkways, berms, driveway paving & aprons 
fences, arbors, light posts, etc. Upon approval, a Certificate o 
Appropriateness is issued. National studies have shown tha 
property values within historic districts are between 21% an 
27% higher than elsewhere which makes the Sandwich Ol 
King’s Highway Historic District particularly important fo 
homeowners who do not wish their residential investments t 
decline. All one needs to do is to drive Route 28 and then tak 
a trip on Route 6A to see what a great impact the Historic Dis 
trict has had in preserving our visual quality of life. 


In 2000 the Sandwich Historic District Committe 
reviewed 277 applications. The Committee worked with th 
applicants, and the vast majority of applications wer 
approved, with only approximately 3% denied. 


In addition to the many hours spent in reviewing pla 
and properties in preparation for the bi-monthly hearing 
members attended seminars and participated in monthly Satu 
day morning working meetings conducted by the Region 
Historic District Commission. The Committee held its ow 
working business meetings, ordinarily quarterly. The Chair 


the Committee and other interested members also attended the 
Old King’s Highway Regional Historic District Commission 
hearings in Brewster monthly to hear appeals before the Com- 
mission. Any person aggrieved by the determination of the 
Committee may, within ten days, appeal to the Regional Com- 
mission, which is composed of the Chairs of all the Historic 
Committees of the six Cape towns which make up the Old 
King’s Highway Regional Historic District. 


The most critical issue affecting the entire Old King’s 
Highway Regional Historic District was the ongoing legal bat- 
tle between the Regional Historic District and the Massachu- 
setts Highway Department over jurisdiction of state 
reconstruction of the Old King’s Highway itself (Route 6A). 
All member towns of the Regional Historic District supported 
this legal effort because the Old King’s Highway is the very 
heart of the six-town Historic District. The Sandwich Historic 
District Committee was particularly concerned when the Legal 
Counsel to the Old King’s Highway Regional Historic District 
by neglecting to submit an appeal within the Court’s time lim- 
its failed to carry the issue to a higher court. The Regional His- 
‘oric District Commission has now submitted a bill to the 
Legislature to give consultative authority to the Regional His- 
‘oric District with regard to road building by the Massachusetts 
Highway Department affecting Route 6A. Our particular 
thanks to the Sandwich Board of Selectmen for supporting this 
legislation. 


The annual election of the Sandwich Historic District 
Committee was held in November 2000. Jonathan A. Shaw 
was elected to a four-year term to serve in the place of Betty 
Allen who did not seek re-election. Barry Hall was re-appoint- 
2d to the Committee by the Board of Selectman as Architect- 
Builder, and Betty Allen was appointed as Alternate Member. 
Thanks are due to members of the Committee who have served 
he Town in recent years in preserving its historic character. 
Particular thanks are due to two members: Betty Allen for serv- 
ng as an elected member of the Committee and for now agree- 
ng to continue to provide her expertise as an alternate 
member; and to Barry Hall for continuing to provide his pro- 
fessional experience and wisdom in the critical position of 
Architect-Builder. 


During the year the Committee met several times to 
‘evise and improve the application instructions and forms and 
it is expected that these revisions will be instituted in January 


2001.

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Report of the 
ARCHIVES AND 
HISTORICAL CENTER 


The Archives office is open for researchers three days a 
week, Tuesday through Thursday, from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. A con- 
siderable number have visited the office to research informa- 
tion on Sandwich history and families. The office also supplies 
information by mail for those who cannot come in person to 
access the files. 


A number of students, from elementary school through 
graduate students have used our facility this year. The collec- 
tions include family files, with information on people who 
lived in Sandwich, general files on Sandwich history, and a 
collection of photographs. In addition, there is a large collec- 
tion of materials donated by residents which pertains to their 
families or the town. The Archives also house records of many 
of the departments in town, particularly the “old” records. 


The Archives has an extensive photograph collection, all 
of which is preserved in acid-free folders and boxes. These 
provide a pictorial history of the Sandwich and its people from 
the late 1800’s. We are always willing to accept photographs 
for our collection. Anyone wishing to donate old family pho- 
tographs may give either the originals or copies so that your 
family will be represented in our collection. An index to the 
photograph collection in photocopy form is available to 
researchers. 


The Archives houses the files of the Sandwich Historical 
Commission inventory of historic assets, which include infor- 
mation on houses in Sandwich, generally those built prior to 
1900. Also included are forms and information on the ceme- 
teries, monuments and areas of historical importance. The files 
are available for those wishing to research the history of their 
home and the people who lived in it. 


During the past year donations from the following are 
acknowledged with thanks: John Cullity, Russell A. Lovell, Jr., 
Carolyn Crowell, Clyde Gill, Elwell Perry, Robert and Gloria 
Woodbury, Judy Hendy, Sandwich Police Department, Thorn- 
ton W. Burgess Society, and Gordon Beckhart.

Report of the 
DEXTER GRIST MILL 


The Dexter Grist Mill was open with the exception of 
Sundays from May 26 to October 14. Although the weather 
was sometimes inclement, the mill was busy throughout the 
summer. Paid admissions improved over last year by 15 per- 
cent, accounting for 5,703 tourists. Many hundreds of towns- 
people and students also came to visit. The number of school 
groups increased significantly. Children ranging from pre- 
school to high school, public and private were welcomed to the 
mill. They listened to stories about gristmills, learned about the 
many grains that are found in foods and tasted the freshly 
ground cornmeal. Many of the students wrote back later to say 
how much they enjoyed their visit. Amusingly, some of the stu- 
dent’s chaperones recalled when they, too, had visited the mill 
as students. The years pass ever more quickly. 


Revenues from sales were up 22 percent. 11,074 pounds 
of cornmeal were ground and sold. Bus tours also provided 
increased numbers; the biggest attraction being the artesian 
well and the rest rooms. 


Wedding pictures were booked at the mill site nearly 
every weekend and artists painting at their easels were a com- 
mon sight. 


The cooler weather helped to keep the pond growth 
down to a manageable level. A larger number of herring were 
reported to have returned to Shawme Lake. Their migration is 
monitored each year by the Division of Marine Fisheries. 
Spawning results appeared to be noticeably less however. 


Sandwich residents are reminded that they are entitled to 
free admission to the mill and that the cornmeal continues to be 
a bargain. The corn is organically grown and each cloth bag of 
meal purchased includes a brochure of gourmet recipes. Help 
support your mill and try the cornmeal.

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Report of the 
SANDWICH POLICE DEPARTMENT 


2000 was a busy year for the Sandwich Police Depart- 
ment with a total of 8,238 complaints investigated. Breaking 
and entering, one of our more serious problems, decreased to 
79 from 94 in 1999. Two hundred thirteen larcenies were 
investigated, up from 191 in 1999. There were three rapes 
investigated in 2000, four in 1999. Two hundred seventy-one 
cases of malicious destruction, a continuing problem, were 
investigated, up from 224 in 1999. Other criminal investiga- 
tions include 45 assaults up from 41 in 1999, 4 auto thefts 
down from 12 in 1999. Thirty-eight drug violations were inves- 
tigated. Domestic violence calls increased from 194 to 200. We 
have worked diligently on our program of domestic violence 
follow-up intervention at identified problematic residences. 
The remaining complaints were of a less serious criminal or 
service nature. 


Of the 8,238 complaints, Sandwich village accounted for 
2,047, South Sandwich 3,920 (including Forestdale), East 
Sandwich 2,106. 


July was our busiest month with 892 complaints fol- 
lowed by: 


June 796, August 773, May 771, September 691, January 
681, April 671, March 649, October 622, December 614, 
November 541, and February 537. 


Saturday was the busiest day with 1,301 complaints, fol- 
lowed by: 


Friday 1,221, Wednesday 1,1,93, Tuesday 1,186, Sunday 
1,149, Monday 1,108, and Thursday 1,081. 


A total of 461 criminal charges were filed by the Sand- 
wich Police Department, of that 354 arrests were made by 
members of the department in 2000. One hundred seventy-one 
inebriated persons were taken into protective custody and later 
released or transported to a detoxification facility. 


One thousand seven hundred fifty-three motor vehicle 
citations were issued, including those requiring court action 
and written warnings. Three hundred fifty-two accidents were 
investigated, up from 332 in 1999. One hundred people were 
injured. There were two fatal motor vehicle accidents resulting 
in three tragic deaths in 2000, none in 1999. 


Service complaints consisted of the following; officers 
investigated 439 citizen reports of suspicious persons, vehicles 
and incidents, and responded to 795 requests to see a police 
officer. Officers also answered 1281 burglar and holdup 
alarms, and served 138 summons and restraining orders. 


The Department, as the designated E911 Public Safety 
Answering Point for the town, received 2,937 calls on our 911 
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lines. One thousand two hundred sixteen calls were transferre 
to the Fire Department as the callers were requesting emer 
gency medical services or reporting fires. Two hundred twen 
ty-six of the calls were hang ups, all requiring a Polic 
response. Many other non-emergency calls were due to misdi 
al, problems programming phones or just plain nuisance type 
requiring a police officer to confirm them. Our policy man 
dates that officers respond to all 911 calls received, includin 
those where the caller reports an error on their part. 


Police assistance rendered numbered 2,248, with 1,4 
assists to the Fire Department and Ambulance. There were 18 
calls to assist other law enforcement agencies and town depart 
ments, 18 assists to mentally disturbed persons, 177 disablec 
motorist assists, one escort, 44 civil matters, and 129 anima 
related calls all handled by the police. 


The Sandwich Police Department received several majo 
grant awards in 2000: 


* A “Community Policing” grant in the amoun 
of $23,750 which will allow the Department t 
expand its Community Policing efforts. 


¢ A $15,000 D.A.R.E grant which will assist Office 
Brian Bondarek with his program educating our yout 
in the resistance of drugs, alcohol and tobacco prod 
ucts. D.A.R.E. education consists of a four-week pro 
gram in grade one, an 18-week program in grade fiv 
which includes a ropes course and the youth ranc 
Seventh and eighth graders participate in a court tri 
which originates at a local supermarket and brings th 
students through the entire arrest and booking proce 
dure and ends at the Barnstable District Cou 
D.A.R.E. is also part of the School Health Adviso 
Council for all four schools. 


¢ A “Cops in Schools” grant was received fo 
$250,000.00. This program will fund two scho 
resource officers over a three-year period. The goal o 
this program is to enhance school-police collaboratio 
to decrease school and community incidences o 
youth crime and disfunctionality. 


¢ A “Bicycle Helmet Safety” grant which consists of 5 
helmets to be awarded to students in the three el 
mentary schools. 


Various members of the Police Department participate 
in several fund raising events this past year. The Departme 
raised approximately $6,000.00 to benefit the Neff childre 
who lost both parents in a fatal car accident on Easter. Offic 
Malcolmson coordinated and raised over $25,000.00 to build 
skateboard park for our youth. Members of the department als 
raised $6,000.00 in the Pan Mass Challenge and a walk to be 
efit the Jimmy Fund. The Sandwich Police Association spo 
sored a family for Christmas and the Police Wives Associatio 


provided the meals to the family for Christmas Eve and Christ- 
mas Day. 


Officer Patton created and built a website at 
www.capecod.net/sandwichpolice for the Department. Citizens 
may go online and obtain statistics, request forms, read some 
uistory of the Department and view pictures. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the citizens 
f Sandwich, the Finance Committee, other Town Departments

Report of the 
RE DEPARTMENT 


As Fire Chief, I respectfully submit my annual report for 
he year 2000 for the Sandwich Fire Department. 


The Sandwich Fire Department responded to 2,672 
mergencies (.8% over 1999). This included 1,823 medical 
calls, 155 fires totaling $276,250.00 in damages and 694 other 
mergencies, including but not limited to: 25 carbon monoxide 
eaks in homes, 48 hazardous liquids and gases or chemical 
eaks. Eight (8) firefighters were injured performing their 
luties at incidents. Our busiest day was Thursday with Sunday 
eing the slowest. Busy time periods are 8AM to 4PM = 56% 
f all calls, 4PM to 12 Midnight = 30% of all calls and Mid- 
light to 8AM = 14% of all calls respectively. 


It is important to note that 74 or 47% of the fires were in 
esidential occupancies. This up by 21% over the previous 
ear, underscoring the need to properly locate and maintain 
moke detectors. Fire department personnel are available to 
ssist in determining the proper location for installation of 
ese valuable devices. For those who are without smoke 
etectors the local real estate seller’s association has donated 
ome for us to install, free of charge. 


Of the 25 carbon monoxide incidents we responded to 4 
ad serious levels of carbon monoxide in the building. Resi- 
ents must not take chances with carbon monoxide, it is odor- 
ss, tasteless and colorless and is easily overlooked. In many 
ases it is the heating system that has caused the problem, fol- 
wed by vehicles running in attached garages. 


Requests for emergency medical assistance numbered 
823 last year, with 1,195 transported to area hospitals. 
dvanced Life Support intervention was needed for 610 of the 
atients transported. 190 injured persons were extricated from 
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motor vehicle accidents using the Jaws of Life or other heavy- 
rescue equipment. 


Fire Prevention conducted 728 inspections, issued 880 
permits and reviewed numerous commercial and residential 
plans, visited numerous homes and businesses to answer ques- 
tions, performed public and school safety programs, and was 
involved in CPR training for the public. 


Department personnel conducted 13 CPR training class- 
es with 140 students attending. Quick intervention in less than 
four minutes by a person trained in CPR can make a dramatic 
difference in a patient’s chance for survival from a heart attack 
or when loss of breathing has occurred. Blood pressure screen- 
ings are conducted daily at the Headquarters and Forestdale 
stations. 


Sandwich is divided into the 7 response districts listed 
below: 


District 1 

Includes Quaker Meetinghouse Road west to the Bourne 
town line and from Route 6 north. 802 medical calls, 51 fires 
totaling $132,200.00 in damages and 246 other emergencies 
for a total of 1,099 emergencies in this area of town. 


District 2 

Includes Quaker Meetinghouse Road east to the Barnsta- 
ble town line and from Route 6 north. 306 medical calls, 31 
fires totaling $19,000.00 in damages and 150 other emergen- 
cies for a total of 487 emergencies in this area of town. 


District 3 

Includes Route 6 south to the Mashpee line and east from 
the Military boundary to Farmersville Road. 622 medical calls, 
63 fires totaling $115,400.00 in damages and 217 other emer- 
gencies for a total of 902 emergencies in this area of town. 


District 4 

Includes: Route 6 south to the Mashpee line and from 
Quaker Meetinghouse Road east to the Barnstable town line. | 
medical calls, 2 fires totaling less than $200.00 in damages and 
1 other emergencies for a total of 4 emergencies this area of 
town. 


District 5 

Includes all areas north of the Cape Cod Canal. 11 med- 
ical calls, | fires totaling $500.00 in damages and 4 other 
emergencies for a total of 16 emergencies this area of town. 


District 6 

Is for all potentially high life or fire loss target hazards 
and includes the nursing and rest homes, hospital, elderly hous- 
ing, lumber yard and power plant. Its purpose is only for addi- 
tional equipment and personnel needs. Incidents in these areas 
are 76 medical calls, 8 fires and 29 other emergencies for a 
total of 113 emergencies. 


District 7 

Includes Lake Shore Drive and portions of Newtown 
Road and Race Lane. It is singled out due to mutual aid con- 
siderations. None. 


Mutual Aid 

Assistance provided to other communities occurred 47 
times to other towns as part of the county mutual aid agreement 
and we received their help 56 times. 


Emergency calls were received as follows:

Police intercom. 266 10% 
Walk in emergencies. 143 5% 
Automatic alarms, 182 7%

The average response times between the three major 
areas of town are below.

The importance of response times is significant when 
you consider that, when you are unable to breath your brain 
suffers severe damage in only 4 to 6 minutes, making recovery 
very difficult at best. Fires will flash over consuming the entire 
room in 2.5 to 3 minutes preventing escape. These response 
times suffer because of poor station placement, lack of person- 
nel and the increased number of emergencies which tie up per- 
sonnel. 


We can not reasonably be expected to meet National Fire 
Protection Association (NFPA) and Occupational Health and 
Safety Act (OSHA) standards without additional personnel. 
These standards were developed to reduce the rate of firefight- 
er injuries and death in the United States. They require that 
before firefighters enter a fire or other hazardous atmosphere 
that there shall be two members with appropriate tools and 
equipment to be ready to back them up and/or rescue them 
should the situation deteriorate. With only one or two members 
arriving on a truck, this is impossible to accomplish without 
significant delays waiting for others to arrive. 


In 2000, 1,905 requests for personnel to cover the sta- 
tions were made during emergencies, only 735 were able to be 
filled, leaving us with insufficient or NO personnel 40% of the 
time. This is unacceptable by any reasonable standard. The 
safety of our citizens and our personnel are put in jeopardy 
when we arrive with only one or two members in a vehicle to 
deal with a fire or medical call. To deal with the 2,672 emer- 


gencies, 4,903 apparatus responses were required. Simultane- 
ous Calls (two or more calls in the same 60 minute time frame) 
happened 1,097 times. Our total emergency call volume has 
increased from 1,685 in 1990 to a current number of 2,672 in 
2000, a 59% increase. In that time our medical calls have 
increased by 77%. We have long reached a point where our off 
duty career and call personnel can not keep up with the volume 
of calls. I have received calls from area fire departments noting 
our increased dependence on them and calls from frustrated 
Sandwich residents who are upset at the situation. Personnel 
must be hired and trained to meet the ever increasing workload 
before we have a tragedy. 


The Fire Stations are bursting at the seams from both old 
age and increased functions that must be carried out in them. 
Drafty windows and non insulated walls and doors cause high 
energy costs. There is a serious lack of space for every facet of 
our operation from office and medical supplies to vehicles and 
equipment. Closets have been turned into offices with files and 
supplies placed in the attics, hallways and in the apparatus 
bays. Vehicles must be specially ordered to fit in the buildings 
adding to their cost. 


Equipment maintenance is a serious concern. While we 
are fortunate to have a Firefighter/EMT who is knowledgeable 
and capable of doing the work, he is hampered by interruptions 
requiring his response on calls while trying to complete repairs 
at the same time. Maintenance and repair are very time con- 
suming on the larger specialized fire and rescue equipment, 
making it difficult at best, to handle with a member on shift 
who must also respond on emergency calls, after removing 
heavy grease, etc. Without proactive maintenance, higher out 
of town repair costs and longer down times are inevitable. 


I would like to thank the Board of Selectman, other town 
boards, departments, and committees, the citizens and organi- 
zations of Sandwich, other Fire/Rescue Departments and espe- 
cially the members of the Sandwich Fire Department and their 
families for their support and cooperation throughout the year.

On the Upper Cape we have some of the largest contigu- 
us tracks of natural wood lands, with much of it in and around 
Sandwich. The loss of property could be devastating, as 
emonstrated by past major fires of this type that have 

curred in or near this community. With the increase in the 
number of homes and their proximity to the woods the losses 
will be much greater. The types of vegetation and weather con- 
itions including ever changing winds here put Cape Cod in 
e top three in the United States for forest fire spread and 
everity. Rapid response to and the control of outside fires is 
imperative to prevent the major fires this town has experienced 
in the past.

Report of the 
BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


During 2000 activities in the Building Department con- 
tinued at a brisk pace. Our scope of responsibilities includes: 


* The Massachusetts State Building Code, 780 CMR, 
administration and enforcement 

¢ Town Zoning By-law administration and enforcement 

* Town By-law administration and enforcement 

¢ Architectural Access Board, CMR 521, administra- 
tion and enforcement 

* Old King’s Highway Regional Historic District 
enforcement 

¢ Sign permitting 

* Fence viewing 


What follows is a brief summary of our various respon- 
sibilities, activities, and concerns: 
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1.0 The Massachusetts State Building Code Administra- 

tion and Enforcement 

Administering 780 CMR, the Massachusetts State Build- 
ing Code, is always challenging. Everyone has their own defi- 
nition of what the code means. Once the general meaning of 
the code is established and understood by the builders, the 
Board of Building Regulations and Standards (BBRS) changes 
the code or their interpretation of the code. Their change 
always is accompanied by adjustment in permitting and field 
activities. 


Sandwich based builders are among the best in the busi- 
ness. The structures they build routinely incorporate the 
requirements of the BBRS. 


A major benefit from an enlightened building communi- 
ty is better built buildings. A structure constructed to the cur- 
rent code will resist acts of nature and fire better than a 
structure built to substandard criteria. This results in lower 
property insurance rates, based upon fewer losses, ultimately 
due to stronger construction. 


Homeowners building their own homes continue to 
demand excessive time, due to their lack of knowledge of the 
building permit process and construction in general. Home- 
owners look to the Building Department for information on 
everything, from foundations to roofs and refrigerators. Re- 
inspections and rework are the norm for frustrated homeown- 
ers led by unknowledgeable workers. 


The Building Department has, again, been backlogged 
most of the year, this year with fewer but bigger houses. As 
always, we review the permit applications and construction 
documents, conduct State mandated inspections, conduct 
building inspections, document building activities, attend State 
required training programs in addition to our other responsibil- 
ities, with less staff than comparably sized municipalities. 


A review was conducted of the building permit applica- 
tion process. The review compared information from other 
Cape communities and our own records. Comparisons were 
made with the number of permits processed, the time the per- 
mits were processed, inspections conducted, persons on staff, 
and resources available. 


It was found that most Cape towns require applicants to 
hand carry permit applications through other departments 
before submitting the permit to the building department. It was 
concluded that the process we use is most productive for appli- 
cants based upon our current staffing levels. It was also found 
that the building permit application in Sandwich contained 
construction information pages, good to know code items, but 
not necessary for the application process. 


This year several large projects were completed and 
given a certificate of use and occupancy. The Stop and Shop 


Plaza construction and renovation, Southern Energy’s Selec- 
tive Catalytic Reducer at the Power Plant, Sandwich High 
School addition and renovation, Oak Ridge and Forestdale 
School modular classrooms, and the Riverview High School 
building construction. 


Policies and procedures have been published and updat- 
ed, as needed, to provide the building community with clear 
guidelines on the topics covered. The subjects currently avail- 
able were written in response to inquiries and requests for 
information from the public. Policies include: 1) Letters of 
Buildability, 2) Engineered Lumber, 3) Written Opinions and 
Interpretations, 4) Time of Inspections, 5) Erosion Control, and 
6) Inspection Requirements. Procedures include: 1) Building 
Permit Application Review Procedure, 2) Complaints, and 3) 
Suggested Procedure for Selecting a Builder.

As we approach build-out our new construction will 
lessen, as it has this year. Fieldwork did increase, due to the 
complexity of the new construction and follow-up on areas of 
concern. 


2.0 Town By-law, Zoning By-law Administration and 
Enforcement 
Town By-law administration and enforcement for the 
Building Department focuses on signs. This one area has a 
tremendous impact on the appearance of Sandwich. The people 
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: 
who live and work in the Town are often divided on issues sur- 
rounding signs. The sign committee has fashioned a new sign 
code that maintains the appearance of Sandwich, and provides 
information to people. It is the intent to bring this revised by- 
law to Town Meeting 2001 for vote, and close the gaps in our 
current sign by-law. 


Zoning By-law administration and enforcement is anoth- 
er continuous challenge. Some Town Zoning By-iaws are inter- 
pretable in part. Some Zoning By-laws are outdated and 
conflict with state laws. It is obvious that more zoning defini- 
tions are needed as is compliance with state law. 


3.0 Architectural Access Board, CMR 521, Administra- — 

tion and Enforcement 

Progress, albeit it slow, has been made in Sandwich 
becoming accessible. The Sandwich Council on Disability 
meets the first Monday of each month to discuss and plan 
issues on accessibility. Through their efforts many local mer- 
chants have voluntarily provided accessibility for handicapped 
people to facilities previously unreachable. 


In addition, fines for parking in handicapped parking 
spaces have been increased to $50.00 for the first offense, 
$75.00 for the second offense, and $100 for the third and later 
offenses. 


4.0 Old King’s Highway Regional Historic District 

Enforcement 

With a lot of help from members of the Old King’s 
Highway Regional Historic District Committee, concerns with 
meeting their decisions were identified and follow-up actions 
to assure compliance was met. Builders, as well as owners, 
were made aware of departures from approved plans and draw- 
ings, and corrective actions were made. 


5.0 Current Status 

Some of our most immediate needs were addressed this 
year. The new computer systems and networking have proven 
to be a major plus for productivity. The new telephone system 
meets our communication needs. 


We have two major needs left: a Geographic Information 
System (GIS) soon to help manage the Town‘s business and 
space for a filing system. The GIS system will in part solve 
some of the filing concerns, but only after it is in place. 


As always, my sincere thanks to the staff in the Buildin 
Department, Health Department, Conservation Department 
Zoning Department, Planning & Development Office, Fir 
Department, Police Department and the Department of Publi 
Works who have all cooperated with me and continually sup 
ported my efforts each and every time they were needed.

Report of the 
ELECTRICAL DEPARTMENT 


During the calendar year of 2000 a total of 641 permits 
were issued, of these 105 for new dwellings and 536 for alter- 
ations and additions. The fees collected and paid to the Town 
were $22,530.00 


Inspections take longer than the work time allotted by the 
Town. 


The number of electrical permits normally exceeds the 
number of building permits in a town. Again this year, this is 
not true, which says that electrical work is being done without 
a permit and inspection. 


The restrictive inspection hours do not provide for 
enforcement activities.

Report of the 
PLUMBING AND GAS INSPECTOR 


The Plumbing and Gas Department was busy in 2000. 
There were 400 gas permits issued and 612 plumbing permits 
issued, a total of 1012 permits, nearly all requiring two inspec- 
tions. 


The fees collected and paid to the Town were $24,930.00 
for plumbing permits and $9,850.00 for gas permits. This totals 
to $34,780.00 


Permits have increased by over 17%. Since there are usu- 
ally two inspections per permit, inspections have increased 
beyond what can be done in a 15 to 19 hour work week. Record 
keeping and office time consume additional time. 


My thanks to the secretaries for their work and profes- 
sionalism in assisting me with the paperwork and record keep- 
ing required for this work.

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Report of the 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


“Prevention goes to the heart of public health, and public 
health represents the best values of our society.”

The Sandwich Board of Health’s commitment to expand- 
ing its participatory role in public health has begun with the 
foundation of the continued review of the Pave Paws Facility 
operated by the United States Air Force. This facility, the com- 
munities concerns and identified disease rates in the Cape com- 
munity is the basis for the Boards expanse of review. The 
Board, recognizing the importance of public health regulations, 
has recognized the greater importance of community and 
regional involvement in public health issues. 


The Board of Health had requested a health study from 
the United States Air Force regarding the potential health 
impacts associated with the Pave Paws facility. The Board con- 
siders the review of and impact of such to be of regional con- 
cern. The Board had decided to be a participating advocate in 
the formulation of a Public Health Working Group. The Health 
Agent had an opportunity to travel to Brooks Air Force Base @ 
San Antonio, Texas and Washington, DC to investigate issues 
associated with the Pave Paws facility and develop contacts, 
which will be critical in addressing the issues to come. 


With a continued commitment to expanding the Boards 
view of Public Health, the Board is participating in the Upper 
Cape Lung Cancer Investigation Advisory Committee. This 
committee is to advise in the development and implementation 
of a study designed to address elevated lung cancer incidence 
and subsequent mortality on Upper Cape Cod. The Board rec- 
ognizes the importance of this study while reviewing the vari- 
ous potential causative agents. 


The Board and Health Agent have been involved in pro- 
grams that will be designed to address the nations gap in pub- 
lic health; the ability to identify disease trends and a disease 
and exposure tracking network. The Health Agent has worked 
with the Massachusetts Department of Public Health in a Bio- 
terrorism program to determine the town’s ability to coordinate 
with the medical community to identify disease trends. Addi- 
tionally, the PEW Environmental Health Commission at the 
John Hopkins University has been meeting with local Cape 
health officials to identify health concerns for the Cape. This 
will initiate the development of a program to establish a track- 
ing capacity for chronic diseases and environmental exposures 
that also link to hazard data. 


Tobacco control is expected to be a continued discussion 
in the year 2001. The Health Department staff has been partic- 


ipating on the Cape Cod Regional Tobacco Control Advisory 
Committee. The Board of Health first implemented smoking 
regulations on December 4, 1991. Based on establishment size, 
these were the first regulations to prohibit smoking in restau- 
rants and bars. The Board of Health had been involved in dis- 
cussions to review the current regulations. 


The Health Department continues to fulfill the require- 
ments of the Septic Grant Program in cooperation: with the 
Barnstable County Department of Health and Environment 
originally initiated in 1996 to alleviate cost concerns for septic 
upgrades. The Board had received a grant for $100,000.00 to 
assist residents in upgrading failed septic systems. This pro- 
gram continues to assist the community due to the program 
repayment proceeds. The program has been a great success 
with the assistance of Kendall Ayers of the County Health 
Department, the town Accounting Department and the Town 
Clerk and such will continue to occur due to additional fund- 
ing sources being located. The Health Department had received 
$200,000.00 to be utilized for the Community Septic Manage- 
ment Program. The Health Department is in the process of 
securing an additional $200,000.00. The funding is part of a 
joint program between the DEP and the Massachusetts Water 
Pollution Abatement Trust. Due to the complexity of the appli- 
cation procedures with the Massachusetts Water Pollution 
Abatement Trust, the funding was not readily available. The 
Department is working towards resolving these issues to make 
the funding available to the community. Those who have 
upgraded their septic system are advised to take advantage of 
the Massachusetts State Tax Credit for Septic Upgrades. 


The Board witnessed the re-election of Richard Loring to 
the Board of Health in May. The Board elected Richard Loring 
as Chairman. Additionally, the Board elected Kathy Hardy as 
Clerk. Sandra Thompkins continued her commitment to the 
Board. As always, the Board and Agent thanks Assistant Dar- 
ren Meyer and the Boards secretary; Katherine Walter for her 
patience, professionalism and organizing the office on a daily 
basis.

Report of the 
ANIMAL CONTROL OFFICER 


It is with a great deal of pleasure that I submit my second 
annual report to the community. During the period of January 
1, 2000 through December 31, 2000 this department provided 
the following services. 


18,368 Miles Covered 
117 Dogs Impounded 
29 Animal bites investigated 
93 Dead animals removed 
335 Lost animal reports 
113 Barking dog investigations 
289 Loose dog complaints 
43 Injured or sick wildlife treated 
88 Citations issued 
i222 Written warnings issued 


The most common complaint to the Animal Control 
Department involves barking dogs. The first question I ask the 
complainant is, “Have you spoken with the dog owner?” 
Almost always the answer is “No”. 


Approaching someone with a complaint can be unpleas- 
ant and in some cases intimidating. Speaking to your neighbor 
is the first and most basic step in solving almost any issue. 
Give it a try...often times you will be pleasantly surprised and 
a new friendship may develop as a result of a face-to-face dis- 
cussion. 


| If you are a person receiving a complaint about your dog, 
try to be open-minded even if you think your neighbor is being 
completely unreasonable. Making threats or acting out in an 
inappropriate manner or with some sort of retaliation is not in 
anyone’s best interest. Situations that are handled poorly tend 
to escalate into something that cannot be resolved without a 
legal battle. 
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Always put yourself in the other person’s shoes this helps 
to bring understanding, give each other a break or the benefit- 
of-a-doubt. Most things that happen are not intended. Even my 
dog gets out once in a while! If you do end up in court, a judge 
is not likely to be sympathetic if you haven’t made at least 
some effort to work things out. 


Here are some suggestions on how to get the most from 
your negotiations: 


¢ Write a friendly note or call to arrange a convenient 
time to talk. Don’t blunder up some rainy evening 
when the neighbor is trying to drag groceries and kids 
in the house after work. 


¢ If you think it’s appropriate, take a little something to 
the meeting to break the ice: some vegetables from 
your garden, perhaps. 


¢ If aneighbor is complaining about your dog, and you 
think he’s being unreasonable, try to find out the exact 
problem. It may be easily solved or the real problem 
may not be the dog at all. 


* Don’t threaten legal action (or worse, illegal action). 
There will be plenty of time to discuss legal remedies 
if relations deteriorate. 


¢ ‘Try to agree on specific actions to alleviate the prob- 
lem: for example that the dog will be kept inside 
between 10 p.m. and 8 a.m. 


¢ After you agree on a plan, set a date to talk again in a 
couple of weeks. If your next meeting is already 
arranged, it will be easier for you to talk again. It 
won't look like your badgering your neighbor, but 
will show that your serious about getting the problem 
solved. 


¢ If the situation improves, make a point to say thanks. 
Not only is it the nice thing to do, it will also encour- 
age more progress. 


At this time I would like to thank all the Town’s boards, 
committees, departments, personnel and citizens for their con- 
tinued support.

Report of the 
EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 
DIRECTOR 


The Town of Sandwich came through the past year with- 
out any major storms or serious flooding. In spite of a fairly 
active hurricane season on the east coast, we were fortunate to 
have missed all of the big storms. 


During the past year there were meetings with the Mass- 
achusetts Emergency Management Agency in Bridgewater, 
MA to keep us updated regarding resources available to us here 
in Sandwich. Monthly meetings were also held for the Cape 
Cod Emergency Managers at the Red Cross office in Hyannis. 
Sandwich Emergency Management hosted a training session at 
the Oak Ridge School on October 28, 2000 conducted by the 
Amateur Radio for Emergency Services (ARES) group. Many 
towns both on and off Cape were represented. The people 
receiving the training are amateur radio operators licensed by 
the Federal Communications Commission. With this training 
they are certified to provide communications not only between 
the local shelters but also with Mass Emergency Management, 
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Federal Emergency Management, National Weather Service 
and the American Red Cross. Many of these operators are 
Sandwich residents and provide their own equipment for local 
and long distance communications. I would like to thank the 
Cape and Islands Amateur Radio Club and the Barnstable 
Amateur Radio Club as well as their individual members for 
supporting the efforts of Sandwich Emergency Management. 


The American Red Cross has re-certified the town’s 
emergency shelters, Oak Ridge, Forestdale and Wing schools. 
An agreement between the Town of Sandwich and the Red 
Cross has been signed which allows the trained Red Cross vol- 
unteers to operate the shelters during an emergency. 


I would like to thank the citizens of Sandwich, the Board 
of Selectmen, Fire and Police Departments, Public Works 
Department, School Department, Town Administrator, Town 
Hall staff, other boards and especially the Emergency Manage- 
ment Committee for their assistance during the past year.

2000 was another year of significant accomplishments in 
the Public Works Department. 


The landfill capping design has been completed and sub- 
mitted to the Massachusetts Department of Environmental Pro- 
tection for the necessary permits prior to construction. We 
estimate that the capping construction will begin in 2001. We 
also continued the evaluation of expanding the transfer station 
or collection at curbside. This will be completed in 2001. 


The design of the proposed traffic signals at Route 130 
and Snake Pond Road were completed. Town Meeting 
approved the expenditure of funds. A sidewalk from Route 130 
to the Snake Pond Beach is proposed as part of the Route 130 
signal project if enough funding is available. Town Meeting 
action is needed in 2001 to acquire land for the improvements. 
The remainder of the design of two other sections is being 
reviewed by the Massachusetts Highway Department. 


Town Meeting approved funds to reconstruct Service 
Road. The work was started and will be complete in 2001. 


Through the Engineering Department, two large-scale 
environmental storm-water remediation projects in the Town 
Neck and Lakewood Hills sections of Town were successfully 
completed. These projects will significantly improve the water 
quality in two sensitive areas, the Mill Creek/Dock Creek estu- 
ary, and Spectacle Pond. Numerous other projects were under- 
taken including drainage repairs, construction of the parking 
lot and the commencement of the bathhouse at Snake Pond. 
The Department’s ability to provide computer Aided Drafting 
and Design services to other Town Departments has proved to 
be quite a benefit. 


As always, the Engineering Department worked closely 
with the Planning Board on issues relating to land develop- 


ment. On behalf of the Planning Board, the Engineering 
Department performed construction inspections on four new 
roads and reviewed plans for five new subdivisions. Sixty-four 
reports were issued to the Zoning Board of Appeals regarding: 
various applications. 

In order to keep up with roadside mowing and mainte- 
nance, Town Meeting approved the purchase of a tractor for 
mowing. This will augment the equipment we already use and 
is much appreciated. 


2000 saw our first ice sculpture at Town Hall Square to_ 
welcome in the new year. Thanks to our DPW crew. We hope . 
to establish this as a tradition. : 


Significant work was done on many roads including 
reconstruction and drainage repairs. This work was paid for 
with either Town or Chapter 90 funds. The program has been 
very successful, residents are very pleased with the improve- 
ments, and the program must be continued by the Town. 


Our transfer station workers have done an exceptional 
job dealing with additional activity due to the growth the Town 
has experienced. 


Our Park crew again demonstrated their ability to main- 
tain our grounds in beautiful condition. They also are involved 
in snow and ice operations. 


We welcome Paul S. Tilton to the DPW as the Assistant 
Town Engineer. His enthusiasm and knowledge of traffic 
issues will be a tremendous asset as Sandwich continues to 
grow and experience more vehicles driving on our roads. 


I want to thank all DPW employees, especially because 
they are working with fewer staff than is required to accom- 
plish all tasks and services, for making 2000 a successful and 
rewarding one.

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Report of the 
NURSING DEPARTMENT 


The following list of services is provided by The Sand- 
wich Nursing Department to all Sandwich residents. The Sand- 
wich Health Association continues to help fund many of these 
services. 


Blood Pressures: 
Clinics are held on the 24 and 4" Friday of 
each month. No appointment is necessary. 


Shawme Heights: 
Blood Pressure clinics are held on the 3rd 
Thursday of the month. Medication and diet 
counseling are offered. 


Hansen Village: 
Blood Pressure clinics are held on the 24 
Thursday of the month. Medication and diet 
counseling are offered. 


Lead Screening: 
This clinic is held three times yearly — 
April, August, and November. Appointments 
are preferred. The state of Massachusetts 
requires an annual lead screening test for 
children ages one to five. 


Well Women’s Clinic: 

Frequent clinics are held monthly from Sep- 
tember through June, on Tuesday mornings. 
Women have a blood work-up and a Pap 
smear test, plus colo-rectal exam followed 
by a complete physical administered by Dr. 
Wendy Bone. Mammography exams are 
referred as needed. Each clinic is limited to 
ten patients. 


Well Men’s Clinic: 
Frequent clinics are held Thursday evenings 
September through June. Men have a blood 
work-up and a urinalysis followed by a com- 
plete physical, administered by Dr. Ramon 
Espinosa. Referrals to specialists are made if 
necessary. 


Maternal Child Clinics: 
Referrals are received from area hospitals 
regarding newborns. Nancy DellaPosta, RN 
(Public Health Nurse) will call and set up an 
appointment to visit the family. Telephone 
conferences are also encouraged. 


Well Children’s Clinics: 

Clinics are held January, March, June, Sep- 
tember, and November. A $3.00 charge is 
requested. This includes a physical examina- 
tion and the administration of any shots 
required to bring the children up to date on 
their immunizations. Dr. Charles Gleason is 
the attending physician. 


Kindergarten Clinic: 

When children register for kindergarten they 
become eligible to attend the Sandwich 
Nursing Department’s Kindergarten Clinic. 
An average of two clinics are held yearly, in 
May, at which each child receives a physical 
examination, immunization updates, lead 
and urine screenings and a dental exam. 
Dates for these clinics are to be announced. 


** A physical examination is mandated by law for every child 
entering school. Dr. Charles Gleason, a school nurse, and Pub- 
lic Health Nurse Nancy DellaPosta, RN preside at these clin- 
ics. 


Flu Clinic: 
Due to a shortage of vaccine only one Flu 
Clinic was held in November. Small Flu 
Clinics were set up in December and Janu- 
ary, by appointments only in the Nursing 
Department. About twenty-five volunteers 
were there to help out. Doctor Alice Daley 
was the attending physician. 


Communicable Disease: | 
Notice of reportable communicable Massa- 
chusetts disease is sent to the Public Health 
Nurse and an investigation is conducted. A 
report is then forwarded to the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. 


Loan Closet: | 
Durable medical equipment such as: wheel- 
chairs, walkers, canes, crutches, bath seats, 
etc., is available for use by all Sandwich res- 
idents upon request. 


School Immunization Clinic: 

A program to immunize all current sixth and 
twelfth graders with Hepatitis B vaccine 
(this requires a total of three immunizations) 
was started in 1998. In cooperation with the 
four school nurses, many students were 
immunized. The first immunization of the 
three part series was in November, along 
with the Measles, Mumps and Rubella sec- 
ond dose. The second in December alon 


with the Td vaccine, which is now required 
by students every five years. The third clin- 
ic, held in May is for the final administration 
on Hepatitis B and also Chicken Pox vaccine 
which is now required for any seventh grad- 
er who has not had chicken pox. The changes 
in requirements for needed immunization for 
school aged children prompted school offi- 
cials, school nurses, the Nursing Depart- 
ment, and the Sandwich Health Association 
to coordinate these clinics to aid parents. 


The Sandwich Public Health Nurse continues to make 
home visits in order to assess the needs of the elderly in town. 
Referrals are made from various sources, doctors, hospitals, 
certified home health agencies and the Council on Aging. 


The Sandwich Health Association continues to finance 
clinics. This allows the Nursing Department to offer many 
health preventative screenings and clinics for the residents at a 
minimal fee. 


The Nursing Department, using money from the Eaton 
Fund (money left in trust to fund the purchase of food baskets 
during the holidays for needy people in town), helps other 
charitable organizations to purchase and prepare these baskets 
which are distributed by the Highway Department. This year 
twenty-one baskets were distributed throughout the town. The 
Food Pantry and the Salvation Army take part in the project. 
Volunteers fill the baskets at the Human Services Building 
under the direction of the Nursing Department. 


The Nursing Department continues to work with the Vis- 
iting Nurses Association of Upper Cape Cod providing space 
for the mobile mammography van, which is part of the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health’s “Well Women’s Pro- 
gram” grant for uninsured or underinsured women. 


Two Prostate Clinics were held this year in coordination 
with The VNA of Cape Cod. A total of 46 men participated.

Association and the Council on Aging, for all their help. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the staff of the 
Nursing Department, Cathy Gwynn, RN, Lisa Betts, Diana

Report of the 
SANDWICH COUNCIL ON AGING 


The mission of the Council on Aging is to 1) advocate on 
behalf of Sandwich elders in addressing their needs by identi- 
fying and developing resources of assistance; 2) provide infor- 
mation, referral, outreach, nutrition and health services, in 
cooperation with other Town departments and area agencies; 3) 
enhance quality of life for seniors and the Community by pro- 
viding educational, recreation, cultural programs and activities; 
and 4) set policy for operation of Senior Center. 


Our Outreach Program is vital to the safety, security and 
well being of our senior citizens and their families. Senior pop- 
ulation (age 60+) is 3717 (18.1% of population). Living inde- 
pendently in one’s own home as long as possible is important 
to most senior citizens and our Outreach Program is vital to 
that goal. We work closely with many agencies such as Elder 
Services of Cape Cod and the Islands, Social Security Office, 
Medicaid Office, local doctors, hospital Social Service Depart- 
ments, Sight Loss Services, Inc., Elder law Project, local hous- 
ing authorities, the Sandwich Fire & Police Departments and 
Assessors. We continue to try and meet the challenge to sup- 
plement funding cuts to programs that are important to senior 
citizens. Much of the help we receive comes from donations 
and the willingness of Sandwich people of all ages to help in 
sO many ways. 


The demands on our Outreach Program continue to 
grow. We provide programs to address outreach needs and/or 
concerns, information and referrals, advocacy for senior citi- 
zens and their family members. Please call the COA at 888-

In Fiscal Year 00, we continued to receive grant funding 
from a private agency to provide Temporary Homemaking and 
Respite Program. This grant pays for temporary Homemakers 
and Home Health Aides to assist a limited number of seniors 
for a short-term period. We also received grant funds to provide 
a Caregiving Educational Series for caregivers of all ages. | 


Our talented and dedicated volunteers deserve most of 
the credit for the success of the work of the Council on Aging. 
They make possible many programs such as: 


FRIENDLY VISITORS: This group of 17 men and 
women visit approximately 23 people each month. This group 
provides much needed social contact to seniors who are some- 
what isolated and frail. We are always seeking new members to 
continue to expand this program. 


HANDYMAN REPAIR PROGRAM: Three volun- 
teers provide minor repairs to homes of Sandwich seniors to 
protect the safety and security of that person. There is no cost 
for the labor—just for the parts needed. Funds are available to 
pay the costs if there is a financial problem. Kiwanis teamed 
with us to allow expansion of this program. | 


TELEPHONE REASSURANCE: Telephone calls 
are made daily to seniors who live alone and would like the 
reassurance of regular contact. Our afternoon Front Desk vol- 
unteers make the calls during the week. 


KNOX BOX PROGRAM: In cooperation with the Sand- 
wich Fire Department, the COA has 45 Knox Boxes. These 
boxes are affixed to a frail senior’s front door and allows access 
by the Fire Department in case of an emergency. We thank the 
Fire Dept. personnel who make this program possible! 


TRANSPORTATION: We operate our passenger vans 
to transport seniors to grocery shopping, pharmacy, and a bank 
on Thursdays and Fridays. Twice a month, the second and 
fourth Wednesdays, the van transports senior citizens to shop- 
ping at area Malls. We also transport to Sight Loss Support 
Group once a month. 


We also have volunteer drivers (30) who are available to 
drive seniors to doctor appointments and hospital appointments. 
This program is critical, as many seniors can no longer drive. 


FRONT DESK VOLUNTEER: These volunteers man 
the reception desk at the Council on Aging each morning and 
afternoon and answer the telephone, handle routine tasks such 
as, reservations for activities and programs, van reservations, 
and newsletter addressing. They provide a friendly greeting 
and capable service to anyone who calls or visits. 


THE NEWSLETTER: Is made possible because of the 
support of local merchants who advertise in our Newsletter. 
They make possible the in-house printing and mailing of our 
Newsletter to 2,000 businesses and people. This Newsletter 
communicates the programs and services being offered at the 
Council on Aging as well as information on health, legal, and 
financial issues. At least fifteen volunteers address and collate 
the Newsletter each month. 


THE NUTRITION PROGRAM: Is administered by 
Elder Services of Cape Cod and the Islands and the Senior Cen- 
ter serves as the Sandwich site. Volunteers deliver Meals on 
Wheels and help prepare and set up for the Dining Center meal 
program four days a week. These volunteers are our “front line 
of defense” in identifying concerns about someone on their 
route. The COA van transports seniors to Monday meals. The 
Monday lunch program is made possible because of a $4,000.00 
donation to the Town in lieu of taxes by Shawme Heights Man- 
agement Association. The Board of Selectmen have designated 
the funds be used to provide a nutritious lunch on Mondays.

The Council on Aging continues to serve as a FUEL 
ASSISTANCE PROGRAM INTAKE SITE for Sandwich 
seniors. 


In FY 00, our 243 volunteers gave 9,130 hours valued at 
$114,367.00. Our volunteers are vital not only to the Council 
on Aging but to all Sandwich residents. We honor them each 
year with a recognition luncheon made possible through a 
Grant. Our heartfelt thanks go to each one. 
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Telephone calls (for general information and referral, 
transportation, social programs, Outreach requests, fuel assis- 
tance, financial assistance, health issues/screenings, and insur- 
ance counseling—SHINE (Serving the Health Information 
Needs of Elders) as well as participants in our programs such 
as classes, seminars, socials, luncheons, transportation to med- 
ical appointments, grocery shopping; appointments for 
lawyers, tax preparation, health screenings, etc. total 23,687. 


Financial support comes from many sources—through a 
Grant from the Executive Office of Elder Affairs which is used 
to provide outreach program support as well as supports our 
volunteer program needs. The Town budget funds the salaries 
of the full time Director and 35 hour/week Secretary as well as 
35 hours for our Outreach Coordinator. 


Many organizations provide support and assistance to the 
programs and services at the Council on Aging. They are: 
Friends of Sandwich Seniors, Sandwich Senior Citizens Club, 
American Legion, Rotary Club of Bourne/Sandwich, Lions 
Club, Kiwanis Club, High School Key Club, Sandwich 
Women’s Club, Sandwich Junior Women’s Club, Doll Museum 
Study Group, Shawme Heights Management, Inc. We thank 
them and ask you to support their fund raising efforts. We also 
thank private citizens who support us through their donations 
of funds and items such as craft items, supplies and services. 


We continue to work closely with other Town Depart- 
ments especially Nursing Department, Recreation Department, 
Park Department, Town Assessor, Board of Health, School 
Department, Fire and Police Departments. These men and 
women are always ready to assist the Council on Aging and 
Sandwich Senior Citizens. We thank them and sincerely appre- 
ciate their support. 


Eleven members comprise the policymaking Board of 
the Council on Aging. They each have added responsibilities of 
expertise in various senior issues and activities. The Board 
would like to thank the citizens of Sandwich and officials for 
their assistance and support during the year.

Report of the 
VETERANS’ GRAVES OFFICER 


Our town cemeteries have over five hundred veterans 
buried in them. As soon as possible after an internment, flag 
holders are placed upon the grave site. The maps are updated 
as to exact location of the burial site. Flags are placed upon 
each veterans’ grave before Memorial Day and remain until 
such time as the Veterans’ Graves Officer determines they 
should be removed which is determined by inclement weather 
or condition of the flag. 


Information as to locations can be obtained at Town Hall 
or from the Veterans’ Graves Officer. The location of burials 
come mostly from the local newspapers. Burials listed as pri- 
vate or if the veteran is from out-of-town, we have no way of 
updating our records. If you know of a veteran that does not 
have a marker, please contact the Veterans’ Graves Officer or 
the Town Hall. The fact that several markers are either missing, 
destroyed or moved is a major concern as the cost, like every- 
thing else, is rising. We need to keep the losses to a minimum. 


Again, many thanks to all the volunteers that helped 
again this year, especially the American Legion and the Amer- 
ican Legion Auxiliary. The Parks Department does an excellent 
job with the mowing. Only wish some of our private cemeter- 
ies would do the same, I just hope someone does not fall in the 
tall grass.

Report of the 
SANDWICH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Throughout this past year, the need for a larger library 
facility has become even more evident. Our current facility is 
simply bursting at the seams. Book and periodical circulation 
is up, use of the computers has steadily increased, children’s 
programs and activities are at an all time high, book sale atten- 
dance has increased, and the meeting rooms are booked months 
in advance. To accommodate all this activity, we have a park- 
ing lot that is one-third the size necessary for the number of 
visitors coming to the Library. The lack of on-site parking is 
aggravated by the lack of parking in the rest of the Village. 


Plans for additional Library space made some progress 
this year. Meetings with the Town’s Building Site Committee 
resulted in several different versions of site plans for new town 
facilities in South Sandwich. An engineering firm was hired by 
the Town to come up with a site plan recommendation and a 
rough budget for the project. 


Within the Library, the Trustees formed a long-range 
plan committee to project library service emphasis for the next 
three years. Working with a select group of Sandwich Citizens 
and the library staff, the committee spent the year studying 
both the Library and the Town. In December of 2000, the plan 
was presented to the Board of Trustees and unanimously 
accepted. In the same month, the Massachusetts Board of 
Library Commissioners accepted the plan. The acceptance of 
the plan by the State Library Board qualifies the Town, through 
its library, to apply for State and Federal construction funds. 


The Resource and Discovery Center in the Library has 
been drawing children and parents in ever-increasing numbers 
to the library. Coordination of programming between the Dis- 
covery Center and the Library’s Children’s Department has 
allowed the Library to increase its services to the Town at a 
very reasonable cost. 


The major task for the Board of Trustees and the staff 
over the next twelve months will be to complete a building pro- 
gram and hire an architectural firm for the future library facil- 
ities.

Report of the 
SANDWICH HOUSING AUTHORITY 


History 

Sandwich Housing Authority was first incorporated in 
1960. We now own and manage three sites in our community 
as a result of the hard work and cooperative efforts of many 
current and former commissioners. 


In 1974, we purchased our first property, a single-family 
home located in Forestdale. In 1989, our Family Housing 
(Chapter 705) Development at George Fernandes Way was 
opened. This site consists of 12 two and three bedroom apart- 
ments. In 1995, we occupied the development at Hansen Vil- 
lage that is located behind Canterbury Plaza in South 
Sandwich. Hansen Village is an innovative housing develop- 
ment that encompasses units for elders and special needs indi- 
viduals under a Pilot Program funded by the Department of 
Housing and Community Development (DHCD) of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. This pilot program integrates 8 
Department of Mental Health (DMH) consumers, living in sin- 
gle bedroom apartments within the 36 unit elderly apartment 
building for the first time in Massachusetts. DMH has residen- 
tial staff on site 24 hours per day. Also on the site is a Congre- 
gate House for 8 elderly frail that is overseen by Elder Services 
of Cape Cod and the Islands through grants from the Depart- 
ment of Elder Affairs as well as a group home for 4 Department 
of Mental Retardation (DMR) consumers, also staffed 24 hours 
per day. 


Hansen Village is a study in interagency cooperatio 
between and amongst four state agencies working together an 
more importantly, a successful living environment for peopl 
of mixed needs. 


Sandwich Housing Authority is a public body, politic an 
corporate, organized and existing under Massachusetts Gener 
al Laws, Chapter 121B Section 3. The Board of Commission 
ers, four who are elected and the fifth appointed by th 
Commonwealth, are legally responsible for the overall opera 
tion of the Authority. The day-to-day activities of the Authori 
ty are administered by the Executive Director and th 
Authority staff. Sandwich Housing receives subsidies for it 
conventional and rental assistance programs from the Com 
monwealth of Massachusetts Department of Housing an 
Community Development (DHCD) and the U.S. Departmen 
of Housing and Urban Development (HUD). 


Programs 

In addition to the conventional (state-aided) housing pr 
grams for families and elders, we also administer the Mass 
chusetts Rental Voucher Program (MRVP) and the Alternativ 
Housing Voucher Program (AHVP). The AHVP is a transitio 
al housing program for non-elderly disabled persons wh 
might not otherwise find housing while they are on the waitin 


list for admission to elderly housing. These programs are rental 
assistance programs as they subsidize the rent for units rented 
privately. We also administer Section 8 (Federal) rental assis- 
tance as both an initiating agency as well as a host agency for 
certificate and voucher holders. 


Through our conventional and rental assistance housing 
programs, we are able to provide affordable housing to 100 
Sandwich families who comprise over 175 residents. Our 
lengthy waiting lists, for all housing programs, demonstrate the 
need for many more units of affordable housing for all ages and 
populations. 


During 2000 we established a waiting list for the 25 
Housing Choice Quality Vouchers that we were awarded by 
HUD in 1999. Over 260 persons and families with disabilities 
applied and we are working very hard to find rental units for 
local residents who were awarded Section 8 Mainstream Hous- 
ing Choice Vouchers. So far, 14 voucher holders have been 
successfully leased up. However, because of the extremely 
tight rental market coupled with very high rental prices, many 
of those who were issued vouchers have not able to utilize 
them within the allotted 120 day period and we have granted 
additional time to them as reasonable accommodations. 


Household Income (net) Guidelines for admission to 
State-Aided Housing and for continued occupancy in the Fed- 
eral Section 8 Program, as of August 9, 2000 are as follows:

During 2000 HUD granted Sandwich, along with 60 
other communities in the Commonwealth, “exception payment 
standards” which will assist voucher holders seeking to find 
affordable rental units additional flexibility in these tight mar- 
Ket conditions. We thank DHCD for their assistance and 
applaud HUD for recognizing that rental prices in Sandwich 
have soared astronomically in the last two years. The exception 
payment standard granted by HUD allows us to subsidize a 
unit that is approximately 18 percent higher then HUD’s own 
published Fair Market Rents. 


Modernization and Maintenance 

No specific modernization projects occurred during 
2000. However we continued to maintain our developments 
through the use of operating funds as well as reserve funds 


Sandwich Housing Authority is also a work site for the 
District Attorney’s Juvenile Diversion Community Service 
Program as well as the Barnstable County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment Alternative Suspension Program. Students and other 
youth, who must perform community service as part of their 
court ordered or non-court sentence, perform valuable cleaning 
and grounds-keeping chores and are supervised by employees 
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of the Sheriff's Department. We also receive the weekly bene- 
fit of a crew of adults who must perform court-ordered com- 
munity service and are overseen by a Community Service 
Officer from the Barnstable Sheriff’s Department. These per- 
sons assist with grounds keeping, painting, building mainte- 
nance, holiday decorating and a variety of tasks. 


Development 

In 2000 we selected a developer for the 10 acre parcel on 
Quaker Meetinghouse Road that is adjacent to our existing 
family housing. Within a 7 month period, SHA rapidly and 
thoroughly executed a Memorandum with The Community 
Builders, Inc. (TCB), an Option to Lease, a Developer Agree- 
ment and a 75 year Ground Lease. TCB, in turn, hired an archi- 
tect, developed and finalized building plans and schematics 
and we jointly applied for and obtained a Comprehensive Per- 
mit from the ZBA for the construction of 37 units of perma- 
nently affordable rental housing. Our Commissioners named 
the development “Osprey Lane” and TCB submitted an 
exhaustive application for funding to DHCD in August. In 
November, we were disappointed that DHCD did not fund 
Osprey Lane during that round of funding but were encouraged 
by DHCD’s excitement for the development as presented. TCB 
and SHA will be re-applying in early 2001 for the next round. 
Funding for tax credits and HOME funds is extremely compet- 
itive given the demand and the scarcity of financial resources. 
Osprey Lane is seeking $331,231 in an annual allocation of 
Low-Income Housing Tax Credits and $440,000 in State 
HOME funds. 


Osprey Lane was viewed very favorably by the Cape 
Cod Commission, which awarded it $50,000 in County HOME 
funds and $50,000 in County Rental Assistance funds. In addi- 
tion, the development received a $250,000 financing commit- 
ment from the Federal Home Loan Bank Affordable Housing 
Program. 


The Commissioners executed an Easement and Memo- 
randum of Understanding with Mr. Tom Tsakalos to connect 
Canterbury Plaza with Tom’s Way and Hansen Village and to 
connect Tom’s Way with his new development as Heritage 
Park Plaza. As consideration for this easement, Mr. Tsakalos is 
constructing a pedestrian walkway from our main parking lot 
at Hansen Village to Heritage Park Plaza. This will be an enor- 
mous benefit to our residents and their guests. 


We have also asked the Selectmen to set aside 10 acres 
of land in the “Golden Triangle” adjacent to our Hansen Vil- 
lage complex for future senior housing. We understand that no 
firm decisions have been made regarding any use of the town 
owned parcels. We believe that an additional 10 acres in this 
area would be consistent with any proposed uses of the land 
and would also ensure that additional senior housing can be 
built in Sandwich. 


At year’s end, SHA had agreed in principle to grant 
access through Osprey Lane to Mr. Ben Fleet who so gener- 
ously is donating a parcel of land that is contiguous to Osprey 
Lane for the purpose of affordable home ownership. Mr. Fleet 
is working with the Housing Assistance Corporation for this 
development and HAC has provided SHA a written letter of 
intent that will involve us in the design, construction and resi- 
dent selection process. The access through Osprey Lane will 
only be for a limited number of homes that will be constructed 
on the Fleet parcel and will not extend to properties adjacent to 
it. 


Awards and Farewells 

SHA received a very prestigious recognition in Novem- 
ber before over 1000 guests at the Annual CHAPA (Citizen’s 
Housing and Planning Association) dinner at the Boston Cop- 
ley Place Marriott. The Connie Williams Award is presented 
annually to a group to honor excellence and innovation in 
aging in place issues. SHA’s Hansen Village was selected 
because of its programs that incorporate elderly housing, frail 
elderly congregate and persons with disabilities under existing 
state programs. 


In June, our long time Executive Director, Marlene 
Hoey, retired after almost 30 years in the housing field. She 
oversaw the transformation of SHA from one unit of housing 
to the 61 we now currently own and her passion for affordable 
housing and human service issues is legendary and selfless. 
She will be missed as we wish her well in her retirement. Other 
long time employee and housing advocate, Steven Marshall, 
was appointed by the Board of Commissioners to be the Exec- 
utive Director, after a thorough and lengthy search process. 


The Sandwich Housing Authority Office at 20 Tom’s 
Way is open five days a week from 8:00 AM to 2 PM and at 
other times by appointment. We look forward to meeting with 
anyone needing low-income housing to assist them in getting 
on our waiting lists. 


At Hansen Village, our Community Room is utilized not 
only by our residents but also by many town boards and civic 
groups. The Sandwich Commission of Disabilities as well as 
the Sandwich Local Housing Committee, the Upper Cape 
Homeless Council and other groups that meet here regularly 
for their public meetings. We are happy to provide a large and 
accessible meeting room that is convenient to the community. 


We are grateful for the ongoing support of the Town 
Departments, agencies and department heads. We are also 
grateful for the cooperation and assistance of Steve Connelly, 
Coordinator of the Congregate House, to Beverly Pires and 
Jamie Camphina-Horner of the Steppingstone Residential Pro- 
gram of DMH as well as to Karin Bonesteel, House Manager 
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for the Department of Mental Retardation Group Home. These 
individuals are true advocates for the constituents in their pro- 
fessions.

Report of the 
SANDWICH LOCAL 
HOUSING COMMITTEE 


The Local Housing Committee (LHC) was formed by the 
Selectmen in February 2000 pursuant to Section 5.0 of the 
Affordable Housing Element of The Sandwich Local Compre- 
hensive Plan adopted by Town Meeting in May 1996. Since 
our first meeting in March, several new members have been 
added and others have, for personal reasons, had to resign. The 
LHC has been meeting, for the most part, twice a month on th 
second and fourth Thursdays at the Sandwich Housing Author 


ity 


The Committee spent the first several months acclimat 
ing and educating itself to the world of affordable housing. We 
attended the Housing Assistance full day workshop on Hous 
ing at 4C’s in April and we invited several noted experts 1 
financial and zoning issues to our meetings. One membe 
attended an inclusionary zoning workshop in Framingham 1 
May. 


Concurrent with the process of its self-education, th 
Committee also toured all the affordable housing develop 
ments in town and, with the background material provided b 
Joanne Buntich, began to understand the various housing need 
in relation to our population. 


2. Mission Statement and Charge of Duties 
The Committee quickly realized that in order to hav 
structure to the tasks and goals it was to formulate and to hav 
credibility as it moves forward, it needed a mission stateme 
and some broad parameters to fall under a charge of duties. T 
that end, the LHC unanimously adopted the following missio. 
statement and charge of duties on August 20, 2000. In Nove 
ber 2000, the Board of Selectmen unanimously voted t 
endorse this Mission Statement and our efforts to rectify th 
affordable housing crisis in Sandwich. 


Mission Statement of the Sandwich Local Housing Committee 


“To enhance the Town of Sandwich, Massachusetts and 
the quality of life of its residents by promoting and undertak- 
ing the development of affordable housing for the benefit of 
persons of moderate and low income.” 


Charge of Duties 
“To support families and stabilize the stock of affordable 


housing, to foster and promote community interest and 
involvement with inadequate affordable housing.” 


Towards this goal, to sponsor and participate in public 
dialogue and discussions with government officials, develop- 
ers, community organizations and institutions and residents; to 
obtain or assist in any way the procurement of financial sup- 
port for affordable housing development from county, state and 
federal agencies, private foundations and other sources; and to 
cooperate, encourage and contribute in any way possible with 
the efforts of other parties to accomplish such purposes. 


To develop and periodically update a comprehensive 
housing plan, set housing policy, review and provide comment 
on affordable housing proposals, meet with proponents of 
affordable housing projects in Sandwich, and serve as a 
resource to the Board of Selectmen providing advice on afford- 
able housing issues. 


To establish a fund for the development of affordable 
housing through any necessary procedures, providing a method 
of contributions of funds, real estate and other property from 
any source, particularly from public spirited and charitable 
minded persons, including property that may be dedicated to 
affordable housing through any town, county, state or federal 
action. All such contributions and any income derived from 
them shall be used solely for the purposes adopted by the Town 
of Sandwich through the Local Housing Committee as set forth 
above. 


To pursue by gift or other means and develop and 
improve, maintain, conserve and administer, land and build- 
ings and to convey, mortgage, rent or otherwise encumber or 
deal with such property through appropriate practice to accom- 
plish the purposes set forth above.

¢ Research privately owned parcels of land for possible 
future affordable housing development 

¢ Continue to keep the Selectmen and the citizens 
informed and updated on the housing crisis 

e Assist in developing Requests for Proposals (RFP’s) 
for the development of existing town owned parcels 
already dedicated by Town Meeting for affordable 
housing 

¢ Work with Selectmen to develop a permanent revenue 
stream for affordable housing in Sandwich 

¢ Cooperate and network with all town boards and com- 
mittees for our common goals 

¢ Work with the Planning Board to amend the Assesso- 
ry Dwelling Zoning Bylaw to permit an accessory res- 
idential use to a commercial use 

¢ Identify scattered site residential housing opportuni- 
ties for acquisition with funds provided through rev- 
enue stream and grants 


5. Why is there a Housing Crisis in Sandwich? 

¢ Sandwich is in desperate need of one, two and three 
bedroom rental units. Our rental housing stock as a 
percentage of total dwellings was 16.3 percent 
according to the 1990 census. We expect that the 
rental stock has diminished over the last decade and 
might represent approximately 10 percent in the year 
2000. 

¢ Single-family residences account for almost 92 per- 
cent of our housing stock as of June 30, 2000, from 
figures provided by the Planning and Development 
Office. 

¢ Chapter 40B subsidized housing inventory was .90 
percent in 1990. As of June 30, 2000 it represents 
about 2.2 percent. The state mandated goal is 10 per- 
cent. Sandwich has the lowest Chapter 40 housing 
stock of any of the major Cape Towns. 

¢ Sandwich has a growing senior population of approx- 
imately 4,000 residents over age 60 which represents 


about 19 percent of our population and the housing 
needs of these citizens is increasing. 

Sandwich Police and Fire Department contracts 
require employees to be either residents of Sandwich 
or to live within very strict geographical proximities 
to Sandwich. With increasing turnover in these 
departments expected in the next 5 years due to retire- 
ments, new recruits will not be able to find affordable 
rental housing in our community and will not have the 
financial resources and income stream to be able to 
afford home ownership. 

The estimated median income of Sandwich residents 
is above Barnstable County’s figures and the median 
sales price of homes in Sandwich is above that of the 
County in general. These two economic realties are 
contributing to the sad fact that Sandwich is no longer 
a blue collar community, but is now a “wealthy” sub- 
urban community of relative newcomers who are dis- 
placing and replacing residents and whose economic 
profiles are much different. 

A community of only one elite economic class fore- 
bodes the death of cultural and ethnic diversity. The 
real wealth of a community is not measured in census 
data but in how it raises its young in a multi-cultural, 
economic and ethnic climate and how it imparts a 
vibrancy of many spirits to itself and others. 

The Sandwich public schools have approximately 60 
teachers with over 20 years of service. Over the next 
five to ten years, recruiting new teachers to Sandwich 
and this area in general will be the single greatest 
challenge for all communities. The starting salary of 
new teachers, coupled with a high debt load for loan 
repayment, will make it almost impossible for new 
teachers to secure affordable housing in Sandwich. 
The average rent for homes in Sandwich has leaped 
exponentially over the last two years. In 1998 an aver- 
age three bed home was renting for $900-1000 per 
month. Today, the same home rents for $1300-1500 
per month. While year round rental rates have 
increased over 35 percent and more over two years, 
incomes have not risen accordingly. This “Affordabil- 
ity Gap” has never been higher in Sandwich and it is 
a real crisis for hundred and hundreds of hard work- 
ing residents. This situation is now Code Red. 
Evidencing the affordability gap and despite the eco- 
nomic prosperity of our community, our state and our 
nation, numbers of clients serviced at the Sandwich 
Food Pantry are higher then ever. 

The waiting lists for all forms of housing have grown 
increasingly long at the Sandwich Housing Authority. 
As of June 30, 596 persons and families were seeking 
housing or housing subsidy with the SHA. 

Many seniors are living in deplorable and wretched 
conditions in non living spaces of their children’s 
homes in Sandwich and are on long waiting lists for 
housing. 

Sandwich’s proximity to Boston, Providence and the 
495-belt make it an attractive commuter community 
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for executives who can afford expensive housing. — 
This has served to drive up real estate values. 

¢ The robust economy has provided an incentive for. 
many property owners of rental housing to “cash in” 
and sell their dwellings. In most cases, rental proper- 
ties turn over into owner occupied housing. 

¢ Neighborhoods such as Lakewood Hills, Canterbury 
Estates and Town Neck, which used to be considered 
“affordable” in the 70’s and 80’s, are now becoming 
premium priced neighborhoods. Many of the smaller 
homes originally built in these areas are, and have 
been, enlarged to accommodate upscale larger-sized 
families. 

¢ Sandwich Housing Authority has lost, mostly through” 
the sales of homes, 20 units of private rental housing 
for participants in subsidy programs over the last 3 
years and has gained only 4 new rentals for a net loss 
of 16. This loss represents almost 50 percent of its pri- 
vate rental stock available for program participants. 


6. Conclusion 

Without immediate, aggressive and focused action, many 
hundreds of Sandwich residents will no longer be able to afford 
to live here. These people are those who provide our town ser- 
vices, who serve us food, who maintain our vehicles, who own 
small businesses, who cut your hair and who ring up your gro- 
ceries. Furthermore, many needed government and service 
workers, who will be needed to staff our schools, police, fire 
and other town departments, will not be able to live in our com- 
munity. 


As we move ever closer toward “build-out”, the socio- 
economic matrix in Sandwich is rapidly changing. And that 
change is not good, nor is it healthy. We cannot allow Sand- 
wich to become the “Tale of two Cities”. For many, today is 
already the worst of times while for others it is the best of 
times. It is our fundamental obligation to ensure that all our 
residents and those seeking residency, are able to live in Sand- 
wich. 


_ The Selectmen have recognized this housing crisis as a 
Top Priority and are supporting the concerted efforts of this 
committee and others to stem the decline of the middle class in 
Sandwich so that people of all economic spectrums, ages and 
cultures may enjoy living in our beautiful and growing com- 
munity. We thank the Selectmen for their involvement in this 
issue, for their leadership and for their recognition that afford- 
able housing is as vital as our clean water, clean air and open 
space.

SANDWICH COMMISSION 
N DISABILITY 


The Sandwich Commission on Disability (SCOD) has 
ontinued to pursue its main purpose to assist in the inclusion 
and integration of people with disabilities in the activities, ser- 
vices, and employment opportunities of the community in 
accordance with Federal and State disability laws. 


Commission members have met with the Golf Advisory 
Committee and surveyed the Sandwich Hollows Golf Course 
clubhouse with the purpose of assisting in bringing the club- 
house up to full accessibility and ADA compliance. Commis- 
sion members, along with Building Inspector Robert Walton, 
have also met with the consulting architect, and our involve- 
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ment is continuing. The Commission is pleased to report that 
the Golf Advisory Committee has been very sensitive to these 
issues. Special thanks to Bill Dunn for his invaluable assis- 
tance in this matter. 


Commissioners have kept in contact with the Massachu- 
setts Office on Disabilities (MOD), and attended regional 
meetings of local disability commissions from southeastern 
Massachusetts. These meetings give commission members the 
opportunity to network with other commissions and to learn 
what they are accomplishing, and attempting to accomplish, in 
their respective towns. The meetings also include the status of 
different bills presently in the state legislature, and an update 
on what MOD has been doing throughout the state. This infor- 
mation is essential to all members of all participating commis- 
sions. 


The Town of Sandwich Handicap Parking (HP) Enforce- 
ment Program volunteers have continued in their vigilance to 
document and report any HP violations. The violations are 
recorded by the use of instant photos and notarized affidavits, 
and then presented to the Sandwich Police Department for fur- 
ther action. With Police Chief Michael Miller’s approval, the 
Selectmen this year have increased the fines from $25 for each 
offense, to $50 for the first offense, $75 for the second offense, 
and $100 for the third offense. We are pleased to report that the 
number of violators has dropped again this year, and with the 
increased fines we are certain they will drop even more next 
year. 


The Commission continues to receive letters and calls 
relating to specific structural access problems, and is working 
with Sandwich Building Inspector Robert Walton to correct 
these concerns. Commission members have worked with him 
on several other matters including the Sandwich Hollows club- 
house; several issues involving the Sandwich Community 
School swimming pool; installing a ramp at the recreation cen- 
ter; and numerous other structural access complaints. We are 
most grateful for Bob’s continued support. 


Three of SCOD’s founding members chose not to seek 
reappointment to the Commission at the end of their terms due 
to personal priorities. However, all three, Kristi Perry, Laura 
Dunn and Bill Dunn, have remained committed to SCOD’s 
mission and continue to offer much appreciated assistance.

Report of the 
DIRECTOR OF GOLF OPERATIONS- 
SANDWICH HOLLOWS GOLF CLUB 


Calendar year 2000 marked the first year of ownership 
and management of Sandwich Hollows Golf Club by the Town 
of Sandwich. 


With a poor weather Spring and decreased golfing activ- 
ity at most area facilities throughout the season, Sandwich Hol- 
lows Golf Club still catered to approximately 28,000 rounds of 
golf in year 2000. These rounds were played by 305 annual 
members representing four categories (Full, Senior, Weekday 
and Student), daily play, pre-booked transient play, hotel play 
and tournament participants. 


In 2000, the physical property underwent many changes. 
An extensive underbrush clearing project on the golf course 
made the golf course more playable and _ significantly 
decreased the amount of time to play a round of golf. Under 
the guidance of Golf Course Superintendent David Polidor, 
renovations to Holes #3 and #8 and bunker work on Holes #1, 
#4 and #11 showed players that every effort would be made to 
creatively make improvements to the golf course. The con- 
struction of a new Driving Range began on December 14, 2000 
and will be completed by April 15, 2001. This new practice 
facility will be one of the finest facilities in the area and will 
provide us with an added revenue source. A new pump station 
was installed at our maintenance area to assist us in properly 
irrigating the golf course and the new Driving Range. Last, but 
not least, the Clubhouse underwent several cosmetic and func- 
tional upgrades including new interior and exterior paint, a new 
roof, new carpeting, new fixtures and a renovated kitchen. 


There are many people who have been instrumental, and 
continue to be directly involved, in the development of the golf 
operation at Sandwich Hollows Golf Club. The Sandwich Golf 
Advisory Committee continues to play a vital role in develop- 
ing long range avenues of pursuit to assist in the future success 
of the entire facility. Support from town departments (Town 
Administrator, D.P.W., Accounting, Treasurer, Police and Fire) 
has greatly assisted both the daily operations and future devel- 
opment of the facility. The Board of Selectmen has been very 
responsive to the needs of an operation in the first year of oper- 
ation. Internally, the staff at Sandwich Hollows Golf Club has 
been very dedicated and loyal during the transition process and 
will continue to make every effort to promote the future suc- 
cess of the entire facility. Currently, food and beverage opera- 
tions are under the direction of The Casual Gourmet. Now in 
the second year of a three-year management agreement, The 
Casual Gourmet operates the restaurant and lounge on a daily 
basis and promotes the use of our banquet facilities. 


The year 2001 promises to be another year of growth and 
evolution. Discussion has already been initiated to address 
accessibility and functional concerns regarding the Clubhouse. 
Projects for the golf course include irrigation upgrades, a golf 
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car path upgrade, installation of a weather detection system and 
golf hole modifications and upgrades. With a strong marketing 
effort, we will promote the growth of the membership, attempt 
to increase daily participation, promote the opening of the Dri- 
ving Range, create new programs to broaden our current base 
of support and stimulate interest in non-golf related activities. 


The entire staff at Sandwich Hollows Golf Club would 
like to thank all of the people who supported the facility in the 
year 2000. We thank you for your patronage and look forward 
to seeing you in 2001.

Report of the 
GOLF ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Golf Advisory Committee had an active year in FY 
2000. As a result of decisions made at the 1999 Special Town 
Meeting and with the support of the Board of Selectmen, we 
developed and presented several documents to aid in the overall 
golf and facilities planning. The foundation for the committee’s 
deliberation has been, and continues to be, to develop Sandwich 
Hollows Golf Club into a desirable and self-sustaining facility. 
Among the items the committee focused on were upgrading the 
existing eighteen holes, the development of a first class practice 
facility, and the consideration potential for expansion to twenty- 
seven holes in the future. The overall plan articulates the need to 
orchestrate open space planning of the former Striar parcel 
between the Land Bank funded portion of the acquisition and 
the golf course funded portion. The overall golf plan also con- 
firms that there is sufficient land within the “golf” parcel for 
other town recreation development in the future. 


There were several priorities that the Committee desired 
to be implemented in 2000. Several modest but essential 
changes were made to the clubhouse to make it more suitable, 
safe, and accessible for the new concessionaire, the Casual 
Gourmet, and the community. A new practice range was bid 
and is currently under construction. It is scheduled to be open 
for use by July 2001. The Committee foresees the Range as a 
additional source of revenue. It will offer several features tha 
we expect will draw new patrons, increase membership, an 
provide additional recreation for our Sandwich youth. 


As we prepare this report, the Committee is workin 
toward a recommendation to address accessibility and fire and 
building code compliance for the clubhouse, and is explorin 
opportunities to bring additional recreational amenities t 
Sandwich Hollows. With the last twelve months experience t 
guide us, we continue to pursue solutions for improving th 
golf experience, meeting our financial obligations, and enhanc 
ing this wonderful resource for the benefit of the residents o 
Sandwich. 


The Committee represents several interests and capabili- 
ties. It has been one of the most active volunteer committees in 
the town because of the responsibilities required to oversee a 
“business” within the town operations. The town is fortunate to 
have such a professional staff who oversees the daily activities 
and ongoing course improvement at Sandwich Hollows. We 
encourage our fellow citizens of Sandwich to come to the club 
and see the changes, play a round, sign up for a lesson and 
experience the importance of the location, views, and hospital- 
ity.

Report of the 
LOCAL CULTURAL COUNCIL 


The year 2000 has been a rebuilding one for the Sand- 
wich Cultural Council. Membership on the committee has been 
revitalized and a reorganization of leadership and responsibili- 
ties has been accomplished. The aim of this Council is to build 
from this foundation and become integral to the cultural envi- 
ronment of Sandwich. 


The primary responsibility of the local Cultural Council 
is to re-grant money from the Massachusetts Cultural Council 
(MCC) to individuals and organizations that will in turn con- 
tribute to the cultural scene of Sandwich. Our grant allocation 
for the year 2001 was $4,100. This year’s grant application 
process garnered 25 proposals for 2001. A public meeting was 
held in September to familiarize the general public with the 
Sandwich Cultural Council and its application procedures. 
Approximately 15 people were in attendance. 


Official announcement of the local grant winners will 
occur in April 2001. Because the Sandwich Cultural Council is 
undergoing reorganization and establishing credibility with the 
MCC we must await the perusal and acceptance of the state 
board before local grantees are announced. Our goal is to for- 
malize our committee to adhere to certain criteria mandated by 
the MCC that will eventually “streamline” our process. This 
goal when attained will eliminate additional state bureaucracy 
that will benefit the aims of our council and the process affect- 
ing local applicants. 


Furthermore, the Sandwich Cultural Council intends to 
enhance communication and visibility in the town of Sand- 
wich. Specific roles have been determined for each council 
member and aspirations to work as a cohesive unit are expect- 
ed for the new year. All current members are state certified by 
having completed successfully a state run orientation training 
workshop.

American education is amidst a constant state of change 
which includes, but is not limited to, adapting to changing ped- 
agogy; ever-changing curriculum frameworks; shrinking bud- 
gets; local, state and federal mandates; and assessment-driven 
accountability. Sandwich Public Schools continue to strive to 
meet these obligations in a timely and efficient manner, as well 
as in the steadfast philosophy of constant improvement rooted 
in the belief that all students can learn and succeed. 


Efforts continue in the schools to enhance the education- 
al program. MCAS testing and test preparation has remained 
an area of focus, as required by the Massachusetts Department 
of Education. Teachers avail themselves of many diversified 
professional development opportunities to attain instructional 
improvement. 


The Town of Sandwich taxpayers financed a multi-mil- 
lion dollar construction project for which we are all very grate- 
ful. Sandwich High School’s students, faculty and 
administrators await with pride the completion of their new 
surroundings. 


Sandwich High School is characteristic of a community 
that is supportive, a student body that is committed to its own 
goals, and a heightened social awareness. Throughout the year, 
Sandwich High School has shown its resilience by drawing on 
the strengths of each component of the school family. Notable 
social, academic, artistic and athletic achievements by students 
and staff serve as testimonies to their commitment to excel- 
lence. 


Volunteers in the K-8 schools continue to provide after 
school enrichment programs for students including chorus, 
drama, robotics, origami, school newspaper, school television 
news program, board games, art, singing, photograph scrap- 
book, Destination Imagination, math enrichment and more. 
With the assistance of grant funding, opportunities in robotics 
and MCAS remediation will be presented to students in 2001. 


Project F.A.C.E. (Forestdale Academic Commitment to 
Excellence), developed through its School Council, continues 
to support an agreement signed by the teacher, student and par- 
ent committing each to work together. Project F.A.C.E. also 
sponsors a homework incentive program in grades five through 
seven. The PTA continues to provide cultural events for all stu- 
dents as well as supporting enrichment programs and projects 
at each grade level. 


Efforts to improve reading at Oak Ridge School have 
resulted in the development of a “Guided Reading” library, 
which the PTA has helped to develop. The “Safety Themes 
Program” gives the Oak Ridge School students opportunities to 
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relate their school and class activities and lessons to themes, 
With the assistance of students, teachers, and administrators 
from Sandwich High School and training from the Barnstable 
County Sheriff’s Department, Oak Ridge students have imple-— 
mented the Peer Mediation Program. In November, the Oak 
Ridge Library was dedicated in memory of Mrs. Mary Celata, 
first principal of Oak Ridge School. 


The Henry T. Wing School’s Senior Volunteer Program 
continues to be a very rewarding experience for students and 
parents alike. Ten Destination Imagination (formerly Odyssey 
of the Mind) teams exist at the Wing School. The effective and 
beneficial Peer Leadership program for seventh and eighth 
graders is in effect. 


Sandwich Public Schools’ offers an abundance of district 
information on its website, www.sandwich.k12.ma.us. A copy 
of the Sandwich Public Schools Community Report Card 
2000, prepared by the University of Massachusetts Center for 
Policy Analysis, can also be generated from this site. 


In conclusion, the Sandwich Public Schools’ administra- 
tion, faculty and staff are not only academically talented; they 
are also sensitive to the needs of the students and the commu- 
nity.

School Committee Meetings: 
Regular School Committee Meetings are held at 7:00 PM on 


the first and third Wednesdays of each month. 


School Entrance Ages: 
School Committee Policy states: “Children must be five (5) 


years of age by September 1* to be eligible for Kindergarten, 
and six (6) years of age by September |* to be eligible for first 
grade. 


Birth Certificate: 
A birth certificate is required for all children entering either 
Kindergarten or Grade 1. 


Medical Requirements: 
Medical requirements for school entrance are immunizations 


according to the General Laws of Massachusetts, certified by a 
doctor. 


State Regulations: 
The School Committee or Board of Health shall cause every 


child in the public schools to be separately and carefully exam- 
ined by a physician duly registered in Massachusetts within six 
months before entrance to school or during the first year after 
entrance and at intervals of either three or four years thereafter. 


No School Information: 

Every effort will be made to have school whenever feasible. If 
the conditions are severe, school will be canceled. If condi- 
tions are almost safe but the Highway Department needs extra 
time to plow, the school day will be shortened. Under this 
alternative plan the opening of all schools and all bus pickups 
will be delayed two hours. When the schools are on a two hour 
delay, there will be no morning kindergarten. The No School 
Announcement or the Two Hour Delayed Opening will be car- 
ried, starting at or before 6:00 AM, by radio stations WQRC, 
CAPE 104, WCOD, WXTK, WPLM, as well as television sta- 
tions WBZ Channel 4, WCVB Channel 5, and WHDH Chan- 
nel 7.

The Community School is now in a position to take 
advantage of all that the “new” SHS has to offer.

Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School enrollment, 
as of October 1, 1999 consisted of seventy-one (71) students 
from Bourne, one hundred forty (140) from Falmouth, thirteen 
(13) from Marion, ninety (90) from Sandwich, and two hun- 
dred thirty-one (231) from Wareham. Thirty (30) students were 
enrolled in the Licensed Practical Nursing Program and seven 
(7) students were tuitioned from other towns for a total of 582 
students. Adult tuition students, specialized afternoon and 
evening occupational programs, and summer programs are 
additional to these enrollments. 


The school is at full capacity with this enrollment, and 
we are utilizing all available school space for instructional pur- 
poses. Demand for enrollment currently exceeds our ability to 
enroll students, and expansion of classroom or technical labo- 
ratory space would be required in order to accommodate this 
demand. 


The school continues to expand its offerings for adults 
and other out of school individuals. Adult tuition students, spe- 
cialized afternoon and evening occupational programs, and 
summer programs are additional to the 582 pupil school day 
enrollment. This year the school received over $400,000 in 
grants to provide occupational training and retraining opportu- 
nities to these populations. 


Adjustments to curriculum offerings designed to 
improve student performance on state required MCAS tests 
have continued. Funding from a three year High Schools That 
Work grant has been essential to this effort. 


The school restaurant expansion and renovation was 
completed in December of 1999 with increased capacity, state 
of the art technology systems and equipment consistent with 
that found in modern commercial establishments. This stu- 
dent-operated facility is open to the public each school day as 
a component of our Culinary Arts program. 


Purchase of new equipment and replacement of outdated 
equipment in occupational laboratories include air filtration 
equipment in Auto Body Repair, expansion of aquaculture and 
hydroponic research equipment in Environmental Technology, 
and creation of a new computer laboratory for Information 
Technology. 


In a continuing effort to maintain our facility which is 
over 30 years old, exterior doors locks and hardware have been 
replaced throughout the building, and student lockers have 
been replaced or refurbished. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its 
appreciation to the many advisory boards that assist us in 
developing and maintaining educational programs, various 
town and school officials who support our efforts, and school 
staff members. It is the combined effort of all of these indi- 
viduals that has enabled the success of the school and its grad- 
uates.

REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
AND TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


The Town of Sandwich experienced another busy 
and challenging year in 2001. Several of the major 
topics and events of the year centered around three 
Town Meetings. 


The March Special Town Meeting approved the 
acquisition of three valuable properties in Sandwich. 
Town Meeting authorized the purchase of 83 acres of 
property from the South Shore YMCA for $2.5 million 
and a 31.52-acre parcel of land referred to as the Fish 
Property located off of Service Road for $200,000. 
These purchases were made possible with the assis- 
tance of the Open Space Committee and by the use 
of Land Bank funds. 


Following several months of careful consideration 
by the Board of Selectmen, Town Meeting accepted 
a gift of 6.3 acres of land known as the Roberti Farm 
located off of Tupper Road from Tedeschi Realty. 
Under the direction of the Board, the Town will issue 
a Request for Proposals for the renovation and reuse 
of this property. 


The March Special Town Meeting also amended the 
Town’s Protective Zoning Bylaws to create the so- 
called Three Ponds District surrounding the area of 
Triangle, Spectacle, and Lawrence Ponds. The pur- 
pose of this planning effort led by Jo Anne Miller 
Buntich, Director of Planning & Development and sup- 
ported by the Selectmen will allow the Town to pro- 
tect the area’s fragile ecosystems and rare and en- 
dangered species and habitat, as well as preserve 
the scenic character of the Three Ponds area while 
fostering carefully planned residential and recreation 
uses. 


In response to concerns about the health, safety 
and well-being of visitors and citizens using 
Sandwich’s waterways and the quality and viability of 
the Town's natural resources, the Board directed Mark 
Galkowski, Natural Resources Officer to craft regula- 
tions to guide the use of the Town’s waterways. The 
March Town Meeting voted to amend the Town’s Gen- 
eral Bylaws by adding a section to regulate boat op- 
erations on Town waterways. 


The 2001 Annual Town Meeting and ballot voters 
approved a Proposition 2"? override for $775,000 to 
hire 10 firefighter personnel over two years. At this 


meeting, Town Meeting members also approved the 
Town’s annual budget which included fully funded 
positions in the Human Resources, Town Clerk and 
Board of Appeals offices; an increase of about $50,000 
in the data processing budget to support expansion 
of the Town’s computer network system; and capital 
improvements and purchases totaling $400,000. 


Upon petition, Annual Town Meeting members also 
adopted a bylaw to prohibit smoking in bars, restau- 
rants, retail stores and public places in Sandwich. 


After several years of dedicated work by the Char- 
ter Review Committee, the September Special Town 
Meeting adopted the Town’s first Charter. The pur- 
pose of this document is to outline the general frame- 
work of governance for Sandwich. The Charter pro- 
cess selected by the Selectmen requires that the state 
legislature enact special legislation to ratify the docu- 
ment with final acceptance by Sandwich voters be- 
fore the Charter shall take effect. The Selectmen are 
grateful to the Charter Review Committee for their tire- 
less efforts in drafting and promoting this important 
document. 


The Capital Improvement Planning Committee con- 
tinues to work hard to set priorities and establish a 
capital master plan for the Town. The Committee pre- 
sented and Special Town Meeting and voters ap- 
proved a $1.225 million building maintenance plan, 
debt exclusion to complete various improvements and 
repairs to school and municipal buildings. 


The Town completed three significant public works 
projects in 2001 under the direction of Peter Tancredi, 
Director of Public Works/Town Engineer. The first 
project was the second phase of the Town Neck 
Stormwater Mitigation program. This project provides 
remediation of deteriorated drainage pipes and 
stormwater discharge into Cape Cod Bay. Water qual- 
ity studies conducted around the Old Harbor inlet have 
already shown improvements as a result of this work. 
The third and final phase of this project will be com- 
pleted in 2002. 


The second major DPW project completed this year 
were improvements to and the installation of a traffic 
signal at the intersection of Route 130 and Snake Pond 
Road. This project was originally part of a larger plan 
for Route 130 improvements to be completed by 
MassHighway, but the Board decided that the Town 
should move forward with the construction in response 
to concerns of many residents about safety at the in- 
tersection. The MassHighway portion of the Route 130 


improvements project will commence in the fall of 
2002. 


The third DPW project was the start of the landfill 
capping project. This project was originally approved 
by voters in the mid-1990’s in response to state-man- 
dated capping requirements to protect groundwater 
and address other environmental concerns. Working 
with consultants, the Town designed the capping 
specifications over several years following state guide- 
lines and started the actual work this year. The total 
cost for the project will fall within the amount budgeted 
years ago. This project will be completed in 2002. 


On the recommendations of the Golf Advisory Com- 
mittee, the Board continued to support capital improve- 
ments to Sandwich Hollows Golf Club including tee 
and fairway reconstruction, clubhouse renovations, 
and the construction of a driving range facility. These 
improvements combined with the hard work and dedi- 
cation of the staff at Sandwich Hollows allowed the 
course to enjoy a very successful year in 2001. 


Throughout the year, the Board continued to closely 
monitor Adelphia Cable’s progress on meeting its 
schedule for the cable system upgrade and I-Net in- 
stallation, and Mirant’s proposal to construct new gen- 
eration units at the power plant. The Board will con- 
tinue to closely follow these issues. 


Several other important issues were brought to the 
Board for consideration and input. The complexity of 
these issues requires further review and study, but 
remain high on the Board’s priority list. These issues 
include a review of the Town’s solid waste manage- 
ment options, the creation of more affordable hous- 
ing, the further development of long-range financial 
planning, and the use of Town-owned property off 
Quaker Meetinghouse Road. 


In May 2001, Hank Sennott and Pam Terry were 
elected to the Board to replace Jan Teehan and Jack 
Jillson who decided not to seek re-election. Jan and 
Jack have both served on numerous Town boards and 
committees and their commitment and dedication to 
the community are extraordinary. These individuals 
will be missed; we wish them both the best. 


Finally, we would like to recognize the efforts of all 
the Town employees who worked together in the af- 
termath of the September 11" tragedy to ensure the 
health and safety of Sandwich residents, most nota- 
bly the efforts of Police Chief Mike Miller, Fire Chief 
Dennis Newman, Heath Agent Dave Mason, and Pub- 


lic Health Nurse Nancy Dellaposta should be com- 
mended. Additionally, our sincerest appreciation to 
Department of Public Works employee Jason Gibbs 
who was Called to active duty with the U.S. Air Force 
National Guard in support of Operation Noble Eagle 
at Otis Air Force Base.

REPORT OF THE 
HUMAN RESOURCES 
DEPARTMENT 


2001 was the first full year in existence for the Human 
Resources Department. We are still working on adding 
and revising the tasks and responsibilities of the de- 
partment. The HR Department's responsibilities include 
advertising, posting, interviewing and hiring for all posi- 
tions within the Town with the exception of the School 
Department and the Public Library. Working along with 
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the Personnel Board and the Town Administrator, the 
department works to define and classify job positions, 
classification systems, and personnel policies and guide- 
lines for non-union employees. The Director assists the 
Town Administrator and other Department Heads in per- 
sonnel matters as required and actively participates in 
union negotiations for the five different bargaining units 
that exist within the general government. All Worker 
Compensation claims for all town departments includ- 
ing the school and library are processed through this 
department. Reporting of claims and receiving com- 
pleted paperwork from all departments continues to 
improve making the whole process run more efficiently. 


Workshops and seminars are arranged for personnel 
to assist with professional and personal development. 
In June, the department arranged to have a workshop 
presentation by Jack Agati of Encouraging Concepts 
Associates. Mr. Agati presented a workshop on birth 
order and how our place in the family impacts our man- 
agement styles and how we deal with people. Mr. Agati 
is an engaging speaker and the feedback from employ- 
ees on his presentation was very positive. 


On October 17", department heads attended a work- 
shop on “Designing and Implementing a Workplace and 
Domestic Violence Prevention Program”. Ralph J. 
Vaccari, Vaccari & Associates, Inc. and Thurman B. 
Hampton, Esq. presented this workshop which was 
funded by a grant received from The Upper Cape Do- 
mestic Violence Coalition. The workshop focused on 
violent behavior both verbal and physical and how to 
be vigilant when interviewing, hiring, disciplining and 
terminating individuals. More workshops are planned 
for 2002 including a Time Management Workshop for 
clerical staff and a Wellness Workshop for all employ- 
ees, 


The first issue of an employee newsletter was pub- 
lished in late December. The newsletter is an attempt 
to bring employees closer by getting to know a bit about 
other departments and the people who work there. The 
“winter” edition included marriage announcements, in- 
troduced new employees and shared information on 
how some employees were directly affected by the 
events of September 11. Itis the department's intent to 
publish quarterly editions and highlight one or two de- 
partments per issue. 


The Human Resources Department works on a regu- 
lar basis with Health Resources and EAP to bring con- 
tinuous programs and support to employees. 


We would like to thank all of the Town Departments, 


but especially the staff within the Town Administrator’s 
office, for their continued support.

REPORT OF THE 
CAPE COD COMMISSION 


The Cape Cod Commission provides regional ser- 
vices and serves as a coordinator of many projects 
and activities that affect all of Barnstable County. Ac- 
tivities involve promotion of affordable housing, de- 
mographic and economic data analyses, economic 
development programs, geographic mapping and 
data analyses, historic preservation, marine and 
coastal resource protection, preservation of open 
space and natural resources, transportation planning 
and analyses, solid and hazardous waste manage- 
ment, water quality and water supply protection. 


The Commission is charged with reviewing and 
regulating Developments of Regional Impact (DRIs) 
for all 15 communities of Barnstable County. The Com- 
mission is also charged with recommending desig- 
nation of Districts of Critical Planning Concern 
(DCPCs), which allow communities to protect re- 
sources of significant regional value through special 
regulatory and planning processes. The Commission 
is also charged with preparing and overseeing the 
implementation of the Cape Cod Regional Policy Plan, 
the set of planning policies and objectives that guide 
development on Cape Cod. 


Representation on the Commission provides the 
Town of Sandwich with opportunities to participate in 
setting regional policy and to advocate for the town’s 
interests in land use planning. Commission member- 
ship involves each town in important regulatory and 
funding matters at regional, state, and federal levels. 
Through the Commission’s involvement, many com- 
mittees and councils contribute to the quality of life 
Capewide, such as the Barnstable County HOME 
Consortium Advisory Council, the Bays Legal Fund, 
the Cape Cod Groundwater Guardian Team, the Cape 
Cod Joint Transportation Committee, the Cape Cod 
Metropolitan Planning Organization, the Massachu- 
setts Military Reservation (MMR) Community Work- 
ing Group, and the Upper Cape Lung Cancer Advi- 
sory Committee. 


The Cape Cod Commission provided direct techni- 


cal services to the Town of Sandwich in Fiscal Year 
2001, as described below: 


Affordable Housing 

¢ Committed $50,000 in HOME funds and $50,000 
in Barnstable County surplus and Rental Housing Pro- 
gram funds to the Sandwich Housing Authority’s 
Osprey Lane project, which involves development of 
36 units of affordable rental housing. 


Geographic Information System 

¢ Updated the town parcels data layer in the 
Commission’s GIS and helped the town set 
up its own GIS. 

¢ Helped the town’s planning office with an up- 
date to the zoning map, and provided a land- 
fill plume map and copies of the Three Ponds 
District of Critical Planning Concern map. 

¢ — Provided a roadway “Level of Service” map 
for the town’s engineering department, anda 
map of street names for the town’s fire de- 
partment. 

e Helped the town’s conservation officer with a 
map of water bodies on which personal wa- 
tercraft (jet skis) operate. 

¢ Completed the town’s build-out analysis and 
mapping as part of a statewide initiative by 
the Massachusetts Executive Office of Envi- 
ronmental Affairs. 


Marine and Coastal Resources 
¢ Collaborated on plans for a possible town 
maritime district and participated in the town’s 
Flood Hazard Planning Work Group. 


Planning, Community Development, and Regula- 
tory Activities 

¢ Supported the town’s efforts to develop the 
implementing regulations for the Three Ponds 
District of Critical Planning Concern. 

e Helped develop a grant application to the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission for a 
town historic-preservation plan. 

¢ Worked with the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission to document an historic property 
eligible for the National Register of Historic 
Places. 

¢ Held two public hearings/workshops in Sand- 
wich on the proposed 2001 update to the 
Regional Policy Plan. 


Transportation 
¢ Provided assistance in obtaining state and 
federal funds for local transportation projects 


through the Transportation Improvement Pro- 
gram. 

e Prepared and distributed Old King’s Highway 
area walking and bicycling maps. 

¢ Performed traffic counts on selected road- 
ways (Boardley Road, Chase Road, Cotuit 
Road, Farmersville Road, Jan Sebastian 
Drive, Old County Lane, and Routes 6 and 
130) and intersections (Route 130 at Quaker 
Meetinghouse Road, Quaker Meetinghouse 
Road at Cotuit Road, Cotuit Road at 
Farmersville Road, Boardley Road at Harlow 
Road, and Farmersville Road at Boardley 
Road). 


Water Resources 

¢« Continued to participate in the Massachusetts 
Military Reservation Technical Process Action 
Teams and the Impact Area Review Team. 

e Supported the legislation and establishment 
of an Upper Cape water supply reserve and 
water cooperative and funded a study of wa- 
ter supply rates for the cooperative. 

e Reviewed the J. Braden Thompson Plume 
Response Remedial Action Plan for a plume 
of contaminants emanating from a private 
landfill in Forestdale. 

¢ Participated in a water quality assessment at 
the town’s landfill. 

¢ Coordinated water quality studies of Shawme 
Pond and participated in technical discussions 
about town-wide pond monitoring. 

¢ Coordinated a water quality and tidal study 
of Scorton Creek. 

¢ Participated in the Upper Cape Lung Cancer 
Advisory Committee. 


REPORT OF THE 
ASSEMBLY OF DELEGATES 


The Assembly of Delegates is the legislative branch 
of Barnstable’s County Government. All legislative 
powers of the County are vested in the Assembly. 
Except as provided in the Barnstable County Home 
Rule Charter, the acts of the Assembly of Delegates 
are required to be by Ordinance. 


There are 15 towns represented in the Assembly. 
Each town has one delegate elected by the voters of 
that municipality. Each of these delegates has a 
weighted vote, which equals the ratio of his or her 
town’s population to the entire population of 
Barnstable County according to the 2000 census.

Sandwich currently has a weighted vote of 9.06% of 
the entire vote of the Assembly. 


On Tuesday, November 7, 2000, all 15 delegates 
were elected to serve a two-year term. Subsequently, 
these 15 delegates were sworn in on January 2, 2001. 
The seventh session of the Assembly of delegates 
commenced with the election of Thomas Bernardo 
(Chatham) as Speaker, Charlotte Striebel (Yarmouth) 
as Deputy Speaker, and Diane C. Thompson (non- 
delegate) as Clerk of the Assembly. 


A majority of the work of the Assembly is done ina 
committee setting. As Sandwich’s delegate, | am on 
both the Standing Committee on Economic Affairs, 
which deals most primarily with the Economic Devel- 
opment Council and the Standing Committee on Pub- 
lic Services, which deals most notably with issues re- 
lated to the Sheriff's office. 


Early in the year, the Assembly was required to in- 
terview and appoint a new County Commissioner. 
This was a very time-consuming process of applica- 
tion review, interviews, discussion, election of final- 
ists, and a culminating majority vote for Roland 
Dupont. 


As the year 2001 progressed, the Assembly of Del- 
egates reviewed and adopted the Fiscal Year budget 
submitted by the County Commissioners. This was 
the third year where the County tax assessment to 
towns was not increased by 2.5%. This was due, in 
part, to the surplus revenues generated by the Regis- 
try of Deeds. From these surplus revenues, the 
County provided both grants and cash awards to the 
towns. In addition to the numerous supplemental ap- 
propriations that were approved, a $500,000 distri- 
bution was made to the towns of Barnstable County 
with Sandwich receiving a check for $31,876.51. 


One of the more controversial subjects during the 
course of the year was the vote to approve the Dis- 
trict of Critical Planning Concern (DCPC) covering the 
entire geographical area of the Town of Barnstable. 
Many meetings and hearings were held on the issue 
with many proponents and opponents raising their 
concerns. Though the measure passed, the regional 
impact of that decision has not yet been determined. 


In all, the Assembly passed 22 ordinances in 2001, 
two were withdrawn or rejected, and 5 resolutions 
were adopted. Additionally, one delegate was elected 
to the Board of Commissioners and two others an- 
nounced their resignations during the course of the 


year.

REPORT OF THE 
FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee recommends approval of the 
FY 2002 budget in the amount of $29,528,955, as pre- 
sented in the Annual Town Meeting warrant. Included in 
the total is a 7% increase in the School Department ap- 
propriation and a 9% increase in the amount provided for 
General Government. This proposal represents the joint 
efforts of the Town Administrator, the Board of Select- 
men, the Finance Committee, the School Committee and 
Department Heads in arriving at a budget that provides 
quality services to the public while being sensitive to the 
needs of the taxpayers. 


The School Committee has presented a budget that 
attempts to keep pace with higher operating expenses 
for items such as electricity, gas and maintenance, in- 
creasing enrollments, and the rising cost of special edu- 
cation. Despite the fact that Sandwich spends better than 
70% of its overall budget on the public schools, we con- 
tinue to rank last among Cape Cod towns in per pupil 
expenditures for education and well below the state av- 
erage, a situation we are unlikely to be able to remedy 
without additional state aid. 


The increase in the general government budget is the 
result of the Town’s continuing effort to reverse years of 
operating budgets that have been essentially level-funded 
during a time when the Town has grown dramatically. To 
that end $125,000 has been allocated in the Selectmen’s 
budget to provide salary adjustments for non-union per- 
sonnel to bring them in line with wages arrived at through 
negotiation with union employees. Negotiated increases 
are already reflected in departmental budgets. The Le- 
gal Services budget has been increased by $20,000 to 
cover additional costs and fund a comprehensive review 
of the Protective Zoning By-Law. Expanded use of com- 
puters in government operations has necessitated a 
$48,500 increase in the Data Processing budget to cover 
annual network oversight expenses, web-site mainte- 
nance and associated networking costs. The amount of 
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$52,000 has been added to the Library budget for salary 
adjustments, additional automation expenses resulting 
in part from a change in state requirements, purchases 
of books and periodicals and funding for the young adult 
program. Amounts budgeted for Human Resources, Town 
Clerk and Board of Appeals have been increased to fully 
fund positions previously approved but only partially 
funded in the prior year. No personnel additions are pro- 
posed in this budget owing to the large increase in debt 
service in FY02 and its effect on the tax rate. The Snow 
and Ice account, which has been chronically under-funded 
for years, has been increased by $130,000 to more ac- 
curately reflect the Town’s actual costs. The overall in- 
crease in the operating budget of 7.5%, has been par- 
tially offset by anticipated increases in local receipts and 
other income, resulting in a net increase of 4.3% in the 
amount needed for the Schoo! Department, the Upper 
Cape Cod Regional Technical School and General Gov- 
ernment. If the Town’s valuation stayed the same that 
would add $0.57 to the tax rate. 


The Finance Committee also recommends approval 
of a number of other financial warrant articles. The Capi- 
tal lmprovement Planning Committee is requesting a capi- 
tal budget of $399,800, equal to the amount approved in 
FY01. The article authorizing short and long term debt 
service in the amount of $6.8 million is $3.7 million higher 
than debt service in FY 01. This increase reflects the 
impact of the High School bond issue and the Land Bank 
program, both previously approved by voters, and the 
need to provide for debt service for the Sandwich Hol- 
lows golf course. 


The Capital Improvement Planning Committee has also 
initiated an override request in the amount of $500,000 
to fund a long-needed program to repair and properly 
maintain the Town’s neglected facilities. This request, if 
approved, would add an estimated $0.24 to the present 
tax rate, an addition of about $45 on the annual tax bill of 
the average homeowner. The Fire Department is asking 
approval of a $775,000 article to provide additional man- 
power to a department that has been unable to keep pace 
with the Town’s growing population. This proposal, to be 
funded in equal amounts over a two year period, would 
add approximately $0.19 to the tax rate in each year, for 
a total of $0.38. This would ultimately add a projected $70 
to the average annual tax bill. The Finance Committee 
unanimously supported both of these articles.

REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


Calendar year 2001 saw dramatic changes in the 
valuation landscaping of Sandwich. These changes 
were just a part of a hectic and challenging year in 
the Assessing Department. 


In November of 2001, the department completed 
its Triennial Update and certification of all Real and 
Personal Property for Fiscal 2002. The update, con- 
ducted under the review of the Department of 
Revenue’s Bureau of Local Assessment, is required 
to reflect FULLAND FAIR CASH VALUATION (Market 
Value) of all property as of the assessment date. The 
assessment date for Fiscal 2002 was January 1, 2001, 
with all new construction listed through June 30, 2001. 
In compliance with procedures set forth by the De- 
partment of Revenue, 2000 calendar year sales were 
used in the setting of values. 


Local and regional sales analysis reflected tremen- 
dous increases in value town wide. Residential prop- 
erties increased by an average range of 25 to 30 per- 
cent, with some areas increasing by as much as 80 
to 90 percent in market value. Commercial and In- 
dustrial properties also increased, though by a lesser 
percentage on average. 


The abatement appeal deadline passed on Febru- 
ary ist with 252 applicants filing a total of 310 ap- 
peals on real and personal property valuation. This is 
the highest number of appeals filed in five years. Many 
of the filings were a reaction to the tax increase rather 
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than the assessed value. Homeowners should remem- 
ber that the great majority of tax increase was a result 
of payments for issues approved by voters in Town 
Meeting and in the ballot box, and not as a result of 
the new values. 


As has been the practice since Fiscal 1991 ,the Town 
will be conducting a review to determine an “interim 
year adjustment’ of all properties. This review, for the 
Fiscal 2003 year, will examine sales from calendar 
2001. 


The Land Bank tax collection is now in its third year. 
An average of over $700,000 in Land Bank monies 
was collected for Fiscal 2000 and 2001. The Land 
Bank tax (8% added of town real estate tax) was voted 
by the voters of this town, along with all other Cape 
towns in 1998. The tax will be collected until Fiscal 
2019. 


The Board laments the loss of the funding for the 
long-planned GIS system. This system was being 
counted upon as important modernization of map- 
ping and record keeping for this and the other Town 
Departments. This weight of this loss may never be 
fully known, but it is substantial. 


In closing, the Board thanks the Department for their 
continued outstanding service to the Board and to 
the residents of Sandwich.

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2001 ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
MAY 7, 2001 


The Annual Town Meeting was called to order by 
Moderator Garry Blank at 7:10 p.m. after ascertain- 
ing a quorum was present. A total of 509 voters were 
checked in by the clerks. Selectman John S. Jillson 
led the Pledge of Allegiance.

S. Jillson, who are not running for re-election as mem- 
bers of the Board of Selectmen. 


Benjamin D. Fleet recognized the many years of 
service by Barbara J. Walling, who is retiring as Tax 
Collector, as follows: | rise, for a few moments to 
remind this Annual Town Meeting of the near retire- 
ment of a valued town employee, Barbara Gage Wall- 
ing. 


Having been a 56-year neighbor of Barbara, | would 
wish to remind all here this evening of the total dedi- 
cation and stewardship in office that Barbara has given 
us over the past thirty-one years.

Finance Committee Budget Message: 
The Finance Committee recommends approval of 


the FY 2002 budget in the amount of $29,528,955, as 
presented in the Annual Town Meeting warrant. In- 
cluded in the total is a 7% increase in the School De- 
partment appropriation and a 9% increase in the 
amount provided for General Government. This pro- 
posal represents the joint efforts of the Finance Com- 
mittee, the Board of Selectmen, the School Commit- 
tee, the Town Administrator and Department Heads 
in arriving at a budget that provides quality services 
to the public while being sensitive to the needs of the 
taxpayers. 


The School Committee has presented a budget that 
attempts to keep pace with higher operating expenses 
for items such as electricity, gas and maintenance, 
increasing enrollments, and the rising cost of special 
education. Despite the fact that Sandwich spends 
better than 70% of its overall budget on the public 
schools, we continue to rank last among Cape Cod 
towns in per pupil expenditures for education and well 
below the state average, a situation we are unlikely to 
be able to remedy without additional state aid. 


The increase in the general government budget is 
the result of the Town’s continuing effort to reverse 
years of operating budgets that have been essentially 
level-funded during a time when the Town has grown 
dramatically. To that end $125,000 has been allocated 
in the Selectmen’s budget to provide salary adjust- 
ments for non-union personnel to bring them in line 
with wages arrived at through negotiation with union 
employees. Negotiated increases are already re- 
flected in departmental budgets. The Legal Services 
budget has been increased by $20,000 to cover ad- 
ditional costs and fund a comprehensive review of 
the Protective Zoning By-laws. Expanded use of com- 
puters in government operations has necessitated a 
$48,500 increase in the Data Processing budget to 
cover annual network oversight expenses, web-site 
maintenance and associated networking costs. The 
amount of $52,000 has been added to the Library 
budget for salary adjustments, additional automation 
expenses resulting in part from a change in state re- 
quirements, purchases of books and periodicals and 
funding for the young adult program. Amounts bud- 
geted for Human Resources, Town Clerk and Board 
of Appeals have been increased to fully fund posi- 
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tions previously approved but only partially funded in 
the prior year. No personnel additions are proposed 
in this budget owing to the large increase in debt ser- 
vice in FY’02 and its effect on the tax rate. The Snow 
and Ice account, which has been chronically under- 
funded for years, has been increased by $130,000 to 
more accurately reflect the Town’s actual costs. The 
overall increase in the operating budget of 7.5% has 
been partially offset by anticipated increases in local 
receipts and other income, resulting in a net increase 
of 4.3% in the amount needed for the School Depart- 
ment, the Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School 
and General Government. If the Town’s total valua- 
tion stayed the same, that would add an estimated 
$0.57 to the tax rate. 


The Finance Committee also recommends approval 
of a number of other financial warrant articles. The 
Capital Improvement Planning Committee is request- 
ing a capital budget of $399,800, equal to the amount 
approved in FY’01. The article authorizing short and 
long-term debt service in the amount of $6.8 million 
is $3.7 million higher than debt service in FY’01. This 
increase reflects the impact of the High School bond 
issue and the Land Bank program, both previously 
approved by voters, and the need to provide for debt 
service for the Sandwich Hollows golf course. 


The Capital Improvement Planning Committee has 
also initiated an override request in the amount of 
$500,000 to fund a long-needed program to repair 
and properly maintain the Town’s neglected facilities. 
This request, if approved, would add an estimated 
$0.24 to the present tax rate, an addition of about $45 
on the annual tax bill of the average homeowner. The 
Fire Department is asking approval of a $775,000 ar- 
ticle to provide additional manpower to a department 
that has been unable to keep pace with the Town’s 
growing population. This proposal, to be funded in 
equal amounts over a two-year period, would add ap- 
proximately $0.19 to the tax rate each year, for a total 
of $0.38. This would ultimately add a projected $70 
to the average annual tax bill. The Finance Commit- 
tee unanimously supported both of these articles.

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ARTICLE 32 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Sandwich 
Protective Zoning By-laws by adding Section 2440 
through 2450 Demolition Delay to Article Il Use and 
Intensity Regulations, or take any action relative 
thereto. 


Section 2440. Demolition Delay. 

Intent and Purpose. This by-law is adopted to pre- 
serve and protect significant buildings within the Town 
of Sandwich which reflect distinctive features of ar- 
chitectural, cultural, political, economic or social his- 
tory of the Town and /or Commonwealth; to encour- 
age property owners of significant buildings to seek 
ways to preserve, rehabilitate or restore such build- 
ings rather than demolish them; and by furthering 
these purposes, to preserve the historical resources 
of the Town and promote the public welfare, and to 
make the Town a more attractive and desirable place 
in which to live. To achieve these purposes, the Sand- 
wich Historical Commission (Commission) is empow- 
ered to advise the Inspector of Buildings with respect 
to the issuance of demolition permits for significant 
buildings. The issuance of demolition permits for sig- 
nificant buildings is regulated as provided in this by- 
law. 


Section 2441. Exceptions. If any of the provisions 
of this by-law conflict with the special act of the legis- 
lature creating the Old King’s Highway Historic Dis- 
trict Committee, the state act shall prevail. 


SECTION 2442. Definitions. 
Building - Any combination of materials forming a 
shelter for persons, animals, property, or an activity. 


Significant Building - Any building, or portion thereof, 
constructed prior to 1950, within the Town that the 
Commission determines to be in the public interest to 
be preserved or rehabilitated, and whose demolition 
would be detrimental to the historical and /or archi- 
tectural heritage and resources of the Town. 


Demolition - The act of pulling down, destroying, re- 
moving, or razing a building, or commencing the work 
of total or substantial destruction with the intent of 
completing the same. A structure shall be consid- 
ered demolished if it is destroyed due to the owner’s 
failure to maintain a watertight and secure structure. 
A structure will also be considered demolished if more 
than twenty-five percent (25%) of the front or side el- 
evations are removed, or covered. Each elevation 
shall be calculated separately. 


Historic District - The Old King’s Highway Regional 
Historic District, or any other historic district which from 
time to time may be established under Massachusetts 
General Law Chapter 40C. 


Section 2443. Procedure. No permit for the demo- 
lition of a building shall be issued other than in con- 
formity with the provisions of Section 2440 through 
2449 inclusive of this by-law, notwithstanding the pro- 
visions of other codes and by-laws applicable to demo- 
lition of buildings and permits issued therefore. 


a. An application to the Building Department for 
a demolition permit shall be made and co-signed 
by the owner (s) of record of the subject property 
at the time of the application. 


b. The Inspector of Buildings, on the day of the 
application for demolition, or within the next five 
successive business days, shall submit a copy of 
the application for demolition to the Commission. 
Within five business days of the receipt by the 
Inspector of Buildings of said application the In- 
spector of Buildings shall personally inspect the 
site and verify that the application: 


1. Is complete. 

2. The name, address, telephone number, 
and any other form of reference informa- 
tion required by the application are cor- 
rect. 

3. A map referencing current Assessor’s 
map and parcel numbers showing the lo- 
cation of the building to be demolished is 
submitted. 

4. A statement of the reason for the pro- 
posed demolition and data supporting 
said reason to establish justification for 
the request for demolition is submitted. 

5. A description of the building, or part 
thereof, to be demolished, including pho- 
tographs is submitted. 


Section 2444. Initial Determination. Within 14 busi- 
ness days of the receipt of the application by the Com- 
mission, the members shall make an initial determi- 
nation as to whether the building is significant. Within 
21 days after the receipt of the application, the Com- 
mission shall notify the Inspector of Buildings in writ- 
ing, with copies to the Town Clerk, the Director of Plan- 
ning & Development, and the owner of record as indi- 
cated on the application, of their determination regard- 
ing the structure. The Commission shall determine if 
the building described in the application is significant 


according to one or more of the following criteria: 


1. The building is located within any local, or 
regional historic district; or 

2. The building is listed on or is within an area 
listed on the National or State Register of His- 
toric Places; is eligible for listing on the Na- 
tional or State Register of Historic Places; or 
is a building for which a preliminary determi- 
nation of eligibility has been made by the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission; or 

3. The building, constructed prior to 1950, is 
associated with one or more significant his- 
toric persons or events, or with the broad ar- 
chitectural, cultural, political, economic, or 
social history of the Town or Commonwealth; 
or 

4. The building, constructed prior to 1950, is his- 
torically or architecturally significant in terms 
of period, style, method of building construc- 
tion, or its association with a significant ar- 
chitect or builder, either by itself or as part of 
a group of buildings. 


A. WITHHOLDING THE DEMOLITION PERMIT. THE 
INSPECTOR OF BUILDINGS SHALL WITHHOLD A 
DEMOLITION PERMIT UNTIL THE PROCEDURAL 
REQUIREMENTS OF SECTION 2444 HAVE BEEN 
SATISFIED UNLESS: 


1. The Inspector of Buildings receives written 
notice from the Commission that the building 
does not fall into one or more of the catego- 
ries described in Section 2444. 

2. The Inspector of Buildings fails to receive 
written notice from the Commission of its ini- 
tial determination as required by Section 2444 
within the specified time period; or 

3. The Inspector of Buildings receives written 
notice from the Commission that, while the 
building falls into one or more of the catego- 
ries described in Section 2444, the Commis- 
sion clearly could not deem the building sig- 
nificant. 


B. Public Hearing. If after the Initial Determination 
Period the Commission determines that the building 
is significant, the Commission shall hold a public hear- 
ing within 45 days after the application is filed with the 
Inspector of Buildings. The Commission shall give 
public notice thereof by: 


1. Publishing notice of time, place and purpose 


of the hearing in a local newspaper at least 
14 days before said hearing. 

2. Mailing a copy by certified mail of said notice 
to the applicant; the direct abutters as they 
appear on a list certified by the Assessors; 
the Inspector of Buildings; the Director of 
Planning & Development; to the Old King’s 
Highway Regional Historic District, where ap- 
plicable; and to the Conservation Commis- 
sion where applicable; and to any other such 
persons as the commission shall deem en- 
titled to notice. 


Section 2445. Final Determination. If, after such hear- 
ing, the Commission determines that the demolition 
of the significant building would not be detrimental to 
the historical or architectural heritage or resources of 
the Town, the Commission shall so notify the appli- 
cant and the Inspector of Buildings within 10 busi- 
ness days of such determination. 

If the Commission determines after a public hear- 
ing that the building is significant, and preferably pre- 
served, the Commission shall notify the Inspector of 
Buildings, Town Clerk, Director of Planning & Devel- 
opment, and the owner of record as indicated on the 
application of its final determination within 15 busi- 
ness days from the date of the public hearing. 

Upon determination by the Commission that a build- 
ing is a preferably preserved significant building, the 
owner shall be responsible for properly securing the 
building, if vacant, to the satisfaction of the Inspector 
of Buildings. Should the owner fail to secure said 
building, the loss of it through fire, or other causes 
shall be considered voluntary demolition for the pur- 
poses of Section 2448. 


Section 2446. Extended Withholding of Demolition 
Permit. The Inspector of Buildings shall withhold the 
demolition permit for a period of one year from the 
date when the final Commission determination of a 
significant and preferably preserved building was 
made except as provided in Section 2448. 


Section 2447. Alternatives to Demolition. If the Com- 
mission makes a final determination that the building 
is “significant and preferably preserved”, the Chair of 
the Commission shall invite the owner of record, the 
Inspector of Buildings, the Director of Planning & De- 
velopment, and other persons determined to be di- 
rectly affected, to participate in an investigation of al- 
ternatives to demolition, including, but not limited to, 
incorporation of the building into future development 
of the site; adaptive re-use of the building; utilization 
of financial incentives to rehabilitate the building; seek- 
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ing a new owner willing to purchase and preserve, 
restore or rehabilitate the building; or moving the build- 


ing. 


Section 2448. Exceptions to Withholding of Demoli- 
tion Permit/Emergency 
Demolition. 

1. The Inspector of Buildings may issue a demo- 
lition permit for a significant building at any 
time after receipt of written notice from the 
Commission that it is satisfied that there is 
no reasonable likelinood that the building can 
be preserved, restored, rehabilitated, or 
moved. 

2. Nothing in this by-law shall restrict the Inspec- 
tor of Buildings from immediately ordering the 
demolition of any building in the event of im- 
minent danger to the public’s safety or health 
due to deteriorated conditions. The Inspec- 
tor of Buildings shall inspect the structure, and 
findings and reasons for immediate demoli- 
tion shall be recorded in a written report, a 
copy of which shall be promptly forwarded 
to the Commission. 


Section 2449. Enforcement. The Inspector of Build- 
ings shall institute all actions and proceedings as may 
be necessary and appropriate to obtain compliance 
with the requirements of this by-law or to prevent a 
violation or threatened violation thereof. 


Section 2450. Non-Compliance. Anyone who de- 
molishes a significant building except pursuant to court 
order without complying with the provisions of this by- 
law shall be subject to a fine not to exceed $300. Each 
day from the date of the commencement of demoli- 
tion to the final determination by court of competent 
jurisdiction shall constitute a separate offense. In no 
case shall such fines exceed $3,000. 

No building permit shall be issued with respect to 
any premises upon which a significant building has 
been voluntarily demolished in violation of the by-law 
for a period of 2 years after the date of the comple- 
tion of such demolition. As used herein “premises” 
includes the parcel of land upon which the demol- 
ished significant building was located. 


VOTED: To indefinitely postpone Article 32. This 
was a voice vote and declared carried by the Mod- 
erator. 


ARTICLE 33 
To see if the Town will vote to amend the Sandwich 
Protective Zoning By-law by adding definitions to the 


Definitions Section as follows, or take any action rela- 
tive thereto: 


Boat and Watercraft Storage Building - A structure 
used for indoor storage of boat and watercraft. The 
storage of hazardous materials other than those quan- 
tities normally associated with boat and watercraft 
storage shall be prohibited in such structures. 


Medical Services and Technology - offices and clin- 
ics for medical or other health services for the exami- 
nation and treatment of persons as outpatients, in- 
cluding laboratories that are part of such offices and 
clinics and pharmaceutical service or technology. 


Natural State - Land that has not been cleared within 
the last 20 years, has not been landscaped, or in any 
way changed from what naturally occurs as a result 
of remaining undisturbed by human intervention shall 
be considered to be in a natural state for the purposes 
of this by-law. 


Other Retail Business Or Service - An establish- 
ment selling or renting goods and services to the gen- 
eral public for personal and household consumption, 
including but not limited to florist, grocery, or hair styl- 
ing; stores that offer the following items, including but 
not limited to antiques, apparel, appliances, art, candy, 
consignment goods, convenience, crafts, drugs, elec- 
tronics, liquor, photo supplies, shoes, stationery, video 
and variety stores. A convenience store that sells 
gasoline and auto supplies but does not repair, ser- 
vice, or store vehicles shall be considered a retail 
business. 


Tattoo Establishment / Body Art Establishment - 
A location, place, or business where the practices of 
body art are performed either for profit or not for profit 
and as further defined by the Sandwich Board of 
Health Regulations. 


Technology Business or Service - Such businesses 
or services include: communications; data warehous- 
ing of any media; sales, service, data collection, re- 
search, development, assembly and manufacture of 
communication products, information service products 
and other electronic technology based business or 
service. 


Mr. Charles Kleekamp moved that the Boat and Wa- 
tercraft Storage Building section be eliminated from 
the motion. This was voted by voice vote and de- 
clared not carried by the Moderator. 
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VOTED: Voted that the Town amend the 
Sandwich Protective Zoning ByLaws by adding 
definitions to the Definitions Section as printed 
in the warrant under Article 33. This was a voice 
vote and declared carried by the necessary two- 
thirds vote by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 34 
To see if the Town will vote to amend the Sandwich 
Protective Zoning By-laws by adding to Article Il, Sec- 
tion 2300, Use Regulation Schedule the following prin- 
cipal uses, or take any action relative thereto: 
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and further, 


by adding note 12 to Section 2320 Accessory Uses, Home Occupation 


12. Tattoo/Body Art Establishments shall be prohib- 
ited as home occupations. 


Mr. Paul Donoghue moved that Article 33 be amended 
to change Principal Use of Technology Business or 
Service in Zone BL-1, BL-2 from N to S. 


The amendment was voted by voice vote and declared 
carried by the Moderator. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED: That the Town amend 
the Sandwich Protective Zoning ByLaws by add- 
ing to Article Il, Section 2300, Use Regulation 
Schedule, The Principal Uses as printed in the war- 
rant under Article 34 and as amended to change 
Principai Use of Technology Business in Zone BL- 
1, BL-2 from N to S. 


ARTICLE 35 
To see if the Town will vote to amend the Sandwich

VOTED: That the Town amend the Sandwich 
Protective Zoning ByLaws, Article Ill General 
Regulations, by enumerating existing Section 
3510 as Subsection a. and Subsection b. and add- 
ing Subsection c. and further, to change the ex- 
isting paragraph in Section 3510 by deleting “two” 
and adding “three” as printed in the warrant un- 
der Article 36. This was a hand vote of 207 Yes 
and 74 No and declared passed by the necessary 
two-thirds majority by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 37 
To see if the Town will vote to amend the Sandwich 
Protective Zoning By-law by amending Article Il, Use 
and Intensity Regulations, Section 2540, Multiple Prin- 
cipal Buildings as follows, or take any action relative 
thereto: 


2540. 
Lot. 

a. Residential Districts. Up to two principal 
dwellings may be allowed in R-1, R-2, and 
Ridge zoning districts on the same lot, but 
only upon issuance of a special permit by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. Such a special 
permit shall not be issued unless the subject 
lot has at least twice the minimum lot area 
required for one principal dwelling, at least 
the required frontage for one principal dwell- 
ing; and then only if both proposed dwellings 
satisfy all of the minimum yard, lot coverage 
and other dimensional requirements set forth 
under Section 2600. 

b. Commercial Districts. Multiple principal build- 
ings may be allowed in the BL-1, BL-2, In- 
dustrial Limited, and Marine Limited Districts, 
but only upon issuance of a special permit by

the Zoning Board of Appeals. Such a special 
permit shall not be issued unless the subject 
lot satisfies the minimum requirements set 
forth in Section 2600 for one building and 
unless each building satisfies all of the mini- 
mum yard and lot requirements set forth in 
Section 2600. 

c. Affordable Housing. In the BL-1 and BL-2 
Districts, one dwelling unit may be located 
within a structure which has a principal non- 
residential use, but only upon issuance of a 
special permit by the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals. Additional dwelling units may thereaf- 
ter be authorized by special permit; however, 
to be eligible for a special permit for additional 
dwelling units, a 1:1 ratio of market rate units 
to affordable units shall be established and 
maintained. A special permit for such addi- 
tional dwelling units shall not be issued until 
after an accessory dwelling unit special per- 
mit has been issued by the Planning Board 
in accordance with Sections 4135-4139 of this 
Protective Zoning By-law. In addition, no spe- 
cial permit for more than one such unit shall 
be issued unless adequate parking is pro- 
vided; appropriate site provisions have been 
made for both the residential and non-resi- 
dential uses; and all of the criteria of Section 
1330 have been shown to be satisfied. 


VOTED: That the Town amend the Sandwich 
Protective Zoning ByLaws by amending Article Il, 
Use and Intensity Regulations, Section 2540, Mul- 
tiple Principal Buildings by deleting Section 2540 
in its entirety and adding a new Section 2540 as 
printed in the warrant under Article 37. This was 
a voice vote and declared a two-thirds ma- 
jority by the Moderator.

This 
was a voice vote and declared carried by the Mod- 
erator. 


ARTICLE 40 
To see if the Town will vote to amend the Bylaws of 
the Town of Sandwich by adding the following Article: 
Prohibition of Smoking in Certain Places within 
the Town of Sandwich 


Section 1. Definitions 
As used in this article: 


Board: The Board of Health of the Town of Sandwich 


Bar: An establishment whose business is devoted to 
the serving of alcoholic beverages for consumption 
by guests on the premises and in which the serving 
of food is only incidental to the consumption of such 
beverages. (Incidental food is limited to prepackaged 


Employee: Any person who performs services for an 
employer. 


Health Care Facility: Any office or institution provid- 
ing care or treatment of diseases, whether physical, 
mental or emotional, or other medical, physiological 
or psychological conditions including but not limited 
rehabilitation hospitals or other clinics, including weight 
control clinics, nursing homes, homes for the aging 
or chronically ill, laboratories, offices of any surgeon, 
chiropractor, physical therapist, physician, dentist and 
all specialists within these professions. 


Indoor Sports Arena: Any sports pavilions, gymna- 
siums, health spas, boxing arenas, swimming pools, 
roller and ice rinks, bowling alleys and other similar 
recreational facilities where members of the general 
public assemble either to engage in physical exer- 
cise, participate in athletic competition, or witness 
sports events. 


Person: Any person, firm, partnership, association, 
corporation, company or organization of any kind in- 
cluding, but not limited to an owner, operator, man- 
ager proprietor or person in charge of any building, 
establishment, business, or restaurant or retail store, 
or the agents or designees of the foregoing. 


Public Place: Any building or facility owned, leased, 
operated or occupied by the municipality, including 
school buildings or grounds; any area open to the 
general public including, but not limited to, libraries, 
museums, theaters, auditoriums, indoor sports are- 
nas, and/or recreational facilities, inns, hotel and mo- 
tel lobbies, educational facilities, shopping malls, pub- 
lic restrooms, lobbies, staircases, halls, exits, en- 
trances, elevators accessible to the public, and li- 
censed child-care locations. 


Public Transportation: Buses, taxis, and other 
means of transportation available to the general pub- 
lic while such means of transportation is operating 
within the boundaries of the town including indoor 
platforms by which such means of transportation may 
be accessed. 


Restaurant: Any coffee shop, cafeteria, sandwich 
shop, private and public school cafeteria and other 
eating establishment which gives or offers food for 
sale to the public, guests, or employees for on-pre- 
mises consumption, as well as kitchens in which food 
is prepared on the premises for serving elsewhere, 
including catering facilities. 
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Retail Food Store: Any establishment commonly 
known as a supermarket, grocery store, bakery, or 
convenience store in which the primary activity is the 
sale of food items to the public for off-premises con- 
sumption. 


Retail Store: Any establishment whose primary pur- 
pose is to sell or offer for sale to consumers, but not 
for resale, any goods, wares, merchandise, articles 
or other things, including retail food stores. “Retail 
store” shall not include restaurants as defined herein. 


Smoking: Inhaling, exhaling, burning or carrying any 
lighted cigar, cigarette, or other tobacco product in 
any form. 


Town: The Town of Sandwich 


Work Place: Any enclosed area of a structure or por- 
tion thereof at which one (1) or more employees per- 
form services for their employer. 


Section 2. Notice of Prohibition. 

Every person having control of premises upon which 
smoking is prohibited by and under the authority of 
this article shall conspicuously display upon the pre- 
mises “No Smoking” signs provided by the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health and available 
from the Sandwich Board of Health. 


Section 3. Smoking Prohibited. 

No person shall smoke nor shall any person, em- 
ployer, or other person having control of the premises 
upon which smoking is prohibited by this article, or 
the agent or designee of such person, permit a per- 
son to smoke in any of the following places as de- 
fined, herein: bars, health care facilities, public places, 
public transportation, restaurants, retail stores, and 
work places except as otherwise provided in Section 
4 of this article. 


Additionally, no person shall smoke in any place in 
which a sign conforming to the requirement of Sec- 
tion 2 of this article is posted. No person shall re- 
move a sign posted under the authority of Section 2 
of this article. 


Section 4. Exceptions. 

Notwithstanding the provision of Section 3, smok- 
ing may be permitted in the following places and/or 
circumstances: 


Private residences, except those portions 
used as a childcare or health care office when 


a) 


operating as such. 


b) Hotel and motel rooms rented to guests that 
are designated as smoking rooms. 

c) Private or semi-private rooms of nursing 
homes and long term care facilities, occupied 
by one (1) or more patients, which are sepa- 
rately ventilated and all of whom are smok- 
ers who have requested in writing to be placed 
in rooms where smoking is permitted. 

d) Retail tobacco stores, which are solely for the 
sale of tobacco products, prohibit minors from 
entering the establishment, and which are not 
required to possess a retail food permit. 


Section 5. Violations. 

It shall be a violation for any employer or other per- 
son having control of the premises upon which smok- 
ing is prohibited by this article, or the agent or desig- 
nee of such person to permit a violation of this article. 


It shall be a violation for any person to smoke in 
any area where smoking is prohibited by the provi- 
sions of this article. 


Any person who violates any provision of this ar- 
ticle shall be subject to a fine of fifty ($50.00) dollars 
for the first violation, one hundred ($100.00) dollars 
for the second violation, and two hundred ($200.00) 
dollars for a third or subsequent violations during any 
one calendar year. 


Section 6. Enforcement. 
The Sandwich Board of Health or its agent shall 
enforce this article. 


One method of enforcement may be periodic, un- 
announced inspections of those establishments sub- 
ject to these regulations. 


Any citizen who desires to register a complaint un- 
der these regulations may do so by contacting the 
Sandwich Board of Health. 


Whoever violates any provision of this article, the 
violation of which is subject to a specific penalty, may 
be penalized by the non-criminal method of disposi- 
tion as provided in Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 40, Section 21D or by filing a criminal com- 
plaint. Any fines imposed under the provisions of this 
article shall inure to the Town of Sandwich for such 
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use as the Town may direct. 


Each day on which any violation exists shall be | 
deemed to be a separate offense. 


Section 7. Severability. 

If any paragraph or provision of this article is found 
to be illegal or against public policy or unconstitu- 
tional, it shall not affect the legality of any remaining 
paragraphs or provisions. 


Section 8. Other Applicable Laws. 

This article shall not be interpreted or construed to 
permit smoking where it is otherwise restricted by 
other applicable health, safety or fire codes, regula- 
tions or statutes. 


Section 9. Effective Date. 

This article will be effective on July 1, 2001 or upon 
approval by the Office of the Attorney General of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, whichever date is 
the later. 


Or to take any other action in relation thereto. 


Dr. Anna A. Manatis-Lornell moved that the words “in- 
door enclosed” be inserted between “any” and “area” 
in the definition of Public Place. This was a voice 
vote and declared carried by the Moderator. Mrs. 
Kathryn M. Kleekamp moved the question, which was 
a voice vote and declared carried by the Moderator. 


VOTED: That the Town amend the ByLaws of 
the Town of Sandwich by adding the article: “Pro- 
hibition of Smoking in Certain Places Within the 
Town of Sandwich” Section 1 through Section 9 
as printed in the warrant under Article 40 and as 
amended above. This was a hand vote 183 Yes 
and 105 No and declared carried by the Modera- 
tor. 


ARTICLE 41 
We, the undersigned, petition to have the NOAH Re- 
habilitation Facility, proposed by the Hyannis Hous- 
ing Assistance Corporation, relocated to an area out 
of town which would better serve their rehabilitative 
needs, as well as preserve the integrity of the sur- 
rounding neighborhoods. There is a genuine need 
for housing for the elderly and housing for low income 
families here in Sandwich. However, an experimen- 
tal Rehabilitation Facility for ex-offenders and sub- 
stance abusers does not meet that criteria, nor is it 
fiscally responsible to the taxpayers of Sandwich who 
will lose 47 acres to “Tax Exempt” status. Currently 


40% of Sandwich land is now exempt from real es- 
tate taxes. The citizens and taxpayers of Sandwich 
cannot afford to support another tax-free endeavor, 
which will primarily benefit people from other parts of 
the state. 


VOTED: That the Town Meeting vote to adopt a 
non-binding, non-enforceable resolution, as 
printed in the warrant under Article 41. This was 
a voice vote of 122 Yes and 119 No, and declared 
carried by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 42 
To see if the Town will delete section 2550 of the Sand- 
wich Protective Zoning By-Law in its entirety and re- 
place it as follows, or take any action relative thereto: 


2550. NON-CONFORMING LOTS. Application of 
amended intensity of Use Regulations to previously 
created lots is limited by Section 6, Chapter 40A, 
Massachusetts General Law. In addition, any lot area, 
width, depth, frontage, yard or coverage requirements 
of this by-law shall not apply to erection, extension, 
alterations, or moving of a structure on a lot not meet- 
ing current requirements, provided that either the lot 
is in an exempted subdivision (see Section 2560) or 
the applicant documents that: 


(a) At the time such requirement became appli- 
cable to it, the lot: 


1. had at least 5,000 square feet of area and 
frontage on a street; or 

2. conformed to the dimensions required; if 
any, at the time of creation, and shows re- 
corded rights of access to a street. 


(b) The lot is to be used for a single dwelling unit 
or for non-residential use, provided that no side 
yard shall be less than 20 feet on a lot having 
frontage of more than 100 feet but less than 200 
feet and that no side yard shall be less than the 
greater of ten (10) percent of the lot’s frontage or 
six (6) feet on one side and eight (8) feet on the 
other on a lot having frontage of 100 feet or less. 


Such non-conforming lots may be changed in size or 
shape or their land area recombined without losing 
this exemption, so long as the change does not in- 
crease the actual or potential number of buildable lots. 


Article 42 was moved but not acted upon by the Town 
Meeting. Julie C. Molloy, Chairman of the Planning 
Board stated that under the Chapter 40A, Section 5, 
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the Planning Board had up to twenty-one days to is- 
sue an opinion after the public hearing on the Article. 
Since the public hearing was held less than twenty- 
one days before Town Meeting, the Planning Board 
voted 4-3 not to issue an opinion, so the article could 
not be acted upon by Town Meeting. 


The Moderator adjourned the Town Meeting at 11:40 
p.m. to the election held on Thursday, May 10, 2001 
from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m.

The Special Town Meeting was called to order by 
Moderator Garry Blank at 7:15 p.m. after ascertain- 
ing a quorum was present. 


Selectman Jan Teehan led the Pledge of Allegiance. 
A moment of silence was observed in memory of Ed- 
ward L. Condon, who served as Selectman and mem- 
ber of the Board of Appeals. Reverend Bruce Bardon, 
pastor of the Covenant Baptist Church, gave the In- 
vocation. 


The Moderator swore in the following persons as 
tellers: Alan D. MacKay, James Kelley, Wade D. 
Saucier, and Paul Tilton. Marie Buckner was Bests 
nated as timekeeper. 


Selectman Teehan moved that articles could be 
summarized rather than read totally as printed in the 
warrant. It was seconded and declared carried by 
the Moderator. 


Mrs. Teehan made a motion to allow the Moderator 
discretion to call a voice vote a two-thirds vote or 
unanimous vote where it is obvious the “ayes” have 
it. This motion was seconded and declared carried. 


Robert S. Jones moved suspension of the rules to 
allow Article 17 and Article 18 to be heard first. The 
Moderator stated the motion was not subject to 
amendment nor was it debatable. After a voice vote, 
the Moderator declared the motion not carried since 
it was not a unanimous vote. 


ARTICLE 1 

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate by bor- 
rowing under the statutes referred to in this Article 
the sum of $2,500,000.00 for the purpose of acquir- 
ing the land and improvements thereon identified in 
this Article as Parcel A and Parcel B and more par- 
ticularly described below, for the purpose of acquir- 
ing the personal property described in this Article; 
and to authorize the Board of Selectmen, on such 
terms and conditions as the Selectmen may deter- 
mine, to acquire such real and personal property by 
gift, purchase or eminent domain for the purposes 
referred to in this Article. 


Parcel A and Parcel B are shown on the plan titled 
“Town of Sandwich Acquisition of SSYMCA Property, 
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Sandwich, Massachusetts,” dated February 28, 2001, 
prepared by David C. Thulin, PE, PLS, a copy of which 
is filed with the Town Clerk..Parcel A and Parcel B are 
to be acquired for the purposes set out in Section 3 
of Chapter 293 of the Acts of 1998, and for the pur- 
pose of conveyance to the Sandwich Water District 
for water protection purposes and water supply pur- 
poses such portion of Parcel A as the Board of Se- 
lectmen determines is no longer needed for the other 
purposes for which Parcel A is acquired and for the 
purpose of conveying necessary easements to the 
Sandwich Water District. The Treasurer is hereby 
authorized to borrow $2,500,000.00 by issuance of 
general obligation bonds or notes under Section 7 of 
Chapter 293 of the Acts of 1998 in anticipation of rev- 
enues to be received under Section 6 of said Chapter 
293, or any other enabling authority, for this purpose. 


The real property authorized to be acquired by this 
Article is some or all of the premises shown on As- 
sessors Maps of the Town as follows: Map 24, Lots 
142, and 173; Map 18, Lot 122, said premises be- 
lieved to be owned by the South Shore YMCA and 
the Quincy YMCA. The real property is described in 
the following deeds:

Meaning and intending to acquire all of the land 
shown on the plan as Parcel A and Parcel B, even if 
not specified by Assessors Map or deed reference in 
this Article. 


Or take any action relative thereto. 


VOTED: That the Town adopt the provisions of 
Article 1 and appropriate $2,500,000.00 for ac- 
quiring land with improvements thereon, identi- 
fied as parcels A & B on a plan entitled “Town of 
Sandwich Acquisition on SSYMCA Property, Sand- 
wich, Massachusetts” and to authorize the Trea- 
surer, with the approval of the Board of Select- 
men, to borrow $2,500,000.00 for the purchase of 
parcels A & B by issuance of general obligation 
bonds or notes, under Section 7 of Chapter 293 of 
the Acts of 1998 in anticipation of revenue received 
or to be received under Section 6 of said Chapter 
293 as described and printed in the warrant un- 
der Article 1. This was a hand vote and declared 
carried by a vote of 269 Yes and 74 No. 


ARTICLE 2 

To see if the town will vote to amend the Sandwich 
Protective Zoning By-law by changing the title of “Ar- 
ticle VII” which currently sets forth the definitions sec- 
tion of the Zoning By-law, to “Definitions” and reserve 
Article Vil for other use, or take any action relative 
thereto. 


And further, 


To see if the town will vote to amend the Sandwich 
Protective Zoning By-law by adding the following Ar- 
ticle Vil (7000) Three Ponds District and to amend the 
Town of Sandwich Zoning Map to create the Three 
Ponds District as described herein. The “Three Ponds 
District” is created pursuant to a District of Critical 
Planning Concern nomination by the Board of Select- 
men and the subsequent designation by the Cape 
Cod Commission and the Barnstable County Assem- 
bly of Delegates. 


Or take any action relative thereto. 
Three Ponds District 


7000. Purposes and Objective. The purpose and 
objective of the Three Ponds District (the “District”) is 
to accomplish the following: 


¢ Protect, to the greatest extent 
possible, surface and groundwater resources 
and their quality; 

e Preserve rare and endangered species and 
habitat existing within fragile ecosystems; 

e Preserve the scenic character of the District 
roads as well as the scenic views of the pond 
shores and woodlands; 

¢ Foster carefully planned land uses such as 
small scale densely clustered residential de- 
velopment with recreational amenities of an 
appropriate scale; 

e Preserve existing single family homes; 

e Foster existing open space and recreation 
land uses including summer camps as this is 
a use that encompasses both recreation and 
education; 

¢ Allow for additional recreational uses that are 
compatible with resource protection; 

e¢ Manage growth in a manner that will not ad- 
versely affect municipal infrastructure. 


7010. Three Ponds District. The District encom- 
passes approximately 692 acres of land area and ap- 
proximately 313 acres of pond surface area. The 
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boundaries of the District are shown on a plan en- 
titled “Three Ponds District” prepared by the Cape 
Cod Commission, dated January 30, 2001 is hereby 
made a part of this by-law. This plan is on file in the 
Planning & Development Office. In addition, a natu- 
ral resources inventory prepared by Horsley & Witten, 
Inc. and dated October 5, 2000 is on file in the Plan- 
ning & Development Office. 


7020. Definitions. In addition to the definitions 
contained in the Definition Section of the Sandwich 
Protective Zoning By-law, the following definitions shall 
apply to the provisions of this bylaw. In the event of a 
conflict, the definitions below shall be applied to uses 
or structures located in the District. Any definition 
used in this section shall be strictly interpreted by all 
permit-granting authorities. 


Adult Retirement Development. (ARD) A self- 
contained alternative residential community located 
on a parcel or contiguous parcels that total at least 
five (5) acres in area. An ARD shall be developed 
expressly for and specifically limited to use and resi- 
dency by persons, and their dependents as defined 
under state and federal regulations, who have 
achieved a minimum age requirement for residency 
of at least fifty-five (55) years of age. A resident or 
occupant of an ARD shall mean a person who has 
achieved a minimum age of at least 55 years. An 
ARD shall be established for the following purposes: 


a. to meet the housing needs of an older popu- 
lation; 

b. to provide an attractive and suitable residen- 
tial environment that is amenable to the needs 
of an older population; 

c. to encourage creative and innovative site de- 
sign to enhance the attractiveness and suit- 
ability of smaller homes, the preferred hous- 
ing for the older population; and to preserve 
open space in perpetuity for the protection 
of natural resources and the character of the 
existing land. 


An ARD shall be subject to all the provisions of Ar- 
ticle VI, Sections 7700 through 7790 inclusive. 


Adult Retirement Development Accessory Uses. 
Accessory facilities including but not limited to the 
provision of services to residents of the Adult Retire- 
ment Development, including daily meals, necessary 
personal services, medical monitoring and supervi- 
sion. Such accessory facilities shall be of a reason- 
able size and in no case shall the general public use 


any facility accessory to an adult retirement develop- 
ment. 


Accessory dwelling unit. See Section 4130 of 
these Zoning By-laws. 


Accessory structures to a single-family dwell- 
ing. The following structures may be allowed as of 
right as accessory to a single-family dwelling. A ga- 
rage for the storage or keeping overnight of not more 
than four motor vehicles. Only one of said vehicles 
may be a commercial vehicle and shall not exceed a 
gross vehicle weight of twelve thousand five hundred 
(12,500) pounds or measure more than seven feet, 
six inches (7’6”) from the ground to the top of the 
roof, or measure more than twenty one feet (21’) from 
the front bumper to the rear bumper. A shed such as 
a greenhouse, tool shed or playhouse may be al- 
lowed. 2 


Accessory uses to single-family dwelling. Home 
occupation, bed and breakfast, stable, accessory 
dwelling unit. 


Agricultural Use. The agricultural uses provided 
for under Massachusetts General Law, Chapter 40A, 
Section 3 shall be allowed in the District on any par- 
cel or series of contiguous parcels containing at least 
five acres. Premises, including necessary structures 
and equipment, containing at least five acres, which 
are used for gain in the growing of agricultural crops, 
or the raising of livestock including a stand for the 
sale of produce, 50% or more of which is raised on 
the premises upon which the farm stand is located. 
Structures which house or otherwise contain animals 
shall be set back a minimum of 100 feet from every 
lot line and a minimum of 200 feet from every dwell- 
ing. Agriculture shall not mean the removal from the 
District of any natural resource such as minerals, 
rocks, air, or water. 


Assisted Living Facility. An assisted living facility 
shall include: single and/or multi-family dwelling units 
and accessory facilities designed for independent liv- 
ing that provides continuous protective oversight and 
assistance with activities of daily living to frail elderly 
persons or other persons needing such assistance. 
Assistance with the activities of daily living may in- 
clude, but is not limited to, bathing, dressing, eating, 
getting on to and out of bed or chairs, walking, going 
outdoors, using toilet facilities, laundry, home man- 
agement, meal preparation, shopping, supervision or 
medication and housework. 
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Assisted Living Accessory Facilities. Facilities 
allowed only in conjunction with a duly permitted As- 
sisted Living Facility. Such accessory facilities may 
include food service, small-scale medical facility, and 
recreational facility housing for staff. The total floor 
area of all combined accessory facilities shall not ex- 
ceed 20% of the total square footage of the assisted 
living facility. Parking shall be the minimum parking 
area required by Section 3100 of this Zoning By-law. 
In no case shall the general public use any facility 
accessory to an adult assisted living facility. 


Bed and Breakfast. An owner-occupied dwelling 
for the rooming and boarding of guests. Food or bev- 
erage shall only be served to those who let a room in 
such a dwelling. A Bed & Breakfast shall not be con- 
sidered a Home Occupation. 


Boathouse. A structure erected for the sole pur- 
pose of storing only personal property of the boat- 
house owner such as watercraft and related equip- 
ment such as personal flotation devices, oars and 
other items necessary to the use of personal water- 
craft. Storage of gasoline, motor oil, engine oil, and 
all hazardous materials shall be strictly prohibited. A 
boathouse shall not include permanent sanitary fa- 
cilities, sleeping quarters, food service of any sort in- 
cluding vending machines, office space, recreational 
space or any other area or use other than watercraft 
storage. The minimum lot area required for any prin- 
cipal use to site an accessory boathouse shall be 60 
acres and the 60 acres shall have been owned by the 
owner of the principal use at the time of the passage 
of this Zoning 

By-law. 


Campground — Not for Profit. Premises operated 
by a not-for-profit organization that is tax exempt un- 
der the Internal Revenue Code used for travel trail- 
ers, Campers, tenting or for temporary overnight fa- 
cilities of any kind where a fee is charged. 


Camping, Supervised — Not for Profit. Facilities 
operated by a not-for-profit organization that is tax 
exempt under the Internal Revenue Code on a prima- 
rily seasonal basis for continuing supervised recre- 
ational, health, educational, religious, and/or athletic 
programs, with persons enrolled primarily for peri- 
ods of not less than one week, and with a group din- 
ing facility only if overnight accommodations are in- 
cluded. Such a camp may erect or maintain one boat- 
house per pond per camp facility ownership in effect 
at the time of the passage of this by-law. Such struc- 
tures shall be permitted only in accordance with the 


provisions of Section 7550. 

Campground - For Profit. Premises used for 
campers, tenting or for temporary overnight facilities 
of any kind where a fee is charged. 


Camping, Supervised — For Profit. Facilities op- 
erated on a seasonal basis for continuing supervised 
recreational, health, educational, religious, and/or ath- 
letic programs, with persons enrolled for periods of 
not less than one week, and with a group dining facil- 
ity if overnight accommodations are included. 


Educational Use. Use of land and structures within 
the meaning of M.G.L. Chapter 40A, Section 3. 


Golf Course. A recreational facility for the prac- 
tice, instruction and playing of golf. Miniature golf 
courses and any golf course of more than nine (9) 
holes shall be prohibited. A nine (9) hole golf course 
shall be permitted only as an accessory use to a prin- 
cipal use such as a supervised campground or an 
adult retirement cluster subdivision, and only upon 
issuance of a special permit. The minimum lot area 
required for any principal use that desires to construct 
a nine (9) hole golf course shall be 300 acres owned 
by the principal use at the time of the passage of this 
Zoning By-law. 


Home Occupation. A business or profession en- 
gaged in within a dwelling by a resident of thereof as 
a secondary use of the dwelling. Home occupations 
shall comprise no more than 30% of the floor area of 
the dwelling. All outdoor storage of equipment shall 
be prohibited. The provisions of Section 4110 of this 
Zoning By-law shall apply to all home occupations. 


Lot Coverage. For the purposes of this Article, lot 
coverage shall mean any land surface area covered 
by an impervious surface. Impervious surfaces shall 
include, but not be limited to, any roof, concrete or 
other impervious material or surface, swimming pool, 
any impervious sport or recreation area such as bas- 
ketball or tennis courts, driveways constructed with 
asphalt or other types of impervious paving. The 
roof(s) of accessory structures shall be included in 
the maximum lot coverage calculation. 


Municipal Use. A municipal use shall include any 
use of land, buildings, and structures by the Town of 
Sandwich that is compatible with the purpose of the 
District. No state or municipal entity shall locate a 
public well within the District without first demonstrat- 
ing that the water withdrawals proposed by such pub- 
lic supply well will not be a detriment to the ponds, 
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rare or endangered species or any other resource 
within the District. 


Museum. Premises for the procurement care and 
display of inanimate objects of lasting historical or 
cultural interest and value. 


Nursing home, convalescent home. An estab- 
lishment providing housing and general care for the 
aged or the convalescent including any premises |i- 
censed as such by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health under Section 51 or 71 of Chapter 111, 
Massachusetts General Law. 


Open Space Residential Development. A form 
of residential subdivision that encourages variation in 
development styles and minimizes the impacts of 
development while providing efficient arrangement of 
roads and utilities and preserves open space in per- 
petuity for the protection of natural resources and the 
character of the District. All parcels or contiguous 
parcels of land of 80 or more acres seeking subdivi- 
sion approval shall be subdivided as an Open Space 
Residential Development through a special permit 
from the Planning Board. 


Philanthropic Institution. An endowed or charita- 
bly supported, not-for-profit religious, educational or 
non-sectarian activity maintained for public or semi- 
public use. 


Preservation Zone. An area of land depicted on 
the Three Ponds District Map that is not suitable for 
development due to the sensitive nature of the natu- 
ral resources located there. No new development or 
extension of any existing use or structure shall occur 
within any Preservation Zone. 


Religious Use. Section 3. Use of land, buildings, 
and structures by a religious sect, denomination, or 
community service organization as defined under 
M.G.L. c.40A, 


Seasonal Facility. A facility that offers activities 
that do not occur and are not designed to occur ona 
year round basis. 


Single Family Home. A free standing building lo- 
cated on a separate building lot that is used exclu- 
sively for residential use by not more than one family. 


Spa. A resort that provides services that enhances 
the health and well being of its guests. Typical spa 
facilities provide: instruction in exercise, nutrition, gen- 


eral health and fitness; opportunities to access a wide 
variety of exercise equipment, body work therapists, 
swimming facilities, outdoor hiking trails and small 
scale outdoor recreation such as tennis courts, cro- 
quet courts, etc. The spa shall consist of a building or 
group of buildings, a portion thereof designed for serv- 
ing food in a dining room and containing 15 or more 
sleeping rooms for overnight guests together with 
both the indoor and outdoor recreational facilities. All 
spa facilities shall be for the exclusive use of the over- 
night guests of the spa. A spa is not allowed on par- 
cels less than 25 acres in area. Setback requirements 
of the district are doubled for spa lots. The spa lot 
must maintain a 50' undisturbed vegetated buffer 
around the lot perimeter. 


Stables. Premises used for the shelter and 
feeding of horses. 


Structure. See Definition section of this Zoning 
By-law. 


Swimming Pool. See Definition section of 
this Zoning By-law. 


Water Dependent Structures. Any structure that 
requires direct access to or location on Lawrence, 
Spectacle or Triangle ponds. Such a structure shall 
include, but not be limited to, any structure that pro- 
vides access to the ponds for the purposes of fish- 
ing, swimming, diving, boating or other water based 
recreational activities. Any boardwalk or other walk- 
way constructed for the purpose of gaining access to 
the ponds shall be limited to three (3) feet in width, or 
any greater width required by law. Water dependent 
uses and structures other than those proposed or 
used for recreation or education shall be prohibited. 


Wireless Telecommunications Services. As pro- 
vided in Section 3800 of this Zoning By-law. 


7100. Permitted Uses.

Such a permit shall be 
granted if, it appears that nuisance, hazard, or con- 
gestion will be created by the proposed use or if for 
other reasons the proposed use would cause sub- 
stantial harm to the neighborhood or derogate from 
the intent of this by-law so that the purposes and ob- 
jectives of the District would not be satisfied.

Prohibited Uses. Any use not specifically allowed 
as of right or by special permit within this district is 
prohibited. 


7110. Special Permit Granting Authority. For the 
purpose of Article VII, the Planning Board shall serve 
as the Special Permit Granting Authority (SPGA) un- 
less otherwise indicated in Article VII. 


7120. Special Permit Application Guidelines. 
The issuance of any special permit for any use or struc- 
ture in the District shall be governed by the require- 
ments of this Article and by the requirements and pro- 
cedures set forth under Sections 1330 through 1370 
of this Zoning By-law. In the event of a conflict be- 
tween these provisions the stricter provisions shall 
be applied. The SPGA is authorized, upon receipt of 
a written request, to waive specific submission require- 
ments of Sections 1330 through Sections 1370 if the 
SPGA deems a particular requirement to be duplica- 
tive or unnecessary. 


7130. Nonconforming Vacant Lots. If a vacant 
lot, protected under M.G.L. Chapter 40A, Section 6 
or under Section 2550 of this by-law, is too small to 
accommodate soil absorption systems, structures and/ 
or stormwater runoff discharge in compliance with any 


Section of Article VII, these structures shall be located 
at least 300 feet or the maximum reasonable distance 
from the shoreline elevation of any pond located in 
the District. 


7140. Existing Single Family Homes. An existing 
single family home that, at the time of the adoption of 
this by-law, does not meet the requirements of Article 
Vil shall be allowed to continue to exist. Any addi- 
tions, alterations, or septic system upgrades shall 
conform to the provisions of this by-law. To the ex- 
tent that this provision is inconsistent with any other 
portion of this Zoning By-law, this Article shall con- 
trol. Notwithstanding the foregoing, a landowner shall 
be allowed to take the following actions: 


a. Bring a substandard or failing septic system 
into compliance with Title V, provided that said 
system shall be sited at least 300 feet or the 
maximum reasonable distance from the 
shoreline elevation of any pond located in the 
District; 

Add onto any existing residential structure, 
provided that the cumulative resulting in- 
crease in the floor area of the addition does 
not exceed 60% of the total floor area of the 
dwelling before the first such addition (such 
floor area calculation shall include only hab- 
itable areas of the existing structure as de- 
fined by the Massachusetts Building Code) 
provided that said addition shall be sited at 
least 300 feet or the maximum reasonable dis- 
tance from the shoreline elevation of any pond 
located in the District; or 

Site an accessory structure provided that said 
structure shall be sited at least 300 feet or 
the maximum reasonable distance from the 
shoreline elevation of any pond located in the 
District. 


7150. Change, Extension or Alteration. No 
change, extension or alteration of a pre-existing non- 
conforming use and no change extension or alteration 
of a pre-existing non-conforming structure shall be 
made except upon issuance of a special permit from 
the SPGA. Such special permit shall be granted only 
when the SPGA finds that the proposed change, ex- 
tension or alteration of a pre-existing non-conform- 
ing use or the change, extension or alteration of a 
pre-existing non-conforming structure is not substan- 
tially more detrimental to the neighborhood than the 
existing non-conforming use or non-conforming struc- 
ture. The following conditions shall apply to any spe- 
cial permit granted under this section: 
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a. Any change, extension or alteration may oc- 
cur only upon those parcels of land upon 
which the pre-existing non-conforming use or 
structure is located. 

b. Soil absorption systems, structures, includ- 


ing stormwater structures and stormwater dis- 
charge, shall be located at least 300 feet or 
the maximum reasonable distance from the 
shoreline elevation of any pond located in the 
District. 

c. All new construction including any parking, 
driveways or roadways shall be substantially 
screened from abutters, District scenic roads, 
and the ponds located in the District. 


d. All new construction shall strive to preserve 
any scenic views from scenic roads or from 
the ponds located in the District. 

e. The SPGA may consider proposals to 


change, extend, alter or relocate a pre-exist- 
ing non-conforming use or a pre-existing non- 
conforming structure that provide a clearly 
demonstrated benefit to the District, the Dis- 
trict surface waters and other District’s re- 
sources. The applicant shall factually dem- 
onstrate to the satisfaction of the SPGA us- 
ing scientific methods that the proposed 
change, extension or alteration better protects 
the resources of the District than the existing 
structure or use does in its present location 
or configuration. 


7200. Dimensional Regulations. Lot size, lot 
width, set backs, coverage and height regulations 
shall be as set forth below:

Minimum Lot Frontage 200 feet 
Minimum front yard setbacks 50 feet 


Minimum side and rear yard setbacks 45 feet

7510. Shoreline Location. The pond shoreline lo- 
cation for District's ponds shall be measured from 
the following elevations as shown on the map “Three 
Ponds District drawn by the Cape Cod Commission 
and dated January 30, 2001”:

7520. Prohibitions. The following are prohibited 
within 300 feet of a pond’s shoreline:

7530. Water Dependent Structures. 


Septic Systems (Soil Absorption Systems) 
and leaching fields. 

Direct discharge of stormwater or stormwater 
runoff that travels through or upon the 300 
feet pond buffer originating from roads, roof- 
tops, developed land areas and any other 
uses and/or activities. 

Use of pesticides, herbicides and fertilizers, 
which contain nitrogen and phosphorous, in 
amounts detrimental to the surface water 
quality. 

No agricultural animals shall be housed, 
stored, grazed or herded within the 300-foot 
shore buffer for any pond located in the Dis- 
trict. No agricultural animal waste-shall be 
stored or otherwise located within the 300- 
foot shore buffer for any pond located in the 
District. 

All principal and accessory structures, includ- 
ing impervious paving, fencing, walls and 
water dependent structures except as pro- 
vided in Section 7020 and 7150. 


Any new 


water dependent structure or change, extension or 
alteration to an existing water dependent structure that 


may be allowed under Section 7150 or 


under the 


definitions in Article VII shall be located no closer than 
300 feet from the shoreline elevation of any pond lo- 
cated in the District. However, a water dependent 
structure may be allowed within 300 feet of the shore- 
line elevation for any pond located in the District by 
special permit, but only if the following criteria are met: 


a. 


Sections 1330 and 7520 subsections a. 
through d. of the Sandwich Protective Zon- 
ing By-law are adhered to; 

The proposed structure shall have a footprint 
that does not exceed 24’ by 30’; 

The applicant shall demonstrate the need for 
placing the structure within the 300 foot buffer; 
and 

The applicant shall demonstrate the benefit 
of placing the structure within the 300-foot 
buffer. 


7600. Scenic Road Corridor. The following regu- 
lations shall apply to the following roadways and road- 
way segments within the District: 


a. 


Farmersville Road from the westerly intersec- 
tion with Stowe Road to the easterly intersec- 
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C. 


d. 


tion of Stowe Road; 

Pinkham Road from Stowe Road to the north- 
ern boundary of the district; 

Great Hill Road from Farmersville Road to 
Popple Bottom Road; and 

Stowe Road in its entirety. 


7610. New Structures. The following criteria shall 
be met to preserve the character and enhance safe 
travel on the scenic roadways: 


a. 


New structures shall not be located closer 
than 100 feet from the edge of pavement on 
any of the roadways or roadway segments 
described in Section 7600. 

With the exception of a curb cut for a drive- 
way, a minimum 100 foot buffer of natural veg- 
etation, including over story and under story 
vegetation, shall be maintained along the 
frontage of all lots fronting on the roadways 
and roadway segments described in Section 
7610. 

Where a lot in existence at the time of the 
adoption of this Article is of a size that the 
100 foot scenic road buffer and/or the 300 
foot pond buffer as required in Section 7500 
cannot be met and the lot is protected as 
buildable under state or local law, develop- 
ment may be allowed provided the following 
criteria apply: 


1. Dense plantings of evergreen vegetation com 

bined with the construction of berms shall be in- 
stalled to screen new construction from the scenic 
road. Plant varieties shall be indigenous to the area 
and may include rhododendron, cedar, white pine, 
American holly, inkberry, spruce, fir, and sheep lau- 


rel. 


2: 


d. 


New lawn area shall not be planted within the 
100-foot scenic road corridor. 

New subdivisions shall be designed to incor- 
porate the 100-foot scenic road corridor along 
subdivision roadways as part of the required 
open space. 


7620. Shared or Common Driveways. The follow- 
ing guidelines shall apply to new development and 
driveway construction on any of the roadways and 
roadway segments as described in Section 7600. 


a. 


The use of shared driveways is encouraged 
whenever two lots are being created by any 
division of land regulated by the Subdivision 
Control Law including Approval Not Required 
divisions of land. 

Where 3 to 5 lots are being created as de- 
scribed in Section 7620 subsection a. a spe- 


cial permit from the Planning Board may re- 
duce the frontage required by Section 7200 
to a minimum of 100 foot for any lot that is 
subject to a permanent deed restriction re- 
quiring a shared driveway. The deed restric- 
tion language shall be submitted with the ap- 
plication for the division of the land and must 
be of a form and content acceptable to the 
Planning Board and Town Counsel. The deed 
restriction shall be recorded with the plan that 
divides the parcel. This provision shall only 
apply to the frontage dimensional require- 
ment; no other dimensional requirement shall 
be lessened through this provision. Common 
driveway(s) created by such a special permit 
shall not be used as frontage for any lot. 
Where shared driveways are not feasible, 
driveways and new subdivision roadways 
shall be designed to meander or wind to ob- 
scure views of new development from the sce- 
nic roadway. 

The use of board fencing stained to blend 
with the natural landscape or natural finish 
wooden fencing especially split rail fencing 
is encouraged when installing fencing along 
front lot lines. 

Landowners and land developers are strongly 
encouraged to use siding and roofing colors 
that blend with the natural landscape. Such 
colors include browns, greys, dark greens 
and naturally stained building materials. 
New structures shall be sited to prevent ob- 
struction of existing views of the ponds lo- 
cated in the District from any scenic roadway 
located in the District. 


7700. Special Permit Criteria for Uses Acces- 
sory to an Allowed Principal Use 

1. Nine (9) Hole Golf Course: The SPGA may grant 

a special permit for a nine (9) hole golf course in 

the District, but only after the applicant has demon- 

strated the following: 


a. 


The design and layout of the golf course mini- 
mizes to the greatest extent possible impacts 
to the environment, water bodies, adjacent 
properties, and the natural habitats of plants 
and animals. These impacts shall be mini- 
mized or eliminated by retaining original land 
contours; by the installation of monitoring 
wells to ensure continued protection of the 
ground water and surface water quality; by 
conducting a thorough natural resources in- 
ventory; and by using encapsulated greens 
and/or other protective technologies that 
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2. 


eliminate any threat to the resources of the 
District. 

The design and layout of any nine (9) hole 
golf course shall avoid disturbing, impacting 
or altering key features of the landscape; natu- 
ral landforms; plant and/or animal habitat; 
unfragmented forest areas; cultural and his- 
torical features; existing scenic views of the 
ponds; surface water bodies; surface and 
groundwater quality. 

The plan shall show large buffer zones around 
the edges of habitat areas. 

The proposal complies with all applicable 
sections of the Sandwich Protective Zoning 
By-law. 

The proposal includes a thorough descrip- 
tion of best management practices for main- 
tenance of the course that includes minimiz- 
ing or eliminating the use of pesticides, her- 
bicides and fertilizers; installing irrigation sys- 
tems that reduce water demand and reuses 
water; and by using drought and disease re- 
sistant plants and grasses. Best manage- 
ment practices shall be included as a condi- 
tion of approval of any special permit. 

The land upon which the golf course is to be 
constructed may include up to 50 acres of 
adjacent land not owned by the owner of the 
principal use to which the golf course is ac- 
cessory. The owner of the principal use shall 
demonstrate control over any such adjacent 
property to the satisfaction of the SPGA. 
Stables. The SPGA may grant a special per- 


mit for an accessory stable only after the applicant 
demonstrates the following: 


3. 


a. 


Stables housing or otherwise containing ani- 
mals shall be set back a minimum of 100 feet 
from every lot line and a minimum of 200 feet 
from every dwelling or other principal struc- 
ture. 

No animals shall be housed, grazed, or 
herded within the 300-foot shore buffer for any 
pond located in the District. No animal waste 
shall be stored or otherwise located within 
the 300-foot shore buffer for any pond located 
in the District. 

Swimming Pools. The SPGA may grant a 


special permit for an accessory swimming pool af- 
ter the applicant demonstrates the following: 


a. 


That the installation of the swimming pool 
does not alter the natural landforms or topog- 
raphy in any way that is detrimental to the 
surface water quality of the ponds in the Dis- 
trict or to any adjacent habitat areas. 


That the erosion control plan submitted for 
approval by the Town Engineer prevents all 
erosion during site preparation, construction, 
installation, use, and maintenance of the 
swimming pool. 

That the process of draining and/or filling the 
swimming pool is not detrimental to the pond 
water quality or to any adjacent habitat ar- 
eas. 


7800. Open Space Residential Development 
(OSRD). This section is established to permit varia- 
tion in development styles and minimize the impacts 
of development while providing efficient provision of 
roads and utilities and to preserve open space in per- 
petuity for the protection of natural resources, the 
character of existing land by a special permit from 
the Planning Board. 


7810. Application. An open space residential de- 
velopment is permitted in the District on upon issu- 
ance of a special permit from the Planning Board in 
accordance with Section 1330 of this Zoning By-law 
and Section 4400 through Section 4448 and upon 
issuance of definitive subdivision approval. The ap- 
plications for a special permit and definitive subdivi- 
sion approval shall proceed concurrently. 


7820. Number of Dwelling Units. In addition to 
the provisions of Section 4441 of this Zoning By-law, 
the total number of residential units allowed within an 
open space residential district shall not exceed the 
number of units that would be allowed as demon- 
strated by the submission of an engineered plan of a 
conventional grid subdivision that conforms to the 
dimensional requirements of Section 7200 and the 
requirements of the most recent edition of the Sand- 
wich Planning Board’s Subdivision Rules & Regula- 
tions. 


7821. Preservation Zone Transfer Of Develop- 
ment Rights. The allowed number of dwelling units 
(density) inan OSRD may include the number of units 
that could be constructed in any Preservation Zone 
depicted on the District map. The calculation for the 
applicable number of dwelling units shall be made in 
accordance with Section 7830. This number of units 
transferred to adjacent property shall be under the 
same ownership. 

a. No development shall take place within a 
Preservation Zone. 
The density allowed in the OSRD shall be 
calculated as the sum of the number of dwell- 
ing units transferred from a specifically de- 


b. 
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scribed portion of a Preservation Zone plus 
the number of dwelling units allowed on the 
parcel(s) to be developed. 

Land that is the subject of a permanent con- 
servation restriction or that has been dedi- 
cated as open space by any special permit 
or Development of Regional Impact decision 
shall not be used in the density calculation/ 
transfer of development rights calculation. 
In no case shall the total density of any de- 
velopment in the District increase over the 
total allowed as demonstrated by an engi- 
neered plan of a conventional grid subdivi- 
sion for all parcels included in the density cal- 
culation/transfer of development rights ac- 
cording to the dimensional requirements of 
Section 7200 and the requirements of the 
most recent edition of the Sandwich Planning 
Board’s Subdivision Rules & Regulations. 


7830. Dimensional Requirements. OSRD lot cov- 
erage, yard, frontage, and lot area regulations shall 
be as follows in lieu of Section 7200: 


Minimum Lot Area 5,000 SF 
Minimum Frontage 25 feet 
Maximum Frontage 100 feet 


Minimum Front Yard Setback 10 feet 
Minimum Side and Rear Yard Setback 0 feet 
Maximum Lot Coverage: 


Lotarea—5000-10000SF 0% 
Lot area—10001-—20000SF 70% 
Lot area— 20001 -—30000SF 60% 
Lot area — 30001 — 1 acre 50% 


7840. Permitted Uses. The following uses are per- 

mitted in an open space residential development: 
a. Single Family Dwelling: Detached, single fam- 

ily dwellings. 
Uses and structures accessory to single fam- 
ily homes including a duly permitted waste- 
water treatment facility. 
Open Space: Common open space, re- 
stricted in perpetuity. 
Recreational Facilities; Recreational facilities 
and activities for the exclusive use by the resi- 
dents of the open space residential develop- 
ment. 
Commercial Uses: One commercial structure 
in OSRD’s of 50 acres or more in size is al- 
lowed by special permit in conjunction with 
the construction of single or multi-family 
homes. Such structures shall house only the 
following uses: a general store that provides 


b. 


groceries, conveniences, sundries, mail cen- 
ter, indoor automatic teller machines, or a 
combination of these uses. All other com- 
mercial uses shall be prohibited. If a use pro- 
posed for such commercial structures is ex- 
pected to generate traffic of more than 300 
vehicle trips per day, such use shall be pro- 
hibited. Any such commercial structure shall 
have a maximum square footage of 800SF 
including all storage areas. Basement areas 
of the commercial structure may also be used 
for storage. Public use of basement areas is 
prohibited. Additionally, a second or third 
story for such structures may be allowed but 
shall be dedicated solely to residential use. 
The architecture of such a commercial struc- 
ture shall be compatible with the architecture 
of the area and shall be designed to blend 
with the OSRD and the surrounding commu- 
nity. A maximum of 6 parking spaces (as de- 
fined in the Definition Section of this Zoning 
By-law) including employee parking and de- 
livery areas may be constructed and shall be 
located entirely to the rear of the structure. 
Provisions for on street parking are encour- 
aged. Lighting shall follow the requirements 
of Section 3470 of this Zoning By-law. 
Signage shall be limited to two signs per 
structure with a total area of 16SF painted to 
blend with the surrounding landscape and ar- 
chitecture. 


7850. Waste Water. The OSRD shall comply with 
the provisions of 310 CMR 15.00 of the State Environ- 
mental Code (Title V), as amended, and the onsite 
wastewater disposal regulations of the Board of 
Health, as amended, including regulations for the 
design, operation, and maintenance of small waste- 
water treatment facilities. Based upon the recommen- 
dation of the Board of Health pursuant to Massachu- 
setts General Law Chapter 41, Section 81U, OSRD 
lots may be developed utilizing a shared waste water 
system subject to under 310 C.M.R. 15.00 of the State 
Environmental Code and the wastewater Disposal 
Regulations of the Board of Health for the Design, 
Operation and Maintenance of Small Wastewater 
Treatment Facilities and subject to the following con- 
ditions and limitations which apply in addition to the 
provisions of Article V of this by-law. 

a. Any such wastewater system shall comply 
with all other provisions of this Article and the 
Zoning By-law. 

The concentration of nitrate resulting from 
such wastewater disposal system shall not 


b. 
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exceed five (5) parts per million (PPM). 


7860. Common Open Space. Within an OSRD 
the balance of the area requirement for lot sizeshall 
be provided in common open space, designated as 
an open space lot or lots on the definitive subdivision 
plan. Common open space shall be maintained in an 
open and natural condition, without clearing, in its 
natural condition for the protection of habitat. The 
open space shall be used, designed and maintained 
in accordance with the following standards: 

a. Purposes: Open space shall be used solely 
for recreation, conservation, or agricultural 
purposes by residents of the OSRD and/or 
the public. A minimum of 80% of the open 
space shall be left in the undisturbed, natural 
state existing at the time of the submission of 
the plan. In no case shall any land within the 
Preservation Zone be disturbed for any pur- 
pose. The proposed use of the open space 
shall be specified in the application and de- 
picted on the plan. The Planning Board shall 
reserve the authority to approve or disap- 
prove use(s) proposed for designated open 
space. 

Recreation lands: Where appropriate to the 
topography and natural features of the site, 
the Planning Board may require that 10% of 
the open space or two acres, whichever is 
less, shall be of a shape, slope, location and 
condition to provide an informal field for group 
recreation or community gardens for the resi- 
dents of the OSRD. 

Leaching Facilities: Subject to the approval 
of the Board of Health, as otherwise required 
by law, the Planning Board may permit a por- 
tion of the open space to be used for compo- 
nents of sewage disposal systems serving the 
OSRD only, where the Planning Board finds 
that such use will not be detrimental to the 
character, quality or the use of open space, 
wetlands, surface water, or rare and endan- 
gered species habitat. The Planning Board 
shall require adequate legal safeguards and 
covenants that such facilities shall be ad- 
equately maintained by the landowners in the 
OSRD. 

Accessory Structures: Up to 5% of the open 
space may be set aside and designated to 
allow for the construction of structures and 
facilities accessory to the proposed use of 
the open space. The portion of the open 
space shall be calculated using the definition 


of maximum lot coverage in Section 7020. 


7870.Common Open Space Ownership and 
Management. The Applicant for the approval of an 
OSRD special permit shall demonstrate to the Plan- 
ning Board ownership and control of the open space 
as specified in the Cluster Special Permit Regulations 
of the Planning Board. 


7900. Application Procedures 


7910. Pre-Application Review. To promote better 
communication and avoid misunderstanding, appli- 
cants are encouraged to submit preliminary materi- 
als for informal review by the SPGA and the Director 
of Planning & Development before filing a formal 
application. 


7920. Submission. Proposed Open Space Resi- 
dential Developments shall comply with the “Cluster 
Development Special Permit Regulations” of the Sand- 
wich Planning Board. In the case of an application to 
amend an existing Cluster Special Permit, the proce- 
dures in Section 4440 through Section 4448 inclusive 
shall apply, except as to such materials as the Plan- 
ning Board may waive as duplicative of materials 
previously submitted. In the event that the above ref- 
erenced sections conflict with any portion of this Zon- 
ing By-law, the more restrictive provision shall apply. 


7930. Requirements. In addition to the provisions 
of this Article and the Zoning By-law, the OSRD shall 
comply with the “Cluster Development Special Per- 
mit Regulations” of the Sandwich Planning Board and 
M.G.L. Chapter 40A, Section 9. 


7940. Open Space Residential Development Cri- 
teria for Approval. Approval of an Open Space 
Residential Development may be granted upon a 
determination by the Planning Board that the plan 
complies with all of the requirements of this Article, 
the other provisions of this Zoning By-law, the Plan- 
ning Board’s Regulations, and that the proposed plan 
meets or exceeds the following criteria: 

a. Preserves open space for conservation, rec- 
reation and the protection of the resources 
within the District; 

Utilizes, preserves and enhances the natural 
features of the land in the District; 

Provides the most efficient arrangement of 
streets, utilities and other public services in 
the District; 

Minimizes to the greatest extent possible the 
impacts of development upon the natural fea- 
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tures and resources of the District; 
Enhances the character of the District by pre- 
serving scenic vistas, limiting traffic impacts, 
limiting the height of structures to the height 
of existing tree canopy and using building 
materials that blend with existing structures 
and the surrounding area; and 

f. Preserves, improves or enhances the surface 

water quality of the District. 


7990. Other Conditions. The SPGA may require 
the applicant to provide or pay for engineering ser- 
vices, including but not limited to the following: evalua- 
tion of submitted proposals; natural resources inven- 
tory; evaluation of potential impacts to surface and 
ground water quality and any other reasonable evalua- 
tion for which the SPGA or town staff is not profes- 
sionally qualified to conduct. 


Jan Teehan moved the Article, amending the word-

7130. A. Protections under M.G.L. c.40A, §6. All 
of the protections afforded under M.G.L. c.40A, §6 
shall apply to the land within the District. 


B. Nonconforming Vacant Lots. If a vacant lot, pro- 
tected under either M.G.L. c.40A, §6 as a separate 
lot or under Section 2550 of this Zoning ByLaw, is too 
small to conform with any particular requirement set 
forth under this Article than any resulting structure, 
including a soil absorption system or stormwater dis- 
charge, shall be located at least 300 feet or the maxi- 
mum reasonable distance from the shoreline eleva- 
tion of any pond located in the District. 


VOTED: That the Town amend the Sandwich 
Protective Zoning ByLaw by adding the following 
Article Vil (7000) Three Ponds District and to 
amend the Town of Sandwich Zoning Map to cre- 
ate the Three Ponds District under M.G.L. c.40A 
as described in the warrant under Article 2 with 
the following amendments:

If a vacant lot, 
protected under either M.G.Lc.40A, §6 asa 
separate lot or under Section 2550 of this 
Zoning ByLaw, is too small to conform with 
any particular requirement set forth under this 
Article then any resulting structure, including 
a soil absorption system or storm water dis- 
charge, shall be located at least 300 feet or 
the maximum reasonable distance from the 
shoreline elevation of any pond located in the 
District.

ARTICLE 3 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Sandwich 
Town Bylaws by adopting the following as a new Chap- 
ter 9, Boat Operations and Use of Waterways, or take 
any action relative thereto. 


Chapter 9 
Boat Operations and Use of Waterways 


SECTION 9.01 PURPOSE 


The purpose and intent of this bylaw is to protect 
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the health, safety and well being of the citizens and 
visitors using Sandwich’s waterways and to protect 
the quality and viability of the Town’s natural resources 
by the reasonable regulation of the operation of wa- 
tercraft. 


Section 9.02 DEFINITIONS 


Great Pond shall mean a natural pond the area 
which is twenty (20) acres or more. 


Headway Speed shall mean the minimum speed 
at which a vessel may be operated and maintain steer- 
age way, but not to exceed six (6) miles per hour. 


Horsepower shall mean the aggregate rated horse- 
power of all propellant machinery at maximum oper- 
ating revolutions per minute. 


Licensed Docks and Piers shall mean docks and 
piers that have a valid Order of Conditions from the 
Sandwich Conservation Commission and a valid li- 
cense from the Massachusetts Department of Envi- 
ronmental Protection, to install and maintain the dock 
or pier. 


Limited Operation Zone shall mean the area of 
the waterbody, as measured three hundred (300) feet 
from the shoreline being used as a public or private 
swimming beach, towards the center of the particular 
waterbody. 


Motorboat shall mean any vessel propelled by ma- 
chinery whether or not such machinery is the princi- 
pal source of propulsion. 


Nighttime shall mean the period from sunset to sun- 
rise as determined by the chart attached in Appendix 
1 


Overloaded shall mean the number of persons 
aboard or cargo being carried, exceeds the 
manufacturer's recommended limit for such vessel 
or is excessive given wind, water and weather condi- 
tions. 


Owner shall mean the person to whom the vessel 
is registered, or to whom the vessel mooring is regis- 
tered. In the case of an unregistered vessel, the last 
registered owner/purchaser shall be considered the 
owner. 


Personal Watercraft shall mean a vessel, by what- 
ever name, propelled by a water jet pump or other 


machinery as its principal source of motor propulsion 
which is designed to travel over water and to be oper- 
ated by a person sitting, standing or kneeling on the 
vessel rather than being operated in the conventional 
manner by a person sitting or standing inside the ves- 
sel, including but not limited to, jet skis, surf jets, and 
wet bikes. 


Shoreline Safety Zone shall mean the area of the 
waterbody, as measured, one hundred fifty (150) feet 
from a shoreline, which is being used as a public or 
private swimming area or the area of the waterbody, 
as measured, seventy five (75) feet from the water- 
side boundary of a public or private swimming area, 
if designated by markers, floats, or otherwise, towards 
the center of the particular waterbody. 


Similar Device when used in connection with the 
words “water skis” and “surfboard” shall mean any 
object used in the towing of a person or persons by a 
motorboat whether the person or persons ride on the 
device or hold onto it. 


Sunrise — Sunset shall be determined by the chart 
set forth in the current issue of Eldridge’s Tide and 
Pilot Book. 


Town shall mean the Town of Sandwich, Massa- 
chusetts. 


Town Hall Annex shall mean the building at 145 
Main Street Sandwich, Massachusetts. 


Town Office Building shall mean the building at 
16 Jan Sebastian Drive, Sandwich, Massachusetts. 


Vessel is a watercraft of every description used or 
capable of being used as a means of transportation 
on water, except a seaplane on the water. 


Wake - Wash shall mean the discharge from the 
“stern portion of a motorboat or personal watercraft or 
other vessel which causes excessive rocking to other 
vessels, rafts, or floats. 


Water Skiing shall mean the towing of a person or 
person(s) on water skis, or manipulation of a person 
Or person(s) on water skis, or on a Surfboard or other 
similar device behind a vessel. 


Section 9.03 VESSEL SPEED 


(1) Vessel speed shall not exceed headway speed 
and no wake - wash shall be created on any 
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pond not a Great Pond. 


(2) Vessel speed shall not exceed headway speed 


and no wake - wash shail be created on the 
following Great Ponds: Lower Shawme Pond, 
and Upper Shawme Pond, or other Great 
Pond of less than seventy five (75) acres in 
size. 


(3) Vessel speed shall not exceed headway speed 


and no wake - wash shall be created in areas 
posted by the Town, within marked channels, 
nor within one hundred fifty (150) feet of indi- 
vidual bathers, divers, small vessels propelled 
by means other than machinery (e.g. row- 
boats, sailboats), mooring areas, public and 
private boat launch areas, floats, marinas, li- 
censed docks and piers, vessels not under- 
way, nor within a limited operation zone. 


(4) No vessel shall be operated at any time on 


any pond at a speed greater than is reason- 
able and proper having regard for the lives 
and safety of the public; the state of visibility; 
the traffic density; the maneuverability of the 
vessel; the state of wind, water and current; 
and the proximity of navigational hazards.

(1) Any person SCUBA diving or group of SCUBA 
divers while swimming on or under the sur- 
face of the waters of Sandwich shall display 
for each diver or group of divers as a warn- 
ing device to boat operators, a diver’s flag, 
so called, constructed of rigidly supported 
material, at least twelve (12) inches by fifteen 
(15) inches in area of red background with a 
white diagonal stripe. Such diver’s flag shall 
be displayed on a boat or surface float and 
shall extend a minimum distance of three (3) 
feet from the surface of the water. Divers shall 
remain in an area within one hundred (100) 
feet of such displayed diver’s flag while at or 
near the surface of the water. A boat opera- 
tor within sight of a diver’s flag shall proceed 
with caution and within a radius of one hun- 
dred (100) feet of such flag shall proceed at 
a speed not to exceed headway speed. 


Section 9.07 POLLUTION 


(1) The discharge or disposal of oil, sewage, dead 
fish, fish parts, garbage, waste, rubbish or 
debris from vessels on or into the waters or 
onto the shores of Sandwich, is prohibited. 


Section 9.08 ENFORCEMENT 
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(1) The provisions of this bylaw shall be enforced 


by the Conservation Officer, Harbormaster, 
Assistant Harbormasters, or by a Police Of- 
ficer of the Town assigned to patrol Town wa- 
terways. 


(2) All persons shall stop when directed to do so 


by an officer empowered to enforce this by- 
law. 


Section9.09 PENALTIES 


(1) Whoever violates any of the provisions of this

bylaw and refuses or neglects to obey the 
lawful and reasonable order of those empow- 
ered to enforce the same, or resists them in

Chapter 9 
Boat Operations and Use of Waterways 


Section 9.01 PURPOSE 


The purpose and intent of this bylaw is to protect 
the health, safety and well being of the citizens and 
visitors using Sandwich’s waterways and to protect 
the quality and viability of the Town’s natural resources 
by the reasonable regulation of the operation of wa- 
tercraft.

Limited Operation Zone shall mean the area of 
the waterbody, as measured three hundred (300) feet 
from the shoreline being used as a public or private 
swimming beach, towards the center of the particular 
waterbody. 


Motorboat shall mean any vessel propelled by ma- 
chinery whether or not such machinery is the princi- 
pal source of propulsion. 


Nighttime shall mean the period from sunset to sun- 
rise as determined by the chart attached in Appendix 
1. 


Overloaded shall mean the number of persons 
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aboard or cargo being carried, exceeds the 
manufacturer's recommended limit for such vessel 
Or is excessive given wind, water and weather condi- 
tions. 


Owner shall mean the person to whom the vessel 
is registered, or to whom the vessel mooring is regis- 
tered. In the case of an unregistered vessel, the last 
registered owner/purchaser shall be considered the 
owner. 


Personal Watercraft shall mean a vessel, by what- 
ever name, propelled by a water jet pump or other 
machinery as its principal source of motor propul- 
sion which is designed to travel over water and to be 
operated by a person sitting, standing or kneeling on 
the vessel rather than being operated in the conven- 
tional manner by a person sitting or standing inside 
the vessel, including but not limited to, jet skis, surf 
jets, and wet bikes. 


Shoreline Safety Zone shall mean the area of the 
waterbody, as measured, one hundred fifty (150) feet 
from a shoreline, which is being used as a public or 
private swimming area or the area of the waterbody, 
as measured, seventy five (75) feet from the water- 
side boundary of a public or private swimming area, 
if designated by markers, floats, or otherwise, towards 
the center of the particular waterbody. 


Similar Device when used in connection with the 
words “water skis” and “surfboard” shall mean any 
object used in the towing of a person or persons by a 
motorboat whether the person or persons ride on the 
device or hold onto it. 


Sunrise — Sunset shall be determined by the chart 
set forth in the current issue of Eldridge’s Tide and 
Pilot Book. 


Town shall mean the Town of Sandwich, Massa- 
chusetts. 


Town Hall Annex shall mean the building at 145 
Main Street Sandwich, Massachusetts. 


Town Office Building shall mean the building at 
16 Jan Sebastian Drive, Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Vessel is a watercraft of every description used or 
capable of being used as a means of transportation 
on water, except a seaplane on the water. 

Wake — Wash shall mean the discharge from the 
stern portion of a motorboat or personal watercraft or 


other vessel which causes excessive rocking to other 
vessels, rafts, or floats. 


Water Skiing shall mean the towing of a person or 
person(s) on water skis, or manipulation of a person 
or person(s) on water skis, or on a surf board or other 
similar device behind a vessel.

This was a hand vote, 177 Yes and 147 No, and 
declared carried by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 4 

To see if the Town will vote to hear the report of the 
Capital Improvement Planning Committee, or take any 
action relative thereto. 


The Capital Planning Committee Report dated 
March 19, 2001 was given by Susan James as fol- 
lows: At the last May’s annual Town meeting the Capi- 
tal Planning Committee asked to defer its final annual 
report because the consulting engineer’s figures on 
the Town building maintenance costs had not yet been 
finalized. | am here this evening to give the 
Committee’s delayed report. 


Since its inception two years ago, the Committee 
has had three primary objectives: 

(1)To initiate a capital budgeting process for equip- 
ment replacement and maintenance that would be 
consistent, collaborative, and efficient. (2) To de- 
velop a long-term capital plan that could forecast 
major non-recurring capital expenditures and their 
effect on the tax rate. (3) To complete a comprehen- 
sive assessment of Town-owned buildings, make rec- 
ommendations for rectifying problems caused by 
deferred maintenance, and institute a regular mainte- 
nance program. 


Committee members, along with the Town admin- 
istrators, have put in place a process by which the 
capital budget can be collaboratively developed an- 
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nually. Capital request forms are distributed to De- 
partment Heads in early fall and are returned to the 
Committee with their requests. These forms ask De- 
partment Heads to consider the current condition of 
equipment, the cost of the equipment or department 
project, the recommended method for funding the 
project, and whether the request relates to any of a 
number of priorities (public health and safety, to meet 
regulatory requirements, improve operational effi- 
ciency, etc.). These capital requests are then col- 
lated and put into a preliminary Town-wide five-year 
plan. The Capital Planning Committee, along with 
the Town Administrators, then review the plan and 
decide on a total allocation amount for the year. The 
objective is to sensibly plan for regular equipment re- 
placement and maintenance, while not overburden- 
ing the taxpayers. After the allocation amount is iden- 
tified, the Town Administrators hold several meetings 
with Department Heads where they look at the needs 
and requests from all departments and collaboratively 
decide on the plan for the year. The process appears 
to be working well. For the last few years, approxi- 
mately $400,000 per year has been appropriated for 
the capital plan. 


Last fall, after much consultation with Town depart- 
ments, the Committee developed a preliminary capi- 
tal forecast, which looks at likely upcoming major non- 
recurring capital expenditures and their potential fi- 
nancial impact on the Town’s tax rate. Because the 
Town can now estimate its build-out population, the 
Committee has been better able to estimate the infra- 
structure that would be required to service that popu- 
lation. Space, required for efficient government func- 
tions, schools, and recreation is certainly an impor- 
tant issue. Maintaining the road infrastructure is also 
Critical. The Town is in the process of looking at vari- 
ous plans for addressing these needs. As a result of 
the framework the Committee has developed, the 
Town is now able to begin to plan for the long term 
and forecast tax rate impacts under a variety of time- 
tables and underlying assumptions. 


Finally, the Committee is pleased to report that the 
building engineering study that began over a year ago 
has been completed. The good news is that the Town 
buildings for the most part have not suffered severe 
neglect as a result of the tight financial times of the 
late 1980s and early 1990s. However, a fairly sub- 
stantial amount of money will be required over the 
next five years to complete deferred maintenance and 
bring the buildings’ condition to a point that routine 
maintenance will prevent further deterioration. The 
consulting engineer made many detailed recommen- 


dations for each building. These recommendations 
were given to Department Heads for their review and 
discussion. Feedback to the Committee has resulted 
in a list of projects that are recommended for this year 
and deferred maintenance projects for the upcoming 
four years. The Committee and Department Heads 
have identified approximately $2 million over the next 
five years to complete this deferred maintenance. It 
is important for the Townspeople to understand that 
maintenance is essential on Town buildings that may 
possibly be replaced by a municipal building project 
because such a project could not be completed for 
several years and the buildings need maintenance 
now. The Committee also believes that the Towns- 
people should be given the opportunity to make a 
commitment to the continuing regular maintenance 
and repair of Town-owned buildings by doing what 
they would do for their own property maintenance; 
that is, to put aside money regularly for maintenance 
and repair. This is why the Capital Planning Commit- 
tee at this time is advising the Town that it will be com- 
ing to the Annual Town Meeting in May with a request 
for an override of $500,000 for extraordinary mainte- 
nance. This sum will be used by the Town to com- 
plete deferred maintenance projects and to properly 
maintain the buildings in the future. 


VOTED: To hear the report of the Capital Im- 
provement Planning Committee. This was a voice 
vote and declared carried by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 5 

To see if the Town will vote in accordance with M.G.L. 
c.59, §38H and the regulations issued by the Depart- 
ment of Revenue in the Informational Guideline Re- 
lease No. 98-403 to accept the terms and conditions 
of the Memorandum of Understanding between the 
Town of Sandwich and Southern Energy Canal, L.L.C. 
dated July 20, 2000 and entitled “Tax Valuation Agree- 
ment”, a copy of which is attached to the warrant as 
Addendum A, or take any action relative thereto. 


Edward L. Childs, Principal Assessor, gave the fol- 
lowing report: Presentation for Southern Canal Tax 
Valuation Agreement. 


Canal Unit 1 was constructed in 1968, Unit 2 fol- 
lowed in 1975. Inthe time since the second unit came 
on line, these machines and the 136 acres that hold 
them have paid an average of just over two million 
dollars per year in total taxes. 


Over the course of time, there have been some siz- 
able threats to the valuation treatment of the Canal 
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Unit. Most notably in the mid-nineties, when the former 
owners filed in the Appellate Tax Board against the 
Town on three years of valuation, attempting to have 
the valuation cut by more than half. The Town stayed 
the course and eventually the matter was dismissed. 


Currently, the Town is in the middle of a six-year 
agreement with Southern Canal, now known as Mirant. 
During this time a plan to build a new unit three was 
developed, and subsequently changed to a plan to 
refire Unit 2, adding 665 megawatts. 


In the ensuing months, the Assessing Department, 
with the assistance of the law firm of Bernstein, 
Cushner, and Kimmell, and in consultation with other 
host communities, developed value and assessment 
criteria that blended the new equipment in with the 
existing equipment to be kept on site. Further analy- 
sis was done to weigh and allocate consistent and 
proper market, and pollution control exemption fac- 
tors to the machinery, as well as the land site. From 
this research and numerous negotiations, the agree- 
ment labeled “Addendum A’ in the Special Town Meet- 
ing warrant was crafted. | would like to review the 
highlights of this agreement and their significance to 
the residents of Sandwich. 


e 20-Year Term for Land (real estate) and Gen- 
eration Units (personal property). Twenty-year 
agreements are being seen in many host 
communities, both statewide and nationally. 
In Massachusetts, communities such as 
Agawam, Bellingham, Blackstone, Charlton, 
Dighton, Dracut, Everett and Weymouth, have 
20-year agreements in place with power gen- 
erators. This term provides a stable economic 
platform to move through the inconsistencies 
of a newly-deregulated marketplace. Through 
the wide fluctuations of fuel costs that plague 
us all. Power generator is not the only type of 
industry to have developed long-term agree- 
ment. Through Tax Increment financing pro- 
grams, 20-year agreements increased eco- 
nomic viability for cities and towns such as 
Middleboro (with the Christmas Tree Shops 
distribution center) and Brockton (Footjoy). 
The end of the agreement will not signal an. 
end to taxation of the property. After the 
twenty years the Town may a) enter into an- 
other agreement or b) assess “as is” in ac- 
cordance to assessing laws and statute. 


e Average Tax Payment of $5.9 million/year. 
Current projected is 2.4 million/year 


Average Increase of $3.5 million/year over 
term. Our tax revenue forecasts, based on 
the value schedule in section 4 of the agree- 
ment, will increase the tax contribution of the 
Units by 3.5 million per year, or 70 million 
dollars over the term of the agreement. With 
no risk of value challenges in the Appellate. 


Agreement adjusts for new construction past 
normal maintenance 


Agreement calls for full disclosure of Personal 
Property items annually. Before deregulation, 
all power generators submitted a Form of List 
to the Assessors. This form, in line with a 
federal report for regulated utilities (FERC1) 
listed every component that comprises the 
generation unit. Deregulation would have 
ended this requirement. Under Section 5 of 
the Agreement, Mirant will make a full disclo- 
sure to the Assessors. Section 6 states that 
improvements beyond normal maintenance 
are subject to revision in value. Projects that 
would increase the value of the machinery or 
the site will be added, and the Assessment 
increased accordingly. This means the value 
schedule is not static, it is flexible. 


Will represent 20 per cent of the entire tax 
base at outset. In the first year of refiring, 
Mirant’s valuation will be one-fifth of the pro- 
jected total value of the Town (based on Fis- 
cal 2003). This from a property that sits on 
half of one per cent of the Town’s land area. 


Total value equal to ~2500 average homes, 
50 commercial plaza. To portray the signifi- 
cance of the proposed value of the Units, 
consider that at first year, it will equal almost 
one-third the value of all single-family dwell- 
ings in Sandwich. It will equal over 50 com- 
mercial plaza of the size of the Stop and Shop 
Plaza on Route 6A. That includes all of the 
plaza, not just the supermarket. 


New equipment will create $3.4 million in 
growth revenue (typical year yields $500,000) 
Since 1980, under Proposition 2 _, a town may 
only increase it’s tax levy by 2 and _ per cent 
plus new growth. New growth accounts for 
new construction and personal property ad- 
dition from the past calendar year. The levy 
for Fiscal 2001 is 27.3 million dollars. The 
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average growth figure for the past ten years 
is near $500,000. Estimates for the refiring 
project indicate that $3.4 million dollars in 
growth will be created. That is almost seven 
times that normal growth of all new construc- 
tion in town. 


¢ Economic Expansion of over $220 million to 
C/I/P tax base. This project will increase the 
commercial, industrial, personal property tax 
base, value wise, by almost 60 per cent. 
Many residents have expressed a desire to 
enhance the economic base of this heavily 
residential town. This agreement does just 
that. 


e Estimated offset over $250/year per home- 
owner. The tax reduction per year, per ho- 
meowner with the inclusion of this agreement. 


e —Inconclusion, this is an agreement that was 
conducted with respect to what is possible, 
what is legal and defendable, assessment 
and appraisal-wise. When refired, the Mirant 
property will provide $118 million in total tax 
revenue to the Town, an estimated increase 
of 70 million over the period. The agreement 
has been approved by unanimous vote of 
both the Assessors and Selectmen. In its 
totality, the agreement is a good one and 
makes sense for the Town.

To see if the Town will vote to transfer and appropri- 
ate $200,000.00 from the Stabilization Fund, said 
funds to be expended under the direction of the Board 
of Selectmen, for the purpose of completing repairs 
and improvements to the Sandwich Boardwalk, and 
further, to authorize that any proceeds from the sale 
of Boardwalk planks or any other funds received by 
the Sandwich Boardwalk Committee be placed di- 
rectly into the Stabilization Fund as reimbursement 
for the $200,000.00 appropriated under this Article, 
with any additional proceeds or any other funds in 
excess of the $200,000.00 appropriated under this 
Article placed in the Sandwich Boardwalk Repair and 
Donation Account, or take any action relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED: That the Town trans- 
fer and appropriate $200,000.00 from the Stabili- 
zation Fund, to be expended under the direction 
of the Board of Selectmen, for completing repairs 
and improvements to the Sandwich Boardwalk 
and authorize proceeds from the sale of Board- 
walk planks or other funds received by the Sand- 
wich Boardwalk Committee to be placed directly 
into the Stabilization Fund up to $200,000.00, with 
any additional funds over $200,000.00 to be placed 
in the Sandwich Boardwalk Repair and Donation 
Account. 


ARTICLE 7 

To see if the Town will vote to transfer and appropri- 
ate $94,725.00, received or to be received, under the 
Chapter 70 Education Reform Act Program, said funds 
to be expended under the direction of the School 
Committee, for Schoo! Department purposes during 
FY’01, or take any action relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED: That the Town trans- 
fer and appropriate $94,725.00 received under the 
Chapter 70 Education Reform Act program, to be 
expended under the direction of the School Com- 
mittee for School Department purposes for FY 
2001. 


ARTICLE 8 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or transfer from available funds a sum of $6,591.00, 
to be expended under the direction of the Board of 
Selectmen, for the purpose of increasing the salary 
of the following Elected Officials for Fiscal Year 2001 
in accordance with the following list, as provided in 
M.G.L. c.41, §108, or take any action relative thereto. 


Tax Collector 4,750.00 
Town Clerk 1,841.00

Hank Sennott, Chairman of the Charter Review 
Committee, gave the following report: 

Three years ago, the Board of Selectmen convened 
the Charter Review Committee from a group of vol- 
unteers. We were charged with the task of reviewing 
town operations, procedures and bylaws and to 
present a Charter to the Board, if we believed one 
was needed. 


As you know, Sandwich is the only community on 
the Cape and one of the few in the Commonwealth 
without such a document. Like the state or federal 
constitution, a charter clearly outlines the roles and 
responsibilities of the various parts of government. 


| should point out, Mr. Moderator, that the members 
of the Charter Review Committee have a significant 
experience in government on all levels. Some of us 
have been active in town affairs for years; others have 
held elected office in other communities, still others 
held or continue to hold positions of significant respon- 
sibility in state and federal government. 


For the last three years, the Charter Review Com- 
mittee has spent literally hundreds, if not thousands, 
of hours on our assignment. We have met with the 
town’s elected and appointed officials and boards; 
Town Counsel, and representatives from other com- 
munities from on and off Cape to either discuss their 
recent charter experience or the forms of government 
they have. We have attempted to reach out to the 
public through public hearings; we even held one on 
a Saturday morning for those who could not attend 
an evening session. A draft copy of the Charter was 
distributed at May Town Meeting and a copy of the 
document contained in this evening’s warrant was 
mailed to every postal address in the community. Our 
meetings were posted, open and noted in the local 


press. 


This Charter is aconsensus document. Every mem- 
ber of the Committee can point to sections that they 
might like to see written a little differently. Some of us 
argued passionately for certain proposals that are not 
included. In the end, however, we came together to 
forward to the Selectmen a strong and effective docu- 
ment that in our judgment is good for the Town. 


However, Mr. Moderator, within the last few days, 
certain town boards and commissions have begun 
expressing concern about individual provisions in the 
Charter. In addition, we have believed for three years 
that this document was an “all or nothing proposition” 
when it came to a vote. This is something we have 
stated publicly over and over again at meetings, dur- 
ing public hearings, in speaking with the local press 
and with our friends and neighbors. 


On Friday afternoon, we were informed by Town 
Counsel that the Charter could, in fact, be amended 
on Town Meeting floor; a startling piece of informa- 
tion running contrary to what we had been led to be- 
lieve and, more importantly, what the public has been 
told over the last three years. 


Coming as it did at the last minute, there was no 
way to notify the public of this significant change. We 
have no way to know how many people interested in 
the Charter stayed home tonight believing it was an 
all or nothing proposition. 


A majority of the Charter Review Committee is 
deeply concerned that bringing the Charter to a vote 
tonight under these new circumstances would simply 
be unfair to the public and to the integrity of the docu- 
ment. 


It will be with much regret that, on behalf of a ma- 
jority of the Charter Review Committee, | will move 
that Article 18 be indefinitely postponed. Thank you, 
Mr. Moderator. 


VOTED: That the Town hear the report of the 
Charter Review Committee. The Moderator de- 
clared to hear the report. 


ARTICLE 18 

To see if the Town will vote to adopt a charter for 
the Town of Sandwich as follows, and further, to au- 
thorize the Board of Selectmen to petition the Gen- 
eral Court to the end that legislation be adopted pre- 
cisely as follows in accordance with the special act 
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charter process. The General Court may make cleri- 
cal or editorial changes of form only to the bill, unless 
the Board of Selectmen approves amendments to the 
bill before enactment by the General Court. The Board 
of Selectmen is hereby authorized to approve amend- 
ments which shall be within the scope of the general 
public objectives of this petition, or take any action 
relative thereto: 


TOWN OF SANDWICH CHARTER 
PREAMBLE 


Good government can only be defined as that which 
is wholly and justly participated in by the people who 
are under its jurisdiction. For that purpose the citi- 
zens of Sandwich, in exercising their rights of self- 
government, do ordain the provisions set forth in the 
ensuing Charter of this town. 


ARTICLE | 
INCORPORATION, FORM OF GOVERNMENT 
Section 1.1 INCORPORATION 

The inhabitants of the Town of Sandwich, Barnstable 
County, Massachusetts, residing within its corporate 
boundaries as heretofore established, are hereby con- 
stituted and shall continue to be a body politic and 


corporate in perpetuity under the name of “The Town 
of Sandwich.” 


Section 1.2 FORM OF GOVERNMENT 


The municipal form of government provided by this 
Charter shall consist of a Representative Town Meet- 
ing, members elected by the people; a Board of Se- 
lectmen, elected by the people and accountable to 
the people; and a Town Administrator, appointed by 
and accountable to the Board of Selectmen for proper 
administration of the affairs of the town. 


ARTICLE Il 
POWERS OF THE TOWN 


a) The town shall have all the powers granted 
to towns by the Constitution and General 
Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
together with all of the implied powers nec- 
essary to execute such granted puwers. 


b) The powers of the town under the Charter 


shall be construed and interpreted liberally in 
favor of the town, and the specific mention of 
any particular power is not intended to limit in 
any way the general powers. 


The town may enter into agreements with any 
other agency of municipal government, 
agency of the Commonwealth, other states, 
or the United States government to perform 
jointly, by contract, or otherwise, any of its 
powers or functions and may participate in 
the financing thereof. 


ARTICLE Ill 
LEGISLATIVE BRANCH 


Section 3.1

COMPOSITION 


The legislative body of the town shall be a 
Representative Town Meeting. The members 
shall be elected to meet, deliberate, act and 
vote in the exercise of the corporate powers 
of the town. 


There shall be twenty-one (21) Town Meet- 
ing Members from each Precinct in the town. 
They shall be so elected that the term of of- 
fice of one-third of the members shall expire 
each year. 


Section 3.2 ESTABLISHMENT OF PRECINCTS 


The Board of Selectmen shall divide the town into a 
number of voting precincts in accordance with the 
provisions of the General Laws of the Commonwealth. 


Section 3.3 TOWN MEETING MEMBERSHIP 


a) 


Eligibility - any registered voter shall be eli- 
gible to be a candidate, to be elected, and to 
serve as a Town Meeting Member. 


Nomination Procedures - nomination of can- 
didates for Town Meeting Member shall be 
made by nomination papers signed by not 
less than ten (10) voters of the precinct in 
which the candidate resides and from which 
he seeks election. The nomination papers 
shall be filed with the Town Clerk at least forty- 
nine (49) days preceding the date of the town 
election. 


Section 3.4 ELECTION AND TERMS 
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a) 


The voters in every precinct shall, at the first 
annual town election held following any pre- 
cinct revision that affects them, elect by bal- 
lot the number of voters of the precinct pre- 
scribed in this article to be Town Meeting 
Members. The first third in order of votes re- 
ceived shall serve for three years; the sec- 
ond third in such order shall serve for two 
years; and the remaining third in such order 
shall serve for one year from the date of the 
annual town election. In case of a tie vote 
affecting the division into thirds, the members 
elected from the precinct shall determine the 
same by ballot. Thereafter, except as other- 
wise provided herein, at each annual elec- 
tion the voters of each precinct shall, in like 
manner, elect for three-year (3) terms one- 
third (1/3) of the number of Town Meeting 
Members to which that precinct is entitled, and 
shall fill for the unexpired terms any vacan- 
cies then existing. 


In the event of a tie vote for the office of Town 
Meeting Member the Town Clerk shall, within 
seven (7) days following the election, call all 
of the Town Meeting Members of that precinct 
together at a convenient place. Under the 
supervision of the Town Clerk, any such tie 
shall then and there be broken by ballots cast 
by the elected Town Meeting Members 
present. 


Section3.5 VACANCIES 


a) 


Resignation - a Town Meeting Member may 
resign by filing a written resignation with the 
Town Clerk, such resignation taking effect 
upon the date of such filing unless a later date 
certain is specified therein when it shall take 
effect. 


Removal from Town or Precinct - a Town 
Meeting Member who changes legal resi- 
dence from the town shall forthwith cease to 
be a Town Meeting Member. A town Meeting 
Member who removes from one precinct to 
another, or who is so removed by a revision 
of precinct lines, may continue to serve as a 
Town Meeting Member from the precinct from 
which he was elected until the next annual 
town election at which the remainder of his 
term, if any, shall be filled by ballot. Any per- 
son so removed from office may be elected 
at the same election as a Town Meeting Mem- 


ber from the precinct in which he resides. 


c) Filling of Vacancies - any vacancy in the full 
number of Town Meeting Members from any 
precinct shall be filled until the next annual 
town election by the remaining Town Meet- 
ing Members from the precinct, from among 
the voters thereof. The balance of the un- 
expired term, if any, shall be filled at such an- 
nual town election. 


Section 3.6 COMPENSATION 


Town Meeting Members shall serve without salary. 


Section 3.7. PRESIDING OFFICER 

A Moderator, chosen in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Section 4.4 shall preside at all sessions of 
the town meeting 


Section 3.8 CLERK OF THE MEETING 


The Town Clerk shall serve as the clerk of the town 
meeting. In the event that the Town Clerk is absent, 
the Assistant Town Clerk will serve. 


Section 3.9 GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES 

All legislative powers of the town shall be vested in 
the Representative Town Meeting, except as other- 
wise provided by the General Laws of the Common- 
wealth or this Charter. 


Section 3.10 PARTICIPATION BY NON-TOWN 
MEETING MEMBERS 


a) Allappointed town officers, the Town Admin- 
istrator, department heads, Chairpersons of 
multimember bodies or their designated rep- 
resentatives shall attend Town Meeting ses- 
sions when the warrant includes articles re- 
lating to their office or function. 


b) Registered voters, residents and taxpayers 
of the town may speak on any article in the 
warrant in accordance with such provisions 
or procedures adopted by the Town Meeting. 
Persons who are not voters, residents or tax- 
payers of the town may address the Meeting 
only with the consent of a majority of the Town 
Meeting Members present. 


Section 3.11 ESTABLISHMENT OF STANDING 
COMMITTEES 


The Town Meeting may from time to time, by By- 
law, establish standing.committees to which shall be 
referred warrant articles for study, review and report 
in advance of the sessions of the Town Meeting. 


Section 3.12 WARRANT ARTICLES 


a) Initiation - except for procedural matters, all 
subjects to be acted upon by the Town Meet- 
ing shall be placed on warrants issued by the 
Board of Selectmen. 


b) Publication - forthwith, following receipt by the 
Board of Selectmen of any subject for a Town 
Meeting warrant article, initiated by petition 
or by a majority of the Board of Selectmen, a 
copy of such subject shall be posted on the 
town bulletin board and otherwise distributed 
as may be provided by By-law. Additional 
copies shall be kept available for distribution 
by the Town Clerk. 


Section 3.13 PROCEDURES 


a) Time of Meeting - the Town Meeting shall meet 
at least twice in each calendar year. The first 
such meeting shall be held during the first six 
(6) calendar months, at a time fixed by By- 
law, and shall be primarily concerned with the 
determination of matters that have a fiscal 
effect on the town, including but not limited to 
the adoption of an annual operating budget 
for all town agencies. The second such meet- 
ing, the powers of which shall be deemed 
those of an annual town meeting, shall be held 
during the last four (4) calendar months, at a 
time fixed by By-law. In addition to the two 
(2) meetings required by this section the 
Board of Selectmen may, in any manner pro- 
vided under the General Laws of the Com- 
monwealth or this Charter, for the purpose of 
acting upon the legislative business of the 
town in an orderly and expeditious manner, 
call the Town Meeting into session at other 
times by the issuance of warrants there for. 


b) Quorum - Seventy-five (75) Town Meeting 
Members shall constitute a quorum. 


Section 3.14 REFERENDUM PROCEDURES

rant article, except a vote to adjourn or dis- 
solve, or votes appropriating money for the 
payment of notes or bonds of the town and 
interest thereon becoming due with the then 
current fiscal year, or votes for the temporary 
borrowing of money in anticipation of rev- 
enue, or a vote declared by preamble by a 
two-thirds (2/3) vote of the Town Meeting to 
be an emergency measure necessary for the 
immediate preservation of the peace, health, 
safety or convenience of the town, shall be 
operative until after the expiration of five (5) 
days from the dissolution of the Town Meet- 
ing.

Votes not subject to Referendum - no article 
which was defeated or otherwise failed to re- 
ceive the necessary quantum of vote for ap- 
proval shall be subject to a referendum peti- 
tion pursuant to subsection (c) below. Any 
article disposed of by a vote to lay on the 
table, to postpone indefinitely or similar vote, 
shall be deemed to have been defeated for 
purposes of Section 3.14. 


Referendum Petition to rescind - if, within said 
five (5) days, a petition signed by not less than 
three percent (3%) of the voters containing 
their names and addresses, is filed with the 
Board of Selectmen requesting that any ques- 
tion, not yet operative as defined in (a) above, 
be submitted to the voters, then the opera- 
tion of such vote shall be further suspended 
pending its determination as provided below. 
The Board of Selectmen shall, within ten (10) 
days after the filing of such petition, call a 
special election that shall be held within thirty- 
five (35) days after issuing the call, for the 
purpose of presenting to the voters any such 
question. If, however, a regular or special 
town election is to be held not more than sixty 
(60) days following the date the petition is 
filed, the Board of Selectmen may provide that 
any such question be presented to the voters 
at that same election. 


Referendum Election to Rescind - all votes 
upon any question so submitted shall be taken 
by ballot, and the conduct of such election

provided in this section. Any questions so 
submitted shall be determined by a majority 
vote of the voters voting thereon, but no ac- 
tion of the town meeting shall be rescinded 
unless at least twenty percent (20%) of the 
registered voters vote on the question. 


Format of Questions - any question so sub- 
mitted shall be stated on the ballot in sub- 
stantially the same language and form in 
which it was stated when presented by the 
Moderator to the Town Meeting, as appears 
in the records of the clerk of the meeting. 


ARTICLE IV 
ELECTED TOWN OFFICES 


Section 4.1 ELECTED TOWN OFFICES, IN GEN- 
ERAL 


The offices to be filled by the voters shall be: a Board 
of Selectmen, five (5) members; a School Commit- 
tee, seven (7) members; a Moderator; a Board of As- 
sessors, three (3) members; a Board of Health, three 
(3) members; a Planning Board, seven (7) members; 
Trustees of the Sandwich Library, nine (9) members; 
Trustees of the Weston Memorial Fund, three (3) 
members; Sandwich Historic District, five (5) mem- 
bers; and such other regional authorities, districts, or 
committees as may be required by the General Laws 
of the Commonwealth or inter-local agreement. All 
elected or appointed multiple member boards shall 
be arranged so that as nearly an equal number of 
terms as possible shall expire each year. 


Section 4.2 BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen shall be composed of five 
(5) members. Each member shall be elected from 
the town at-large to a three (3) year term. 


Section 4.2.1 QUALIFICATIONS 

In addition to any other qualifications prescribed by 
law, each Selectman shall be a qualified voter of the 
town, and shall reside within the town while in office. 


Section 4.2.2 COMPENSATION 


Selectmen shall receive such compensation as may 
be specified in the annual budget, provided, however, 
that they shall be entitled to all necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of their official duties upon 
approval by the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 4.2.3 CHAIRMAN AND VICE CHAIRMAN 


a) Achairman shall be elected by the Board of 
Selectmen at the first meeting following each 
regular town election. The chairman shall 
preside at all meetings of the Board. The 
chairman shall perform such other duties con- 
sistent with this Charter, or as may be im- 
posed on him by the Board. 


b) Avice chairman shall be elected by the Board 
of Selectmen at the first meeting following 
each regular town election. The vice chair- 
man shall act as chairman during the disabil- 
ity or absence of the chairman, and in this 
capacity shall have the rights and duties con- 
ferred upon the chairman. 


Section 4.2.4 VACANCIES 


In the event of a vacancy in the office of Selectman, 
if such vacancy occurs more than six months before 
the next scheduled annual Town election, the remain- 
ing members of the Board of Selectmen shall call a 
special election to fill the vacancy for the balance of 
the unexpired term. If such vacancy occurs six months 
or less before the next scheduled annual Town elec- 
tion, the Board of Selectmen may, but are not required 
to, call a special election to fill the vacancy. If no spe- 
cial election is called, the unexpired term shall be filled 
at the annual Town election. Any special election shall 
be conducted in accordance with the Massachusetts 
General Laws. 


Section 4.2.5 GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES 


a) Except as otherwise provided by the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth or this Charter, 
all executive powers of the Town shall be 
vested in the Board of Selectmen. The Board 
of Selectmen shall provide for the exercise 
thereof and for the performance of all duties 
and obligations imposed on the Town by law. 


b) Atleast a majority of the Board of Selectmen 
shall sign all official documents, and approve 
the financial warrants. 


c) The Board of Selectmen shall serve as the 
Board of Directors and policy making body of 
the Town. They shall appoint a Town Admin- 
istrator to carry out the day-to-day operations 
of the Town within the policies set by the Board 
of Selectmen. The Board of Selectmen shall

appoint members of committees. 


No member of the Board of Selectmen may 
serve in any other elected and/or appointed 
Town office or committee during his or her 
term as Selectman, excluding ex-officio posi- 
tions. Service as a representative from the 
Town to another body other than the Town 
shall not be prohibited by this provision. 


The Board of Selectmen shall set guidelines 
for the preparation of the annual budget and 
present the budget to the Town Meeting. The 
Board of Selectmen shall set the date and 
Warrant Articles for the Town Meeting and any 
Special Town Meeting. The Board of Select- 
men shall make available sufficient copies of 
the warrant for the Town Meeting for all regis- 
tered voters. The Board of Selectmen shall 
either provide direct mailings to households, 
or publish notice of the availability of said war- 
rants at town facilities and other common lo- 
cations throughout the town at least two (2) 
weeks prior to the Town Meeting. 


The Board of Selectmen shall be a licensing 
board for the Town and shall have the power 
to issue licenses as authorized by law, to 
make all necessary rules and regulations re- 
garding the issuance of such licenses, and to 
impose restrictions on any such license as it 
deems to be in the public interest, and to en- 
force all laws, rules, regulations, and restric- 
tions relating to all such businesses for which 
it issues licenses. 


The Board shall require bonds for all munici- 
pal officers and employees who receive or pay 
out any moneys of the Town. The amount of 
such bonds shall be determined by the Board 
and the cost thereof shall be borne by the 
Town. 


The Board of Selectmen shall exercise any 
other responsibilities as set forth in the Gen- 
eral Laws of the Commonwealth. 


Section 4.2.6 MEETINGS OF THE BOARD 


The Board of Selectmen shall hold at least 
two regular meetings each month. The board 
shall fix, by resolution, the days, times and 
location of its regular meetings. 


b) The Board of Selectmen may hold such spe- 


cial meetings as it deems necessary and ap- 
propriate, which may be called for by three 
members of the Board. In no event shall a 
regular or special meeting be held in any fa- 
cility or at any locations which is not readily 
accessible to the public. 


Section 4.2.7. RULES OF PROCEDURE

The Board of Selectmen shall by resolution, 
determine its own rules and order of business; 
however, the rules shall provide that citizens 
of the town shall have a reasonable opportu- 
nity to be heard at any meeting in regard to 
any matter under consideration. 


Voting except on procedural motions, shall be 
by roll call if requested by a Selectman, and 
the ayes and nays shall be recorded in the 
minutes. 


Three Selectmen shall constitute a quorum 
for the purposes of transaction of business.

Section 4.2.8 PROHIBITIONS

Except where authorized by law, no Select- 
man shall hold any other town office or town 
employment during his term as Selectman, 
nor any former Selectman shall hold any com- 
pensated appointed town office or town em- 
ployment until one year after the expiration 
of his term as Selectman. 


The Selectmen shall not in any manner 
dictate the appointment or removal of any 
town administrative officers or employees 
whom the Town Administrator or any of his 
subordinates are empowered to appoint. The 
Board of Selectmen may express its views 
and fully and freely discuss with the adminis- 
trator anything pertaining to appointments and 
removal of such officers and employees. 


Except for the purpose of inquiries and inves- 
tigations, the Board of Selectmen and its 
members shall deal with town officers and 
employees who are subject to the direction 
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and supervision of the Town Administrator, 
solely through the Town Administrator, and 
neither the Board of Selectmen nor any of its 
members shall give orders to any such of- 
ficer or employee, either publicly or privately. 


Section 4.3 SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee shall be composed of seven 
(7) members. Each member shall be elected from 
the town at-large to a three (3) year term. The three 
(3) year terms of office for school committee shall be 
staggered. 


Section 4.3.1 GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES 


The School Committee shall have all the powers 
and duties given to school committees by the Gen- 
eral Laws of the Commonwealth, except for those 
powers and duties as outlined in Section 5.3 of this 
Charter. The School Committee shall have the power 
to select, oversee, and to terminate the Superinten- 
dent of Schools, establish educational goals and poli- 
cies for the schools consistent with requirements of 
the General Laws of the Commonwealth and stan- 
dards established by the Commonwealth. 


Section 4.3.2 VACANCIES 


In the event of a vacancy in the office of School 
Committee, the remaining members of the Commit- 
tee shall notify the Town Clerk and the Board of Se- 
lectmen. If such vacancy occurs more than six months 
before the next scheduled annual Town election, the 
Board of Selectmen shall call a special election to fill 
the vacancy for the balance of the unexpired term. If 
such vacancy occurs six months or less before the 
next scheduled annual Town election, the Board of 
Selectmen may, but is not required to, call a special 
election to fill the vacancy. If no special election is 
called, the unexpired term shall be filled at the annual 
Town election. Any special election shall be conducted 
in accordance with the Massachusetts General Laws. 

Section 4.4 MODERATOR 

A Moderator shall be elected by the voters for a 
term of three years. In the event of absence of the 
Moderator the Town Meeting may elect a temporary 
moderator, for the purpose of presiding over the Town 
Meeting. 


Section 4.4.1 POWERS AND DUTIES 


(a) The Moderator shall have the powers and 
duties provided by the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth, by this Charter, by Bylaw or 
by any other Town Meeting vote. 

(b) The Moderator shall appoint members of the 

Finance Committee which shall consist of nine 

(9) members. Should the Moderator fail to fill 

a vacancy on the Finance Committee within 

forty-five (45) days of having been notified in 

writing by the Town Clerk of said vacancy a 

majority of the remaining members of the Fi- 

nance Committee may nominate a person for 
each such vacancy.

Section4.5 BOARDS, COMMITTEES AND OF- 
FICERS 
a) Each Board or Committee will be organized 
and charged with the powers and duties 
specified in the General Laws and Special 
Acts of the Commonwealth, Town Bylaw or 
elsewhere in this Charter. The Board of Se- 
lectmen may also, from time to time, estab- 
lish boards or committees to address specific 
needs or issues. Each board or committee 
shall, at its annual organization meeting, elect 
a presiding officer and shall cause the Board 
of Selectmen and the Town Clerk to be noti- 
fied of its selection. Such boards and com- 
mittees shall make a written annual report of 
its activities to the Board of Selectmen. 
b) Members of permanent committees shall be 
elected for a staggered term of three years 
unless otherwise provided for by the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth or this Charter. 
Appointees to temporary and special commit- 
tees shall be appointed by the Board of Se- 
lectmen for the duration of the charge of the 
board or committee. Boards, committees or 
officers specifically provided for by the Gen- 
eral Laws of the Commonwealth or this Char- 
ter may be continued or terminated only by 
the Board of Selectmen. 
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ARTICLE V 
ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES 
Section 5.1 TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


Section 5.1.1 APPOINTMENT AND QUALIFICA- 
TIONS 


The Board of Selectmen by majority vote of the 
entire Board shall appoint a Town Administrator. The 
method of selection shall be left to the discretion of 
the Board of Selectmen so long as the method of se- 
lection insures orderly, nonpartisan action toward se- 
curing a competent and qualified person to fill the 
position. The Town Administrator shall be chosen 
solely upon the basis of his/her executive and admin- 
istrative training, experience and ability and need not, 
when appointed, be a resident of the Town of Sand- 
wich; however, during the tenure of his/her office he/ 
she shall reside within the town. The Town Adminis- 
trator shall be bonded at town expense. 


Section 5.1.2 COMPENSATION 


The Town Administrator shall receive compensation 
as may be fixed by the Board of Selectmen according 
to his/her expertise, education and training. Any con- 
tract between the Board of Selectmen and the Town 
Administrator shall be made pursuant to Massachu- 
setts General Law, Chapter 41, Sec. 108N. 


Section 5.1.3 TERM AND REMOVAL 


The Town Administrator may be appointed for a defi- 
nite term but may be removed at the discretion of the 
Board of Selectmen, by vote of the majority of the 
entire Board. The action of the Board of Selectmen 
in Suspending or removing the Town Administrator 
shall be final. It is the intention of this Charter to in- 
vest all authority and fix all responsibilities of such 
Suspension or removal in the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 5.1.4 POWERS AND DUTIES 


The Town Administrator shall be responsible to the 
Board of Selectmen for the proper administration of 
all the affairs of the town consistent with the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth and this Charter, and 
shall: 


a) appoint, discipline, suspend, or remove Town 
employees, including Civil Service positions, 
except that the approval of the Board of Se- 
lectmen shall be required for appointment of

supervise and direct all Department Heads 
appointed by the Town Administrator;

coordinate activities of all town departments; 


attend all sessions of the Town Meeting and 
answer all questions addressed to the Town 
Administrator which are related to the war- 
rant articles and to matters under the gen- 
eral supervision of the Town Administrator; 


keep the Board of Selectmen fully informed 
as to the needs of the town, and recommend 
to the Selectmen for adoption such measures 
requiring action by them or by the town as 
the Town Administrator deems necessary or 
expedient;

financial and administrative activity of the town 
are maintained and render reports to the 
Board Selectmen as may be required; 


be responsible for the rental, use, mainte- 
nance, repair and the development of a com- 
prehensive maintenance program for all town 
facilities; 


serve as the chief procurement officer and 
be responsible for the purchase of all sup- 
plies, materials, and equipment, and approve 
the award of all contracts. Any contract over 
$500,000 will require approval by the Board 
of Selectmen; 


develop and maintain a formal and complete 
inventory of all town owned real and personal 
property and equipment; 


administer personnel policies, practices, rules 
and regulations, any compensation plan and 
any related matters for all municipal employ- 
ees and to administer all collective bargain- 
ing agreements entered into by the town; 


fix the compensation of all town employees

and officers appointed by the Town Adminis- 
trator within the limits established by appro- 
priation and any applicable compensation 
plan and collective bargaining agreements; 


be responsible for the negotiation of all con- 
tracts with town employees regarding wages, 
and other terms and conditions of employ- 
ment, except employees of the School De- 
partment. The Town Administrator may, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board Selectmen, 
employ special counsel to assist in the per- 
formance of these duties. Collective bargain- 
ing agreements shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the Board Selectmen, and the pro- 
visions of Massachusetts General Law, Chap- 
ter 150E; 


prepare and submit an annual operating bud- 
get and capital improvement program as pro- 
vided in Section 7.1 (b) of this Charter and be 
responsible for its administration after its 
adoption. The Town Administrator may trans- 
fer funds between individual line items within 
a department account; 


keep the Board Selectmen and the Finance 

Committee fully informed as to the financial 
condition of the town and make recommen- 
dations to the Board of Selectmen; 


prepare and submit to the Board of Select- 
men at the end of the fiscal year a compre- 
hensive report on the finances and the activi- 
ties and operations of all departments, boards 
and committees of the town; 


investigate or inquire into the affairs of any 
town department or office; 


delegate, authorize or direct any subordinate 
or employee in the town to exercise any 
power, duty, or responsibility which the office 
of Town Administrator is authorized to exer- 
cise, provided, that all acts performed under 
such delegation shall be deemed the acts of 
the Town Administrator; and 


perform such other duties as necessary or 
as may be assigned by this Charter, Town 
Bylaw, Town Meeting vote, or vote of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Section 5.1.5 ACTING TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


The Town Administrator shall designate, by letter 
filed with the Board of Selectmen, a qualified admin- 
istrative officer of the town to perform the duties of 
Town Administrator in his/her absence. In the event 
of long-term disability, resignation, or termination of 
the Town Administrator, the Board of Selectmen shall 
appoint an acting Town Administrator for the duration 
of any such disability, or until appointment of a per- 
manent Town Administrator. No member of the Board 
of Selectmen shall serve as acting Town Administra- 
tor. 

Section 5.2 TOWN COUNSEL 

The Board of Selectmen shall appoint a competent 
and duly qualified and licensed attorney practicing in 
the Commonwealth, who shall be the counsel for the 
town. He/she shall receive for his/her services such 
compensation as may be fixed by the Board of Se- 
lectmen and shall hold his/her office at the pleasure 
of the Board. The Town Counsel shall be the legal 
adviser of all of the offices and departments of the 
town, and he/she shall represent the town in all litiga- 
tion and legal proceedings; provided, that the Board 
of Selectmen may retain special counsel at any time 
they deem appropriate and necessary. He/she shall 
review and concur or dissent upon all documents, 
contracts, and legal instruments in which the town may 
have an interest. The Town Counsel shall perform 
other duties prescribed by this Charter, Town By-law, 
or as directed by the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 5.3 PUBLIC FACILITIES 


The Town Administrator shall, under the provisions 
of Section 5.1.4 (a) of this Charter, appoint or desig- 
nate an individual as Director of Public Facilities. The 
Director shall, under the general supervision and di- 
rection of the Town Administrator, have general care 
of all town buildings and property, including but not 
limited to schools, fire, police, highway, cemetery, rec- 
reation and other municipal buildings and property. 
The Director shall be responsible for the repair and 
preventive maintenance of all municipal buildings and 
facilities and shall prepare maintenance plans and 
budgets in consultation with department heads, boards 
and the Capital Planning Committee. The Director 
shall be charged with the administration of all mainte- 
nance funds appropriated for this purpose. 
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ARTICLE VI 
PUBLIC RECORDS AND OPEN MEETINGS 


All boards, committees, and commissions shall com- 
ply with Chapter 39, sections A, B and C of the Gen- 
eral Laws of the Commonwealth, popularly known as 
the “Open Meeting Law”, in the conduct of any town 
business. 


ARTICLE VII 
FINANCIAL PROVISIONS AND ADMINISTRA- 
TION 


Section 7.1 SUBMISSION OF BUDGET AND 
BUDGET MESSAGE 
a) Annually, prior to the first day of November, 
the Town Administrator shall establish and 
issue a budget schedule which shall set forth 
the calendar dates for developing the annual 
budget for the next fiscal year. 


On or before the first day of February, the 
Town Administrator shall submit to the Board 
of Selectmen and Finance Committee a pro- 
posed budget and accompanying message. 


The Budget shall provide a complete finan- 
cial plan of! all town funds and activities, in- 
cluding details on debt and debt service, an- 
ticipated income, and proposed expenditures. 
The Budget shall include proposals for capi- 
tal improvements for the next five (5) years. 
The budget message shall begin with a clear 
general summary of its content, and explain 
in both fiscal terms and work program objec- 
tives, proposed expenditures for each depart- 
ment, capital expenditures, and the projected 
tax rate. 


The Board of Selectmen shall review the pro- 
posed Town Budget and refer it, including the 
School Department Budget and recommen- 
dations, to the Finance Committee, on or be- 
fore the first day of March. 


Section 7.2 FINANCE COMMITTEE 


a) There shall be a permanent committee known 
as the Finance Committee, composed of nine 
(9) registered voters of the town appointed 
by the Moderator. They shall serve for three 
(3) year terms. Terms shall be staggered. 
Members shall serve without compensation 


and no member shall be an employee of the 

Town nor hold an elected or appointed town 

position during their term of office. 
b) It shall be the duty of the Finance Committee 
to report at the annual Town Meeting or ata 
special Town Meeting its advisory recommen- 
dations on all financial articles in the warrant 
for such Town Meetings, and the projected 
tax rate consistent with their recommenda- 
tions. 
c) The Finance Committee may require that the 
Town Administrator, any town department, 
office, board, commission or committee fur- 
nish appropriate additional financial informa- 
tion, as needed. 


Section7.3 PUBLIC NOTICE AND PUBLIC 
HEARING 


a) The Finance Committee shall within sixty (60) 
days following the submission of the draft bud- 
get by the Town Administrator, review the pro- 
posed budget, and shall return it to the Board 
of Selectmen with their recommendations. 

b) The Board of Selectmen shall conduct at least 

one public hearing on the proposed budget, 

including the school budget, prior to the Town 

Meeting, and include the recommendations 

of the Finance Committee. 

c) The Board of Selectmen shall post in the Town 

Hall and publish in a daily newspaper of gen- 

eral circulation, a summary of the proposed 

budget and notice stating: 


(1) the times and places where copies of the mes- 
sage and budget are available for inspection 
by the public, and 


(2) the date, time and place where the Board of 
Selectmen shall conduct the public hearing 
on the budget. 


Section 7.4 BUDGET ADOPTION 


Town meeting shall adopt the annual operating bud- 
get, with or without amendments prior to the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year. 


Section 7.5 ANNUAL AUDIT 
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At the close of each fiscal year, and at such times 
as it may be deemed necessary, the Board of Select- 
men shall cause an independent audit to be made of 
all accounts of the Town by a certified public accoun- 
tant. The certified public accountant so selected shall 
have no personal interest, directly or indirectly in the 
financial affairs of the Town or any of its offices. Upon 
completion of the audit, the results ina summary form 
shall be placed on file in the Town Clerk’s office as a 
public record and in the Sandwich Public Library for 
public information. 


Section 7.6 EMERGENCY APPROPRIATIONS, 
REDUCTIONS, and TRANSFERS 


Any and all emergency appropriations, reductions, 
and transfers will be made in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the General Laws of the Commonwealth 
and the Town By-laws. 


ARTICLE VIII 
RECALL 
Section 8.1. RECALL 

Any holder of an elected office in the Town of Sand- 
wich may be recalled there from by the qualified vot- 
ers of the Town as provided in Chapter 408 of the 
Acts of 1987 for reasons which include but are not 
limited to the following: embezzlement; influence ped- 
dling; refusal to abide by or not comply with the Con- 
flict of Interest Law, Open Meeting Law, Public 
Records Law, rules and regulations thereto, and the 
By-Laws of the Town of Sandwich which pertains to 
same; destruction or alteration of public records; nepo- 
tism; conviction for a felony; failure to perform the 
duties of the elected office; or other willful acts of 
omission or commission which betray the public trust. 

Section 8.2 RECALL PETITION 

A recall petition shall be initiated by request of ten 
(10) qualified voters. The recall petition shall be signed 
by twenty-five percent (25%) of the qualified voters 
and returned within twenty (20) days in accordance 
with the aforementioned Special Legislative Act. 


ARTICLE IX 
CHARTER 
Section 9.1 SEVERABILITY 

If any section, or part of a section of this Charter, 
shall be held invalid by a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, such holding shall not affect the remainder of 
this Charter. 

Section 9.2 CHARTER REVIEW COMMITTEE 

At least every five (5) years the Selectmen shall 
appoint a Charter Review Committee to be composed 
of seven (7) members for a period not longer than six 
(6) months, who shall submit their recommendations 


to the Board of Selectmen and shall file proceedings 
of their deliberations. 


Section 9.3 AMENDMENT TO CHARTER 


a) Nothwithstanding and in addition to the pro- 
visions of this section, this Charter may be 
amended or revised by special act of the 
General Court, upon the recommendation of 
Town Meeting, and/or pursuant to the provi- 
sions of General Laws Chapter 43B. 


This charter may be amended pursuant to an 
initiative petition filed in accordance with this 
section. To commence the initiative petition 
process, any ten (10) registered Town voters 
may file an affidavit with the Town Clerk, con- 
taining the substance of the proposed char- 
ter amendment. The Town Clerk shall there- 
upon deliver to the voters filing the affidavit a 
sufficient number of initiative petition blanks, 
which shall be stamped with the date of issu- 
ance and contain the signature and official 
seal of the Town Clerk. 

c) The petitioners shall print the text of the pro- 
posed charter amendment on the petition 
blanks or affix the text firmly thereto. The 
petition shall identify by section or subsec- 
tion, where applicable, that provision(s) pro- 
posed for amendment, or shall state that the 
proposed amendment is a new provision. 
Signed petition forms must be filed with the 
Town Clerk’s office by 5:00 p.m. on the twen- 
tieth day after issuance. 


Initiative petition forms must be signed by no 
less than ten percent (10%) of the registered 
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voters as appears on the registered voter list 
at the most recent annual Town election. Any 
petition forms received after the twentieth day 
shall be rejected by the Town Clerk. Upon 
receipt of the petitions, the Town Clerk shall 
transmit said petitions to the Board of Voter 
Registrars, who shall within five (5) days cer- 
tify those signatures that are names of regis- 
tered voters of the Town. In the event that 
the number of certified signatures is less than 
ten percent of the registered voters, the Board 
of Voter Registrars shall so notify the Board 
of Selectmen and the voters who filed the af- 
fidavit, and such petitions shall be void and 
shall not count towards any other petition. If 
the petitions do contain a sufficient number 
of signatures, the Board of Registrars shall 
submit the petitions with the Town Clerk’s 
certificate to the Board of Selectmen. 
e) The Board of Selectmen shall provide a copy 
of the certified initiative petition to Town Coun- 
sel to conduct a review of the proposed char- 
ter amendment for consistency with the Con- 
stitution and laws of the Commonwealth. If 
the opinion of Town Counsel is that the initia- 
tive petition is consistent with the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the Commonwealth, the 
Board of Selectmen shall thereafter declare 
that the proposed charter amendment shall 
appear as a ballot question at the next sub- 
sequent annual Town election ballot, provided 
that the Board of Selectmen receives the cer- 
tified petitions no later than thirty-five (35) days 
before said election. If the opinion of Town 
Counsel is that the initiative petition is not 
consistent with the Constitution and laws of 
the Commonwealth, the Board of Selectmen 
shall so notify the voters who filed the affida- 
vit and the initiative petition shall not be placed 
on the annual Town election ballot. 
f) The ballot question shall be worded substan- 
tially as follows: “Shall the Town approve an 
amendment to the Town Charter, as proposed 
by initiative petition of the Town’s registered 
voters, summarized below?” 


Town Counsel shall prepare a summary descrip- 
tion of the proposed amendment. If the ballot ques- 
tion receives a favorable majority vote, the proposed 
charter amendment shall take effect thirty (30) days 
after such election results are certified by the Town 
Clerk, provided that at least thirty-five percent (35%) 


of the registered voters cast ballots at the election. If 
the ballot question does not receive a favorable ma- 
jority vote, or if less than thirty-five percent of the reg- 
istered voters cast ballots at the election, the proposed 
amendment shall not take effect. 


VOTED: To indefinitely postpone Article 18. This 
was a voice vote and declared carried by the Mod- 
erator. 


Town Meeting was adjourned at 10:45 P.M.

2001 SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
SEPTEMBER 24, 2001 


The Special Town meeting was called to order by 
Moderator Garry Blank at 7:10 p.m. after ascertain- 
ing a quorum was present. A total of 383 voters was 
checked in by the clerks. Firefighter/EMT Scott F. 
Ames of the Sandwich Fire Department and member 
of the Beverly FEMA team led the Pledge of Allegiance. 
Mr. Ames had recently returned from responding to 
the World Trade Center disaster. The Reverend John 
M. Murray, Parochial Vicar of Corpus Christi Church, 
gave the Invocation. 


The Moderator swore in the following persons as 
tellers: Douglas S. Dexter, Walter T. Fagnant, Jr., 
Wayne G. Sellin, and Jan L. Teehan. Town Adminis- 
trator George H. Dunham was designated as time- 
keeper. 


Jeanne G. Prendergast, accompanied on the pi- 
ano by James DeFrancesco, sang “America, The 
Beautiful.” 


Selectman Ron Larkin moved that Article 3 be taken 
out of order, and the Moderator so directed. 


ARTICLE 3 

To see if the Town will vote to accept the layout of

REPORT OF THE CHARTER 
COMMITTEE TO SPECIAL 
TOWN MEETING 
SEPTEMBER 24, 2001 


The Board of Selectmen appointed an 11-member 
Charter Committee in March 1998 from a group of 
volunteers. The Committee was instructed to review 
Town By-laws and methods of operation and, if ap- 
propriate, prepare a charter for Town Meeting con- 
sideration. Over two and half years, the Committee 
met with elected and appointed town officials, as well 
as representatives from communities of similar size 
or those that have recently addressed charter related 
issues. The Committee met on a regular schedule with 
all meetings posted and open to the public. These 
meetings were also noted in the local press on a regu- 
lar basis. The Committee welcomed comments from 


those who attended meetings. 


In addition, the Committee conducted three public 
forums, including one on a Saturday morning for those 
residents unable to attend meetings on weeknights. 
A draft copy of the Charter was also distributed at the 
2000 Annual Town Meeting. In November 2000 the 
Committee presented the Charter to the Board of 
Selectmen, and the Committee was discharged. The 
Charter was on the warrant for the Special Town Meet- 
ing on March 19, 2001. 


Following the action of the Special Town Meeting 
on March 19, 2001 to postpone indefinitely consider- 
ation of the Charter, the Board of Selectmen re-ap- 
pointed the Charter Committee. 


At the first meeting of the reconstituted Committee, 
Hank Sennott, Chairman, resigned from the Commit- 
tee because of his election to the Board of Select- 
men. The Board of Selectmen has since then ap- 
pointed Hank as an ex Officio liaison to the Commit- 
tee. All other members of the Committee accepted 
the re-appointment and voted the following Commit- 
tee re-organization: Chair, Barbara Durland; Vice 
Chair, David Gilmartin; Secretary, Paul Schrader. 


Since the re-organization the Committee has met 
to discuss various questions with the Town Adminis- 
trator, the Finance Committee and the School Com- 
mittee. In light of these discussions and the debate 
and actions taken at the Special Town Meeting and 
the Annual Town Meeting, the Committee has made 
several revisions to the Charter as it was originally 
proposed. 


The major revisions are: 


¢ Retain the Town Clerk and Tax Collector as 
elected positions, based on the actions taken 
at the Annual Town Meeting and the non-bind- 
ing referendum at the Town Election (Article 
IV, Sections 4.5 and 4.6) 


* Clarification of the role of the Finance Commit- 
tee in the budget process (Article VII, Sec- 
tion 7.2.b) 


* Clarification of the role of the Director of Public 
Facilities (Article V, Section 5.3) 


The most significant change in the original charter 
proposal submitted to Town Meeting on March 
19,2001, was to institute a Representative Town Meet- 
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ing for the legislative branch of town government (Ar- 
ticle Ill). This change also became the most contro- 
versial in discussions at Selectmen’s meetings and 
in media reports. 


The highest priority for the Charter Committee is 
the adoption of a charter for the Town of Sandwich. 
Responding to the perception of opposition to the 
Representative Town Meeting, and the possible de- 
feat of the charter, the Committee decided to revise 
the proposed Charter to an Open Town Meeting form. 
However, a majority of the Committee is convinced 
that a Representative Town Meeting is the right direc- 
tion for the town at this time. Given that the Charter is 
subject to amendment at Town Meeting, we believe it 
may be most appropriate to offer an amendment con- 
structed to be consistent with the remainder of the 
Charter. Therefore, the Committee intends to move 
an amendment on the floor of the Special Town Meet- 
ing on September 24, 2001 to substitute a Represen- 
tative Town Meeting form for the legislative branch so 
that both options can be fully debated, allowing the 
citizens of the town to make a choice in this important 
matter. 


The Charter Committee wishes to express its thanks 
to all of the members of town government who have 
assisted us in preparing this Charter. The proposed 
Charter should in no way be construed as a reflection 
on the conduct of government responsibilities by any 
of those presently involved. 


In developing the proposed Charter we have had 
open and frank expressions of opinion by each of us 
and by those who have appeared at our meetings. 
While the members of the Committee have not always 
agreed on every detail, they endorse this proposed 
Charter. 


The members of the Committee believe that this 
Charter with provisions for moving to a policy-setting 
Board of Selectmen, a strong Town Administrator, and 
a Town Meeting will provide an improved town gov- 
ernment with accountability of leadership, and sound 
administration in a time of increasing costs and grow- 
ing complexity of town business.

ARTICLE 2 

To see if the Town will vote to adopt a charter for the 
Town of Sandwich as follows, and further, to autho- 
rize the Board of Selectmen to petition the General 
Court to the end that legislation be adopted precisely 
as follows in accordance with the special act charter 
process, such special legislation shall be effective 
upon acceptance by the voters at the next subsequent 
annual or special election. The General Court may 
make clerical or editorial changes of form only to the 
bill, unless the Board of Selectmen approves amend- 
ments to the bill before enactment by the General 
Court. The Board of Selectmen is hereby authorized 
to approve amendments which shall be within the 
scope of the general public objectives of this petition, 
or take any action relative thereto: 


CHARTER 
TOWN OF SANDWICH 
PREAMBLE 


Good government can only be defined as that which 
is wholly and justly participated in by the people who 
are under its jurisdiction. For that purpose the citi- 
zens of Sandwich, in exercising their rights of self- 
government, do ordain the provisions set forth in the 
ensuing Charter of this town. 


ARTICLE | 
INCORPORATION, FORM OF GOVERNMENT 
Section 1.1 INCORPORATION 

The inhabitants of the Town of Sandwich, Barnstable 
County, Massachusetts, residing within its corporate 
boundaries as heretofore established, are hereby 
constituted and shall continue to be a body politic 
and corporate in perpetuity under the name of “The 
Town of Sandwich.” 


Section 1.2 FORMOF GOVERNMENT 


The municipal form of government provided by this 
Charter shall consist of a Town Meeting open to all 
voters; a Board of Selectmen, elected by the people 
and accountable to the people; and a Town Adminis- 
trator, appointed by and accountable to the Board of 
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Selectmen for proper administration of the affairs of 
the town. 


ARTICLE Il 
POWERS OF THE TOWN 


a) The town shall have all the powers granted 
to towns by the Constitution and General 
Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
together with all of the implied powers nec- 
essary to execute such granted powers. 


The powers of the town under the Charter 
shall be construed and interpreted liberally 
in favor of the town, and the specific mention 
of any particular power is not intended to limit 
in any way the general powers. 

c) The town may enter into agreements with any 
other agency of municipal government, 
agency of the Commonwealth, other states, 
or the United States government to perform 
jointly, by contract, or otherwise, any of its 
powers or functions and may participate in 
the financing thereof. 


ARTICLE Ill 
LEGISLATIVE BRANCH 
Section 3.1 OPEN TOWN MEETING 


The legislative powers of the town shall be exer- 
cised by a Town Meeting open to all voters. 


Section3.2 PRESIDING OFFICER 


All sessions of the Town Meeting shall be presided 
over by a Moderator, elected as provided in Section 
4.4 of the Charter. The Moderator shall regulate the 
proceedings, decide questions of order, and make 
public declarations of all votes. The Moderator shall 
have all of the powers and duties given to Modera- 
tors under the Constitution and the General Laws of 
the Commonwealth, and such additional powers and 
duties as may be authorized by the Charter, by By- 
law or by other Town Meeting vote. 


Section 3.3 ANNUAL TOWN MEEETING 
The Arinual Town Meeting shall be held on such 


date or dates as may be fixed by the Board of Select- 
men as provided in Section 4.2.5.e of the Charter. 


Section 3.4 SPECIAL TOWN MEETINGS 


Special Town Meetings shall be held at the call of 
the Board of Selectmen at such times, as it may deem 
appropriate and whenever a special meeting is re- 
quested by the voters in accordance with procedures 
made available by the General Laws of the Common- 
wealth. 


Section3.5 QUORUM 


The quorum for both the Annual Town Meeting and 
any Special Town Meeting shall be set by By-law and 
to the extent practical shall reflect a reasonable rep- 
resentation of the town registered voters. In no event, 
however, shall this number be less than two hundred 
fifty (250) registered voters. 


Section 3.6 CLERK OFTHE MEETING 


The Town Clerk shall serve as the clerk to the Town 
Meeting. In the event that the Town Clerk is absent, 
the Assistant Town Clerk will serve. 

Section 3.7 WARRANTARTICLES 

a) Except for procedural matters all subjects to 
be acted on by Town Meeting shall be placed 
on warrants issued by the Board of Select- 
men. 

b) The Board of Selectmen shall receive all pe- 
titions addressed to it which require the sub- 
mission of particular subject matter to the 
Town Meeting in accordance with the Gen- 
eral Laws of the Commonwealth. Petitioner’s 
warrant articles shall be submitted to the Se- 
lectmen in written form. Ten (10) signatures 
shall be required on a petition to have an ar- 
ticle inserted in the warrant for an Annual Town 
Meeting, and one hundred (100) signatures 
shall be required on a petition to have an ar- 
ticle inserted in a warrant for a Special Town 
Meeting. 
c) Any warrant article that seeks to raise, trans- 
fer, appropriate or expend any funds shall 
~ show comparative figures including actual fig- 
ures for the preceding year, appropriations 
for the current year, requests for the next fis- 
cal year and amounts recommended by the 
Finance Committee. 
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Section 3.8 PUBLICATIONAND DISTRIBUTION 
OF THE WARRANT 


In addition to any notice required by the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth, the Board of Selectmen 
shall cause the Annual Town Meeting warrant to be 
posted on the town bulletin board and otherwise dis- 
tributed as provided by Section 4.2.5.e of the Char- 
ter. Additional copies shall be kept available for dis- 
tribution by the Town Clerk. 


ARTICLE IV 


Section 4.1 
ERAL 


ELECTED TOWN OFFICES, IN GEN- 


The offices to be filled by the voters shall be: a Board 
of Selectmen, five (5) members; a Schoo! Commit- 
tee, seven (7) members; a Moderator; a Town Clerk; 
a Tax Collector; a Board of Assessors, three (3) mem- 
bers; a Board of Health, three (3) members; a Plan- 
ning Board, seven (7) members; Trustees of the Sand- 
wich Library, nine (9) members; Trustees of the 
Weston Memorial Fund, three (3) members; Sand- 
wich Historic District, five (5) members; Housing Au- 
thority, 5 members, 4 elected 1 appointed by the Gov- 
ernor; and such other regional authorities, districts, 
or committees as may be required by the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth or inter-local agreement. 
All elected or appointed multiple member boards shall 
be arranged so that as nearly an equal number of 
terms as possible shall expire each year. Notwith- 
standing any other provision of the Charter, all elected 
Officials and officers shall have the powers and duties 
as prescribed by the General Laws of the Common- 
wealth. 


Section 4.2 BOARD OF SELECTMEN 

The Board of Selectmen shall be composed of five 
(5) members. Each member shall be elected from 
the town at-large to a three (3) year term. 

Section 4.2.1 QUALIFICATIONS 

In addition to any other qualifications prescribed 
by law, each Selectman shall be a qualified voter of 


the town, and shall reside within the town while in of- 
fice. 


Section 4.2.2 COMPENSATION 


Selectmen shall receive such compensation as may 
be specified in the annual budget, provided, however, 


that they shall be entitled to all necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of their official duties upon 
approval by the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 4.2.3 CHAIRMAN AND VICE CHAIRMAN

A chairman shall be elected by the Board of 
Selectmen at the first meeting following each 
regular town election. The chairman shall 
preside at all meetings of the Board. The 
chairman shall perform such other duties 
consistent with this Charter, or as may be 
imposed on him by the Board. 


A vice chairman shall be elected by the Board 
of Selectmen at the first meeting following 
each regular town election. The vice chair- 
man shall act as chairman during the disabil- 
ity or absence of the chairman, and in this 
capacity shall have the rights and duties con- 
ferred upon the chairman. 


Section 4.2.4 VACANCIES 


Vacancies in the office of Selectman shall be filled 
by special election if there is more than six (6) months 
remaining for the term of that position. The Board of 
Selectmen shall, within ten (10) days after the occur- 
rence of a vacancy, call a special election that shall 
be held not less than sixty-five (65) days nor more 
than ninety (90) days after issuing the call. 


Section 4.2.5 GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES

Except as otherwise provided by the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth or this Charter, 
all executive powers of the Town shall be 
vested in the Board of Selectmen. The Board 
of Selectmen shall provide for the exercise 
thereof and for the performance of all duties 
and obligations imposed on the Town by law. 


At least a majority of the Board of Selectmen 
shall sign all official documents, and approve 
the financial warrants. 


The Board of Selectmen shall serve as the 
Board of Directors and policymaking body of 
the Town. They shall appoint a Town Admin- 
istrator to carry out the day-to-day operations 
of the Town within the policies set by the Board 
of Selectmen. The Board of Selectmen shall 
appoint members of committees.

No member of the Board of Selectmen may 
serve in any other elected and/or appointed 
Town office or committee during his or her 
term as Selectman, excluding ex-officio posi- 
tions. Service as a representative from the 
Town to another body other than the Town 
shall not be prohibited by this provision. 


The Board of Selectmen shall set guidelines 
for the preparation of the annual budget and 
present the budget to the Town Meeting. The 
Board of Selectmen shall set the date and 
Warrant Articles for the Town Meeting and any 
Special Town Meeting. The Board of Select- 
men shall make available sufficient copies of 
the warrant for the Town Meeting for all regis- 
tered voters. The Board of Selectmen shall 
either provide direct mailings to households, 
or publish notice of the availability of said 
warrants at town facilities and other common 
locations throughout the town at least two (2) 
weeks prior to the Town Meeting. 


The Board of Selectmen shall be a licensing 
board for the Town and shall have the power 
to issue licenses as authorized by law, to 
make all necessary rules and regulations re- 
garding the issuance of such licenses, and to 
impose restrictions on any such license as it 
deems to be in the public interest, and to en- 
force all laws, rules, regulations, and restric- 
tions relating to all such businesses for which 
it issues licenses. 


The Board shall require bonds for all munici- 
pal officers and employees who receive or pay 
out any moneys of the town. The amount of 
such bonds shall be determined by the Board 
and the cost thereof shall be borne by the 
town. 


The Board of Selectmen shall be authorized 
to institute, prosecute, compromise or defend 
any claim, action, suit or other proceeding in 
the name of the Town and to settle any claim, 
action, suit or other proceeding brought by or 
on behalf or against the Town. In the event 
that a settlement requires the issuance of a 
permit or license or the transfer of property, 
and such matter is not within the Board of 
Selectmen’s jurisdiction, the Town board or 
officer with legal jurisdiction over the matter 
shall retain sole authority to act on behalf of 
the Town.

The Board of Selectmen shall exercise any 
other responsibilities as set forth in the Gen- 
eral Laws of the Commonwealth. 


Section 4.2.6 MEETINGS OF THE BOARD

The Board of Selectmen shall hold at least 
two regular meetings each month. The board 
shall fix, by resolution, the days, times and 
location of its regular meetings.

In no event shall a 
regular or special meeting be held in any fa- 
cility or at any locations which are not readily 
accessible to the public. ;

The Board of Selectmen shall by resolution, 
determine its own rules and order of busi- 
ness; however, the rules shall provide that 
citizens of the town shall have a reasonable 
opportunity to be heard at any meeting in re- 
gard to any matter under consideration. 


Voting, except on procedural motions, shall 
be by roll call if requested by a Selectman, 
and the ayes and nays shall be recorded in 
the minutes. 


Three Selectmen shall constitute a quorum 
for the purposes of transaction of business. 


No action of the Board of Selectmen shall be 
valid or binding unless adopted by the affir- 
mative vote of three or more members of the 
Board. 


Section 4.2.8 PROHIBITIONS

Except where authorized by law, no Select- 
man shall hold any other town office or town 
employment during his term as Selectman, 
nor any former Selectman shall hold any com- 
pensated appointed town office or town em- 
ployment until one year after the expiration 
of his term as Selectman. 


The Selectmen shall not in any manner 
dictate the appointment or removal of any 
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town administrative officers or employees 
whom the Town Administrator or any of his 
subordinates are empowered to appoint. The 
Board of Selectmen may express its views 
and fully and freely discuss with the Town 
Administrator anything pertaining to appoint- 
ments and removal of such officers and em- 
ployees. 


Except for the purpose of inquiries and in- 
vestigations, the Board of Selectmen and its 
members shall deal with town officers and 
employees who are subject to the direction 
and supervision of the Town Administrator, 
solely through the Town Administrator, and 
neither the Board of Selectmen nor any of its 
members shall give orders to any such of- 
ficer or employee, either publicly or privately. 


Section 4.3 SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee shall be composed of seven 
(7) members. Each member shall be elected from 
the town at-large to a three (3) year term. The three 
(3) year terms of office for school committee shall be 
staggered. 


Section 4.3.1 GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES 


The School Committee shall have all the powers 
and duties given to school committees by the Gen- 
eral Laws of the Commonwealth. The School Com- 
mittee shall have the power to select, oversee, and to 
terminate the Superintendent of Schools, establish 
educational goals and policies for the schools con- 
sistent with requirements of the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth and standards established by the 
Commonwealth. 


Section 4.3.2 VACANCIES 


Vacancies in the School Committee shall be filled 
by special election if there is more than six (6) months 
remaining for the term of that position. The Board of 
Selectmen shall, within ten (10) days after the occur- 
rence of a vacancy, call a special election that shall 
be held not less than sixty-five (65) days nor more 
than ninety (90) days after issuing the call. 


Section 4.4 MODERATOR 
A Moderator shall be elected by the voiers for a 


term of three years. In the event of absence of the 
Moderator the Town Meeting may elect a temporary 


Moderator, for the purpose of presiding over the Town 
Meeting. 


Section 4.4.1 POWERS AND DUTIES 


(a) The Moderator shall have the powers and 
duties provided by the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth, by this Charter, by By-law 
or by any other Town Meeting vote.

The Moderator shall appoint members of the 
Finance Committee, which shall consist of 
nine (9) members. Should the Moderator fail 
to fill a vacancy on the Finance Committee 
within forty-five (45) days of having been no- 
tified in writing by the Town Clerk of said va- 
cancy a majority of the remaining members 
of the Finance Committee may nominate a 
person for each such vacancy. Should the 
Moderator fail to take action on said nomina- 
tion within 21 days, the nominee shall become 
a member of the Finance Committee.

A Town Clerk shall be elected by the voters at the 
annual town election, for a term of three years. 


Section4.6 TAXCOLLECTOR 


A Tax Collector shall be elected by the voters at the 
annual town election, for a term of three years. 


Section 4.7 BOARDS, COMMITTEES AND OF- 
FICERS 


a) Each Board or Committee will be organized 
and charged with the powers and duties 
specified in the General Laws and Special 
Acts of the Commonwealth, Town By-law or 
elsewhere in this Charter. The Board of Se- 
lectmen may also, from time to time, estab- 
lish boards or committees to address spe- 
cific needs or issues. Each board or com- 
mittee shall, at its annual organization meet- 
ing, elect a presiding officer and shall cause 
the Board of Selectmen and the Town Clerk 
to be notified of its selection. Such boards 
and committees shall make a written annual 
report of its activities to the Board of Select- 
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men. 


Members of permanent committees shall be 
elected for a staggered term of three years 
unless otherwise provided for by the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth or this Charter. 
Appointees to temporary and special com- 
mittees shall be appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen for the duration of the charge of 
the board or committee. Boards, commit- 
tees or officers specifically provided for by 
the General Laws of the Commonwealth or 
this Charter may be continued or terminated 
only by the Board of Selectmen. 


ARTICLE V 
ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES 
Section 5.1 TOWNADMINISTRATOR 


Section 5.1.1 APPOINTMENT AND QUALIFICA- 
TIONS 


The Board of Selectmen by majority vote of the 
entire Board shall appoint a Town Administrator. The 
method of selection shall be left to the discretion of 
the Board of Selectmen so long as the method of 
selection insures orderly, nonpartisan action toward 
securing a competent and qualified person to fill the 
position. The Town Administrator shall be chosen 
solely upon the basis of his/her executive and admin- 
istrative training, experience and ability and need not, 
when appointed, be a resident of the Town of Sand- 
wich; however, during the tenure of his/her office he/ 
she shall reside within the town. The Town Adminis- 
trator shall be bonded at town expense. 


Section 5.1.2 COMPENSATION 


The Town Administrator shall receive compensa- 
tion as may be fixed by the Board of Selectmen ac- 
cording to his/her expertise, education and training. 
Any contract between the Board of Selectmen and 
the Town Administrator shall be made pursuant to 
Massachusetts General Law, Chapter 41, Sec. 108N. 


Section 5.1.3 TERMAND REMOVAL 


The Town Administrator may be appointed for a defi- 
nite term but may be removed at the discretion of the 
Board of Selectmen, by vote of the majority of the 
entire Board. The action of the Board of Selectmen 
in suspending or removing the Town Administrator 
shall be final. It is the intention of this Charter to in- 


vest all authority and fix all responsibilities of such 
suspension or removal in the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 5.1.4 POWERS AND DUTIES 


The Town Administrator shall be responsible to the 
Board of Selectmen for the proper administration of 
all the affairs of the town consistent with the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth and this Charter, and 


shall:

eral Laws of the Commonwealth or Special 
Acts of the Commonwealth, or Town By-laws, 
and all regulations established by the Board 
of Selectmen; 


coordinate activities of all town departments;

answer all questions addressed to the Town 
Administrator which are related to the war- 
rant articles and to matters under the gen- 
eral supervision of the Town Administrator; 


keep the Board of Selectmen fully informed 
as to the needs of the town, and recommend 
to the Selectmen for adoption such measures 
requiring action by them or by the town as 
the Town Administrator deems necessary or 
expedient; 


ensure that complete and full records of the 
financial and administrative activity of the town 
are maintained and render reports to the 
Board Selectmen as may be required; 


be responsible for the rental, use, mainte- 
nance, repair and the development of a com- 
prehensive maintenance program for all town 
facilities; 


serve as the chief procurement officer and 
be responsible for the purchase of all sup-

plies, materials, and equipment, and approve 
the award of all contracts. Any contract over 
$500,000 will require approval by the Board 
of Selectmen; 


develop and maintain a formal and complete 
inventory of all town owned real and personal 
property and equipment; 


administer personnel policies, practices, rules 
and regulations, any compensation plan and 
any related matters for all municipal employ- 
ees and to administer all collective bargain- 
ing agreements entered into by the town; 


fix the compensation of all town employees 
and officers appointed by the Town Adminis- 
trator within the limits established by appro- 
priation and any applicable compensation 
plan and collective bargaining agreements; 


be responsible for the negotiation of all con- 
tracts with town employees regarding wages, 
and other terms and conditions of employ- 
ment, except employees of the School De- 
partment. The Town Administrator may, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board of Select- 
men, employ special counsel to assist in the 
performance of these duties. Collective bar- 
gaining agreements shall be subject to the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen, and the 
provisions of Massachusetts General Law, 
Chapter 150E; 


prepare and submit an annual operating bud- 
get and capital improvement program as pro- 
vided in Section 7.1 (b) of this Charter and 
be responsible for its administration after its 
adoption. The Town Administrator may trans- 
fer funds between individual line items within 
a department account; 


keep the Board of Selectmen and the Fi- 
nance Committee fully informed as to the fi- 
nancial condition of the town and make rec- 
ommendations to the Board of Selectmen; 


prepare and submit to the Board of Select- 
men at the end of the fiscal year a compre- 
hensive report on the finances and the activi- 
ties and operations of all departments, boards 
and committees of the town; 


investigate or inquire into the affairs of any 


town department or office; 
r) delegate, authorize or direct any subordinate 
or employee in the town to exercise any 
power, duty, or responsibility which the office 
of Town Administrator is authorized to exer- 
cise, provided, that all acts performed under 
such delegation shall be deemed the acts of 
the Town Administrator; and 
S) perform such other duties as necessary or 
as may be assigned by this Charter, Town 
By-law, Town Meeting vote, or vote of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Section 5.1.5 ACTING TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


The Assistant Town Administrator shall perform the 
duties of the Town Administrator in his/her absence. 
In the event of long-term disability, resignation, termi- 
nation, or vacancy of both the Town Administrator and 
the Assistant Town Administrator at the same time, 
the Board of Selectmen shall appoint an Acting Town 
Administrator for the duration of any such disability, 
or until appointment of a permanent Town Adminis- 
trator or Assistant Town Administrator. No member 
of the Board of Selectmen shall serve as Acting Town 
Administrator. 


Section 5.2 TOWNCOUNSEL 


The Board of Selectmen shall appoint a competent 
and duly qualified and licensed attorney practicing in 
the Commonwealth, who shall be the counsel for the 
town. He/she shall receive for his/her services such 
compensation as may be fixed by the Board of Se- 
lectmen and shall hold his/her office at the pleasure 
of the Board. The Town Counsel shall be the legal 
adviser of all of the offices and departments of the 
town, and he/she shall represent the town in all litiga- 
tion and legal proceedings; provided, that the Board 
of Selectmen may retain special counsel at any time 
they deem appropriate and necessary. He/she shall 
review and concur or dissent upon all documents, 
contracts, and legal instruments in which the town 
may have an interest. The Town Counsel shall per- 
form other duties prescribed by this Charter, Town 
By-law, or as directed by the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 5.3 PUBLIC FACILITIES 
The Town Administrator shall, under the provisions 


of Section 5.1.4 (a) of this Charter, appoint an indi- 
vidual as Director of Public Facilities. The Director 
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shall, under the general supervision and direction of 
the Town Administrator, have general care of all town 
buildings and property, including but not limited to 
schools, fire, police, highway, cemetery, recreation 
and other municipal buildings and property. The Di- 
rector shall in consultation with department heads, 
boards and the Capital Planning Committee develop 
and implement scheduled maintenance and repair of 
all public properties, excepting that daily maintenance 
and janitorial duties shall remain the responsibility of 
each department. The Director shall have overall su- 
pervision of all funds specifically appropriated for the 
purpose of extraordinary maintenance of town prop- 
erty. 


ARTICLE VI 
PUBLIC RECORDS AND OPEN MEETINGS 


All boards, committees, and commissions shall 
comply with Chapter 39, sections 23A, B and C of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth, popularly known 
as the “Open Meeting Law’, in the conduct of any 
town business. 


ARTICLE VII 
FINANCIAL PROVISIONS AND ADMINISTRATION 


Section 7.1 SUBMISSION OF BUDGET AND 
BUDGET MESSAGE 


a) Annually, prior to the first day of November, 
the Town Administrator shall establish and 
issue a budget schedule which shall set forth 
the calendar dates for developing the annual 
budget for the next fiscal year. 

b) On or before the first day of February, the 

Town Administrator shall submit to the Board 

of Selectmen and Finance Committee a pro- 

posed budget and accompanying message. 

c) The Budget shall provide a complete finan- 

cial plan of all town funds and activities, in- 

cluding details on debt and debt service, an- 
ticipated income, and proposed expendi- 
tures. The Budget shall include proposals 

for capital improvements for the next five (5) 

years. The budget message shall begin with 

a clear general summary of its content, and 

explain in both fiscal terms and work program 

objectives, proposed expenditures for each 
department, capital expenditures, and the 
projected tax rate.

Section 7.2

The Board of Selectmen shail review the pro- 
posed Town Budget and refer it, including the 
School Department Budget and recommen- 
dations, to the Finance Committee, on or 
before the first day of March. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


There shall be a permanent committee known 
as the Finance Committee, composed of nine 
(9) registered voters of the town appointed 
by the Moderator. They shall serve for three 
(3) year terms. Terms shall be staggered. 
Members shall serve without compensation 
and no member shall be an employee of the 
Town nor hold an elected or appointed town 
position during their term of office. 


The Finance Committee shall submit a writ- 
ten budget report to the Annual Town Meet- 
ing and a written report to the Annual Town 
Meeting and any Special Town Meeting with 
its advisory recommendations on all financial 
warrant articles, and the projected tax impact 
consistent with its recommendations. 


The Finance Committee may require that the 
Town Administrator, any town department, 
office, board, commission or committee fur- 
nish appropriate additional financial informa- 
tion, as needed. 


Section 7.3 PUBLIC NOTICE AND PUBLIC

HEARING 


The Finance Committee shall within sixty (60) 
days following the submission of the draft 
budget by the Town Administrator, review the 
proposed budget, and shall return it to the 
Board of Selectmen with their recommenda- 
tions. 


The Board of Selectmen shall conduct at least 
one public hearing on the proposed budget, 
including the school budget, prior to the Town 
Meeting, and include the recommendations 
of the Finance Committee. 


~ The Board of Selectmen shall post in the Town 


Hall and publish in a daily newspaper of gen- 
eral circulation, a summary of the proposed 
budget and notice stating: 


1) the times and places where copies of the mes- 
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sage and budget are available for inspection 
by the public, and 


2) the date, time and place where the Board of 
Selectmen shall conduct the public hearing 
on the budget. 


Section 7.4 BUDGET ADOPTION 


Town Meeting shall adopt the annual operating bud- 
get, with or without amendments prior to the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year. 

Section 7.5 ANNUALAUDIT 

At the close of each fiscal year, and at such times 
as it may be deemed necessary, the Board of Select- 
men shall cause an independent audit to be made of 
all accounts of the Town by a certified public accoun- 
tant. The certified public accountant so selected shall 
have no personal interest, directly or indirectly in the 
financial affairs of the Town or any of its offices. Upon 
completion of the audit, the results ina summary form 
shall be placed on file in the Town Clerk’s office as a 
public record and in the Sandwich Public Library for 
public information. 


Section 7.6 EMERGENCY APPROPRIATIONS, 
REDUCTIONS, and TRANSFERS 


Any and all emergency appropriations, reductions, 
and transfers will be made in accordance with the 
provisions of the General Laws of the Commonwealth 
and the Town By-laws. 


ARTICLE Vil 
RECALL 
Section 8.1 RECALL 

Any holder of an elected office in the Town of Sand- 
wich may be recalled there from by the qualified vot- 
ers of the Town as provided in Chapter 408 of the 
Acts of 1987 for reasons which include but are not 
limited to the following: embezzlement; influence ped- 
dling; refusal to abide by or not comply with the Con- 
flict of Interest Law, Open Meeting Law, Public Records 
Law, rules and regulations thereto, and the By-laws 
of the Town of Sandwich which pertains to same; de- 
Struction or alteration of public records; nepotism; 
conviction for a felony; failure to perform the duties of 
the elected office; or other willful acts of omission or 
commission which betray the public trust. 


Section 8.2 RECALL PETITION 


A recall petition shall be initiated by request of ten 
(10) qualified voters. The recall petition shall be signed 
by twenty-five percent (25%) of the qualified voters 
and returned within twenty (20) days in accordance 
with the aforementioned Special Legislative Act. 


ARTICLE IX 
CHARTER 
Section9.1 SEVERABILITY 

If any section, or part of a section of this Charter, 
shall be held invalid by a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, such holding shall not affect the remainder of 
this Charter. 

Section9.2 CHARTER REVIEW COMMITTEE 

At least every five (5) years the Selectmen shall ap- 
point a Charter Review Committee to be composed 
of seven (7) members for a period not longer than six 
(6) months, who shall submit their recommendations 


to the Board of Selectmen and shall file proceedings 
of their deliberations. 


Section 9.8 AMENDMENT TO CHARTER 


a) Notwithstanding and in addition to the provi- 
sions of this section, this Charter may be 
amended or revised by special act of the 
General Court, upon the recommendation of 
Town Meeting, and/or pursuant to the provi- 
sions of General Laws Chapter 43B. 


b) This Charter may be amended pursuant to 
an initiative petition filed in accordance with 
this section. To commence the initiative peti- 
tion process, any ten (10) registered town 
voters may file an affidavit with the Town Clerk, 
containing the substance of the proposed 
charter amendment. The Town Clerk shall 
thereupon deliver to the voters filing the affi- 
davit a sufficient number of initiative petition 
blanks, which shall be stamped with the date 
of issuance and contain the signature and 
official seal of the Town Clerk. 


c) The petitioners shall print the text of the pro- 
posed charter amendment on the petition 
blanks or affix the text firmly thereto. The 
petition shall identify by section or subsec- 
tion, where applicable, that provision(s) pro- 
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posed for amendment, or shall state that the 
proposed amendment is a new provision. 
Signed petition forms must be filed with the 
Town Clerk’s office by 4:30 PM on the twenti- 
eth (20") day after issuance. 


Initiative petition forms must be signed by no 
less than ten percent (10%) of the registered 
voters as appears on the registered voter list 
at the most recent annual town election. Any 
petition forms received after the twentieth 
(20") day shall be rejected by the Town Clerk. 
Upon receipt of the petitions, the Town Clerk 
shall transmit said petitions to the Board of 
Voter Registrars, who shall within five (5) days 
certify those signatures that are names of reg- 
istered voters of the Town. In the event that 
the number of certified signatures is less than 
ten percent (10%) of the registered voters, 
the Board of Voter Registrars shall so notify 
the Board of Selectmen and the voters who 
filed the affidavit, and such petitions shall be 
void and shall not count towards any other 
petition. If the petitions do contain a suffi- 
cient number of signatures, the Board of Reg- 
istrars shall submit the petitions with the Town 
Clerk’s certificate to the Board of Selectmen. 


The Board of Selectmen shall provide a copy 
of the certified initiative petition to Town Coun- 
sel to conduct a review of the proposed char- 
ter amendment for consistency with the Con- 
stitution and the General Laws of the Com- 
monwealth. If the opinion of Town Counsel is 
that the initiative petition is consistent with the 
Constitution and the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth, the Board of Selectmen shall 
thereafter declare that the proposed charter 
amendment shall appear as a ballot ques- 
tion at the next subsequent annual Town elec- 
tion ballot, provided that the Board of Select- 
men receives the certified petitions no later 
than thirty-five (85) days before the election. 
If the opinion of Town Counsel is that the ini- 
tiative petition is not consistent with the Con- 
stitution and the General Laws of the Com- 
monwealth, the Board of Selectmen shall so 
notify the voters who filed the affidavit and 
the initiative petition shall not be placed on 
the annual Town election ballot. 


The ballot question shall be worded substan- 
tially as follows: “Shall the town approve an 
amendment to the Town Charter, as proposed

by initiative petition of the Town’s registered 
voters, summarized below?” Town Counsel 
shall prepare a summary description of the 
proposed amendment. 


If the ballot question receives a favorable 
majority vote, the proposed charter amend- 
ment shall take effect thirty (30) days after 
such election results are certified by the Town 
Clerk, provided that at least thirty-five percent 
(35%) of the registered voters cast ballots at 
the election. If the ballot question does not 
receive a favorable majority vote, or if less 
than thirty-five percent (35%) of the registered 
voters cast ballots at the elections, the pro- 
posed amendment shall not take effect.

The legislative body of the town shall be a 
Representative Town Meeting. The members 
shall be elected to meet, deliberate, act and 
vote in the exercise of the corporate powers 
of the town. 


There shall be twenty-one (21) Town Meeting 
Members from each Precinct in the town. 
They shall be so elected that the term of of- 
fice of one-third of the members shall expire 
each year. 


Section 3.2 ESTABLISHMENT OF PRECINCTS 


The Board of Selectmen shall divide the town into a 
number of voting precincts in accordance with the 
provisions of the General Laws of the Commonwealth.

which the candidate resides and from which 
he seeks election.

The voters in every precinct shall, at the first 
annual town election held following any pre- 
cinct revision that affects them, elect by bal- 
lot the number of voters of the precinct pre- 
scribed in this article to be Town Meeting 
Members. The first third in order of votes 
received shall serve for three years; the sec- 
ond third in such order shall serve for two 
years; and the remaining third in such order 
shall serve for one year from the date of the 
annual town election. In case of a tie vote 
affecting the division into thirds, the members 
elected from the precinct shall determine the 
same by ballot. Thereafter, except as other- 
wise provided herein, at each annual elec- 
tion the voters of each precinct shall, in like 
manner, elect for three-year (3) terms one- 
third (1/3) of the number of Town Meeting 
Members to which that precinct is entitled, 
and shall fill for the unexpired terms any va- 
cancies then existing.

Under 
the supervision of the Town Clerk, any such 
tie shall then and there be broken by ballots 
cast by the elected Town Meeting Members 
present.

Resignation - a Town Meeting Member may 
resign by filing a written resignation with the 
Town Clerk, such resignation taking effect 
upon the date of such filing unless a later date 
certain is specified therein when it shall take 
effect. 


Removal from Town or Precinct - a Town Meet- 
ing Member who changes legal residence 
from the town shall forthwith cease to be a 
Town Meeting Member. A town Meeting 


Member who removes from one precinct to 
another, or who is so removed by a revision 
of precinct lines, may continue to serve as a 
Town Meeting Member from the precinct from 
which he was elected until the next annual 
town election at which the remainder of his 
term, if any, shall be filled by ballot. Any per- 
son so removed from office may be elected 
at the same election as a Town Meeting Mem- 
ber from the precinct in which he resides. 
c) Filling of Vacancies - any vacancy in the full 
number of Town Meeting Members from any 
precinct shall be filled until the next annual 
town election by the remaining Town Meet- 
ing Members from the precinct, from among 
the voters thereof. The balance of the un- 
expired term, if any, shall be filled at such an- 
nual town election. 


Section 3.6 COMPENSATION 
Town Meeting Members shall serve without salary. 
Section 3.7 PRESIDING OFFICER 


A Moderator, chosen in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Section 4.4 shall preside at all sessions of 
the town meeting 


Section 3.8 CLERK OF THE MEETING 


The Town Clerk shall serve as the clerk of the town 
meeting. In the event that the Town Clerk is absent, 
the Assistant Town Clerk will serve. 


Section3.9 GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES 


All legislative powers of the town shall be vested in 
the Representative Town Meeting, except as other- 
wise provided by the General Laws of the Common- 
wealth or this Charter. 


Section 3.10 PARTICIPATION BY NON-TOWN 
MEETING MEMBERS 


a) All appointed town officers, the Town Admin- 
istrator, department heads, Chairpersons of 
multimember bodies or their designated rep- 
resentatives shall attend Town Meeting ses- 
sions when the warrant includes articles re- 
lating to their office or function. | 


b) Registered voters, residents and taxpayers 
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of the town may speak on any article in the 
warrant in accordance with such provisions 
or procedures adopted by the Town Meet- 

“ing. Persons who are not voters, residents 
or taxpayers of the town may address the 
Meeting only with the consent of a majority 
of the Town Meeting Members present. 


Section 3.11 ESTABLISHMENT OF STANDING 
COMMITTEES 


The Town Meeting may from time to time, by By- 
law, establish standing committees to which shall be 
referred warrant articles for study, review and report 
in advance of the sessions of the Town Meeting. 

Section 3.12 WARRANT ARTICLES 

a) Initiation - except for procedural matters, all 
subjects to be acted upon by the Town Meet- 
ing shall be placed on warrants issued by the 
Board of Selectmen. 

b) Publication - forthwith, following receipt by the 
Board of Selectmen of any subject for a Town 
Meeting warrant article, initiated by petition 
or by a majority of the Board of Selectmen, a 
copy of such subject shall be posted on the 
town bulletin board and otherwise distributed 
as may be provided by By-law. Additional 
copies shall be kept available for distribution 
by the Town Clerk. 

c) Any warrant article that seeks to raise, trans- 
fer, appropriate or expend any funds shall 
show comparative figures including actual fig- 
ures for the preceding year, appropriations 
for the current year, requests for the next fis- 
cal year and amounts recommended by the 
Finance Committee. 


Section 3.13 PROCEDURES 


a) Time of Meeting - the Town Meeting shall meet 
at least twice in each calendar year. The first 
such meeting shall be held during the first 
six (6) calendar months, at a time fixed by 
By-law, and shall be primarily concerned with 
the determination of matters that have a fis- 
cal effect on the town, including but not lim- 
ited to the adoption of an annual operating 
budget for all town agencies. The second 
such meeting, the powers of which shall be 
deemed those of an annual town meeting,

Effective Date of Final Votes - no final affirma- 
tive vote of a Town Meeting on any warrant 
article, except a vote to adjourn or dissolve, 
or votes appropriating money for the payment 
of notes or bonds of the town and interest 
thereon becoming due with the then current 
fiscal year, or votes for the temporary bor- 
rowing of money in anticipation of revenue, 
or a vote declared by preamble by a two- 
thirds (2/3) vote of the Town Meeting to be an 
emergency measure necessary for the imme- 
diate preservation of the peace, health, safety 
or convenience of the town, shall be opera- 
tive until after the expiration of five (5) days 
from the dissolution of the Town Meeting. If 
a referendum petition, as defined in (c) of this 
section, is not filed within the said five (5) days, 
the votes of the Town Meeting shall then be- 
come operative.

above, be submitted to the voters, then the 
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operation of such vote shall be further sus- 
pended pending its determination as pro- 
vided below. The. Board of Selectmen shall, 
within ten (10) days after the filing of such 
petition, call a special election that shall be 
held within thirty-five (35) days after issuing 
the call, for the purpose of presenting to the 
voters any such question. If, however, a regu- 
lar or special town election is to be held not 
more than sixty (60) days following the date 
the petition is filed, the Board of Selectmen 
may provide that any such question be pre- 
sented to the voters at that same election. 


Referendum Election to Rescind - all votes 
upon any question so submitted shall be 
taken by ballot, and the conduct of such elec- 
tion shall be in accordance with the provisions 
of law relating to elections, unless otherwise 
provided in this section.

Section1.2 FORMOF GOVERNMENT 


The municipal form of government provided by this 

Charter shall consist of a Representative Town Meet- 

; a Board of 

Selectmen, elected by the people and accountable 

to the people; and a Town Administrator, appointed 

by and accountable to the Board of Selectmen for 
proper administration of the affairs of the town. 


After several speakers, Charles W. Kleekamp 
moved the question. The hand vote was Yes 173, 
No 130. Since the motion to move the question 
required a two-thirds vote, the motion DID NOT 
CARRY. 


Following further discussion, the entire amendment 
was declared NOT CARRIED by the Moderator after 
a voice vote. 


Mr. Kleekamp proposed the following amendment: 
Delete Section 3.5 QUORUM of charter Article III, 
(page 3 of the Warrant) currently worded as: The 
quorum for both the Annual Town Meeting and any 
Special Town Meeting shall be set by ByLaw and to 
the extent practicable shall reflect a reasonable rep- 
resentation of the town registered voters. In no event, 
however, shall this number be less than two hundred 
fifty (250) registered voters. 


Replace Section 3.5 QUORUM of Charter Article III, 
to be worded as follows: The quorum for both the 
Annual Town Meeting and any Special Town Meeting 
shall be set by ByLaw. 


A voice vote was taken and the amendment was 
declared CARRIED by the Moderator. 


Richard J. Bradley moved the Section 5.2 be 
amended as follows: The Board of Selectmen shall 
appoint a competent and duly qualified and licensed 
attorney residing in and practicing with an office in 
the Town of Sandwich, who shall be counsel for the 
Town. He/she shall receive for his/her services such 
compensation as may be fixed by the Board of Se- 
lectmen and shall hold his/her office at the pleasure 
of the Board. The Town Counsel shall be the legal 
adviser of all of the offices and departments of the 
Town, and he/she shall represent the Town in all liti- 
gation and legal proceedings; provided that, the 
Board of Selectmen may retain special counsel at any 
time they deem appropriate and necessary. He/she 
shall review and concur or dissent upon all docu- 
ments, contracts, and legal instruments in which the 
Town may have an interest. The Town Counsel shall 
perform other duties prescribed by this Charter, Town 
ByLaw, or as directed by the Board of Selectmen. 


A voice vote was taken and the amendment was 
declared NOT CARRIED by the Moderator. 


Robert A. Burgmann moved that Section 9.3g be 
amended as follows: Strike the remainder of the para- 
graph after Town Clerk. The paragraph would then 
read: If the ballot question receives a favorable ma- 
jority vote, the proposed charter amendment shall take 
effect thirty (30) days after such election results are 
certified by the Town Clerk. 


The hand vote was 176 Yes, 87 No and the amend- 
ment was declared CARRIED by the Moderator. 


Robert L. Deroeck proposed that in Section 9.3d, 
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the per cent be changed from 10 per cent to 5 per 
cent of the registered voters and change the number 
of days from twentieth (20") day to sixtieth (60") day. 


The paragraph would then read: d) Initiative peti- 
tion forms must be signed by no less than five per- 
cent (5%) of the registered voters as appears on the 
registered voter list at the most recent annual town 
election. Any petition forms received after the sixtieth 
(60") day shall be rejected by the Town Clerk. Upon 
receipt of the petitions, the Town Clerk shall transmit 
said petitions to the Board of Voter Registrars, who 
shall within five (5) days certify those signatures that 
are names of registered voters of the Town. In the 
event that the number of certified signatures is less 
than ten percent (10%) of the registered voters, the 
Board of Voter Registrars shall so notify the Board of 
Selectmen and the voters who filed the affidavit, and 
such petitions shall be void and shall not count to- 
wards any other petition. If the petitions do contain a 
sufficient number of signatures, the Board of Regis- 
trars shall submit the petitions with the Town Clerk’s 
certificate to the Board of Selectmen. 


The hand vote was 164 Yes, 98 No and the amend- 
ment was declared CARRIED by the Moderator. 


Mr. Deroeck also proposed that in Section 9.3c, the 
number of days be changed from twentieth (20") day 
to sixtieth (60") day. 


The paragraph would then read: The petitioners 
shall print the text of the proposed charter amend- 
ment on the petition blanks or affix the text firmly 
thereto. The petition shall identify by section or sub- 
section, where applicable, that provision(s) proposed 
for amendment, or shall state that the proposed 
amendment is a new provision. Signed petition forms 
must be filed with the Town Clerk’s office by 4:30 PM 
on the sixtieth (60") day after issuance. 


A voice vote was taken on this amendment and de- 
clared CARRIED by the Moderator. 


A voice vote was then taken on Article 2 as amended 
above and in the warrant. 


VOTED: That the Town adopt a Charter for the 
Town of Sandwich and authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to petition the General Court that Leg- 
islation be adopted in accordance with the Spe- 
cial Act Charter process, and as printed in the 
warrant under Article 2 with the following amend- 
ment: Under Section 7.2, Finance Committee add 


the phrase “excluding ex-officio positions.” at the 
end of paragraph (a). The hand ballot vote was 
169 Yes, 77 No, and declared CARRIED by the 
Moderator. The amended Article will now read as 
follows: 


CHARTER 
TOWN OF SANDWICH 


PREAMBLE 


Good government can only be defined as that which 
is wholly and justly participated in by the people who 
are under its jurisdiction. For that purpose the citi- 
zens of Sandwich, in exercising their rights of self- 
government, do ordain the provisions set forth in the 
ensuing Charter of this town. 


ARTICLE | 
INCORPORATION, FORM OF GOVERNMENT 
Section1.1 INCORPORATION 

The inhabitants of the Town of Sandwich, Barnstable 
County, Massachusetts, residing within its corporate 
boundaries as heretofore established, are hereby 
constituted and shall continue to be a body politic 
and corporate in perpetuity under the name of “The 
Town of Sandwich.” 

Section 1.2 FORMOF GOVERNMENT 

The municipal form of government provided by this 
Charter shall consist of a Town Meeting open to all 
voters; a Board of Selectmen, elected by the people 
and accountable to the people; and a Town Adminis- 
trator, appointed by and accountable to the Board of 
Selectmen for proper administration of the affairs of 
the town. 


ARTICLE Il 
POWERS OF THE TOWN 


a) — The town shall have all the powers granted 
to towns by the Constitution and General Laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts together with all of 
the implied powers necessary to execute such granted 
powers. 


b) |The powers of the town under the Charter 
shall be construed and interpreted liberally in favor of 
the town, and the specific mention: of any particular 
power is not intended to limit in any way the general 
powers. 
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Cc) The town may enter into agreements with any 
other agency of municipal government, agency of the 
Commonwealth, other states, or the United States 
government to perform jointly, by contract, or other- 
wise, any of its powers or functions and may partici- 
pate in the financing thereof. 


ARTICLE Ill 
LEGISLATIVE BRANCH 
Section 3.1 OPEN TOWN MEETING 


The legislative powers of the town shall be exer- 
cised by a Town Meeting open to all voters. 

Section 3.2 PRESIDING OFFICER 

All sessions of the Town Meeting shall be presided 
over by a Moderator, elected as provided in Section 
4.4 of the Charter. The Moderator shall regulate the 
proceedings, decide questions of order, and make 
public declarations of all votes. The Moderator shall 
have all of the powers and duties given to Modera- 
tors under the Constitution and the General Laws of 
the Commonwealth, and such additional powers and 
duties as may be authorized by the Charter, by By- 
law or by other Town Meeting vote. 


Section 3.3 ANNUAL TOWN MEEETING 


The Annual Town Meeting shall be held on such 
date or dates as may be fixed by the Board of Select- 
men as provided in Section 4.2.5.e of the Charter. 


Section 3.4 SPECIAL TOWN MEETINGS 


Special Town Meetings shall be held at the call of 
the Board of Selectmen at such times, as it may deem 
appropriate and whenever a special meeting is re- 
quested by the voters in accordance with procedures 
made available by the General Laws of the Common- 
wealth. 


Section 3.5 QUORUM 


The quorum for both the Annual Town Meeting and 
any Special Town Meeting shall be set by By-law. 


Section 3.6 CLERK OF THE MEETING 
The Town Clerk shall serve as the clerk to the Town 


Meeting. In the event that the Town Clerk is absent, 
the Assistant Town Clerk will serve. 


Section 3.7 WARRANTARTICLES 


a) Except for procedural matters all subjects to 
be acted on by Town Meeting shall be placed 
on warrants issued by the Board of Select- 
men. 


The Board of Selectmen shall receive all pe- 
titions addressed to it which require the sub- 
mission of particular subject matter to the 
Town Meeting in accordance with the Gen- 
eral Laws of the Commonwealth. Petitioner’s 
warrant articles shall be submitted to the Se- 
lectmen in written form. Ten (10) signatures 
shall be required on a petition to have an ar- 
ticle inserted in the warrant for an Annual Town 
Meeting, and one hundred (100) signatures 
shall be required on a petition to have an ar- 
ticle inserted in a warrant for a Special Town 
Meeting. 

c) Any warrant article that seeks to raise, trans- 
fer, appropriate or expend any funds shall 
show comparative figures including actual fig- 
ures for the preceding year, appropriations 
for the current year, requests for the next fis- 
cal year and amounts recommended by the 
Finance Committee. 


Section 3.8 PUBLICATION AND DISTRIBUTION 
OF THE WARRANT 


In addition to any notice required by the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth, the Board of Selectmen 
shall cause the Annual Town Meeting warrant to be 
posted on the town bulletin board and otherwise dis- 
tributed as provided by Section 4.2.5.e of the Char- 
ter. Additional copies shall be kept available for dis- 
tribution by the Town Clerk. 


ARTICLE IV 
ELECTED TOWN OFFICES 


Section 4.1 
ERAL 


ELECTED TOWN OFFICES, IN GEN- 


The offices to be filled by the voters shall be: a Board 
of Selectmen, five (5) members; a School Commit- 
tee, seven (7) members; a Moderator; a Town Clerk; 
a Tax Collector; a Board of Assessors, three (3) mem- 
bers; a Board of Health, three (3) members; a Plan- 
ning Board, seven (7) members; Trustees of the Sand- 
wich Library, nine (9) members; Trustees of the 
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Weston Memorial Fund, three (3) members; Sand- 
wich Historic District, five (5) members; Housing Au- 
thority, 5 members, 4 elected 1 appointed by the Gov- 
ernor; and such other regional authorities, districts, 
or committees as may be required by the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth or inter-local agreement. 
All elected or appointed multiple member boards shall 
be arranged so that as nearly an equal number of 
terms as possible shall expire each year. Notwith- 
standing any other provision of the Charter, all elected 
officials and officers shall have the powers and duties 
as prescribed by the General Laws of the Common- 
wealth. 


Section 4.2 BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen shall be composed of five 
(5) members. Each member shall be elected from 
the town at-large to a three (3) year term. 


Section 4.2.1 QUALIFICATIONS 


In addition to any other qualifications prescribed 
by law, each Selectman shall be a qualified voter of 
the town, and shall reside within the town while in of- 
fice. 


Section 4.2.2 COMPENSATION 


Selectmen shall receive such compensation as may 
be specified in the annual budget, provided, however, 
that they shall be entitled to all necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of their official duties upon 
approval by the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 4.2.3 CHAIRMAN AND VICE CHAIRMAN 


c) Achairman shall be elected by the Board of 
Selectmen at the first meeting following each 
regular town election. The chairman shall 
preside at all meetings of the Board. The 
chairman shall perform such other duties 
consistent with this Charter, or as may be 
imposed on him by the Board. 

b) Avice chairman shall be elected by the Board 
of Selectmen at the first meeting following 
each regular town election. The vice chair- 
man shall act as chairman during the disabil- 
ity or absence of the chairman, and in this 
capacity shall have the rights and duties con- 
ferred upon the chairman. 


Section 4.2.4 VACANCIES 


Vacancies in the office of Selectman shall be filled 
by special election if there is more than six (6) months 
remaining for the term of that position. The Board of 
Selectmen shall, within ten (10) days after the occur- 
rence of a vacancy, call a special election that shall 
be held not less than sixty-five (65) days nor more 
than ninety (90) days after issuing the call. 


Section 4.2.5 GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES

e) 


Except as otherwise provided by the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth or this Charter, 
all executive powers of the Town shall be 
vested in the Board of Selectmen. The Board 
of Selectmen shall provide for the exercise 
thereof and for the performance of all duties 
and obligations imposed on the Town by law. 


At least a majority of the Board of Selectmen 
shall sign all official documents, and approve 
the financial warrants. 


The Board of Selectmen shall serve as the 
Board of Directors and policy making body 
of the Town. They shall appoint a Town Ad- 
ministrator to carry out the day-to-day opera- 
tions of the Town within the policies set by 
the Board of Selectmen. The Board of Se- 
lectmen shall appoint members of commit- 
tees. 


No member of the Board of Selectmen may 
serve in any other elected and/or appointed 
Town office or committee during his or her 
term as Selectman, excluding ex-officio posi- 
tions. Service as a representative from the 
Town to another body other than the Town 
shall not be prohibited by this provision. 


The Board of Selectmen shall set guidelines 
for the preparation of the annual budget and 
present the budget to the Town Meeting. The 
Board of Selectmen shall set the date and 
Warrant Articles for the Town Meeting and any 
Special Town Meeting. The Board of Select- 
men shall make available sufficient copies of 
the warrant for the Town Meeting for all regis- 
tered voters. The Board of Selectmen shall 
either provide direct mailings to households, 
or publish notice of the availability of said 
warrants at town facilities and other common 
locations throughout the town at least two (2) 
weeks prior to the Town Meeting. 
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f) 


The Board of Selectmen shall be a licensing 
board for the Town and shall have the power 
to issue licenses as authorized by law, to 
make all necessary rules and regulations re- 
garding the issuance of such licenses, and 
to impose restrictions on any such license as 
it deems to be in the public interest, and to 
enforce all laws, rules, regulations, and re- 
Strictions relating to all such businesses for 
which it issues licenses. 


The Board shall require bonds for all munici- 
pal officers and employees who receive or 
pay out any moneys of the town. Tne amount 
of such bonds shall be determined by the 
Board and the cost thereof shall be borne by 
the town. 


The Board of Selectmen shall be authorized 
to institute, prosecute, compromise or defend 
any claim, action, suit or other proceeding in 
the name of the Town and to settle any claim, 
action, suit or other proceeding brought by 
or on behalf or against the Town. Inthe event 
that a settlement requires the issuance of a 
permit or license or the transfer of property, 
and such matter is not within the Board of 
Selectmen's jurisdiction, the Town board or 
officer with legal jurisdiction over the matter 
shall retain sole authority to act on behalf of 
the Town. 


The Board of Selectmen shall exercise any 
other responsibilities as set forth in the Gen- 
eral Laws of the Commonwealth. 


Section 4.2.6 MEETINGS OF THE BOARD

The Board of Selectmen shall hold at least 
two regular meetings each month. The board 
shall fix, by resolution, the days, times and 
location of its regular meetings. 


The Board of Selectmen may hold such spe- 
cial meetings as it deems necessary and ap- 
propriate, which may be called for by three 
members of the Board. In no event shall a 
regular or special meeting be held in any fa- 
cility or at any locations which are not readily 
accessible to the public. 


Section 4.2.7 RULES OF PROCEDURE 


a) The Board of Selectmen shall by resolution, 
determine its own rules and order of busi- 
ness; however, the rules shall provide that 
citizens of the town shall have a reasonable 
opportunity to be heard at any meeting in re- 
gard to any matter under consideration. 

d) Voting except on procedural motions, shall 
be by roll call if requested by a Selectman, 
and the ayes and nays shall be recorded in 
the minutes. 


Three Selectmen shall constitute a quorum 
for the purposes of transaction of business. 


No action of the Board of Selectmen shall be 
valid or binding unless adopted by the affir- 
mative vote of three or more members of the 
Board. 
Section 4.2.8 PROHIBITIONS 

a) Except where authorized by law, no Select- 
man shall hold any other town office or town 
employment during his term as Selectman, 
nor any former Selectman shall hold any com- 
pensated appointed town office or town em- 
ployment until one year after the expiration 
of his term as Selectman. 
c) The Selectmen shall not in any manner dic- 
tate the appointment or removal of any town 
administrative officers or employees whom 
the Town Administrator or any of his subordi- 
nates are empowered to appoint. The Board 
of Selectmen may express its views and fully 
and freely discuss with the Town Administra- 
tor anything pertaining to appointments and 
removal of such officers and employees. 
c) Except for the purpose of inquiries and in- 
vestigations, the Board of Selectmen and its 
members shall deal with town officers and 
employees who are subject to the direction 
and supervision of the Town Administrator, 
solely through the Town Administrator, and 
neither the Board of Selectmen nor any of its 
members shall give orders to any such of- 
ficer or employee, either publicly or privately. 


Section 4.3 SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee shall be composed of seven 
(7) members. Each member shall be elected from 
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the town at-large to a three (3) year term. The three 
(3) year terms of office for school committee shall be 
staggered. 


Section 4.3.1 GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES 


The School Committee shall have all the powers 
and duties given to school committees by the Gen- 
eral Laws of the Commonwealth. The School Com- 
mittee shall have the power to select, oversee, and to 
terminate the Superintendent of Schools, establish 
educational goals and policies for the schools con- 
sistent with requirements of the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth and standards established by the 
Commonwealth. 


Section 4.3.2 VACANCIES 


Vacancies in the School Committee shall be filled 
by special election if there is more than six (6) months 
remaining for the term of that position. The Board of 
Selectmen shall, within ten (10) days after the occur- 
rence of a vacancy, call a special election that shall 
be held not less than sixty-five (65) days nor more 
than ninety (90) days after issuing the call. 


Section 4.4 MODERATOR 


A Moderator shall be elected by the voters for a 
term of three years. In the event of absence of the 
Moderator the Town Meeting may elect a temporary 
Moderator, for the purpose of presiding over the Town 
Meeting. 


Section 4.4.1 POWERS AND DUTIES 


(c) The Moderator shall have the powers and 
duties provided by the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth, by this Charter, by By-law 
or by any other Town Meeting vote. 

(d) The Moderator shall appoint members of the 

Finance Committee which shall consist of nine 

(9) members. Should the Moderator fail to 

filla vacancy on the Finance Committee within 

forty-five (45) days of having been notified in 

writing by the Town Clerk of said vacancy a 

majority of the remaining members of the Fi- 

nance Committee may nominate a person for 
each such vacancy. Should the Moderator 
fail to take action on said nomination within 

21 days, the nominee shall become a mem- 

ber of the Finance Committee.

The Moderator shall appoint members to 
other committees as directed by Town Meet- 


ing. 
Section4.6 TOWNCLERK 


A Town Clerk shall be elected by the voters at the 
annual town election, for a term of three years. 


Section 4.6 TAXCOLLECTOR 


A Tax Collector shall be elected by the voters at the 
annual town election, for a term of three years. 


Section 4.7 BOARDS, COMMITTEES AND OF- 
FICERS 


a) Each Board or Committee will be organized 
and charged with the powers and duties 
specified in the General Laws and Special 
Acts of the Commonwealth, Town By-law or 
elsewhere in this Charter. The Board of Se- 
lectmen may also, from time to time, estab- 
lish boards or committees to address spe- 
cific needs or issues. Each board or com- 
mittee shall, at its annual organization meet- 
ing, elect a presiding officer and shall cause 
the Board of Selectmen and the Town Clerk 
to be notified of its selection. Such boards 
and committees shall make a written annual 
report of its activities to the Board of Select- 
men. 


Members of permanent committees shall be 
elected for a staggered term of three years 
unless otherwise provided for by the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth or this Charter. 
Appointees to temporary and special com- 
mittees shall be appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen for the duration of the charge of 
the board or committee. Boards, commit- 
tees or officers specifically provided for by 
the General Laws of the Commonwealth or 
this Charter may be continued or terminated 
only by the Board of Selectmen. 


ARTICLE V 
ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES 
Section 5.1 TOWNADMINISTRATOR 


Section 5.1.1 APPOINTMENT AND QUALIFICA- 
TIONS 
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The Board of Selectmen by majority vote of the 
entire Board shall appoint a Town Administrator. The 
method of selection shall be left to the discretion of 
the Board of Selectmen so long as the method of 
selection insures orderly, nonpartisan action toward 
securing a competent and qualified person to fill the 
position. The Town Administrator shall be chosen 
solely upon the basis of his/her executive and admin- 
istrative training, experience and ability and need not, 
when appointed, be a resident of the Town of Sand- 
wich; however, during the tenure of his/her office he/ 
she shall reside within the town. The Town Adminis- 
trator shall be bonded at town expense. 


Section 5.1.2 COMPENSATION 


The Town Administrator shall receive compensa- 
tion as may be fixed by the Board of Selectmen ac- 
cording to his/her expertise, education and training. 
Any contract between the Board of Selectmen and 
the Town Administrator shall be made pursuant to 
Massachusetts General Law, Chapter 41, Sec. 108N. 


Section 5.1.3 TERMAND REMOVAL 


The Town Administrator may be appointed for a defi- 
nite term but may be removed at the discretion of the 
Board of Selectmen, by vote of the majority of the 
entire Board. The action of the Board of Selectmen 
in suspending or removing the Town Administrator 
shall be final. It is the intention of this Charter to in- 
vest all authority and fix all responsibilities of such 
suspension or removal in the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 5.1.4 POWERS AND DUTIES 


The Town Administrator shall be responsible to the 
Board of Selectmen for the proper administration of 
all the affairs of the town consistent with the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth and this Charter, and 
shall: 


a) appoint, discipline, suspend, or remove Town 
employees, including Civil Service positions, 
except that the approval of the Board of Se- 
lectmen shall be required for appointment of 
Department Heads and the Assistant Town 
Administrator; 


b) supervise and direct all appointed Depart- 
ment Heads; 
C) administer and enforce all provisions of Gen- 


eral Laws of the Commonwealth or Special

Acts of the Commonwealth, or Town By-laws, 
and all regulations established by the Board 
of Selectmen; 


coordinate activities of all town departments; 


attend all sessions of the Town Meeting and 
answer all questions addressed to the Town 
Administrator which are related to the war- 
rant articles and to matters under the gen- 
eral supervision of the Town Administrator; 


keep the Board of Selectmen fully informed 
as to the needs of the town, and recommend 
to the Selectmen for adoption such measures 
requiring action by them or by the town as 
the Town Administrator deems necessary or 
expedient; 


ensure that complete and full records of the 
financial and administrative activity of the town 
are maintained and render reports to the 
Board Selectmen as may be required; 


be responsible for the rental, use, mainte- 
nance, repair and the development of a com- 
prehensive maintenance program for all town 
facilities; 


serve as the chief procurement officer and 
be responsible for the purchase of all sup- 
plies, materials, and equipment, and approve 
the award of all contracts. Any contract over 
$500,000 will require approval by the Board 
of Selectmen; 


develop and maintain a formal and complete 
inventory of all town owned real and personal 
property and equipment; 


administer personnel policies, practices, rules 
and regulations, any compensation plan and 
any related matters for all municipal employ- 
ees and to administer all collective bargain- 
ing agreements entered into by the town; 


fix the compensation of all town employees 
and officers appointed by the Town Adminis- 
trator within the limits established by appro- 
priation and any applicable compensation 
plan and collective bargaining agreements; 


be responsible for the negotiation of all con- 
tracts with town employees regarding wages, 
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and other terms and conditions of employ- 
ment, except employees of the School De- 
partment. The Town Administrator may, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board of Select- 
men, employ special counsel to assist in the 
performance of these duties. Collective bar- 
gaining agreements shall be subject to the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen, and the 
provisions of Massachusetts General Law, 
Chapter 150E; 


n) prepare and submit an annual operating bud- 
get and capital improvement program as pro- 
vided in Section 7.1 (b) of this Charter and 
be responsible for its administration after its 
adoption. The Town Administrator may trans- 
fer funds between individual line items within 
a department account; 


0) keep the Board of Selectmen and the Fi- 
nance Committee fully informed as to the fi- 
nancial condition of the town and make rec- 
ommendations to the Board of Selectmen; 


q) prepare and submit to the Board of Select- 
men at the end of the fiscal year a compre- 
hensive report on the finances and the activi- 
ties and operations of all departments, boards 
and committees of the town; 


q) investigate or inquire into the affairs of any 
town department or office; 


r) delegate, authorize or direct any subordinate 
or employee in the town to exercise any 
power, duty, or responsibility which the office 
of Town Administrator is authorized to exer- 
cise, provided, that all acts performed under 
such delegation shall be deemed the acts of 
the Town Administrator; and 


s) perform such other duties as necessary or 
as may be assigned by this Charter, Town 
By-law, Town Meeting vote, or vote of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Section 5.1.5 ACTING TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


The Assistant Town Administrator shall perform the 
duties of the Town Administrator in his/her absence. 
In the event of long-term disability, resignation, termi- 
nation, or vacancy of both the Town Administrator and 
the Assistant Town Administrator at the same time, 
the Board of Selectmen shall appoint an Acting Town 


Administrator for the duration of any such disability, 
or until appointment of a permanent Town Adminis- 
trator or Assistant Town Administrator. No member 
of the Board of Selectmen shall serve as Acting Town 
Administrator. 


Section5.2 TOWNCOUNSEL 


The Board of Selectmen shall appoint a competent 
and duly qualified and licensed attorney practicing in 
the Commonwealth, who shall be the counsel for the 
town. He/she shall receive for his/her services such 
compensation as may be fixed by the Board of Se- 
lectmen and shall hold his/her office at the pleasure 
of the Board. The Town Counsel shall be the legal 
adviser of all of the offices and departments of the 
town, and he/she shall represent the town in all litiga- 
tion and legal proceedings; provided, that the Board 
of Selectmen may retain special counsel at any time 
they deem appropriate and necessary. He/she shall 
review and concur or dissent upon all documents, 
contracts, and legal instruments in which the town 
may have an interest. The Town Counsel shall per- 
form other duties prescribed by this Charter, Town 
By-law, or as directed by the Board of Selectmen. 


Section5.3 PUBLIC FACILITIES 


The Town Administrator shall, under the provisions 
of Section 5.1.4 (a) of this Charter, appoint an indi- 
vidual as Director of Public Facilities. The Director 
shall, under the general supervision and direction of 
the Town Administrator, have general care of all town 
buildings and property, including but not limited to 
schools, fire, police, highway, cemetery, recreation 
and other municipal buildings and property. The Di- 
rector shall in consultation with department heads, 
boards and the Capital Planning Committee develop 
and implement scheduled maintenance and repair of 
all public properties, excepting that daily maintenance 
and janitorial duties shall remain the responsibility of 
each department. The Director shall have overall su- 
pervision of all funds specifically appropriated for the 
purpose of extraordinary maintenance of town prop- 
erty. 


ARTICLE VI 
PUBLIC RECORDS AND OPEN MEETINGS 


All boards, committees, and commissions shall 
comply with Chapter 39, sections 23A, B and C of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth, popularly known 
as the “Open Meeting Law’, in the conduct of any 
town business. 
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ARTICLE VII 
FINANCIAL PROVISIONS AND ADMINISTRATION 


Section 7.1 SUBMISSION OF BUDGET AND 
BUDGET MESSAGE 


b) Annually, prior to the first day of November, 
the Town Administrator shall establish and 
issue a budget schedule which shall set forth 
the calendar dates for developing the annual 
budget for the next fiscal year. 

b) On or before the first day of February, the 

Town Administrator shall submit to the Board 

of Selectmen and Finance Committee a pro- 

posed budget and accompanying message. 

c) The Budget shall provide a complete finan- 

cial plan of all town funds and activities, in- 

cluding details on debt and debt service, an- 
ticipated income, and proposed expendi- 
tures. The Budget shall include proposals 

for capital improvements for the next five (5) 

years. The budget message shall begin with 

a clear general summary of its content, and 

explain in both fiscal terms and work program 

objectives, proposed expenditures for each 
department, capital expenditures, and the 
projected tax rate. 


The Board of Selectmen shall review the pro- 
posed Town Budget and refer it, including the 
School Department Budget and recommen- 
dations, to the Finance Committee, on or 
before the first day of March. 

Section 7.2 FINANCE COMMITTEE 

a) There shall be a permanent committee known 
as the Finance Committee, composed of nine 
(9) registered voters of the town appointed 
by the Moderator. They shall serve for three 
(3) year terms. Terms shall be staggered. 
Members shall serve without compensation 
and no member shall be an employee of the 
Town nor hold an elected or appointed town 
position during their term of office, excluding 
ex-officio positions. 


The Finance Committee shall submit a writ- 
ten budget report to the Annual Town Meet- 
ing and a written report to the Annual Town 
Meeting and any Special Town Meeting with 
its advisory recommendations on all financial 


warrant articles, and the projected tax impact 
consistent with its recommendations. 


The Finance Committee may require that the 
Town Administrator, any town department, 
office, board, commission or committee fur- 
nish appropriate additional financial informa- 
tion, as needed. 


Section7.3 PUBLIC NOTICE AND PUBLIC 

HEARING 
a) The Finance Committee shall within sixty (60) 

days following the submission of the draft 
budget by the Town Administrator, review the 
proposed budget, and shall return it to the 
Board of Selectmen with their recommenda- 
tions. 
b) The Board of Selectmen shall conduct at least 
one public hearing on the proposed budget, 
including the school budget, prior to the Town 
Meeting, and include the recommendations 
of the Finance Committee. 
c) The Board of Selectmen shall post in the Town 
Hall and publish in a daily newspaper of gen- 
eral circulation, a summary of the proposed 
budget and notice stating: 


1) the times and places where copies of the mes- 
sage and budget are available for inspection 
by the public, and 


2) the date, time and place where the Board of 
Selectmen shall conduct the public hearing 
on the budget. 


Section7.4 BUDGET ADOPTION 


Town Meeting shall adopt the annual operating bud- 
get, with or without amendments prior to the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year. 

Section7.5 ANNUALAUDIT 

At the close of each fiscal year, and at such times 
as it may be deemed necessary, the Board of Select- 
men shall cause an independent audit to be made of 
all accounts of the Town by a certified public accoun- 
tant. The certified public accountant so selected shall 
have no personal interest, directly or indirectly in the 
financial affairs of the Town or any of its offices. Upon 
completion of the audit, the results ina summary form 
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shall be placed on file in the Town Clerk’s office as a 
public record and in the Sandwich Public Library for 
public information. 


Section 7.6 EMERGENCY APPROPRIATIONS, 
REDUCTIONS, and TRANSFERS 


Any and all emergency appropriations, reductions, 
and transfers will be made in accordance with the 
provisions of the General Laws of the Commonwealth 
and the Town By-laws. 


ARTICLE VIII 
RECALL 
Section 8.1. RECALL 

Any holder of an elected office in the Town of Sand- 
wich may be recalled there from by the qualified vot- 
ers of the Town as provided in Chapter 408 of the 
Acts of 1987 for reasons which include but are not 
limited to the following: embezzlement; influence ped- 
dling; refusal to abide by or not comply with the Con- 
flict of Interest Law, Open Meeting Law, Public Records 
Law, rules and regulations thereto, and the By-laws 
of the Town of Sandwich which pertains to same; de- 
struction or alteration of public records; nepotism; 
conviction for a felony; failure to perform the duties of 
the elected office; or other willful acts of omission or 
commission which betray the public trust. 


Section 8.2 RECALL PETITION 


A recall petition shall be initiated by request of ten 
(10) qualified voters. The recall petition shall be signed 
by twenty-five percent (25%) of the qualified voters 
and returned within twenty (20) days in accordance 
with the aforementioned Special Legislative Act. 


ARTICLE IX 
CHARTER 
Section 9.1 SEVERABILITY 

If any section, or part of a section of this Charter, 
shall be held invalid by a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, such holding shall not affect the remainder of 
this Charter. 

Section9.2 CHARTER REVIEW COMMITTEE 
At least every five (5) years the Selectmen shall ap- 


point a Charter Review Committee to be composed 
of seven (7) members for a period not longer than six 


(6) months, who shall submit their recommendations 
to the Board of Selectmen and shall file proceedings 
of their deliberations. 


Section 9.3 AMENDMENT TO CHARTER

Notwithstanding and in addition to the provi- 
sions of this section, this Charter may be 
amended or revised by special act of the 
General Court, upon the recommendation of 
Town Meeting, and/or pursuant to the provi- 
sions of General Laws Chapter 43B. 


This Charter may be amended pursuant to 
an initiative petition filed in accordance with 
this section. To commence the initiative peti- 
tion process, any ten (10) registered town 
voters may file an affidavit with the Town Clerk, 
containing the substance of the proposed 
charter amendment. The Town Clerk shall 
thereupon deliver to the voters filing the affi- 
davit a sufficient number of initiative petition 
blanks, which shall be stamped with the date 
of issuance and contain the signature and 
Official seal of the Town Clerk. 


The petitioners shall print the text of the pro- 
posed charter amendment on the petition 
blanks or affix the text firmly thereto. The 
petition shall identify by section or subsec- 
tion, where applicable, that provision(s) pro- 
posed for amendment, or shall state that the 
proposed amendment is a new provision. 
Signed petition forms must be filed with the 
Town Clerk’s office by 4:30 PM on the sixti- 
eth (60") day after issuance. 


Initiative petition forms must be signed by no 
less than five percent (5%) of the registered 
voters as appears on the registered voter list 
at the most recent annual town election. Any 
petition forms received after the sixtieth (60") 
day shall be rejected by the Town Clerk. Upon 
receipt of the petitions, the Town Clerk shall 
transmit said petitions to the Board of Voter 
Registrars, who shall within five (5) days cer- 
tify those signatures that are names of regis- 
tered voters of the Town. In the event that 
the number of certified signatures is less than 
five percent (5%) of the registered voters, the 
Board of Voter Registrars shall so notify the 
Board of Selectmen and the voters who filed 
the affidavit, and such petitions shall be void 
and shall not count towards any other peti- 
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tion. If the petitions do contain a sufficient 
number of signatures, the Board of Registrars 
shall submit the petitions with the Town 
Clerk’s certificate to the Board of Selectmen. 


e) The Board of Selectmen shall provide a copy 
of the certified initiative petition to Town Coun- 
sel to conduct a review of the proposed char- 
ter amendment for consistency with the Con- 
stitution and the General Laws of the Com- 
monwealth. If the opinion of Town Counsel is 
that the initiative petition is consistent with the 
Constitution and the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth, the Board of Selectmen shall 
thereafter declare that the proposed charter 
amendment shall appear as a ballot ques- 
tion at the next subsequent annual Town elec- 
tion ballot, provided that the Board of Select- 
men receives the certified petitions no later 
than thirty-five (35) days before the election. 
If the opinion of Town Counsel is that the ini- 
tiative petition is not consistent with the Con- 
stitution and the General Laws of the Com- 
monwealth, the Board of Selectmen shall so 
notify the voters who filed the affidavit and 
the initiative petition shall not be placed on 
the annual Town election ballot. 


f) The ballot question shall be worded substan- 
tially as follows: “Shall the town approve an 
amendment to the Town Charter, as proposed 
by initiative petition of the Town’s registered 
voters, Summarized below?” Town Counsel 
shall prepare a summary description of the 
proposed amendment. 


g) If the ballot question receives a favorable 
majority vote, the proposed charter amend- 
ment shall take effect thirty (30) days after 
such election results are certified by the Town 
Clerk. 


ARTICLE 4 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen, in accordance with Chapter 80 of the 
General Laws relating street betterments, to assess a 
betterment charge to the abutters of the streets listed 
below as taken at the 2000 Annual Town Meeting un- 
der Articles 38, 39, and 40, provided that a majority 
of the abutters of said streets have agreed to assume 
a combined betterment assessment of not more than

UNANIMOUSLY VOTED: That the Town autho- 
rize the Board of Selectmen to assess a better- 
ment charge of $107,000.00 to the abutters of Vine- 
yard Circle, Overlook Drive, Telegraph Hill Road, 
Evsun Drive and Short Way as printed in the War- 
rant under Article 4, and further, to authorize the 
Town Treasurer with the approval of the Board of 
Selectmen, to borrow said amount to be repaid 
through the betterment process.

The report of the Sandwich Capital Improvement 
Planning Committee given by Susan James is as fol- 
lows: 


Mr. Moderator, Members of the Board of Selectmen 
and people of Sandwich, my name is Susan James, 
and | am the Chairman of the Sandwich Capital Im- 
provement Planning Committee. All of you will re- 
member that my Committee presented a request at 
the May Annual Town Meeting for a Proposition 2_ 
override to fund what we believed was a carefully 
considered and reasonable plan with two major goals: 
to correct building problems caused by deferred main- 
tenance and to begin to save for future large repairs. 
After a detailed presentation that summarized find- 
ings from an engineering report submitted by Vincent 
Corsano, the article requesting the funding for the plan 
passed at Town Meeting, but the authorization for the 
override failed at the subsequent election. 


It is without question that most, if not all, of the plan 
presented to Town Meeting in May is desperately 
needed. Because voting is a confidential democratic 
process, the Committee was not able to definitely 
determine what factors led to the defeat of the over- 
ride request. From various comments made to Com- 
mittee members, three issues emerged as possibly 
affecting the outcome: 

e The requested amount was too high for 
Townspeople to afford. 

e There was no guarantee, despite explanations 
to the contrary, that the money would always 
be used for capital expenditures. 

e Some people expressed concerns because 
the repair and renovations to the second floor 
of Town Hall were included in the plan. 


The Committee members take their job very seri- 
ously and were unwilling to give up on the process. 
After much discussion among Committee members, 


Town administrators and officials, and department 
heads, we are here tonight to present an alternative 
approach to accomplishing the goal of beginning a 
badly-needed maintenance and repair program. 


| would like to briefly summarize how the buildings 
have come to be in their present condition and what 
the Committee would like to immediately address. 
The passage of Proposition 2_ in the early 1980s, 
along with the recession in the late 1980s and 1990s 
and the unprecedented growth in Sandwich at the 
same time, placed tremendous strain on the Town 
budget. Money was extremely right and priority was 
given to expenditures related to operating the Town 
and the schools as the Town population increase re- 
quired. Very little money was available even for rou- 
tine maintenance and repair of buildings or other in- 
frastructure. From 1995 to 1999, an average of 
$70,000 was spent annually on large building main- 
tenance and repair projects (not including the major 
expenditure associated with the High School renova- 
tion and addition or expenditures on roads). The to- 
tal value of Town buildings is over $80 million; the 
annual maintenance expenditure represents .08% of 
total value. This would be the equivalent of a 

homeowner of a $200,000 home spending only $160 
per year to maintain the structural integrity and cos- 
metic appearance of the home. The major conse- 
quence of this lack of commitment has been that what 
began as minor, reparable problems, have become 
major issues. 


Both the police building and the central fire station, 
for example, have structural and energy problems. 
The concrete and masonry in the police station has 
sustained major cracks, effectively causing one half 


of the building to be lower than the other; in turn, this . 


has put additional structural stress on other portions 
of the building. The heating and air conditioning sys- 
tem is old and insufficient to properly heat and air 
condition all parts of the building. In some cases, a 
heating zone on one end of the building is wired to an 
area on the opposite end, causing overheating in 
some areas and not enough heat in others. Windows 
are old, and unusable in some cases; it is necessary 
to close some of the windows from the outside of the 
building. The proposed repairs include replacing win- 
dows, repairing masonry, removing and replacing fan 
convection units, installing a roof-mounted gas heater, 
replacing the boiler, and various wiring and wood- 
work projects. 

The central fire station also has some masonry and 
exterior wood problems. Pieces of wood siding are 
lifting away from the underlay, wood areas around 
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windows are rotting, and the garage doors need re- 
placing. Also, there are cracks in the walls and floors 
that need to be addressed. Proposed repairs include 
fixing the exterior masonry and trim, replacing win- 
dows and garage doors, installing vinyl siding and 
upgrading the wiring. Several small projects are rec- 
ommended for the satellite stations as well. 


The Town Hall has evidence of water problems in 
the basement that may be beginning to undermine 
the structural integrity of the building. Windows are 
not energy efficient and need repairs in some in- 
stances. Proposed maintenance to the Town Hall in- 
clude repairing windows, installing a drainage sys- 
tem, replacing the boiler, upgrading the plumbing, 
refinishing the exterior siding and trim, and repairing 
damage to support columns. 


Projects at the Oak Ridge and Forestdale Schools 
will address roof fireproofing, insulation, and repair- 
ing/replacing exterior doors. The Wing School needs 
to have repairs to mortar joints, roof flashing, and win- 
dow storm sashes. Windows need replacing and 
some lead paint must be removed. 


Other buildings included in the proposed plan in- 
clude the following: 


e DPW Facilities — repairs to exterior walls and 
trim. 

e Human Services Building — roof replacement 
to prevent additional leaking and repair to 
concrete walks and platforms. 

e Library — roof repair, upgrade electrical sys- 
tem and replace oil tanks. 

e Annex — address water problem through 
pump and discharge pipe installation; replace 
boiler; upgrade plumbing; replace windows 
and refinish exterior trim and mortar; upgrade 
electrical system; replace flooring. 

e Jan Sebastian Way Office — replace windows 
and address ADA compliance issues. 


You will notice that my description, and the list you 
received with your warrants, excludes several build- 
ings. The Committee made a decision to address 
only principal Town buildings and only projects that 
address structural integrity, energy efficiency, or safety 
issues. It is important to note that the original request 
is what the Committee really believes is needed, and 
even if this plan is funded, it will be necessary to come 
back to the Town at a future date to continue with the 
plan. This plan differs in several respects: 

¢ The request is for $1.225 million, approxi- 


mately half of the previous request. 

e The funding mechanism will be by debt ex- 
clusion instead of an override. The repay- 
ment will be over a term of five years and will 
add approximately $.14 to the tax rate the first 
year. On a $200,000 home, the additional 
cost to the taxpayer would be $28. Because 
the funding is by debt exclusion, by law, the 
money can only be used for the purpose for 
which it is borrowed. 

¢ The second floor renovations to the Town Hall 
are not included in this plan. 


The Capital Improvement Planning Committee 
hopes that you will approve this request this evening 
and demonstrate your support of the maintenance 
and repair program by voting for the debt exclusion 
later this week. 


Articles 7 & 8: For informational purposes the Capi- 
tal Improvement Planning Committee has prepared 
the following list of proposed municipal building re- 
pairs as part of the Committee’s report to Town Meet- 
ing under Article 7 and the corresponding debt ex- 
clusion proposed under Article 8. The actual repairs 
that will be completed if the debt exclusion is approved 
may differ from this list depending on the prioritized 
needs identified as work is undertaken.

VOTED: That the Town hereby ratifies, approves 
and confirms the vote of the Town taken under 
Article 1 of the Warrant at the Special Town Meet- 
ing held on March 19, 2001, which vote authorized 
the borrowing of $2,500,000.00 for the purpose of 
land acquisition. The vote was a paper ballot, Yes 
203, No 23, and declared carried by the Modera- 
tor. 


At 11:02 P.M., in accordance with the Town ByLaw,

ARTICLE 10

Any increase in area, width, depth, frontage, yard 
or coverage requirements of this by-law shall not ap- 
ply to construction of a single-family home together 
with all lawful accessory structures on a vacant lot in 
a residential district provided that the lot meets one 
of the following requirements or obtains a special per- 
mit as follows: 


a.) The lot was legally created and has not less 
than 5,000 SF of area and not less than 50 
feet of frontage on a street. 


b.) The lot was created on a plan endorsed or 
approved by the Planning Board prior to 1980 
and has not less than 10 feet of frontage ona 
street. 

Cc.) If the lot has no frontage on a street and has 

a minimum of 40,000 SF of area as shown 

on a plan recorded at the Registry of Deeds 

the owner may apply for a special permit for 
the purpose of constructing one single family 
dwelling together with all lawful accessory 
structures. For the purpose of Section 2550c, 
inheritance shall not constitute a change in 
ownership. The Planning Board shall be the 

Special Permit Granting Authority for Section 

2550c. 


All of the following criteria shall be demonstrated 
and submitted prior to any action on the special per- 
mit request. 


1. To qualify for a special permit under this sec- 
tion the lot: 

a.) Shall not be less than 40,000 SF in area, and 

b.) Shall have been owned by the applicant since 
1990 or before. 


2. The lot must be shown on a plan recorded at 
the Registry of Deeds and not otherwise noted 
as “not buildable”. A copy of the recorded 
plan shall be submitted with the application 
materials. 

3. Adeed restriction running in favor of the Town 
of Sandwich, in a form acceptable to the 
SPGA, limiting construction on the subject lot 
to one single-family dwelling and any acces- 
sory structures allowed in the zoning district 
for the subject lot, shall be submitted. The 
deed restriction shall be recorded simulta- 
neously with the special permit. An attested 
copy of each recorded document shall be 
submitted as part of the building permit ap- 
plication. 


An easement narrative and easement plan, 
in a form acceptable to the SPGA, demon- 
strating the right to pass and re-pass for the 
purpose of accessing one single-family dwell- 
ing including all necessary vehicular access. 
The length of this easement shall not exceed 
1000 feet in length from the subject lot prop- 
erty line to a street. The easement shall be 
not less than 10 feet wide and shall not ex- 
ceed 50 feet in width. 


Setbacks for non-conforming lots as described in 
subsections a, b & c above shall be as follows: 


1. For lots having frontage of 100 feet or more, 
the side and rear yard setbacks shall not be 
less than 20 feet. The front yard setback shall 
not be less than 30 feet 

For lots having frontage of less than 100 feet, 
the side yard shall not be less than 6 feet on 
one side and 8 feet on the other side, the front 
and rear yard setbacks shall be not less than 
20 feet. 


Non-conforming vacant lots may be changed in size 
or shape or may recombine the land area of vacant 
lots provided that the change in size or shape does 
not increase the actual or potential number of build- 
able lots. 


Section 2560. Non - Conforming Lots with Struc- 
tures 

Any increase in lot area, width, depth, frontage, yard, 
or coverage requirements of this by-law shall not ap- 
ply to the extension, alteration, or moving of a struc- 
ture on a legally created lot not meeting current di- 
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mensional requirements provided that: 


1. Forlots having frontage of 100 feet or more, 
the side and rear yard shall not be less than 
20 feet and the front yard shall be not less 
than 30 feet. 


For lots having frontage of less than 100 feet, 
the side yard shall not be less than 6 feet on 
one side and 8 feet on the other side, the front 
and rear yard setbacks shall be not less than 
20 feet. 


Non-conforming lots with structures may be 
changed in size or shape or may recombine the land 
area of the lots provided that the change in size or 
shape does not increase the actual or potential num- 
ber of buildable lots. 


It was moved that the article be indefinitely post- 
poned. A voice vote was taken and the motion was 
not carried.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF 
PLANNING & DEVELOPMENT 


The Planning & Development Department adminis- 
ters a broad range of community development and 
planning activities for the Town of Sandwich. The 
Department also assists the work of the Planning 
Board, an elected body and the Economic Develop- 
ment Committee, Local Housing Committee, Local 
Planning Committee, and now as of mid-year the 
Board of Appeals, all appointed by the Board of Se- 
lectmen. 


During the past year, the department was staffed 
with a full time director and a full time principal clerk. 
With the expert assistance of Joyce Bartlett, our in- 
dispensable, efficient and always cheerful, principal 
clerk, the department has again met its goals for high 
quality service. 


As Sandwich continues to develop with ever increas- 
ing emphasis on re-development in the commercial 
and industrial districts, the major portion of depart- 
ment resources is dedicated to assisting developers 
and business owners. To simplify the development 
process, town staff implemented an informal Permit 
Review process. This group meets on a regular ba- 
sis during business hours. In place for almost three 
years, these informal meetings with applicants for 
various permits provides the opportunity to assist 
applicants and business owners by helping to clarify 
regulations, give guidance about site development, 
permit sequencing, and other land use issues. 


The Planning Board worked at their usual pace 
throughout the year. Planning Board business com- 
prises a significant portion of department activity. 
Under the able leadership of Sarah Regan and Lou 
Cerrone, the board moved efficiently through their 
business. Board members John Holmgren, Amy 
Lipkind, Lawrence Spiegel and Joe Vaudo adminis- 
tered the board’s charges under both state and local 
laws. Thanks to former members Julie Molloy and 
Dan Fortier for their service to the town. 


The Economic Development Committee, under the 
energetic leadership of Tom Keyes and Marie Basile, 
focused on continuing to learn the information nec- 
essary to build a strong and coherent economic de- 
velopment strategy for Sandwich. Members Frank 
Pannorfi, Josh Violette, and Tom Gilbert along with 
ex-officio member Selectman Bill Diedering have fo- 
cused their efforts in looking for additional land area 
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to be rezoned for commercial use as well as once 
again looking to develop support for expansion of the 
marina. 


The Sandwich Local Housing Committee has reor- 
ganized after the resignation of several members. 
Many thanks to Don Dickinson, Jan Timmons, 
Maureen Whittles and Tim Schmonsees for their ser- 
vice on this committee during its formative time. Lou 
Cerrone and Steve Marshall led the group through 
the reorganization and recruitment of new members. 
Members Sharon Napier and Erik Van Buskirk are 
steadily working to address affordable housing needs. 


A change for the department this year was the new 
opportunity to serve the needs of the Board of Ap- 
peals. This board is one of the most important to the 
planning and development of Sandwich. It is, for the 
most part, the Board of Appeals that implements the 
actions of master planning efforts. The current edi- 
tion of the Sandwich Protective Zoning By-laws, which 
this board administers on a week-to-week basis, is 
the direct result of the 1987 and 1970 master plans. 
These planning efforts were initiated by the Board of 
Selectmen and then researched and developed by 
professional planning consultants. The 1987 and 1970 
plans created the majority of our current zoning by- 
laws, now administered largely through the Board of 
Appeals. Our role for this key and important board is 
essentially the same as it is for the Planning Board; 
we assist applicants with their application submis- 
sions, advertise, notice and prepare for public hear- 
ings. We are also available to provide or coordinate 
professional and technical assistance in any other 
areas the board may require. 


As dedicated volunteers the Board of Appeals has 
few peers. The long-term service of William Dawes 
and Michael Lesperance provide the town with an in- 
stitutional Knowledge and perspective that serves the 
town and the applicant well. This year’s chair James 
Killion and vice-chair Mark Haney dedicate time out 
of their very busy professional schedules to oversee 
the business of the board. Newly appointed alter- 
nates Robert Jensen and Julie Molloy provide neces- 
Sary support during the absence of a regular board 
member. This year two long time board members 
chose not to ask to be to be reappointed. The town 
owes a debt of gratitude to the 16 years of service 
Joseph Killory contributed to the board. His intelli- 
gence, even temper, sense of humor and innate fair- 
ness provided a great benefit to Sandwich. Len 
Landall also chose not to seek reappointment after 
many years of volunteering. Mr. Landall provided a 


depth of experience that will take the board some time 
to regain. A third member, John Bryant also left the 
board this year after many years of service. All will 
miss his humor and insights. Many thanks to you all 
for your time, your dedication and your service to the 
residents of Sandwich. 


The department devoted time in 2001 to two impor- 
tant town projects. The Three Ponds District of Criti- 
cal Planning Concern process was brought to comple- 
tion with the adoption of zoning at special town meet- 
ing in March 2001 that rezoned the entire Three Ponds 
DCPC into the Three Ponds District. Ongoing from 
this point is the Three Ponds Management Plan. This 
effort includes data collection, mapping, and user 
education. Sandwich High School Environmental 
Technology students have been and continue to be 
involved in data collection, pond testing and map- 
ping. Additionally several summer residents of this 
area have begun to form a Three Ponds Association 
that would significantly contribute to user education, 
data collection and completion of shoreline surveys. 


The second project is an in house planning effort 
that is looking at the future division and use of 55 
acres of town property in the Business Limited —2 dis- 
trict in South Sandwich. This long-range plan will look 
at how economic development, community charac- 
ter, infrastructure, private enterprise and the town can 
unify to create a new sense of community for this im- 
portant population center. This effort will be informed 
by the planning committee, composed of residents, 
professionals, business people and town staff, but 
also and most importantly by a series of public meet- 
ings where the concerns and ideas of residents from 
all areas of town are heard, carefully considered and 
ultimately integrated into the elements of the plan. 


A revision of the town’s sign code general by-law 
continues under the guidance of town counsel. A draft 
copy for review is expected to be ready in the spring 
or early summer of 2002. This project continues to 
be challenging as we work towards resolution. 


The department was a successful applicant to the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission Planning Grant 
program. A $9,000 award allowed the town to hire a 
qualified consultant to develop a preservation plan 
that will also serve as an update to our historic pres- 
ervation element part of our Comprehensive Master 
Plan. The consultant works with a planning team com- 
prised of Sandwich residents. We expect to bring a 
draft plan for public review in late spring of 2002. 
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The department was again a successful applicant 
to the Department of Environmental Management 
Coastal Access grant program. The third and final 
phase of this project funded for $5,000 by 2001 grant 
money will be completed by February 2002. This 
phase will look at the easterly shoreline of Sandwich 
and combine all three phases into one final report. 
Initial research indicates that public access to the 
coast is limited for large portions of our coastline. 


The Flood Hazard Mitigation Plan project funded 
by a $7,600 award from the Massachusetts Emer- 
gency Management Agency is moving towards 
completion. A community planning team comprised 
of residents along with local and regional officials has 
been working with a consultant who is a specialist in 
this area. Working closely with MEMA the town is 
developing map products and a draft plan for public 
review in the spring of 2002. 


The department also received technical assistance 
from the Cape Cod Commission in the areas of traffic 
analysis, wastewater management, GIS mapping ser- 
vices and historic preservation. 


Department goals and work plan always place cus- 
tomer service first. There has been progress on prior 
goals of addressing affordable housing, coastal re- 
sources, and historic preservation. As we developed 
our work plan for 2002 our guiding principle remains 
high quality service to the public. We will continue 
and complete grant funded work; look at trying to fund 
upgrades to the remaining elements of the 1996 Com- 
prehensive Plan; carefully analyze, develop and rec- 
ommend changes for zoning in our village centers; 
explore a transfer of development rights program; 
continue to work with regional groups to explore ways 
of addressing growth impacts from a regional per- 
spective thus lessening infrastructure burdens on in- 
dividual towns. 


The year 2001 has been busy and rewarding for 
the Planning & Development Office. We look forward 
to working at our 2002 goals, but we always look for- 
ward to continuing to meet and serve the residents, 
businesses, and landowners in Sandwich.

REPORT OF THE 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


In 2001 the Conservation Commission continued 
its mission of protecting the natural resources of the 
town and managing our public Conservation Lands. 
Twenty-four (24) regular meetings were held to re- 
view twenty-five (25) Requests for Determination, 
forty-seven (47) Notices of Intent, and nine (9) Re- 
quests to Amend under the Sandwich Wetlands Pro- 
tection Bylaw, Chapter 7 and the Massachusetts Wet- 
land Protection Act, Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 131, Section 40. The Commission also con- 
ducted several site reviews, held work meetings and 
consulted with the Conservation Officer, our agent and 
other town Officials. 


Commissioners Bob Hoxie and David DeConto con- 
tinued to represent the Commission on the Open 
Space Committee established by the Land Bank Bill. 
Several key parcels on the Conservation 
Commission's priority list have been acquired. Ne- 
gotiations are currently underway for the purchase of 
additional properties that will enhance the town’s en- 
vironment and quality of life. 


Janet Garnier of Sandwich, a longtime Commis- 
sioner, resigned in 2001. The board will miss her good 
humor and experience. Brian Aviles of Sandwich and 
Robert Drake of Forestdale, joined the board this year 
as alternate members. Brian is a Landscape Archi- 
tect and planner with the National Park Service and 
Bob is a professional engineer. Their participation will 
help ensure a well-rounded board for the year ahead. 


The hard work and assistance of Conservation Of- 
ficer Mark S. Galkowski, our agent and Dianne 
Nickerson, our principal clerk, contributed to every- 
thing we accomplished this past year, and the board 
extends a special thanks to them both. We also would 
like to thank the Board of Selectman and all other 
town officials and officers for their cooperation and 
help in 2001. In addition, our gratitude goes out to 
the DPW Parks/Grounds division, its foreman Rich- 
ard Saline, and to the volunteers who have helped 
maintain our Conservation Lands. 


Finally, the Commission wishes to acknowledge the 
property owners and their representatives who ap- 
peared before us in 2001. Their cooperation and pa- 
tience helped make the permitting process easier for 
everyone. 
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REPORT OF THE 
NATURAL RESOURCES 
DEPARTMENT 


Two thousand and one (2001) was again a chal- 
lenging and productive year for the Conservation 
Department. 


The Boat Operations and Waterways Use Bylaw 
was presented to the voters at a Special Town Meet- 
ing in March. The bylaw was amended on Town Meet- 
ing floor to further restrict operation of motor craft on 
the Shawme Ponds. The amended bylaw was passed 
by a majority of voters present. Final approval was 
received from the Massachusetts Division of Law En- 
forcement in December. With proper enforcement, the 
bylaw will provide a safe environment for all of those 
who enjoy and use our inland waterways. 


Included with the McGrath parcel which was 
added to the Murkwood Conservation Lands in 1999, 
was a large pole barn. | utilized funds from various 
sources to make the building functional and weather 
tight. The improvements included a new floor, garage 
doors and installation of utilities. The building and 
compound will provide a secure facility to house the 
department's new 4WD tractor, its attachments, other 
equipment/supplies and provide an indoor work area. 


The Woods Hole Group (Aubrey Consultants) of 
Falmouth, MA., is in the final design/permitting phase 
of the Old Harbor inlet relocation/restoration project. 
As mentioned in previous reports this project when 
implemented will provide a more stable configuration 
for the Old Harbor inlet and will create continual 
dredge spoil (sand) deposition sites to re-nourish 
Town Neck Beach, Town Beach and the Springhill 
Conservation Lands through a long term shoreline 
management program. | expect all remaining permits 
will be in hand by the Fall of 2002. 


This was the first year the department funded two 
(2) bird monitors for the Massachusetts Audubon So- 
ciety to supervise expanding nesting areas of the Pip- 
ing Plover and Least Tern populations on Town beach 
properties. Also, we implemented the new reserva- 
tion system created under the Board of Selectmen’s 
Town Coastal Lands Use Regulations for groups vis- 
iting Town properties in and around the Old Harbor 
estuary. A few minor problems were experienced, but 
were resolved. Overall, groups visiting the coastal 
areas, this year, communicated a positive experience. 


Throughout the year the Department continued to 
provide technical and clerical assistance to the Sand- 
wich Land Bank Committee. Eighty three (83) acres 
within the new Three Ponds ACEC were purchased 
from the South Shore YMCA of Quincy, MA.. Three 
(3) of these acres are adjacent to the Spectacle Pond 
public access area where in the future, we hope to 
create a more environmental and user friendly access 
facility. Thirty two (32) acres in the heart of the Maple 
Swamp Conservation Lands were purchased from the 
Fish family of Kentucky. This key parcel was one of 
the last of only a few remaining large private land hold- 
ings in the Maple Swamp. Surveying and bounding 
of Land Bank and other Conservation properties, con- 
tinued. 


The Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries 
(DMF) continued their collection and analyzation of 
water quality data in the Scorton Creek and Old Har- 
bor areas in an attempt to establish a base line which 
will meet the U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
(USFDA) minimum standards for re-opening closed 
shellfish beds. These samplings identified high 
coliform bacteria counts emanating from the Cow 
River. We are working to narrow the source. In the 
meantime, | would like to remind all Sandwich resi- 
dents that they are eligible to purchase a Bourne resi- 
dent shellfish permit and fish within the Town of 
Bourne’s waters. We continue to provide the Town of 
Bourne with financial support to reinforce their propa- 
gation efforts. 


As always, | appreciate the tireless efforts of Parks/ 
Grounds Superintendent, Richard Saline and his crew 
in working with me to keep the walking trails and road- 
ways passable in all of our Conservation Lands, main- 
taining the Mill Creek herring run and other assistance 
they provide to Department. 


Citizens who have questions regarding shellfishing, 
natural resources, anadromous fish (herring), Land 
Bank matters, conservation land management, wet- 
land resources or other related issues, should feel 
free to contact the Conservation Department at any 
time. We will provide answers to your questions or 
direct you to agencies or organizations that are ad- 
equately prepared to respond to your inquiries. 


Lastly, | would like to acknowledge the retirement 
of Mr. Clarence Merritt, Director of the Natural Re- 
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sources Department and longtime shellfish constable 
for the Town of Bourne. He always approached is- 
sues with an easy going and cooperative manner. | 
wish him well in retirement.

HARBORMASTER 


| respectfully submit my annual report for the 2001/ 
2002 Sandwich Marina season. We continue to do 
well and are still operating at 100% capacity. 


| am extremely pleased to report that our G-Dock 
project was completed on time and - other than typi- 
cal construction glitches - everything went extremely 
well. The dock is an amazing piece of construction. 
Given the environmental sensitivity contained in that 
dock, its reconstruction was most prudent. 


In yet another success, the new Marina boat was 
delivered to us in June of 2001. | am pleased to re- 
port that the boat is everything | had hoped for, and 
then some. She has proven herself many times over 
to be an excellent work platform in terms of towing 
capabilities and so forth. 


This year, we are replacing the two fuel dispensers 
located on the fuel dock. Our present dispensers are 
the older type with turning dollar and gallon wheels 
that are not only difficult to read, but have become 
increasingly difficult to maintain, particularly in terms 
of finding replacement parts. The dispensers are 
going to be replaced with digital dispensers — the kind 
used in all gas stations now. We are investiging po- 
tential code restrictions that may pertain to the instal- 
lation of digital dispensers on fuel docks; and found 
Hyannis Marina reported no problems throughout the 
ten-year period they’ve been in place there. 


The replacement of these dispensers would final- 
ize the complete reconstruction of our fuel system 
while offering an overall higher level of service to our 
boaters. Additionally, digital pumps would be more 
cost effective in terms of time management, account- 
ing, and meter readings. 


In 2001 we designed a web page allowing our cus- 
tomers to make reservations on line, check tides, 
weather and general information regarding the ma- 
rina and surrounding locations. Our address is 


www.sandwichmarina.com. 


In light of the recent tragedies our country has ex- 
perienced in 2001, | will be requesting approval for 
customer appreciation days in hopes that our boat- 
ing patrons will be able to enjoy time with family and 
friends with no cost for our services. 


As always, we strive to be the most accommodat- 
ing marina possible while trying to remain affordable. 
Additionally, we continue our commitment to environ- 
mental safety while utilizing the best, most cost effec- 
tive technology available. 


In conclusion, | would like to convey my true ap- 
preciation for the Board of Selectmen, Town Admin- 
istrator, and the Corp of Engineers. Also thank you to 
my staff for their cooperation and continuing support, 
and all those who make this facility one of the best, 
most affordable marinas in the country.

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REPORT OF THE 
SANDWICH OLD KING’S 
HIGHWAY HISTORIC 
DISTRICT COMMITTEE 


In January 2001, the Sandwich Old King’s Highway 
Historic District Committee elected officers for the year. 
Paul White was elected Chair; Jacob Atwood was 
elected Vice-Chair, and Jonathan Shaw Secretary. The 
Board of Selectmen appointed Barry Hall to the Com- 
mittee as Architect-Builder . The Board of Selectmen 
appointed Betty Allen to the Committee as Alternate 
Member. Jonathan Shaw began his first year as an 
elected member of the Committee, having been 
elected in November 2000. 


The Sandwich Old King’s Highway Historic District 
includes all properties within the area north of the 
centerline of Route 6 to the Cape Cod Bay low water 
line, extending from the town line with Bourne to the 
border with Barnstable. The Sandwich Historic Dis- 
trict also includes that part of Sandwich along the Bay, 
which is on the western side of the Canal. The District 
provides protection for visual character and setting 
so that all exterior changes to buildings, signs, and 
other construction are reviewed for congruity, com- 
patibility, and appropriateness within the historic char- 
acter of Sandwich. The District, mandated under state 
law, Chapter 470 of the Acts of 1973, as amended, 
includes the towns of Sandwich, Barnstable, 
Yarmouth, Dennis, Brewster and Orleans. 


All exterior changes, including new construction, al- 
terations/additions, demolitions, painting (except 
when changing to white), and including exterior work 
by Town, State, and Federal departments, must come 
before the Sandwich Historic District Committee for 
approval prior to the commencement of work. Also 
included are sheds, decks, window replacements, 
hedges, signs, walls, walkways, berms, driveway pav- 
ing & aprons, fences, arbors, light posts, etc. Upon 
approval, a Certificate of Appropriateness is issued. 
National studies have shown that property values 
within historic districts are between 21% and 27% 
higher than elsewhere which makes the Sandwich Old 
King’s Highway Historic District particularly important 
for homeowners who do not wish their residential in- 
vestments to decline. All one needs to do is to drive 
Route 28 and then take a trip on Route 6A to see 
what a great impact the Historic District has had in 
preserving our visual quality of life. 
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In 2001 the Sandwich Historic District Committee 
reviewed 274 applications. The Committee worked 
with applicants, and 98% of applications were ap- 
proved, with only approximately 2% denied. 


The Committee begins each hearing by stating that 
any person aggrieved by the determination of the 
Committee may, within ten days, appeal to the Re- 
gional Commission, which is composed of the Chairs 
of all the Historic Committees of the six Cape towns, 
which make up the Old King’s Highway Regional His- 
toric District. 


In addition to the many hours spent in reviewing 
plans and visiting properties in preparation for the bi- 
monthly hearings, members attended seminars and 
participated in monthly Saturday morning working 
meetings conducted by the Regional Historic District 
Commission. The Committee held its own working 
business meetings, ordinarily quarterly. The Chair of 
the Committee and other interested members also 
attended the Old King’s Highway Regional Historic 
District Commission hearings in Brewster monthly to 
hear appeals before the Commission. 


During the preceding calendar year — 2000, the 
Committee met several times to revise and improve 
the application instructions and forms. These revi- 
sions, following a hearing, were instituted early in 
2001. 


The most critical issue affecting the entire Old King’s 
Highway Regional Historic District was the ongoing 
legal dispute between the Regional Historic District 
and the Massachusetts Highway Department over 
jurisdiction of State reconstruction of the Old King’s 
Highway itself (Route 6A). Because the Old King’s 
Highway is the very heart of the six town Historic Dis- 
trict, the Regional Historic District Commission sub- 
mitted a bill to the Legislature to give consultative 
authority to the Regional Historic District with regard 
to road building by the Massachusetts Highway De- 
partment affecting Route 6A. Although the bill received 
a favorable hearing, no action has been taken as of 
this writing. 


The annual election of the Sandwich Historic Dis- 
trict Committee was held in November 2001. Donald 
Long was elected to a four-year term to serve in the 
place of Jacob Atwood who did not seek re-election. 
Barry Hall was re-appointed to the Committee by the 
Board of Selectman as Architect-Builder. As of this 
writing no alternate has been appointed. Thanks are 
due to members of the Committee who have served 


the Town in recent years in preserving its historic char- 
acter. Particular thanks are due to two members: 
Jacob Atwood for serving as an elected member of 
the Committee and to Barry Hall for continuing to pro- 
vide his professional experience and wisdom in the 
critica! position of Architect-Builder. The Committee 
is particularly appreciative of Joan Evans whose pres- 
ence at hearings and management of work related to 
applications as an employee of the Town makes the 
work of the Committee possible.

Many have been used in previous town 
reports and various publications. This past year many 
of the photographs from our collection were used in 
Mario Vuillemier’s “Sandwich, Cape Cod’s Oldest 
Town.”

REPORT OF THE 
DEXTER GRIST MILL 


The Dexter Grist Mill opened its gates on May 25, 
2001. A $2,500 grant received from the Sandwich 
Visitor Services Board was used to fund structural and 
mechanical repairs. Reparations began with the in- 
Sstallation of new wooden cogs and pins made by the 
students of Upper Cape Vocational School. Remark- 
ably the gear-works had lasted 20 years. A picket 
fence was built on the west side of the Mill to protect 
the green hedges which were broken. New floor- 
boards were laid in the heavy traffic areas of the Mill 
and the great willow tree was pruned courtesy of N- 
Star Electric Company. 


In addition, 2 faded and weatherworn signs were 
replaced. Mr. Doug Dexter, a descendant of Thomas 
Dexter, first millwright of Sandwich, generously pro- 
vided for the replacement of the signs found at the 
front and back entrances. Doug also presented the 
Mill with a genealogy of the Dexter family compiled 
by William A Warden and Robert L. Dexter copyright 
1905. 


The good weather and the idyllic setting continued 
to make the Mill a very popular place for many activi- 
ties. Marriage ceremonies and wedding pictures took 
place nearly every weekend. Frequently artists and 
photographers could be seen setting up their easels 
and tripods around the Mill site. The traditional class 
field trips were made by students from the Wing, 
Forestdale, Oak Ridge and Riverview Schools and the 
Sandwich High School senior class had their group 
picture taken standing by the water wheel. 


As the fall approached and the closing date grew 
nearer cornmeal sales excelerated. The Mill sold 
10,058 pounds of meal. 4,772 visitors paid admis- 
sion. Total receipts amounted to $25,233.60. The 
doors of the Mill closed October 10" having ground 
its last bag of corn.

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REPORT OF THE 
SANDWICH POLICE 
DEPARTMENT 


2001 was a busy year for the Sandwich Police De- 
partment with a total of 8,364 complaints investigated. 
Breaking and entering, one of our more 
serious problems, increased to 95 from 79 in 2000. 
Two hundred twenty-six larcenies were investigated, 
up from 213 in 2000. There were two murders inves- 
tigated, and four rapes in 2001, up from three in 2000. 
Two hundred forty-two cases of malicious destruc- 
tion, a continuing problem, were investigated, down 
from 271 in 2000. Other criminal investigations in- 
clude 62 assaults up from 45 in 2000, 9 auto thefts up 
from 4 in 2000. Forty-one drug violations were inves- 
tigated. Two hundred fifty-one incidents involved ju- 
veniles. Domestic violence calls decreased from 200 
to 182. We have worked diligently on our program of 
domestic violence follow-up intervention at identified 
problematic residences. The remaining complaints 
were of a less serious criminal or service nature. 


Of the 8,364 complaints, Sandwich village ac- 
counted for 2,068, South Sandwich 4,058 (including 
Forestdale), East Sandwich 2,021. 


August was our busiest month with 812 complaints 
followed by: 


May 809, July 797, June 768, September 762, Oc- 
tober 730, November 718, December 642, April 637, 
March 623, January 576, and February 490. 


Saturday was the busiest day with 1,307 complaints, 
followed by: 


Friday 1,231, Monday 1,219, Tuesday 1,189, Sun- 
day 1,161, Thursday 1,153, and Wednesday 1,104. 


A total of 386 arrests were made by members of 
the department, and 179 persons were summoned 
on various charges in 2001. One hundred eighty- 
three inebriated persons were taken into protective 
custody and later released or transported to a detoxi- 
fication facility. 


One thousand five hundred ninety-one motor ve- 
hicle citations were issued, including those requiring 
court action and written warnings. Three hundred 
forty-eight accidents were investigated, down from 352 
in 2000. There was one fatal motor vehicle accident 
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in 2001, two in 2000. 


Service complaints consisted of the following; of- 
ficers investigated 469 citizen reports of suspicious 
persons, vehicles and incidents, and responded to 
851 requests to see a police officer. Officers also an- 
swered 1055 burglar and holdup alarms, and served 
135 summons and restraining orders. 


The Department, as the designated for the town, 
received 2,947 calls on our 911 lines. One thousand 
two hundred sixteen calls were transferred to the Fire 
Department as the callers were requesting emergency 
medical services or reporting fires. Two hundred 
twenty-six of the calls were hang ups, all requiring a 
Police response. Many other non-emergency calls 
were due to misdial, problems programming phones 
or just plain nuisance types requiring a police officer 
to confirm them. Our policy mandates that officers 
respond to a// 911 calls received, including those 
where the caller reports an error on their part. 


Police assistance rendered numbered 2,248 , with 
1,145 assists to the Fire Department and Ambulance. 
There were 194 calls to assist other law enforcement 
agencies and town departments, 25 assists to men- 
tally disturbed persons, 126 disabled motorist assists, 
one escort, 71 civil matters, and 124 animal related 
calls all handled by the police. 


The Sandwich Police Department received several 
major grant awards in 2001: 


A “Community Policing” Grant in the amount of 
$24,000 which will allow the Department to continue 
it's Community Policing efforts. 


A $15,000 D.A.R.E grant which will assist Officer 
Brian Bondarek with his program educating our youth 
in the resistance of drugs, alcohol and tobacco prod- 
ucts. D.A.R.E. education consists of a four week pro- 
gram in grade one, an 18 week program in grade five 
which includes a ropes course and the youth ranch. 
Seventh and eighth grades participate in a court trip, 
which originates at a local supermarket and brings 
the students through the entire arrest and booking 
procedure and ends at the Barnstable District Court. 
D.A.R.E. is also part of the School Health Advisory 
Council for all four schools. 


The Police Department hired two new officers un- 
der the “Cops in Schools” grant, which was received 
last year for $250,000.00. This program will fund two 
school resource officers over a three year period. The 


goal of this program is to enhance school-police col- 
laboration and to decrease school and community 
incidences of youth crime and disfunctionality. 


In addition the Sandwich Police Department re- 
ceived a $67,000 New Horizons Grant, which will fund 
after school programs for our youth. The “Bicycle Hel- 
met Safety” grant will award 50 helmets to students 
in the three elementary schools. 


The Governors Highway Safety Bureau awarded the 
Department $13,500.00 to aid in the enforcement of 
alcohol related crimes. 


Sergeant Terrance P. O’Connell retired in 2001. Of- 
ficers Joshua Bound and Matthew O’Brien were hired. 
Officers Robert Brun and Michael Caico were ap- 
pointed to the School Resource Officers postions and 
Officer Albert Robichaud was assigned to the detec- 
tive position. 


2001 was a challenging year in the public safety 
sector. Amemorandum of agreement was developed 
with OTIS AFB to protect our citizens and the Town in 
the event of a serious emergency situation. 


Various members of the Police Department partici- 
pated in several fund raising events this past year. 
The Sandwich Police and Fire Associations sponsored 
a family in crisis for the holiday season and would 
like to thank all who donated gifts and money to help 
them through a very difficult time. 


| would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
citizens of Sandwich, the Finance Committee, other 
Town Departments and other Law Enforcement agen- 
cies for their assistance and cooperation throughout 
the year. A special thanks to my own officers for the 
assistance and cooperation they have given me.

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REPORT OF THE 
FIRE DEPARTMENT 


As Fire Chief, | respectfully submit my annual re- 
port for the year 2001 for the Sandwich Fire Depart- 
ment. 


The Nation suffered a brutal attack on September 
11, 2001. The affects are immeasurable on all of our 
lives. This Fire Department is proud to have had one 
of our own, Firefighter Scott F. Ames, be able to re- 
spond, as part of the area FEMA Response Team and 
assist our fellow Americans that day and for many 
days thereafter. We as a Nation lost many lives that 
day and we as a Fire Service lost many of our broth- 
ers and sisters. The outpouring of support toward all 
of the Nation's Firefighters is overwhelming and greatly 
appreciated. Please accept a heart felt thank you form 
all of us here. 


Fire, rescue and related incidents totaled 2,878 in 
2001 (a 7.7% increase over year 2000). This included 
1,759 medical calls, 150 fires totaling $362,010.00 in 
damages and 1,119 other emergencies, including but 
not limited to: 20 carbon monoxide leaks in homes, 
74 hazardous materials incidents (of which 15 were 
related to concerns of contaminated mail or pack- 
ages). Fifteen (15) firefighters were injured perform- 
ing their duties at incidents. Our busiest days were 
on Tuesdays with Friday being the slowest. Averag- 
ing 7.9 emergencies a day. Busiest hours are 8AM to 
4PM = 56% of all calls, 4PM to 12 Midnight = 30% of 
all calls and Midnight to 8AM = 14% of all calls re- 
spectively. 


This year 57 or 83% of the fires were in residential 
occupancies. This up by 9% over the previous year, 
underscoring the need to properly locate and main- 
tain smoke detectors. Fire department personnel are 
available to assist in determining the proper location 
for installation of these valuable devices. For those 
who are without smoke detectors the local real estate 
seller's association has donated some for us to in- 
stall, free of charge. 


Of the 12 carbon monoxide incidents we responded 
to 2 (17%) had serious levels of carbon monoxide in 
the building. Residents must not take chances with 
carbon monoxide; it is odorless, tasteless and color- 
less and is easily overlooked. In many cases it is the 
heating system that has caused the problem, followed 
by vehicles running in attached garages. 


Emergency medical assistance numbered 1,759, 


with 1,256 patients transported to area hospitals. Of 
these 738 needed Advanced Life Support interven- 
tion. 70 injured persons were extricated from motor 
vehicle accidents using the Jaws of Life and other 
heavy-rescue equipment. 


Fire Prevention conducted over 900 inspections, 
issued 854 permits and reviewed numerous commer- 
cial and residential plans, visited numerous homes 
and businesses to answer questions, performed pub- 
lic and school safety programs, and was involved in 
CPR training for the public. 


The department's 9 instructors conducted 9 CPR 
and 6 First Responder classes with 159 students at- 
tending. Quick intervention in less than four minutes 
by a person trained in CPR can make a dramatic dif- 
ference in a patient's chance for survival from a heart 
attack or when loss of breathing has occurred. Addi- 
tionally, blood pressure screenings are conducted daily 
at the Headquarters and Forestdale stations. 


Sandwich is divided into the 6 response districts 
listed below: 


District 1 


Includes Quaker Meetinghouse Road west to the 
Bourne town line and from Route 6 north. 802 medi- 
cal calls, 39 fires totaling $189,750.00 in damages, 
523 medical and 605 other emergencies for a total of 
1,167 emergencies in this area of town. 


District 2 


Includes Quaker Meetinghouse Road east to the 
Barnstable town line and from Route 6 north. 306 
medical calls, 35 fires totaling $105,580.00 in dam- 
ages, 220 medical and 185 other emergencies for a 
total of 440 emergencies in this area of town. 


District 3 


Includes Route 6 south to the Mashpee line and 
east from the Military boundary to Farmersville Road. 
73 fires totaling $70,580.00 in damages, 647 medical 
calls and 269 other emergencies for a total of 989 
emergencies in this area of town. 


District 4 


Includes Route 6 south to the Mashpee line and 
from Quaker Meetinghouse Road east to the 
Barnstable town line. 1 fire with less than $200.00 in 
damages, 8 medical calls and 5 other emergencies 
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for a total of 16 emergencies this area of town. 
District 5 


Includes all areas north of the Cape Cod Canal. 1 
fire with less than $200.00 in damages, 24 medical 
calls and 5 other emergencies for a total of 30 emer- 
gencies this area of town. 


District 6 


Is for all high life or fire loss a target hazards and 
includes the nursing and rest homes, hospital, elderly 
housing, lumberyard and power plant. Its purpose is 
only for additional equipment and personnel needs. 
Incidents in these areas are 5 fires totaling $1,100.00 
in damages, 61 medical calls and 33 other emergen- 
cies, for a total of 99 emergencies. 


Mutual Aid 


Assistance provided to other communities occurred 
44 times to other towns as part of the county mutual 
aid agreement and we received their help 64 times. 


Of the 2,878 emergencies we responded to 693 or 
24% were at the same time that another emergency 
was being handled. The volume and frequency of 
our incidents has a direct impact on our response 
times, the time from the receipt of the call to our ar- 
rival at the incident. The average response times 
between the three major areas of town are below. Last 
year 1,312 or 45.59% of the incidents took over 6 
minutes to arrive on scene. Of the 1,312 incidents 
1,090 were arrived at between 6 and 8 minutes. The 
balance of these calls, 222, was during multiple call 
volume times and was handled by crews that were 
returning from area hospitals, off duty members and 
Mutual Aid. Most of those over 10 minutes were ei- 
ther non-emergency requests for assistance or were 
our personnel going mutual aid to another commu- 
nity. 


The May 2001 Town Meeting and Election supported 
a process to provide more personnel to reduce re- 
sponse times and availability when multiple incidents 
are occurring. The implementation of that plan has 
begun. It is expected that when the last four new 
Firefighters are hired and trained, sometime after July 
1, 2002, that the numbers above will improve. How- 
ever, the areas of South and East Sandwich will still 
have long response times due to their distances from 
manned stations. Our community is spread out over 
a very large area with residents located in every cor- 
ner. It is our goal, over time, to be able to provide 


reasonable service to all of them. 


The importance of response times is significant 
when you consider that, when you are unable to breath 
your brain suffers severe damage in only 4 to 6 min- 
utes, making recovery very difficult at best. Fires will 
flash over consuming the entire room in 2.5 to 3 min- 
utes preventing escape. These response times suf- 
fer because of poor station placement, lack of per- 
sonnel and the increased number of emergencies, 
which tie up personnel. 


The Fire Stations are bursting at the seams from 
both old age and increased functions that must be 
carried out in them. Drafty windows and non-insu- 
lated walls and doors cause high-energy costs. There 
is a serious lack of space for every facet of our opera- 
tion from office and medical supplies to vehicles and 
equipment. Closets have been turned into offices with 
files and supplies placed in the attics, hallways and in 
the apparatus bays. Vehicles must be specially or- 
dered to fit in the buildings adding to their cost. 


Equipment maintenance is a serious concern. With- 
out proactive maintenance, higher out of town repair 
costs and longer down times are inevitable. While 
we are fortunate to have a Firefighter/EMT who is 
knowledgeable and capable of doing much of the 
work, he is hampered by interruptions requiring his 
response on calls. Maintenance and repair are very 
time consuming on the larger specialized fire and res- 
cue equipment, making it difficult at best, to handle 
with a member on shift who must also respond on 
emergency calls, after removing heavy grease, etc.

As Forest Warden, | respectfully submit my annual 
report for the year 2001.

On the Upper Cape we have some of the largest 
contiguous tracks of natural woodlands, with much of 
itin and around Sandwich. The loss of property could 
be devastating, as demonstrated by past major fires 
of this type that have occurred in or near this commu- 
nity. With the increase in the number of homes and 
their proximity to the woods the losses will be much 
greater. The types of vegetation and weather condi- 
tions including ever changing winds here put Cape 
Cod in the top three in the United States for forest fire 
spread and severity. Rapid response to and the con- 
trol of outside fires is imperative to prevent the major 
fires this town has experienced in the past. 


Thanks to Firefighter Keith F. Lehmann we are near- 
ing completion of the construction of a replacement 
Brush Breaker. Through his efforts the Town will save 
over $200,000.00. Asecond military vehicle is being 
converted into a water tanker to support operations in 
areas where we do not have Town water.

REPORT OF THE 
BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


As Inspector of Buildings, | respectfully submit my 
annual report for the year 2001. 


Activity in the Building Department remained brisk 
during the first half of the year with it trailing off some- 
what in the latter part of the year. New home starts 
remained at a consistent level from the previous year, 
with the square footage of these homes continuing to 
increase. Additions and renovations are on the rise 
due to escalation of home values and lack of vacant 
land. 


During the year several new commercial projects 
were issued permits and construction begun. These 
include the Sandwich Glass Museum, Hospice, 
Shawme Heights I] and additions to several buildings 
in the Industrial Park. 


Heritage Park is nearing completion with several 
buildings now housing new businesses. In addition, 
the complex saw the opening of Heritage Theatre in 
2001, a welcome addition to the Town.

REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


The multitude of public and environmental health 
issues confronting the Town of Sandwich and ulti- 
mately the Cape region as a whole is bewildering on 
the basis of the desires and need of the community 
to identify some tangible cause effect relationship. Yet 
tangible effects are not possible, but associations are. 
The scientific methodology is necessary to design 
health studies, which will provide objective associa- 
tions. A study, based on presupposition, will inevita- 
bly obscure the objectivity of the results. 


Continued collaboration with the citizens of the com- 
munity is necessary to identify the public and envi- 
ronmental health concerns of the citizens while edu- 
cating them in scientific processes. Education in sci- 
entific processes is necessary to eliminate the occur- 
rence of polarization between citizens and public 
health officials. Ultimately, polarization will result in 
feelings of anger, distrust and frustration on the part 
of the citizens and the limited desire of public health 
Officials to become involved in future public health 
studies. Cape Cod may be subject to isolation from 
superior scientific resources for future studies due to 
polarization caused by misunderstanding of scientific 
processes. 


Committed to expanding the Boards role in Public 
Health issues, the Board reaffirmed its participation 
in the Upper Cape Lung Cancer Investigation Advi- 
sory Committee. This committee is to advise in the 
development and implementation of a study designed 
to address elevated lung cancer incidence and sub- 
sequent mortality on Upper Cape Cod. Also the 
Board announced its desire to be regularly updated 
on the newly initiated proposal for a case-control study 
of childhood leukemia in communities surrounding 
the Pilgrim Nuclear Power Plant. Sandwich is included 
as a surrounding community. This effort is directed 
by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 
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During the year 2000, the Health Agent worked with 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health ina 
Bio-terrorism program to determine the town’s ability 
to coordinate with the medical community to identify 
disease trends associated with terrorist activity. These 
efforts during the year 2000 were not in vain during 
the year 2001 in consideration of the terrorist events 
of this past year. The Health Department is continu- 
ally involved with education programs available to re- 
ceive the most up to date information regarding bio- 
terrorism activity. The Health Department has main- 
tained the need for the development of a regional dis- 
ease tracking system to assist and maintain an effec- 
tive level of vigilance against this type of threat. Rec- 
ognizing the potential public health threats associ- 
ated with terrorist activity, the Board has been in the 
process of educating themselves with the potential 
threats associated with nuclear accident occurrence 
at the Pilgrim Nuclear Power Plant. The Board has 
met with Senator Therese Murray and the Chair of 
the Town of Duxbury Nuclear Advisory Committee in 
search of information regarding the potential for acci- 
dent, evacuation and sheltering plans and the use of 
Potassium lodide (KI) as a tool for the evacuation/ 
shelter programs. The Board will continue to be in- 
volved with this issue. 


Tobacco control was a continued discussion in the 
year 2001. The citizens of Sandwich adopted the 
Smoking Prohibition as a Town of Sandwich Bylaw, 
which resulted in immediate compliance when fully 
implemented. The Board’s existing smoking regula- 
tions have remained intact so that the Youth Tobacco 
Access regulations, which the Board collaborated on 
with the Sandwich Youth Task Force, could remain in 
effect. The Sandwich Board of Health remains com- 
mitted to eliminating youth access to tobacco. The 
Health Department staff continues to participate on 
the Cape Cod Regional Tobacco Control Advisory 
Committee. The Board of Health first implemented 
smoking regulations on December 4, 1991. Based 
on establishment size, these were the first regulations 
to prohibit smoking in restaurants and bars. 


The Sandwich Board of Health achieved greater 
environmental and public protection with the upgrade 
of the septic system servicing the Cape and Islands 
Rehabilitation Hospital. The Septic system was up- 
graded to provide nitrogen reduction, a component, 
which the previously installed system did not have. 
Additionally, the Board had strived for the correction 
of the operation of Resource Recovery, the waste 
handling facility, which was issued an Administrative 
Consent Order. This order requires corrective mea- 


sures to insure adherence to the Department of Envi- 
ronmental Protection’s Noise Guidance Policy. The 
Boards perseverance obtained the needed relief re- 
quested by the community. 


The Health Department continues to fulfill the re- 
quirements of the Septic Grant Program in coopera- 
tion with the Barnstable County Department of Health 
and Environment originally initiated in 1996 to allevi- 
ate cost concerns for septic upgrades. The Board 
had received a grant for $100,000.00 to assist resi- 
dents in upgrading failed septic systems. This pro- 
gram continues to assist the community due to the 
program repayment proceeds. The program has 
been a great success with the assistance of Kendall 
Ayers of the County Health Department, the town 
Accounting Department and the Town Clerk and such 
will continue to occur due to additional funding 
sources being located. The Health Department had 
secured an additional $200,000.00. The funding is part 
of a joint program between the DEP and the Massa- 
chusetts Water Pollution Abatement Trust. Due to the 
complexity of the application procedures with the 
Massachusetts Water Pollution Abatement Trust, the 
funding was not readily available. The Department is 
working towards resolving these issues to make the 
funding available to the community. Those who have 
upgraded their septic system are advised to take 
advantage of the Massachusetts State Tax Credit for 
Septic Upgrades. 


The Board witnessed the re-election of Sandra Lee 
Tompkins to the Board of Health in May. The Board 
elected Richard Loring as Chairman. Additionally, the 
Board elected Kathy Hardy as Clerk. The Board and 
Agent thanks the Assistant Health Agent Darren Meyer 
for continued efforts of program development to in- 
sure compliant operation with the newly adopted Food 
Service Code. This involved the development and 
presentation of Certified Food Handlers classes and 
Anti-Chocking Programs. Additionally, Darren main- 
tains a committed schedule for timely permit approval 
and all efforts to assist the citizens. As Always, the 
Board and Agent thanks the Boards secretary; 
Katherine Walter for her patience, professionalism and 
organization of the office on a daily basis.

REPORT OF THE 
EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 
DIRECTOR 


The Town of Sandwich came through the past year 
without any major storms or serious flooding. In spite 
of a fairly active hurricane season on the east coast, 
we were fortunate to have missed all of the big storms. 


During the past year there were meetings with Mass 
Emergency Management in Bridgewater, MA to keep 
us updated regarding resources available to us here 
in Sandwich. Monthly meetings were also held for the 
Cape Cod Emergency Managers at the Red Cross 
office in Hyannis. 


The events of September 11, 2001 have forever 
changed the lives of the American people. Terrorism 
was something that happened, for the most part, in 
other countries, we now know thatis not true. Although 
we plan for terrorism no one could have predicted 
what happened on that September morning. The 
President has appointed a Director of Homeland De- 
fense. We do not know, at this time, how it will affect 
Emergency Management on the federal, state or lo- 
cal level. 


Members of the Fire and Police Departments have 
attended meetings sponsored by Mass Emergency 
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Management. 


The American Red Cross has recertified the town's 
emergency shelters, which are, the Oakridge, 
Forestdale and Wing schools. An agreement between 
the Town of Sandwich and the Red Cross has been 
signed which allows trained Red Cross volunteers to 
operate the shelters during an emergency.

PUBLIC WORKS 
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REPORT OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC 
WORKS/TOWN ENGINEER 


Included below is a summary of some of the ac- 
complishments of the Public Works Department in 
2001. 


As required by the Massachusetts DEP, the Landfill 
Capping Project was completed very successfully. 
The Landfill now has a much-improved look. We con- 
tinue to evaluate expanding the transfer station or 
collection at curbside. This will be completed in 2002. 


The construction of the traffic signals at Route 130 
and Snake Pond Road were completed. A sidewalk 
from Route 130 to the Snake Bond Beach was also 
constructed. Two sections of Route 130 from the 
Mashpee town line to the Forestdale fire station and 
from the Sandwich Cemetery to Shawme Road will 
be constructed by the Massachusetts Highway De- 
partment in 2002. The southerly section will include 
a sidewalk. 


The Service Road reconstruction was also com- 
pleted in 2001. 


Significant work was done on many roads includ- 
ing reconstruction and drainage repairs. This work 
was paid for with either Town or Chapter 90 funds. 
The program has been very successful, residents are 
very pleased with the improvements, and the program 
must be continued by the Town. 


Our highway crew provided the usual excellent re- 
pair and maintenance of the Town roads and facili- 
ties. Some of the work included catch basin clean- 
ing, clearing catch basins, street sweeping, roadside 
brushing, pothole patching, sign construction and 
installation, and various routine services to the resi- 
dents. When we have the opportunity, we pick up 
roadside litter. 


Then we have the annual snow removal and sand- 
ing operations performed by all Department of Public 
Works personnel and private contractors. Also in- 
volved is shoveling around town buildings, sidewalk 
clearing, and repair and maintenance of related equip- 
ment. 


The Department of Public Works assisted other de- 
partments such as the schools, recreation, marina, 
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and conservation. Some of the routine tasks were 
trash pickup and mowing. More specific projects in- 
cluded enlarging a school parking lot, redesigning 
and reconstruction of the Sandwich Hollows Golf Club 
entrance, loaming and seeding at the Route 130 
Chamber of Commerce information building, assist- 
ing the fire department to board up unsafe buildings, 
furniture and file moving for various departments, and 
installing signs and maintaining gravel roads and 
parking locations at conservation areas. 


The Department of Public Works is the home of the 
newly appointed Tree Warden. Kevin Buckland was 
appointed after serving eleven years as a crew chief 
with the Parks Department. 


The Tree Warden position is responsible for the 
management and care of our Public Shade Trees. 
Since Kevin started in early October, he has been in- 
volved in developing multiple management plans to 
improve the Town’s inventory of trees. 


He applied for and was awarded a $5,000.00 Mass 
Re-Leaf Grant for the Wing School and Morse Road 
tree planting project. Other projects and grants pend- 
ing are the Heritage Tree Grant for tree work at the 
Hoxie House, Visitors Service Board Grant for tree 
planting in various locations throughout town, the 
designation of Sandwich to be a Tree City, which is a 
standard of a community’s commitment to tree care, 
and a Tree Inventory which will enable the depart- 
ment to develop an effective and comprehensive 
Shade Tree Management Program. The value of the 
Town’s public shade trees is third behind our roads 
and buildings. 


The Engineering Department provided assistance 
to the DPW in the areas of drainage, transportation 
and building construction and maintenance. Over- 
sight and inspection of drainage projects included 
installation of the Oak Ridge School/Sandwich Hol- 
lows Sewer, Town Neck Stormwater Mitigation Facili- 
ties, and Great Hill Road Drainage Improvements. The 
Department provided transportation assistance for 
roadway and intersection design, signal upgrades, 
pavement management and traffic studies. Oversight 
and inspection of transportation related projects in- 
cluded Route 130/Snake Pond Road improvements, 
Quaker Meetinghouse Road/Cotuit Road signal up- 
grade, Great Hill Road resurfacing, and parking im- 
provements at the Chamber of Commerce Tourist In- 
formation Booth. On the building construction and 
maintenance side, the Department commenced the 
municipal building repairs project, the Sandwich 


Boardwalk reconstruction, and continued oversight 
of the Snake Pond Bath House. 


The Engineering Department worked closely with 
both the Planning Board and Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals. The Department provided regulatory reviews 
and inspections on roadways, subdivisions, and vari- 
ous other projects for the Boards. 


2001 saw our second ice sculpture at Town Hall 
Square to welcome the new year. Thanks to our DPW 
crew and volunteers. 


Our transfer station workers have done an excep- 
tional job dealing with additional activity due to the 
growth the Town has experienced. 


Our Park crew again demonstrated their ability to 
maintain our grounds in beautiful condition. They also 
are involved in snow and ice operations. 


We welcome Brian Fraser, Ben Kirby and Mike 
Chesky to the DPW as laborers. Brian is a “returnee,” 
having been with us several years ago. Brian, Ben, 
and Mike bring with them many years of arboriculture, 
landscaping, and lawn maintenance experience. This 
knowledge will further the DPW’s objective. 


| want to thank all DPW employees, especially be- 
cause they are working with fewer staff than is re- 
quired to accomplish all tasks and services, for mak- 
ing 2001 a successful and rewarding one.

RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


The mission of the Sandwich Recreation Depart- 
ment is to promote healthy lifestyles and the general 
well-being of individuals in the community by provid- 
ing a wide range of affordable and exciting recreational 
opportunities.

Greg Johnson took over as the town’s new Recre- 
ation Director in September. Greg's first challenge 
was to clean up and establish guidelines and organi- 
zation to the town’s previously unsupervised skate- 
board park. Together with the Recreation Commit- 
tee, Police Chief Mike Miller, several volunteer par- 
ents and students, a “Skate-Board” was formed to 
oversee the safety and future programming of the 
park. 


Teen programmer and Assistant Recreation Direc- 
tor Heidi Wenzel organized several downhill ski trips 
including a weekend trip to Sunday River. Greg and 
Heidi teamed up with the Barnstable YMCA to help 
expand the list of opportunities for Sandwich Teens.

REPORT OF THE 
SANDWICH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Library is now more than halfway through the 
first year of the three-year long-range plan. A large 
percentage of the first year objectives has been imple- 
mented, especially those objectives targeted towards 
public service. Feedback from patrons has been very 
positive. Circulation, which has been flat for two years, 
began rising last May and set new monthly records 
in July and August of 2001. 


Planning for the new facility in South Sandwich has 
made significant progress in the last year. A users’ 
survey conducted in July and August by an indepen- 
dent firm from Cambridge returned results which 
showed very high patron satisfaction with Library ser- 
vices. The highest level of satisfaction was recorded 
with the Library’s staff and the quality of service they 
provide., Seventy-three percent of those responding 
favored an additional facility in South Sandwich. The 
highest level of patron dissatisfaction was with Library 
parking. 


The Library’s internal computer network was com- 
pleted in December of 2001. Now all computer work- 
stations in the Library are interconnected and share 
software, Internet connection, and telecommunica- 
tions. Unique to Sandwich, the Library’s network of- 
fers a redundant connection to the Internet. In the 
event that one of the Internet connections becomes 
unavailable, the workstation automatically switches 
to the alternate connection without disturbing the pa- 
tron. 


The Friends of the Library once again were instru- 
mental in providing additional resources to help ex- 
tend Library services. They provided funds for pro- 
gramming, equipment, newsletters, and fundraising. 
The Friends’ book sale set a new sales record in 2001. 


Last, but hardly least, the Trustees’ monthly meet- 
ing continued to provide enlightened leadership and 
financial tenacity as its members guided the Town’s 
Library through the past year.

REPORT OF THE 
DIRECTOR OF GOLF 
OPERATIONS SANDWICH 
HOLLOWS GOLF CLUB 


Calendar year 2001 marked the second year of 
ownership and management of Sandwich Hollows 
Golf Club by the Town of Sandwich. In many ways, 
2001 was a year of transition for our golf facility. 


A new practice range opened to positive reviews in 
mid-summer. Featuring a grass teeing area of over 
one acre, the range also offers five target greens. 
The Town assumed ownership of the golf shop 
merchandise concession in September creating 
another revenue source and vehicle for promoting 
the golf course. 


Completed in August, a project connecting the 
facilities of Sandwich Hollows to the Oak Ridge 
School sewage treatment plant is now fully 
operational. Acommunity wide bulb planting project, 
again in conjunction with the school was conducted 
in the fall of 2001. The golf course donated the bulbs, 
equipment and manpower to assist the school. 


Course renovations continued from last year and 
have contributed to the much improved playability of 
the golf course. New Blue Teeing areas were 
constructed on holes #1, #4, #6 and #10. A large 
new guardrail fence was installed along the pond on 
#18 to improve both playability and safety for the 
golfer. 


A Junior Camp was conducted by the teaching staff 
and assisted over 40 local junior golfers on a twice- 
weekly basis. Plans for continuing junior golf 
instruction are underway for 2002 as well as instituting 
a junior golfer approval structure which allows 
approved younger players more access to the golf 
course. No longer will junior/student members be 
denied access to the golf course on Friday or 
Saturday afternoons. 


Approximately 32,000 rounds were played in 2001. 
Membership remained steady at 300 total resident 
and non-resident annual fee golfers. A membership 
drive for 2002 has already produced 40 new members 
with more anticipated. Overall revenue increased 
over 20% from 2000 with the bulk of the increase 
coming in the fall of 2001 despite the potential affects 
from attacks on our country. Great weather and a 
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new marketing energy combined to produce an 
extremely successful fall campaign. 


The Sandwich Hollows Golf Advisory Committee 
continues to participate in advising management in 
important areas of both short and long range planning. 
Support from town departments such: Administrator, 
DPW, Accounting, Treasurer, Police, Fire, 
Conservation and Recreation have greatly assisted 
the golf operations this year. 


The Board of Selectmen has once again been 
responsive to the needs of the operation in our second 
year of managing the town-owned golf facility. Food 
and Beverage operations continue to be operated by 
The Casual Gourmet. 


The coming year of 2002 will see many significant 
changes to the golf operation as well as expected 
growth in both rounds and revenue. Advance 
bookings are extremely strong, new relationships with 
the regional hotel/motel industry have been formed 
with the anticipation that new marketing efforts will 
produce more revenue. We will participate in over a 
dozen golf consumer trade shows. We are now active 
members of the Cape Cod Chamber of Commerce’s 
Golf Partner Program which includes sub-programs 
such as the Golfers Passport, created to bring more 
golfers and new golfers to Sandwich Hollows. 
Alliances with the Canal Regional Chamber of 
Commerce, The GolfCard International, and the 
NEPGA GolfPass will also help to achieve this goal 
of attracting new players. 


The new outlook for 2002 is also exemplified by 
new logos on printed materials and merchandise, new 
golf cart fleet, new scorecard and a renewed 
commitment to provide a superior recreational facility 
for the residents of the Town of Sandwich. Please 
visit Our website — www.sandwichhollows.com built 
in large part by Golf Advisory Committee member Jim 
Sayer, to learn more about current program and rates 
at the course.

REPORT OF THE 
GOLF ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


2001 was a year of steady growth for Sandwich Hol- 
lows Golf Club. Despite a recession in the economy, 
membership was up and non-membership play in- 
creased thanks to the efforts of Mick Herron, Director 
of Golf, Dave Polidor, Course Superintendent and the 
entire staff at the Club. 


We had a busy year finalizing improvements to make 
the entire facility accessible to all. This will be ac- 
complished in phases as income improves. We also 
worked closely with the Finance Committee to advise 
the Selectmen on short and long term funding of the 
large debt load that the Town undertook when we 
purchased the facility. Our goal of achieving profit- 
ability in the near future remains intact as play in- 
creases and more people find out about our greatly 
improved course, new driving range and aggressive 
advertising and promotions. 


2001 was also a year of transition for our Golf Club. 
Greg Martzolf moved on to pursue a career with the 
P.G.A. We opened the largest all natural driving range 
on the Cape, with great success. Course improve- 
ments included new tee boxes on several holes, and 
vastly improved maintenance with a new pump house 
and increased capacity. We will continue to recom- 
mend improvements to the course and clubhouse as 
revenue and income permits. The Selectmen have 
chosen the wise course of very conservative man- 
agement of our remaining funding while allowing nec- 
essary improvements that will only add to the bottom 
line in the future. 


We welcomed Mick Herron this year as our new 
Director of Golf. Mick brings many years of experi- 
ence and expertise to Sandwich Hollows. His aggres- 
sive management style has already begun to pay off 
in increased revenue and his ideas for future years 
will result in profitability earlier than we had anticipated. 


2002 will continue to show improvements to the fa- 
cility, revenue and income. We will begin our renova- 
tions to the Club House to attain handicapped acces- 
sibility on all levels. A new fleet of carts is on order 
and will prove a wise investment. Mick continues to 
sign up new members, book new tournaments and 
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increase the overall experience of Sandwich Hollows. 
All of the efforts of the GAC are being devoted to 
making the entire facility handicapped accessible, 
improving operations, increasing revenue and profits 
and advising on any other potential income sources 
for the property. We believe that the purchase of 
Round Hill Country Club and 250 acres of surround- 
ing land by the Town will soon be looked at as one of 
the wisest and best votes that the citizens of Sand- 
wich ever made.

REPORT OF THE 
SANDWICH CULTURAL COUNCIL 


2001 has been an important year for building mo- 
mentum for the Sandwich Cultural Council. Impor- 
tant goals were met by adding two new members and 
accomplishing state-mandated measures that allows 
the local council more autonomy. 


The Council gave out 18 grants totaling $7,488. The 
grants are awarded from a pool of funds distributed 
to Sandwich by the Massachusetts Cultural Council, 
a state agency that supports public programs and 
educational activities in the arts, sciences and humani- 
ties. 


New members added in 2001 were Anne Elizabeth 
Tom and Irene Bunin. They join Co-Chairwomen Su- 
san Fehlinger and Sallie Lyon. Other members of the 
board include Healther Blume, Phyllis Helfrich and 
Tobin Wirt. 


Despite the potential of a delay due to state bud- 
geting lethargy, grants were awarded on time. 


The local council is operating under its first year of 
being considered “streamlined”. This designation 
eliminates bureaucracy and time delays that the coun- 
cil has been restrained by in the past. 


These procedures allow more autonomy as men- 
tioned before. Control over the granting application 
approval process rests more with the local level. The 
council under the leadership of Fehlinger and Lyon 
attained the streamlined process by working hard to 
meet the goals set forth by the State Council. This in 
turn helps Sandwich citizens utilize the funds avail- 
able to them through the council in a timelier manner. 


Looking ahead we hope to build more relationships 
with other cultural entities in the town of Sandwich, 
communicate more with the community in highlight- 
ing our visibility and to generate more activity that will 
help the cultural milieu of the town.

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REPORT OF THE 
SANDWICH VISITOR 
SERVICES BOARD 


This year the Sandwich Visitors Services Board con- 
centrated on effective, yet economical ways to reach 
visitors. We joined the Cape Cod Canal Region Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Cape Cod Chamber of 
Commerce. These memberships have afforded us 
the opportunity for visibility at visitor centers in Sand- 
wich, Sagamore, and Buzzards Bay, as well as Routes 
3 and 25. We hired American Distribution to distrib- 
ute our rack card brochure to these centers, as well 
as the visitor centers going both East and West on 
the Massachusetts Turnpike. 


We enlisted the services of CM Communications, 
an advertising agency, to develop an ad to promote 
Sandwich, specifically promoting overnight stays. 
(The tourism promotion fund, managed by the Visi- 
tors Services Board, is funded through room tax dol- 
lars.) 


We were pleased with the result, promoting “His- 
toric Sandwich” as “The Best of the Cape, Remark- 
ably Close”. Plans are to incorporate this new look 
into our rack card brochure. This ad will be used in 
such publications as the Cape Cod Chamber's Visi- 
tors Guide and the AAA Tourbook. 


The board hired Joye Creedon to gather informa- 
tion for the website. She contacted all of the tourism 
entities in Town as well as community organizations 
to make sure that everyone was aware of our website. 
(www.sandwichma.org) Ms. Creedon updated the 
information and offered, on behalf of the Visitors Ser- 
vices Board, a free listing/link. The website is an on- 
going project with many changes planned for 2002 
as we Start a new partnership with Coastal Software. 


As our major beautification expense this year, we 
paved the driveway and parking area for the visitors 
booth on Route 130 along with some additional exte- 
rior expenses. This has received rave reviews from 
our tourism entities as it is much more welcoming to 
our guests. 


The biggest event for 2001 was the initiation of our 
first round of tourism grants. Grants, totaling 16,952, 
were awarded to projects, programs or events that 
would either promote tourism or provide a benefit to 
visitors to the Town of Sandwich. 


Recipients included the Thornton W. Burgess Soci- 
ety, the Sandwich Glass Museum, the Sandwich Town 
Band, the Sandwich DPW (for the water bubbler to 
be completed in Spring 2002), the Sandwich Board- 
walk Celebration Committee, the Grist Mill, the Ad- 
venture Playground, the Junior Women’s Club and 
the Cape Cod Canal Chamber of Commerce. 


The Sandwich Visitors Services Board has also 
started a working relationship with the Sandwich Eco- 
nomic Development Council to create and promote a 
welcoming environment to our visitors.

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REPORT OF THE 
NURSING DEPARTMENT 


The following is a list of the services is provided by 
The Sandwich Nursing Department to all Sandwich 
residents. 


Blood Pressures: 
Clinics are held on the 2 and 4" Thursday of each 
month from 2-4pm. No appointment is necessary. 


Shawme Heights: 

Blood Pressure clinics are held on the 3rd Thurs- 
day of the month. Medication and diet counseling 
are offered. 


Hansen Village: 

Blood Pressure clinics are held on the 2. Thurs- 
day of the month. Medication and diet counseling 
are offered. 


Lead Screening: 

This clinic is held twice yearly in April and Septem- 
ber. Appointments are required. The state of Massa- 
chusetts requires one lead-screening test to enter 
school. 


Well Women’s Clinic: 

Clinics are held monthly from September through 
June, on Tuesday mornings. Women have a blood 
work, a Pap smear test, followed by a complete physi- 
cal and colo-rectal exam administered by Dr. Wendy 
Bone. Mammography and bone density exams are 
referred as needed. Each Clinic is limited to ten pa- 
tients. 


Well Men’s Clinic: 

Clinics are held Wednesday evenings September 
through June. Men have a blood work-up and a uri- 
nalysis followed by a complete physical, administered 
by Dr. Ramon Espinosa. Referrals to specialists are 
made if necessary. 


Maternal Child Visits: 

Referrals are received from area hospitals regard- 
ing newborns. Nancy DellaPosta, RN (town nurse) 
will call and set up an appointment to visit the family. 
Telephone conferences are also encouraged. 


Well Children’s Clinic: 
Clinics are held January, March, June, September, 
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and November. A $3.00 charge is requested. This 
includes a physical examination and the administra- 
tion of any shots required to bring the children up to 
date on their immunizations. Dr. Charles Gleason is 
the attending physician. 


Kindergarten Clinic: 

When children register for kindergarten they become 
eligible to attend The Sandwich Nursing Department’s 
Kindergarten Clinic. Each child receives a physical 
examination, immunization updates, and urine screen- 
ings. 


*““l aw mandates a physical examination for every 
child entering school. Dr. Charles Gleason and Nancy 
DellaPosta, RN conduct these clinics. 


Flu Clinic: 

Two large clinics were held this year. One was in 
October with Dr. Alice Daley, and the other was in 
November with Dr. Ramon Espinosa. The Nursing De- 
partment then held smaller clinics in December and 
into January. These were by appointment only. 


Communicable Disease: 

Notice of reportable communicable disease is sent 
to the Town Nurse and an investigation is conducted. 
A report is then forwarded to the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health. Fifteen case reports were 
filed with the state this year. 


Loan Closet: 

Durable medical equipment such as: wheel chairs, 
walkers, canes, crutches, bath seats, etc., is avail- 
able for use by all Sandwich residents upon request. 
During 2001, 82 people in town were borrowed equip- 
ment from us. 


School Immunization Clinic: 

A program to immunize all current sixth and twelfth 
graders with Hepatitis B vaccine (this requires a total 
of three immunizations) was started in 1998. With 
the co-operation of the four school nurses, Dr. Will- 
iam Bowers, and volunteer nurses, many students 
were immunized. The first immunization of the three 
part series was in November, along with the Measles, 
Mumps and Rubella second dose. The second one 
was given in December, along with the Td vaccine, 
which is now required by seventh grade. The third 
Clinic, held in May, is for the final administration on 
Hepatitis B and also Chicken Pox vaccine which is 
now required for any seventh grader who has not had 
chicken pox. The changes in Massachusetts State 
Regulations for necessary immunization of school- 


aged children prompted school officials, school nurses, 
The Nursing Department, and the Sandwich Health 
Association to coordinate these clinics to aid par- 
ents. 


Additionally the Sandwich Town Nurse makes home 
visits in order to assess the needs of the elderly in 
town. Referrals are made from various sources such 
as doctors, hospitals, home health agencies and the 
Council on Aging. During 2001 thirteen new patients 
were admitted to service, and twelve were discharged. 
The current caseload is thirty eight patients. 


The Sandwich Health Association continues to fi- 
nance clinics. This allows the Nursing Department to 
offer many health preventative screenings and clinics 
for the residents at a minimal fee. 


The Nursing Department co-ordinates with other 
charitable organizations and Town Departments to 
purchase and prepare Eaton baskets which are dis- 
tributed by the Highway Department. The Eaton Fund 
was established to assist needy families in out town. 
This year twenty-one baskets were distributed 
throughout the town. Volunteers fill the baskets at 
the Human Services Building under the direction of 
the Nursing Department. 


The Nursing Department continues to co-ordinate 
with the VNA of Cape Cod to provide additional ser- 
vices. Two Prostate Clinics were held this year with a 
total of 46 men participating. The Mobile Heaith Link 
Van is scheduled monthly throughout the year. Health 
screening for cholesterol, diabetes, and blood pres- 
sure is available. Family planning, birth control, and 
pregnancy tests are also available. These services, 
which are open to all ages, are free and confidential. 
The van was here eight times this year and screened 
a total of 25 people. We are hoping that more resi- 
dents will utilize the van in 2002. 


VOLUNTEERS: 

We wish to thank our co-sponsor, the Sandwich 
Health Association for all their help with our many clin- 
ics throughout the year. A special thank you goes 
out to the to the Council on Aging for providing space 
for us to hold our two large flu shot clinics each year. 


| wish to take this opportunity to thank the staff of 
the Nursing Department, Cathy Gwynn, RN, Marilyn 
Bassett, Diana Gavoni, Town Social Worker and 
Maureen Helie for all their help and their unending 
support of all the many and varied duties that are re- 
quired to keep this department operating smoothly.

The Town of Sandwich Social Worker provides ser- 
vices to residents within the town who are under the 
age of 60 years of age. 


Services include: case management; individual and 
family therapy; assessment and screening for relevant 
community resources including housing, fuel assis- 
tance, and insurance; teaching about community re- 
sources and referrals to appropriate services. 


The Town Social Worker works closely with other 
departments such as the Town Nurse, Council on Ag- 
ing, Housing Authority, and public schools. 


The Town Social Worker works 25 hours weekly. 
There were 344 total visits made this year. There were 
66 new referrals made.

REPORT OF THE SANDWICH 
COUNCIL ON AGING 


The mission of the Council on Aging is to 1) advo- 
cate on behalf of Sandwich elders in addressing their 
needs by identifying and developing resources of as- 
Sistance; 2) provide information, referral, outreach, 
nutrition and health services, in cooperation with other 
Town departments and area agencies; 3) enhance 
quality of life for seniors and the Community by pro- 
viding educational, recreation, cultural programs and 
activities; and 4) set policy for operation of Senior 
Center. 
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Our Outreach Program is vital to the safety, secu- 
rity and well being of our senior citizens and their fami- 
lies. Senior population (age 60+) is 3866 (18.1% of 
population). Living independently in one’s own home 
as long as possible is important to most senior citi- 
zens and our Outreach Program is vital to that goal. 
We work closely with many agencies such as Elder 
Services of Cape Cod and the Islands, Social Secu- 
rity Office, Medicaid Office, local doctors, hospital 
Social Service Departments, Sight Loss Services, Inc., 
Elder law Project, local housing authorities, the Sand- 
wich Fire & Police Departments and Assessors. We 
continue to try and meet the challenge to supplement 
funding cuts to programs that are important to senior 
citizens. Much of the help we receive comes from 
donations and the willingness of Sandwich people of 
all ages to help in so many ways. 


The demands on our Outreach Program continue 
to grow. We provide programs to address outreach 
needs and/or concerns, information and referrals, ad- 
vocacy for senior citizens and their family members. 
Please call the COA at 888-4737 if you have ques- 
tions or concerns. 


In Fiscal Year 01, we continued to receive grant fund- 
ing from a private agency to provide Temporary Home- 
making and Respite Program. This grant pays for 
temporary Homemakers and Home Health Aides to 
assist a limited number of seniors for a short-term 
period. We also received grant funds to provide a 
Caregiving Educational Series for caregivers of all 
ages. 


Our talented and dedicated volunteers deserve most 
of the credit for the success of the work of the Council 
on Aging. They make possible many programs such 
as: 


FRIENDLY VISITORS: This group of men and 
women visit homebound seniors each month. This 
group provides much needed social contact to seniors 
who are somewhat isolated and frail. We are always 
seeking new members to continue to expand this pro- 
gram. 


HANDYMAN REPAIR PROGRAM: Three volun- 
teers provide minor repairs to homes of Sandwich se- 
niors to protect the safety and security of that person. 
There is no cost for the labor—just for the parts 
needed. Funds are available to pay the costs if there 
is a financial problem. Kiwanis teamed with us to al- 
low expansion of this program.

calls are made daily to seniors who live alone and 
would like the reassurance of regular contact. Our 
afternoon Front Desk volunteers make the calls dur- 
ing the week. 


KNOX BOX PROGRAM: In cooperation with the 
Sandwich Fire Department, the COA has 53 Knox 
Boxes. These boxes are affixed to a frail senior’s front 
door and allows access by the Fire Department in case 
of an emergency. We thank the Fire Dept. personnel 
who make this program possible! 


TRANSPORTATION: We operate our passenger 
vans to transport seniors to grocery shopping, phar- 
macy, and a bank on Thursdays and Fridays. Twice 
a month, the second and fourth Wednesdays, the van 
transports senior citizens to shopping at area Malls. 
We also transport to Sight Loss Support Group once 
a month.

We also have volunteer drivers (29) who are avail- 
able to drive seniors to doctor appointments and hos- 
pital appointments. This program is critical, as many 
seniors can no longer drive. 


FRONT DESK VOLUNTEER: These volunteers 
man the reception desk at the Council on Aging each 
morning and afternoon and answer the telephone, 
handle routine tasks such as, reservations for activi- 
ties and programs, van reservations, and newsletter 
addressing. They provide a friendly greeting and ca- 
pable service to anyone who calls or visits. 


THE NEWSLETTER: Is made possible because of 
the support of local merchants who advertise in our 
Newsletter. They make possible the in-house print- 
ing and mailing of our Newsletter to 2,000 businesses 
and people. This Newsletter communicates the pro- 
grams and services being offered at the Council on 
Aging as well as information on health, legal, and fi- 
nancial issues. At least fifteen volunteers address and 


collate the Newsletter each month. 


THE NUTRITION PROGRAM: Is administered by 
Elder Services of Cape Cod and the Islands and the 
Senior Center serves as the Sandwich site. Volun- 
teers deliver Meals on Wheels and help prepare and 
set up for the Dining Center meal program four days 
a week. These volunteers are our “front line of de- 
fense” in identifying concerns about someone on their 
route. The Monday lunch program is made possible 
because of a donation to the Town in lieu of taxes by 
Shawme Heights Management Association. The 
Board of Selectmen have designated the funds be 
used to provide a nutritious lunch on Mondays. 


WEB PAGE: www.capeandislandscoas.org, Volun- 
teer John Schultz designed and maintains our Web 
site. 


The Council on Aging continues to serve as a FUEL 
ASSISTANCE PROGRAM INTAKE SITE for Sand- 
wich seniors. 


In FY 01, our 198 volunteers gave 8,292 hours val- 
ued at $117,929.00. Our volunteers are vital not only 
to the Council on Aging but to all Sandwich residents. 
We honor them each year with a recognition luncheon 
made possible through a Grant. Our heartfelt thanks 
go to each one. 


Telephone calls (for general information and refer- 
ral, transportation, social programs, Outreach re- 
quests, fuel assistance, financial assistance, health 
issues/screenings, and insurance counseling—SHINE 
(Serving the Health Information Needs of Elders) as 
well as participants in our programs such as classes, 
seminars, socials, luncheons,; transportation to medi- 
cal appointments, grocery shopping; appointments for 
lawyers, tax preparation, health screenings, etc. total 
25,130. 


Financial support comes from many sources— 
through a Grant from the Executive Office of Elder 
Affairs which is used to fund the salary of our part 
time Secretary/Receptionist, provide outreach pro- 
gram support as well as supports our volunteer pro- 
gram needs. The Town budget funds the salaries of 
the full time Director and 35 hour/week Secretary as 
well as 35 hours for our Outreach Coordinator. 


Many organizations provide support and assistance 
to the programs and services at the Council on Ag- 
ing. They are: Friends of Sandwich Seniors, Sand- 
wich Senior Citizens Club, American Legion, Rotary 


Club of Bourne/Sandwich, Lions Club, Kiwanis Club, 
High School Key Club, Sandwich Women’s Club, 
Sandwich Junior Women’s Club, Doll Museum Study 
Group, Shawme Heights Management, Inc. We thank 
them and ask you to support their fund raising efforts. 
We also thank private citizens who support us through 
their donations of funds and items such as craft items, 
supplies and services. 


We continue to work closely with other Town De- 
partments especially Nursing Department, Recreation 
Department, Park Department, Town Assessor, Board 
of Health, School Department, Fire and Police De- 
partments. These men and women are always ready 
to assist the Council on Aging and Sandwich Senior 
Citizens. We thank them and sincerely appreciate 
their support.

REPORT OF THE 
SANDWICH HOUSING 
AUTHORITY 


History 

Sandwich Housing Authority was first incorporated 
in 1960. We now own and manage three sites in our 
community as a result of the hard work and coopera- 
tive efforts of many current and former commission- 
ers. 


In 1974, we purchased our first property, a single- 
family home located in Forestdale. In 1989, our Family 
Housing (Chapter 705) Development at George 
Fernandes Way was opened. This site consists of 12 
two and three bedroom apartments. In 1995, we oc- 
cupied the development at Hansen Village that is lo- 
cated behind Canterbury Plaza in South Sandwich. 
Hansen Village is an innovative housing development 
that encompasses units for elders and special needs 
individuals under a Pilot Program funded by the De- 
partment of Housing and Community Development 
(DHCD) of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
This pilot program integrates 8 Department of Mental 
Health (DMH) consumers, living in single bedroom 
apartments within the 36 unit elderly apartment build- 
ing for the first time in Massachusetts. DMH has resi- 
dential staff on site 24 hours per day. Also on the site 
is a Congregate House for 8 elderly frail that is over- 
seen by Elder Services of Cape Cod and the Islands 
through grants from the Department of Elder Affairs 
as well as a group home for 4 Department of Mental 
Retardation (DMR) consumers, also staffed 24 hours 
per day. 


Hansen Village is a study in interagency coopera- 
tion between and amongst four state agencies work- 
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ing together and more importantly, a successful living 
environment for people of mixed needs. 


Sandwich Housing Authority is a public body, politic 
and corporate, organized and existing under Massa- 
chusetts General Laws, Chapter 121B Section 3. The 
Board of Commissioners, four who are elected and 
the fifth appointed by the Commonwealth, are legally 
responsible for the overall operation of the Authority. 
The day-to-day activities of the Authority are adminis- 
tered by the Executive Director and the Authority staff. 
Sandwich Housing receives subsidies for its conven- 
tional and rental assistance programs from the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts Department of Hous- 
ing and Community Development (DHCD) and the 
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD). 


Programs 

In addition to the conventional (state-aided) hous- 
ing programs for families and elders, we also admin- 
ister the Massachusetts Rental Voucher Program 
(MRVP) and the Alternative Housing Voucher Program 
(AHVP). The AHVP is a transitional housing program 
for non-elderly disabled persons who might not oth- 
erwise find housing while they are on the waiting list 
for admission to elderly housing. These programs 
are rental assistance programs as they subsidize the 
rent for units rented privately. We also administer 
Section 8 (Federal) rental assistance, as both an ini- 
tiating agency, as well as a host agency for certificate 
and voucher holders. 


Through our conventional and rental assistance 
housing programs, we are able to provide affordable 
housing to 100 Sandwich families who comprise over 
175 residents. Our lengthy waiting lists, for all hous- 
ing programs, demonstrate the need for many more 
units of affordable housing for all ages and popula- 
tions.

Maximum Household Gross Income for admission 
into the Section 8 Housing ChoiceVoucher Program, 
(HCVP) as of December 1, 2001, are as follows: 


$19,800 $22,600 $25,450 $28,250 $30,500 $32,750 


Modernization and Maintenance 

Our single family home on Bramblebush Drive re- 
ceived new windows, doors and exterior siding dur- 
ing 2001, as well as some interior modernization. New 
walkways lights were installed at George Fernandes 
Way and landscaping efforts continued at Hansen 
Village. Much of the landscaping efforts are credited 
to several of our residents who have truly transformed 
ordinary gardens into works of art and beauty, com- 
plete with a living fish pond. 


Sandwich Housing Authority is also a work site for 
the District Attorney’s Juvenile Diversion Community 
Service Program as well as the Barnstable County 
Sheriff's Department Alternative Suspension Program. 
Students and other youth, who must perform com- 
munity service as part of their court ordered or non- 
court sentence, perform valuable cleaning and 
grounds-keeping chores and are supervised by em- 
ployees of the Sheriff's Department. During 2001, we 
were the community service work site for 10 students 
from Sandwich High School. We also benefit from 
crews of adults who must perform court-ordered com- 
munity service and are overseen by a Community 
Service Officer from the Barnstable Sheriff's Depart- 
ment. These persons assist with grounds keeping, 
painting, building maintenance, holiday decorating 
and a variety of other tasks. 


Development 

Osprey Lane, during 2001, received all the funding 
necessary for The Community Builders, Inc, (TCB) 
owners, to move forward toward construction. Total 
project costs are approximately 

$4, 000,000. EMRG, Inc, a locally owned contrac- 
tor, has been hired by TCB to be the General Con- 
tractor for the construction. Sandwich Housing Au- 
thority has provided the land under a long term lease 
to TCB for the development of 36 affordable units of 
rental housing adjacent to George Fernandes Way. 
At the end of 2001, the site had been cleared and 
construction is expected to commence in the Spring 
of 2002 with complete occupancy to occur by years 
end. SHAwill be contracted by the owner, TCB, to be 
the Managing Agent for Osprey Lane. The Leasing 
Office for Osprey Lane will be the Offices of the SHA. 
The Waiting List for Osprey Lane will not be estab- 
lished until mid 2002 but everyone who is an existing 
tenant or applicant of the SHA will be notified of the 
opportunity to apply to Osprey Lane. We have, once 
again, asked the Selectmen to set aside 10 acres of 
land in the “Golden Triangle” adjacent to our Hansen 
Village complex for future senior housing. We under- 
Stand that no firm decisions have been made regard- 


ing any use of the town owned parcels. We believe 
that an additional 10 acres in this area would be con- 
sistent with any proposed uses of the land and would 
also ensure that badly needed additional senior hous- 
ing can be built in Sandwich. 


Farewells 

During 2001, several of our residents moved out of 
our developments into private housing and we wish 
them well. We also miss those residents who have 
passed on. There memories are forever a part of the 
fabric of our community. The victims of September 
11, 2001 are also indelibly etched into our minds as 
we recall how the world seemed to stop that morn- 


ing. 


The Sandwich Housing Authority Office at 20 Tom’s 
Way is open five days a week from 8:00 AM to 2 PM 
and at other times by appointment. We look forward 
to meeting with anyone needing low-income housing 
to assist them in getting on our waiting lists. 


At Hansen Village, our Community Room is utilized 
not only by our residents but also by many town 
boards and civic groups. The Sandwich Commis- 
sion of Disabilities as well as the Sandwich Local 
Housing Committee, the Sandwich Human Services 
Council and other groups meet here regularly for their 
public meetings. We are happy to provide a large and 
accessible meeting room that is convenient to the 
community. 

We are grateful for the ongoing support of the Town 
Departments, agencies and department heads. We 
are also grateful for the cooperation and assistance 
of Steve Connelly, Coordinator of the Congregate 
House, to Jamie Camphina-Horner of the 
Steppingstone Residential Program of DMH as well 
as to Karin Bonesteel, House Manager for the De- 
partment of Mental Retardation Group Home. These 
individuals are true advocates for the constituents in 
their professions.

REPORT OF THE 
SANDWICH LOCAL HOUSING 
COMMITTEE 


The Local Housing Committee (LHC) completed its 
second full year of existence in February of 2002. 
Many of the original members have resigned and sev- 
eral new members have been recently added. The 
LHC now meets once monthly on the second Thurs- 
day of the month from 7:00 to 8:30 pm at the town 
office building at 16 Jan Sebastian Drive, Sandwich 
in the Industrial Park. 


As was reported last year, the LHC spent the better 
part of its first 18 months of existence educating itself 
and acclimating itself to the world of affordable hous- 
ing in Sandwich. There was a labyrinth of federal, 
state and local programs and regulations that needed 
to be understood. Having accomplished that, the 
LHC has more recently pursued a number of more 
concrete goals and projects. 


Last year the LHC began to explore the viability of 
pursuing military housing units located in the MMR 
which were unused and slated for destruction. A tour 
of these units revealed more than 60 units, primarily 
2 and 3 bedroom apartments that were grouped 4 or 
6 to a building. The units were all well maintained 
and were found to be in surprisingly good condition. 
The LHC next explored the possibility of having some 
of these units donated to the town for affordable hous- 
ing purposes; of having these buildings moved from 
the MMR; of locating land within Sandwich on which 
to relocate these buildings; and of creating founda- 
tions and infrastructure on such sites. During the 
course of its investigation, the LHC discovered that 
its counterpart in Falmouth had previously attempted 
just what the LHC was now proposing. Disappoint- 
ingly, it was determined that these buildings were dif- 
ficult and costly to move, and that such a move had 
seriously compromised the structural integrity of these 
buildings. We were advised not to pursue this course 
of action, and consequently abandoned it. 


Since its inception, the LHC learned that the most 
valuable asset they had to work with in developing 
affordable housing was municipally owned land. 
Over the course of several months, most of the town- 
owned land in Sandwich was surveyed for its suitabil- 
ity to our task. As a result of previous town meeting 
actions, 6 parcels were identified as suitable in size 
and location for further action. Plans were initiated to 
create a Requests For Proposals (RFP) to solicit de- 
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velopment proposals from builders and developers to 
create affordable housing on this site. Once again, 
our plans were thwarted. In beginning to research 
the necessary information for the RFP, it was ascer- 
tained that there was a discrepancy between the 
amount and description of land the town believed it 
had acquired through its tax taking procedure and the 
amount and description of the land, which actually 
existed. Town Counsel was directed to investigate 
the current state of the titles of the 6 parcels the LHC 
had identified. Town Counsel submitted its findings 
in February of 2002. It revealed that there were title 
problems, tax taking procedural problems and/or other 
technical problems, which affected each of the par- 
cels in some manner. As a result, it was determined 
that a majority of the 6 parcels were no longer suit- 
able for development as affordable housing by the 
LHC. These does remains some hope regarding the 
future viability of perhaps 2 of the parcels. 


Mindful of the fact that, unlike some other towns on 
the Cape, there is a shortage of town-owned land 
suitable for development as affordable housing the 
LHC has changed its focus, at least short-term. It is 
now clear that the private sector holds out the most 
promise as a potential resource to the LHC. Toward 
that end, the LHC has nearly completed the process 
of creating an Internal Revenue Service Section 
501(c)(3) non-profit corporation. This is intended to 
be the vehicle through which private donations of land; 
services and money will be solicited and deposited 
to meet the needs for affordable housing in Sandwich. 


The Sandwich LHC has recently been in touch 
with a subcommittee of the Dana’s Field project re- 
garding the possibility of a joint project on a portion 
of this site, which in the aggregate comprises some 
46 acres adjacent to the Industrial park. This parcel 
was purchased by the Housing assistance Corpora- 
tion (HAC) of Hyannis. The idea put forward was to 
allow the LHC to work jointly with HAC to develop 
affordable rental housing on about 3-acres portion of 
the Dana's Field site, at its northeasterly corner. As 
part of this proposal, a preference could be given to 
members of the Sandwich Police Department, Fire 
Department, teachers and other municipal employ- 
ees. This concept or proposal is in its infancy and 
has not progressed beyond several, initial conversa- 
tions. 


The Local Housing Committee with the Planning & 
Development Office was a successful applicant to the 
Cape Cod Commission Technical Assistant Program. 
The award for $3,000 will be used to retain the ser- 


vices of a qualified consultant to update the town’s 
housing needs assessment and housing action plan. 


Despite its best efforts, the LHC has been unsuc- 
cessful in creating any additional units of affordable 
housing in our town. During this same period of time, 
units of market-rate housing continue to be built and 
use up the already depleted stock of land available in 
Sandwich. As a result, the percentage of both owned 
and rental housing in Sandwich, which is affordable, 
has continued to decline. This is contrary to the 
LHC’S charge of duties. 


In order to change this direction and become effec- 
tive in creating affordable housing, the LHC must have 
the active assistance not only of the town but also of 
local individuals and private businesses. It is only 
by combining our energies, talents and resources that 
the affordable housing crisis in Sandwich can be ad- 
dressed. 


The Local Housing Committee would like to recog- 
nize the efforts of former members Don Dickinson, 
Maureen Whittles and Tim Schmonsees who left the 
group during this year. Three prospective members 
are awaiting appointment at this time, Kelvin Ing, Kevin 
O’Haire and Jack Jillson.

REPORT OF THE 
SANDWICH COMMISSION ON 
DISABILITY 


The Sandwich Commission on Disability (SCOD) 
has continued to pursue its main purpose to assist in 
the inclusion and integration of people with disabili- 
ties in the activities, services and employment oppor- 
tunities of the community in accordance with Federal 
and State disability laws. 


One of SCOD’s goals has been to give guidance 
and direction to the community in all aspects of dis- 
ability and access. The Commission has continued 
to answer telephone calls and letters from concerned 
citizens regarding accessibility problems, ADA viola- 
tions and questions regarding responsibility in these 
areas. Two complaints, sent to the U.S. Justice De- 
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partment, concern the lack of ADA accessibility to the 
swimming pool at the Sandwich Community School. 
We have also given direction concerning acquiring 
HP parking signs, disability directional signs, transi- 
tional equipment, etc. We welcome these requests 
and encourage them to continue. 


Commissioners have increased their knowledge in 
the area of accessibility by attending training sessions 
given by the Massachusetts Office on Disability. These 
training sessions include the history of disability rights 
and disability laws, a general overview of the ADA, 
new laws governing construction and/or alterations 
of existing buildings, and specific rules and regula- 
tions by the Massachusetts Architectural Access 
Board (AAB). 


SCOD was directly responsible for the changes in 
new construction of sidewalks and curb cuts along 
the stretch of Route 6A that had recently been resur- 
faced by the Massachusetts Highway Department. 
After complaints by SCOD and a meeting with the 
ADA and AAB coordinator for the State Highway De- 
partment, the new curb cuts and sidewalks were re- 
moved and reconstructed in accordance with the rules 
and regulations set down by the AAB. The recon- 
struction was the responsibility of the State, and was 
done at no cost to the Town of Sandwich. 


SCOD is presently involved in the reconstruction 
and addition to the Sandwich High School. It came to 
SCOD’s attention that there were several areas in the 
new construction as well as in the existing building 
that were not being brought up to State and Federal 
codes. A walkthrough of the building conducted in 
June resulted in a report, issued by SCOD, itemizing 
eighty-six (86) specific violations that must be ad- 
dressed. This walkthrough included fourteen individu- 
als including the Building Inspector and his assistant, 
three trained Community Access Monitors from the 
community, the Clerk of the Works, two Accessibility 
Specialists from the Massachusetts Office on Disabil- 
ity, and representatives from the construction com- 
pany, Sandwich School Committee, and the School 
Building Committee. Although the responsibility rests 
mainly with the architect, HMFH Architects did not 
send a representative for the walkthrough. However, 
during subsequent meetings with SCOD, members 
of the School Building Committee, Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen Ron Larkin and Town Adminis- 
trator George “Bud” Dunham, the architect has ac- 
cepted responsibility and work is continuing to cor- 
rect this situation. 


Members of SCOD have become knowledgeable 
in reading building plans, and, with the Building In- 
spector, have looked over many plans concerning 
public building projects in Sandwich. SCOD was also 
contacted by, and met with Housing Assistance Cor- 
poration, the agency proposing to build Dana’s Fields. 
In review, their plans appear to all meet ADA and AAB 
requirements. 


Changes in accessibility are seen in all areas of 
Sandwich. Gail Brides, SCOD Vice Chairman, after 
repeated discussions with the manager of A&P on 
Quaker Meetinghouse Road, successfully negotiated 
to have an accessible cash register aisle permanently 
opened. 


We are happy to welcome a new member to the 
Commission. Randy Lewis joined SCOD last sum- 
mer, and brings with him a great deal of experience 
in the area of disability needs. We feel very fortunate 
to have him with us.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Sandwich Public Schools continue to conform to 
the Massachusetts State Curriculum Frameworks and 
the Sandwich School curriculum. MCAS results con- 
tinue to show improvement but we feel there is al- 
ways room for improvement.. Enrichment and MCAS 
review is offered two days per week in each K-8 build- 
ing. In addition, a Saturday School component is of- 
fered to students in grades 5-8. We continue to pro- 
vide 200+ hours of Professional Development in dif- 
ferentiated instruction, technology integration and 
writing exemplary curriculum, using the researched- 
based Wiggins Design for curriculum development. 


Students displayed a true sense of patriotism and 
concern following the events of September 11, 2001. 
Efforts to aid the families of victims were evident in 
collections of funds in numerous ways throughout the 
district. Plans have been made to honor the military 
in the spring of 2002 as part of Oak Ridge’s annual 
Flag Day celebration. 


A Guided Reading Program and the implementa- 
tion of the “Responsive Classroom” in the Wing 
School primary grades has proven to be very suc- 
cessful. Students are also involved in Destination 
Imagination and Future Problem Solving Teams. 


At Forestdale School, Project F.A.C.E. (Forestdale 
Academic Commitment to Excellence) continues to 
support parents, students and teachers working to- 
gether so that all students will achieve. The home- 
work incentive program in grades five through seven 
supports and rewards student effort. 


It is common consensus that the future of our soci- 
ety rests on the shoulders of our young people. 
Changes in education must focus on providing our 
young people with the knowledge, skills, and attitudes 
that will allow them to have a productive and fulfilling 
life. To that end, the High School Mission and Stu- 
dent Expectations were collaboratively revised. The 
Strategic Planning Committee continued work on the 
five-year plan. The process provided an excellent 
dovetail for the preliminary aspects of the NEASC 
(New England Association of Schools and Colleges) 
accreditation process. 


The “Cops in School” program is a collaboration 
between the Sandwich Public Schools and the Sand- 
wich Police Department that has provided School 
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Resource Officers. This pro-active program allows 
students to participate in many team building and 
character building activities after school. 


The PTSA’s provide cultural and enrichment pro- 
grams for all grades as well as offering mini-grants, 
allowing teachers to develop creative projects that 
enhance and extend the school curriculum. Their 
presence in the schools as volunteers in many ca- 
pacities is very much appreciated. 


The School Councils monitor school safety and se- 
curity, and suggest changes in procedures to ensure 
that school remains a safe place for children and 
adults. Each year, the Councils assess the needs of 
the schools and develop and bring to the School Com- 
mittee a School Improvement Plan. 


The entire student body makes us proud as we con- 
tinue to maintain high academic and social expecta- 
tions in the Sandwich Public Schools. Please feel free 
to contact our schools. Your concerns, questions and 
comments are important to us.

REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The education of the child is one of the most 
important tasks a parent can undertake. The precious 
gift of a child and the child’s learning is entrusted to 
the local school system and ultimately the School 
Committee. 


The Sandwich School Committee is devoted to 
seeing that every child in the district receives the 
quality education for which Sandwich is known. 


This past year has seen many changes within our 
school district. The High School renovations and 
addition are nearly complete despite the problems 
with the general contractor. A group of concerned 
citizens formed a grassroots organization, F.S.F.S., 
to lobby Beacon Hill for more money for Sandwich 
schools. Aspecial thanks goes out to Sheryl Cox for 
her work with F.S.F.S. 


Sandwich has made some headway in expanding 
our Music and Arts programs. Our Athletics program 
saw the appointment of Marty Cosgrove as Athletic 


Director. Wrestling was introduced as a Varsity Sport. 
Our Sandwich High School Sports Teams competed 
well on athletic fields of endeavor. None of which 
would have been possible without the Sandwich High 
School P.O.P.S. and Athletic Boosters. 


We said goodbye to long-time School Committee 
member, James Foley. Our After-school Enrichment 
programs saw tremendous growth in the K-8s, with 
the introduction of Robotics. Sandwich High School 
introduced a Saturday Morning MCAS Remediation 
Course, a rousing success. The partnership between 
the Sandwich Police Department and the Sandwich 
Public Schools came to fruition. Each school now 
has a School Resource Officer. Academically, 
Sandwich has continued to excel. Our AP students 
continue to score well in the AP exams. Our SAT 
scores continue to rise. 


Our MCAS scores are in the top 20" percentile 
statewide. We scored higher than all communities 
like us and we scored higher than all our aspirant 
communities, save one (based on our Community 
Report Card). The School Committee is taking the 
public as partners through our new website and e- 
mail program. We have instituted the “A Closer Look” 
TV show to take the mystery out of the way of our 
School Committee functions. A special thanks to 
Bob Eccleston for his tireless work on these projects. 
We have accomplished so much in each and every 
classroom it would be impossible to describe them 
all. A thank you to the teachers and staff of the 
Sandwich Public Schools for the dedication they have 
shown to our children. However, as in everything, 
with the good also comes the bad. 


Sandwich continues to lag behind other 
communities in per pupil expenditures. We have 
achieved in the top twenty percent academically but 
we score as the 6" worst in per pupil expenditures 
statewide. We have been able to achieve growth 
through the generosity of our Town appropriation but 
the Town side of government is suffering financially 
as well. It is our fervent desire to squeeze more out 
of our dollars but the future is bleak financially. We 
hope to have changes in state funding formulas. 
Hopefully they will reward growth and achieving 
communities like Sandwich and we will get our fair 
share. 
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Your continued support is greatly appreciated. 
Together we will continue to make the Sandwich 
Public Schools the best in the Commonwealth. Thank 
you all.

intervals of either three or four years thereafter. 


No School Information: 

Every effort will be made to have school whenever 
feasible. If the conditions are severe, school will be 
canceled. If conditions are almost safe but the High- 
way Department needs extra time to plow, the school 
day will be shortened. Under this alternative plan the 
opening of all schools and all bus pickups will be de- 
layed two hours. When the schools are on a two hour 
delay, there will be no morning kindergarten. The No 
School Announcement or the Two Hour Delayed 
Opening will be carried, starting at or before 6:00 AM, 
by radio stations WQRC 99.9 FM, CAPE 104, WCOD 
106.1 FM, WXTK 94.9 FM, WPLM 99.1, as well as 
television stations WBZ Channel 4, WCVB Channel 
5, and WHDH Channel 7.

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Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School 
enrollment, as of October 1, 2000 consisted of 
seventy-nine (79) students from Bourne, one hundred 
forty-nine (149) from Falmouth, eleven (11) from 
Marion, eighty-eight (88) from Sandwich, and two 
hundred thirty-nine (239) from Wareham. Twenty- 
eight (28) students were enrolled in the Licensed 
Practical Nursing Program for a total of 594 students. 
Adult tuition students, specialized afternoon and 
evening occupational programs, and summer 
programs are additional to these enrollments. 


The school is at full capacity with this enrollment, 
and we are utilizing all available school space for 
instructional purposes. Demand for enrollment 
currently exceeds our ability to enroll students, and 
expansion of classroom or technical laboratory space 
would be required in order to accommodate this 
demand. 


Upper Cape Tech recently underwent a significant 
transition with the retirement of David P. Sampson. 
Mr. Sampson came to UCT in 1976 as Assistant 
Superintendent-Director. He was named 
Superintendent-Director in April of 1985. The School 
Committee unanimously appointed Barry J. Motta, 
Assistant Superintendent-Director since 1985, to the 
position of Superintendent-Director. Robert Maguire 
was named Principal. 


Upper Cape Tech is currently expanding its offerings 
for adults and other out of school individuals. Adult 
tuition students, specialized afternoon and evening 
occupational programs, and summer programs are 
additional to the 594 pupil school day enrollment. 
Upper Cape Tech continues to offer valuable cost- 
effective services to its communities via its day and 
evening programs. This year the school received 
nearly $600,000 in federal, state, and local grants. 


The school continues to implement the High 
Schools that Work program in an effort to improve 
Student achievement and scores on the MCAS test. 
Upper Cape Tech was honored by HSTW as being 
designated one of two pacemaker schools in 
Massachusetts. Common planning time is a relatively 
new faculty concept that is working effectively to 
further integrate academic and technical areas. 


In this fiscal year, a greenhouse to enhance the 
Environmental Technology program was erected 
outside of the shop area. Construction is nearly 
complete and the students will utilize the greenhouse 
in the near future. The Information Technology 


program is in its second year of operation and is 
maintaining high student enrollment. A classroom 
addition to the Automotive Annex is being constructed 
to accommodate the growing enrollment in that shop 
area. 


The Regional School District Committee extends 
its appreciation to the many advisory boards that 
assist us in developing and maintaining educational 
programs, various town and school officials who 
support our efforts, and school staff members. It is 
the combined effort of all of these individuals that has 
enabled the success of the school and its graduates. 
We look forward to your continued support.

Report of the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND 
TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


The Town of Sandwich experienced another challenging 
and productive year in 2002. Many of the decisions made dur- 
ing 2002 will have a lasting positive impact on the future direc- 
tion of the Town. 


Perhaps the best examples of this forward thinking were 
the three significant land purchases Special Town Meeting 
approved in November. Town Meeting approved the purchase 
of the 42 acre Rubincam property, bordering the shores of 
Shawme Ponds, with Land Bank funds. The acquisition of this 
property for $3.0 million protects the beauty, historic character 
and water quality of our downtown area, provides additional 
public recreation opportunities, and prevents future residential 
development. Through the purchase of the Rubincam property, 
the Town also secured ownership and control of the Upper 
Shawme Pond dam, a structure the Town needs to properly 
maintain in order to protect the public safety of many munici- 
pal and private properties abutting Lower Shawme Pond. 


Town Meeting also approved the purchase of future 
development rights for 75 acres of property owned by the 
YMCA of Cape Cod which has extensive frontage on 
Lawrence Pond. This $500,000 investment will substantially 
limit the future development of the property, minimize future 
municipal expenses, and protect the water quality and commu- 
nity character of South Sandwich. 


Lastly, the November Special Town Meeting and a spe- 
cial election approved the purchase of the former 83 acre 
Agilent Technologies property for $3.6 million which abuts 
Peters Pond and Quaker Meetinghouse and Cotuit Roads. This 
purchase required the approval of a Proposition 2.5 debt exclu- 
sion. This acquisition was unanimously supported by the 
Conservation Commission and Land Bank Open Space 
Committee due to the enhanced recreational and public access 
opportunities it will provide. The purchase also limits future 
residential development which would adversely impact munic- 
ipal and school services. It also provides water quality and 
wildlife habitat protection, and directly abuts the 48 acre 
Boyden Farm conservation property. Most importantly, it gives 
the Town direct control over how this land will be used in the 
future. To determine how best to use this property the 
Selectmen appointed a committee made up of members of the 
public and Town staff to advise the Board on future decisions 
and present a management plan to a future Town Meeting. 


In addition, the Special Town Meeting also gave the 
Selectmen the authority to sell up to 20 acres of the 55 acres of 
commercially zoned land owned by the Town behind the A&P 
shopping plaza off Quaker Meetinghouse Road. It is hoped the 
future sale of this property will help offset the acquisition cost 


of the Agilent property. A committee has been appointed by 
Selectmen made up of representatives of the Econo 
Development Committee and department heads to make r 
ommendations about this property. Both land use committ 
will be soliciting public input during the upcoming year. 


We would like to thank all the voters who overwhel 
ingly supported these acquisitions. We would also like to th 
those who supported the final approval of the Town Charter 
the November special election. This document was previous 
authorized by Town Meeting, received the required approva 
of the Legislature and Governor, and needed the final approy 
of voters at a local election. Again, Sandwich voters ove 
whelmingly supported the adoption of the Charter which w 
clarify and guide the structure of Town government. 


At the May Town Meeting voters approved the exchan 
of Town conservation land with P.A. Landers, Inc. off Servi 
Road between exits 2 and 3 of Route 6. This exchange will pr 
vide the Town with at least two acres of new conservation pro 
erty for every acre given up. Once the exchange is complete 
both parties will have much more valuable, contiguous pro 
ty than their current, disjointed holdings. P.A. Landers, 
may also decided to commercially develop some of its pro 
ty in the future which will help expand the Town’s tax ba 
while at the same time preserving valuable conservation pro 
erty. This effort is an excellent example of the Town and a p 
vate business working together for the benefit of both partie: 


In addition to the actions taken at Town Meeting, the 
were several other projects and initiatives to which the Bo. 
devoted its time. These have included the feasibility of pote 
tially expanding the East Boat Basin Marina on Town prope 
adjacent to the current facility. The Economic Developme 
Committee is playing a major role in exploring this opportu 
ty. The Board also conducted a public request for proposals 
the Roberti Farm property which was donated to the Town 
part of the Stop & Shop expansion project on Route 6 
Further work on this issue will take place in 2003. 
Selectmen also continued the technical research and permitti 
efforts to restore the Old Harbor entrance to Mill Creek n 
the Town boardwalk and to develop a Beach Management Pl 
for the Town property just east of the Cape Cod Canal. Pe 
are expected to be received in the Summer of 2003 which w 
allow the Town to address these erosion and flooding conce 
in the future. 


To further address flooding concerns, the Planning 
Development Office received grant funding and initiated 
committee to develop a flood hazard mitigation plan 
Sandwich. The committee which included multiple To 
departments and interested residents identified measures a 
areas to mitigate potential future flood damage. The Selectm 
unanimously adopted the plan which will allow the Town 
seek grant and project funding in the future. An example 
this type of project is the on-going replacement and impro 


nent of the Foster Road culvert which is surrounded by Town 
onservation property and provides access to hundreds of 
lomes. 


The Department of Public Works continued to address 
he road and drainage infrastructure needs of the town. With 
he identification of the need to upgrade Route 130, a compre- 
ensive plan was developed in conjunction with Massachusetts 
way Department officials to improve substantial portions 
if Route 130 south of Route 6 that pass through Forestdale. In 
ddition to improving the existing pavement, sidewalks will be 
dded as part of this state funded project. Additionally, Phase 
{1 of the Town Neck drainage project was approved for state 
ant funding. This work was permitted and completed during 
002 which increases safety while diverting and improving the 
andling of road runoff. 


The Selectmen spent a considerable amount of time over 
€ past year developing a prioritized list of goals and objec- 
ves for FY’03 and initiating a Long Range Planning Process 
vat will help guide future leaders of the community. The com- 
rehensive list of goals and objectives developed by the Board 
icluded addressing the state Ch. 70 formula for public educa- 
on which has hindered Sandwich in the past; the completion 
a long range plan and Town mission statement; longer term 
ancial planning with an eye toward making the Town more 
able financially with less dependence on state aid; the 
ihancement of economic development opportunities; and the 
2velopment of a master plan for Town property in the South 
andwich Business District. In addition to these primary goals, 
ye Board made progress and completed several other initia- 
ves such as enhanced department staff meetings at Selectmen 
eetings, the creation and implementation of cost reduction 
d customer service improvement programs, and the drafting 
‘a housing plan for the community. 


The Selectmen have also devoted a lot of time and effort 
the development of a Long Range Plan. This task was initi- 
ed with the assistance and support of the entire Finance 
ommittee and with the direct involvement of members Linda 
es and Don Leighton. The objective of the Plan is to pro- 
de a road map for future community leaders to follow and to 
priorities to strive for when opportunities present them- 
Ives. The Board hopes the review of this document will be an 
nual exercise for future Selectmen and others to perform. 


Once the Selectmen identified five key goals, Town 
partment heads formulated strategies for achieving these 
als. The five goals were: enhanced community and govern- 
ent partnership; achieving financial stability; improving gov- 
ment efficiency; providing quality public health, safety, and 
ucation; and the implementation of responsible growth man- 
ement while maintaining community character. The Board 
s asked the School Committee to participate in the process as 
ll and will share the Plan with the public for comment once 
lraft has been completed. It is anticipated that during 2003 all 
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of these efforts will be compiled into one document to provide 
future guidance and direction. 


In May 2002, Frank Pannorfi and Tom Keyes were elect- 
ed to the Board. With gratitude and appreciation we thank for- 
mer Selectmen Ron Larkin and Dick Judge for all of their 
contributions and efforts while participating on numerous 
boards and committees. 


Finally, we would like to express our gratitude to all 
Town employees and fellow board and committee members for 
their efforts and cooperation over the past year. We look for- 
ward to working cooperatively in the upcoming year to contin- 
ue to enhance and improve our wonderful community.

EMBLY OF DELEGATES 


Each year, it is beneficial to review the role that the 
sembly of Delegates plays in Barnstable County 
vernment. The Assembly is basically the legislative branch 
Barnstable County’s Government. All of the County’s leg- 
tive powers are vested in the Assembly and all of the acts of 
: Assembly of Delegates are required to be by Ordinance, 
pt as provided in the Barnstable County Home Rule 
arter. 


The 15 towns that comprise Barnstable County are rep- 
ented in the Assembly. Though each town has one delegate 
cted by the voters of that municipality, each of these dele- 
es has a weighted vote. This vote equals the ratio of the pop- 
ition of that Delegate’s town in proportion to the entire 
ation of Barnstable County according to the most recent 
isus. Sandwich currently has a weighted vote equal to 9.06% 
the entire Assembly vote. 


A majority of the work of the Assembly is done in a com- 
ttee setting. As Sandwich’s delegate, I have served on both 
‘Standing Committee on Economic Affairs, which deals pri- 
wily with the Economic Development Council and the 
mding Committee on Public Services, which deals most 
‘ably with issues related to the Sheriff’s office. 


This year’s session of the Assembly of Delegates contin- 
1 with Thomas Bernardo (Chatham) as Speaker, Charlotte 
‘iebel (Yarmouth) as Deputy Speaker, and Diane C. 
ompson (non-delegate) as Clerk of the Assembly. Elected or 
»ointed Delegates continued to serve the second year of their 
d-year terms with all Delegates’ terms culminating 
cember 31, 2002. 


The County receives its funding through multiple 
irces including the Registry of Deeds, various grants, and 
es levied to the towns comprising the County. On May 15, 
2, the Assembly of Delegates adopted ordinance 02-17, the 
ard of County Commissioners’ proposed budget for fiscal 
2003, with amendments, for a total budget of 
996,527. This represented a 2.65% increase over the orig- 
1 FY 2002 budget. The Town of Sandwich paid approxi- 
tely $300,000 in taxes to the County in 2002. 


The Assembly passed 32 ordinances last year including a 
e-year amendment to the Regional Policy Plan and the estab- 
ument of a District of Critical Planning Concern, pursuant to 
‘Cape Cod Commission Act, in the Quivet Neck/Crowe's 
sture area, Dennis, Massachusetts. Several of the 32 ordi- 
ices dealt with the distribution of the $1.8 million, 2002 sur- 
is, Which was generated primarily through fees imposed by 
Registry of Deeds. Though the Assembly of Delegates had 
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previously voted to return $250,000 to the County towns from 
the 2001 surplus, ($15,209.84 for Sandwich), there was much 
discussion and controversy as to how the 2002 ($1.8 million) 
surplus was to be spent. As the Sandwich Delegate, I request- 
ed that the surplus be returned to the towns and voted as such. 
The majority of the Assembly Delegates disagreed and voted to 
fund various regional services. This was, arguably, the item of 
greatest debate during the course of the year.

The Budget being presented for FY03 is influenced by sev- 
factors beyond the control of local government, including; 


¢ An anticipated 10% reduction in state aid to local 
cities and towns 


¢ Level funded state aid for education (Chapter 70 aid) 


¢ A substantial increase in the employee benefit assess- 
ments for town employees 


¢ An outlook for FY04 that appears to be at least as 
challenging as FY03 


The Finance Committee recommends approval of the 
FY03 operating budget in the amount of $31,150,310 as present- 
td in the Annual Town Meeting warrant. Included in the total is 
i 2% increase in both the School Department and General 
emmment appropriations. This proposal represents the joint 
efforts of the Town Administrator, the Board of Selectmen, the 
School Committee and Department Heads in arriving at a budget 
that continues to provide essential services, meets the town’s 
obligations to its employees, avoids the use of reserves that may 
be needed in the future and does not require an override. If the 
assumptions made regarding state assistance are correct there 
should be little change in the average real estate tax bill. 


The School Committee has presented a budget that antic- 
ipates no increase in state aid and a minimal 2% increase in 
local funding. The resulting overall increase of 1.4% is the 
smallest in recent memory, at a time when the school popula- 
tion continues to grow. This budget provides for the mainte- 
mance of current programs and staffing at the expense of 
technology improvements, the acquisition of equipment, and 
professional development. There is no capacity in this budget 
to absorb additional cuts or expenses. If the state reduces 
Chapter 70 aid, or special education costs increase more than 
is anticipated, reductions in personnel are likely. This budget 
ensures that we will continue to rank well below other Cape 
Cod towns in per pupil expenditures for education and well 
below the state average, a situation we will be unable to reme- 
dy without additional state aid. 


The increase of 2% in the general government budget 
includes a $100,000 addition to the insurance account resulting 
from higher than expected premiums for liability insurance. 
The remaining increase of $123,000 (1.25%) is insufficient to 
Cover contractual salary increases, requiring cuts in most 
departments. Savings were achieved by leaving unfilled posi- 
tions vacant, reducing part-time and seasonal hours and by 
feducing or eliminating operating expenses. The result is a gen- 
eral government operating budget increase that should cost the 
average taxpayer less than $20 while the town continues to 
Maintain essential government services.

The Finance Committee also recommends approval of a 
number of other financial warrant articles. The Capital 
Improvement Planning Committee is requesting a capital bud- 
get of $400,000, equal to the amount approved in FY02. They 
have also recommended that up to $400,000 be set aside from 
the capital portion of the Stabilization Fund to cover the cost of 
installing the new septic system at the Wing School which the 
Dept. of Environmental Protection has required. A portion of 
the Stabilization Fund was set aside several years ago to be 
used for large capital expenditures of an emergency nature 
which could not be funded from the operating budget, and this 
is an appropriate use of that resource. 


As noted earlier, employee benefit assessments have 
risen 22% or 1.2 million, with the largest increase coming in 
health insurance premiums. This increase alone will absorb vir- 
tually all of the revenue raised from the allowed 2.5% addition 
to the tax levy and from new growth. However, anticipated 
increases in local receipts and other income, combined with the 
discipline imposed on the operating budget, should help to 
maintain taxes at or near their current level. 


Debt service remains at approximately the same level as 
FY02, but the amount needed to be raised through taxation in 
order to meet that obligation should be reduced when the state 
reimburses the town $1.2 million for high school construction 
debt. A delay in last year’s payment forced the town to raise taxes 
to meet debt service that the state was expected to cover. This 
year the town expects to receive reimbursement for both FY02 
and FY03, reducing the average tax bill by approximately $120. 


A number of financial articles deal with requests to trans- 
fer balances from existing accounts in order to establish 
reserves for FY03. This budget contains a number of uncer- 
tainties, not the least of which is the expected level of state sup- 
port for local government and for the schools in FYO3 and 
beyond. These reserve accounts are intended to provide some 
insurance against those uncertainties. Notable among the arti- 
cles is one to re-appropriate a portion of the funds raised by the 
fire department override in FY02. This article proposes that a 
total of $325,000 be transferred to the reserve fund and to a spe- 
cial account established to fund the open position of Deputy 
Chief should it become feasible to do so. The Finance Committee 
joins the Board of Selectmen in supporting this article. 


Preparing a budget for FY03 that provides essential ser- 
vices to the public while being sensitive to the needs of the tax- 
payer was a challenging task. Indications are that FY04 will be 
even more difficult. The Finance Committee feels that the 
interests of the residents of the town are best served by a pub- 
lic and collaborative budget process that involves all local gov- 
ernment agencies. That happened this year. Our hope is that it 
will continue to happen in the future.

Report of the 
BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


Calendar year 2002 continued to show tremendous 
growth in market value and resultant real property assessments 
in Sandwich. 


In November of 2002, the department completed its 
Annual Interim Update of all Real and Personal Property for 
Fiscal 2003. The update, conducted in years between certifica- 
tion years (done every third years, under the review of the 
Department of Revenue’s Bureau of Local Assessment), is 
required to reflect FULL AND FAIR CASH VALUATION 
(Market Value) of all property as of the assessment date. The 
assessment date for Fiscal 2003 was January 1, 2002, with all 
new construction listed through June 30, 2002. In compliance 
with procedures set forth by the Department of Revenue, 2001 
calendar year sales were used in the setting of values. 


Local and regional sales analysis reflected tremendous 
increases in value town wide. Residential properties increased 
by an average range of 8.5 to 15 percent, with some areas 
increasing by as much as 30 to 40 percent in market value. The 
average single family home sale grew from $ 258,100 for cal- 
endar 2000 (used for Fiscal 2002 values) to an average of $ 
291,400 for calendar 2001 (used for Fiscal 2003) Commercial 
and Industrial properties also continued to increase, though by 
a lesser percentage on average than the residential. 


The abatement appeal deadline had two days remaining 
at the writing of this report, (With a February 3, 2003 deadline) 
a total of 92 appeals on real and personal property valuation are 
on file with the department. Even with an estimate of 50 
appeals filed in the last two days, the resultant total of 142 
would represent the lowest number of appeals filed in past fif- 
teen years. 


As in most Fiscal Years, many of the filings are a reac- 
tion to tax increase rather than the assessed value. 
Homeowners should remember that the great majority of tax 
increase was a result of payments for issues approved by vot- 
ers in Town Meeting and in the ballot box, and not as a result 
of the new values. 


As has been the practice since Fiscal 1991,the Town will 
continue the process conducting an annual review to determine 
an interim year adjustment of all properties. This review, for 
the Fiscal 2004 year, will examine sales from calendar 2002. 


The appraisal staff of the department will be very visible 
during the 2003 year. Ongoing programs include Building per- 
mit inspections, and a sales property review program. Further, 
the department will continue the Bureau of Local Assessment 
mandated “cyclical inspection program” — where the depart- 
ment visits and re-inspects a percentage of properties each year 
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in an effort to maintain data quality. During these pro 
please remember that statistical accuracy leads to assessm 
accuracy, which benefits both Town and Taxpayer equally. 
ask for your continued cooperation in these efforts. 


The Land Bank tax collection is now in its fourth ye 
An average of over $725,000 in Land Bank monies was 
lected for Fiscal 2001 and 2002. The Land Bank tax (3% a 
of town real estate tax) was voted by the voters of this to 
along with all other Cape towns in 1998. The tax will be ¢ 
lected until Fiscal 2019. 


The Board has heard many complaints as to the lack o 
more modern system of information sharing, both within 
departmental computer system and over the Internet. Whil 
is the desire of this department to be at the forefront of 
services, the lack of existing funding sources, combined w 
an impénding gloomy fiscal forecast for the near future, 
further enhancements unlikely at this time. The Departm 
will continue their efforts to compensate for these shortfi 
through innovative thinking and effort. 


The Department, and the Town of Sandwich, suffe 
tremendous loss with the retirement of Assistant Asses 
Gerald Caron in September. The energy, versatility, go 
nature and intelligence that Jerry brought to the job every 
will be greatly missed.

S. Michael Baker, Chairman of the Finance Committee gave 
the Finance Committee Budget Message as follows: The 
budget being presented for FY’03 is influenced by several 
factors beyond the control of local government, including: 
¢ An anticipated 10% reduction in state aid to local 
cities and towns 
¢ Level funded state aid for education (Chapter 70 
aid) 
e A substantial increase in the employee benefit 
assessments for town employees 
¢ An outlook for FY’04 that appears to be at least as 
challenging as FY’03 


The Finance Committee recommends approval of the FY’03 
operating budget in the amount of $31,150,310 as presented 
in the Annual Town Meeting warrant. Included in the total 
is a 2% increase in both the School Department and 
General Government appropriations. This proposal repre- 
sents the joint efforts of the Town Administrator, the Board 
of Selectmen, the School Committee and Department Heads 
in arriving at a budget that continues to provide essential 
services, meets the town’s obligations to its employees, 
avoids the use of reserves that may be needed in the future 
and does not require an override. If the assumptions made 
regarding state assistance are correct, there should be little 
change in the average real estate tax bill. 


The School Committee has presented a budget that antici- 
pates no increase in state aid and a minimal 2% increase in 
local funding. The resulting overall increase of 1.4% is the 
smallest in recent memory, at a time when the school pop- 
ulation continues to grow. This budget provides for the 
maintenance of current programs and staffing at the 
expense of technology improvements, the acquisition of 
equipment, and professional development. There is no 
capacity in this budget to absorb additional cuts or 
expenses. If the state reduces Chapter 70 aid, or special 
education costs increase more than is anticipated, reduc- 
tions in personnel are likely. This budget ensures that we 
will continue to rank well below other Cape Cod towns in 
per pupil expenditures for education and well below the 
state average, a situation we will be unable to remedy with- 
out additional state aid. 


The increase of 2% in the general government budget 
includes a $100,000 addition to the insurance account 
resulting from higher expected premiums for liability 
insurance. The remaining increase of $123,000 (1.25%) is 
insufficient to cover contractual salary increases, requiring 
cuts in most departments. Savings were achieved by leaving 
unfilled positions vacant, reducing part-time and seasonal 
hours and by reducing or eliminating operating expenses. 
The result is a general government operating budget 
increase that should cost the average taxpayer less than $20 
while the town continues to maintain essential government 
services. 


The Finance Committee also recommends approval of a 
number of other financial warrant articles. The Capital 
Improvement Planning Committee is requesting a capital 
budget of $400,000, equal to the amount approved in 
FY’02. They have also recommended that up to $400,000 be 
set aside from the capital portion of the Stabilization Fund 
to cover the cost of installing the new septic system at the 
Wing School which the Dept. of Environmental Protection 
has required. A portion of the Stabilization Fund was set 
aside several years ago to be used for large capital expendi- 
tures of an emergency nature which could not be funded 
from the operating budget, and this is an appropriate use of 
that resource. 


As noted earlier, employee benefit assessments have risen 
22% or $1.2 million, with the largest increase coming in 
health insurance premiums. This increase alone will absorb 
virtually all of the revenue raised from the allowed 2.5% 
addition to the tax levy and from new growth. However, 
anticipated increases in local receipts and other income, 
combined with the discipline imposed on the operating 
budget, should help to maintain taxes at or near their cur- 
rent level. 


Debt service remains at approximately the same level as 
FY’02, but the amount needed to be raised through taxa- 
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tion in order to meet that obligation should be redu 
when the state reimburses the town $1.2 million for 
School construction debt. A delay in last year’s paym 
forced the town to raise taxes to meet debt service that 
state was expected to cover. This year the town expects 
receive reimbursement for both FY’02 and FY’03, red 
ing the average tax bill by approximately $120. Howeve 
the State fails to make the promised payment due to 
current budget crisis, the Town will once again be force 
raise the amount needed to service debt and no such red 
tion will be possible. 


A number of financial articles deal with requests to tra 
fer balances from existing accounts in order to establ 
reserves for FY’03. This budget contains a number 
uncertainties, not the least of which is the expeeted level 
state support for local government and for the schools 
FY’03 and beyond. These reserve accounts are intended 
provide some insurance against those uncertainti 
Notable among the articles is one to re-appropriate a p 
tion of the funds raised by the fire department override 
FY’02. This article proposes that a total of $325,000 
transferred to the reserve fund and to a special acco 
established to fund the open position of Deputy Ch 
should it become feasible to do so. The Finance Commit 
joins the Board of Selectmen in supporting this article. 


Preparing a budget for FY’03 that provides essential s 
vices to the public while being sensitive to the needs of 
taxpayers was a challenging task. Indications are t 
FY’04 will be even more difficult. The Finance Commit 
feels that the interests of the residents of the town are b 
served by a public and collaborative budget process t 
involves all local government agencies. That happened t 
year. Our hope is that it will continue to happen in 
future.

The Report of the Capital Improvement Planning Committee 
was given, as follows: 

My name is Susan James and I am the Chairman of the Capital 
Improvement Planning Committee. Committee members have 
worked diligently this past year, considering capital requests 
from various departments and monitoring progress on the 
building maintenance and repairs approved at the Fall Special 
Town Meeting. I am pleased to report that, with the very capa- 
ble assistance of the personnel at the Department of Public 
Works, the first year schedule of maintenance has been 
reviewed, prioritized, and evaluated, and work has begun. In 
the way of most repair programs, some cost estimates have 
come in below what was budgeted and some above. Several 
projects have been completed, some are waiting for final bids, 
and some are waiting for good weather to begin. 


The capital planning process was a little more difficult this year 
because of financial constraints, but department heads demon- 


strated their usual positive collaboration in forming the final 
capital budget. Article 15 in your Warrant represents a total 
capital budget of $400,000. This includes transfers of unex- 
pended balances from previously approved capital items and a 
transfer from the Ambulance Fund. Article 16, also unani- 
mously approved by the Capital Improvement Planning 
Committee, is a request for up to $400,000. for the purposes of 
upgrading the septic and wastewater management system at the 
Henry T. Wing School. This is a project that is being mandated 
by DEP and funded through a transfer from the Capital 
Stabilization Fund. 


During the year, requests from department heads for various 
capital items have been reviewed and approved by the 
Committee. These include items such as structural improve- 
ments to conservation buildings and specialized vehicles for 
the DPW. Ongoing requests, such as additional funds for road 
maintenance, have not been considered because of the present 
fiscal constraints. I would like to thank Committee members 
for their commitment to this process and for a job well done.

on the financial status of the Golf Department, the Board’s 
going commitment to operating the course, and to reaffirm 
> Town’s wise decision to purchase Sandwich Hollows and 
> contiguous open space in 1999. 


} was predicted in the financial analysis conducted prior to 
quiring the course, the department has operated at a deficit in 
ms of making sufficient funds to cover all of its operating 
d capital expenses as well as the $450,000 annual debt ser- 
se. Initially, some funds to pay for the debt service were 
cen from the additional $1.75 million the Town borrowed to 
ake capital improvements at the facility and cover any oper- 
ng shortfalls. In FY’02, the course made sufficient revenue 
cover all of its operating expenses and pay $110,000 of the 
id acquisition debt. The remaining $340,000 in debt was 
nded by the Town and approved at last May’s Annual Town 
eeting. For FY’(03 the course will pay $250,000 of its debt 
rvice, a substantial increase over FY’02, with the remainder 
ming from taxation. This practice meets the subcommittee’s 
ort term financial recommendation. 
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Based on a realistic projection of Golf Department revenues 
and expenses, it is anticipated that around FY’07, the course 
will be making sufficient funds to cover its operating expenses, 
some capital expenses, and its debt service. A copy of this fore- 
cast is now being projected on the screen. Projected FY’02 rev- 
enues have increased 29 per cent over FY’01 with future 
revenues expected to increase 8 per cent annually while esti- 
mated expenses increase 5 per cent. The total number of rounds 
played for FY’02 is expected to exceed 34,000 with a goal of 
reaching 40,000 by FY’07. If these benchmarks are attained, it 
is likely that the course will be covering all of its operating 
expenses and debt service. The only expenses not expected to 
be covered at this point are major capital projects, such as 
upgrading the course’s irrigation system. 


In addition to numerous improvements made at the facility 
itself, including clubhouse renovations, course improvements 
and a new driving range, several financial oversight procedures 
have been implemented. The department budget undergoes the 
same scrutiny as all other departments through the Finance 
Committee and Selectmen. In addition, starting next year all 
major capital expenses greater than $10,000 will be reviewed 
by the Capital Improvement Planning Committee and go 
through the same internal ranking process that all other depart- 
ments do. 


While it was not anticipated that any Town funds would be 
used for making debt service payments, the Town has had to 
use some of its own money to pay debt. Recent trends have 
shown that the amount the Town contributes toward the debt 
should decrease over time and eventually stop. Even though 
town funds have been used when they were not originally 
anticipated, the Selectmen and Finance Committee still feel the 
purchase was a very wise investment and one the Town would 
do again if presented the opportunity. 


All of the reasons why the land was originally purchased from 
Verbon Trust still hold true. A total of 471 acres was acquired, 
218 acres using Land Bank funds and 253 acres using golf pro- 
ceeds and some Town funds. In addition to the recreational 
benefits for Sandwich residents, seventy-five approved house 
lots were prevented from construction with a projected 
$580,000 annual savings in School Department expenses 
alone—far more than the debt service for the golf course. 
Portions of the property have also shown potential for future 
public water supplies and the land abuts more than 500 acres of 
the Maple Swamp conservation property. The acquisition ben- 
efited many diverse segments of the Town’s population and has 
made a strong, positive statement about the Town’s quality of 
life. 


Other recommendations of the subcommittee that have been 
addressed include the development of a long range financial 
plan which was presented to the Finance Committee and 
Selectmen this winter and clarifying a single point of account- 
ability for the golf course. The Golf Director has the day-to- 


day responsibility for overseeing course operations under the 
direction of the Town Administrator, a structure similar to all 
other municipal departments. 


In conclusion, I would like to thank the members of the former 
subcommittee—Chairman Linda Calmes, Patty Nelson, Mike 
Baker, Mark Haney, Bill Burbank, Bill Diedering and Hank 
Sennott—for their efforts and recommendations. I would also 
like to acknowledge the hard work and expertise of current 
Golf Director Mick Herron, former Director Greg Martzolf, 
Golf Superintendent Dave Polidor, and the entire staff at 
Sandwich Hollows for their efforts in making Sandwich 
Hollows a valued public facility and for the substantial 
improvements they have completed and will continue to make.

Do you approve of a law summarized below, on which 
no vote was taken by the Senate or the House of 
Representatives before May 1, 2002? SUMMARY This pro- 
posed law would replace the current state law providing for 
transitional bilingual education in public schools with a law 
requiring that, with limited exceptions, all public school chil- 
dren must be taught English by being taught all subjects in 
English and being placed in English language classrooms. The 
proposed law would required public schools to educate English 
learners (children who cannot do ordinary classwork in English 
and who either do not speak English or whose native language 
is not English) through a sheltered English immersion pro- 
gram, normally not lasting more than one year. In the program, 
all books and nearly all teaching would be in English, with the 
curriculum designed for children learning English, although a 
teacher could use a minimal amount of a child’s native lan- 
guage when necessary. Schools would be encouraged to place 
in the same classroom children who are from different native- 
language groups but who have the same level of English skills. 
Once a student is able to do regular schoolwork in English, the 
student would be transferred to an English language main- 
stream classroom. These requirements would not affect special 
education programs for physically or mentally impaired stu- 
dents or foreign language classes for children who already 
know English. 

Parents or guardians of certain children could apply 
each year to have the requirements waived, so as to place their 
child in bilingual education or other classes, if the parents or 
guardians visit the school to be informed, in a language they 
can understand, about all available options. To obtain a waiver, 
the child must either (1) already know English; or (2) be at 
least 10 years old, and the school principal and staff believe 
that another course of study would be better for the child’s edu- 
cational progress and rapid learning of English; or (3) have 
special physical or psychological needs (other than lack of

holders of “S corporations” as defined under federal tax | 
The proposed law would not affect the tax due on income 
gain realized before July 1, 2003. The proposed law states 
if any of its parts were declared invalid, the other parts wo 
stay in effect. A YES VOTE would eliminate any state 
sonal income tax for income or other gain realized on or a 
July 1, 2003. A NO VOTE would make no change in state 
laws.

The Special Town Meeting was called to order by Moderator 
Garry Blank at 7:18 p.m. after ascertaining a quorum was pre- 
sent. A total of 428 voters was checked in by the clerks.

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Report of the 
DIRECTOR OF 
PLANNING & DEVELOPMENT 


The Planning & Development Department administers a 
broad range of community development and planning activities 
for the Town of Sandwich. The Department also assists the 
work of the Planning Board, an elected body, as well as the 
Board of Appeals, Economic Development Committee and 
Local Housing Committee all appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen. 


During the past year, the department was staffed with a 
full time director and a full time principal clerk. As of July we 
have been fortunate enough to have a part time clerk to help 
with the administrative duties that come with administering the 
work of two regulatory boards. Maureen Carty is a delightful 
addition to the department who has already made a significant 
difference in our ability to organize and complete our work 
more efficiently. With the expert assistance of Joyce Bartlett, 
our indispensable, efficient, prepared and knowledgeable prin- 
cipal clerk, the department continues to provide high quality 
service. 


As Sandwich continues to develop, now with increasing 
emphasis on re-development in the commercial and industrial 
districts, the major portion of department resources is dedicat- 
ed to assisting developers and business owners. To simplify the 
development process, town staff implemented an informal Per- 
mit Review process. This group meets on a regular basis dur- 
ing business hours. In place for almost three years, these 
informal meetings with applicants for various permits provides 
the opportunity to assist applicants and business owners by 
helping to clarify regulations, give guidance about site devel- 
opment, permit sequencing, and other land use issues. 


Our work for the Board of Appeals calls for us to assist 
applicants and prepare material for the board to conduct their 
public hearings. With the leadership of Jim Killion as chair and 
Michael Lesperance as vice-chair, board members Bill Dawes, 
Bob Jensen and Fred Watt and alternate member Erik Van 
Buskirk worked through a total of 29 different applications 
during the course of the year. This year saw the submission of 
three 40B Comprehensive Permit applications all of which are 
still involved in an ongoing process. Many thanks to former 
board member Mark Haney for his years of service to the town. 


The Planning Board worked at their usual pace through- 
out the year. Planning Board business comprises a significant 
portion of department activity. Under the able leadership of 
Sarah Regan and John Holmgren, the board moved efficiently 
through their business. Board members Lou Cerrone, Barbara 
Kirsch, Doug Klapper, Lawrence Spiegel and Joe Vaudo 
administered the board’s charges under both state and local 
laws. Thanks to former member Amy Lipkind for her service 
to the town. 
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The Economic Development Committee, under the le 
ership of Max Mittendorf and Marie Basile, focused on ¢ 
tinuing to learn the information necessary to build a strong a 
coherent economic development strategy for Sandwich. Me 
bers Gerry Nye, Paul Siebert, Skip Sandborg and John H 
along with ex-officio member Selectman Tom Keyes ha 
focused their efforts in looking for additional land area to 
rezoned for commercial use as well as once again looking 
develop support for expansion of the marina. Thanks to form 
members Josh Violette, and Tom Gilbert for their efforts « 
behalf of the town. 


The Sandwich Local Housing Committee has reorg 
nized after the resignation of several members. Lou Cerro 
and Steve Marshall led the group through the reorganizati¢ 
and recruitment of new members. Members Kevin O*Hait 
Jack Jillson and Erik Van Buskirk are steadily working | 
address affordable housing needs. Our thanks to Sharon Nay 
er for her efforts on behalf of affordable housing in Sandwic 


The department devoted time in 2002 to several impo 
tant town projects. 


One project is an in house planning effort that, at # 
request of the Board of Selectmen in 2000, is looking at tl 
future use of 55 acres of town property in the Business Limi 
ed —2 district in South Sandwich. This planning initiative w 
look at ways economic development, community characte 
infrastructure, private enterprise and the town can unify to cr 
ate a new sense of community for this important populatic 
center. This effort will be informed most importantly by 
series of public meetings where the concerns and ideas of re 
idents from all areas of town are heard, carefully considers 
and ultimately integrated into the elements of the plan. 


Another project that will fit nicely with this planning in 
tiative is the Village Center Zoning Project. This project, fun 
ed by a $25,000 grant from Barnstable County allowed us | 
hire a specialist in the field of village center planning and zo1 
ing to assist us in reviewing existing regulations, garnerir 
public opinion and participation and then reworking our con 
mercial district by-laws. This rezoning effort will also incluc 
the westerly portion of our north side Business Limited distri 
as well as the Marine Limited district. We eagerly look forwat 
to commencing this project. 


A revision of the town's sign code general by-law cot 
tinues under the guidance of town counsel. A draft copy fi 
review is expected to be ready in the spring or early summer ¢ 
2003. This project continues to be challenging as we wot 
towards resolution. 


The grant funded Historic Preservation Plan element « 
our Local Comprehensive Plan (LCP) was completed in Jun 
This plan, which was developed with significant public partic 
ipation, is now moving into the implementation phase. 


The Flood Hazard Mitigation Plan project funded by a 

rant from the Massachusetts Emergency Management Agency 

snow complete. The Board of Selectmen voted to adopt this 

plan that has now been filed with state and federal government 
wencies. 


The department also received technical assistance from 
the Cape Cod Commission in the areas of wastewater manage- 
nent, GIS mapping services and historic preservation. 


Department goals and work plan always place customer 
ervice first. Given staffing constraints, the regulatory tasks 
vith which we assist the Board of Appeals and the Planning 
3oard take precedence over all department work. The 2003 
lepartment goals include completing a community housing 
lan which will also serve as our affordable housing element 
ipdate to our LCP; completing the village center zoning pro- 
ect for presentation at a special town meeting in the fall; the 
ompletion of the final third of the update to our LCP Trans- 
yortation Element, scoping the work for the completion of our 
CP Water Resource element. 


We will continue and complete grant funded work; look 
it upgrades to the remaining elements of the 1996 Compre- 
iensive Plan; explore a transfer of development rights pro- 
ram; continue to work with regional groups to explore ways 
))f addressing growth impacts from a regional perspective thus 
Hessening infrastructure burdens on individual towns. 


| The year 2002 has been busy and rewarding for the Plan- 
jing & Development Office. We look forward to working at 
yur 2003 goals, but we always look forward to continuing to 
neet and serve the residents, businesses, and landowners in 
Sandwich.

ONSERVATION COMMISSION 


o the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
Sandwich: 


In 2002 the Conservation Commission fulfilled its regu- 
atory responsibilities by holding 24 regular meetings to review 
27 Requests for Determination, 38 Notices of Intent, and 9 
Requests to Amend under the Sandwich Wetlands Bylaw 
hapter 7 and the Massachusetts Wetland Protection Act, Gen- 
eral Law Chapter 131, Section 40. The Commission also con- 
ducted several site reviews, held work meetings and consulted 
ith other town officials. 


In the area of open space protection, the Conservation 
Commission approved a land exchange between P.A. Landers, 
Inc. and the Town of Sandwich that consolidated several diffi- 
cult-to-access parcels between the Service Road and Kiah’s 
Way into a single conservation area of 107 contiguous acres. 
The Board of Selectman and Town Meeting also accepted the 
exchange. It is now before the State Legislature for final 
approval. 


Last fall, the close cooperation between the Conservation 
Commission, the Open Space Committee, the Natural 
Resources Officer, the Town Administrator and the Board of 
Selectmen led to Town Meeting approval of the purchase of the 
42-acre Rubincam property on Shawme Pond and a conserva- 
tion restriction on 79 acres of Cape Cod YMCA property on 
Lawrence Pond. The acquisition and protection of these key 
parcels has been a goal of the Conservation Commission for 
years. Working with the Natural Resources Department to 
develop management plans for recently purchased properties 
will be an important priority in the year ahead. 


The most significant membership change in a decade 
occurred last year when David DeConto, a Conservation Com- 
missioner since 1987, became an alternate member. David exe- 
cuted his duties as a Commissioner and Board Chairman in a 
fair, congenial manner that was an example to us all. He helped 
shape the Conservation Commission’s policies and set its 
direction more than any other member. The Town of Sandwich 
was fortunate to have David participate in its affairs for so 
many years. We look forward to his future contributions as his 
time allows. 


As always, the Conservation Commission is grateful for 
the hard work and assistance of Mark S. Galkowski, Natural 
Resources Officer, and Dianne Nickerson, Principal Clerk. We 
would also like to thank the Board of Selectmen and all other 
town officials and officers for their cooperation and help in 
2002. And special thanks to the DPW Parks/Grounds division 
and to the volunteers who have helped maintain our Conserva- 
tion Lands.

Report of the 
NATURAL RESOURCES 
DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
Sandwich: 


Two thousand and two (2002) was a productive year for 
the former Conservation Department. 


Following discussions with the Board of Selectmen and 
Town Administrator it was agreed to re-name this agency the 
Sandwich Department of Natural Resources. This title more 
accurately reflects the range of functions performed by the 
department. 


Noteworthy land purchases were made at a Special Town 
Meeting in November. The Town’s people are to be applauded 
for having the foresight to acquire these parcels. The long 
sought after forty-two (42) acre Rubincam Property (southerly 
portion of the Cook property) was acquired through the Sand- 
wich Land Bank. This piece is of particular interest because it 
contains the Upper Shawme Dam and anadromous (herring) 
fish ladder connecting the Lower Shawme Pond with the upper 
pond and typifies a remnant farm from the turn of the previous 
century containing diversified habitats and a number of speci- 
men trees. With this land now in town ownership, we are able 
to pursue funding from various agencies to repair the earthen 
dam and adjacent fish ladder. Also, the eighty three (83) acre 
property know as Hewlett Packard’s “Club Sandwich” which 
provides unequaled access to Peters Pond, was acquired from 
Agilent Technologies. It was purchased through a debt exclu- 
sion and possible offset through the sale of nearby Town owned 
land. This facility includes a swimming beach, boat ramp, year 
round and seasonal cabins, a magnificent lodge building and 
endless open space. I was appointed to the committee that will 
research and recommend to the Board of Selectmen potential 
uses of the property. Surveying and bounding of Land Bank 
and other Conservation properties continued through the year. 


The Boat Operations and Waterways Use Bylaw became 
effective this year. Following a public hearing, the Board of 
Selectmen promulgated regulations to manage the operation of 
large horsepower engines by non-profit organizations and 
grandfathering the operation of large horsepower engines until 
December 31, 2008 as allowed under section 9.04. Landings at 
various great ponds were posted to inform boaters of the new 
rules. Only a few Large Horsepower Engine permits were 
requested and issued. These permits remain available on an 
annual basis to eligible boat owners at our office at Jan Sebas- 
tian Drive. During the coming year, I plan to have deputies on 
the waterways enforcing this bylaw, other boating statutes and 
regulations to ensure everyone has a safe and enjoyable boat- 
ing experience on Sandwich’s ponds.

Funding received through the capital budget and surp 
land transfer receipts from the Barnstable County Registry 
Deeds allowed this department to purchase a new four wh 
drive (4WD) John Deere tractor with various attachments 
2002. This machinery will be used to improve and main 
trails, roadways and wildlife food plots at the various cons 
vation properties. 


The Woods Hole Group (Aubrey Consultants) of F 
mouth, MA. has completed the final design of the Old Har 
inlet relocation/restoration project following many years 
research. Currently, we have applications pending with vario 
permitting agencies including the Sandwich Conservati 
Commission. The Natural Heritage and Endangered Specie 
branch of the MassWildlife has critiqued the project as part 
the environmental permitting process under the Wetlands Pr 
tection Act. They have raised issues with portions of the desi 
that they perceive will modify the current conditions appare 
ly which are necessary to provide favorable nesting habitat fi 
the transient Piping Plover and Lease Tern populations utili 
ing the Old Harbor entrance, Town Beach and Spring 
Beach. This agency must signoff on permits issued by the Co 
servation Commission as well as other State and Federal age 
cies. The Town Administrator and I continue to pursue vario 
funding sources to implement and maintain the final desig 
We continue to meet with Congressman Delahunt’s represent: 
tive, the Corps of Engineers, other local and state agencies | 
assist us in the execution of this project. 


The Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries (DMI 
continued their collection and analysis of water quality data i 
the Scorton Creek and Old Harbor areas in an attempt to estal 
lish a base line, which will meet the U.S. Food and Dru 
Administration (USFDA) minimum standards for re-openin; 
closed shellfish beds. In the meantime, I would like to remin 
all Sandwich residents that they are eligible to purchase 
Bourne resident shellfish permit and fish within the Town « 
Bourne’s waters during each year. Shellfish permits are typ 
cally valid from April 01 to March 31 of each year. We conti 
ue to provide the Town of Bourne with financial support t 
reinforce their propagation efforts. Additionally, all Town « 
Sandwich waters remain closed to shellfishing. Please repo 
any violations you observe to our office during business hou 
or the Sandwich Police Department during off hours. 


Through the cooperative efforts of the Sandwic 
Parks/Grounds Superintendent, Richard Saline, the Sandwic 
DPW, the Bourne DPW and this department, for the first tim 
in many years the Lower Shawme Pond fish ladder was cleane 
of silt and debris prior to the start of the alewife/herring seé 
sonal migration. As always, I appreciate the tireless efforts ¢ 
Parks/Grounds Superintendent and his crew along with othe 
members of the DPW in working with me to keep the walkin 
trails and roadways passable in all of our Conservation Land 
and other assistance they provide to this Department. 


Citizens who have questions regarding shellfishing, nat- 
resources, anadromous fish (herring), Land Bank matters, 
mservation land management, wetland resources or other 
ated issues, should feel free to contact the Natural Resources 

partment Office at any time. We will provide answers to 
questions or direct you to agencies or organizations that 
adequately prepared to respond to your inquiries.

The second study will be to replace both H dock and I 
ock with a new floating concrete system. I would like to know 
hat the project would cost, both as one project, as well as, one 
k at a time. 


Our website, www.sandwichmarina.com is now opera- 
onal, customers can make dockage reservations, check weath- 
r, tide charts, and general information regarding the marina. 


On Flag Day (June 14th) and Independence Day (July 
th) the marina held customer appreciation days for our boaters 
enjoy time with their families and friends.

Report of the 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
COMMITTEE 


It has been the purpose of the Economic Development 
Committee to pursue avenues that will enhance the economic 
well being of Sandwich without hindering the continuance of a 
most beautiful and historic district. It has been our pleasure to 
be able to help with the planning process of such a unique 
town. 


Much of 2002 was spent analyzing the needs for the 
expansion of the Sandwich Marina. In addition to meeting with 
specific individuals throughout the year who would be inter- 
ested in this venture, an extensive forum was held in August 
hosting most of the state’s regulatory agencies, which would 
have a direct impact on the project, and the Corps of Engineers. 
The results of this gathering were very positive. Since then 
action is being taken to pursue the comments coming from this 
group. We have reviewed a definitive study produced by the 
Corps of Engineers in 1983. Taking this study as a guide, we 
are pursuing the updating of such a project to today’s environ- 
mental and structural needs. We are aware of the Marina as 
being one the most promising areas that can make an impact on 
the tax structure as well as the ambiance of the Town. 


In addition to the above actions, we have publicly sup- 
ported the purchase of the Agilent property and the sale of 
twenty acres contained in the “Golden Triangle”. We feel that 
these events will help support the tax base of the Town as well 
as supplying future commercial services that will make the 
Town a better place to live. We continue to support Shaw’s 
application to the Cape Cod Commission for their plans to 
build in the Golden Triangle. The Committee became involved 
in the signage issues confronting the Heritage Park manage- 
ment. 


We experienced a great deal of turnover this year result- 
ing in difficulty maintaining continuity in our efforts. We con- 
gratulate two of our former members for being elected to the 
Board of Selectmen: Tom Keyes and Frank Pannorfi. In addi- 
tion, Tom Gilbert, Marie Basile and Josh Violette left the Com- 


mittee to pursue other interests. New members who came 
aboard during the year are: Max Mittendorff, Gerry Nye, Skip 
Sandborg as full members and Paul Seibert as an alternate. 


The Committee would like to thank Jo Ann Miller Bun- 
tich for her support in our endeavors. We have asked her for 
numerous pieces of information and administrative help 
throughout the year.

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Report of the 
SANDWICH HISTORICAL 
COMMISSION 


The Sandwich Historical Commission was established 
by Town Meeting in 1971 to identify, preserve, develop and 
protect the historical assets of the Town, including structures, 
burial grounds, monuments, natural features and other land- 
marks and sites of significant value to the Town’s cultural her- 
itage. During 2002, the commission has concentrated on 
identification and preservation aspects of its mission. Commis- 
sion members have also participated in efforts to increase pub- 
lic knowledge, appreciation and stewardship of buildings and 
landscapes that offer evidence of the Town’s origins and cen- 
turies of change. 


Liberty Street Project 
Roger Michniewicz and Palmer True have made substan- 


tial progress in identifying and documenting the history of the 
36-lot parcel of Nathan Nye’s Farm purchased in 1828 by 
Deming Jarves and William Fessenden for the construction of 
homes for glass factory workers. Over the course of 175 years, 
the original lots have been combined, re-divided and/or lost to 
1846 railroad construction and 1930 diversion of the Old 
King’s Highway from Main Street to what is now Route 6A. 
When research is completed, the commission plans to develop 
a publicly accessible chronological database of these properties 
from their initial creation to the present. 


Historic Asset Inventory 
The Commission has undertaken a comprehensive 


review of inventories of the Town’s historically significant 
structures and sites dating from the Town’s settlement to 1950. 
The project will update, correct and expand upon previous his- 
toric asset inventories. Thus: far, Carolyn Crowell and Susan R. 
Klein have completed a preliminary review of 856 properties. 
When the revision is completed, the commission hopes to 
develop a searchable database of the Town’s historical archi- 
tecture and cultural places. 


Historic Preservation Plan 

Central to the commission’s 2002 preservation activities 
was participation in the development of the Town of Sandwich 
Historic Preservation Plan. Financed by a $15,000 grant from 
the National Park Service, U.S. Department of the Interior and 
Massachusetts Historical Commission, the planning process 
was guided by Jo Anne Miller Buntich, Director, Office of 
Planning & Development for the Town of Sandwich and plan- 
ning consultants from Neil Larson & Associates. A 5-member 
Preservation Plan Committee , including members Palmer True 
and Kaethe O. Maguire, coordinated the planning process. 
Public comment and participation were encouraged throughout 
the process, including a community questionnaire and two pub- 
lic forums. The final plan was released in Fall 2002. At year’s 
end, a Preservation Plan Implementation Committee was being 
formed.

The Commission vo 
unanimously to support the Town’s initiative to re-zone the s 
of the First Parish Meetinghouse (Est. 1704) from R-1 to B 
prior to auction of the property in June. However, the Co 
mission was unable to conclusively establish responsibility 
maintenance of the 1880 Jonathan Bourne clock located in t 
church steeple, which, until recent decades, had been fund 
by the Town. 


Oral History Project. Volunteers renewed efforts, beg 
several years ago, to record conversations with longtime re 
dents whose experiences and associations with people, plac 
and events in the Town’s past have escaped written docume 
tation. The Commission welcomes individuals willing to sh 
their recollections for the benefit of present and future gene 
tions. | 


Community Awareness. The Commission joined tov 
agencies, non-profit institutions and community organizatiot 
at Community Awareness Day on April 27, 2002.

ANDWICH OLD KING’S HIGHWAY 
STORIC DISTRICT COMMITTEE 


In January 2002, the Sandwich Old King’s Highway His- 
ric District Committee elected officers for the year. Paul 
Vhite was elected Chair, Jonathan Shaw Secretary, and Don- 
Long began his first year as an elected member of the Com- 
ittee. The Board of Selectmen appointed to the Committee 
arry Hall as Architect-Builder and, upon the recommendation 
the Committee, Betty Allen as Alternate, both for the year

The Sandwich Old King’s Highway Historic District 
cludes all properties within the area north of the centerline of 
‘oute 6 to the Cape Cod Bay low water line, extending from 
e town line with Bourne to the border with Barnstable. The 
andwich Historic District also includes that part of Sandwich 
long the Bay, which is on the western side of the Canal. The 
istrict provides protection for visual character and setting so 
t all exterior changes to buildings, signs, and other con- 
uction are reviewed for congruity, compatibility, and appro- 
riateness within the historic character of Sandwich. The 
egional District, mandated under state law, Chapter 470 of the 
cts of 1973, as amended, includes the towns of Sandwich, 
arnstable, Yarmouth, Dennis, Brewster and Orleans. 


All exterior changes, including new construction, alter- 
ions/additions, demolitions, painting (except when changing 
) white), and including exterior work by Town, State, and Fed- 
ral departments, must receive Sandwich Historic District 
‘ommittee approval prior to the commencement of work. Also 
acluded are sheds, decks, window replacements, hedges, 
igns, walls, walkways, berms, driveway paving & aprons, 
ences, arbors, light posts, etc. Upon approval, a Certificate of 
ppropriateness is issued. National studies have shown that 
roperty values within historic districts are between 21% and 
7% higher than elsewhere which makes the Sandwich Old 
ing’s Highway Historic District particularly important for 
omeowners who do not wish their residential investments to 
ecline. All one needs to do is to drive Route 28 and then take 
trip on Route 6A to see what a great impact the Historic Dis- 
ict has had in preserving our visual quality of life. 


In 2002 the Sandwich Historic District Committee 
viewed 275 applications. The Committee worked with the 
pplicants, and the vast majority of applications were 
proved, with only approximately 3% denied. 


In addition to the many hours spent in reviewing plans 
d properties in preparation for the bimonthly hearings, mem- 
rs attended seminars and participated in monthly Saturday 
orning working meetings conducted by the Regional Historic 
istrict Commission. The Committee held its own working 
usiness meetings, ordinarily quarterly. The Chair of the Com- 
ittee and other interested members also attended the Old

King’s Highway Regional Historic District Commission hear- 
ings in Brewster monthly to hear appeals before the Commis- 
sion. Any person aggrieved by the determination of the 
Committee may, within ten days, appeal to the Regional Com- 
mission, which is composed of the Chairs of all the Historic 
Committees of the six Cape towns which make up the Old 
King’s Highway Regional Historic District. 


The annual election of the Sandwich Historic District 
Committee was held in November 2002. Robert L. DeRoeck 
was elected to a four-year term to serve in the place of Paul 
White who did not seek reelection. Thanks are due to members 
of the Committee who have served the Town in recent years in 
preserving its historic character. Particular thanks are due to 
two members: Paul White for serving as an elected member of 
the Committee and for now agreeing to continue to provide his 
expertise as an alternate member; and to Barry Hall for contin- 
uing to provide his professional experience and wisdom in the 
critical position of Architect-Builder. Our Secretary Joan 
Evans, a dedicated and experienced employee of Town, carries 
out her responsibilities carefully and thoughtfully and is 
always available for applicants who have questions about pro- 
cedure in making application to the Sandwich Historic District.

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Report of the 
POLICE DEPARTMENT 


As Chief of Police, I respectfully submit my Annual 
report for 2002: 


2002 was a busy year for the Sandwich Police Depart- 
ment with a total of 7,725 complaints investigated. Breaking 
and entering, one of our more serious problems, decreased to 
80 from 95 in 2001. One hundred ninety eight larcenies were 
investigated, down from 226 in 2001. There were no murders 
investigated, and 5 incidents involving 56 rapes in 2002, up 
from four in 2001. Two hundred thirty nine cases of malicious 
destruction, a continuing problem, were investigated, down 
from 242 in 2001. Other criminal investigations include 75 
assaults up from 62 in 2001, 12 auto thefts up from 9 in 2001. 


Twenty-three drug violations were investigated. Domestic vio- 


lence calls decreased to156 from 200. We have worked dili- 
gently on our program of domestic violence follow-up 
intervention at identified problematic residences. The remain- 
ing complaints were of a less serious criminal or service nature. 


Of the 7,725 complaints, Sandwich village accounted for 
1,954, South Sandwich 3,689 (including Forestdale), East 
Sandwich 1,905. 


August was our busiest month with 969 complaints fol- 
lowed by: 


July 967, June 789, April 747, September 717, May 711, 
March 681, October 628, January 601, February 553, 
November 322 and December 171. 


Saturday was the busiest day with 1215 complaints, fol- 
lowed by: 


Friday 1191, Wednesday 1107, Sunday 1067, Monday 
1064, Thursday 1052 and Tuesday 1042. 


A total of 519 arrests were made on various charges in 
2001. One hundred sixty-four inebriated persons were taken 
into protective custody and later released or transported to a 
detoxification facility. 


One thousand seven hundred fifty motor vehicle citations 
were issued, including those requiring court action and written 
warnings. Four hundred accidents were investigated, up from 
348 in 2001. There were no fatal motor vehicle accidents in 
2002, one in 2001. 


Service complaints consisted of the following; officers 
investigated 487 citizen reports of suspicious persons, vehicles 
and incidents, and responded to 758 requests to see a police 
officer. Officers also answered 1139 burglar and holdup 
alarms, and served 109 summons and restraining orders. 
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The Department, as the designated E911 Public Safe 
Answering Point for the town, received 3,012 calls on our 9 
lines. One thousand two hundred seventy-six calls were tra 
ferred to the Fire Department as the callers were requesti 
emergency medical services or reporting fires. Two hund 
fifty-eight of the calls were hang ups, all requiring a Poli 
response. Many other non-emergency calls were due to mis 
al, problems programming phones or just plain nuisance ty 
requiring a police officer to confirm them. Our policy m 
dates that officers respond to all 911 calls received, includi 
those where the caller reports an error on their part. 


Police assistance rendered numbered 2,248 , with 1,5 
assists to the Fire Department and Ambulance. There were 1 
calls to assist other law enforcement agencies and town dep 
ments, 32 assists to mentally disturbed persons, 111 disabl 
motorist assists, one escort, 42 civil matters, and 116 ani 
related calls all handled by the police. 


The Sandwich Police Department received several maj 
grant awards in 2002: 


A "Community Policing" Grant in the amount 
$32,000 which will allow the Department to continue i 
Community Policing efforts. 


The Police Department is in its second year of the “Co 
in Schools” grant, which was received for $250,000. 
This program funds two school resource officers over 
three year period. The goal of this program is to enhanc 
school-police collaboration and to decrease school an 
community incidences of youth crime and disfunctiona 
ity. Such programs as the Youth Police Academy, Leac 
ership Reaction Course, Court Trips, Overnight trips t 
the US Coast Guard Station, and ZIP Line have bee 
developed in addition to the individualized ees of stt 
dents being addressed. 


In addition the Sandwich Police Department received 
$67,000 New Horizons Grant, which will fund afte 
school programs for our youth. The “Bicycle Helm 
Safety” grant will award 50 helmets to students in th 
three elementary schools. 

A Seat Belt Safety Grant was received for $7,200.00 fe 
the purpose of education and enforcement of the Chil 
and Safety seat belt laws. 


Due to lack of funding, 2002 appears to be the last yee 
in which the Town will receive the Grant to fund th 
D.A.R.E. program. This program educated our youth i 
the resistance of drugs, alcohol and tobacco products. W 
have supplemented portions of this program throug 
alternative funding. 


Lynne I. Gourley and David J. Guillemette were promot- 
‘to Lieutenants, Officers Terence Murphy and Christopher 
cDermott were promoted to Sergeant, and Officers Philip

As Fire Chief, I respectfully submit my annual report for 
ie year 2002 for the Sandwich Fire Department. 


Fire, rescue and related incidents totaled 3,011 in 2002 (a 
6% increase over year 2001). This included 1,904 medical 
ills, 164 fires and related incidents with damages totaling 
415,357.00 and 943 other emergencies, including but not lim- 
ed to: 233 hazardous incidents including flammable or toxic 
1emical spills, power lines down, attempted arsons, fuel leaks, 
3 structures were hit by lightning, assistance to other agen- 
ies, investigations, etc. Fifteen (15) firefighters were injured 
erforming their duties at incidents. Our busiest days were on 
Vednesdays with Sunday being the slowest. We averaged 8.25 
mergencies a day. Our busiest hours are 8AM to 4PM = 56% 
f all calls, 4PM to 12 Midnight = 30% of all calls and Mid- 
ight to 8AM = 14% of all calls respectively. 


This year 51 or 77% of the structure fires were in resi- 
ential occupancies. This underscores the need to properly 
cate and maintain smoke detectors. Fire department person- 
el are available to assist in determining the proper location for 
istallation of these valuable devices. For those who are with- 
ut smoke detectors the local real estate seller’s association has 
onated some for us to install, free of charge. 


Of the 23 carbon monoxide incidents we responded to, 
0 or 87% had serious levels of carbon monoxide in the build- 
ng. This is a sharp rise and in many cases is related to poor 
naintenance of the heating device. Residents must not take 
hances with carbon monoxide; it is odorless, tasteless and col- 
rless and is easily overlooked. In many cases it is the heating 
ystem that has caused the problem, followed by vehicles run- 
‘ing in attached garages. 
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Emergency medical assistance calls numbered 1,904, 
with 1,377 patients transported to area hospitals. Of these 62% 
or 859 needed Advanced Life Support intervention. 97 injured 
persons were extricated from motor vehicle accidents using the 
Jaws of Life and other heavy-rescue equipment. 


Fire Prevention conducted 928 inspections, issued 844 
permits and reviewed numerous commercial and residential 
plans, visited numerous homes and businesses to answer ques- 
tions, performed public and school safety programs, and was 
involved in CPR and First Responder training for other Town 
departments and the public. 


The Department’s 9 CPR/AED instructors taught 488 
people in 47 Classes in 2002. This included 136 
community/lay people were taught Basic CPR, 215 local Doc- 
tors, Nurses, Police, Firefighters and Health care providers 
were certified in advanced CPR with AED, 127 community/lay 
people were certified in Basic CPR with AED, and 10 were 
taught Pediatric CPR only. Additionally, slightly over 1,526 
blood pressure screenings were conducted on a daily basis at 
the Headquarters and Forestdale stations. 


A coordinated effort between this department’s staff and 
representatives of the Police, School Nurses office, Marina 
Staff and the Sandwich Hollows Golf Course personnel has 
resulted in the Town of Sandwich being designated by the 
American Heart Association as a Heart Safe Community. This 
means that through training and placement of equipment that a 
resident or visitor will have a better chance of surviving a heart 
attack than he or she might have in another community. This is 
an ongoing program of training and equipment placement that 
will take a few years to complete and maintain. Its results mean 
a better quality of life for us all. 


Sandwich is divided into the 6 response districts listed 
below: 


District 1 

Includes Quaker Meetinghouse Road west to the Bourne 
town line and from Route 6 north. 770 medical calls, 41 fires 
totaling $35,300.00 in damages, and 300 other emergencies for 
a total of 1,111 emergencies in this area of town. Average 
Response Times: Ambulance 4.47 min. Fire 5.48 min. 


District 2 

Includes Quaker Meetinghouse Road east to the Barnsta- 
ble town line and from Route 6 north. 301 medical calls, 40 
fires totaling $32,000.00 in damages, 186 other emergencies 
for a total of 527 emergencies in this area of town. Average 
Response Times: Ambulance 8.47 min. Fire 8.50 min. 


District 3 

Includes Route 6 south to the Mashpee line and east from 
the Military boundary to Farmersville Road. 64 fires totaling 
$174,602.00 in damages, 713 medical calls and 374 other 
emergencies for a total of 1,151 emergencies in this area of 
town. Average Response Times: Ambulance 5.90 min. Fire 
6.86 min. 


District 4 

Includes Route 6 south to the Mashpee line and from 
Quaker Meetinghouse Road east to the Barnstable town line 
had 6 medical calls and | other emergency for a total of 7 
emergencies for a total of 7 emergencies this area of town. 
Average Response Times: Ambulance 7.33 min. Fire no calls in 
this area. 


District 5 , 

Includes all areas north of the Cape Cod Canal had 3 fires 
with $170,000.00 in damages, 17 medical calls and 6 other 
emergencies for a total of 26 emergencies this area of town. 
Average Response Times: Ambulance 13.0 min. Fire 13.5 min. 


District 6 

Includes the Southeast corner of the Town as follows 
East of Boardley Road and South of Race Lane to the Mashpee 
line had 10 fires totaling $3,455.00 in damages, 83 medical 
calls and 42 other emergencies, for a total of 135 emergencies. 
Average Response Times: Ambulance 10.31 min. Fire 10.09 
min. 


Mutual Aid 

Assistance provided to other communities occurred 56 
times as part of the county mutual aid agreement and we 
received their help 54 times. 


Of the 3,01 lemergencies we responded to 1,372 or 45% 
occurred while another emergency was being handled. The vol- 
ume and frequency of our incidents has a direct impact on our 
response times, the time from the receipt of the call to our 
arrival at the incident. The average response times between the 
three major areas of town are below. Last year 1,628 or 54% of 
the incidents took 6 minutes or less from receipt of the phone 
call to arrival on scene. This is an improvement over previous 
years. However, as the call volume steadily increases it can and 
does in some cases extend response times until off duty per- 
sonnel can get to the stations. Many of the longer times are for 
incidents that happen when we have three or more calls at the 
same time, are on the outer edges of the town, non-emergency 
requests for assistance or were our personnel going mutual aid 
to another community. 


The May 2001 Town Meeting and Election supported a 
process to provide more personnel to reduce response times 
and increase availability of personnel when multiple incidents 
are occurring. The implementation of that plan is complete. 
The last of that group completed training in December. Since 
their return we have noticed better response times and 
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improved availability for simultaneous calls. However, t 
areas of South and East Sandwich will still have long resp 
times due to their distances from manned stations. Our co 
munity is spread out over a very large area with residents lo 
ed in virtually every corner. It is our goal, over time, to be al 
to provide reasonable service to all of them. 


The importance of response times is significant wh 
you consider that, when you are unable to breath your br. 
suffers severe damage in only 4 to 6 minutes, making recove 
very difficult at best. Fires will flash over consuming the enti 
room in 2.5 to 3 minutes preventing escape. These respon 
times suffer because of poor station placement, lack of perso 
nel and the increased number of emergencies, which tie up 
sonnel. 


The Fire Stations are bursting at the seams from both o 
age and increased functions that must be carried out in the 
Drafty windows and non-insulated walls and doors cause hig 
energy costs. There is a serious lack of space for every facet 
our operation from office and medical supplies to vehicles 
equipment. Closets have been turned into offices with files 
supplies placed in the attics, hallways and in the appara 
bays. Vehicles must be specially ordered to fit in the buildin 
adding to their cost. 


Equipment maintenance is a serious concern. Witho 
proactive maintenance, higher out of town repair costs 
longer down times are inevitable. While we are fortunate 
have a Firefighter/EMT who is knowledgeable and capable 
doing much of the work, he is hampered by interruptio 
requiring his response on calls. Maintenance and repair 
very time consuming on the larger specialized fire and resc 
equipment, making it difficult at best, to handle with a mem 
on shift who must also respond on emergency calls, afte 
removing heavy grease, etc.

Massachusetts provides an open burning season. Howev- 
r, it has strict guidelines that must be followed. We do not 
ave discretion to expand the guidelines, change the hours, etc. 
ask that persons who wish to burn respect others and the law, 
s the right to burn brush is limited. 


Last spring the department placed in service a replace- 
ent Brush Breaker. This unit was quickly put to work at sev- 
ral fires in the community and it performed as expected. A 
econd military vehicle is being readied for service at the East 
landwich Station as a water tanker to support operations in 
reas where we do not have Town water. This truck will carry 
,000 gallons of water and 200 gallons of forestry foam. By 
sing former military vehicles and doing most of the work in 
ouse the Town saved over $400,000.00 against purchasing 
omparable commercial units. 


On the Upper Cape we have some of the largest contigu- 
us tracks of natural woodlands, with much of it in and around 
andwich. The loss of property could be devastating, as 
emonstrated by past major fires of this type that have occurred 
n or near this community. With the increase in the number of 
omes and their proximity to the woods the losses will be much 
eater. The types of vegetation and weather conditions, 
ncluding ever changing winds here, put Cape Cod in the top 
ee in the United States for forest fire spread and severity. 
apid response to and the control of outside fires is imperative 
0 prevent the major fires this town has experienced in the past.

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Report of the 
BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


As Inspector of Buildings, I respectfully submit my 
Annual Report for the year 2002. 


The Building Department reviews and issues building 
permits for commercial and residential construction including 
all additions and renovations to existing properties, performs 
multiple inspections for all properties under construction, and 
must conduct more than eighty annual safety inspections for 
schools, camps, restaurants, hotels, motels, extended care facil- 
ities and public buildings. In addition, the Building Department 
answers consumer questions regarding building, historic and 
zoning and is the enforcement office for historic, zoning, and 
sign code violations. A staff of two inspectors, one full time 
clerk and one part time clerk perform all the various functions 
of the department resulting in excellent service and efficiency 
to the public and trades people we serve. 


The Building Department works closely with Natural 
Resources, Board of Health, Fire Department, and Planning 
and Development to ensure that we give the best possible ser- 
vice to the residents of Sandwich. 


One of the goals accomplished by the department this 
past year was to reduce the time of review and issuance of 
building permits. This has been accomplished and turn-around 
time for construction permits averages approximately two 
weeks, provided all information necessary for review is sup- 
plied by the applicant at the time of application. This less than 
half the time that is allowed for permit issuance under the 
Massachusetts State Building Code.

This project consists of 9 buildings with 36 housing 
units containing |, 2 and 3 bedrooms with projected 
completion in spring of 2003. 

* Construction on Shawme Heights continued in 2002 
consisting of a three-story building with 5O units of 
one bedroom elderly housing, and is nearing comple- 
tion early in 2003. 

¢ Corpus Christi Church is well under way with their 
new 24,000 sq. foot church addition on Quaker Meet- 
ing House Road. 

¢ Sandwich Glass Museum expansion has been com- 
pleted with added display areas, a new glass blowing 
furnace and theatre. 

¢ Heritage Park continues to increase occupancy with 
the addition of many new businesses including restau- 
rants, coffee shop, party supply store, floor covering 
store, health center with many more new businesses 
projected. 


Alden ‘Pete’ Sherwin joined the staff at the building 
department in May and brings with him 22 years of knowledge 
and experience as a project coordinator for the city of Fitch- 
burg. Pete is a welcomed addition to the department that was 
short an inspector for over six months.

SOARD OF HEALTH

The efforts of a Board of Health have always been asso- 
ted with the typical staple of septic systems, restaurants and 
Is, which are those the community associates with the role 
'the Board of Health. Yet, the practice of genuine Public 
th has been elevated due to the escalating concern of ter- 
yrism and the threat of bio-terrorism. 


Recognizing the need to prepare for human inflicted pub- 
health threats the Board approved of the appointment of the 
lealth Agent David B. Mason to the Barnstable County Inter- 
n Regional Emergency Planning Committee, which is intend- 
d to address emergency planning for hazard response for 
arnstable County. The emergency plan that shall be forth- 
oming can be utilized as a basis for implementing progressive 
aurveillance systems for the protection of public health. 
pecifically, there is a need to develop a regional disease sur- 
eillance system, which would encompass the hospitals serv- 
ig the Barnstable County region. A surveillance system based 
n a symptomatic review would provide the health community 
nth insight of disease trends. To compliment such a system, 
ae State Department of Public Health is in the process of 
tructuring the Health Alert Network. This network would be 
tilized as an immediate informational notification system for 
ublic health threats, disease trends, etc. The Sandwich Health 
epartment has been chosen as one of 400 potential pilot 
takeholders. Stakeholders include the Center for Disease 
ontrol, the Massachusetts Department of Public Health, Uni- 
ersities, Medical Facilities and staffed Health Departments. 


The year ended with Acting Governor Jane Swift signing 
gislation for the distribution of Potassium Iodide (KI) to the 
Jowns on Cape Cod. The Board of Health has approved and 
ubmitted the town meeting warrant article for the acceptance 
f the Potassium Iodide. There is a need to develop a distribu- 
ion and educational plan for the KI, which will be part of the 
uties of the Board in 2003. 


The Tobacco Control Bylaw has been effective and 
stablishments have been complying with the requirements. 
ue to the bylaw there has been a reduction in Health Depart- 
ent enforcement hours as compared to the original Board of 
ealth Smoking Regulation, which permitted smoking in des- 
gnated areas. Additionally, the tobacco sale “stings” operated 
y the County Tobacco Control Program and the Police 
epartment has resulted in 100% compliance of establish- 
ents selling tobacco products. 


Due to concerns of the potential health affects caused by 
or bathing water quality, the 2002 recreational pond and salt 
water beach sampling was increased to a once per week sam- 
pling schedule, which is a drastic increase over the past sam- 
pling schedule of every other week. Sampling was required for 
public and semi-public beaches, which resulted in a total of 
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142 samples taken. The results of this years sampling indicates 
exceptional water quality, with only transient failures. The 
Health Department is in the process of conducting sanitary sur- 
veys, which will be utilized to identify areas causing poor pond 
water quality, thus enabling a process by which to eliminate 
source problems. 


The Health Department continues to fulfill the require- 
ments of the Septic Grant Program in cooperation with the 
Barnstable County Department of Health and Environment 
originally initiated in 1996 to alleviate cost concerns for septic 
upgrades. The Board had received two grants for a total of 
$200,000.00 to assist residents in upgrading failed septic sys- 
tems. The program has been a great success with the assistance 
of Kendall Ayers of the County Health Department, the town 
Accounting Department and the Town Clerk. Those who have 
upgraded their septic system are advised to take advantage of 
the Massachusetts State Tax Credit for Septic Upgrades. 


The Board witnessed the election of Kevin Kelly to the 
Board of Health in May replacing Kathy Hardy who decided 
not to continue her efforts with the Board. The Board elected 
Richard Loring as Chairman, Sandra Lee Tompkins as Vice 
Chair and Kevin Kelly as Clerk. The Board and Agent express 
their gratitude to the Assistant Health Agent Darren Meyer for 
his continued efforts. Additionally, Darren maintains a com- 
mitted schedule for timely permit approval and all efforts to 
assist the citizens. As always, the Board and Agent thanks the 
Board’s secretary; Katherine Walter for her patience, profes- 
sionalism and organization of the office on a daily basis.

ERGENCY MANAGEMENT 
IRECTOR 


During the past year the American Red Cross certified 
e@ town emergency shelters, which are, the Oakridge, Forest- 
ale and Wing schools. An agreement between the Town of 
andwich and the Red Cross has been signed which allows 
ined Red Cross volunteers to operate the shelters during an 
mergency. When all work is completed at the High School it 
will be certified by the Red Cross to be used as a shelter. 


During the past year meetings with Mass Emergency 
fanagement Agency were held in Bridgewater, MA to keep us 
pdated regarding resources available to us here in Sandwich. 
he Red Cross held a shelter training session at the Oakridge 
chool in August for the volunteers who will staff the local shel- 
srs, which was well attended. The ARES (Amateur Radio for 
mergency Services) group also supports us. They are licensed 
y the Federal Communications Commission and volunteer 
leir time to support the Town of Sandwich. The ARES group 
rovides communications between the shelters, Red Cross and 
Mass. Emergency Management Agency throughout the Com- 
10nwealth. During the first days after 9/11 much of the public 
afety communications in New York City were not functional 
ue to the placement of antennas on the twin towers. The ARES 
roups responded and filled the gaps in communications with 
heir portable equipment. We here in Sandwich appreciate their 
villingness to help us in any future emergencies. Several com- 


munications drills were held in the past year with the ARES 
group and Mass. Emergency Management Agency. Additional 
antennas have been placed at the Human Services Building 
where the town Emergency Operations Center is located. It is 
now possible for the Police and Fire Departments as well as the 
ARES group to operate from that location. This provides an 
alternate site for public safety to operate from in the event of an 
emergency. We are also able to contact Mass Emergency Man- 
agement Agency in Bridgewater, Framingham and other loca- 
tions in the Commonwealth by alternate means of 
communications from this site. It is critical that we are able to 
contact Mass Emergency Management Agency at all times when 
additional resources are needed. They either fill the request or in 
turn go to the Federal Emergency Management Agency for 
assistance. In all cases, when an emergency is initially declared 
by a town it is made to Mass Emergency Management Agency. 


There are many changes being made such as the creation 
of the Office of Homeland Security at the national level and the 
Saturn team at the state level, each of which will affect us here 
in Sandwich. 


I would like to thank the citizens of Sandwich, the Board 
of Selectmen, Fire and Police Departments, Public Works 
Department, School Department, Town Administrator, Town 
Hall Staff, other boards and especially the Emergency Man- 
agement Committee for their assistance during the past year.

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Report of the 

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC 
WORKS/TOWN ENGINEER/ 
TREE WARDEN 


Included below is a summary of some of the accom- 
plishments of the Public Works Department in 2002. 


Reconstruction and maintenance of two sections of 
Route 130 from the Mashpee town line to the Forestdale fire 
station and from the Sandwich Cemetery to Shawme Road will 
be completed by the Massachusetts Highway Department in 
2003. The southerly section will include a sidewalk. 


Significant work was done on many roads including 
reconstruction and drainage repairs. This work was paid for 
with either Town or Chapter 90 funds. The program has been 
very successful, residents are very pleased with the improve- 
ments, and the program must be continued by the Town. The 
state, however, has been reducing the allotments to all the 
towns. 


Our highway crew provided the usual excellent repair 
and maintenance of the Town roads and facilities. Some of the 
work included catch basin cleaning, clearing catch basins, 
street sweeping, roadside brushing, pothole patching, sign con- 
struction and installation, and various routine services to the 
residents. When we have the opportunity, we pick up roadside 
litter. 


Then we have the annual snow removal and sanding 
operations performed by all Department of Public Works per- 
sonnel and private contractors. Also involved is shoveling 
around town buildings, sidewalk clearing, and repair and main- 
tenance of related equipment. 


The Department of Public Works assisted other depart- 
ments such as the schools, recreation, marina, and conserva- 
tion. Some of the routine tasks were trash pickup and mowing. 


Our transfer station workers have done an exceptional 
job dealing with additional activity due to the growth the Town 
has experienced. We changed the traffic pattern to improve effi- 
ciency, and extended our hours to 8:00 PM on Tuesdays. 


Our Park crew again demonstrated their ability to main- 
tain our grounds in beautiful condition. They also are involved 
in snow and ice operations. 


We welcomed Ryan Coholan, William Hawkins and 
Gary Gray to the DPW as laborers. They bring valuable expe- 
rience that will greatly help the DPW.

The Tree Warden, Kevin Buckland, is responsible for 
management and care of our Public Shade Trees. The drou 
we experienced kept us very busy through the sum 
mulching and watering two hundred plus newly planted tre 
from the past few years using a retired fire department 19 
brush breaker and a newly purchased 200 gallon water tank. 


Some accomplishments this year have been the planti 
of 35 trees along Morse Road using a Mass Re-leaf Grant. 
planted 12 trees at various other locations from a Visitor s § 
vice Board Grant. We pruned all trees on the Hoxie Hou 
property with a Heritage Tree Grant. We transplanted 45 Ea 
ern Cedars from the marina property to screen the recent 
capped Landfill. We planted an additional 15 trees from don 
tions throughout Town and in our cemeteries. 


The Town recently acquired a 65-foot aerial lift truc 
which now gives us a proactive approach to tree care and em 
gency response rather than being reactive. 


The Town of Sandwich earned its first Tree City US 
designation in 2002 by meeting standards set forth by 
National Arbor Day Foundation, one of which was an Arb 
Day celebration with the third grade classes of our K-8 school 


Chainsaws were at full tilt to complete the 3rd Annu 
Public Works Ice Sculpture. This year s message: Peace 
forgiveness. 


Sandwich is also home of the champion Little Leaf Li 
den tree. Making it the largest of its kind in the State of Mas 
achusetts. 


Engineering Department 


The Engineering Department, under Assistant Tow 
Engineer Paul Tilton, provided assistance to the DPW in th 
areas of drainage, transportation and building construction an 
maintenance. One notable drainage project included Phase 3 ¢ 
the Town Neck Stormwater Mitigation Facilities, which mini 
mizes stormwater contamination into the Mill Creek estuan 
The Department continues this effort with a fourth grar 
awarded to the Town for stormwater assessment in Sandwic 
Village. The Department provided transportation assistance fe 
roadway and intersection design, signal upgrades and traffi 
studies. Transportation projects included design, constructio 
and/or technical assistance on roads such as Route 130, Mai 
Street, Cotuit Road and Old County Road. The Departmer 
continued oversight of the Municipal Building Repairs projec 
including work at the Police and Fire Departments, Town Hal 
Town Hall Annex and the Human Services Building. Th 
boardwalk reconstruction and Snake Pond Bathhouse wer 


so completed the past year. The Engineering Department 
ked closely with both the Planning Board and Zoning 
d of Appeals. The Department provided technical assis- 
e, regulatory reviews and inspections on roadways, subdi- 
sions and various other projects for the two Boards.

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Report of the 
RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


The mission of the Sandwich Recreation Department is 
to promote healthy lifestyles and the general well being of indi- 
viduals in the community by providing a wide range of afford- 
able and enjoyable recreational opportunities. While physical 
fitness and sports are an essential part of recreation, it is our 
aim to incorporate a variety of avenues that foster the develop- 
ment of self-esteem, social interaction, leadership opportuni- 
ties, stress reduction and enjoyment. 


The Recreation Department thanks the many individuals 
who participated in and supported our programs. Special 
thanks to the endless supply of volunteers who give so much of 
their valuable time to bring quality recreational experiences to 
children, especially the Youth Sports Boards volunteers and 
coaches. We thank all those individuals who come forward 
with ideas and suggestions for future programming. We are 
grateful to all those other Town departments and staff who 
assist us in so many ways. The department of public works has 
been especially helpful in keeping our summer programs run- 
ning as smoothly and efficiently as possible. 


Several new programs were added to the list of recre- 
ational offerings in town including a Thanksgiving Drawing / 
Coloring Contest, which attracted over sixty participants from 
Kindergarten through grade three. This past winter the Recre- 
ation Department teamed up with Heritage Museums & Gar- 
dens to put on a Christmas celebration complete with carol 
singing, bell ringing, Santa and Mrs. Claus, Rudolph, Frosty 
The Snowman, hot cocoa and cookies. A teen coffeehouse pro- 
gram continues to grow in attendance and meets every 2nd and 
4th Saturday of each month. Teens are invited to perform 
music, poetry, magic, comedy, or to simply “hang out” and 
make new friends, enjoy the fireplace and assorted refresh- 
ments and baked goods. 


Summer staff increased from twenty two to thirty two 
seasonal employees due to the addition of another gate atten- 
dant at East Sandwich Beach and the Blue Knight Soccer 
Camp, which is now under the direct supervision of the Recre- 
ation Department. The new bathhouse at Snake Pond was 
opened for business and the concession stand is also near com- 
pletion. A new outboard engine was purchased for the Sailing 
program at Wakeby Lake and two new sailboats replaced some 
of the older models.

__ The past year was another in a long line of increasingly 
asy years at the Sandwich Library. Circulation was up, and 
at was just one indication of the broad increase in Library use 
at occurred in 2002. Public-use computers in the Library 
ere in such constant demand that the Friends agreed to pro- 
ide funds to set up a wireless Internet access network and pro- 
‘ide two laptop computers to access the network. Programs for 
reschool and elementary school age children and for young 
dults set new records for attendance. The variety and number 
f programs produced also set records for the Library. Pro- 
ams for adults were increased, and the numbers attending 
hese programs were also up. 


The Early Childhood Development Center, operating out 
if Meeting Room #1, continues to bring parents of young chil- 
n into the Library in large numbers. Program coordination 
yetween the Children’s Department and the Early Childhood 
Development Center provides a more efficient use of program 
esources and allows both departments to reach a broader audi- 
mce with better quality programming than either could accom- 
jlish separately. 


The Library’s Long Range Plan is now in its second of 
hree years and continues to provide service direction for the 
30ard of Trustees, the Friends Board of Directors, and the Staff. 


In September of this last year, an entirely new software 
juite for our automated library system was rolled out. This was 
he first change in software by the CLAMS organization since 
ts inception in 1989. Thanks to self-directed in-house training 
vy the staff, the transition went very smoothly. It appears from 
he reception by Library users that the new software is a sig- 
ificant improvement. 


The Friends of the Library continue to provide outstand- 
g support for the Library’s mission: providing funds for tech- 
lical resources, programming and volunteer labor for 
jumerous tasks that would otherwise require staff time. The 
Friends organized several fund-raising efforts during the past 
ear, which provided sorely needed resources. The weekly 
ok sale set a record for sales in 2002, as it did in 2001. This 
iquely Friends activity is run soley by Friends volunteers. 


The Trustees, meeting monthly, continue to provide 
guidance for the entire Library operation. The Board’s task has 
made significantly more difficult by the ongoing fiscal 
isis facing the Town. Providing quality service to meet the 
increasing demands of Sandwich citizens with decreasing 
resources will be the challenge facing the Board in 2003.

Report of the 
WESTON MEMORIAL FUND 


The Trustees of the Weston Memorial Fund are elected to 
serve the Town by managing endowment funds for the Sand- 
wich Public Library. 


The Fund distributed $16,375.91 to the Town for library 
purposes in comparison to $18,358.91 for the previous fiscal 
year. Lower interest rates accounted for most of the drop in rev- 
enue. The allocation of assets in the Fund reflects a balanced 
investment approach with long-term objectives of increasing 
Fund value and income. The market value of the Fund was 
$423,765.58 as of June 30, 2002 compared to $448,414.75 on 
June 30, 2001. 


The Trustees of the Sandwich Public Library help us 
coordinate an annual appeal to residents of the Town. We con- 
tinue to generate more each year from this initiative. This year 
donations increased the overall funds by $7,510. The accumu- 
lated donations are assigned to the Endowment Fund. Thank 
you for your generosity!

Calendar year 2002 marked the third year of owners 
and management of Sandwich Hollows Golf Club by the To 
of Sandwich. Mid-year 2002 (end of FY ‘02) displayed 
appreciable increase in rounds of golf and revenue over pri 
years. 


Comparing fiscal years, FY ’02 rounds of golf we 
5,000 more than FY ’01. Sources of this increase were acro 
the board, i.e., member rounds, daily fee rounds, hotel/mot 
rounds and outing rounds. 


All phases of successful club operations hinge up 
maintaining existing while increasing new rounds of golf. 
efforts — marketing, staffing, capital improvements and poli 
planning are analyzed and executed with this goal in mind. 


With an eye toward FY ’03, despite the severe drought 
July & August of 2002, Sandwich Hollows is hopeful of co 
tinuing this progress. 


Modest course renovations took place in 2002, such 
enlarging the fairway on hole #4, and similar work on hole #1 
Plans for spring of 2003 include the building of a new tee o 
hole #18 to mitigate customer complaints. 


Other highlights of 2002 include: an expanded juni 
golf camp schedule headed by PGA Assistant Golf Professio 
al, Yves Bailet, the opening of the renovated golf shop fro 
which sales are now under the Town umbrella, and the first fu 
year of the new driving range which was extremely active a 
golf season. A new (80 carts) golf cart fleet was a welcom 
addition in spring of 2002 as well. 


Impact of new policies affected all facets of golf opera 
tions. Most notably was the increased attention toward and th 
establishment of discounted rates for Sandwich charity gol 
outings. Relationships forged between community leaders an 
the golf club were extremely productive for all concerned. Out 
ings have become and will continue to play a significant role i 
the success of this golf course, with local charitable outing 
leading the way.

Report of the 
SANDWICH CULTURAL COUNCIL 


The Sandwich Cultural Council, a local partner of the 
Massachusetts Cultural Council has had a challenging but pro- 
ductive year. The council’s mission is “to promote excellence, 
access, education and diversity in the arts, humanities and 
interpretive sciences, in order to improve the quality of life for 
local residents and to contribute to the economic vitality of our 
community.” Faced with massive budget cuts on the state level 
(62%) the council worked hard to accomplish this mission and 
disburse the allocation for Sandwich in a way that would ben- 
efit as many as possible. 


The Cultural Council, consisting of six members each 
serving six-year terms, is now operating with full authority to 
approve grants at the local level, rather than waiting for 
approval at state level. 29 grant request applications were 
received by the October 15th deadline and the council voted to 
approve 12, many of which were awarded partial funding 
rather than the entire request because of budget constraints. 
The grants covered a variety of programs and projects such as 
musical programs at the Library, Patrons of Performing Stu- 
dents, publishing a book of Sandwich paintings, school pro- 
grams for visiting authors, and a school trip to the MFA in 
Boston, among others. The total amount awarded was $5,066. 


The Sandwich Cultural Council is building relationships 
with other cultural entities in town to gain visibility and expand 
cultural opportunities. We encourage new members and wel- 
come input from all residents.

Report of the 
SANDWICH VISITORS 
SERVICES BOARD 


This year the Sandwich Visitors Services Board contin- 
ued to promote the Town of Sandwich to visitors through mem- 
berships in the Cape Cod Canal Region Chamber of Commerce 
and the Cape Cod Chamber of Commerce. Brochures were dis- 
played in visitor centers in Sandwich, Sagamore, and Buzzards 
Bay, as well as Routes 3 and 25. American Distribution con- 
tinued to distribute our brochure to these centers, as well as the 
visitor centers going both East and West on the Massachusetts 
Turnpike. 


Our tag line promoting Historic Sandwich as "The Best 
of the Cape, Remarkably Close" has been well received. Using 
this theme, we developed advertisements for such publications 
as the Cape Cod Chamber’s Visitors Guide and the AAA Tour- 
book. We also developed several ads promoting upcoming 
events within the town. 


Our website (www.sandwichma.org) is a continuous pro- 
ject. Quite a bit of time has been spent on the development of 
a new calendar format that will enable local organizations to 
update directly on their own, with private passwords. There has 
been strong demand for one site in Sandwich that will list ALL 
events and our goal is to make this that site. We will continue 
to work with the local cultural organizations, the recreation 
department, local civic groups and the chamber of commerce 
to bring up to date info to not only visitors, but especially our 
residents. Special thanks to the Town of Sandwich for creating 
a visual link to our site. 


As our major beautification expense this year, we worked 
with Kevin Buckland and the DPW to replace several trees in 
the center of town. Dick Saline, from the DPW, worked with 
the SVSB to clean up the entrance at Jan Sebastian Way...an 
ongoing project. 


We are actively involved with the Town and the sign code 
committee to work on signage to display at the various land- 
scape islands around town. With the possibility of recognition, 
using approved signage, our hope is that someone or a particu- 
lar business will adopt and beautify the islands around Town. 


This was our second year of our grant program. The 
SVSB awarded $15,134 to projects, programs and/or events 
that would either promote tourism or provide a benefit to visi- 
tors. 


Recipients included the Thornton W. Burgess Society for 
their "Garden Tour and Tea Party", the Sandwich Grist Mill for 
structural repairs and replacement, the Sandwich Arts and 
Crafts Association to promote their six outdoor exhibits/shows, 
the Sandwich Town Band for outdoor lighting at the bandstand, 
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the Sandwich Boardwalk Celebration Committee for the 1 
anniversary celebration, the Sandwich Junior Women’s Club 
promote their Annual Arts and Crafts Fair and the Cape C 
Canal Region Chamber of Commerce for the expansion 
hours at both the Sagamore and Sandwich Visitor Centers. 


Included in the total, we have again put aside $2500 to 
held for the refurbishing of the spring (water bubbler) at To 
Hall Square. The DPW has been working on grant possibiliti 
and this will enable them to claim matching funds wherey 
they apply for funding. 


The SVSB was invited to help organize and promote 
first Cape Cod Baseball League Game in Sandwich on Ju 
24, 2002. The Hyannis Mets hosted the Bourne Braves. It w 
a tremendous success. (Plans are under way for another gam 
Saturday July 19, 2003 at SHS. The Hyannis Mets will ho 
the Cotuit Kettleers at 7 PM.) The SVSB created a welco 
ad from the Town for the program and created a "Welcome 
Historic Sandwich" banner that may be used at other even 
as well. 


Looking into FY 2003, the committee will continue 
cultivate their relationships with members of the hospitalit 
industry in Sandwich, the economic development council, 
local chambers, the media and all efforts pertaining to th 
Town’s Historic Preservation Plan. Advertising efforts wi 
continue, signage possibilities will be explored both within th 
Town and along the highways, and the development of a San 
wich Visitors Guide will be explored.

Durable medical equipment such as: whee 
chairs, walkers, canes, crutches, bath seat 
etc., is available for use by all Sandwich re 
idents upon request. During 2002, 94 peop 
in town borrowed equipment from us. 


The program to update students with Hepat 
tis B vaccine was completed in May. It w 
also determined that students needing MM 
vaccine was completed. It is necessary no 


to hold one School Clinic per year to update 
6'2 orade students with a Tetanus booster. 
This meets the state requirement for students 
entering 7 grade. The Nursing Department 
will continue to update any students needing 
immunizations to attend school. School offi- 
cials, school nurses, the Nursing Depart- 
ment, and the Sandwich Health Association 
will continue to work together to insure that 
all students are properly immunized to meet 
all state regulations. 


Additionally, the Sandwich Town Nurse makes home 
‘isits in order to assess the needs of the elderly in town. Refer- 
als are made from various sources such as doctors, hospitals, 
jome health agencies and the Council on Aging. During 2002 
ix new patients were admitted to service, and five were dis- 
harged. The current caseload is thirty four patients. 


The Sandwich Health Association continues to finance 
jur clinics. This allows the Nursing Department to offer many 
lealth preventive screenings and clinics for the residents at a 
ninimal fee. 


The Nursing Department co-ordinates with other charita- 
le organizations and Town Departments to purchase and pre- 
are Eaton baskets which are distributed by the Highway 
Jepartment. The Eaton Fund was established to assist needy 
amilies in out town. This year twenty-five baskets were dis- 
ributed throughout the town. Volunteers fill the baskets at the 
fuman Services Building under the direction of the Nursing 
Jepartment. 


The Nursing Department continues to co-ordinate with 
he VNA of Cape Cod to provide additional services. The 
Aobile Health Link Van is scheduled monthly throughout the 
ear. Health screening for cholesterol, diabetes, and blood 
ressure is available. Family planning, birth control, and preg- 
ancy test referrals are also available. These services, which 
re open to all ages, are free and confidential. The van was here 
leven times this year and screened a total of 44 people. We 
vere pleased to see the increase in the number of people uti- 
izing these services

The position of social worker remains 
part-time at 25 hours. 


The Social Worker assists people in the 60 and under 
population. She works closely with the Sandwich Public 
Schools, the Nursing Department, the Housing Authority, and 
other town entities. She is able to provide clients with counsel- 
ing, case management, assessment and screening for commu- 
nity resources including housing, fuel assistance, and 
insurance, education involving community resources, and 
referrals to appropriate services. 


Her office is located in the Human Services Building on 
Quaker Meetinghouse Road, but much of her time is spent out 
in the community working with her clients.

The mission of the Council on Aging is to 1) advocate 
behalf of Sandwich elders in addressing their needs by ident 
fying and developing resources of assistance; 2) provide inf 
mation, referral, outreach, nutrition and health services, 1 
cooperation with other Town departments and area agencies; 
enhance quality of life for seniors and the Community by pr 
viding educational, recreation, cultural programs and activitie 
and 4) set policy for operation of Senior Center. 


The Council on Aging initiated a study of what the se 
vices/programs accessed for Sandwich seniors citizens and/ 
their families translated to in dollars saved for these client 
The result was a staggering $325,612.00 for F/Y 02. This is f 
such programs as: Fuel Assistance, Food Stamps, Mass Heal 
buy in for medicare and co-pays deductible — pharmacy; Pr 
scription Advantage, Global Petroleum, medical appointmen 
transportation as well as assistance from Cape Cod Free Cli 
ics, Salvation Army, St Vincent de Paul, Upper Cape Homele 
Council, Veterans Agent, Cape Cod Times Needy Funds, De 
tistry for all. 


Our Outreach Program is vital to the safety, security an 
well being of our senior citizens and their families. Senior po 
ulation (age 60+) is 4307 (19.9% of population). Living ind 
pendently in one’s own home as long as possible is import 
to most senior citizens and our Outreach Program is vital t 
that goal. We work closely with many agencies such as Eld 
Services of Cape Cod and the Islands, Social Security Offic 
Medicaid Office, local doctors, hospital Social Service Depa 
ments, Sight Loss Services, Inc., Elder law Project, local hou 
ing authorities, the Sandwich Fire & Police Departments an 
Assessors. We continue to try and meet the challenge to su 
plement funding cuts to programs that are important to seni 
citizens. Much of the help we receive comes from donation 
and the willingness of Sandwich people of all ages to help i 
so many ways.

costs if there is a financial problem. Kiwanis teamed with us to 
allow expansion of this program. 


TELEPHONE REASSURANCE: Telephone calls 
are made daily to seniors who live alone and would like the 
reassurance of regular contact. Our afternoon Front Desk vol- 
unteers make the calls during the week. 


KNOX BOX PROGRAM: In cooperation with the 
Sandwich Fire Department, the COA has 55 Knox Boxes. 
These boxes are affixed to a frail senior’s front door and allows 
access by the Fire Department in case of an emergency. We 
thank the Fire Dept. personnel who make this program possi- 
ble! 


TRANSPORTATION: We operate our passenger vans 
to transport seniors to grocery shopping, pharmacy, and a bank 
on Thursdays and Fridays. Twice a month, the second and 
fourth Wednesdays, the van transports senior citizens to shop- 
ping at area Malls. We also transport to Sight Loss Support 
Group once a month. 


We also have volunteer drivers (30) who are available to 
drive seniors to doctor appointments and hospital appoint- 
ments. This program is critical, as many seniors can no longer 
drive. 


FRONT DESK VOLUNTEER: These volunteers man 
the reception desk at the Council on Aging each morning and 
afternoon and answer the telephone, handle routine tasks such 
as, reservations for activities and programs, van reservations, 
and newsletter addressing. They provide a friendly greeting 
and capable service to anyone who calls or visits. 


THE NEWSLETTER: Is made possible because of the 
support of local merchants who advertise in our Newsletter. 
They make possible the in-house printing and mailing of our 
Newsletter to 2,000 businesses and people. This Newsletter 
communicates the programs and services being offered at the 
Council on Aging as well as information on health, legal, and 
financial issues. At least fifteen volunteers address and collate 
the Newsletter each month. 


THE NUTRITION PROGRAM: Is administered by 
Elder Services of Cape Cod and the Islands and the Senior 
Center serves as the Sandwich site. Volunteers deliver Meals on 
Wheels and help prepare and set up for the Dining Center meal 
program four days a week. These volunteers are our “front line 
of defense” in identifying concerns about someone on their 
route. The Monday lunch program is made possible because of 
a donation to the Town in lieu of taxes by Shawme Heights 
Management Association. The Board of Selectmen have desig- 
nated the funds be used to provide a nutritious lunch on Mon- 
days.

We honor them each year 
with a recognition luncheon made possible through a Grant.

Telephone calls (for general information and referral,

Financial support comes from many sources—throug 
Grant from the Executive Office of Elder Affairs which is us 
to fund the salary of our part time Secretary/Receptionist, p 
vide outreach program support as well as supports our vol 
teer program needs. The Town budget funds the salaries of 
full time Director and 35 hour/week Secretary as well as 
hours for our Outreach Coordinator.

the cost of prescription drugs and other medical services. 


We also have had a great deal of success aiding veterans 
with increases in their service-connected disabilities, pensions, 
life insurance claims, widows pensions and a number of ser- 
vices we were able to provide to our veterans constituents. 
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Because of these efforts, we generated for the Town of 
Sandwich $304,324.00 in Federal money through the VA for 
197 Veterans.

Report of the 
SANDWICH HOUSING AUTHORITY 


History 


Sandwich Housing Authority was first incorporated in 
1960. We now own and manage three sites in our community 
as a result of the hard work and cooperative efforts of many 
current and former commissioners. 


In 1974, we purchased our first property, a single-family 
home located in Forestdale. In 1989, our Family Housing 
(Chapter 705) Development at George Fernandes Way was 
opened. This site consists of 12 two and three bedroom apart- 
ments. In 1995, we occupied the development at Hansen Vil- 
lage that is located behind Canterbury Plaza in South 
Sandwich. Hansen Village is an innovative housing develop- 
ment that encompasses units for elders and special needs indi- 
viduals under a Pilot Program funded by the Department of 
Housing and Community Development (DHCD) of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. This pilot program integrates 8 
Department of Mental Health (DMH) consumers, living in sin- 
gle bedroom apartments within the 36 unit elderly apartment 
building for the first time in Massachusetts. DMH has residen- 
tial staff on site 24 hours per day. Also on the site is a Congre- 
gate House for 8 elderly frail that is overseen by Elder Services 
of Cape Cod and the Islands through grants from the Depart- 
ment of Elder Affairs as well as a group home for 4 Department 
of Mental Retardation (DMR) consumers, also staffed 24 hours 
per day. 


Hansen Village is a study in interagency cooperation 
between and amongst four state agencies working together and 
more importantly, a successful living environment for people 
of mixed needs. 


Sandwich Housing Authority is a public body, politic and 
corporate, organized and existing under Massachusetts Gener- 
al Laws, Chapter 121B Section 3. The Board of Commission- 
ers, four who are elected and the fifth appointed by the 
Commonwealth, are legally responsible for the overall opera- 
tion of the Authority. The day-to-day activities of the Authori- 
ty are administered by the Executive Director and the Authority 


staff. Sandwich Housing receives subsidies for its convention- 
al and rental assistance programs from the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Department of Housing and Community Devel- 
opment (DHCD) and the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD). 


Programs 


In addition to the conventional (state-aided) housing pro- 
grams for families and elders, we also administer the Massa- 
chusetts Rental Voucher Program (MRVP) and the Alternative 
Housing Voucher Program (AHVP). The AHVP is a transition- 
al housing program for non-elderly disabled persons who 
might not otherwise find housing while they are on the waiting 
list for admission to elderly housing. These programs are rental 
assistance programs as they subsidize the rent for units rented 
privately. We also administer Section 8 (Federal) rental assis- 
tance as both an initiating agency as well as a host agency for 
certificate and voucher holders. 


Through our conventional and rental assistance housing 
programs, we are able to provide affordable housing to 100 
Sandwich families who comprise over 175 residents. Our 
lengthy waiting lists, for all housing programs, demonstrate the 
need for many more units of affordable housing for all ages and 
populations.

Modernization and Maintenance 


In 2002, we completed replacing walkway lighting at 
George Fernades Way. A new rear deck was installed at our 
house on Bramblebush Drive. Landscaping efforts at Hansen 
Village to several of our residents who have truly transformed 
ordinary gardens into works of art and beauty, complete with a 
living fish pond. 


Sandwich Housing Authority is also a work site for the 
District Attorney’s Juvenile Diversion Community Service 
Program as well as the Barnstable County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment Alternative Suspension Program. Students and other 
youth, who must perform community service as part of their 
court ordered or non-court sentence, perform valuable cleaning 
and grounds-keeping chores and are supervised by employees 
of the Sheriff’s Department. During 2002, we were the com- 
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munity service work site for 8 students from Sandwich Hi 
School. We also benefit from crews of adults who must p 
form court-ordered community service and are overseen b 
Community Service Officer from the Barnstable Sheri 
Department. These persons assist with grounds keeping, pai 
ing, building maintenance, holiday decorating and a variety 
tasks. 


Development 


In 2002, Osprey Lane construction began and S 
entered into a Subcontract Management Agreement with T 
Sandwich Limited Partnership, owner and developer, to pr 
vide local onsight management services. At December 31, all 
buildings, of modular construction, were delivered and on th 
foundations. Occupancy is expected in the Spring of 2003. 
Waiting List was established initially on November 7, 20 
with over 100 persons lining up early to obtain an applicatio 


We have, once again, asked the Selectmen to set aside 1 
acres of land in the “Golden Triangle” adjacent to our Hans 
Village complex for future senior housing. We understand th 
no firm decisions have been made regarding any use of t 
town owned parcels. We believe that an additional 10 acres i 
this area would be consistent with any proposed uses of t 
land and would also ensure that additional senior housing c 
be built in Sandwich. 


We have been approached by representatives of Tedesc 
Realty who are attempting to develop a Shaw’s Supermarket 0 
Cotuit Road. A portion of this property is contiguous to o 
Hansen Village property. Tedeschi has an affordable housin 
component included in their development plans and they woul 
like to donate approximately 2.16 acres to the SHA to develo 


Farewells 


During 2002, several of our residents moved out of ou 
developments into private housing and we wish them well. W 
also miss those residents who have passed on. There memorie 
are forever a part of the fabric of our community. 


The Sandwich Housing Authority Office at 20 Tom’ 
Way is open five days a week from 8:00 AM to 2 PM and a 
other times by appointment. We look forward to meeting with 
anyone needing low-income housing to assist them in gettins 
on our waiting lists. 


At Hansen Village, our Community Room is utilized no 
only by our residents but also by many town boards and civic 
groups. The Sandwich Commission on Disabilities as well a: 
the Upper Cape Homeless Council and other groups that mee 
here regularly for their public meetings. We are happy to pro: 
vide a large and accessible meeting room that is convenient t¢ 
the community. 


We are grateful for the ongoing support of the Town 
partments, agencies and department heads. We are also 
teful for the cooperation and assistance of Steve Connelly, 

oordinator of the Congregate House, to Andy Silva of the 
teppingstone Residential Program of DMH as well as to 
arin Bonesteel, House Manager for the Department of Men- 
al Retardation Group Home.

Report of the 
SANDWICH COMMISSION 
ON DISABILITY 


The Sandwich Commission on Disability (SCOD) has 
-ontinued to pursue its main purpose to assist in the inclusion 
ind integration of people with disabilities in the activities, ser- 
vices and employment opportunities of the community in 
wccordance with Federal and State disability laws. 


SCOD has been very busy this year. The Commission 
las continued to answer telephone calls and letters from con- 
erned citizens regarding accessibility problems, ADA viola- 
ions and questions regarding responsibility in these areas. We 
lave given direction concerning HP parking, the accessibility 
of Sandwich Hollows, questions regarding specific buildings 
ind businesses in town, transitional equipment, etc. We wel- 
some these requests and encourage them in the future. 


SCOD members have attended regional meetings run by 
Massachusetts Office on Disability. At these meetings, Com- 
nissioners are informed of any changes in laws governing con- 
struction and/or alterations of existing buildings, or that affect 
he disabled community in general. 
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SCOD members have attended hearings on variance 
requests at the Architectural Access Board in Boston. Randy 
Lewis has represented SCOD at the newly formed Human Ser- 
vices Council meetings. Karen Henkel-Reeves has assisted in 
the creation of the Capewide Council of Disability Commis- 
sions. This promises to be a valuable organization for people of 
all abilities to work in, and enjoy, all that Cape Cod has to offer. 


SCOD Commissioners have reviewed construction plans 
for Osprey Lane; St. John’s Episcopal Church addition and ren- 
ovations; and the Riverdale School addition, to ensure their 
adherence to accessibility laws. 


After receiving several complaints concerning the outer 
doors at the Lewis Medical Center, an onsite inspection was 
conducted and the doors were found to be far too heavy to be 
in compliance with the building code. SCOD sent a letter to the 
Falmouth Hospital Association, the owner of record with the 
Town of Sandwich. They graciously responded that a push-but- 
ton, automatic door was being ordered and would be installed 
as soon as it arrived. 


SCOD received complaints about the inner doors at The 
Rehabilitation Hospital for Cape Cod and Islands (RHCI). 
Again, an onsite inspection was conducted and the inside doors 
were found not to be in compliance. When informed of this, 
RHCI looked into it immediately and found that when the hos- 
pital was built six years ago, the contractor had installed the 
wrong automatic door closings in two hundred locations at the 
hospital. Even though so much time had elapsed, the contrac- 
tor offered to replace thirty of the closings. RHCI replaced the 
remaining closings at their own cost. 


SCOD referred a blind woman who had been refused 
service from a local restaurant because she had a seeing-eye 
dog, to the Massachusetts Commission Against Discrimina- 
tion. 


SCOD has spent three years trying to get a chair lift put 
in the Sandwich Community School swimming pool. We are 
pleased to report that a chair lift has now been installed. The 
pool is now one step closer to being accessible to everyone. 


A disabled Sandwich woman needed hand controls for 
her car that would enable her to drive around town without the 
assistance of others. Although she had been trying for over a 
year, she had been unable to find a grant or other financial sup- 
port for this endeavor. SCOD was able to arrange private fund- 
ing and the hand controls were installed. 


SCOD is fortunate to be working with the new Building 
Inspector, Donna Boardman. She attends all our meetings and 
is a great asset to the disabled populace of Sandwich. She has 


worked with us on several projects and arranged a walk- 
through at the completed Sandwich Glass Museum. 


We regret to report that Jan Teehan has retired from 
SCOD due to conflicting commitments. She was the driving 
force behind the establishment of SCOD, and had continued as 
a valued member since its inception. She will be sorely missed.

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Report of the 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Teachers continue to develop strategies and teaching 
methods designed to meet the needs of all students. Differenti- 
ated instruction is a school goal for all K-8 teachers committed 
to challenging all students all the time in their classrooms. A 
fundamental goal for all students is literacy. To this end, Guid- 
ed-Reading and Writing are the norm in primary classrooms. 


Efforts continue to provide an educational program in 
alignment with the requirements of the Massachusetts State 
Frameworks. Our students continue to score in the top 20% on 
MCAS, while Sandwich Public Schools still has one of the 
lowest per pupil expenditures in the state. Based on MCAS 
results, emphasis in mathematics instruction includes problem- 
solving strategies, critical thinking skills, and logical reason- 
ing. Students in need of assistance to boost their scores were 
identified and offered remedial opportunities. 


A very well attended district-wide Curriculum Fair was 
held as part of a School Committee Meeting in October. Teach- 
ers and students proudly displayed their individual projects as 
well as collaborative ventures. 


Enhancement activities were plentiful throughout the 
year. To mention a few, Oak Ridge held its annual Art/Curricu- 
lum Fair in May, seventh and eighth grade teachers conducted 
a science fair, grade three organized a family math and science 
night and grade eight history teachers planned a Civil War pro- 
ject. After school programs at Forestdale School included 
MCAS support, science enrichment, history-movie of the 
month, homework club, scrabble club, TV production, Clay 
studio, School store/commerce, Math heavyweights, Open 
Gym and Drama. Wing School boasts 11 Destination Imagina- 
tion teams and 3 Future Problem Solving teams. 


At the high school, work continues on the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges (NEASC) accreditation of 
Sandwich High School. The key element of the process is the 
self-study that focuses on the development and implementation 
of a clearly defined mission and student expectations. All cur- 
ricula is being reviewed and rewritten using a “backwards 
design model”. Everything is on schedule in readiness for the 
visitation committee in September. 


The COPS in Schools Program continues to be a very 
worthwhile collaboration between the Police Department, 
school administration, staff and students. 


With our very supportive PTSA’s and outstanding staff, 
we continue to further promote a strong home-school partner- 
ship, as well as high academic and social expectations. 


The Center for Policy Analysis at UMass Dartmouth, in 
partnership with the Sandwich Public Schools, developed our 
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4th Sandwich Community Report Card. This instrumen 
which measures our progress’ and compares it to similar co 
munities in Massachusetts, is beginning to attract nation 
attention. It is believed that Sandwich is one of the first scho 
systems nationwide to present such an analysis. 


In December, Dr. Sylvia announced his retirement effe 
tive June 30, 2003. All who had the good fortune to work wit 
Dr. Sylvia will miss him. We wish him a retirement filled wit 
happiness and good health.

Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School enrollment, 
as of October 1, 2001 consisted of eighty-four (84) students 
from Bourne, one hundred forty-five (145) from Falmouth, six 
(6) from Marion, eighty-nine (89) from Sandwich, and two 


hundred forty-nine (249) from Wareham. Twenty-nine (29) stu- 


dents were enrolled in the Licensed Practical Nursing Program 
for a total of 602 students. Adult tuition students, specialized 
afternoon and evening occupational programs, and summer 
programs are additional to these enrollments. 


The school is beyond full capacity with this enrollment, 
and we are utilizing all available school space for instructional 
purposes. We continue to turn away over one hundred (100) 
students each year due to lack of space and programs. Demand 
for enrollment currently exceeds our ability to enroll students, 
and expansion of classroom or technical laboratory space 
would be required in order to accommodate this demand. 


Upper Cape Tech is currently expanding its offerings for 
adults and other out of school individuals. Adult tuition stu- 
dents, specialized afternoon and evening occupational pro- 
grams, and summer programs are additional to the 602-pupil 
school day enrollment. Upper Cape Tech continues to offer 
valuable cost-effective services to its communities via its day 
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and evening programs. This year, the school expanded its con- 
tinuing education department. As a result of this expansion, 
643 adult students were enrolled in evening courses during this 
fiscal year. 


The Leadership Team developed new mission and vision 
statements for the district as follows: The mission of Upper 
Cape Cod Regional Technical School is to educate and support 
all students to actualize their personal, social, academic, and 
technical potential. Our vision is that Upper Cape Cod Region- 
al Technical School graduates will be personal and profession- 
al role models in their communities. 


In this fiscal year, construction of an addition to the exist- 
ing Bus Barn was started in an effort to address storage needs. 
An upgrade of the Heating, Ventilating, and Air Conditioning 
system was also started and the project is currently in the 
design phase. A committee has been formed to create a plan for 
the construction of a Memorial Garden to remember those stu- 
dents and staff members who have passed away while at Upper 
Cape Tech. 


The school’s PLATO lab became fully operational during 
the year. The lab is being utilized by all Upper Cape Tech stu- 
dents in order to raise MCAS scores. In addition, parents and 
students are now able to access the MCAS tutoring software 
from home which has proven to be quite beneficial. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its 
appreciation to the many advisory boards that assist us in 
developing and maintaining educational programs, various 
town and school officials who support our efforts, and school 
staff members. It is the combined effort of all of these individ- 
uals that has enabled the success of the school and its gradu- 
ates. We look forward to your continued support.
